I. Th<i clcsip^nation of this Sociejy slifill he the BRITISH AND 
FOREIGN BIBLP] SOCIETY, dl* "which tlic sole object sh;ill bo to eii' 
courage tlic wider «circul<‘ition of the Holy Scrij)tiires, without note or 
comincijt: the only copi^.s in the Ijangiiagcs of tlie United Kingdom, to 
be circulated by the Society, sliall bo tlic Authorized Version. 

II. This Society slmll add its endea^nr.s to those employed by other 

Soeiotjes, lor circulating the Scr'ptnres through tlie British Dominions : 
and shall also, according to its ability, extend its influence to other 
countries, whether Christian, Maiiometan, or Pagan. •' 

IIT. Each Subscriber of One Guinea annually shall be a Member, 

* IV. Each Subscriber |Of*Ten Guineas at one time shall be a Member 
for Life. • 

• V. Each Subscriber of* Five d-nineas annually shall be a Governor, 

y\. Each Sul?scrit)cr of Fifty l^ounds av ono tiine, or*who shall, by one 
additional jiayniciit, increase 'his original Subscription to Fifty Pounds, 
shall be a Governor for Life. • 

VIL Governors shall be entitled to attend and vote «at all Meetings of 
the Committee.

VIII. An Executor, paying a bequest of Fifty Pounds, shall be a 
Member for Life : or of One Hundred Pounds, a Governor for Life. 

IX. A Cominittee shall be appointed to conduct the business of the 
Society, eotisistjrig of Thirty- ^ix Li^men, S'jx of Avhom shall be Foreign- 
ers, resident in London or its vicinity ; half the remainder shall be mem- 
bers of the Church of Englaiid,<'and the other half members of other 
de^omiTfations* of Christians. Thirty of the above number, who shall 
have most /rcf|uoiitly attended, «<hall be eligible for ro-cl^;ctioii for the 
ensuing yqjir. 

'Jhe Commi.'tee shall appoint all Officers* except the Treasurer, and call 
Special General Meetings, and shall be charged with procuring for the 
jiiochity^suitjible pjitronage, both Bgitisb and Foreign.

XII. The President, Vice-Presidents, and Treasurer, shall bo considered 
ex officio^ members of the Committee. 

XIII. Every Clergyman or Dissenting Minister, jvho is a Member of 
' the Society, shall be entitlecf to attend and vote at all Meetings of the 

Committee. • 

XIV. The Secretaries for tlj^time being shall be considered as Members 
of the Committee ; but no otlier person deriving any emolument from the 
Society shall have that privilege. 

XV. At the General Meetings, and Moetings of the Committee, the 

President, — or, in liis abfjpncc, the Vice-President first upon the list then 
present; and in the absence of all the Vice-Presidents, the Treasurer; 
and in his absence, sucli member as sliaJI be voted for that purpose, — 
shall preside at the Meeting. • ^ 

XVI. The Committee shall meet on the first Mor^ay in every month, 

or oftener, if necessary. • 

XVII. The Committee shall have the power of nominating sucli persona 

as liave rendered essential servi<ies to the Society,* either Members for 
Life, or Governors Eoii Life. . 

XVIII. The Committee shall also have the power of nominatingTToNO- 
RARY Members from among the Foreign(*-s who liave promoted the objects 
of the Society. . • ^ 

XIX. The whole of the MinuteS of every General Meeting shall Jjo . 
signed by the chairman. • * 


KECrULATlONS 

Adopted at the Anrnial General MeetbifjH of the Society in 

I. That the fundamental l?iw of tlie Society, which linyts ks operatioi^ 
to the circulation of the Holy Scriptures, fee fully and distinctly recognised 
as excluding the circulation of the Apot’iypha. 

II. That in conformity to the j>receding resolution, no peciyiiary aidtjan 

be granted 1# any Society circulating the* Apocrypha ; nor, except lor the 
purpose of being aj)idied in conformity to the said resolution, y} any indi- 
vidual whatever. • \ ^ 

III. That, in all cases in which grants, whether gratiritous or otherwise, 
of the Holy Scriptures, cither in whole *or in part, shall be mackj td aiiy. 
Society, the books be issued bound, arfli on the express condition that they 
shall be distributed Avithout a^ieration or additioiy 

IV. That all grants of the Scriplgires to Societies which circulate the 
Apocryi)ha be made undtg* the express condition that they bo sold or dts- 
tributed without alteration or addition; and that the proceeds of the sales 
of any such copies of the Scriptures Jpe held at the disposal^)f the British 
and Foreign Bible Society.

How sad the memories connected with this unhappy 
country durfcig the recent period of its history ; how 
deep tho sympathy which its present condition is cal- 
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FRANCE. 
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cnlated to excite ; how firm, yet gentle, should be the hand 
which seeks to bind up it^ wounds and pqur into them 
the* healing balm of heafenly consolation ! Great have 
been the sufierings of France, but she tieed not spend 
her days without hope if she will repent and_ turn unto 
the Lord. God has been calling mightily to her. to arouse 
her from her spiritual lethargy, aud bidding her gird 
herself for a far more^erious and eventful conflict than 
that in which she has lately been engaged. If she will 
only answer that call in the spirit of hunpliation and self- 
abasement and in the language of ])enitence and prayer, 
she may yet rise with I’enewed strength,* and lay the basis 
of future exaltation on a surer foundation than any to 
which she has hitherto trustetl. But if such an end is to 
be attained, God must be honoured. His Word must be 
magnified, His Law acknowledged, and the life-blood of 
the nation purified througli obedience tb the Truth. 
Such is the conviction which ts even . now prpsent to the 
minds of many of her own^ most faithtul sons, such is 
the conviction wliich regulates tiie actiyn pf her best 
friends, and it is scaj’cely peedful to add that Sucl^ is thb 
conviction which guides* the counsels cf your Society. 
Seldom, if ever, have the delibera^ons of your Committee 
been conducted with more intense anxiety than duribg 
the past year, and in connection ■\Wth the best interests* 
of the people of France. The disorganisation of ^the 
colportage system consequent upon the war, and the 
removal by death of one. to whose guidance ai^ superin- 
tendence had been so long entrusted the whole manage- 
ment of the French agency, •pl’oduced a temporary 
paralysis of the work which it was j)ainful to witness but 
impossible t» obviate. As soon, however, as communica- 
tions were re-opened and corresponden(;e could be ^newed, 
all available means for the circulation of the Scriptures 
were at once adopted. • * 

One point which was felt to be of paramount impor- 
tance was to secure the seavifics of an Agbnt equal to the 
spiritual requirements of France* and able to grapple with • 
the many difficulties ^hich in ^11 probability he woujd 
have to encounter. Christian principle, mature ex- 
perience, Catholicity tof spirit, and ferveqt steal, are 
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? ualities not easily found in combination, and yet your 
iommittee felt that they ought not to be satisfied with 
any lower,standard, and that eviry efibrt should be made 
to find a man capable of rising to the present emergency, 
and not only of devising schemes of enlarged usefulness, 
but of carrying them out to a successful issue. To this 
end a special deputation was appointed to visit Paris, with 
a view of holding personal intercourse with the candidates 
for thfe agency, and obtaining such reliable information as 
Christian friends were able to give. And though no im- 
mediate action resulted from this visit, yet was it most 
helpfiil to the Committee in gathering intelligence which 
would not otherw'ise have been gained, and in suggesting 
new methods of keeping the accounts and storing the 
stock of the .agency, by which simplicity .and accuracy 
will be alike promoted. So anxious were the Committee 
not to arrive at any hasty conclusion, tluit in vietir of the 
rapidly approaching period 'when many of their members 
are necessarily rtbsent, they determined to ask Mr. C. 
Meyrneis, the nephew of M. dc Pressense, who, upon the 
death of his’ uncle, had entered into correspondence with 
the colporteurs, and who, therefore, knew ‘better than any 
one else their locality tpid their requirements, to continue 
this superintendence for a period of six months. This 
»would avoid precipitation and would give ample time for 
careful deliberation; and the hope was entertained that 
within that period God would so direct their choice as to 
insure , not only efficiency of action, but a blessing upon 
the work." 

The Avarmest thanks of the Committee are due to Mr. 
Meyrueis for having acceded to this request. Having his 
own business to conduct, it was not without some con- 
siderdblo sacrifice of personal convenience that he could 
discharge the additional duties which such an engagement 
fentailed upon him. But he willingly promised to do his 
utmost to carry out the '.vishes of the Committee, and he 
cheerfully fulfilled his promise to the last. It was not 
till the month of Decenaber, that after the most anxious 
and patient^investigation of the claims of the respective 
candidates, their choiefe fell upon M. Gustave Monod, 
the son* of the late Rev. Fredericlr Monod. In recording 
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this appointment, they desire to bear testimony to the 
high qualifications possessed by several other gen- 
tlemen, who placed theii^ services at their disposal, and 
to tender to them their warmest* thanks /or the courtesy 
and forbearance with which they submitted to the 
necessary delay, not uhmixed it ma}'’ be with disap- 
pointment at the result. They would also express a hope 
that, though not all officially connected with the Society, 
they may in their respective spheres of usefulness seek to 
promote its*object amongst their countrymen, and help to 
shed the light of Divine Truth t)n thosi? sitting in dark- 
ness and perishing for lack of knowledge. • 

M. Monod entered upon the duties of his office on* the 
first day of the new year, so +,hat the report which he has 
furnished necessarily embraces a very limited period. • This 
period has, however, been one of^gi'eat activity, during 
which h*e has been engaged in obtaining a thorough know- 
ledge of the details of his work, taking stock of all the 
books contained in the Paris Depot, and ^aiuitig acquaint- 
ance by letter with the various cplportgurs, to whom he 
purposes soon to make himself personally kno^Ain. He hs^ 
indeed alrcjidy Starte'd on Ihs first t»ur. • lie is far from 
disparaging the labours of liis predecessor or ignoring the 
blessing with which God has accomp.anicd them, but at^e 
same time he is of opinion that previous action is capable, 
of expansion as regards its measure,* and of variation as 
regards its method. The object to Avhich all his energies 
are to be bent, he descrA)fs.as so simple that a child may 
understand it and contribute to Its attainment, And* yst so 
grand in its conception, and so all-knportant in its bearing 
on the spiritual welfare of France, that were it nbt fo?the 
voice of a gracious God whispering ‘rHaveJ not sent thee?’ 
he should almost shrink from the responsibility «f his 
Mission, and question the possibility of its succefc. For""** 
more than half a century has yoyr Society been engaged 
in the dissemination of the Scriptures throughout France, 
and though it Vould be ditpcnlt to over-estimate the value 
of its past labours, yet M. Monod expresses his conviction 
that the wants of the hirge masses of the people who are 
still strangers to the knowledge ahd experience of*Diviile 
Truth have scarcely bpen touched. He recalls fhe first • 
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days of your Society’s existence, when inquiries were set 
on foot to ascertain the deficiency of the Scriptures in 
your own land, and ^vith anguisii of lieart he declares his 
belief that a similar inquiry prosecuted in France now 
would issue in results more appalling than were furnished 
by Wtilsh statistics seventy years ago. !N'or is he at a loss 
to assign a _r(;ason for this sad destitution. Opposition to 
the reading of the Word of (lod, and continuous effort to 
counteract its influence, he traces to the working of the 
Romish Apostacy. But for its banefid influence many 
mor(! willing hands woidd iiave been held out to receive 
the '^fruth, many more tlark but anxious hearts would 
liavo been made glad with the tidings of Ood’s great 
Salvation. , 

When jSI. Mijnod fii*st undertook tlie superintendence 
of the colj)ortcurs their number amounted to fifty, but 
from various, causes it*has since l>een reduced to forty- 
seven, who are at woi'k in.thirty-five Departments. The 
difficulty of finding suitable men for a work entailing 
so much persev(U'ing labour and self-denying patience, can 
hardly bo conceived by any but those on whom devolves 
the charge of selection. Hence yoilr Agent has hitherto 
been more careful to ascertain the qualifications of the 
men than to augment their number. He is far from 
thinking that every Christian, as is too often supposed, is 
fitted for such an office. It has special requirements, and 
it needs a combination of qualities not often met with in 
the same ])erson. He would rather have a few men and 
truv., who should with singleness of pur])ose labour as unto 
the Lord, than a laiger staff of whom many may have 
res(jrtcd to colportag<.* because they could do nothing else. 
Of M. Monod’s capacity to deal Avith this important 
que.stfon, of tin* readiness Avitli which he has enlisted the 
synqjat’.iies of the men in his favour, and of his determina- 
tion to introduce system and regularity into cA'^ery depart- 
ment of his Avork, the tolloAving extract from his Report 
will afford some conception : — 

It was to be expected that men, who, during more than a year, had 
been almost completely their own masters, would not willingly submit 
to close investi^tion, and in the beginning the colporteurs’ letters were 
generally short and strictly polite. 1 had sent them, in the last days of 
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December, a circular to apprize tliem of my appointment, and assure them 
of my Christian regax'd and sympajhy ; few responded heartily. They all 
complained of the hardness of the times, the difficulty^ of living, the im- 
morality and tlie ignorance of tliose around them, the extreme poverty 
which prevented the people from buying* the Iloly^ Scriptures, and not 
a few gave me to understand that a change of residence, and a higher 
salary, were very desirable. • I made it one of my most important 
occupations to answer at length each letter, and to write to every man 
as if he alone filled my mind. I showed them how unreasonable it 
was to ask for any resolution or change of importance frojtn a man who 
could yet know nothing of Ifclie work. 1 told them it was my iytention 
to go and see •acli of them as soon as I could command time, and that we 
then would examine minutely every case. Meanwhile each one of us 
must do his best in the field of labour in '^hich he vms placed. 

This course of action has proved successful, and ^ hav« been tridy grati- 
fied and thankful towards God for the assurances of afioctioii and (jprdial 
support broiiglit to mo by a good number of letters during the last few 
weeks. I feel the ice is broken, and*we now long to make one another’s 
personal accpiaintanco. Two things are still necessary to enabl® mo to 
carry on tljo work in a regular and systematic way. First, to know 
j)ersonally every colporteur, having visited* him in the locality where he 
labours, for the jiurpose of testing the spirit and matinor of his wo^, 
and asccrtJiining the reputation in which ho is hold for religious con- 
sistency ; and secondly, to have a fixed tariff of pikes to tvdiich, whatever 
may have been in past years, and uhder peculiar circumstances, the lati- 
tude Jell to the discretion of the coli)orteur, he slmll f(y the future be 
constrained to adljejo. • • • • • 

• • • 

Good workmen will ever v.'ilue^i good master, and the 
toue of their response to his call,* and the spirit in wlych 
they carry out his instructions, will ‘be the best pi'oof of th^ 
alacrity of their service, and of their* ability to discharge 
with efficiency their iiryiortant duties.^ A Pastor having 
written to infonn M. !^nod that a revival was in pro- 
gress ill his neighbourhood, and*tha,t a Dcp6t of' Scriptures 
would be found most serviceable, he thouglit it best to test 
the willingness of the people to procure the W(Srd of* God 
by sending «, colporteur to visit the locality, and for this 
purpose he chose one whose letters evinced great dis- 
couragement, and whose dcjectecl tone convinced ffiim that'* 
he was labouring to no profil; in his present stsjion. 
After a time he received from him the following account 

of his Mission : — , • • 

• 

I shall tell you all, now tLat I do not fear to write to you. I see you* 
like to converse with the colporteurs, ancj that long letters do not £itigue 
you. 1 shall therefore feel myself at case, and free to communicate all^y 
ideas. I am very pleased a^d very happy. It is a long time ^ince I have • 
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Bold the Word of God to people who knew so well how to value it. All 
the men being occupied out of doors, 1 have to follow them into the 
country, and during the early hours of ”the day I walk over the proads and 
the fields, and go‘ wherever anybody isf^to be met with. I thu.s often 
meet with pfcrsona who arc willing to purchase a copy of God’s Word, 
but who have no money with them. We then agree to meet again in the 
evening at their lodgings, but alas ! frequently the wife prevents her husband 
from taking the Sacred Book, and thus I have had a long walk and much 
trouble for nothing. Much more frequently, however, I am the object of 
the Lord’s blessing, and I do not pass a cottage without leaving in it the 
Word of God, of which I have previously- read some verses with the 
people. You must not think that I spend my time in preaching, but it 
often happens that I offer the Bible to persons who are desirous of posses • 
sing it, but who hesitate to pay^S f. lor a Bible, or 50 c. for a New Testa- 
ment. I then rev,d to them some passages that find their way to their 
hearts, and they exclafm, ^ I had not thought that the Bible contained 
such beautiful things.’ A great difficulty in some villages of La Nievre 
arises from the fact that scarcely anybody can read. What good would 
not sch'c^ols do here ? I met a man who asked mo, * Are you quite sure 
this is the right Bible, the 'Protestant Bible ? It is more than twenty 
years since I wished to have ftne.’ I left him happy with his rBible. I 
saw a young man working in the fields and offered him the Bible; he left 
hi’s work, ran to the village to fetch some money, came back with some 
friends, bought the Bikle, and sat down immediately and began reading 
it aloud. I directed his attention to - the fact that they were God’s own 
words he was reading, and I left him with a prayer that this scone might 
eyer be remen?bored by all present for their souls Kilvation. I entered 
several houses whcrc/i Protdhtant had never been seen before ; I asked 
the people, who looked at me in amazement, what difference they found 
between me and a Boman Cadiolic ; to which they replied, ‘ But you do 
not believe in Jesus Christ.’ I then read to them some verses out of the 
J'few Testament, showing thchi how unfounded was the accusation, and 
that our faith and our hope rested in the Lord Jesus Christ. ‘ But,’ they 
rejoined, ‘ you despise the holy Virgin.’ ‘ No,’ said I, ‘ we venerate the 
motlicr of Jesus, but we worship God alone.’ I sold them a New Testa- 
ment. I .cannot tell you all my exj'ericnce. God’s blessing is abundant, 
the reVival is gieat, and it is a line sight to witness. I am happy, very 
happy, the Lord’s name be blcos^d. 

« 

Another colporteur /hus relates his experience among 
the military : — 

This month I visited the barracks and was pretty well received by 
the sc^ldiers, several of whom bougJit the New Tcstaiaent. One day a 
number of soldiers gathered around me, and one of them said, ‘ You are 
selling there a kind of btjok that you must have some difficulty in disposing 
of, for few are the friends of the ^!^’ruth !’' * Well, I certainly meet now and 
then with opposition, but 1 sell my books easily enough after all.’ ‘ You 
do not sell them on your own account, for books so well bound have more 
valae tlian that y ‘ It is true, ^ir, tliese books are sold under their value ; 
Societies consisting of friends of the Truth, and wishing well to this 
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country, ruise voluntar}" subscriptions in order to diffuse God’s Word at 
a reduced price in the soldiers’ j;anks.’ ‘ But, by so doing, "what is your 
Society’s object ? ’ ‘To enlist a large number of soldiers in the service of 
Jesus Christ ; whosoever has Jbeen once enlisted in that ^rmy is always 
happy, whatever be his situation, for he ftels that h^ has a Friend who will 
never forsake him.’ ‘ If what yju say of your Society be tme, they must 
be real gentlemen (liommes comme il faut) who are at the head of it.’ ‘ Yes, 
sir, and better still, they are true Christians, and thpy prove that they have 
at heart the happiness of mankind by giving <5od’s Word under the price 
it costs them, and nobody w^oiild do that who did not love his neighbour.’ 

‘ You seem too well convinced of what you say to client us, tJierefore I 
w'ill buy a New Testament from you, and I advise my comrades to buy one 
also, for I know it is a precious jiook. But yoa have not only the New 
Testament?’ ‘ I have also the Bible.* * ‘ For how much do you sell it ? ’ 

‘ For two francs.’ ‘ Well I will take a Bible also,’^and after that ten soldiers 
bought the New Testament. , 

From the letter of a colporteur at Veraailles the follow- 
ing brief extract is given 

I met a labourer who told me he had Ho time to read the Bible, and on 
my observing how dangerous it was to refuse to listdh to tiod’s Wor^, he 
bought a New Testament. ]\Iceting*a traveller on the road, I presented 
him a New Testament, saying it was the way totarrive*at a knowledge of 
God. He answered sharply lie haid no need of that, and pursued his way; 
but after a minute, he retraced his stepi, and Ssl^ed ijic, ‘ How do you < 
know that that book lea/ls toGpd, since nobody knows ^5od nor has«ver 
seen Him V ‘ Simply because it has led nio to Gi)d, and in Him have I 
found peace and salvation.’ The man bouglit a New Testament. There 
is a more general attention to religion.? subjects, and many people are 
anxious about their souls. I also visit soldiers ; some receive iii(? well, 
others not ; hut there is so much the more* need of pressing our work upon 
the latter, some of whom have at last bought a New Testament. One of 
• them confessed that he had once torn a New Testament to light his pipe, 
but that he regretted haviilg done so; another said of that little book 
that it was precious to him because i^liad done him good^duning the war# 

One important point to which •iCl. Monod is directing his 
attention is the encouragement of his colporteflrs td travel 
far more (Extensively than they have been in the habit of 
doing. He wishes them to feel themselves at liberty to go, 
within certain limits, wherever JheyTiavc rcasoif to believe 
that sales can be effected. I^s ideal of a colporteur is a « 
man capable of transporting kimself with case from one * 
point to another, and of quickly adapting himself to the 
varying circumstances 0/ the position in which he may be 
placed. Fifty men •of this stamp, and extending their * 
work to the different Departments within their r<!ach, 
would do more for ^''rance than double the number wh<j 
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confine their attention to the towns where they reside and 
the villages in their immediate neighbourhood. 

A suggestion' is thrown out bypyour Agent wliich may 
be well worthy of furthei*' consideration. He states that 
some of the colporteurs complain of too much isolation. 
They would gladly receive from tune to time some infor- 
mation concerning the Society’s operations in their own and 
other lands, and have some channel open for the interchange 
of thought and experience Avith their fellow labourers. 
If a monthly or quarterly periodical of the same character 
as the ‘lleporter’ hiEnglafid could be published in France, 
he thinks it wofild not only supply the want above-named, 
but it 'might be the means of enlisting the sympathies of 
many Christian friends and fecUitating the formation of 
Auxiliary Societies, Avhic^, however small in their origin, 
might eventually develop ^nto efiicient organisations. The 
members of those Auxiliaries, if they could contribute but 
Jittlc tOAvards the maintcnaBce of <^he Avork, might yet 
render im])ortant sftrAdee as superintendents of colporteurs, 
and correspondents ivith the Agent ol‘ the iSo:ic Keliable 
infermation Ayhuht thus be easily obtained, and a centre of 
union formed Avhkh Avo'uld minister to the strong+h and 
stability of your Avhole Avork. 

M.. Monod is evidently not disposed to allow England 
tq monopolise all the honour of sup]Alying France Avith the 
Word of God. He Avishes his OAvn conntrymen to share 
the blessing, and in addition to the aboA’c proposal for ' 
establishing sister Societies in France, he urges the enquiry, 
whethtir soine. of the young men destined to be the 
future pastors of the chmiches, might not be induced to 
devote so, mb of their time to the blessed Avork of distri- 
buting the Scriptures do all Arho can be jiersuaded to 
receive them. The personal acquaintance of the people 
gained in 'this Avay Avould in itself be most valuable to 
. them .hi their future ministrations, and the promise that 
‘He that watereth shall bt Avatered also himself’ would 
surely be fulfilled dn their expcri^ince. 

The Paris work has hitherto, as might be supposed, 
received more of M. Monod’s attention than that of any 
other portion ®f his Avide ‘ field. He is in the habit of 
meeting t|ie colporteurs connected ,Avith that city once

every month, to receive from them such intelligence as 
they may have to communicate, and to impart to them 
sjich information as it npy be desii’able for* them to receive. 
He thou engages with them in some religious exercises, 
and after seeking God’s Ijlessing upon •tneir labours, sends 
them forth to renew * their holy calling. • In this way 
experience is gained, confidence .profnoted,- whilst the 
msiintenance of spiritual life in the* sold is not lost sight of. 

M. Monod has fiow placed the Paris Depot on an 
entirely i^tisfactory footing. He describes it as most con- 
venient for the storage of "books, but iiot central enough 
to attract general attention or to insiye an extensive sale ; 
at the same time passers-b}' are not unfretjuently attracted 
by its external ap]iearanc«, and induced, to make a more 
intimate acquaintance with the Hook to wliich it challenges 
their attention. (Jf this the folfowing narrative affords a 
strikiTig instance : — * , ' 

• 

A ii‘\v Avook.s ti pi)lict* olTicor, Vlio.«c duty it is to AViitch over tlui Kur 
de Clicliy, ]uid liocii observed Ircqiieutly to stop feetbre ?)iir shop and read 
from the' opv.'ned J^ildes in the fl'indows. Onj day lie entered the shop 
and asked what discount would be .allowed ti» him on a large Bible 
with gilt edges. , It wan oxpfaiiit'd to him^that no dij-couflt was allowAl on 
such volumes, lie, liowevtt, calk'd again, Vnd hflving asked *to speak to 
the iua.4er, he told nui that he wished yery much to liavc the Bible, that 
he undor.^loofl a oi.-(;onnt was made in iiiVour of soldiers, and that £e ex- 
pected I would not rcfuFC’ to allow it to liiin. 1 olferod liini a large Ostervald 
Bible, bound in shet']), for tlie price of two francs, but informed him tliat 
it was contrary to tlie Society’s rules to make any reduction on a volume 
with gilt edges. A few da^’s later lie came hack and asked to examine the 
Bibles. 1 put before him, at lii.s reijiie.st, dJie of Martin’s and one of 
Ostorvald’s edition, and lid remained at least an ^amparing 

one with the other, asking what were the distinctive qualities of each, 
and readily acijuiescing in what 1 saiid* that we onglit not so much to 
care whose version it was, or how fine the binding, as to il^incmlfer that it 
is God’s llo^ Word. At length he took. 0.stervald’?i large feible sold at 
nine francs lorty-livc cciiliines, paid for it and went liis way. (^-ratifying as 
this was I was not (piite sjitislied, because ^tliought that^he man would 
not have bought .such an expensive voUime if he really meant to read if; 
it appeared to mo to be rather intended as an ornament for the bqpk-shelf ^ 
Consequently, I was not a little pleaded when a few days later he applied 
for an 8vo. Bible, bound in sheep, the former one said he, ‘ being too fine 
for daily use.’ • • 

That M. Monod .thoroughly understands the wide and * 
Catholic basis on which the Society is founded, and is 
anxious to maintaip friendly relations with ^11 who ase

willing to co-operate for the diffusion of the Scriptures, 
maybe gathered from the following incident which is sug- 
gestive of some 'hopeful results, fie writes : — 

Tlie abbe — , vi^ar of the* church of , having resigned his 

functions in a letter to the Archbishop of Paris, in which he refused to 
recognise the Pope’s infallibility, and having* addressed an eloquent appeal 
to all those who regard Jesus Christ alone as their Master, and who wish 
to remain Catholics, but notTfomanists, urged them to join him and open 
in Paris a Catholic free Church. I solicited and obtained an interview 
with him/^ I had written to him in my private capacity to express my 
sympathy with liim, and tell him that his act of courageous' faith would 
be surely rewarded ; an^ I added ^that L should feel gratified to see him 
and speak with him on a subject that occupied my time and filled my 
heart, namely, the Airusion of the Holy Scriptures. I received a few lines 
in answer, stating that he would bo pleased to see me any day between 
12 and 2 o’clock. The next day I waig introduced to him in his study, 
his reception was very cordial, and after some words on his personal 
affairs, I ^plained to him fully, what the object of the Society was, and 
how happy I should be to co-operate 'with him in distributing the Word 
of Life in many abides, to which, as Protestants, we had no access. I 
told* him what were the fundamental rules of the Society, by which no 
•one who is a friend of God’s Word is excluded from co-operating in its 
diffusion. He appeared ‘much interested by wdiat I said, and told me that 
though he would much Jike to , enter immediately into an arrangement 
conducive to a diafuinctMine of action for the circulation of the Bible, he 
was^not, as^yct, prepared to dc so openh ; 'that 'he personally was con- 
vinced of the Bible’s uftlity for every man, and desirous of promoting its 
distribution, but that if it were known that he, under his present circum- 
stancqs, gave the Bible to every man, he would immediately be suspected 
of having become a Protestant, mid he thought his position was stronger 
and his influence wider by remaining Catholic ; that he wms at work to 
form several Committees of men belonging to different religious denomina- 
tions, and that he would not fail to introduce, the subject of the Bible ; 
meanwhile he would be liappy to have a few Bibles and Testaments 
\o answft ajipliq itions that might bt; made at his house. I accordingly 
sent him six BIhles and twdvc New Testaments, and he bought for 
himself p small Englisli Bible. 1 feft him with the impression that lie is 
a serious ma,n, ready to suffer rather than submit to the authority of the 
Pope, but perhaps inclined to^^ listen t» the Church’s voi(?«, and obey 
her authoi^ty at leasr with as much reverence as lie listens to God’s 
■J^ord. 

The Committee are very, desirous of extending to France 
the same boon which they have offered to Germany, 
namely, the gift of a memorial Testament arid Psalms to 
the mdows and parents of ‘+hose' who have fallen in the 
Lite war. The energy, however, with which the work 
has +)een accomplished in the latter country could not be 
equalled in the former, simply becaq^se for many months 
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after the cessation of hostilities there was no one to take it 
in hand. M. Monod is now gradually feeling his way to 
the attainment of the dgsired end, and he'states that from 
all parts of France he has received most touching letters of 
thanks and messages of gratitude in anticipation of the 
proposed present. Nearly all the letters are from Pastors, 
who send in the names of those in tl^pir parishes entitled to 
receive the book, and offer to be the'channels through which 
the Sociiity’s bomity^nay be distributed. One Pastor has 
sent in ifo fewer than 337 names. Another, who only 
asks for a single copy of the Testamei/t, accompanies his 
request with a statement wliich will sprve»to illustrate the 
need of the gift and the estimation m which it i& held. 
He writes : — , 

In reply to llio appeal which you have addressed to the j(Mrnal./)a 
lienaissanr(>^ contained in its last number, I have the honour to recommend 
to the ^vindness ol’ tlie British and Foftjign Bible Society a poor and 
unhappy mother, who, at Mc'tz, dining the war, lost* her only son, iules 
Serres, who was C)ne of my candidjftcs for confirmation, and wdio set out, 
with much courage and ongerness, but who, alRs ! haS not come back. 
Ilis death, of which we heard \’t‘ry late, has plunged liis mother in a 
state of sT)iritual discouragement and languor, from^whirfi God alone can 
relieve her. I h^vo no/ioulA that the excellent work uifdortaken hji^the 
Committee of the British aftd Foreign Bime Society will contribute to 
the accnni])li.-hinont of much good. Thg Psalms and the New Testament 
whieli will be ofTcroJ to her with such ttJuching attention cannot but tend 
to apj)ease and console this sadly tried mother, wdio, unfortunately, has 
not yet been able to understand the meaning of the trial which the L(frd 
has been jdeased to send her. I thank yorf, dear brother, and I would 
* ask you to thank those, who, with yourself, are about to aid* me in 
calming this poor soul. ]\Iay God bless you^and them for this exetd- 
Icnt idea. • • I • • ♦ • 

The issues of the Society ip prance during tlie year have 
reached a total of 250,323 volumes, consisting of ^3,408 
Bibles, 7'^297 Testaments, 6,863 Gospels and *Act.s, and 
152,755 Portions. Divided according to their.cliftnnels of 
distribution, 52,255 copies are assigned to colportagc^ 
7,807 were sold at the Central Dep&t, 7,825 at sub-l^ep5ts, 
14,911 were bought by Religjpus Societies, 648 were be-‘ 
stowed grattiitously, and 166,877 were jippropriated to the 
military of the country.* • 

Large grants hajire been made by your Committee 
both to Societies and individuals. They have felt •that 
the occasion was one which called for great liberality, and 
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that the practical sympathy which it came within their 
province to show could hardly bo evinced on too extensive 
a scale. Not orfly, therefore, did ^ley sanction the reduc- 
tion of the sellin" prices of certain editions to an almost 
nominal sum, but they yielded^ a I’eady assent to the 
frequent applications which they received for help in the 
work of Bible cij’c'nlaljon. 

The Bible Society <5f France received permission to 
purchase 4,000 Bibles at a reduced price, and in compli- 
ance with an appeal which reached them tliroujijh M. Guizot, 
a free grant was rnade to the 1 •’rotcstfint Bible Society of 
Paris of 2,000 Bil)l^‘s and 5,000 'rcstaments. M. Guizot 
thus CKplains the ])ressing w.ants of the Institution over 
whose interests he presides : — 

Great frials as well .as great joys re.vivo tlie sentiment of Clirislian 
brotherhood, and reiidtjr our dntie.'i at ihe «imc time more sacred and 
more necessary. Wc invit(*d you three years ago to associate yoilrsclvos 
witlr us ill our acknoAv lodgments towards God, and in the religious 
exercises wliich our jubilee tetc consecrated in tlio name of all our 
churches. To-day, it is in the hour of trial and in the midst of disaster, 
that we present oiirselvies to rour remembrance. These deplorable 
disasters announce suh'iciontly that our Bible work is far from having 
borne all its fruits, and that th? teachings of the Holy 7/olume have not 
been sufliciently understood or practised. Far from discouraging us, they 
are a* powerful appeal of divine eloquence to redouble our ardour in 
the accomplishment ol'our task, and to conquer all obstacles by unwearied 
jjerseverance. 

liut how arc wo to pursue and extend our labours, when nearly ten 
months of public calamities have interrupted the transmission of all the 
subscriptions and donations which sustain U5, and of which, in many 
cases, the sources are dried up ? At the last sitting of oiir Committee wo 
found tkuV dur Ueasury was empty, that even, only to mention the Bibles 
of Ostervald’s Edition, we owe fdr 12,000 copies, or more than 40,000 francs, 
to our printor,^. and several of oui^ ordinary correspondents desire ns to 
continue our, distributions of New Testaments and Bibles, in spite of their 
being unable at the present morhent to . ^md us their annual subscriptions. 
We have rc'plied to ♦^hem, Ijy dispatching the Sacred Volumes they have 
5>sked for, bT7t to do this .ve arc obliged to extend the circle of our 
requests, and to solicit the sympathy of all our friends, near or remote. 
,We ' ho^e gentlemen and very honoured brethren that you will be 
disposed not only to excuse our request, but to receive it favourably and 
to lend us your .support, in the name of that God of the Gospel whom we 
have the privilege in common to „servc, and who bids us elevate our 
d votion and our faith to the height of the difficulties which He finds it 
good to give us to surmount. * 

. A most interesting letter was received in the early part 
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of the present year irom Mr. Wheatcroft of Montauban, 
in which he stated that wjhen the ‘ Confereiiccs religieuses 
evang(51i({ucs du Midi’ met at Nismes in •November last, 
they decided upon forming a ‘Mission luterieure,’ whose 
object should be to enlist the efforts* of all Christian 
people to work for the conversion of souls in. the localities 
in which they were placed. In compliance with this reso- 
lution, the Professors and studcaits of the Protestant 
Theological College at Montauban resolved to engage in 
the distribution of the Word of God among Koman 
Catholics, and to sell the Scriptures on/market-days to all 
who would purchase tliem. Mr. Whcatcrgft added that it 
would be a great encouragement to the students if they 
could obtain some help from your Cominittce, who have 
most willingly made them a free grant of 1000 Portions, 
and a further grant of Bibles and Testaments to be sold 
at colporteurs’ prices, on which 4hey arc to be allowed a 
discount of thirty per cent. 

Two gi’ants of Gospels, ca^ amounting tQ 5,000 copies, 
were made to the Kcv. C. A. Cordes, of Lyons, in May and 
September, chiefly for distributibn ambng soldiers. 

Five thousand Portions have .also been f oted to the 
Committee of the Society of Friends,*who undertook a 
mission to France with a view ctf ministering to the spiri- 
tual necessities of its inhabitants and scattering ajftong 
them some of the good seed of the Heavenly Kin*- 
, dom. Mr. and Mrs. Pearsc have, as usual, , been 
active among the Fi'cnch people, aad have sought, not 
without considerable ‘success, to establish a .system* 
corresponding to that of our ‘English Bible women. 
They had thirteen such agents in active employment in 
October last, and to each of them the Committee made a 
grant of 500 Portions. Miss Arnoux, of Les ^rnoux, 
near Montmeyran, has also received 5,000 Gospels, hal^ 
of which were sent direct to hef, and halfj at her request, 
were forwarded to Mr. Marthtfat Lyons. In December, • 
a thousand Gospels were voted*to Mr. G. Bennett at Tours, 
who has gratefully acknmviedgcd the gfft, not only at the 
time it was made, but subsequently, when he could send 
some account (which it is always most satisfacto)^ to your 
Committee to receive) of the manner in which the books 
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had been distributed, and the acceptance ■which they had 
met with. His letter is dated J^ebruary 5, and is to the 
following effect > — 

a t 

Since the Portions* arrived, December 14, hardly a day has passed 
■without some being given, mostly to individuals alone, sometimes to two 
or three together. Generally they were received with much pleasure 
by artisans, postmen, railway porters, coachmen, waiters in hotels, trades 
people and ciistoni-house men, labourers and country people. Most had 
never segn the Gospel, excepting, perhaps, iu extracts for children in 
schools, or the portions in the mass-books. Some who at nfirst refused, 
thinking they Avere f(^ children, toojc them alter a little explanation. 
They often asked what’ it ia‘ that* Protestants believe, the priests telling 
them much untruth, saying we are Atheists or Socinians. The priests 
are hatpd by many. Tfie Catholic religion is lost for France, say the 
people. If 1 meet them a few days after, which I rarely do, as the town 
is a large one, some of them .say they hdve read the books, and liked them ; 
one said ^what beautiful words, how true they arc,’ and another ‘ There is 
nothing there but tlie truth.’ 1 feel there are numbers of intelligent men 
of the classes I have been speaking of, who would willingly rece’vc and 
read the AV’ ord of God if brought to them, and now especially, as they 
have been sobered by sufTering. Th6 giving of the seed too, for their land 
on our j)art, has disposed them to look favourably on things coming from 
England. Several who could not read,* but who had children or relations 
wlio could, I alloved to keep the Gospels, especially if there was a strong 
desire to have ‘cIkmii. I mast not forget to montion that several very 
rcspectalde'’indivi(lnal.s,*aiiJ S(!,me in the shops, received portions. There 
■were a lew who refused. At the present time about 700 out of the 1,000 
Gospels granted by the Society have been given away. 

Orf the whole 1 have boon very much encouraged in the distribution of 
tlwsc portions, and am glad to think such a number are in the possession 
of the-^e poor people. 

. The wife of the Rev. G. Fisch has had acces.s to a 
hospifal fov •’soldiers in, the Rue de Clichy, and whilst 
visitino; the sick and wounded has had ample opportunity 
of ministering to their spiritual necessities. The Com- 
mittee have glaiily placed at her disposal 325 Ifew Testa- 
ments itlid 300 Gospels for their use. She has lately 
'furnished your Committee with some interesting details 
, of heis work, which it pleased God to crown with abundant 
success. She writes, under date April 1, to the following 

effcot : — • • I 

•• 

I could have wished to have sent you at ai* earlier date some details 
respecting cvir efforts at the Ambulance in the Rue de Clichy, efforts in 
connection with which the New Testaments which were granted by 
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your Committee proved very precious to us, and were, as we li.ive grounds 
for hoping, made a blessing to many souls. My occupations, which were 
very absorbing during the winter/* have prevented my doing so until the 
present moment, but I will not longer delay expressing. t6 you my gratitude, 
and saying something to you abftut our soidiers and prisoner^. 

To give you an idea of what we were able to accomplish last year, 
during the reign of the Commune«and after tlie retaking of Paris, I think 
I cannot do better than send ybu a report written by two x)f our friends, 
■who, though they began the work in connection with the Ambulance at 
about the same time as my sister and myself, were not under the necessity, 
as we were, of leaving Pari^at the end of June, and were able until tlie 
month of August to continue their labour of love. All that I can ^11 you 
about this melancholy period is, that those of our soldiers and of our 
National Guard who were able to ^cavi^tlio AmligJlancc took away witli 
them a copy of the Word of Life, and that those who <Jied there in such 
numbers had all an opportunity of hearing this Word read to them, and 
of appropriating to tlicmselves the promises held out to those Avho b?liove. 

1 returned to Paris in the montli of August, when I resumed my visits to 
the Ambulance, from which I found that all the prisoners had beeji with- 
drawn, and which was now occupied by from ilOO to 400 soldiers, who 
were sick. Nearly all of them could req^, and ejitreatcul earnestly for 
books. Thanks to the Tleligious Tract Society and to tl« Toulouse S(}cicty 
for religious book.s — thanks also to yoi^r Committee — I was able to comply 
with their entreaties, and thus continued my distjibutioa.s among them 
until tlie end of December, when th(^ permission granted to mo for visiting 
the Ambulance was withdrawn. But in^hc course of the four months 
during which I possessed this jjermission, I was a wifncss*cj’ many things 
of a gladdening ch»racter^ nenrly*all our sc^^iers £^ked ibr Ne^v Testa- 
ments; on reaching the Amhufance, I frequently l<)und all the men in a 
ward engaged in reading, and iriy conversiitjjons with them proved that a 
number of them really read ivith seriousness, with a true desire to became 
enlightened, and with a lieart opened for the reception of the truths of th^ 
Gospel. Some among tliem weTC really change^, and alter their return to 
their barracks continued to come and see us, to ask books of us, amj be- 
came distributers of New Tcs^imonts and of tract^ among their comrades. 
Several of them also came and attended our services in tlie chapel, when 
their engagements admitted of their so cibing, and one of tlilm iisllecr tliat 
he might have a course of religious instruction, wliich our evangelist is 
now engaged in imparting to him every fime that ho is abl* to sot Iiim. 

I asked the soldiers to return to me the New Testagients whicli I hud 
given them, ifAhey did not care for them, fot, as I told them, thi.s Book is 
too precious to be lost or to be thrown aside. Among several Jirtndred I 
do not think there were more than five or six wIk) thus gave me* back their t 
New Testament, and of this limited nuntber tliere were two who were 
Eoman Catholics, who had been persuaded tliat it was not a proper^ook 
for them to have. On asking for the copies which I had lent, the greater 
number of the men placed their han^s on the one t|jey had, saying, * Oh, 

I cannot give back my book, fori want^to send it into the country, so 
that my parents may read it.’ Another asked me to let him k(‘ep it, for • 
he wished to send it to his intended wife ; and how many have I seen who, 
in packing their knapsack when about lo leave the Ambulance, hive 
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put in, as the first article, the precious volume which they would not on 
any account leave behind. 

In the month of January we learnt <that all the soldiers had quitted 
the Ambulance, afid that it was again filled with wretched federal 
pri.«oners, who* were wounded tqn or elevtn months previously, and who 
had been brought theic to prcjiare them, if possible, for undergoing their 
trial at Versailles. We again applied for permission to visit on behalf 
of my sister and myself, as well as on bch&lf of the two ladies who had 
displayed so nnich devotodness last spring — and we had the happiness to 
obtain it — so tliat for the last two months we have again been regular 
visitors at the ’Anibulanco. On our first visit the number of prisoners 
there wa^ very considerable, and several among them were seriously com- 
promised ; these, for the greater part, have already received tiieir sentence. 
One of them, an old ^donel, SS.year.*? of ago, who, in spite of his great 
age, commanded the defence of Fort Ivry against the Versailles troops, 
accepted a New Testaint^it, and very diligently read it during the whole 
time lie was in the Rue de Clichy ; he appeared to be a sincere believer, 
and often assured nio that he placed all his confidence in tlie Saviour, 
lie was ijcntcnccd to exile, and has no doubt taken with him what were 
his cherished companions during his captivity, the New Testament and 
* The Confessions of St, Augustine.’ Another prisoner, who was seriously 
wounded, and “who. had boon a member of the Central Committeb in con- 
nection with the Commune, also re^d the Gospel with great interest, and 
the same was tho case yith a considerable number of his comrades ; some 
of them did so with an earnestness wdiich afforded us much pleasure, and 
which led us to entorbiik good diopcs in regard to them. A poor fellow, 
lliycars of agq who has just died at Versailles, as the result of a painful 
operation,' an(l who w^qs awafd tliat the doctors had gLven up all hopes of 
his life, came some time back to me to ask !fiow he could best prepare for 
death, and whether it was nec#.ssary to call in a priest. I advised liirn 
to gii direct and with all simplicity to the Lord Jesus Christ. We talked 
tiogether for a long time — he appeared to grasp tho love of his Saviour, 
and 1 have good hopes about this poor fellow, who so soon after had to 
a]:)pea?’ in the presence of his God. A number of our prisoners were sent 
off* to Versailles, many o/ them taking theii: books with them. Some of 
them havq been set free, wliile others havg been condemned, and a still 
larger^hiimbtri yet await their soli 'once. The greater proportion of the 
men have their wives and families hero in Paris, so that we have been able 
to gaiiK access to these families, and to supply thorn with the Bible ; we 
send also ^copies ijo other prisoners Jit Versailles, who may from one 
moment to another be sent aWay to undergo the puniship^ent to whicli 
they haviJ b«on sen (« 'need, and who receive a copy with the greater joy, 
r- since it ivilb be the only lA)f)k they will have to read. Finally, a number 
of soldiers, who were arrested Jt-i deserters, and who are prisoners in the 
Ruf de Clichy, have applied to i^us for New Testaments, which they will 
tiiko with them when they leave, i*)artly for their regiments, partly for the 
various prisons to wliich they will |ie sent in France* and in Algeria. 
You will thus see tliat the New ^fcstamdnts, which were granted to us by 
• the Bible Coininittec, have been already scattered over various parts of 
France, and that they have already been ^)roductivc of much good. 
Our soldier^i, aSd more particiilal*ly our National Guards, have in general 
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a horror of Roman Catholicism ; but we are gratified to perceive that Uiey 
no longer confound that form of religion with tnie Christianity. After 
having read the Gospel they find* out tlio difference l^etwecn them, and 
maijy of them have said to us. ^ Oh, how happy the world, and France 
woiild be were it imbued with the spirit o^ Jesus Christ !* 

But now you must allow me to address a fresh application to you. We 
have not yet finished with the^ prisoners. Fresh arrivals are constantly 
taking place, .and we have no longer any New Testaments to give them. 
Will not your Committee consent to grant usi a fresh supply of copies ? 
Wo should be truly grateful for them, for ov^rwhelmcd as. we are by the 
wants of all tlic laniilies of tj^ese prisoners, it will bo very difficuit for us 
again to buy^any books; and much good may still be accomplished 
through this channel. Allow me, the^, to entrust tlic .cause of our prisoners 
to your hands. • ^ 

That tlie fonder care and Christian sympathy \Mhich 
those ladies bestowed iijion tjie wounded and dying were 
not thrown away, but that, on tlie contrary, the. poor 
sufferers received tlicir visits with gladness, and put a 
high vijue upon the books and ttacts which they offered 
them, may be gathered fi^om gome notes taken ou several 
<3Ccasions, in which they record the misery .with which 
they wore brought into contact, and the effect produced 
upon the hearts of those to wdioin*they inkiistered. 

We began to visit this Ariibwlanco about period of the first combats 
with the Communti, ami left it, .as well as Paris, about tho 10th of August. 
During the period which intervened we ^K‘rc witnesses of much moral 
misery and of great physical suffering. Our endeavour was to relievo both. 
We had to encounter unbelief, superstition, both political and religion^ 
fanaticism, hatred, and the spirit of revenge. With respect to tho bodies 
(li the men, cases of consumption were numerous, some cases of insanity 
were tho result of exposure cold and severe A\^)unds from bullets, the 
bursting of shells, tho discharges from Mitraillc, or froy and 

bayonets. • 

Nearly all those who had to undergo.aniputation died from the operation. 
Gangrene, tetanus, small-pox, and hospital fever caused, terrible AvagesT The 
number of the sick .and wounded who passed Jhrough tlnJ Ambulance must 
have been vei^ great, for the establishment had between five^and six 
hundred beds, each of which was successively occupied by miny victims. 
At the commencement of our visits we foynd there ni.any sick and con- 
valescents from the period of the siege. Many of the p.atients had ieen 
frost-bitten while in the trenches of Drancy, Le Bonrgot, Bondy, &c. 
Each day there was an augmentation of the number of the National Guards 
wounded in the fights at Neuilljjf, Puteaux, Courbtfvoie, and when the 
regular army once .again became masterif of Paris, numbers of soldiers of , 
all arms, as well as insurgent^ were daily brought in. 

The care and attention to bo devoted to^ill this misery were v<jry divor- 
sified, and there were liir too few of us to meet all the requirements of the 
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case. Nevertheless we venture to hope that, by the goodness of God, we 
were able to a considerable extent to afford comfort and relief to nearly all 
the sufferers. At tlie outset we were aifled in the work by the directions 
of the friend who ‘introduced us to it, and who unfortunately was obliged 
too soon to leave us, and also by«some generous offerings and contributions 
in kind from persons* whose circumstances scarcely warranted their pre- 
senting them. Sympathy did not fail \is, and it was not always that we 
had to ask in order to obtain what was required. 

The hindrances thrown Jn the way of our efforts did not trouble us 
much. The Cure at the outset seemed to wish to manifest some amount 
of hostility to us, but this he soon discontinued, and after a time he 
began to treat us with politeness. Latterly we scarcely ever saw him. The 
manifestations of sympathy which "ivo received were very gratifying, and 
we would sjiecially motion the kindn^jss accorded to us by the keeper of 
the prison. We ^^ere by it reminded of the good gaoler of Philippi. Tlie 
shopkeepers from whom* w'e procured what we required, when they became 
acquainted with the destination of our purchases, always gave us good 
"weight and measure, and readily acceded to our wish to have the tilings 
m.ade up in several small parcels. A stall-keeper in La Halle, who was the 
mother of one of the wounded insurgents, gave us without any payment a 
dozen oranges, and supplied us rith more at a price far below what we had 
to^pay elsewhere. ‘A female servant during several months went without 
her chocolate in the morning in order to bring it to us for our patients. 
We will now cite sonvs facts which more particularly struck us. Wc 
feel some embarrassment in the selection, but wc wdll endeavour to be 
brief. ^ • 

•A soldier 06 the lino was brought to insjyiity, as the result of the cold 
which he'suffcred in ^ho treilches of Bouvet. He fancied that he was 
still there, and heard the whistling of the shells. By means of a few 
wofds of affection, the tone of i^vhich rather than their import seemed to 
toudh him, we were able somewhat to assuage liis moments of anguish. 
By little and little he got better, and was able to be sent home. 

A young soldier who was wounded during the entry into Paris, and 
who showed much interest in reading various tracts w'hich we lent to him, 
asked us for some infownation about the ^Protestant religion. As the 
result 0^ what we said to him, he asked *us P*r a New Testament, which 
we gave him.* He thon began to* ask us what could be alleged against 
the Roman Catholic religion. • Notprithstanding our aversion to contro- 
versy,*we lent him the tract by Vendlin, and the reply of Mr. Puaux to 
the BishoJ) of Nitnies. After reading these, he gave us three medals, 
which he had worn round his*neck throughout the war, saj ing, that were 
St. Paullto appear, he would take away his idols from him, as he would 
also do frofh the Church ^hich practises error and idolatry. A Sergent 
dc Ville who had been wounded, was brought to the Ambulance in such 
a sta\e of exasperation, that ll^ wanted to avenge himself on a poor 
wounded insurgent who was in a bed near to his own. We had 
muqh trouble in ovorcoming this feeling of hate, and ‘it was only after 
several days' struggle with him that he at^ength admitted that he must have 
' offended God by cherishing such feelings, and acknowledged that he him- 
sc!(‘ had too much caus^i^o seek for forgiveneSs. 

X youtR of eighteen, who had*been compelled by his comrades to march

'with the Commune, and who had had both his legs amputated, edified ua 
very much by the attention with which he listened to the reading of the 
Word of God, of which he never seemed to be weary. He had the 
simplicity of a child, and appeayd quite resigned to fiis misfortune. It 
was not long before he died. We hope that he was graciously pardoned 
and received by his Saviour. 

A young soldier from the \i)sg*es who was paralysed as the result of 
the sufferings and privations endured by him in the, trenches, received a 
saving impression from reading the tract ‘ The Paralytic.’ He told us 
that he too wished to glorify God by patienfie and submission, that the 
reason why God had thusi afflicted him was, that he required such 
affliction. S^mc hours before his death he said that he was quite 
aware of his approaching end. H^was perfectly submissive to the will 
of God, and looked for death as a deliverance.* ^The intervals of ease 
which he had amidst his intense sufferings he speni in prayer. He 
died, giving expression to these words : ‘ My Goef, my God, have percy 
on me ! ’ 

An iovSiirgent wounded b}'' two shdts, and a cut from a sword-bayonet 
in his breast, endured the most excruciating suffering, but with t#uching 
submission. He was too weak to listen to ^ny lengthened reading, and 
we therefore contented ourselves with repeating some words of our Divine 
Saviour. On hearing the first verse of the fourteenth* of St. John, ‘ I^pt 
not your hefirt be troubled,’ &c., he Vas deeply affected and began to 
weep. ‘ Yes,’ he said, ‘ my heart is troubled.’ W» exhorted him to turn 
to the Saviour, who is always ready to pardon. Soon afterwards he 
expressed liimsolf as a sincere penitent, and with jdy^velcpmed the words, 

‘ Come unto mo, all ye that M)oyr and are heavy laden.’ • He confessed 
his belief that Jesus Christ waif his Saviour, *{Kid adefed that every day he 
prayed for us, wlio had acted towards him as his mother would have done, 
in the few hours which preceded his (ftath, he did not cease from 
praying, loudly confessing his sins, and was a source of edification tef all 
those who were able to hear him. We cannot leave unmentioned the^ 
remark which Avas made about this man by a military surgeon, * What a 
pity it is that it Avas an insurgent who so accused and humbled himself, 
for this will make the soldiers "proud of themsclvcjj and of pride they have 
already more than enough.’ • ' . t • c • 

Another insurgent also affected us by the pious sentiments to AAmich he 
gave utterance, by the manifestations of hisp repentance, and his complete 
submission. We brought him a nosegay Avhich had been given to us. 
At that time he was dying, but with onc^ hand he iook thb flowers, 
regarded thenTwith emotion, and then raising his other hand towards 
Heaven, he said, ‘ To-morrow Avill be the great day,’ and on tiro following 
morning he gave up his soul to God. ^ ' 

A young subaltern to whom we had given some tracts, asked us al^o 
for a New Testament. We complied withliis request, but on the conmtion 
that, morning an<J evening, he would r&d aloud some portions in die 
ward in Avhich he Avas, and wher^th&re were five sick men, none of whom 
were able to read. He readily accept6d this condition, and faithfully . 
complied with it during thp remaining three weeks of his stay at the * 
Ambulance. We have ground for believipg that he himself is on the way 
to salvation. 
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We have again been able to prove the great power of the Word of 
God, and at times we have been sensibly touched by tlic affection mani- 
fested towards us as a return for thC care which we bestowed. One 
wounded man amOng the rest, speaking in his own name and in that of 
his comrades* who surrounded hmi, said to us, ‘ We believe that you have 
the Truth, because Afo know that you love us.’ 

When we asked for the tracts we had lent to the men, no one was wil- 
ling to give them back. They put them in their knapsacks, saying, ^ This is 
for my mother, for my fatj^cr, lor my sisters, when I go home.’ Not one 
of those, who were able thus to go home, or to rejoin their regiment, 
forgot to take with him the tracts he had received and his New Testament. 
The poor insurgents also, who only went away to go to prison, took with 
them the Gospel as the best consolation to which they had access. All of 
them promised to persevere with t^ic reading of tlie Gospel and with 
prayer. A numbgr of the soldiers have since written to us, or have called 
upon us, and we have Kad the gratification to see that the good impressions 
whieff they received while in the Ambulance have not been effaced. 

When about to leave the Ambulance as well as Paris, wc got a young 
Roman^Catholic soldier to continue as fiir as possible the distribution of 
tracts among the fresh arrivaL, and wc have heard that he has faithfully 
done what he promised to do. t We thought that wo should be doing well 
by offering to the commandant, and to one of the doctors, both of whom 
acted in a peculiarly friendly nuiwner towards us, a huge copy of‘ the 
Bible. Let us pray that the gift may produce good fruit to the glory of 
the Lord. •

• It njay ‘furthez’ illustrate the* vaiied character of the 
grants made by Ihe CTommittee, to mention that 30 Bibles 
and 60 Testaments wei’c^ voted for workmen in Belleville 
and La Villctte, localities whei’e they would be greatly 
tieeded: that 25 Bibles and 200 Testaments were granted 
to l^iss Monod for Mothers’ Meetings and Sunday Schools 
in connection with a popular Evangelical Mission, and 

• finally that, at the request of a gentleman, a large octavo 
Bible was presented* to each of the T’oman Catholic 
Surgeons (.associated with' the ambulances at Orleans, as 
well as to the Ahbd intrusted with the care of the wounded 
by the,Bishop of that place, and that 50 children about to 

^ leave an .orphan establishment in Orleans each received a 
Bible, though not of so l^rge a type. 

• The past year has witriessed some extension of the woi’k 
in Brittanjr. A new edition of the Breton New Testa- 
ment has issued from the , press," and is in process of circu- 

• lation. This js the fifth of which ,the Rev. J. Jenkins of 
Mprlaix has read the prgofs and superintended the issue 
in the course of twenty-five years. He describes the 
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present edition as superior in every respect to any of the 
preceding ones. • 

The Committee have sanctioned the engagement of a 
colporteur by Mr. Jenkms, whck is to labour 'under the 
supervision of M. Mono(i. A suitable man has been 
found, but he has onlj'^ very recently commenced opera- 
tions, and consequently no particular can be given. The 
sales from the Dep6t ut Morlaix han^e been lipiited to one 
Bible and 244 Testdtnents. This number may /ippear 
small to tlfose who are un.a^fquainted with the difficulties 
which have to be encountcrfid, but inasijiuch as the priests 
use every effort to prevent the circulation of the Scrip- 
tures, and burn them wherever foun^ when theyjjhink 
they can do so with impunit};, such a result is by no means 
to be despised. 

The liev. James Williams, late \)f Quimper, but who in 
consequence of ill-health has bee!h spending the* winter at 
Suzac, has been engjigcd in, the revision of the Breton 
Psalms, and hopes to have them ready /or tlie press in a 
short time, lie has bestowed great care upon the work, 
and is anxious to make^it as perfect as p»ssible.

BELGIUM 

• 

•In a country in which Romish superstition has such a strong 
hold upon the minds *of the people as in Belgium it is 
scarcely possible to deal with* any question yhicb has a 
religious tendency apart from ^t§ ‘political bearing. The 
priesthood are ever struggling to gain the asaendency in 
the counc^s of the Nation, that they mayuse their influ- 
ence in the interests of their own communion. Tjie work 
of your Society is purely religious, its only object is the, 
spread of Divine Truth ; but irihsmuch as the entrance of 
God’s Word giveth light, and Ijght is opposed to darkness, ■ 
all the influence of those ^yho love darkness rather than 
light is brought to bear sigainst it, and political intrigue is 
as active in its oppo^tion as religious bigotry is bitter inr 
its hatred. StUl your Agent hopes that no serious ir^Jer- 
ference with the distribution of the Scriptures will take. 
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place, however acceptable such a measure would be to an 
extreme section of the political party now in power. The 
work will be continued, though the comfort of the workman 
may be sadly marred and his patience sorely tried. 

The circulation of the past yqar has not been on so large 
a scale as that of the previous oric, when, besides many 
thousand copies distributed gratuitously to the soldiers, a 
large number of Testaments were sold at half-price, raising 
the total issues to upwards of 30,000 copies. It has, how- 
ever, reached a total of 16,101, which, compared with that 
of 1870, gives an excess ot' 2,410 copies. Mr. Kirkpatrick 
has furnished some tables of carefully -prepared statistics, 
from, which it appears that the sales by Colporteurs have 
amounted to 5,512 copies, those to Societies 9,188, and 
those Ifom the Depot to 631. Of these 1,041 were Bibles, 
5,398 Testaments, and' 8,892 Portions. The gratuitous 
distributidnof 770copics'brings up the total to theitumber 
mentioned. The Societies to ivliich your Dep6t was enabled 
to furnish the Scri^)turcs needful for their work were, the 
National Bible Society of Scotland, the Belgian Evangelical 
Society, and the Sailors’ Mission and Swedish Mission, 
both halving their centre of operations at 'Antwerp. In 
addition to the above, there have been supplied to the 
London warehouse and ' to the Society’s Agents abroad, 
47,034 volumc.s, comprising 5,474 Bibles, 28,510 Testa- 
ments, and 13,050 Portions. Stereotype plates of three 
editions of Ostervald’s Bible, in 8vo, 16mo, and 24m(), the' 
two first of which Ijuve marginal references, are also being 
prepared' upder your Agent’s superintendence. A further 
point of interest brought out by the tables of statistics 
has reference to the total issues since the year 1835, which 
give an Aggregate, iu 37 years, of 395,155. ^ 

The sfaff of regular colporteurs employed by the Society 
amounts to six, three of whom work in the French-speaking 
provinces, and three among the Flemings. Within the 
last few weeks one more has been added to the last-men- 
tioned band. He has been strongly recommended by 
sevctal Pastors, and has been stationed at Maria Hoorebeke, 

A village near Audenaerde, where thei’e is a small con- 
gregation connected with the National Church, a remnant 
if the old churches of Belgium, of which Mr. Wagener is 
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Pastor. Willing testimony is already borne by him to the 
zeal of this new labourer, whose name is Van Hulden, and 
the efficiency of whose i^jprk he can trace . ih the increased 
number of Homan Catholics who attend his services. 
That he is not unworthy, of the office which he bears, 
as regards quickness of idtellect and ability to grapple with 
the objections of those who opposew thefaiselyes, may be 
gathered from the following dialo^e extracted from his 

Jburnal : — * • 

• 

At Bruges, I went into a Cafe, aqp offered a Bible to a gentleman who 
proved to be a lawyer of the town. A Ifiend of His who was with him 
said, ‘ I have had a Bible these ten years.’ AnotJjcr tlmnked me, adding 
that he knew all about what was in it. But the lawyer answergd, ‘ 1 
have none, I don’t want one, and I will not have one. Do not think I am 
a fanatic, I am a free thinker.’ * 

Van Hulden : — Excuse me, but I think you are mistaken in what you 
say. * 

Lawffev : — What, do you mean that I d(f not speak the truth ? 

Van Hidden: — I mean that you cannot really bo a* free thinker, ygu 
have an immortal soul. Can you thiifk freely of the day when you will 
have to render an account to God of all you liave done afld left undone ? 
Can you calmly think that you will die like any animal, and then that all 
will be over ? You are not a free thinker, %ut I am.# I am not afraid to 
think of these thinj.s, and. it iif tljis book which teaches nib, what I can 
confidently hope for, when I am called away from* this world. I then 
spoke to him of our state of sinfulness, and of our redemption through 
faith in our Lord Jesus Chri.st. The lawyA arose to leave, saying that he 
did not tr(*uble himself about religion, but one of his friends said. Ton 
must not go away like that, this man has told us how he considers himself 
a real free thinker ; now give us your views about free thinking, and we 
will be able to judge between you. The lawyer only repeated what he 
had before said, and his friend, who is also a lawyer, said. If that is how 
you defend your cause, I hope tilways ip have you on the jithcr gidy. I 
should be sure to gain my cause, even if it A^jere a bad one. The lawyer 
went away, but his friend bought several ^N cav Testaments. 

• • 

Bets is (^ic of the oldest Colporteurs of* this Agency. 
He entered the service of the Society in May 1843,.and is 
as active now as ever. He is stationed at Li6ge, and finds . 
his knowledge of the French, German, and Flemish lan- 
guages of great use to him, wh€;p visiting large manufac- 
tories in whiclr are many workmen of different nationalities. 
Some of his experience iS thus recorded by Mr. Kirk- 
patrick : — • 

Some years ago Bets sold a large numb A of Testaments at Boirs, whdre 
the villagers had a quarrel with their Cure, and Avelcom^d the colporteur • 
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rather out of opposition to the priests than for any better motive. Lately 
while at Glons, a village near Boirs, and^going from house to house offering 
his books, he met with the Cure who had been visiting a sick person. 
He had a gre;at deal to s.'iy against the sqle of the Scriptures, and about 
their being falsified by the PrcAestants. Such discussions always attract 
notice, and the bystanders join in the conversation. On the present 
occasion one of them remarked that *he v^as in the habit of reading the 
New Testament and could find notiiing bad in it. The Cure, then addres- 
sing Bets, said, ‘ You are p'jrhaps the man who sold so many books at Boirs 
some years ago. I can assure you that the people did not profit much 
by theng, for 1 had them all burnt.’ Later ’n the day Bets met a young 
man, who asked him to his house, Avliere his mother also lived. He had a 
conversation with them, which ciideci^ by the purchase of a Bible. Four 
months after Beta retfurned to Glon.s, and on calling at the house heard 
that the young man had lately died. His mother related, with tears in 
her eyes, how assiduously he used to read his Bible, and how before lie 
died, he took her hand, and said he only regretted not having sooner 
become acquainted with the book in uMiich he had found peace, and begged 
her nob to neglect reading it, for in it she would find real consolation. At 
Verviers Bets found a poor (jiVrman woman ill, lying in a wretched room. 
She said she had been abandoned by her husband, and was reduced to 
d(»spair. Bets spoke to lier of Jesus Christ, and what He came on earth to 
do. She said ^ That is just what 'my parents told me when T left their 
roof with my hasbaiidf As she seemed to be in great poverty Bets made 
her a present of a New Testament, udiicli she gratefully received, and she 
was the means Qf hi? selling another copy to a neighbour of hers, also a 
German.

Malines is not only tho residence of the Belgian Primate, 
the now famous Archbishop Deschamps, but is also the 
seat of a college in which the future clergy of Belgium are 
educated, and Ultramontane doctrines are taught. To 
young men imbued with such notions, the sight of a Col- 
porte\^r going from house, to iioase with the Bible in his 
hand, or standing in the marhet-place with what they 
concpivc to be herctic-al' books sjiread out before him, can 
only supply a.topic of ridicule, T’ it does not lead to an- 
noyance and call forth abuse. Stynders, he^rcTCr, who 
labours in this locjj,lity, is not easily daunted, and has 
sometimes found the opposition of the ignorant favourable 
to his work. He relates 'the following incident : — 

f 

I was standing on the market-^lace at Malines, H great many per- 
sons stopped to look at my bookr, some* took up a copy and turned over 
the leaves, others asked questions or expressed their opinions one to 
another. Three Students of the Seminary were attracted by the cluster 
or people^ assembled round my fhblc. They came up and began to discuss 
the authenticity ,of the books. 1 asked them to point out some of the 
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faults and omissions they complained of. One of them said the Epistle of 
St. James was wanting. I immediately opened the New Testament, and 
began reading the first chapter if St. James, and showing it to them, 
asked" if they were now satisfied. Thereupon they Began ^making other 
objections, but the blunder they had made showed how little they knew 
about the subject, the bystanders laughed at them, afid they were glad to 
get away. They had, howevjr, ‘done the very contrary to what they 
intended, they had excited some interest in the books, and several copies 
were sold in consequence. • 

DcbouUe is auotlici| of the colporteurs whose tqpt and 
Christian perseverance well qualify him for his important 
work. Speaking of the distribution of, the Scriptures to 
the soldiers, he says : — , 

When 1 began this work T was at first very badly received by most of 
the Belgian officers, from some of wjiom I even met with ill-treatment, as 
mentioned at the time, but after a while the opposition diminished. Often 
officers or soldiers as soqn as they saw me, ^ither in the barracks or in the 
streets, accosted me civilly, enquired aftej- my health, and Jiow my sales 
were getting on. One day some of them stopped /ne, saying, ‘ Well, 
have you any little books for us?’ answ'ered, ‘Yes, certainly, but I 
should like to know if the books I have already distributed are read, and 
if they arc not made the subject of jokes in the soldiers’ rooms.’ ‘ Oh no 
indeed we do not laugh at them, but we i^ad them carefully, and here is 
a proof ; ’ saying which he brought out a Gospel freftn h!s j)ocket, adding, 

‘ If there happen to be ifny of those to whoni you ^favc them who do not 
appear to care about them, otlfers ask for them, as I did, for I got this copy 
from one who did not want it.’ Another ^aid he had had one in the same 
way and had given it to his mother, but he kept for Jiimself the one \ had 
given him. A Corporal, of whom I enquired Avhat use Avas made of our 
books, told me that when there was nothing to do, many might be seen 
^quietly reading, sitting on the bench, or on the* beds, or the window-sill. 

Of his experience in’tlie mining antf manufacturing dis- 
tricts, Ueboullc writes : — • i • • 

At some coal mines at Artclmian I'a^in met the manager and [^sistant 
manager, with whom some time ago I had an interesting conversation. 
They talked Jp me for a long time in £u very friendly manner. The 
manager told me that although he did not himself believe in^tha Bible, he 
had had the opportunity of seeing its beneficial influence on others. He ^ 
mentioned a friend of Jiis at the head^of some large works in France^ 
who had always been at loggerheads wit^ his workmen. He was isalu^ed 
to make use of the Gospel as a means pf teaching his workmen’s morals, 
and succeeded so well that a great ^change has taken place not only in the 
men but in himself also. His cfitai^lishpent is now* a model of order and 
good conduct, and is the most prosperous in. the department, while the* 
greatest harmony exists between master and men. 

• • • 

In last year’s Report an account is gi^en of Pastor. 
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Dui’and^s labours among the prisoners at Liege. He had 
obtained leave to hold a regular service every Sunday in 
each of the, fortresses, and a gran^. of Scriptures was placed 
at his disposal fqr distribtition among those with whom he 
was brought into contact. Fr.om one of the soldiers, who 
was wounded at the siege of Metz“and escaped to Belgium, 
Mr. Durand received- the following letter: — 

Now tJiat I urn again at liberty, I feel the value of all that you did for 
the Fi cnch prisoners ; temporally and spiritually it has not .been fruitless. 
Let me give you a few particulars which will, I am sure, aiford you 
pleasure. On our rertirn to F/ance, G. (the corporal of marines) and 

another comrade eiiterecj the Hospital at C , and were visited by the 

Pastor, and other friends. Gr. and M. remained in the Siimc town for 
some days, and regularly attended the Sunday and week-day services. F. 
and a friend of M\’s were not so regular. The Pastor wrote to me that 
G. was a really pious man and belonged to tlie Lord, Gr. less serious and 
well disposed. Since then ]?. went to the siege of Paris under the 
Commune. “He wrote to me ’’that he always had with him the New 
Testament I gave him, and that he read it in the trenches while the 
shells were flying over his head. By God’s mercy he received no injury 
whilst fighting ifl the streets. Gr. has returned homo, and tells me he has 
given up his former companions, and** prefers attending the Young Men’s 
Christian Association! Xt. has also returned home, and in a letter to me 
he speaks of the love of his Saviour. Unfortunately lie is in a part of 
the country which is *jssentially Catholic, and I feaV ibr him. May the 

Lord keep him in His love. M. has returned to S , and I think I need 

hardly tell you that he is still a disciple of Jesus Christ. From this 
you 'will see tliat tlic AVord of God has produced an effect on some souls. 


. , HOLLAND. 

Youl Agent for Holland, Mr. V an der Bora, commences 
his report witlrthe recognition oi God's hand ^ in the lan- 
guage of praise. He states that he has tio great victories 
to record, but, as he traces the course of events during the 
pa strand preceding years, he cannot avoid the conclusion 
‘ hitherto hath the Lord ijelped us,' and strengthened by 
this conviction, and encouraged by the hope which it 
is calculated to excite, he is ehabled to go on his way 
rejoicing. Tl^ year, whose operations have now to be 
rec.orde4i has been very different in some of its leading 
features from, its immediate predecessor. War was then 
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the subject uppermost in men's minds, and along the 
frontier of the Netherlands troops were distributed with a 
view of maintaining its integrity and enforqing neutrality. 
Now the quiet of peace htes succeeded the excitement con- 
nected with the marshalling of^ hostile 'forces, and the 
bustle which prevailed Jsoth in camp and court is gra- 
dually subsiding into the ordinary routine of daily life. 
Independently of the fact that, botl\ through your Society 
and the benevolence o^ private individuals, large supplies 
of Scripturj3s were distributed during the former period, 
either gratuitously or at a ■^ry reduced price, it is quite 
possible that the change from a feeling of alarm to a sense 
of security may have produced a reaction by no means 
favourabk to the extension of your work. * 

Under the impulse of fear* many may ask the question, 
‘What must I do to be saved?’ ^^ 4 ho, when all danger is 
past, reguine their ordinary habits «f indilference t» spiritual 
things. No great astonishment can ther^ore be felt jf 
the extraordinary level of the previous year’s circulation 
has not been maintained. , The total issu*es from the 
Amsterdam Dep6t have, howewr, reacjicd, a very fair 
average, haying amounted to 29,728 copies, which have 
been disposed of in thfl following manrifcr. Sold by six 
Colporteurs, 14,059 ; sold from the Dep6t at Amsterdam, 
9,548; to the Netherlands Bible Society,289 ; to the Na- 
tional Bible Society of Scotland, 2,607 ; sent to London 
jind other Agencies, 3,225. The ’total issues of this 
Agency since it was first established in, 1844 now amount 
to 805,071 copies. • • , , ^ ^ 

Mr. Van der Bom states that a considerable number of 
persons have visited the Depfil;, to’d that great satisfaption 
has been expressed, both by individual purchasers .and the 
representatives of various Societies, at the facilities which 
your Society affords them for the purchase of fhe Scrip- 
tures at a low price. The Evangelical Society was 
especially thankful for the grant»of 100 New TestamAits, 
which had bpen received in afd of its work. This is 
reported now to extend to .eighteen stations, and to be con- 
ducted by twenty-one Evangelists. One object which this . 
Society has in view is \he establishing of schools, in which 
religious knowledge is taught. Education seems In every 
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land to be the question of the day, and the enemy would 
gladly eliminate Divine Truth from all instruction. The 
Christians of Holland are not slow to discern this, and 
they reco^ise with thankfulnei^s the help which they 
receive from En^and, in their endeavour to impart to the 
rising generation a sound scriptural education. One 
substantial proof of their gratitude they for some time 
have given in the ' skape of a free contribution to your 
funds, , which this year has amounted to £72^/1 //O. It is 
not the least gratifying evidence of the inteii'cst which 
is taken in your wprk, tha^ the various sums, of which the 
above donation is made up, are not to any extent given 
by the rich, but chiefly by the poor, whose grateful heart 
would lead them to do mope if their moans permitted 
them. , Colportage is still prosecuted with much success, 
of which your Agent furnishes the following account : —

Yolir Colporteur? luivo all been spared, and it becomes more evident 
tli&t their work is the oliief joy of t^eir lives. 

Our old frieipl Mr. J. Van Dorp continues his work with youtliful 
zeal ill Kotterdani, wlicre he lives, and in the neighbouring places, 
and his efforts are highly prized by the clergy and other friends. Many 
have been turnifd from darkness unto ligjit, among whom are a goodly 
number of Komanists. When I had last^ the ‘pleasure of seeing him, 
he told me that he fiad been the means of converting more than forty 
lioman Catholics, some of whf»in have departed this life in peace, and 
others are now walking in the fear of the Ix)rd. 

Long experience has taught him that if it pleases the Lord to open the 
eyes of the blind, and to show them their real state, and at the same time the 
way of salvation, they flee, as a matter of course, from the Itoman Catholic, 
Church. The BlblfS exhibited in the windows of his house find many 
and constant readers, and the widow \.ho has undertaken to pay for the 
gaslight 'In th. t window, so that- peo^.k may also read of an evening, 
cheerfully continues her yearly gift; not long ago sli^ again handed him 
£b for, that purpose. 

Your Colporteur, Mr. W. Ornee, writes . * During the year just elapsed the 
Word of Cod has again found its way into the three northenr provinces of 
our country, ^namely, Groningen, Drenthe, and Friesland; in spite of all 
enmity and bold oppo.<«itiorj again.st the Lord and against His Anointed. 
This enmity is daily increasing; and some time ago, returning home, I 
foUnd* several persons abusing, rdth filthy words, tlie Bibles exposed in 
my windows, and giving vent to the hatred felt against the Bible. From 
time to time we, however, find to ou^ encouragement tliht the Word of 
ijrod ‘does not return void. At FranekCr a Koman Catholic family was 
i.residing next door to a Protestant one : occasionally they conversed on 
religious matters, ^rom which arose the desire to read the Bildc of their 
Protestant iricighl)ours. The reading of the Word of God led to their 
^eyes being opened, They learned to see how' gross tlio error.s of Romo 
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are, and at last they left their Church and became Protestants. This 
blessed change has come to our knowledge, but how many more may 
there not be which are never rewealed to us ? We may safely believe 
that this is not the only instance of God’s Word shining like a light in 
the darkness, nor the only' instant^ in whicji the dew of he^'s^n has fallen 
upon the tender plant, bringing forth blessed and rsfreshing fruit. On 
the contrary, we may believe that the instance I have mentioned is one 
of many in which the savour of fife is unto life eternal.’ 

YourJ Colporteur, Mr. J. Postema, has left his residence at Miiastricht 
and fixed his abode at Breda. The population, of -North Brabant is more 
mixed than that of Limburg, as many Protestants are living in North 
Brabant among the Catholics. It appears, too, that the latter ar^not so 
bitter and inimical as those of Limbijrg, although they do not venture to 
accept the Word of God for fear of •their, priests, lyider whose dominion 
they are standing, and whom they much fear. ‘ Being at Leur,’ he writes, 

* I had a long conversation W'ith a man, who maintmined* that the priests 
only might read the Bible. I endeavoured to convince him to the •con- 
trary, and told him that Christ had# commanded all men to scJirch the 
Scriptures.’ * Yes,’ said he, ^ but the priest has a Divine commission, 
and it is his calling to care for our souls. , Therefore we do what they 
command, and all will be well.’ Thereoi^ I pointed out to Jiim several 
passages in which we arc commanded not to trust in ouf fellow-creatures, 
but only and alone in Christ. At last Jic bought a copy, which, howevef, 
he very carefully hid, for fear of his Avife and of the priest. , May the Lord 
open his eyes ! In another place 1 plfered my books to some men, but 
their answer was : * We have no time for siigh things; we must work, and 
work hard too. Praying is of iio use, for that will n*ever* luring us into 
heaven; good worlts will* prove tnorc effectual!’ ^‘Ah,’ said* I, ‘but 
suppose 3 ’ou found yourself at last mistaken, would not that be something 
fearful ? ’ The answer was — ‘ Well, I thi(>k that neither you nor the 
priests know anything about the matter, much less wdiat will happen to*us 
hereafter.’ ‘ If you think so,’ I rejoined, ‘ may I then put to you a ques- ^ 
tion ? What was God’s purpose in sending His only- begotten Son into 
tjje world? Why did He suffer .and die? Docs not God tell us ihllis 
holy Word concerning the thipgs awaiting us hereafter ? ’ All who were 
present kept silence. I continue^l, and endeavoure3 to impress upon their 
minds that God declares that he who believes in His Son hath eternal dife, 
but that he who docs not believe in Him shafl not see life, but that the 
wr.ath of God is resting upon him. ‘ You see, therefore, that, God speaks 
very plainly about our state hereafter, and I earnestly admonish and 
advise you to ^arch the Sciptures.’ But tl/eir answer was — ‘ We have 
no time.’ ‘ You have time enough to e.at (it was just then dipner-time), 
and still less time is required to read the Wordpof God. Let me show 
you.’ Hereon I read to them a small jfortion of the Bible, and then 
added : ‘ You see but a few minutes only are required to do so, an^the 
few words I h.avc read to you are so in]^)ortant and weighty, that they 
will take you maify an hour to poiu^er over,’ Their curiosity was now 
excited. One of them sfiid: ‘ It sfjcnis tc^be a beautiful book. We must, 
however, obey our priests, whose chief aim is to get our money.’ Thereon 
1 replied : ‘ If your priests’ ofily object is to turn religion to their own 
private account, that is no reason why wct^hould live without religion ^t 
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all ; on the contrary, it ought to incite us the more to examine, and to read 
with prayer, the Word of God.* I added several observations, in con- 
sequence of which some of my listenerr. purchased a Testament. Thus 
it is that I am oftea fortunate enough to put the New Testament into the 
hands of mahy. ^ ^ 


. GERMANY.

Last year’s Report of the Society’s operations in Cuirinany 

was necessarily connected wi'rh events of a most exciting 
and thrilling character. War had been raging iii all its 
fierceness, and its' bitter results of suffering and sorrow, 
disease and death, had been realised by tens of thousands 
throughout the land. To convey, under such circum- 
stances as these, to all ^vlio would receive it, the record of 
Divine Love, to place within reach of those who stood 
on the brink of eternity the hope of everlasting life, and to 
unveil to blpcding hearts and sorrowing souls the beauty 
of Him who came to bind up the broken-hearted, and to 
comfort all fhat rtiourn*'in Zion, was a project both noble 
in its concfcption and fraught with riohest,blcssing in the 
effects which it 'was calculated to produce. With what 
earnestness the Rev. G.^P. Davies, your representative in 
Germany, entered upon this important work, and Avith 
what faith and patience he carried it to a successful issue, 
is already well known to all who are familiar Avith thq 
history of the Society, and have traced its operations 
thrQugh a^j^eriod of unexampled difficulty and d.anger. 
The subject is referred to here chiefly with a vicAv of 
expr.essing the hope that' his willing spirit has not home 
him beyond the bounds of that endurance which the flesh 
can sustain, and that in the rest from- extretuc pressure 
both of body and mind, Avhich the Committee haA'e urged 
upon him, he may find renewed health and strength for 
the 'discharge of his arduous duties, with as much comfort 
to himself as satisfaction fb others. Though, however, the 
period which the' present Report embraces has been one of 
peace, so far^as the armies of Germany and France are 
concerned, the fall of Belfort having been the last episode 
of* the war, yet what may be strictly called the war Avork 
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was fiir from being concluded when the last battle was 
fought. Prisoners had not yet been released, hospitals 
were still crowded with * the sick and wounded, the 
Memorial Testament hadiyet to be distributed, and new 
fields of German enterprise required to be occupied and 
cultivated, as the result ‘of the annexation of Alsace 
and Lorraine to the German Empii’e. . No pains have 
been spared by your Agent to bring the instrumentality 
of this Society to bear ppon all whose circumstances called 
for its sympathy, and whose extremity of sufierin^ and 
distress often made them egger recipients of its bounty. 
Warmth of gratitude is the best^roof of the estimation in 
which any favour is held, and evidence will rfot be wanting 
in the record of the year’s proceedings to show that, from 
the highest to the lowest, feelings of deepest thankfulness 
are- entertained towards those whoj when the blast of the 
war trumpet was heard throughout the land, sounded an 
alarm to the many thousands in danger of perishing in 
their sins, and to wanderers along the war’s highway and 
on the brink of eternity, held out the only ch&rt by which 
they could gain the land of everlasting life. 

In reviewing the operations of the past year, Mr. D.avies 
prefers to separate the •ordinary from the extraordinary 
work, reserving the latter for distinct notice, when the 
general details have been passed under review. TJie 
statistics of the Agency give a circulation of 78,583. 
Bibles, 315,617 Testaments, and 96,467 Portions, or a 
lotal of 490,667 a)pie§. This shows a decrease, When 
compared with the circulation of the ‘previous year, of 
more than half a million. The* caqse of so lar^e a falling 
off is twofold. In the first place, it was not to be sup- 
posed that the high standard reached during' tlie ‘war 
could be maintained in time of peace; an^, in the next 
place, with a view of furnishing materials for the Report 
in good time, the accounts have been closed a month earlier 
than usual, and embrace a perievi of only eleven moxths 
instead of a full year. At the*same time it is gratifying 
to find that tliere has been an increase in the sale of Bibles 
to the extent of 5,500 copies. * How great the variety of , 
languages to which thtese iss>.Aes extend may be gathered 
from the following table : — * • *

Other agencies have also been supplied from your 
Oerman Dep6ts to the amount of 127,669 copies, so that 
the total issues have been 618,336 volumes, containing the 
message of salvation, and calculated to lead the reader, 
through the Holy Spirit’s teaching, to repentance towards 
God and faith in our Lord Jesus Christ. The sales of the 
colpprteurs have again been large, embracing 39,224 
Bibles, ■ 9^,602 Testaments, ai d 7,327 Portions, making 
a total of 140,153 copies, which .realized a sum of 
£3,880//i5//6. . 

The gratuitous distribution to the sick, the wounded, 
and" the prisoners, was last year of necessity on a very ex- 
tended scale, and included a total of 163,183 copies. 
Grants of a similar kind, though not equal in number, 
have been made this y^, and are represented by 67 
Bibles, 44,3^4 Testaments, and 26,523 Portions, equal to 
70,924 * Copies. Such gifts, under the special circum- 
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stances which called them forth, cannot have been in vain j 
indeed they have yielded fruit unto holiness in many hearts, 
and caused many a wear^ pilgrimage to culminate in an 
end of everlasting life. i 

But while the colporteurs haVe been thus busy in the 
discharge of their important duties, they have not escaped 
the ills to which flesh is heir, Mr. Davies' states that 
never within the memory of his exp^ience • has sickness 
raged amongst them ^so extensively as during the past 
year. One faithful labourer, Colporteur Kussack, after ten 
years of active service, has; been called to his rest ; the 
love of Christ constrained liiirf to engage in the work 
under the conviction that it was honourable and glorious, 
and he pursued his calling with a faithfulness and success 
which gained him the esteem of all with whom he was 
brought into contact. ^ 

The receipts of the Agency fo^ the eleven months have 
amounled to i/’9,633'/0//0, of whicli ,£521//l//8 are fi^se 
contributions collected in Germany, either from indi- 
viduals or Societies, towards ^the support of tKe great work 
in which you are engaged. Tlie Emperor, as usual, has 
contributeu an annijal subscription of ^25, and has given, 
through Major*Westpha4, a further sum of £45 towards the 
distribution of the Scriptures in tl^e Amiy in time of peace ; 
whilst a generous friend has devoted £75 to the special 
work among the Roman Catholics in connection with the 
present agitation in the Romish Church, and the Stuttgart 
•Bible Society has sent^a donation of £125, in recogiution 
of the important service^ rendered by your Society during 
the late war. Mr. Davies thu^ announced thi^ interesting 
event : — • • * 

Yesterday I received a communication from the Sectetary of the Bible- 
Society of Wftrtemberg, from which I translate the following extract : — 

‘ It gives me great and peculiar pleasure to have to inform you that the 
Committee of our Bible Society, at its last meeting, resolved to send you 
1,500 llorins (£125), as a free gill for the venerated British and Fgieign 
Bible Society, in recognition of its distTnguislied services in connection 
with the circulatjpn of the Scriptures in 1;ho late war, and as an expression 
of gratitude for tlie efficient hglp* rendered to us.® The necessary steps 
have been taken to have the above sum^aid over to you. The Committee , 
has at the same time charg^ me to thank you personally for the readiness ' 
with which you always came to our aid, and to assure you of its contiuued 
sympathy with you in your work. The Committee would have voted a 

c2 ^ 
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still larger sum were not its resources all but completely exhausted in 
meeting the claims which continue to be made upon it in connection with 
the war.’ * 

I may say tjiat no Society in all Germany so completely vied with our 
own in the actual labour of the w'ar distribution as did that of Wlir- 
temberg. *

Whilst placing on record the iberality of individuals 
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and Societies in Germany in contributing towards the funds 
of a foreign Institution, some notice may appropriately be 
takeli of a scheme whose object is to render foi’eign inter- 
vention needless by supplying aU the wants of* the people 
from a national source. I’he idea of unidn and concentra- 
tion which has lately been cherished in Germany in con- 
nection with the political organization of the Empire, has 
not unnaturally developed itself into a Gesire for a German 
National Church, whcfee basis should be sufficiently broad 
to include ’all existing Christian Communions. How far 
such a scheme may be eitlfbr practicable or desirable, in 
the interests of Divine Truth, comes not within the pro- 
vince of your Committee to affirm. It was scarcely, Jiow- 
cver, possible that the question should be niooted without 
the Bible forming the centre of the circle within wh^h 
these various Communions were to combine their energies, 
and hence the tendency towards 'union an^ ccritrnlization 
soon found expression in the ycry sphere of activity pecu- 
liar to your own work. A German Bible Society has been 
proposed which shall enlist *thc sympathies and call forth 
the liberality of the nation, to such an extent that extra- 
neous help shall b^conje *a thing of thg past— to be re- 
membered indeed with gratitude, but declined for the 
future. The whole subject is so’full of interest and im- 
portance that it may be well to allow Mr. Davies to 
describe in his own words the intro(Juction of the scheme 
•to the notice of the Christian Church, and the measure of 
approval which has b5en accorded to ‘it, only premising 
that no feeling of rivalry or jesdousy ought to havCta place 
in so holy an enterprise. Ch^istfan philanthropy alone 
has induced your Committee to extend the helping hand 
of brotherly love to all who stood in need of their'aid, and 
wherever it can be shown that such aid is supsrfipous, they 
will gladly transfer their labour of love to other less > 
favoured localities. Mr. Davies* thus alludes to this inte- 
resting subject : — * 

In the month* of Febru.ny 1871, the Iliunburg-gA-Itona Bible .Societj 
addressed a circular to all the *BibJo Societies of Germany, urging the 
establishment of a great central Association, to be called the ‘ German • 
Bible Society.’ To this circular the laws and regulations of the proposed 
association were appended. No circular was addressed to our Society, 
as it was not of German origin, but only a So^ety at work in ,

Germany. In regarding this project from the point of view of our German 
operations, two things have to be carefully distinguished — ^first, the idea 
itself, and its bearing on the furtherance of the groat cause we all have at 
heart; and secondly, the attitude which tlie authors of the circular have 
thought fit to assume towards our labours in Germany. 

As to the que.stion in the first of these aspects, our Society ■would hail 
with joy any project Avhich -would strengthen and extend the sphere of 
iiction of the native* Societies. We are willing and anxious to be driven 
from the field by our Gc miap brethren, but only on one condition, namely, 
that they do the w^ork so tlioronghly that there is no need of our aid to supple- 
ment tlieir action. When that day comes, hone will rejoice ^Yith greater 
sincerity tlian the British and Foreign Bible Society. May the day come 
speedily ! That is the prayer "wj^ich « /e put up with all our heart. 

We liave, how'cver, reason to complain of the attitude which the writers 
of the circular h?ivc thonglit fit to assume towards our Society. They 
have pcrlect right, if they tliink it necessary, to allude to our divergent 
theories and practice as regards the Apocryj dial Books, but it is hardly 
fifjr to accuse us before all (Jerrnany of roliising 'upoyi imnciple to jirint 
tlie chapter and page headings, wdien, for rlie last forty years at least, their 
insertion or omission has been :i mere (question of convenience, while as to 
the chapter headings, there is liardly one of the many editions we publish 
W'liich does not con fain them. 

It is further insiiiuat<;d that we assume an atitagonistic attitude towards 
the lievised Version, and yet, had l ho writers taken tlic trouble to enquire, 
they -would have Ibiuid that ,000 copies of the Be vised Edition were at 
the very inonicrlt when they '\v(‘rc writing, being printed at the expense of 
our Society. 

Lastly, in a general w'ay, we, ‘ a foreign* private Society,’ are accused of 
pre.scribing ’ to llic Germaq Churches forms -which deviate from their 
ecclesiastical traditions, whereas it is well known that, saving the omission 
of the Apoeryplial Books, our Bibles are but reprints of the Cansteiri 
editions. 

The great working Bible Societies of Germany which, l)ccause they arc 
really active, come in contact with oiu* work, and know our editions and 
our principles of action, have felt tl e injustice of the half-ex])res<ed rc- 
proavherof tlpe Ifamburg earculai. "riit; Vresident of the Prussian liible 
Society — President llegol — in replying publicly to the Hamburg circular, 
bears the following tribute to the fuinciplcs and practice of the British 
and ^’oreign Bible Socie ty. Ho >ays : 

^ Prominence is gi-^'cn [in the circular] in the first placQ^to tlie relation 
of the German Bible Societies to the Ibitisli and Foreign Bible Society, 
and this is regarded as a principal rea.^on of tlic limited interest shown in 
Germany for the circulation of Hie Scriptures.. Full of heartfelt gratitude 
as \wi are for the grand and blc.^scd activity of the Britisl^ Society in our 
Fatherland, issuing as it docs JVoin zeal ibr the kingdom of God, yet wo 
also cherish the wish that its work in Germany, and the sacrifices it brings, 
may become superfluous through ^ur ov^h activity. 

But this ivish is shared by the British Bible Society itself,, and it does 
not fail urgcntl)# to incite us to this. Although in its editions of the 
Scripture^ it remains true to (its peculiar convictions, not adopted in 
Germany, it, -with careful foresight, avoids all polemics, or any form of 
interference with the activity of. tlie German , Societies,’ 
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lie then pronounces it to be the duty of the German Bible Societies 
to imitate this example, and by j^hcir zeal to perform the work so tho- 
roughly as to leave no room for us. 

In like manner Mr. Schweicklip,rdt, tlie zealous Secretary of the Stuttgart 
Bible Societ}'’, in an able paper on this subject prepared by him and published 
in the Society’s Annual Report, bears the warmest testimony to the extent of 
beneficial infiuenco of our Society's labours in Germany. He calls atten- 
tion to the fact, that of the 10,000,000 of copies of Jhe Sacred Scriptures 
which have been circulated in Germany in the present century, the greater 
portion have issued from the Agencies of our'Socnety. He shows that the 
actual annual circulation of ^11 Societies (ours included) within tl^e limits 
of the German Empire amounts to just one per cent, of the population. 
He quotes letters irom the oiIiccrs,^nd extracts from the Report of our 
Society, to show that we do not wish t8 monopolize the Bible work in 
Germany, but earnestly desire to have our work rcndcr<?d unneco.ssary by 
the activity of the native Societies, although he (!ocs not shut his eyes to 
the fnet tliat the variety and cheapness of our editions render the inde- 
pendent work of the Native Societies*morc difficult. He comes to the con- 
clusion that the object which the Hamburg-Altona circular contcnnplatc^— 
the satisfaction of the Bible wants of Gcrmaity by Germans — is from every 
point of ^dow desirable. • ’ 

lie then grap[)Ics wilJi the question, Can German^ undertake the re- 
sponsibilities which the British and* Foreign Bil)le Society at present 
fulfils ? I lo draws a picture ol’ one year s work and one year's expense. 
Can all tlie Bible Societios of Gcrm:fiiy taken together meet this expense ? 
He estimates the united income of the German Bible SoCjJeties at £G,000, 
the sum needed tq do wkat h]ftgl;ind docs at j(?14,000. therefore 

liave to be made up. Why dt/fcs Germany not contribute this siAn ? Not 
because she cannot ; for the Gustavns Adolphus Society raises more than 
X’l 5,000. Not because she will not; for Ae late war has again shown in 
a striking manner the interest taken by Germany in the circulation of the 
Scriptures ; but because the German religious public, Iiaving learned to 
be dependent on others in this matter, does not know what the circum- 
*stanccs and necessities of the case arc, and docs not possess any orgnniza- 
tion adapted lo the. carrying Cn of Bible work on*iUch a grand scale. As 
by the Committee of the Prusifejan Bi|^le Society, so also by jthe Com- 
mittee of the Stuttgart Society, the idea of Central Gcrilian Society is 
rejected, jind a confederation of existing Bible Societies is proposed. 

Such is a brief analysis of this very able paper, which, by being pubJisIied 
in the Report of the Stuttgart Bible Society, loses its private aiUl assumes 
an official clulfacter. 

As in the matter of the revision of the German Bible, so*' also in this 
important matter the British and Foreign Bft)le Society will watch its > 
progress and development with the deepest sympathy and interest. Tlie 
local Society in Hamburg will always ifavc the merit of Iiaving tlftown • 
out the idea, but it would be well for the larger and more active Societies 
to take the steps for its realiza^ioft into their owiphands. 

From a review of* the general features of his work, 
your Agent proceeds to notice the various centres of the 
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large district to which his labours extend. The first of 
these is 


Cologne, — This district comprises the Western and 
North-Western provinces of PruSsifi, Oldenburg, Brunswick, 
Lippe, the (Jernnn Free Cities, and Lorraine. In West- 
phalia, the Jlhine ^Provinces, and Lorraine, the Romish 
Church has the ascendancy ; in . the rest of the dis- 
trict Ih'otcstantism prevails. The j)opulation is about 
10,000,000, and the langimgcV; in use are German, French, 
and Danish. 

The circulation "of the year has amounted to 23,427 
Bibles, -79,094 Testaments, 24,049 Portions, or a total of 
12i7,170 Volumes. Mr, Davies, as usual, keeps a record 
of the issues since the year 1847, which he supplies in the 
following tabulated form*' —

One of the most prominent, features of' the Cologne 
, work during the past yedr has been the printing of a 
revised editioft of the New Testament. This important 
work has been the result of careful study and anxious 
deliberation on the part of learned men belonging to 
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several Protestant States of Germany, and the best proof 
that it is likely to bo rcfleived with general acceptance 
may be found in the fact^hat it has been a|)proyed by the 
‘ Jlisenach Conference,’ a body which represents the eccle- 
siastical governments of tiie German States, and that it 
has been adopted by flic Prussian Ober-Kirchenrath, 
and by the Prussian and AViirtembe|g Bible Societies. 
It may be interesting to the English reader to learn that 
of the 259 passages A^^lich have been subjected to Correc- 
tion 221 agi’ce with the randcrings of our authorised 
version, 8 agree with our marginal readings, and only 
30 differ from our English translation. » ThSse latter have 
been carefully examined by the Editorial Sub-Committee, 
and Avith tAvo modifications have been adopted. To Dr. 
Grashoff", of Cologne, has been entrusted the task of 
carryin|f this Avork through the j)ress. His critical ac- 
quaintance Avitli Luther’s text and Avith the orthography 
and grammar of the German language, gave him peculiar 
advantages in the discharge of his important duties, and 
the studies of many years haveHthus found a practical 
application Avhich hq had scarcely dared to expect. 

Lorraine, so far as least as that portion of it is con- 
cerned which has been cedcll by the French, now forms a 
part of the district supervised by Mr. Davies, and has. 
been visited by him with a view of ^ascertaining in what 
hrianner the Avork of the Society may best be developed 
there. The German Department of Lorraine is far from 
being co-extensivc with the hncient kingdom of that 
name. Its area is less by twothirds, and its population 
only amounts to 514,000 souls, of Avhom 211,000 speak 
the French^ and the remainder the German language. 
When it is added, that 496,000 of these are Roman 
Catholics, who have no sympathy witli Protestantism and 
arc politically disaffected, it will, be seen that any action 
required to bo taken with great caution, and that much 
delicacy of judgment Avasjioeded to surmount the various 
obstacles which presented theihselves. A German col- 
porteur might have been exposed to danger, whilst a 
Frenchman would with difficulty have restrained* the ut- 
terance of his political sympathies. An Alsatian has, * 
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however, been found who has commenced his work under 
the kind superintendence of Mr. Schmidt, the Lutheran 
Pastor of Saarjremiind, and in ^etz a sub-depot has been 
o])ened under thp care of one of the principal booksellers. 
Thus in Lorraine a commencement has at least been 
made. ' 

Mr. Davios mort^ than once in the course of his lieport 
alludes to the Old-Caitholic movement, which the Jesuits 
are dding their utmost to frustrate, and to the attitude 
assumed towards it by the •Prussian Government. In 
Cologne the Old Catholics have had conceded to them the 
joint use of the Garrison Church with the IVotestant and 
Romftin Catholic Military CJiaplains, a step which is likely to 
precipitate an .open rupturcf with the IJomish Church. 
On the political bearing of such a ([ucstion your Com- 
mittee hs^ve no wish express an o])inion, it is when 
regarded from a religious point of view that it'chietly 
affects the interests of your Society, aud witli reference to 
this aspect of it Mr. Davies observes : — 

Sucli is tho nvitnal attitude ot the Government and llio Jhunish Cliurch 
in Prussia at #hc present moment. For owr woyk this movement may in 
tlie futurJ ])e of incalculable importance. ^JJlie above extracts show the lolly 
of our under-estimating the strength of the Komisli party; l)iil, on the 
other hand, it has against it th(? enlightened statesmanship, the scholarship, 
and* the evangelical piety of the German j)Cople. Rome is being studied, 
und the more this is done the more clearly must be brought to light the 
boundlessness of her political ambition, and the unreasonableness and 
anti-»?^iptural character of her dogmas. The Reform Party in her bosoinp 
appear to have found irwDollingcr at least thtir Erasmus \ God grant that 
they may .speedily find t'^dr Luther. We^arc ready to supply them with 
LuilTcr’ff two-tidged weapon, ^hc Word of God. 

• « • 

Eighteen col])orteurs have been employed regularly, 
and two* more ’temporarily in the Cologne Disla;ict. Their 
sales have amounted to 43,250, and their gratuitous dis- 
tribution to the sick; wounded, and prisoners, to 27,598, 
maipng a total of 70,848*^copies. The details of this work 
are given in the following;, table : —

The journals of the cplportciirs arc*full of interesting 
details, from which the followiilg extracts are givcA 

Colporteur WollF works in the north of Slcswick, on tlic frontiers of 
Jutland, and lus field of labour is peopled partly by -Danes, ^ai-tly by 
Germans. * fliic day,’ he writes, ^ I entered a house where I found a sick 
woman about thirty years of age. iler motlier and sister, sJeing what I 
was, begged me on no account to speak to Ijer about death, but, seeing that 
she was already at death’s door, I could not refrain. 1 besought my Saviour 
to put the right words into my mouth. \ spoke to her of her Saviour’s 
own death and sufierings — what He had Sonc for us in atoning for our sin, 
and asked her for her Bible to «ead a chapter to h^r. She replied,. “ I 
have no Bible.” I then took one of rfine, and read to her 1 Cor. xv. 
When I came to the words,i‘* By the grace of God I am what I am,” I 
asked, Is your state such that you regard yourself thankfully as in it by 
God’s grace ?” She siiid not a word, but h^r eyes answered “ NoV’ I read 
further. When I came to the words, ** Oh death where Jfe thy sting ? Oh 
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grave where is thy victory ?” she was profoundly moved. I added a few 
words, and left her, promising, lioweven-, to visit her again. 

* But that sam^ evening a messenger came to my lodgings to fetch a 
Bible, and to beg me to come again. When I went I found her humble 
and penitent. She pskcd me if I thought her sins might be forgiven, and 
if there was grace for her ? She note^ the chapter I had read, and begged 
me to come evpry day as long as I "was in tlie neighbourhood. I did so. 
In my last visit her expressions of praise were earnest and loud for the 
opportunity thus given, ii'br in her last illness to repent of her sinful life 
and seek forgiveness of her Saviour. 

‘ Nov the niotlier and sister were also delighted to hear God’s Word, and 
were Avilling to talk about death, for the sick daughter spok3 about it her- 
self without fear. ‘ 

* A short time after I had left the place, she died, happy in the Lord. 
On lier death-bed she ihad expressed a wish that I should be invited to 
her J>jncral ; “ for,” she s£iid, “ next to the grace of God, he has been the 
most elFectual Instrument in my conversion : for if God’s providence had 
ilQt led him to coirfe to our house, I should have died without any thought 
of my sinful state.” ’ 

Aderholz, in Westphalia, reports : ‘ The Lord uses various means to 
bring souls to Himself, to subdue stubborn wills and soften hai*d hearts. 
Here the small-pox is raging. To house after house the black board has been 
affixed by the police, with the terrible inscription, “ In this house there is iri« 
fectious small-pox.” Yet I always w^ent in, for at such seasons God’s Word is 
doubly precious. I entered one^such house and offered my books. “ Good 
man,” was the reply, this is no time for buying books. These are very 
bad times.” asked if they knew what it is that brings bad times upon 
the nations, and read them some passagc\^ out of the prophet Isaiah, in 
which it could be seen how national sins bring down Divine judgments. 
W^en I had finished reading, one canro and said, “ Give me a Bible,” and 
another, ‘‘ Give me a Now Testament.” I then showed them several 
passages in which it is seen how God can work mightily to strengthen and 
comfort in the use of His ‘Word.’ 

Schmidt, in Hamburg, has his sphere of labour in a city. He is able* 
not only to circulate the Word, but in putt to watch the spiritual effects it 
producer:.*' Ife writes : — t 

‘ I cannot help telling you what I have scon this year of the effect of the 
reading of the Scriptures in the Young ]\lcn’s Association. Many mem- 
bers of this Society have bought Scriptures of me during the year in order 
to imitate the example of the “ m«)re nuble ” Bereans, ^and search the 
Scriptures daily to test the truth of what they had heard witJi all readiness 
of mind. I have had to do with this Association as its leader for four years, 
and have been present at all its Sunday evening meetings. ALlthough the 
Society is based on the Word of , God, there was a time when ti?at Word was 
but little read except at the close^pf our meeting as evening 'worship. Now, 
however, the case is different. There is a strong thire*^ for God’s Word. 
It is read and discussed, and in it the ycung men seek to gain deeper and 
deeper views of the grace and glory of God our Saviour, and this is, under 
God’s blessing, to be attributed to a Bible- reading evening which was 
establisherl a year anfl a half ago. These are blessed hours ; the young 
men speak just as they feel, and from many have we had the pleasure of 
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hearing the question, “ What shall I do to be saved ? ” put to us with 
penitence and in tears.* 

Colporteurs Kilian, in Bremen, and Schmidt, in Hamburg, have to do 
with the mass of German emigrants who leave their coui^fry to seek a home 
in the New World. Both reportion their experiences. I give the follow- 
ing extract from Kilion’s journals, who hai the greatf^st number of emi- 
grants in his sphere of labour. Last^ear 60, 5 1 G persons lefl Bremen for the 
United States in 203 ships, of wham 24,195 were Prussians, 6,/)32 Bavarians, 
2,356 Wurtembergers, 1,7’06 from Baden, 1,599 were Hessians, 1,217 
Saxons, 7,273 Bohemians, and 1,055 from Aij^tria. Tliis is a most 
importont post for our work. Kilian describes Iiis experience as follows : — 

‘ The emigration is just at present very great, especially amonj^ young 
men. Evcrybedy seeks to make a fortune in America. But I have daily 
ground to praise God for our 32mo.reditipn of the Now Testament with 
the Psalms, for in all Germany and deep into Switz&land it is regarded as 
the emigrant’s companion, and it is brought with them b^ the emigrants as 
a counsellor in the great journey of life. Only among the poor Cartiolics 
the case is different. The Boman ^migrant knows nothing of all this, 
and brings no Bible or Testament with him. I have 'had to do in my 
time with many hundreds of thousands of Ggrman emigrants, but to-day, 
for the first time, I found a young Catholic emigrant to whom a priest had 
given a c6py of the New Testament. Else when I urge tlie Bomanists to 
buy, they generally reply, ** We may not read it,” or “ We cannot,” or “ It 
is a Protestant book and wo will not.” The bulk of Kilian’s sales is among 
the emigrants, and his sales in the last eleven months amounted to 2,803 
copies.* ^ 

• 

Just as Mr. Davies Vas concluding this part, of his 
Report, he received the unexpected intelligence of the 
death of Senior Colporteur Stillfe. His first work for 
the Society was in the kingdom of Hanover, in the year 
1861, but when the idea was entertained of appointing* 
senior colporteurs, to whom should be entrusted ^me 
further responsibility than belonged tckthe general staff, 
he was chosen as one, find in, 1867 was sent tcfpassel, 
where he has superintended a Depfit and discharged the 
other duties of his office with* ^ithfulness and zeal. ‘The 
loss to the Society from the death of such a* man Is neces- 
sarily greaff but not to be compared with that of the Avidow 
and five children whom he has left behind. 

Frankfort. — The district (jj central and southern 
Germany which is 8upplie4 from the Frankfort D^6t 
includes the Prussian Profince of Hesse Nassau, the Grand 
Duchy of Hesse, Als^tia, Baden, Bavaria, the Thuringian 
Principalities and the Kingd 9 m of Wiirtemberg. Jn 
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Alsatia, Baden iftid Bavaria, the Romish faith is in the ascen- 
dant. In the Province of Hesse Nassau and the Grand 
Duchy of Hesse, Protestantism prevails, and the Thuringian 
Principalities are almost wholly Protestant. With the 
exception of Alsace, where French is spoken, the language 
is exclusively German. The population is about 11,000,000. 
Among these have been distributed within eleven months 
16,278 Bibles, "92j770 Testaments, 27,491 Portions, or 
a total of 136,535. volumes, a circulation which, though 
when taken in the aggregate is for reasons already explained 
considerably inferior to that of last year, ye'e shows an 
increase in Biblesi alone cf 3,770 copies. The proportion 
of the circulation ^to the various countries is seen in the 
follo^.ving table : —

Mr. Davies has necessarily been absent from Berlin for 
a much longer period than lisual. The organisation of the 
work in Alsace and Lorraine, and a visit which he paid to 
Paris at the request of the Committee^ in the course of 
which he rendered most important service, absorbed an 
amount of time and labour, the finit of which will be 
gathered in subsequent 'years. In July a conference of 
colporteurs was held in Frankfort which was productive of 
itsoisually beneficial results. It is not unnatural that on 
entering upon a new sphere of labour Mr. Davies should 
review his p<feition and call to mind the history of the 
country which it is hi^ lot to occupy. The following 
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sketch of the fortunes of Alsace during the last two ceifturies 
Avill he read with interest : — 


Alsace. — By the treaty of peace concluded in Frankfort on the Maine 
;May 10, 1871, Alsace and Lorrafne were definitely ceded to Germany on 
the part of France. Alsace, to the exclusion of Lorraine, contained in 1866 
a population of 1,083,912 s^ouls. Qf these 809,000 are Roman Catholics, 
34,900 are Jews, and the reniaifling 240,000 Protestants of 'the Lutheran, 
Reformed, and Dissenting communities. In point ftf nationality, if the 
Journal of tlie Prussian Statistical Bureau ni 4 y*bi relied upon, the popu- 
lation divides itself into 1,043,000 Germans and 43,400 French. 

In 1681, Louis XIV. by the seizure of Strasburg completed thc*annex- 
ation of all AlSace to France. In tjje archives of the Prefecture of the 
Lower Rhine there is or was preserved a, census o^ the population taken 
sixteen years later, in tlie year 1697. According to this census the whole 
population amount(;d to 257,000 souls, the Catholics»bein^to the Protestants 
in about the proportion of two to one. 'In the city of Strasbutg the 
Romish faith in the 16th and 17th centuries entirely ceded its position to 
the dominant Lutheran worship.* In 1871, now that Alsace is again 
German, the Protestant population of the expire province is found to be 
three times, but the Romish population nearly five times as pumerous as 
they respectively wore, when all Alsace was annexed toiFrance at the end 
of the 17th ccntuiy, while two-thirds (rf the once wholly Protestant city t)f 
Strasburg now belong to the Romisli Church. , 

The tale which these figures tell is»a sad one. Protestantism in Alsace 
has not been able to m.aintain its ground uwlcr French rule. Immediately 
after the annexation, the Bourbons began their work of Oppression. In 
1683 considerable •privileges wefe accorded to Protestants who should 
abjure and re-enter tlu; bosom of the dominant church. During tliree 
years they were free from all taxation, frontal! payment of tlieir debts, and 
from having soldiers quartered on T;hem. In 1 684, a year later, a rgyal 
decree was issued, providing that in Protestant parishes containing two 
churches, the lesser should be ceded to the Catholics; where there was only 
pne, the cliurch was to be used by both. This privilege was not accorded 
to the Protestants in Catholip parishes. In the year 1727 a ministerial 
order was issued, providing th^t .in Protestant parishes in which seven 
Catholic families had settled, the choii* of the parish chujeh ItouH be 
ceded wholly to the Catholics, and that the bfirial of the Protestant patron 
of tlie living in the choir should become itlegal. Seven Protestant families, 
on the other hand, settled in a Catholic parish, had no rights in,tlie parish 
church at all.^# 

To the oppression of the Bourbons followed that of the Jj^cobins, after 
the year 1793, and from that time to the present day the Alsatian Pro- 
testants, to say the least, have been regarded by the authorities with any- 
thing but a favourable eye. • • * 

In the new phase of its history on which Alsace has entered, the Pro- 
testants will not btj oppressed. As i§ fitting in a land in which the various 
religious communions have a parity of rights, even-handed justice will be 
dealt out to them in things religious, and in their political relations their 
creed will not render then# suspected. It remains to be seen whether 
Biblical Christianity will rise again to th^ glory of its former state or eiren 
possibly surpass it. ^ . 
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Two Dep6t8 ^have been opened in Alsace, one at Stras- 
burg and the other at Miilhausen, and two colporteurs have 
been appointed, one in the Department of the Lower Rhine, 
under the supctintcndencc of Pastor IleiTman of Ingweilcr, 
and the other in, the Department of the Upper Rhine, under 
the superintendence of Mr. Joshua Bott of Colmar. The 
former of these sold in thirteen weeks 1,056 volumes, and 
the latter in eleveir months 1,826. The total circulation 
in Alsace has amounted to 7,703 copies, or nearly double 
the nfimber of former years. 

Some very interesting information is furnished by Mr. 
Davies concerning amissidn founded in 1867 by the Baroness 
do RUdt in Carlsruhe. Its object was the distribution of the 
Scriptures among travelling mechanics, and it was based 
on faith in the power of the' Word of God to do its own 
work, and on the efficacy of prayer to bring down a blessing 
on the woi’k done. The number of ap])licants for the gift 
of a Bible soc-n ))ecame so great that but for the ‘sup])ort 
alForded by another Christian lady, considerable difficulty 
would have attended the continuance of the ])ractice. A 
Christian man has also^ been ap]iointed to discharge the 
onerous dv’tics connected with tfiis distribution, which in 
four years has amounted to 8,192 Bibles afid 1,86.3 Testa- 
ments. Mr. Davies wh,pn at Cailsruhe saw Mr. Kiirchcr, 
tlie pei’son here referred to, and received from him the 
^account of his work, which is here subjoined — 

Many thoii.siinds of trav’clling mechanics have come to receive Bibles 
fronf'the Baroness de lUidt in the last five years, and of two, tidings liavfi 
come to us, that through the reading of tne Bibles they received they 
wero brc. light to n.pentonce to\yards Gid and ’faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. ' 'riiey are now in an institution to lie trained for service in the 
kingdom of God. When I ask the meclianics where they heard that 
Barohoss do Kinlt is ready. in Carlsruhc to give them a Bible, some 
reply in France, •others in Berlin, Vienna, 'Munich, Frankfort, Mayence, 
Wurteinbcrg, Switzerland, &c. Kveii from Borne sueh joirrueymeii canio 
to us, soin6 in the Papal uniform, having served in the Pope’s Ibreign 
legion, also from Bohemia sucli^ men cimie, and begged earnestly for Scrip- 
tures. The Bible work in the war seems to liavo- materially altered the 
relation of the Roman Catholics to the Bible, those who served have come, 
now tlie war is over, and do not licsitate to accept even Luther’s Bible. 
Thif uiliuenee seems' to have gone evtn into the famili#j. One day an aged 
Catholic K\id to me, * If our priests had made it their duty to give us the 
Bible, instead of hunting it out and taking it, from ua, 1 had possibly not 
had to wait till my GOlii year before learning to know iny utter sinfulness 
and Christ as my only Saviour.' I intend going to our priests to tell them 
how fearfully thdy sin in keeping this Holy Book away from us — for Christ 
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said, Search the Scriptures, not only to the learned but also to the common 
man. One mechanic said to me with deep feeling, holding die Bible in 
his hand, ‘ To-day is my birthda}/^ and tliis is a beautiful birthday gift.’ 
I answered, ‘ May God bless the book to your soul, •and may this day 
become your second birthday, fof he who is bom twice dies but oncCj but he 
who is only horn once dies twice.' * • 

The Lord grant that this work diiay be under His blessing, and bring 
forth fruit to His glory. The Afork is small, but many a grain of seed is 
little and insignificant, and yet, with the helji of Sunshine and slio^ver, 
brings forth noble fruit. So may it be witli tb? sjcd of the kingdom. 

The colporteurs in flic Frankfort district number nine- 
teen. Theiy have sold 42,3,33 copies, and given away in 
the hospitals and to the Frendh prisoners 26,025 cojiics, or a 
total of 6li,358. The following is the lisl^of their names, the 
countries visited by them, and tlic numbers sold by caah: — 
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Berlin.— The district supplied from Berlin embraces 
North-Eastern Germany, whijh includes the six eastern 
provinces of Prussia, the Kingdom of Saxony, the Grand 
Duchies of Mecklenburg, and Eie Duchies of Anhalt. In 
Silesia, Posen,' and East and West Prussia the Catholic 
population, is strongly represented,' the remainder of the 
district is almost wholly Protestant. The languages spoken 
are Gerinah, Polish,. Lithuanian, Bohemian, and Wend. 
Inclijdirig a large number of Jews, the total population 
amounts to upwards of 17,000,000. The circulation 
amongst these has readied ? total for the yijar of 141,4G() 
■copies, consisting of 27,518 Bibles, 97,945 Testaments, 
an4 19,003 Portions. The usual table is appended to 
show how the work has been divided among tlie several 
Provinces — *

A few extracts from the joutnals of colporteurs ai:e , 
furnished by Mr. Davies, which Afford strong evidence of ' • , 
the value of their worL The first is |rom Colporteur 
Nagott, who has been eil^aged for part of the year in 
Mecklenburg, which ujj to a recent period had been almost 
closed against all effort to disseminate the Scriptures. He 
writes — * 

d2 
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I left Berlin October 21, and arrived at Bortzcnbnrg the same evening. 
Tliis was a Saturday. Bortzenburg contains 3,500 inhabitants. There were 
not more than between thirty and Ibrty persons in the church. The liturgy 
differed from our?i; the sennf)ii was gopd. In tlie evening I visited the 
otlicr Pastor, who had preached in the alYernoon, and told him my plana. 
Jle gave me. little liope of success, but I told him I must do my duty and 
leave the result in the Lord’s hands. , 

On Monday morning 1 began my "worh. I found a dearth of Bibles, and" 
great ignorance of tlie 'Scriptures. Another difficulty arose. Here all the 
people speak Low (ierr'/ian. I did my best to sjioak it too. I found great 
enmity and also great friendliness. “ 

1 visited a sick Avonian who is never likely to he well again. 1 spoke to 
lior about her state. Slie schemed vo listen with interest, but liaving no 
Bible was very inexperienced. " I tried to impress upon her iniiid the im- 
portance of BilVe reading, and* to induce lior to buy a Bible, but she 
refu^'cd, and I left. '\V'hen I returned to rny lodgings late in the evening, 
ilie landlady said * Here is a little hoy wlio has been waiting for you more 
■ tlian an hour.’ It was tlie son of the sick Avoman, Avho had been sent to 
buy a Bible. 

The experience of two other colporteurs is no less 
rcinarkablo. 

Col])ortcur Fock thus relates a striking incident : — 

I Avas at Avork in the uniYcrsity toAvn of G , and found studenta 

lodging in alin'ost every house. It is axm-v hard to offer the Bible to these 
young gcnlleinen, 8oinotimc‘s I Avas nniply turned out without ceremony, 
at others [ Avas ridiculed and made fun of, but the Lord gave me courago to 
persevere and enter their rooyis. At Iasi I knocked at a door and Avas let in. 
I|alf trembling, I asked the student if he Avould not buy a Bible. ' I buy 
a Bible ! ’ sriid he. ‘ No. I am a laAv student, and I don’t Avaiit one.' 
‘ (}h, sir,’ I replied, ‘ it makes my heart heavy Avhenever I lu'ar anyone 
.s:iy they hiive no need of the Bible, fur avc all need it.’ ‘ 1 tell you, I do 
iiof'iVecd a Bible,’ said be, ‘ and that’s eiuMigh. I don’t Avaiit to hear one 
Avord more from you 'bn the subject.’ . ‘ V/cIl,’ I replied, ‘ from me you 
slij-ll iiftt lio^«r one AVord more, but before die Judgment Scat of God you 
Avill one day ap]joar, and tlfcii you must Jieai Avordson this solemn subject.’ 
* Ggt out of the room, immediately,’ he ciied, in great Avratli. ‘There’s 
the door I ’ and 1 left. 

On the evening of the same day a woman tblloAved me in the street and 
.T^ked me, how dear iny Bibles wirli large print Avere. I said 15 groschens. 
She said, ‘ I Avill buy one, but not for myself. The student who’ turned 
you unceroiuoniously out of .his room this afternoon rcqueste l me to find 
*yti i out and buy ta Bible for Ivm,’ May God bless it to him ! 

Colporteur Zeller gives the following account of an 
interesting conversation with one almost persuaded to be 
a Protestant: — 

0 

One day I found three yourg men together in a room. Two of them 
bought Bibles, the third was a Roman Catholic. He said, ‘ The Bible is a 
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good book, and no one shall persuade me to the contrary. I bought ono 
some time ago, and I read it every day. I also go to the Protestant church 
often, and,’ said he, ‘last Sunday’S sermon pleased me veiy much.' I 
happened to be there too. At the end of his sermon the preacher urged 
his hearers to pray daily for the^enlightcnjaent of God’s Spirit. I said, 
‘ If you take the preacher’s advice you are not likely t^ remain long in the 
Church of Rome.’ lie said, ‘ Why«not ? ’ ‘ J ust because he advised us 

to pray for God’s Spirit to enligliten us, and as for you, you are halting 
between two opinions, outwardly in the Churclj <ff Rome^ and yet you 
read your Bible and attend Protcsbint worship- ‘^You are right,’ he said, 
‘ but I cannot help, nevertheless, going to the Protestant Church.* ‘ I 
don’t blame you for that,’ I replied, ‘ only you are doing it stealthily, and 
Jesus says, “ Whosoever therefore sh^jll confess Me before men, him will 
I confess also before my Father ^hicU is in H4*avcn.” ’ He siglied 
deeply, and said, ‘ It is hard to take such a step. ^Iy children were bap- 
tized by the Protestant minister, and when the tim<? fbr tTieir confirmation 
comes I must also decide for myself.’ I said, ‘ My good friend, follo'^ the 
preacher’s advice, pray for God’s Spirit, He will lead you into all Truth, 
and the Truth will make you free. * 

• 

It is sad, and yet from one point of view cheering, to 
note that one section of Mr. Davies’s report is still headed 
‘ The War.’ The tumult and* rage of battle have indeed 
subsided, but the bitter conseqiieuces are left. 'I’he number 
of slain and wounded sufficiently attest the, severity of 
the conflict, bijt the wail, of lamentation hai» not died 
away. Widows mourn the loss of husbands, and parents 
of children, and children of parents, and the sad memorials 
of a nation’s strife may be found in many a desolate home 
and many a sorrow-strickem heart. How far the work of 
your Society has been blessed to thbusands with whom 
the messengers of mercy that it has sent out have*' (Teen 
brought into contact, will’ be known only at the final 
day, but faith may well grasp tlie promises of *the tSospel 
with a large hand, and hopb hnlicipate blessed results, 
when it is known that such a circulation as. that set forth 
in the follcfiying table was effected in the course of eleven 
months : —

Last year a total ciiKiiilation among the military was 
reported of 5,069 Bibles, 398,507 Testaments, 314,576 
Portions, or a total of 710,0*52 copies, and if to these arc 
added the issues specified in the foregoing table, a grand 
total will be peached not fhr short of one million. It surely 
can be no matter of surprise that the hhnpci’or of Germany, 
who recognised God’s hand so fr^ueutly in the victories 
which he was permitted -to gaiij, should have recognised the 
value of God’s Word among the multitudes who cither 
sustained the burden of that fearful conflict, or who fell a 
prey to the devouring sword and the wasting sickness. 

Mr." Davies had^the opportunity,- during a long personal 
interview, of giving the li^peror of Germany full details 
of the various means adopted by your Society to mitigate 
the horrors of war and pouf* the balm of heavenly conso- 
lation into the hearts of the wounded ; and not only did 
His Majesty express at the time deep interest iil the record 
of the Society’s operations, but he aftenvards addressed 
to your agent a letter, in which he gives utterance in a 
very warm and gratifying' manner to his feelings of grati- 
tude on account of the care bestowed W the. Society upon 
his army, in supplying the,pa mth the Word of God. The 
following letter has already append in the ‘Monthly 
Reporter,’ but cannot be omitted from the annual record 
of the Society’s work : — ‘ 
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To the Director of the Britisii and Foreign Bible Society for GermaDjr 
, and Switzerland, the Rev. George Palmer Davies. 

I have,, with the warmest interest, taken cognizance of the informatioD 
respecting the operations of the Qritish and Foreign Bible Society diinng 
the war of 1870-71, contained in yoiir nieiaorial of the 1st of last month.. 

It has filled me with agreeable satisfaction to see ^ith what zeal, andi 
with what circumspection,* you,, in* the spirit of the Society which yoia 
represent, exerted yourself to give to the warriors of, the German armies,, 
by bringing to them the Holy Scriptures, the oppojftunity of strengthening 
themselves, by trust in God, for the fiilfilmfent •of their calling, and of 
receiving in the hour of sufFdting the direct consolation of religion. 

A magnificeiit result has rewarded your exertions. In consideration of 
this I cannot refrain from expressing^to you, herewith, my recognition of 
the high merit which you have gained ibr yourself in reference to the 
spiritual welfare of the German warriors, and iny thgnks for the rich, 
blessing which you have diffused among them.

Some extracts from the letters of the colporteurs will 
tend fufther to illustrate the impcfttance of this work : — 

Senior Colporteur Weiscr reports o» tlio utility of small depots spread 
over tlio land in such crises as that through which we jxissed during the 
w\ar, as follows : — • 

‘ My depots cover the whole land likc»an out-stretched net. As our 
sons were summoned to arms opr dei)ositarics appeared at the stations, and 
the men got Test {fluents* to 'with them in their pocliets.. In like 

mjiniicr, when the hospitals were filling, our brethren were there,, 
wandering from ward to ward, distributii^^ tlie Bread of Life. When 
their stock was exhausted, they drew again from my central depot. ^At 
times the wounded gjivc money to prevent the Society from having to- 
suffer so much loss, and to enable it to work among their poorer comrades! 
Our friend Wiswasscr, in Mannheim, not only worked incessantly himself,, 
but also took friends with liiiji to helj) in the good work when th(f tfoops 
were very numerous. IMr. I lorn^ a master- tailor in •Mosbach, laid dow’n his 
needle, accompanied a travelling preacher, and worked amopg tlfb healthy 
and the sick, especially among the Bavarians.* If I wanted proof that tho 
establishment of our network of small* depots in the whole land is accord- 
ing to the will of the Lord, I should have had it plentifully in tho 
blessing whict^rested on the work of our depots during tlie war. Who 
else w'ould have been there to do the work ? We colporteip-s were all 
away in France.’ 

Senior Colporteur Zierenberg, in Ilanower, in reviewing tlie work of * 
the year, is full of the recollections of Inis labours among tlie sick^andi 
wounded. He sjiys ; — * Here in Hanoner we had seven hospitals, tlie * 
largest being thaf in the castle of t];ie Guelphs. In^ addition to these wo 
liad nineteen large sheds, many ^f theni full of typhus patients. How 
gladly these sick and wounded men received the consolations of religion 1 
had abundant means of seAng. When they were spoken to about the 
salvation which is in Christ Jesus, they^id, *'Oh, yes, that i^ the 
comfort, and the New Testament the best book you can bring to us.” 
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‘In the castle of the Gunljihs there were generally as many as a 
thousand patients at a time ; 1 had free accc.ss to them, and 1 cun say 1 
visited them all. 1 felt my Saviour with me, and indeed without Him 
what could I have* done amid the groans and cryings of the sick and 
wounded men ? The New Testaments W'ere always welcome gifts. 

‘ Then came I he \Voundod French. IIow eager they were to receive 
copies. My only Frcncli words Averc “Nouveau Testament,” or “Evangilc.” 
The poor fellow’s could not thank in German, but their “ Merci, Monsieur” 
Avas long and loud, au,l ^^they pressed iny hands Avith unmistakeable 
Avarmth.’ . - 

After gi\iiig his experience at great length, he concludes in these 
words 

‘ The blcs.^ing brought about by th<? Avork of the Society in the hospitals 
cannot ])o described. ,I praise laid inank my Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ that He ha.'^givcn me the grace to bo the instrument of placing His 
Holy Word in the liand^ of thonsaiids of Avouridod and sick men. 

‘ Arid noAv in my journeys, since the Avar is over, in my old sjihere of 
labour, I Hnd our Spc.icty cvcryAvlicre known as it never Avas before. The 
feeling of the Pasrors towards us is quite changed. Our Noav Testaments 
have gone everywhere, into tLc remotest parislics, and they arc the visible 
demonstration of tlie great and ijloriou.s. Avork Avhich the Lord hasi enabled 
our Society to do. Tiie Lord Avill not AAUthliold His blessing, but these 
hiftidreds of tlioiisainls of volumes of His precious Word Avill bring forth 
fruit to life ctenud. Amen.’ 

Tho Monioriiil New Tc.si.'uuciit .mid Psiilins, Avliicli tlio 
(^ommittoo aniunmccd lust }-oar 'tlfeir ihtontioii of jn’e.sciit- 
iug to the widows and pareiits of the fallen, have b(‘.en in 
progress of distribution, ''and arc received by all entitled 
to 'them with Ihe ntinost gratitude. A gentleman oc- 
cupying a high and influential position in the Prussian 
Prote*st.ant (fliurch recently said Mr. Davies, ‘ I almost 
envy the person in whose heart thfe thought of the Me- 
morial 'festament sprung uj), and' your Society (he might 
have sai<l you) ibr the oiiern^t'^ and promptitnch' with which 
the thought has been cjirrie*! out.’ Xcver, as Mr. Davies 
testifies, has the Society been engaged in a nipre blessed 
Avork, or one more in harmony with the spirit and leaching 
of our Hc.avenly Master. Great pains have been taken to 
divest tho minds of the' recipients of the idea that the 
rich Verc bestowing a gift upon the poor. The offering 
of (Jod’s Word to the sorroAvful was intended only as an 
act of Christian sympathy, and hs such His Majesty the 
Emperor did not hesitate to receive a Testament, as the 
fatljer of the arm^, in memory of all his fallen sons. So 
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that from the Imperial Palace to the humblest cottage, 
and from the metropolis .ta the utmost limits of the 
Empire; these books have been presented, to })ersons of 
every rank and station, aifd have fheered many a desolate 
heart with the consolation of the Gospdl, Air. Davies 
furnishes furtlier parficulars of this work in tlie following 
tables: — , / ‘ 



TliesQ books were in tlie following languages :r— Bohemian, German, 
Hebrew, Lithuanian, Polish and Wend. * 

The follownig specification is exceedingly instructive, throwing light, as 
it does, upon the nature of the wounds inllicted by the war on tlie house- 
hold life of the nation. What a tale, for example, is told by the simjile 
fact tJiat 21 per cent, of tlie victims of the war, whose names liave 
been sent in to us, were sons of 'widowsj^and 23 per cent, were mailed 
men ! What testimony, on the other ^and, is borne to the admirable 
sanitary arrangements of the German armies by the fact that the numbers 
of the slain on the battle-field* exceeds the numBer of deaths in the 
hospitals. In how far this proportion may be taken as holding good for 
the total victims of the war i am not able to say precisely. I have reason, 
however, to believe that it is not far from being correct ^ ^

The following extracts from letters received' in acknow- 
ledgment of the gift are mosf' touching and interesting : — 

‘ Rev. Sir, — In your pbliging letter of October 12, you allude to the loss 
■wliich^I also sustained in the last campaign against France, and in executing 
the mission. which the Bible Society has undertaken of giving a copy of 
the Scriptures to the parents or widoAvs of fallen German soldiers, you 
have also sent mo a copy of the New Testament as a consolatory memorial 
of my son who fell in the Avhr.

of the military administration, to the most'livcly sentiments of recognition 
Avith which the efforts made under your direction, not only in this Avar 
but in the war of 1860, are regarded- -efforts which Avere croAvned Avith 
such gratifying success.

It 
havifig C'lme tj my knoAvledge thdt young Mr. Wichern in his last hour 
constantly fell back for his consolation on the 23rd Psalm, and on the 
Avorda, ‘ for me to live is Christ, and for me to die is gain these passiiges 
Avere printed in the Mcmori.al volume prcsoi tod to the bereaved parents. 

Dr. Wichern Avrites ‘ Pastor Oldenberg handed oyer to -.ne yesterday 
the Memorial Testament given in memory of my dear son, and containing 
the portion of Holy Scripture which had become so dear to him. For 
this gift both I and my bcloved'wife tender heartfelt thanks. They only 
who have lost a son, and such a son, can understand our sorrow, in which, 
however, the Lord has richly coniibi-ted us.’ ^

send us a New Testament with the Psalms, as a Memorial of our beloved 
son and brother, Paul ; who, in accordanyo with the holy will of God, 
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and in consequence of the fatigues of the war, entered, from the lazaret at 
Langeringen, peacefully into the rest of the diildreu of God. For this 
book we tender heartfelt thanks to yoif and your honoured Bible Society, 
promising to hold the book in honour as an heir-loom in our family, 
and praying God to bless to us rfehly its djligent use, and reward in time 
and eternity the love of you all, shown in the circiliation of His holy 
Word. . •

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Mr. 1)avie.s has agaiii' been .able to devote .a considerable 
amount of time to this jjortion of" his district, halting at 
intervals in Genev.*!, Lausanne, Neuchatel, llcrne, and 
Basle. The intpreonrso wilicli by this means lie is 
enabled to hol/i with the representatives of other Societies, 
.and mth the leading GhristLan men of the localities Avhich 
he visits, is of the greatest u-se, not only in cultivating a 
friendly feeling with those who are eng.aged in the T^ord’s 
work, but in promoting the general interests of the 
Society. 'Tn Geneva he Avas present at the anni\^ersaxy 
meetings of several religious Societies, and was Avelcomed 
most cordially as the representative of your own. At the 
meeting of the Evangelical Society he gave a brief narra- 
tive of the events connected Avith the distribution of the 
Scriptures '^to the soldiers duTipg the Avail*, and of the 
method adopted to keep the colporteurs supplied with 
books, which could not but be listened to Avith deepest 
inferest.

T'his.is a slight decrease 
upon the issues of the Jjreceding year, but in,either ease, 
the numbers Averc nearly doublg thbse of your ordinary cir- 
culation, inasmuch as the Avar Avork among the prisoners of 
General Bpurbaki’s Army Avas in full progress Arhcn last 
year’s accounts were closed. The only item in which a 
comparison can plainly be drawn is th.at of Bibles, in , 
Avhich there has been an incrtJh.se of 767 copies, which 
Mr. Davies states Avould have^*been much larger buf for ■ 
a grant of Bibles at reduegd prices made to the Sunday 
Schools of the French tDantons, of wtich they availed 
themselves to the exfent of 2,000 copies. •

The Bible Society of the Canton de Vand has been 
supplied with 3,421 Bibjes, '8,141 Testaments, and 5,713 
Portions, mal{,iug a total of 17,275 volumes. 

The Donations 'received this year from friends in Basle, 
Schaffhausen, St. Gall, Ggneva, and Neuch^tel have 
amounted to £67 u 19 » 10. The items are given in the 
general account of the receipts of the agency, and the 
hearty thanks of the Committee are here tendered to these 
Christian friends for their Qordial co-operation. 

Colportage is not employed in Switzerland to the same 
extent as in the rest of the 'district. Colporteur Jacquis, 
one of the staff belonging to the French Agency, was at 
work in Neuchdteau, in the Department -of the Vosges, 
when the war broke out. He was one of the first who 
encountered the Prussian Uhlans when they entered, and 
hdving addressed a question to them in broken German, 
"the answer to which he did not understand, he passed on 
his..way. The few words, however, which Jacquis spoke 
cost him dear, fop on the following day he was arrested 
and imprisoned, and aftep a detention of about a week, 
expelled t!he country; It was hard for him to leave 
his .home and wander about as an exile in a country 
desolated by war, and equally hard to relinquish the work 
to which he had so long devoted himself. ' Under the 
influence of these feelings he after a while returned, but 
only to meet with the same ill-fortune as before. He was 
aga'in arrested, and having been chained to a Westphalian 
priest, conducted to the frontier. It was a ftrange coinci- 
dence, as your Agent observes, tJiat a Bible colporteur and 
a Romish priest should have been chained together, in- 
volved in one Common fate, and probably the victims of 
the same injustice. Mr; Davies found employment for 
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Jacquis during the war among the French prisoners, after 
which he was attached to Miss Gruet’s Dep6t in Neuch&tel, 
and pursued his calling in *that Canton among the French 
population. In the course'of eighteen weeks he sold 389 
Bibles, 698 Testaments, and 285 Portions, or a total of 
1,372 copies. He has n^w* returned to the service of the 
French Agency. . . 

Mr. Davies closes his report wi(ll the following brief 
notice of Mr. Herzog-lieber's report on Swiss col- 
portage : — ,

Of the 108,959 copies cijed under No. 2, 48,629 copies weA a gift 
from the British and Foreign Bible Society. The •total circulation of our 
Society among the prisoners, however, eicceeds 60,000. Hoiv’ mSpy <rf the 
Scriptures mentioned under No. 1 issued froln our presses is not said. A 
chapter is then devoted to the war ^ork of our Society, in connection 
with the German Agency, and our Society is spoken of in the ve^gr warmest 
terms of fratq^aal recognition. 


AUSTBIA. 

With the keeping of God’s commandments, we find closely 
connected in Scripture the remembrance of God’s ways. 
When Moses addressfed to the children of Israel these 
weighty words, ‘All the commandments which I command 
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thee this day, shall ye observe to do,' he immediately 
added, ‘ And thou shdt remember all the way which the 
Lord thy God led thee.’ ' it is but natural, therefore, 
that your Agent, Mr. E. Miilnrd, having completed his 
twenty-fifth year in the service of the Society, should, 
before entering upon the details of his work, call to 
mind the gracioi^s dealings of God’s Providence and give 
utterance to feclingS ,both of thankfulness and praise. The 
first account of his stewardship was given in your Report 
for 1848, and since then his name has appeared con- 
tinuously, and his work ^has^been growing in magnitude, 
until his Agency has become one of the most important in 
the ^ whole field bf the Society’s operations. The first 
four years of Mr. Millard’s engagement he spent in 
Cologne, the next two years in Vienna, then four in Bres- 
lau, seven at Berlin, ^ and dui*ing the last eight years he 
has been enabled onco» more to occupy bis former post 
at Vienna. He is far from wishing to make himself a 
prominent feature in the record of the year’s proceedings, 
on the contrary, he rejoices, in the conviction that there is 
a majesty ip the One Ifook, and a grandeur in the scheme 
which, seeks to circulate it tbreuglmut the world, which 
cause the workman to be lost si^ht of in the magnitude of 
the work. Still he fe(?(ls it would be ungracious to allow 
this tide-mark, which the flood of swelling years has left, 
to become eftaced, without, as he looks backward, exclaim- 
ing, ‘ Hitherto hath the Lord helped me,’ and as he looks 
forward, giving utterance to the aspiration of David, 
‘ Lord, what wait I for, my lio’te. is in Thee.’ And though 
in according to their Agents the meed of praise which is so 
often justly their due, the Report is not the vehicle which 
the Committee would choose, they cannot allow such an 
important epoch in the life of a long-tried 'friend and 
Agent to pass, without bearing their willing testimony to 
the efficiency and zeal with which Mr. Millard has devoted 
himself to his arduous '•work, and the quick intelligence 
Avith which he has availed himself of tnc, various oppor- 
tunities of extbnding it AvhicJx God has given him. He 
calculates that within the period named, no fewer than 
2,447,750 copies of the Sacred Volume have been issued 
under his own superintendence ; and yet he is compelled 
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to acknowledge that this v.ast number, so far from over- 
taking the requii’ements of the countries in which they 
have been circulated, have scarcely kept pace with the 
increase of population. To*thc enquiry, ‘ Where is boast- 
ing then?’ he replies in the language (rf the Apostle, 
‘ It is e.xcluded,’ and turn^ Jtt once from all considerations 
of the past to gird himself for fresh cpnflict with every 
opposing force, and to press onwattf a higher mark 
than any which be has. hitherto attained. Nor let it be 
supposed tlifit the difficulties which your Agent has to 
encounter arc of little raonl^nt.^ In one sense he has 
no concern with politics, yet, when a Sfate is convulsed 
with political strife, all must more or IcsS feel the severity 
of the storm, and well is it if any branch of industry 
escapes its fury. As regards tlie interests of your Society, 
the only direct effect has been to retard legislation, which 
it was Imped might have legalised •the work of colportage. 
Through the kind co-operation of several of* its members, 
a bill was introduced last year for this purpose into the 
Austrian Parliament, which, h®wevcr, was dissolved before 
the measure could be di.scus.scd. • A new adyiinistration 
has now been formad, which is believed not *10 ^c un- 
favourably disposed towafds tire circulation of the Scrip- 
tures ; but party strife is ii^ the ascendancy, and in the 
struggle for life the government has scarcely leisure It) 
weigh the merits of your im[)ortant work. Some notice * 
i^ taken by ^Ir. Millard of the so-called Old-Cathqlic 
movement, simj)ly because every variation in the forJunes 
of a falling a|)ostacy mnf4 havc^ soiue influence u])on t]ie 
progress of Scripture distribution. • That there* are'sorne 
honest and truth-seeking ineif Jimongst those who h;^vc 
formed this new religious community he docs not deny, 
but he muc4i*fear.s tJiat their influence will be lost through 
the preponderating number of those who are anti-papal 
and nothing more. There is a logical and historical 
absurdit}' connected Avith the iftfallibility of the P(fl)e 
which human Reason can discern.* But it is quite possible 
to see thus far, without realiSng^ Christ aS a sure refuge, 
and God’s Word as an unerring guide. The old garment 
still remains, and though it be patched with a piece of new 
cloth, the rent Avill in all probiability be made 'worse. 
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Could the Old-Catholics be prevailed upon to draw new 
wine from the vineyard of the^ Great Husbandman, and to 
put it in new bottles, both might be preserved. 

The review of the year’s operations, which, however, on 
the present occasion only includes a period of eleven 
months, is calculated to afford encouragement and is con- 
ducive to a than^fid spirit. Though a month is wanting 
to make the con^phrison equal, there is yet an increase 
upon the circulation of the previoiis year of 19,839 copies. 
The net issues of the Agency have amounted ito a total of 
126,130 volumes, including *40,742 Bibles, 59,282 Testa- 
ments, and 26,l06 Portions. In addition to these, there 
havp been supplied to localities beyond the limits of Mr. 
Millard’s district, 34,283 yolumes, making a total of 
160,413 copies of the Word of God in whole or in part. 

Some tables are appended giving the languages in 
which those issues were* printed and the countries in which 
they were circulated, and affording a prospective as well 
as a retrospectiv'e view of the power of the press in 
supplying the continually-increasing wants of so extensive 
an Agency :i — *'

Mr. Millfiijd still laments his in.'ibility to include in 
citb/ir of the preceding lists any portion of the Slovenian 
and Ruthenian Scriptures— not that they have escaped 
his attention Or that efforts have not been made to insur ^ 
success. Tn additiov to the (iospels and Acts in the 
Sloveniafi already printed, he has the mannscripl. of the 
Epistles to the Romans ^and Corinthians, and in the 
Ruthenian he has the (losj)cl by St. l^uke. But these 
are now in course of critical examination, and of neither 
can he express a snfHhiently definite opinion to enable 
him to present them to the Coimiiitteo for, adoption. It is 
sad that he should have reason to complain, that those 
who have power to Irolp forward this work are rather 
interested in retarding it ; the intellect is sufficient but the 
'heart is wanting, and the vigilance of powerful opponents 
necessitiitcs caution at every step. 

Of the colporf;eurs whom Mr. .Millard employs, he is 
jiWe to speak with much satisfaction. His staff now 
nurnffers forty-two, many of whom have to endure hard- 
ships to wdjich those who Talwuir in more civilised localities 
are altogether strangers. Nor do these hardships refer 
simply to their bodily wants. It is bad endbgh where a 
bed becomes a rarity, and a hard bench and miserable 
ru^ its only substitute,* and when food is difficult to be 
procured. But when 'immorality prevails to such an 
extent that men who value their character refuse to 
travel alone, and having combined for protection pass 
weeks without a Christian face to ^reet them or a kindly 
word to cheef them, it must be confessed that the endu- 
rance of such a lot requires strong faith, and that nothing 
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but love to Christ and an ardent desire to win souls to 
Him would ensure perseverance. , 

• 

Vienna..— This section* of yoi^r Agent’s report gives 
ample evidence that the opposition of maft and the bless- 
ing of God arc often to be found in close proximity. Mr. 
Millard presents, first, the bright sidp Of the picture, by 
showing that the circulation from* this centre has con- 
siderably increased. The issues from the l)ep6t have 
amounted fo 12,289 copies,^ consisting of 2,849 Bibles, 
.'‘,.‘>54 Testaments, and 4, 08(^ Portions, \^hilst the sales by 
colporteurs, who are now eleven in number, being two 
more than last year, have comprised tr,H86 Bibles, {^674 
Testaments, and 2,()(>3 i’ortious, giving a total through 
both sources of distribution of 30,512 copiers. This shows 
an increase on the circulation of* the ])revious year of 
4,130 volumes. There is, howeVer, still jiced’of much 
perseveivince in st)wing the ^)od seed, and yet more of 
the (quickening influence of God’s Holy Spirit. It is 
natural that those who live loltg iii any country should feel 
a special interest in its inhabitants, and that ii* spiritually 
minded they shbuld (lesirp fo see them brought undar some 
gracious influence. No AVonJer, therefore, if Mr. Millard 
yearns to sec the same efforts ^>ut forth on behalf of 
Austria that are extended to Italy and Spain. Thtfre 
is activity enough around him in, the distribution of 
’infidel publications and legendary ti’ash, and neither Bppe 
nor priest interfeVes *to stay the cousumption of this 
poisonous food. But tile moment the Bible l^ecomes.the 
book of the people and they fcQ| interest in its precious 
truths, no language can be too strong to express, the 
indignatioji, of those who profess to be their tspiritual 
guides, no anathemas too violent to be fulminated against 
those Avho cling to the Book, and refuse to commit its , 
sacred pages to the flames. * 

Last year Mr. Millard was abj,e to announce that a hOp'e- . 
ful work hadtbeen commeiiiicd in the Qity and Duchy of 
Salzburg. All went smoothly for a time, and in the 
course of fifteen weeks the colporteur was able to distri- • 
bute 652 copies. His joy, however, w'as of short-lived 
duration. Hostile articles appfeared against him in Ihe^ 
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public papers, and when his license ran out the authorities 
refused to renew it. Another instance of equal significance 
occurred in cpnnection Avith, the military. Strenuous 
efforts have been made to visit the various barracks in the 
capital, and tha*c not without success. Itidicule and scorn 
were of course indulged in by'-some, but many soldiers 
bought freely, especially the Bohemian, Hungarian, and 
Polish Scriptures, , as -Avell as some in the Servian, Croat, 
Rouman, and Russ. The officers; howcA’er, interfered to 
stop the work, and Avhen an appeal Avas made to the Com- 
mander-in-chief }ie only, confirmed their decision. Thus 
the enemy hjis his seasons of triumph, but his time is 
shoivt. One cheering fact ]\Ir. IMillard is able to record in 
contrast to these sad statements. He asks — Who has not 
heard of Martin Boos ? and then states that he has found 
a successor in the person of a devout serA^ant of God, the 
Rev. LudAV’ig, SchAvartz,*^ Avho has resigned his living in a 
pleasant southern climate ,iu oi’dcr to settle in Gallneu- 
kirchen, near Linz, in Upper Austria, the very centre of 
the district iiiAvhich Martin 'Boos laboured. 

A renewed donation of 2.’i florins from a friend in 
Croatia, aa^iosc substantial act's "of kindness to the col- 
porteurs jiroA'c that his hand and heart move in the same 
direction, is again acknctwledged by your Agent AAuth much 
thankfulness. A tew extracts from the journals of the 
colporteurs are here appended, in illustration of their dis- 
appointments and success. One who has met with much 
opposition, and whose books have been denounced as 
heretical, thus relates an eucounllging incident : — 

‘ ^ji the Spring I liad sold sevemi copies in a factory at Briinti, 
one of j^diicli was taken to B. A fortnight ago I entered that 
very village, but on ac'*ouiit of the lieavy rain I was compelled to wait at 
the village jnn. Presently a man came in, to whom 1 ofered my books. 
“The Bible ! ’^ he cried, and his eyes glistened with delight. “1 have 
been biTj-owing that good book iiorn one of my colleagues that brought a 
copy from Brunn, and I have been washing to buy it from him, but he will 
not let me have it at any price. • And now behold, here is a copy I ” Two 
other men coming the man first referred to, cri(Jd out, “ Here are 
Bibles ! ” The others expressed »thcir ^itisfaction. All three bought, and 
more did sd after tliem. The first man told me that when the priest heard 
that his comrad# had brought a Bible frolii Briinn, he immediately 
sent for tim, and told him it was a Protestant book, and it was to be 
burnt. The man answered “ 'ffhether the book is Protestant or not, I 
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know not, but I have found in .it the very doctrine of our Lord and 
Saviour, and I will never let it go. I have never seen the like of the 
•Book in piy life." * • • 


• 

Another who states that the people are very much set 
against him, and thal; the 5ible and the Bible-seller are 
ever}’’ Sunday denounced’from the pulpit, _ adds 

^ In one place I met with a butcher’s wife, ^Ifo was very glad to buy a 
copy. “ 1 am quite disguste^,” said die, “ with all the innovations of the 
present day. I am a Catholic, but not such as is required now-a-days, for if 
one ventures at all to express one’s own mind, one is at once cried down as 
an unbeliever.” • ^ 

‘ Another man too was found, who had made gootl use of his book, and 
siiid that otlier books, liowever good, were not to be cofhpared to it. It 
had set him free from the traditions of the Komish Cliurch and led him to 
the Saviour, witli whom he had found peace for his soul. We conversed 
vary pleasantly, and by-and-by the man enquired how it was that w'c felt 
ourselves so imitod, having never seen each other before. 1 will tell you 
what it i^ I answered. It is our common jfaith in the Lord ^Jesus. We 
have one God and Father, and our liedecmer wl^ has bought us 
with His blood, and delivered us froiu sin and death, has knit our hearts 
together.’ 

• 

A third colporteur, who writes, from Croatia, says : — 

‘ Although our «iles ai\3 but*snfall, because most of tbose*that .take any 
interest are already supplied, yet the* work here (at W.) is one of the 
most cncoiuaging. ^J’lie Word of God has^^to a great extent, cleared away 
the darkness. When last Sj»ring came here for the second time, the 
Magistrate hesitated to admit us, because the priests were mad against *us. 
Still our Government Licenses were respected, and leave was given us tt) 
.stay 10 days. The Government Official also bought a Bible for himself, 
aj)parently in order to examine it. But on returning this timt tit the 
office (that is for the third fime) Jie joyfully welcomed me, and immedi- 
ately made out my papers. Tfie old j^quaintances whom I visited, first 
were full of joy, and in the fiimily of B. we were again allowed to bend 
our knees in prayer. The head of the Smily is a serious enquirer after the 
Truth, and expressed his deep regret that there was nobody in the* place 
to proclaim tp.the people the simple truths of the Gospel. Among other 
lovers of the Truth, I met an old Government Official, with whom I could 
freely converse in a brotherly way. How I wish our dear brother Walter 
back (who left us last Autumn for Ameriqfi). It was he that had prevailed ’ 
upon this old man, some raontlis ago,. to purchase a Bible, and ij has 
produced glorious fruit.’ ^ 

The last extract is froln tho journal of a man who last 
year laboured "with ^inent success, but who is in great • 
trouble on account of the unsatis&ctory state of the law 
on colportage. He makes the following statement : — * 
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* I cannot poutlvely say that one soul lias lieen brought out of darkness 
to the mai-vellcus light of the Gospel, yet 1 know that many find their 
delight in the Bible. Even strict Roman Catholics freely acknowledge that 
this is the greatest error of their Church, that the Bible has been taken 
from the people, and they say i{ is a great boon that the Bible is being dis- 
tributed. Many oil meeting me say that this book is fine reading indeed, 
but they cannot understand where 1 get, rid of so many copies and yet 
have always fresli supplies. They sometimes say they would have thought 
the whole province to lie full.’ 


Prague. — Several circumstances have contributed to 
make the circulajtioii of the Prague Depot for the present 
year largely, in excess of that of the preceding one. 
Two new colporteurs have been added to the staff, of 
whom one has sold on an average fifty-seven, and the other 
ninety-five copies every Aveek. A large number of Testa- 
ments have also beeiv- bought by a benevolent individual 
in Londhn, chiefly for'" distribution among the ‘ Roman 
Catholics. The total direct circulation of the year has 
amounted to 10,510 copies, comprising l,Ki9 Bibles, 8,709 
Testaments, and 662 Poitifins. The col])oi’teurs, si.\ in 
number, have sold 5,600 Bibles, 4,0.^6 Testaments, and 
2.3 Portioh.s, or 9,656 Volumes,, and ’’if tO' this be added 
238 copies issued to Societies, a total is reached of 20,404 
Volumes. Of these, 10,848 ^have been Bohemian, and 
8, '684 German, which corresponds pretty accurately Avith 
the proportion of the inhabitants. A good deal of party 
feeling still exists, and your Agent confirms the statement 
previously made hy him, that the'dluss movement, as it 
Avas called, and which some looked upon as a second 
Reformation, Avas an agitation more political than religious, 
and to a great extent devoid of any Christian element. He 
adds, that the quiet and stead gi’OAvth of various evan- 
gelical schemes is all the more hopeful, dnd giv’es promise 
of moi'e permanent results. The cordial co-operation of 
the Protestant Pastors' of Bohemia has not yet been 
obtained to the extent |hat Mr. Millard desires. He is 
unable to explain the cause of this strange inconsistency, 
though he mourns OA'er-the fact. The readiness Avith 
which the Jcavs purchase the Scrjptures, and not unfre- 
quently the New Testament, is one of the hopeful signs of 
the present day. The c<8lporteurs’ journals furnish many 
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interesting details of their varied expei’ience, some of which 
are given below : — • . 


M.’s experience has been vcrj^ encouraging on the • av hole — ^not so the 

severe thrashing dealt out to him on ong occasion. It was at R , 

where he walked into a house, intending to oflbr his ISibles lor sale. On 
the tiible there stood a bottle of spirits — no happy omen ! ‘The house- 
wife answered me vc-r}'^ rudely,* M. sfiya ; ‘ and wlj^n I said that this was 
the Word of God, in which the Divine will wac revealed, .she sharply re- 
plied they had known all about that long agoT. i said, ‘ Whosoever truly 
knows God's will loves (iod’S Word.’ Thereupon a young man laid hold 
of me, seized me by the throat, and, pressing me against the wall, heavily 
struck me, and then thrust me out ^t the door. I wont in peace, and, 
although llosh and blood quaked, iTelt comforted and strengthened from 
above. ^ • 

M. invited a respectable- looking lady to buy one of his Bibles, Jnit to 
his amazement he got the tart replj’’, .spoken in the presence of many 
hearers, ‘ It is much easier to pray with a rosary. 

Another person, of a very different disposition, said, ‘ I have many pay- 
ments to make this Aveek, but I would rather fast all tlie time than go with- 
out this book,’ • • 

At S an old man, on being summoned by his priest to give up his 

Bible, said, ‘ 1 love tliis good book, t have found it to be very useful, and 
I shall not surrender it. I am now seventy years of ago,* your reverence, 
and you have never yet given me the smallest i)article of the Scriptures ; 
and now after that, througli God's gootliiess, the holy, book has been 
brought to me by, otheuB, how <ioidd I think of giving ilf up ? I never 
will !’ • , 

At r , Colporteur S., some considerable time ago, sold a Bible to a 

sailor. At tliat time the latter was a zealbus Catholic. On meeting him 
later he confessed lliat his Bible had made the deoj)cst impression upon 
him, and he had now joined the Reformed Church. 15ut his leaving tlte 
Romish community had led to much enmity.* Nobody would give him 
* a lodging, so that lie was actually compelled to live in a shed adjoining the 
Protestant moeting-rooln. » , 

A remarkable instance is ^iven of the W£*y i» Avliich 
Truth often ding's to any locality when once it has laid 
hold of the minds of the people, even though accompanied 

by muchwliich is at variance with the mind of God: — 

• 

Close to the Saxon frontiers lies a large and wide-spread manufacturing ^ 
village of more than 20,000 inhabitants. • It has always been conspicuous 
in the religious history of Bohemia. lUis said once to have belong^ed to 
the Utraquists, and it is at all events certain that it was strongly 
influenced by Huss’s doctrine, aijd even in the ^imes of the counter- 
Reformation, when, through tlfb macUinations of the Jesuits, the ma- 
jority conformed again to Romish rites, many still clung to the Word of, 
God. At a later period, S^vedenborgian views gained extensive ground, 
and a medical man exercised much influence in that diroctiqn. Subse- 
quently he formed a connection with iJerrnhut, and adopted the simpler

way of salvation taught hy the Moravian Brethren. He was finally im- 
prisoned and died in his confinement, at Leitmentz, notoriously a heretic, 
but in reality, as we may liopc, a simple believer ! By this man and his 
followers a great number of religious hooks were distributed in the village 
above-mentioned, and thus a, constant 'knowledge of Divine Truth was 
kept up. At this illaeo now, an Old-Catholic movement has commenced, 
and has taken large dimensions, and, if' is, hoped, not altogether without a 
Gospel tendency. ^ 

It is here that Colportevr P. is now engaged, and lie havS orders as much 
as possible to visit from, hottse to house, lie waited on the Old- Catholic 
priest, of whom ho sjieaks respectfully and diopeliilly. The priest stated 
the number of heads of families connected with this movement to be 500, 
and at the meetings as many as 3,0Ct0 persons attended. ^J'lic assemblies 
are now necessarily Iwld in a hCrge hall, but the peojile are going to build 
a Church. ,

Carlsbat). — The sules from this centre have amounted 
to 1,541 Ihbles, 889 Testaments, and 489 Portions, giving 
a total of 2,919 copies, of which 1,467 have been sold at 
the Depot, aud 1,452 t)y the single colporteur how em- 
ployed. This shows an uiereasc on the circulation of the 
preceding year of 825 copies. Political strife has risen 
very high, and the col]|ortcur has found it very difficult 
to steer an m^en course tlirough tlic labyriutli of conflicting 
opiiiioRS. Some believed him' to be' an emissary of the 
clerical party, and on that account ci’ied, ‘Away with him.’ 
Others thought that tlic books which he sold savoured of 
heresy and Protestantism smd were apt to disaflect the 
people towards the ,oue true Church, and these joined in 
the s^me cry; whilst a third party were oflfended because' 
he would not join them in their disaffection, but main- 
tained jiis neutrality and confined himself to his work. 

There lias been no lack, of >'ish,ors at the Depot, but no 
DuEcan Matheson has appeared amongst them, as he did 
two years ago, to lift up Clirist in the midst of.the masses 
and exhprt them to repentance and faith. Mr. Millard 
has nothing worthy of record from the journal of the 
colporteur, but he gives 'an extract from a letter addressed 
to one of the Moravian .brethren stationed in Bohemia, 
wliich proves tl^e vitality of ,the seed sown "by these labo- 
rious men. It is to the following effect : — 

‘ Some time ng#a Bible colporteur of the* mime of W. L. \ras in our 
n^ghboufhood circulating the Scriptures. Ho told us that you hold 
Bible meetings in various parts (of the coimtry, and by his advice we take 
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the liberty of inviting you to come anti visit us. We want spiritual food. 
There is a goodly number of enquirers among us, but we liave no shepherd, 
and we ly'O compelled to listen to^he*croaking of some ravens that have 
no better advice to give us thiiii to#settlc doAvn quietly tin Babylon, where 
he dwells who says of himself that he is infallible. The Christian labourer 
thus invited ’went and found that in consot[iience of?i diligent perusal of 
tlic Scriptures, several inclKddui^s had become truly anxious about tlicir 
future. As is generally the case, tlie movement is not completely vvithcnit 
alloy, yet the Moravian Evangelist finds it w'ortli his while to continue his 
visits, and w’e hope he will ultimately rcaj) the fruits of w’hat the Bible 
Society has sown.’ • 


Trieste. — The circulatioij from this Depot shows a 
decrease, when compared with flie pretious year, of 580 
copies, which is accounted 1‘or by the increitsed enmity of 
the opposers of the Truth, and the consequent difBctllties 
whicli haAx* to be encountered. Some idoajnay be formed 
of this from tlic fact that the municipal authorities of 
Trieste, absolutely refused peniyssion to distribute the 
Scriptures, either by sale or gratuitously, Within the jire- 
cincts of the Exhiliition lield there. Tlic whole thing 
was such au utter failure that this act of bigotry was not 
of much consequence. • 

The circulation of th« Scrijitures in the Slovenian lan- 
gimge has again been very encouraging, amounting fo 1,606 
copies. The country people recejve them with nuicli joy, 
the style and language ‘being particularly clear lyid 
iutclligible. . 

, The colporteurs for the most part have a thorny path 
to tread. Mr. ]\iillaj;d furnishes the following proof of 
priestly intolerance and of-the facility t^ith wliich an igno- 
rant people are led asti’ay by tRcm; — • • * 

At D one of the men had been staying for some time at the yillage 

inn. At the Koman Catholic C’liurch nothing good wa.s said «f him. A 
holiday inte«\^ming, the priest in the afternoon walked into the pubfic 
tap-room and harangued the guests present on the subject of the bad 
books brought among them. The company became very much excited, 
no doubt under the influence of the spirits of the bottle, as much as by the 
priest’s inflammatory w'ords, and our colporteur being nigh at hand^they 
laid hold of him in a 'way 'wliich inadc^ him think of his personal salety. 
lie fled to his toom, locked the (fr)or, and went d4)wn on his knees for 
protection from above, "whilst oVtside the crowd hooted and yelled. At 
last one man interceded for the colporteur, and they agreed to take him to 
the podesta. The latter fteclined extending any protection to him ; he 
advised him to get away out of the place without delay, anfr no choice 
was left. . ♦ 
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Still some green spots arc to be found even in this moral 
wilderness, and two or thceo facts, which your Agent 
reports, show jthat as (Jod gives opportunity His Word is 
finding an entrance, ayd His *grace ivill surely accom- 
panyit— 

• 

At Gorizia a soiip-kjtclicn li«as been opened during the winter for poor 
people. One of our mein very properly attended regularly, and presented 
those that were totally destitute with portions of the New Testament, 
which were thankfully received. • 

The Trieste depositary joyfully and thankfully states tha* the Protestant 
ministers there have been active in^distributing Scriptures to sick people 
and in liospitals, and •ven the IfomisTi field-chaplain gives his invalids the 
New Testament tfk read. 

At^ an asylum at G there is a blind man who has learnt to read so 

fluently that it is quite a pleasure to hear him. Jle has David’s Psalms, 
which were given. him by a friend who is also blind, and who bought the 
books at our Depot. The former blind man reads the Psalms to the 
attending Sisters of Mercy, •but he takes good care not to betray their 
origin, in ofder not to awaken^ the prejudice of his hearers. ‘•How dis- 
tressing it is that while those that arc blind grope after the light as best 
tlTey can, those that can see will no\ ! ’ 

During a visit to Trieste J was doliglited to find that at last a slight 
attempt was being made to evangelize the native Italian population. A 
young man in, the service of tlie Kev. Mr. Cotter, the missionary of the 
London Jews’ Society, gave an excellcyit •address on .Mary the mother of 
Jesus. 1 could only have wished ijiat his# audience had been larger, but 
at least a beginning has been made. 

Our depositary very trul}^ observes that a hard, rocky ground has 
betn given him to cultivate. It is true : Carniola, Istria, Dalmatia, — 
these are not very encouraging names. May grace be given to persevere. 
It is not brilliant success tiiat we can ensure, but simple faithfulness in the 

truit cqmmitted to us, is all that belongs to our responsibility.

PEStH.-»-Last year’s report o*f the work in Hungary 
was both interesting and .epconraging, and your Agent is 
enabled this year to announce that he has not only main- 
tained bis position, but made additional progress in the 
circulation of the Word of God. The direct issues from 
the Dep6t have amounted to 9,919, the sales by Col- 
portage to 16,706, and ‘by Socictii s to 3,223, giving a 
total of 29,848, of which 10,872 were Bibles, 15,736 
Testaments, and, 3,240 Portions. This gh’bs an increase 
on the circulation of the* eleven months of 974 copies. 
The number of coljiiirteurs employed has been fourteen. 
TJie death of the aged Depositary Mr. Ziegler, after a pro- 
tracted and wearisome iHness, hg,8 been a merciful release 
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to one who Avas ‘ waiting for the kingdom of God.’ All 
that he knew of Christ, and all the joy and peace he had 
in believing, he owed to that Book which for the last 
twenty-five years, with several interiMiptions but always 
with fresh zeal, he had been instramental jn distributing. 
His early history waa somewhat of an eventful kind, and 
will be best given in Mr. Millard’s ,own words. He 
writes : — • 

* • ... 

‘ When, thirty years ago, Dr. Schauffler, now engaged in editorial work 
for the Society .at Consfcintinople, spent three years in Vienna to superin- 
tend the editing of the Judaeo-SpanisliiBible, Ziegler, then a Homan Catholic 
from the German part of Bohemia,*was iamoug thpse that attended his 
Bible meetings in his private rooms. It was then and tl^ere that Ziegler, 
like many others, found the pearl of great price. * Dr. Schauffler’s work 
being completed, he prepared to leave Vienna, and for the last time col- 
lected his hearers, but just before the*conclusion of his^ address they were 
dispersed by the police. This was the Commencement of a long-continued 
and well-. sustained series of petty persecutions, which at last had the 
desired effect of driving away the troubleJome folks that would not be 
content to serve God according to the traditions of man 'and the customs 
of the fathers, but, for.sooth, claimed thfi right to worship their Creator and 
Redeemer according to the dictate.s of conscience and die precepts of 
Divine law. 1 have had the honour of meeting several of those persecuted 
ones in various parts of the Continent, dhd by their chjerful profession 
and consistent waljc, thejj testify Jo the clFicacy and complfttcncss of the 
old Doctor’s testimony. The honoured “ Gospel Herald ” is renfembered 
by all with undiminished esteem and veneration. Ziegler at last retreated 
to Hungary. It was there that he ^vas appbinted the Society’s Depositary 
in 1847, and it was there that, after the boisterous year of 1848, I made 
his acquaintance and confirmed him in hi.s office. The time had not yet 
come for a smooth and pleasant prosecution oft the Society’s labours, and 
^Ziegler had yet many hardships to endure, but he bore them all with 
manly fortitude and even temper. At length, in 1866, light began to 
dawn, and none hailed it mo»e joyfully than our now departed friend. 
But sickness soon laid him prostrate. ^ Hi^ work w'as done. He rallied 
once and again, but he never retumt^d tob his full vigour. Last August 
the Master's call reached him, to enter into the joy of his Lord. He had 
served him in simplicity and humility. We cherish his memory with 

affection, an(>i*bjoice in the hope of seeing him again in glory.’ 

• 

Mr. Millard’s eldest son has been appointed to succeed 
Mr. Ziegler, and it is to be hoped that the father’s talgits 
and zeal may be repeated in him. 

The colporteurs’ work, has been somewhat hindered 
through adverse circumstances.* Some of them have been 
incapacitated through! illness, and heavy rains have ren- 
dered locomotion, except along the lines of jailway. 
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extremely difficult. Mr. Millard states that a transit of 80 
English miles occupied him 28 hours with a team of eight 
horses. But notwithstanding 'all difficulties, some ‘good 
ground ’ is preTpared of God ift ;which the seed germinates 
and yields fruit to His praise and glory. One colporteur 
speaks of a man, wlio four years ago bought a Bible of 
him, and who, thotigh miserably pobr and living in a 
wretched hut, yet does his utmost to induce others to pray 
and read the Scriptures, and brings them together for 
mutual instruction in the Word of God. 

The experience of anotherf is thus related : — 

Colportfiur j- was pjreatly cheered by the following incident : — Some 

time ago he liad sold a Bible to an old woman that gained her livelihood 
by selling grocery and letting beds. Iloturning one evening from his 
work, tired and dejected, he srej>ped info the small shop for some bread to 
take home. He had no recollection of the place, but the old dame recog- 
nized him at once. She hid him heartily welcome, and told him how 
much she rejoiced over her BiVle. She siiid she read it day and sight, and 
oh ! it did her so ranch good ! Hearing that he was just come back from 
Ilfs day’s work, she bogged him to Iftive his sujDper and a bed at her house, 
and it should not cost liim a penny. 

c 

The following inciclen’t. is interesting, as showing how 
wavering ihinds arc sometimes- confirmed -in decision for 
God, and the decision of one'is a blessing to many : — 

At the to^vn-hall at N they did not at first seem disposed to be 

very friendly. The officers stared at each other, slirngged their shoulders, 
•\f^hispered unintelligible words to each other, spelled out the licenses, 
and evidently were startled at the uncommon thing their eyes beheld — a 
live^BiWe hawker, actually claiming the right to go from house to house 
with the Bible, and he, rtoo, fully accredited by the Government. At last 
one nade^up his mind to venture ^nd buy* a copy This spread like fire. 
In an inslant fourteen copies were sold. One of the gentlemen, the * Clerk 
of the Market,’ a Roman Catholib, dhfced the colporteur, as he intended stay- 
ing sSme time in town, to leave a few copies his office. Ho would 
place them on his table, and show them to the country people as they 
came in. Many copies were sold in consequence of this carrangement. 

One more important point remains to be noted in con- 
nection with the Pesth Depot, which is that the Hungarian 
Government thankfully accepted the offer jnade by the 
Society to suppfy the Scriptrres gratuitously to the 
prisons of the country. As a first instalment 208 
copies were sent to ^ the Minister 'of Justice. Twenty 
copies have also been si^pplied to county gaols in the 
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North of Hungary, and the following interesting account 
of the distribution of 25 Testaments to the prisoners at 
Gyula is furnished by Colpbrifeur No vail who had asked 
to be permitted to supply Jh^m i — • 


* Ob, come and sec the works of God T’ Thus A^ould I cry out to 
all who know the Lord. lif is dejightfiil to see the prison transfonned into 
a House of God, and to witness how those that a Ijttle while ago cursed 
God and their fellow-men, now read the Gospel c^teritively, and search the 
Scriptures. Our Testaments have worked miracles in this prison. All 
seem so happy, and the guard:? say the prisoners have never before been so 
orderly. They iiell me it is quite remarkable with what eagerness they read, 
and when they have any special wouk to do they hasten to finish it that 
they may return to their reading. *Shal^ not this* produce a blessing? 
Yea, truly, it will bring life I It is all the more remarkable, as gene- 
rally it is extremely difficult to get any access to the gaol, and I jyn so 
freely admitted. 

The distribution of the twenty-five New Testament^ was an event of 
such joy that many eyes were filled with tears. Three men advanced 
in years, said, with a sigh : ‘ Ah, had we dived according to what is 
written in • this Book, we should not now bt^here! An examination had 
first been made as to who could read, and then the whole lot were 
marched out into a covered passage,* and driiwn up in a row. The 
head gaoler then read out tlie names that had been set ck>wn on paper, 
and I presented each one of these 'v^th a copy. Many wept. Some 
said, * I do not deserve it.’ I was able to ^say a word of fjdmonition and 
encouragement to several gf them. . Two were confined in a dark cell, but 
as they showed themselves so tl<ankful,to get the Testament, the t)ireetor 
allowed them to be removed to a lighter place, in order that they might 
be better able to read. There was andther man, a very imperfect 
reader ; him the Director put into a cell together with one that read 
quite fluently, with strict orders to the latter to help his companion on.» 
One young man was ordered to read out a portiofi. He happened to turn 
Tip John iii., and as he gave utterance to the words, ‘ Except a man Ije born 
again he cannot see the kingdom of God,’ th(j chief gaoler looked 
astonished, and exclaimed, ‘ Thia is just book you want. ’ • ^ 


Klausenburg. — The circulatloil of the Scriptures, in 
Transylvania, in M'hich only one colporteur is at present 
employed, dfks been maintained at a higher level than 
might have been expected. The issues from the Depot 
have amounted to 3,772 copies, the sales by colportage to 
2,329, and by Societies to 348, oi»a total of 6,449 volumes, 
of which 2,01^ were Bibles, 3,617 Testaments, and 814 
Portions. One of the labourers ponnected* with this Dep6t 
had been called upon to fulfil the military duties which the 
law imposes on every* native, and such vacancies in the 
working staff are difficult to fill up. Bad harvests, heaVy 
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inundations, and wide-spi’ead epidemics have also not been 
without their influence in depriving the people of the 
means of purchase. Still in 'an extensive journey which 
the depositary took in the sotit^ern part of Transylvania, 
he succeeded in selling 850 copies in 54 days, some of 
which were bouglit by the Professors and Students of a 
College. His experience in Rouman villages is thus re- 
corded: — ■ 

* On our peregrinations this year we pVissed throngli many Roiiman 
villages in which only a very few could read at all. The .others on hear- 
ing that we were selling the Gospel'^ of the Saviour and the letters of the 
Apostles — of which rve read 6ut portions to them in their own mother 
tongue — sighed .aloud at their inability to read, and would often 
buy copy for their children, to be read to them. Wise andlearned 
men have sometimes told tis with a sneer, “It wore bettor we went 
a digging than travel about with such trash;” but these simple folks 
would lift up their hands to heaven, and bless God for the Society that 
from so great a distance serfds to the poor the words of the Saviour in 
their own illative language,* " 

The failure of an English company, and the consequent 
suspension of important railway works in Transylvania, 
has thrown many out of employ, and numerous bands of 
navvies have passed through .Kkusenburg in great desti- 
tutionj' to whom the Scriptures have not been jiresented in 
vain. The following is an instance in point : — 

'A Frenchman, who.se 'srlfe Iiad died, had been compelled to leave his 
Infant child in strange hands. Ilis uncle was a priest, ho said, but 
evidently he had never yet heard the glad message that Jesus would cast 
ouC‘no»-c that come unto him. I gave him st me little help, and presented 
him with a French Nct'v Testament. lie had jiimself been laid hnv with 
fever, and was susceptible of the pifluence of llivinc Truth. He ha.s since 
visited Yne several times, and I have reason to h()j)e that the Scriptures 
which he has learnt to love will frove a lasting blessing to him. 

I 

Mr. Millard closes this portion of his rcpont.with a tes- 
timony to the zeal of the colporteur em[)l()vi*d, Avho, in a 
Hungarian village, made a discovery which gave him 
mq.ch pleasure. He wri^ps ; — 

Our zealous colporteur has been plodding on successfully, ‘ through 
evil repoi t and good- report.’ He ma(Jj3 one very pleasing but very sur- 
prising discovery, as he says, and that was a Bible-reading association in 
a Hungarian village of tijic name of Bagy. j^Plvery evening a number of 
men and wmmen would gather, the former with their spinning wheels, the 
latter w'itli their long pipes, an^ one by one they would read out a portion 
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t from the Bible. ‘ The colporteur endeavoured to give them some whole- 
some advice, and particularly recommended them to read the Word of 
God reverentially and prayerfully. I’thought to myself,” the colporteur 
adds in conclusion, “ if were wero & faithful Pastor nigh at band, what a 
harvest he might expect.” ’ • ^ 

Lemberg. — Mr. Millard states that he had fully ex- 
pected the circulation from this centre,to*exhibit a marked 
decrease. One colporteur had lost hearts and given up the 
work, whilst another wds hindered for many weeks by a 
complaint Ihdged against hijn, which, though he was 
acquitted of blame, caused tiihe t« be lost Nevertheless, 
the issues of the year exceed those of the preceding one 
by 1,048 copies. From the Depot 4,219 copies haVe been 
sent forth, and by means of colportage 767, making a total 
of 4,986, of which 2,203 were Bibles, 1,36& Testaments, 
and 1,414 Portions. This total itf indeed small, when 
compared with a population of five millions,* but*to those 
who know the state of Galicia and Bukowina, the pro- 
vinces to which this work extends, even such a limited 
measure of success will be a cause,of thankfulness, if not 
of surprise. Where the masses of the people fcqnnot read 
and superstitioil is fostei^d by the priests, under whose 
superintendence the elementary scliools are placed, no 
very hopeful result can be expected. The work, such as 
it is, with its difficulties and its encouragements, is thus, 
described by the depositary ; — 

• . . . • • 

* I chose during last siimnysr the western part of Galicia for iny splicre 

of special labour ; but my success at Cracow, Kochnia, and Tarosl/iu, was 
so small, that I thouglit of cutting my joiirney^ short, and at l^ast devoting 
no more time to Przemysl than what n^ig^it .be left between two trains. 
But “ your ways are not my ways, saith the Lord.” • 

‘ In the omnibus at Taroslau that took me to the station, thtfre was a 
young man, % Commercial traveller from Vienna. On my enquiry for 
which hause he travelled, he answered, for a Britannia metal Victory, and 
then asked what my profession was. “ I sell Bibles and New Tesfciments,” 

“ Oh, that is right, a friend of mine wants fne to buy a Polish Testament. 

I hope to be at Lemberg in a few days; I •will call on you.” “ You niky 
have a Polish Testament at once,” I said, drawing one forth from my bag. 

Ah, but 1 should* also like to h<ave an entire Bible Ibr myself.” You 
may have one at Przemysl if you stop there.” “ Yes, I shall.” Arriving 
at Przemysl, we went to the same inn together. I at once got my boxes 
from the railway, and set to Vork. I supplied my travelling companion 
to his desire, and this led to other sales, so that my stock was not suffi- 
cient, and I was obliged to hiv'^o fresh ^upplies from the Dep6t. On 
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vifdting my travelling companion in his room, I found him reading his 
book, which seemed mightily to please him, and I had also an opportunity 
of speaking to several Jews of the oAe thing needful. On my return to 
Lemberg, I had tD start at once wi(^i a colporteur for the great fair at 
Ulatzkovic ; our sales, at firs^t slack, w&e good at last. There, too, I was 
able to have some inf cresting interviews with Jews, and on several occa- 
sions I gained the conviction that the'*8eed sown has not been entirely lost. 
I can testify that mai\>' Jews are seriously seeking the Truth in secret, and 
many appear . already to-be inwardly persuaded that Jesus is the Messiah. 

‘Last August I had. a visit from a Jew of about fifty .years of age, whose 
acquaintance I had made at T . His statements made a deep impres- 

sion on me, and Avhen he left me, my heart said of him, “ A^i Israelite indeed 
in w'hom is no guile.” “ I am the fatlier of a family,^ he said ; “ some of my 
children are married. I am V-derably well off, and yet I feel myself the 
most wretched ;vnong men. For years I have been wrestling after Truth 
andp cannot find it. At night, hid from all that surround mo, I read the 
Bible and other books treating of Jesus, but I have no peace, although I 
am convinced that the Gospel is the Truth. You cannot imagine how the 
rabbinical-talmudistic notions driven into me w'hcn I was young keep on 
haunting me. I would gkdly yield up my life could 1 but for once see 
Messiah!’'-’ « 


Belgrai/E. — The ground wluch has to be cultivated in 
the Sex’vian District is/ar ^rom being of a fertile nature, 
and consequently even a modcra|te return for the cultiva- 
tion bestowed upon it is not to be, despised. " The last report 
recorded sales on a diminished scale. Your Agent is now 
^ble to show an increase of 1,797 copies, when comparing 
. the year under review with its predecessor. True it is 
that this may in some measure be accounted for by an 
effort to clear away old stock at reduced prices, in view 
of the rapid completion of the whole Bible; but even 
nfaking allowance for thisj there' is room for congratulation 
that so large a number of Scriptures have been circulated 
in' a district whose social and religious condition is de- 
scribed as so deplorable and heart-rendingj Three col- 
porteurs have been employed, by whom 7,884’ copies have 
been sold, which, with 1,417 copies issued from the Dep6t, 
fields a total of 9,30l^ comprising 2,067 Bibles, 3,318 
Testaments, and 3,916. Portions. Some bright spots 
there are in this as in every, other record of the Society’s 
work, as when, for instance^ a woman is described as 
running for half % mile after a v-olporteur who had left 
the vilhige, with the money for a Testament which she 
did not ])os8ess v/'hen h^x asse^ her to purchase one, but 
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which she had since succeeded in borrowing ; or when the 
depositary represents the Jews, even in bigoted Slavonia, 
as eagerly receiving the Scriptures, and even sometimes 
exhorting their Gentile ne^hbour^^ to purchase them. But 
these gleams of light only make the contrast greater with 
the surrounding darkness. The Protestant element, 
feeble as it is in this community, ougR^ to ,have some 
influence, but this light too has becOmo dim, ahd the salt 
has lost its savour. Sofne good is said to be produced by 
the ‘ Nazarcfies,’ one or more^ of whom may be found in 
almost every village quietly Awrking , out their own 
salvation. The history of a rich fanner Joeloiiging to this 
denomination is given in the following narrative : — * 

(r. liad served in the military, and* liad . availed himself of his spare 
time to learn the art of painting. After he had left the army he devoted 
the time ho was not engaged in his farming lo painting the pictures of 
saints for ohurches and monasteries, and to repairing old ^copies. By this 
means he earned a goodly sum of monep. One day a waggon stopped at 
his door, and the two men who rode therein begged for a draught of water. 
G. gladly gave them what they wislied, and asked whenbe they came. 

^ From Slankamcn, the centre of the Nazarene movement,’ was the reply. 
Could they not tell him about the ‘ new religion ’ that was making such a 
stir in that place ? pii, yc»=!, bu^ it.was not a ‘ new religion,’ ftut ^\Jiat had 
been from the beginning, the simple Gospel of Jesus Clirist. Stimulated by 
this to hear more, G. pressed the strangers to enter his house, and they, being 
themselves Nazarenes, explained to him froni the New Testament, which 
they had with them, the ground of their hoj)e. On their departure they left 
their New Testament in his hands. G. read and examined; saw the error* 
in which he had been entangled, and resolved •at once to start afresh. 
The saint’s pictures, both those already ordered and those on sale, were^t 
once removed, and the walls ^hus for decorated witji them wore cleaned 
down. This soon brought upon •him ih^ anger of his wife. The/ meek- 
ness and patience of the good man, however^ prevailed at last, ^and so 
powerfully persuaded his wife of the superiority of his religion, that she 
has herself adopted it, and has sat down at the feet of J esus. In ^he 
house of this man one of the largest meetings of the Nazarenes is now 
being regularly Reid. 

In one instance the depositary obtsiined information of 
a meeting of villagers who assen^jSled at a farmer’s horyte 
for mutual edification and prayev, in which remembrance 
was made of ‘the special wants of yom* own Society. 
Thus upheld by prayer, offen unknown to any but those 
who offer it, and the ^od to whom it is addressed, and 
with ever-multiplying evidence of the practical utility of 
its labours, the Society m{iy well pursue its course amidst

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all discouragements, strong in the Lord and in the power 
of His might. < <■

Warsaw. — The issues from "this* Dep6t, Avliich have 
amounted .to r4,3?5 copies, and the sales by colportage, 
which have reached a total of 4,837 copies, making 
altogether an aggregate of 1 9,1 6 2r volumes, arc far from 
discouraging, though from, various reasons they do not 
equal the issues of thc'- preceding year. The lights and 
shadows are,t however, always beautifully blended in the 
spiritual landscape, and the eye is soon relieved by passing 
from one to the other. Diminished circulation is a dark spot, 
but a lively desire on the part of the Jewish popul.ation 
to purchase the Scriptures, and the admission of the whole 
Bible into Jewish schools is a very bright one. ‘ The in- 
bessant attempts of the liomish priests to deprive the 
people of tile Word of God, and the requisitions which 
they make to them for ,t;he surrender of all copies in their 
possession, is a very dark feature in the prosjiect. But 
whilst some yield, others resist, iind even those who have 
been persuaded to give up their books have so relished 
their previous taste ot Divine Truth and Love that they 
.cannot rest satisfied apart from such heavenly food, and 
they return and purchase a second copy which they de- 
termine never to give up, and the prospect brightens once 
more as well it snay, for the.Sur. of Righteousness has 
risen .with healing in hv wings. The depositary gives 
one instance of the effect, qf Divine Truth upon the mind 
of to Israelite, which is most instructive and encouraging. 
He states : — 

I 

At a village near Warsaw there lived a well-to-do Jewish couple with 
their two children. The husband was compelled to join the army, and 
al&ough his sorrowing wife did her utmost to release him, it was too late, 
and he was sent off with marefiing orders to Wilna. On his way thither 
he was accosted by one of o\ir colporteurs, who sijiccceded in selling 
a Hebrew New Testament to him. he got time he began to read, and 
soon found out that, properly i^peaking as it seemed to him, it was not 
a book suited for him, Iput intended for Chrj^tians. However there being 
no chance of returning it, he thought to himself, ‘ It will do me no harm, 
and I ahi curious to know what the foundation is of this Christian faith, 

I am sure it will not make a worse./ew, and certainly will not draw 
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me away from the faith of my forefathers.’ However Gods thoughts 
were different. As he read the boqjc, ^nd read again, and kept on reading 
half his nights, the desire grew upon him to know more of this Jesus of 
whom the book was full. His re^ df mind was gone, and however much 
he struggled against the thought of becomiiig a Christian, he could with- 
stand no longer. He went to a Christian minister, and after receiving 
further instruction, he was baptised.* This, however, was the beginning of 
troubles to him. The report of his conversion soon, spread and reached 
his parents, who immediately cast him off. Meanwhile ^lis wife’s en- 
deavours to get him free had succeeded, and he* hastened home. Great as 
was the joy of the meeting it ^was mixed with bitterness, for the news of 
his baptism hafl preceded him here also. Ilis wife’s father insisted on 
immediate Bcp^iration, and on her objecting to this he cursed both her and 
him, and the mother-in-law, who had taked the daughter’s part, had much 
to bear for her sake day by day. But the man stcjpd firm, and joyfully 
bore the burden of the cross. Thus his unrelenting father-in-law ^ave 
him no rest, and unmercifully persecuted him until he was a ruined man. 
He now works as a day labourer in a lime-kiln, and puts up with dry 
bread in order to bring home all his earnings to his wife and children, and 
these cleave to him with exemplary affectibn and constancy. I had 
myself an ‘opportunity of visiting this couple. The wife^said \o me, ‘He 
has shared his riches with me : how could I leave him in his poverty 11 
She is not yet baptised, but in her heart she is a Christian already. 

]\Iuch more of a similar kind viight be recorded, but 
Mr. Millard refrains frojn^ further detail, and* Jjrings his 
able and comprehensive veporf to a close with some ob- 
servations connected with the Exhibition proposed to be 
held ill Vienna in the succeeding year. 

This scheme has not escaped the notice of your Com-, 
mittee, and one of their number has kindly undertaken to 
visit Vienna, at his own expense, in company with his 
son-in-law, with a 'vieV .of devising the best means for 
attaining the object which they4iave in view. Wh§re art 
and science and industry combirve to exhibit the skill and 
ingenuity of man, they wish to bear their testimony to 
the gooduQg* and mercy of God in allowing His Word to 
be reproduced in so many languages and scattered in such 
profusion throughout the world. They desire also to 
effect a large distribution of tl^e Scriptures among 
many thousands who will be gathered together at this 
centre from every clime,, acid to this £nd they in\T.te 
special contributions. *

It ought to be a subject of solemi) consideration to all 
who have been sent to work in ‘the Lord’s vineyard, that 
not only is the fiight of time rapid and noiseless, but that 
it is daily bearing ‘upon its wings thousands of immortal 
souls to a changeless destiny. To trifle in any maimer 
with the eternal interests of dying men, to throw any 
hindrance in the .way of ‘thefr acquaintance with God and 
their approach to .Christ, to bar their ready access to that 
Book which, is the Revelation of God to man and is con- 
sequently the birthright of every child of Adam, is to 
incur a responsibility as weighty in its nature as it is 
fearful in its consequences. Your Society has for many 
years past made great efibrts to give to Denmark a cheap 
Bible, and to place both Old and New Testament within 
easy reach of the poorest in the land, but hitherto without 
effect. True it is that^year by year the prospect of suc- 
cess has sopiewhat brightened, bu,t when the distant vista 
has been gained, the boundary of hope deferred has ever 
forbidden further progi’ess, and even memorials which 
have been carried to the foot bf the Throne, and received 
igaost graciously, have only served to raige expectations 
which withered under the blight of oflicial procrastination. 
Strange indeed that the day shoiild ever have dawned" 
when religious lil».'?rty had fuller scope in Spain than in 
Denmark, and when Rome'yielded more freedom of action 
in printing the whole Word of God than Copenhagen. 
To those unacquainted with the country such a fact would 
probably lead to a false conclusion. They might imagine 
that Romanism or Rationalism were gaining ground, or 
that indiflference to spiritual things prevailed, or that 
soj^e jealousy existed wnjeh prevented the acceptance of 
the Society’s friendly help. But such inferences would 
be altogether grounmess. The Danes are' strictly Pro- 
testant, their piety and ^eli^iou8 feeling are of a very 
distinctive type, ailfl the revival which has lately taken 
place aiuongst them has given a fresh impetus to all those 
.schemes of Christian beaevolence and missionary enter-

• prise which sure the glory of any land. The people are 
generally well instructed, and the eagerness with which they 
purchase the Scriptures is thq best proof of their reverence 
for the Word of God. The re^on, therefore, why the 
free action of your Society has been so long fettered must 
be sought in ancient lawls, which it may be hoped will 
soon be repealed, and the assumption of power by the 
Orphan House at Copenhagen, which 'haying had conceded 
to it the sole right of pointing the Danish Scriptures, has 
taken upon itself to decide t^at the Bible shall never be 
issued except in conjunction Withithe Apnerypha. 

The Rev. J. Plenge, the Society’s Ag^nt in Denmark, 
has furnished a sketch of the origin and growth of this 
monopoly, the main features of which are here reproduced. 
He states that as long ago as 1?14 a Missionsiry Com- 
mittee was appointed by the Danish Government, which 
in the following year received autliority to fvrint ’and sell 
the Sacred Scriptures. Xot long after this the Royal 
Orphan House was built, and to it was conceded a license 
to print and sell books. It so hajigened, however, that the 
Missionary Committee was also the governing body of this 
Institution, and 'therefore, naturally enough printed* their 
Scriptures at the Orphan House press. Ten years later 
a ‘General Church Inspection Conhnittce ’ was appointed 
by the government, and to them was entrusted, not only 
the superintendence of religious affairs, but a kind of cen-* 
s'orship of the press in connection with the printing of the 
Bible and the preservation, of its text. *From that time 
the duties of the Missionaiy Comanittee and Orpljan House 
Directors became of a mere , mercantile character* and 
consisted in the publishing and selling the Scriptures with 
as much pyofit as possible, and for this purpose they 
obtained their monopoly in 1740. The Churchy Inspec- 
tion Committee were still responsible for the purity of 
the text, and made some efforts tbwards its revision and 
improvement. Subsequently theyr appointment was can- 
celled, and tHen the secular Directors /)f the Orphan 
House, without any higher’ authority than their own will, 
assumed the power wh|ch they have since exercised. 

The religious indifference which then prevailed rendered 
the people careless of all, such mijatters, and the result of 
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the monopoly may be summed up in a few Avords : imper- 
fect editions, high prices, .aivi a short supply. When, 
hoAvever, a revival took plape in Denmark in the year 
1830, complaints were soon helird concerning the imper- 
fect text and the limited circulation. The establishment 
of your l)ep6t in Copeidiagen’^ in the year 1856 served to 
remedy these defects so far as the New Testament was 
concerned, ■'but the thirst which Avas thus created for the 
Word of God led the people to cra\’l for an entire Bible, and 
then those difficulties coimneuced Avhich have tiot yet been 
removed. The agitatioiv of ‘the question has nevertheless 
done good se,rAdce. The text of the Old Testament has 
beep revised. Tfie price at AAdiich the Bible is sold by the 
Orphan House has been reduced from 9s. to 3s. 6<7. In- 
fluential A'oices haA'C bedn raised in the Danish Parliament 
against the continuanae of the ifionopoly, and the second 
reading of a jnotion, pi^oposed in the last Session to the 
effect that, ‘ The priAulege granted to the Orphan House in 
Copenhagen, on the 6th of May, 1740, alone to print and to 
sell Danish Bibles andNcAv Testaments, shall be abolished 
from the 1st of AjumI, 1872,’ AA'as cairied by a largo ma- 
jority. Such are some of the ilaj'irect beneflts Avhich haA'e 
been secured to the kingdom of Denmark through the 
instrumentality of youi^ Society, Avhich, it is but just to 
add, is chiefly indebted for these results to the patient 
j)erseveranee and intelligent zeal of their efficient Agent. 

[fhe more direct AAmrk of the Society during the past 
year Avill noAv be j:eferred to. 

Thedssqes have reacheci, a total of 18,950 copies, con- 
sisting*^ of 1,S(!5 Biblfes, J5,391 Testaments, and 1,694 
Portions. The last report announ’cd a circulation of 
25,287 ‘copies; but these included several Ih'pusand New 
Testaments, Avhich Avere granted to hospitals aiid prisons, 
and a large supply of Portions sent to I.ondou, otherAvise 
the circulation of the yehr has reached its usual average, 
wTlich has been large, considering the want of Bibles and 
the consequent ^ hindrance ^o colportage. ‘ During the 
fifteen years that the Copenhag6n Dep6t has been opened, 
no feAver than 245,000 copies of th<^ Scriptures have been 
distributed among the people, and these to a. great extent 
the poor of the land, many of w^oin would have found it

difficult to obtain a Testament had it not been brought to 
their ve,ry doors. Six men have for a longer or shorter 
period been employed as colporteurs, and have distributed 
1,104 Bibles, 3,928 Testtiments, and 235 Portions, or a 
total of 5,267 volumes. Mr. Pfenge ha^ not furnished 
any extracts from their journals or correspondence, but he ■ 
gives the following brief sketch of their '■ft'orkj which will 

be read with interest : — - , 

# 

In Copenhagen our old Colporteur lidpstorff lias during the Inst year 
continued his blessed work, and been^able to circulate 1,210 copies of the 
New Testament and the Psalms among die poorer population. In the 
summer he visits the numerous smaller vessels from tjie provinces and 
islands of the country, bringing provisions of various kinds to the ciyiital. 
He circulates many copies in this way, as the sailors often have orders 
from their homes to buy nice and chgap Scriptir^es from the col- 
porteur, if they should haiipcn to see him. In the winter he visits the 
town itself and finds numerous cu^^tomers, esp^icially amongst the servants, 
or the po.orer classes, that can only buy thJ? Scriptures by weekly instal- 
ments. He went also last year as usual to the camp 'in Jutland, and 
sold in a fortnight not less than 189*Bibles and 500 New Testaments. 
He was as formerly received in the most friendly way, both* by the soldiers 
and the officers, and it is touching 'to hear Jiirn tell how many were 
exceedingly pleased to see him again, as tBey had orders ^to buy several 
copies to send home* to fri*/nds .vid, neighbours. > 

Through our friend tlic Kev. Dean t\, Vahl, a man was recommended to 
me who was willing to go out col])orting the Scriptures in some of the more 
barren places in Jutland, whore colportagh is still more troublesome, as 
the houses are widely scattered, often at great distiiiices from one another. 
This man sold in eighty days not less than 132 Bibles and 462 New 
Testaments, amongst a proportionally poor population, and found, as is usu- 
ally the case, that the more copies he distributed the more woi*e wanted, so 
tliat his second visit to a adaee was always more successful than the 
first. • . . 

However the most striking proof oP' this, .and at the sanlc tirae of ^ the 
great want of the Scriptures, and the* desire for them so general in 
Denmark, is furnished by a man who, during the last two or three jsears, 
has occasionally been sent out from the town of Vordingborg, situated on 
the southern* corner of Zealand. This excellent man, to whom 1 drew 
your attention in my letter of the 5th October last year, hath, in a very 
limited district of a few square miles, including ten parishes, with a 
population of about 15,000 souls, in the cdurse of two years, by occasional 
visits, not extending over a period of moi'e than five or six months inwall, 
circulated the large number of 070 Bible? and about 800 New Testaments, 
and there is still, he says, a widc^fieid for his oporanions as soon as he is 
in possession of an unlimited stock of Bibles with the revised text. 

A fresh memorial, signed on behalf of the Society by 
your President, has, durjng the .past year, been presented , 
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to His Majesty the King of Denmark, praying for increased 
liberty of action in printing the Danish Bible. It was 
also detcrminecj that one of yeur Secretaries, the Rev. S. 
B. Bergne, who .purposed, spending a few weeks in Norway, 
should visit Copenhagen on his way home, and ask for a 
personal interAuew with the King, vnth a view of support- 
ing its prayer. liis. Majesty most graciously acceded to 
the request/but Mr. Bergne having been detained on the 
way by illness beyond the appointed time, Mr. Plenge 
was obliged to supply his place. He was received most 
kindly; the King^expressed his deep interest in the work 
in which the Society was engaged, and twice assured him 
of hie willingness to do all in his power to meet the wishes 
of the Committee. Subsequently Mr. Plenge had an 
interview with the Minister for Ecclesiastical Affairs, who 
manifested a very friendly spirit, and told him that though 
he could hot then give any decided answer, he had every 
hope that the whole question would soon be bi'onght to a 
satisfactory conclusion. 

The revised text of the Old Testament in the Danish 
language having at length issued from the press of the 
Orphan House, your Agent , immediately applied to your 
Committee for leave to print at Cologne a large edition of 
the whole Bible from the corrected version, on the proof 
sheets of which he is bestowing the most careful attention. 
The work has progressed as far as the end of the Old 
Testament, and will probably be completed in the course 
of the summer, anol though this book will, for the present 
at least,” be excluded from Denmark, it will be most grate- 
fully received wherever .prohibitory laws do not preclude 
its entrance. 

In the" month of September Mr. PI* nge made, a tour of 
a few days- to the south of Zealand, and in the Island of 
Falster. He thus describes his visit : — 

r^ent first to Vordingborg, ori the southern coast of Zealand, a.s I had 
for a long time been anxious to sfee the colporteur who lijad been able to 
circulate between 500i and 600 Biblec and just as many Testaments in 
a yory limited district round the* town. ' Our correspondent there, the 
Rev. Mr. Lange, to whose friendly assistance the Society is much indebted, 
had asked the eolporteur^to meet me at his liouse, and it was a very 
pleaiiant meeting. 1 could not help exclaiming, when I saw the man, ‘ I 
don’t wonder that you, with youi. honest fap,e and quiet manner, can dis- 
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% tribute the Holy Scriptures in such numbers, and can find access to the 
houses and the hearts of so many/ Ileyras very pleased with his work, and 
was willing to extend it to places farther away from his home as soon as 
the Society could supply him with a Sufficient number of Bibles, for which 
there is an unlimited demand. ^ he had ^ill a Buppl;j^ of fifty Norwegian 
Bibles I proposed to him to go to a town cmled Nestved, a few miles from 
Vordingborg. He sent me* a f€»v *days ago his report of this journey. 
During a week he had sold forty-nine Bibles and thirty-six Testaments, 
and had not even visited the whole town. No d jubt Bibles .are wanted. 

From Vordingborg I went to Nykjobing, in* FaJster, partly to see our 
new correspondent there, Mr? Nccrgaard, the master of the college, in 
whom I found it very grave and earnest man, who already on several oc- 
casions has proved his deep interestjin your Society’s work, partly to 
meet with the colporteur Dannefocr, whonl I this si^nmer had to send to 
some distant islands. This man has for years prgyed Jiimself to be a 
ffiithful servant, who has the wonderful gift of being able to speak a yv^ord 
of consolation to the poor and distregsed, as well as of admonition and 
reproof to the hard-hearted and impenitent. He is therefore, on many 
occasions, sent for from his neighbourhood, and has a good opportunity to 
obtain access for the Sacred Volume to many Lt)uses and many hearts. He 
• was also willing in a more regular way than*liitherto to enter the Society’s 
service as soon as he could be regularly^ supplied with Bibles. 


There can be no ground for/istonishment if 'with a heart 
so warm in the cause of Scripture distribution as Mr. 
Plenge possesscfi, he ghouJd,become somewhat Impatient of 
any delay in the fulfilmer/t of his hopes, and grievfe over 
the waste of precious time whjch might have been 
redeemed for God. But the greater the drought which pre- 
cedes the rain, the more refreshing to the parched ground, 
are the drops with which it is watered, and your Committee 
are not without hope that there is even now a ‘ sound 'of 
abundance of rain’ which.shall gladden many hearts.

NOEWAY.. 


The reppst which has been furnished this year of the 
Society’s operations in Norway is one of general, interest, 
inasmuch as it not only supplies the details connected 
with the more immediate work of Scripture distribution, 
but touches upon other topics oi; a kindred nature, l^e 
intimate union which exists, between all, the members of 
Christ’s mystical body cannot birt insure mutual sympathy 
on the part of all wh<j are engaged in ministering to its 
nourishment and strength, and though as the various 
members have not the sqme office, so the various 'instru- , 
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mentalities which provide for their wants have not the 
same function, yet they are*aK felloAv-helpers in the same 
glorious work,, and the success of one hastens the triumph 
of all. For tips reason your ^ Committee, though con- 
strained for obvious reasons to confine themselves to the 
limits of their own peculiar sphere of labour, yet Avelcome 
the co-opcration,‘and are ready to assist the efforts of all who 
are seeking the glory “of God through the extension of the 
Kedeemer’s kingdom. The Rev.* S. B. Crowther pleads 
so warmly the cause of the Luther Institution, and speaks so 
fevourably of thcrzeal and devotedness of its able seci’etary, 
that it is imp(?ssible, when noting the spiritual condition 
of Norway, not to Avish such an agency God-speed, and to 
express a hope that Christian generosity Avill not sufier its 
energies to flag for AA-ant of needful funds to maintain its 
efficiency. In some rftspccts its Avork is of a similar kind 
to your bAA'n,i as it employs colpoi’teurs to convey the 
Scriptures to every home iir Noinvay. But these men are 
itinerant CA'acigelists as avoH, and in the large and scattered 
parislies into Avhich the pountry is divided they often pro- 
claim the .gospel message, searching out the lost, and 
seeking to aAvaken the dead, in. localities the slumber of 
whose indifierence would iicA'cr other\A'isc be broken. 


Christiania. — Tour Committee are most thankful that 
in this' centre of the. Society’s operations in NorAA'ay the^ 
aro stijl able to rely on the A^iluable aid of Her Majesty’s 
Consul-General, J. R. CroAve, E-ij., 'C.B., and of the 
British Chaplain, the Rcaa. S. 1^. CroAvther. The Com- 
mittee desire to tender Xo^ each of them as Avell as to the 
other members of the Agency their cordial thanks 
for the A’^ery obliging and efficient ni.j,iiner incAyhich they 
have discharged the duties AA'hich they have- respectively 
undertaken. Mr. Crowe superintends the accounts and the 
statistics of the Society’s operations, and from the statement 
which he has furnished it appears that the issues of the 
Christiania agene.y, comprising only the books sold by it, 
have amounted to 1,223 Bibles and 5,282 Testaments, or 
a total of 0,505 volumes, showing,, a slight increase on 
thqse ofAhe preceding year of 677 copies. In addition to 
.these 8,505 copies have been supplied to other agencies in 
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^ Norway, and 8,500 sent to London and Copenhagen, 
giving a total of 23,510, or an excess of upwards of 1,000 
copies over the issues of the preceding year. 

The ‘Kev. S. B. Cro^vjtKer always enters with much 
feeling into the spiritual necessities of the people, and 
manifests a deep interest iti their eternal welfare. The 
following are some of the remarks which form the intro- 
duction to his report : — „ ' 

In furnishing the annual report of the operations of your agency in 
Christiania I Ife-ve not confined my sell’ to the materials furnished by the 
Bible Society’s colporteurs, but hj^Vc endeavoured to lay before your 
honoured Committee, in a condensed form, an account of what has been 
done in Norway during the preceding year to proiTjOte the si)read of Bible 
knowledge and Gospel truth. The colporteurs’ diaries give an account of 
the sowing of the good seed, but I desire to show that much of that seed has 
fallen on good ground, and has produced, aifd we have every reason to hope 
and believe will continue to produce muclj fruit to the glory of God. As I 
have stated in former reports, it is generally felt in religious circles in this 
country tliat the venerable Bible Society has been one of the ‘chief means 
of arousing the Norwegians from a state of spiritual torpor and lethargy, 
and of exciting in them a hungering for the Bread of Life. And, doubtless, 
it has been so, for througli its agency, the Bible has roach6d many a home 
’ and many a heart, to which spiritual light jjnd life had long been strangers, 
even if they had ever been possessed or valued there. In 4his country, the 
Bible accompanied* by the grac^ of that Holy Spirit, by whbse inspiration 
it was written, has often, .so to sjieak, to work alone. It is true that every 
person in Norway must at the time when^they are confirmed (and all are 
confimied) be able to read the Bib?e, but after this period, this power, in 
many ciises, in a great measure dies away, through disuse, just as the super- 
ficial knowledge of Greek, Latin, and mathematics acquired by some mdh 
, at our Universities soon vanishes, and the powet of solving a problem, or 
translating a passage from the classics is lost. The Bible for a tiintJ, it 
may be for years, is laid aside, but sonietliing occurs in the little household 
which calls forth in one or more of its ipembcrs a deep anxiety about their 
souls, and ‘ What must I do to bo saved?’ is the question* uppermost in 
their minds. But to whom can they fOr an answer ? In many cases, 
their clergyman is from 30 to 50 miles away, between him and thefn lie 
mountains ayd ^ords, and for many reasons they cannot undertake so long a 
journey. What are they to do ? They take down the long-ncglected Bible 
from the shelf, and turn to its pages for liglit and con.solation. And God, 
who commanded the light to shine out of darkness, shines in their hearts 
to give the light of the knowledge of thejGlory of God in the face of t^egus 
Christ. He supplies all their need, according to His riches in Glory by 
Christ Jesus. His Word is a lamp unto their feet and a light unto their 
path, and the Holy Spirit helpe tlieir^ infirmities and guides them into 
all*Truth. 

In such cases, and they ye not * few or far between * in this country, the 
precious Bible is the only Friend, the only Guide, the only Comforter, and 
thanks be to God it * accomplishes that which He pleases, and prospers in 
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the thing whereto He sent it.’ May the time soon arrive when we may 
have good reason to believe, that there is not a home in Norway, however 
humble or remote, without a Biblef * 

Reports haVe been furnishediof their work by colporteur 
Johannesen acSi En^infeer Rolf, which though they give 
evidence of the steady persev6rance'with which the one is 
pursuing his calling, and the other devoting himself to 
the labour' of love' .in which he delights, yet contain 
nothing worthy of special record.* Few copies compara- 
tively, it is stated, are now sold at the countoy markets, 
because the people are web supplied, so far at least as 
their circumstances wilf permit. They are for the most 
part very poor, aTid the working-classes cannot afford to 
buy 'more than one copy, y'hich becomes in every sense a 
family Bible. • As, houever, the children grow up and 
settle in life, they haye most of them learnt the value of 
the blessed Book, and they become sure customers of the 
cplporteur. , 

Christians.saxi). — The agency in Christianssand have 
continued their operatibns tlirgugh the same means and 
with the same succes-s as in formtr years. ■ In addition to 
the Depot which is open in 'the city, there are also corres- 
pondents in various pavts of, the country, and the col- 
pcffteur makes his usual tours through the district. It is 
more particularly through this last-named channel that the 
Word of God is circulated, and finds its way to the most- 
remotfe and scattered villages. 'I'he issues of the year 
have amounted to' 1,378 copies, 'consisting of 526 Bibles 
ani 852 New Testaments! Of these 17 Bibles and 25 
Testaments were presenteU 'to persons who were too poor 
to purchase, but who were anxious to possess the Scriptures. 
The number thus reported as put into circulation shows 
an increase upon the issues of the preceding year of 232 
copies, which is chiefly due to the more extended journeys 
of <;he colporteur who tr&velled east and west along the 
seacoast and among the Fjelds. For the most part he 
met with a friendly reception,' and even where the people 
were already well supplied with Scriptures, he found 
servants and other* who were glad to avail themselves of 
th6 opportunity of purchasing a Bible. If tn other local!- 
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^ ties he, encountered disappointment through a want of 
reverence which was manifested for the Word of God, and 
a disinclination to welcome either him or his mission, this 
only enabled him to showftfiat he could endure hardness 
as a good soldier of the Lord JesifS Christ,* and that harsh 
words and rough treatment •were connected with the cross 
which he must sometimes bear. With a *view of searehing 
out the most destitute localities, and* causing the light of 
Divine Trutii to shin« if possible in* every dark spot 
throughout»the land, the Agency have entered into com- 
munication with the residenSts of parishes where it was 
known that there was a deficiency of tfie Word of God, 
accompanied with great destitution, offbring to place at 
their disposal for gratis distribution as many Bibles* and 
Testaments as the authorities of the parish* might be dis- 
posed to buy for a similar purposQ. Only two parishes 
have, however, availed themselves* of this ofter during the 
past year. Still the agency are not discouraged, but wijl 
renew their proposal wherever an opportunity is afforded 
them, and endeavour to extend the Society’s liberality to 
those localities which stand in greatest need qf it. Igno- 
rance of the value *of the* Scriptures often alsY) Igads to 
indifierence as regards tlieir possession. In proportion as 
they are read their worth, becomes appreciated, and the 
colporteur often meets with a more hearty welcome when 
he visits a locality the second or third time than when he 
.first introduced his books to the people’s notice. The 
following extract .frojn the journal of Colporteur Holbek 
will serve to show the iinportance of the work m which 
such men are engaged, and the extent of the labolir con- 
nected with it : — . • • ^ 

Gjeve Valltii . — I reached this parish on June 23, and 1 can say 
that I met with a very friendly reception. I attended the service at 
the church on Sunday the 25th, when the cleigyman commended me to his 
people in the kindest manner, and asked qie to show them as much atten- 
tion as I could. I travelled up the paris]} as far as the Farmstead Smel^pd, 
which is about 3^ miles or a little more (about 25 miles Engli^) from the 
most southerly ^rt of it, and sent a message to the house owners, 
who resided higher up, inviting them t) come to nlc should they want to 
buy Bibles. I only found two owners of farmsteads who were without a 
Bible, one of whom purcha^d a copy. The 33 Bibles and 37 New Testa- 
ments which I sold here were bought by servants, house owners, and 
lodgers. As many of the families I thus met with have no houds or al>ode 
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of their own, but are lodged by the owners of the farmste»*ids, I cannot 
with anything like accuracy specify the number of those who are destitute 
of the Scriptures, but it is certain uhaC none of them are without a New 
Testament, while very few are destit^»te of a Bible, for there are not many 
parishes in the part of the country wbh which I am acquainted where I 
have found the people so well provided with the Word of God, and most of 
the farm owners, in addition to the Bible, also possess not a few other 
religious books. 

Omlid . — On June 29 and 30, I visited the habitations in the vicinity 
of the parsonage, and succeeded in selling a few books, and after Jiaving 
some refreshment at the parsonage, the clergyman drove me a distance of 
about half a mile (3^ miles English) to the Farmstead Tvei^Jt. 

In Omlid I sold in the whole, 13 pibles and 8 Testaments, besides giving 
2 New Testiiments gratis to twQ very poor families. When tlie clergyman 
left me at Tvedt, he advised me to call at the houses in the neighbourhood 
of Mosberg, and also Expressed the wish that I would come again to his 
parish with copies of the Scriptures. But on continuing my visits in Tvedt, 
I sold all my Bibles except 4, and \\s all my Testaments were gone, I was 
not able to do as he wished. 

Parish of Holt — On July 8 I went from Tvedestrand, and soon 
entered thi?, parish, my object /^>eing to get to Lagct, a school district in the 
eastern part of the parish, but before 1 got there I had already sold a number 
of copies at various farmsteads, which I had to pa.ss on the Avay thither ; I 
again met with a good reception, and although the people were tolerably 
well provided with copies, I was able to sell a number of them to the 
young people. In Laget, morcv^ver, there are not a few establishments such 
as steam sawrniills and ship yard.s, wdierc vast numbers of workpeople arc 
employed, and a goodly number of copies were sold to these, most of 'whom 
come from distant parts of tlie country. By some of these men I w'as invited 
to visit them in their abodes, partly became there they would be able to 
pay for a copy, and partly because they 'wished me to speak to some sick 
piembers of their families. I have sold in all 19 Bibles and 32 Testaments. 


Stavanger. — Mr. Svendsen, the porresponding member 
of the, Stavanger agency, has furnished the particulars of 
the work done on behalf of your Society during another 
yeay. From these it appe'ars that the sales have amounted 
to 636 -Bibles and 1,039 Testaments, or a total of 1,675 
volumes, being a slight increase upon the sales 'of the pre- 
ceding y^r. These have chiefly been distributed through 
the instrumentality of ..a colporteur employed by the 
Stfevanger Bible Society,* who has confined his labours to 
the town and its vicinity. *■ Almost all householders appear 
to be well provided with tjhe New Testament, but in order 
that it might be placed more extensivelv in the hands of 
the young, the agency have pernVitted the small-sized 
Testament, supplied to soldiers and sailors, to be sold at

half-price to Sunday School children. In this way 1,000 
copies have been distributed,, and facilities exist for the 
distribution of seveml thousand more in the same 
way. No colporteur has *been employed during the past 
year on account of your Society, but the agency express 
an opinion that it ma^ be. desirable to send one out for a 
few months during the approaching sumnler. One of the 
members of the agency. Pastor Gjdr, having retired 
through sickness and advancing* yeai*s, Mr. Jacob Kielland, 
a grandson of the Rev. A. Lan^e, one of the first members, 
has been proposed to fill his* place. He^ is an inspector 
of schools, and he may perhaps brings some beneficial 
influence to bear upon, the managers of them so as to in- 
sure a more general use of the Bible by the scholars, 

Bergen. — It is gratifying to find that education is 
making «ome advance in other coifhtries besides England, 
and above all that there exists,a desire to connect with it 
a study of the Word of God. The most important part 
of Mr. Mohn’s report, who i8 the correspondent of the 
Society in Bergen, is the information that* the Home 
Mission has established Sunday Schools for the benefit of 
poor children, and that he is anxious, in view of the difli- 
culty of providing funds for .the sflpply of the Scriptures, 
to be permitted to sell them at very reduced prices, and, 
where these cannot be obtained, to ,make a free grant. 
The Committee have cheerfully acceded to this rejjuest. 
The sales during the .year have reached a total of 1,364 
copies, comprising 37 3 Biblfis and ^91 New Testaments.* It is 
now exactly forty years since thg aghney was estabfished, 
and within that period 8,692 ’Bibles and 26,986 Testa- 
ments, or a total of 35,678 copies have been distributed, 
which, coni^^ering the scattered population of the,district, 
Mr. Mohn regards as most gratifying. He states that a 
colporteur is employed whenever Ms services are required. 

DBONTHBiM.-L_The usual re^rt has beep received from 
the agency at Drontheim.* Th® total issues were 449 
Bibles and 1,960 Testaments, of which the colporteurs sold 
265 Bibles and 1,123^ Testaments and gave away 6} 

,9 
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Testaments. The issues last year were 71 Bibles more, 
but 383 Testaments less ihan the year preeediug. 
This, however, is mostly qipcounted for by the delay 
in transit of a case of Scriptures sent from Christiania, 
which did not rcacK the colporteur in time. His 
stock of Xcw Testaments o'f the "most popular edition 
consequently became exhausted. Notwithstanding this 
slight hindrance to his work he laboured on witli much 
energy and success, and the fact that his sales realised the 
sum of £79v8v4, Avhilst his salary and expenses only 
amounted to £33// 10 '/IQ, prwA/es that economy is not in- 
compatible Ayith fervent zeal in such a calling. Some 
extracts from his journal are here appended: — 


Klobo, !March 22 . — I only met Iiorc with oiio family which did not 
posscs3 ji Now Tostamonl^, ami howtwer wretched and miserable wore 
the rooms ^>r the liiits into wjjieh 1 went, I always found a copy of (lotVs 
Word tliero. TIow fir the testimony of the Word has reaohect the heart 
t^ie Lord alone knows. Ever simie 1 began my work in connection witli 
my iiroseiit casing, I have never ibiind any jilace so wxdl sii[)[)lied wdlh 
the Scriptures as Klobo, so far astlhe possession of at least a i\ew Testa- 
ment hy each family was coiioerricd, but it was by no means the fact tliat 
each gi’own-uj^ person liad a copy, and tliis certniiily cannot but be 
regardcl as a necessity, if pcojdc ready have any f lith in the Woi’d of 
God. As regard.s copies of the tvholo Bible, the supply was more limited, 
although fir better than in nnmy other places. 

, I am frcfpiently a.sked for song books, and one day by people who had 
Jthe appearance of belonging to a respectable class. To a man who 
asked me Idr oiu?, I said it tvas high time ho had done 'with song books, 
and tliat it tvould be fiir better for him to buy a Now Testament for 12 skil,- 
lings, ftiid to devote in reading it tlie time he would spend in singing songs. 
To this his reply was, that every one should follow his own inclination. 
I Could not make any impression on him, and I left him ail or saying, 

‘ i'ou surely ought to knowj' that Avhat a man sows that he will also reap.’ 

^ordaloii, June 9. — Called at a house where I found ihe fctlier ill in 
bed. Tkcrc were seven cliildrcn, but no New Testament in the house. 
Whether tills was owing to poverty or indilha-cuce, or boMi put together, 
1 could not e.xactly find out, but I thought it very sad tliat with half 
grown-up sons and daughters in the house there should not be a New 
Testament from which one or the other might derive instruction, and 
I' wherefore gave them a New Testament. I was successful in my sales 
in the parisli of Ekne, where I had a friendly welcome. 

May God Him.sc^f bless the copies of Ilis Word, 'v'l^hich I left behind 
me, both tho.se 'which I sold, and thosfe which I gave without pjiyment. 
When I think of the poor families who received a copy as a gift, and of 
the poverty in which J found them plunged, cannot refrain from sighing, 

* Jiord Jt^sus lead them to seek after the pearl of great price.’ 

Levangor, July 15. — Here I called at 141 houses, and effected sales in 
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18 only, or my sales, as shown by my account, two Bibles aiid Testa- 
ments were purchased outside the t^wy, while the remainder were bought 
in the town itself. I met with many who tried to bargain with me, saying 
they could not afford to give as nftich as I asked. Doubtless there is a 
scarcity of money, but in many iilstanccs ii\ which the> offer of my books 
was refused on that account, the cold and repulsive way in which the 
refusal was given, showed iJliat it wm not any want of money which led 
to it. • • 

Grogn, September 1. — On entering a houso siiiw a poor woman whose 
husband had been away for six years without* sending any tidings about 
liimself That the w-oiuaii w^s really *poor, -was plainly shown by the 
state of the roo»i in which she lived. She recounted to me the trials she 
had endured since her husband left h^, which were of a character scarcely 
to be credited. As to religion, she seem*cd to knfcw little about it, but 
she proved her desire to possess a New” Testament ^y trying to get some 
money to buy one, in wdiicli, however, she was not successful. I leflFwith 
her a New Testament luid Psalnis at,oOsk. A man with six children 
Avas Avithout a Testament. Wliollicr poverty, combined* Avith imliffcrencc, 
was tlio cause of this, tlie Lord knows. That such a number of children 
should be growing up witliout any access to •the Word of G(jd was very 
iamentabl(f. I loil Avitli tlicm a Ncav Testament. • 

In Snaasen I called at 258 housci^ and disposed of copies in 44. 
Scarcely one half of the families Avero in possession of a Bible, and those 
Avhich Avero shown to mo Avere mostly very old editions. * 

But unfortunately I met with sad proofs J;hat these Bibles had not been 
much used by tlicir present owners, for there Avoro both Afomen and men 
who, Avlion tiioy saw my K'oav Testaments Avith the Psalms "tonixl up in 
one volume, Avere not aware thaff the Bsalms Avero to bo found in the old 
Bible Avhicli lay on the shelf ^ 

In Stod I visited ."lOb houses, and s©ld copies in 04.’ The snpj^ly of Bibles 
to be found among tlie people Avas about the stimc as in Snaasen, and hcre^ 
too, I saw many copies of old editions. 

Not a few of those on whom 1 called expressed their pleasure tliat God’s 
Word Avas thus being brought to the people, though tliere Avcrc some avIio 
shoAved that they felt qufte otherwise Avith respect U> the cidling in Avhich 
I was occupied. • ’ • * 

Steenkjtur. — Called at 137 houses in tfie parish, and sold at 13 of them. 
I could not have expected more at Steenlfjajf and its neighbourhood, since 
opportunities are afforded there, at all times, for procuring God’s AVord, 
and the supply of Ncav Testaments among the people I found to be very 
good. Had tllore not been among many something like Christian interest 
for the cause, 1 should not have sold anything. 

In Ytterdcn T visited 322 houses, anj^ sold at GO. Ytteruen was 
pretty Avell supplied Avith Ngav Testamen^^s, but of Bibles I found vfwy 
few among the poorer portion of the population. That I Avas able to sell 
so many copies at* the factory in Ylterden, is due to Mr. Buchke, Avho 
takes an interest in tlie spiritual Av^lfSre o^liis workmen. 

Thus this journey has been brought to an end, and the British Bible 
Society has again during this journey, through my instrumentality, glad- 
dened the hearts of many ^or creatures by supplying them with the 
precious treasure of God’s Word. * 
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Tbomso. — The agency at Troms5 is again in a position 
to give a favourable account of the success of their labours 
during another year. From, the Dep6t there have been 
issued 78 Bibles and 162 Testaments, and by colportage 
700 Bibles ana 500 Testaments, making a total of 1,440 
volumes. In order to effect’ these sales, the colporteur 
viated 14 paristies, covering a large extent of country, 
and called on 1,200 families. About half of these he 
ascertained were already in possession of a Bible, and his 
best efforts were used to persuade all to avail themselves 
of the opportunity which he afforded them to purchase so 
inestimable a Measure. Nor is this persuasion of little 
value. It calls the attention of the people to the fact 
that there is but one thing needful, and often serves to 
quicken into life some" desire to possess the Scriptures, 
which, but for an earnest appeal on the part of the Bible 
hawker, would have slumbered on in careless indifference. 
There may actually be a Dep&t in the parish, yet few care 
to visit it, but when the colporteur brings the books to 
their very door, and commends them to their notice by a 
few weighty words of Christian counsel, rendered all the 
more seasonable, it may be, IxJcu'use spoken in a time of 
sickness or sorrow, the proffered Bible is eagerly bought, 
and no inconsiderable sacrifice is sometimes made in order 
to obtain it. The system of barter is still carried on 
among the poor, who, though they have but little money, 
are w|lling to give skins, or other produce of their farm, 
in order to supply themselves with the Word of God. 
Colporteur Pedersen, who .for a time left the service of the 
Society to undertake the charge of a school, but soon 
returned again to his former occupation, and laboured on 
to the end of the year, in order to make up for lost 
time, has furnished some interesting details 'connected 
with his different journeys, of which the following are 
extracts; — 

Tbe ^endljr reception I met with on the occasion of my former visits, waa 
again aoeorded to me, both by the poor^ people and the clergymen, all of 
whom expressed their gratiheatfon that through my visits among their 
flocks the Word of God was made accessible to them. As a proof how 
much more a colport^r by going about from nouse to house, and from hut 
to hut, can accomplish for this object than a clergyman, or anyone else 
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who sits at home with * a supply ’ of copies, I may mention that I was 
^ told by the Rev. Mr. FJadniark, that in the course of seven years 
he had sold 5 Bibles, whereas I was able in the course of three weeks 
to sell about 50 in his parish. \ye still meet with numbers who are 
anxious to fiossess the Scriptuups, as well as thosd who are utterly 
indifferent to them, with craving and hungry souft who are grieved 
to tears, when from absolute poverty they cannot get together the skillings 
required for the purchase of a Bible, as well as wijh others who declare 
that they ca/i//ot afford to buy a copy, while at the time they have hundreds 
of specie dollars in their purse. As an inslance of the last-named 
class, I may mention a man„who, when the Bible was offered to him, 
declared that hg had had quite enough of that already (although admitting 
that he did not possess one), but that if 1 had got any tobacco in my 
bag he might be able to do some buwness,with me. On this I remarked 
that he could hardly hope that tobacco would give h?m comfort in the hour 
of death, to which he replied that neitlicr could tfte l?ible do so. My 
answer to this was, that all would depend on the manner in which ^ man 
had acted with respect to the Bible (hiring the course of his life, and in 
his seasons of health, for that if up to the very last he continued to neglect 
and to despise the Bible, he could scarcely ej^pect to derive any comfort 
from it, blit that its contents would rather prive a scourge to hiiv ; whereas, 
on tlie other hand, the Bible was capable of affording abulidant consolation 
to those who during tlicir lifetime had •been guided and controlled by it. 
All I said seemed to have no effect on the man, and he woijt away without 
buying one. While it is very sad to meet with such instances of contempt 
for God’s Word, which are apt to pro\’^ very discouraging to those 
who are exerting themselves to supply that precious , treasure to 
unthankful man, it* is at *the sl^ne time encouraging and gladdening to 
meet occasionally with iuslances where it is quite apparent that there 
is an extreme delight in being at leiigth abfc to procure the Book, for the 
possession of which a strong desire luis been felt, but for obtaining whiph 
no opportunity had hitherto offered. A poor woman who uas without anj; 
money, brought me eight cheeses as payment ibr ^ Bible, and on my saying, 
that I was afraid she w'as paying too much for it, she replied, that tljat 
did not matter, if she .could only get possession of it. I ha^ offen 
had occasion to wonder at th^ contrivances of f)Cople to find out a 
way by wdiich they may come into possossion of God’s Word, so|pe rifn- 
ning from one neighbour to another to bjrrqw either the needed number 
of skillings, or some article which they could offer in exchange for a B^ble. 
Others, in order to pay for a copy, have given me articles with which one 
might have ididUght they could not well dispense, such as skins, which 
serve for them to lie upon, or of which they make their coate or shoes. 
And after they have thus with much exertion obtained possession of a Book, 
they offen give expression to their hearty* thanks to mo for bringing to 
them so precious a treasure, as well as to <their best wislies that God viill 
accompany me and continue to bless my work. In a letter which has 
reached me since my return home, frpm a Christian trader, he thanks me 
very much, for having by my viJit to the parish to which he belongs, 
enriched them with the treasure of God’s Holy Word, and expresses 
his pleasure, that in the world there are not only those who trade in food, 
and articles of luxury, but also men who are content to travel atiput with 
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God’s precious Word, which enlightens the eyes, gladdens the heart, feeds 
and rcli-cshes the soul, makes the ignorant wise, and is the power of God 
luito salvation to everyone that believcth. 

I have this year received in payment for copies sold about 300 skins of 
various kinds, for which I hope to be jjble to find purchasers, so that I 
sliall not sustain inach, if any loss. 


SWEDEN. 

The Rev. Dr. Rohtliel), "who is the correspondent of your 
Society’s agency in Stockhohn, prefaces his report for the 
past year with 'a few weighty thonglits concerning the 
restlessness of the age in which avo live, ^lany, lu; says, 
flatfer themselves Avith the idea of the nninteiTupi cd pro- 
gress of mankind, and look upon this restlosisnchs only as 
a sure and rajnd acljA’ance toAA'ards tlio dc'vclopment of 
cmlization, and the attainment of a bc'ttov and- happier 
gtate than has yet preceded it. Olhers lake a different 
vieAV of the subject, and regard it not as the sign of 
sound and licalthy growth,- but of s]>iritnal disease, if not 
decay, andjhey entertain the fear lest in the jAiirsuit of that 
which is new, aa-c should lose sight of t’nat Avhich is fruc, and 
allow unsanctified reason to set up ith way -marks .along 
the path of life, instead- of fblJoAving the only safe guide of 
God’s revealed Avill. Active and enterprizing spiiits to 
'whom there is no j)cacc because they care not to seek it 
Avhere alone it can 'be found, arc busy diffusing the prin- 
ciples' of their own unbelief, pulling, down Avdiatever is 
sacred instead of building it up, and denying instead of 
defending- that Truth, Avhich shall nevertheless outlh'C all 
the assaults of time, and ride Avith unvarying buoyancy 
over the mad waves of ignorance and bigotry, of delusion 
and enmity, which may rage around it. It is a sad prospect 
which is present to the mind of your Agent Avhen thoughts 
such as these hecoinc. embodied in his report, but he 
tvidently intends them unly as the dark background for 
the brighter picture whibh he is about to .draAV, when he 
represents the believer a,s fixiEg his hope in the Lord his 
God, and taking the Word of that God as the compass by 
which to steer kis bark, tlie lamp 'by which to direct his 
Steps, the inexhaustible mine wherein to delve for every 
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treasure which may enrich him for time and for eternity. 
He cannot but confess his fears, but he draws from them an 
argument for renewed actiVify. The day is 07ie of un- 
easiness and strife — all tlif ftiore need for circulating the 
Gospel of peace and goodAvill. The encmfes of the Truth 
are many and mighty, greater the responsibility of 
those who both know and love it to gird themselves for 
the conflict which is raging aroiyifl it, and to enlist 
beneath its banner as many as can be 'prevailed upon to 
range themeelves on the Lord’s side. 

Influenced by such feelings as these, the members of 
your Swedish agency have striven tt) develoj) their 
resources to the utmost of their power, aild Ifave succeeded 
in putting into circulation y^ithin the year just closed 
upA'^ards of 7(),00U copies of the AVord of God, consisting 
of 11,702 Bibles, 50,484; Testaments, and 2,738 Portions. 
This skoAvs a small decrease upon the issues of the ]Are- 
vious year of 3,010 copies, the greater proportion of which 
were Portions, lii judffing, liowevcr, of the benefit de- 
rived by SAveden from the labours of }’our So'ciety, and of 
the faitlitulness and success Avitl^whicli those who repi’e- 
sent it have discharged fheir duties, it is necessary to 
remember that part of tlfb year’s issues have to be credited 
to foj’cign agencies, and tha^ if only the home circulation is 
taken into account, it Avill apjAcar that Avhilst the Scriptures 
distributed last year Avithin Swedish territory amounted to 
G4,4G4 copies, the corresponding isSues of the preAuous 
year only reached.a total of G0,429, showing an excess of 
upwards of 4,000 in* favour of 1871. ' There are .several 
local organisations in Sweden ^hicli take an active* parf in 
this work, besides the Swedish Bible Society, Avdiich, 
according to its means, labours most efficiently in dhe good 
cause. Tliere are centres of action in Gothenburg, Wes- 
terns, and Skara, from the first of which no f&wer than 
8,194 copies have been sent cyit within the year, and * 
where also a col 2 )orteur is employed. Dr. Kohtlieb i%.in 
communication with many friends both lay and clerical, and 
not unfrcquently with ladifls, ^jrho, in the various circles 
within which they work, are always willing to further the 
object which you haxe in view, and to assist their poorer 
neighbours in supplying themselves and their •children 
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with the Word of’ the living God. An abundant harvest 
has not been without its influence in producing favourable 
results. This blessing from above has opened the hearts 
of many to recognise the hahd^of the gracious giver, and 
the best way of doing this is not by the expression of a 
mere sentiment, but by following the guidance of the light 
which He has shed upon our fallen world through the 
Revelation of His o>vn will. 

It is often a means of encouragement to one engaged in 
arduous toil to look back at the result of previous labour 
and to trace out the accurnujated product of patient per- 
severance, and the members of your agency do not fail to 
apply this stiihuhis to the continuance of present exertion. 
It appears that the population of Sweden is about four 
millions, and that since the commencement of the work 
in which they are engaged they have succeeded in dis- 
tributing. 335,229 Bibleo, 1,585,375 New Testaments, and 
22,402 Portions, giving a total of 1,943,006 volumes. In 
addition to this, the Swedish Bible Society has circulated 
a total of 845,190 copies, and as private enterprise has not 
failed to minister largely to the spiritual tastes of a Bible- 
loving people by furnishing more costly books, as well as 
editions of the Bible cmbellisncd with engravings, a 
calculation may fairly be made that within the last forty 
years three-fourths of the whole Swedish population have 
been supplied with some portion of the Word of God, the 
greater part of which has consisted of Bibles and Testa- 
ments. What wonder then that as this wholesome food is 
multiplied the apfietite gathers' strength, and that a desire 
has bc^en generated that each member of the community, 
whether old or young, wh’o is able to read, should possess 
a Bible *of his own. Dr. Rohtlieb regrets that he cannot 
communicate more facts by which to illustrate the practical 
influence of the distribution of the Word upon the hearts 
and lives of those who receive it. The growth of the seed 
is<a mysterious process which God keeps in His otvn hands. 
The duty of the sower hemains the same ..whatever the 
result. He. sends two oi; three extracts from his corre- 
spondents’ letters, which show that this duty is recognised 
by them and that they perform it iit faith and hope. 

. ‘■The following extract is from the letter of a clergyman 
in the country, who works with thp greatest blessing : — 
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I cannot trace any very direct effect to the simple reading of the Word 
• of God, except it be that one of the newly-confirmed young people, 
according to all appearances, docs iit trhth and ^th drink of the Water of 
Life from^the source tliat has been opened to his heart in the Bible, and 
that a pedlar from another parish expressed his great and evident joy 
when I gave him a Bible, because he declai%d that he nad never been able 
to earn enough at his small trader to buy a whole Bible. If 1 had not 
known the man I should have had reason to doubt* his words, but now I 
believe that there was at least some truth in the^. We have the promise 
of the Lord that His Word shall not remain without fruit, and we may 
fully confide in it. • • 

That the distributed Gospel has a good influence upon the people, may 
be seen from the letter of a clergymai^ in Sk&ne, who has diligently helped 
to spread the Bible in his part of tlfe country duijng 20 years and now • 
writes : — ‘ Friends and relations of the poor children aboi^t to be confirmed, 
and especially their godfathers and godmothers, try to find means of pro- 
viding them with a Bible at their confirmation. The care taken by the 
sponsors is often touching, and in so far gra^fying as it shows a remaining 
consciousness of the duty of fulfilling to a certain degree the promise given 
at baptism. A labourer in service at the fanrbnext to the manse had been 
called by my predecessor to be a witness at •the baptism of a* poor child 
for whom its mother had not been able to procure any sponsors. Although 
the child was quite unknown he complifed with this request, and now after 
several years he came to me in order to buy a New Testament for this 
godson, who had since gone with his nfother to another parish,* 

Another clergyman in Smaland, expressel fears lest he sjiould, perhaps, 
have gone too far ii^ the ipdulgjn^e accorded to the poor by the noble 
Society. But he continues, ‘ Ycgi will |cindly consider that my ^^ork lies 
in a very populous and exceedingly poor parish, where most of the people 
can scarcely gain their daily bread, hut gresftly need, as well as long for, the 
spiritual food of the soul, God’s written Word.* • 

And still another clergyman (from Blekinge) describes with joy how the 
poorest among the children about to bo confinned by him have expressed 
their wish to have a Bible of their own, and that partly the children who 
are better off, partljj^other members of the parish, have contribute to the 
fulfilment of their wish, alth*ougk the poverty of th^ parish had jnduced 
your agency to supply the books at a grflat reduction. • • • * 

A poor curate from Westergothland yratea: ‘ The fact that the British 
and Foreign Bible Society is continually supplying books at a loss is area- 
son why I, who have been honoured with the confidence of becoming a 
distributor ob the Society’s Scriptures, should not shrink from such loss 
myself,’ and his account which he has rendered shows that he has added a 
sixth part of the payment out of his own means.

RUSSIA. 

• . 

The extent of the Russian Empire, and the position which 
it occupies among thrf nations of the earth, are well cal- 
culated to foster the idea that it is destined in* GodTs ; 
providence to play some important part in the great * 
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drama of the world’s histcry. ; Influences are at work 
■within those vast dominion? T^hich are calculated not only 
to extend civilization, but tq impart spiritual knowledge, 
and to promcfte moral culture. The education of the 
people claims Its share* of attention ; penal laws, oppres- 
sive in their character, and lepugUant to the spirit of a 
Christian age, h5ve been gradually relaxed or repealed, 
and, above all, the ^Scriptures are being printed in the 
vernacular of the people?, and circulated by thousands 
throughout the length and breadth of the land. All 
these are tokens for goqd, abid your Committee esteem it 
no slight hoijouf that they are permitted by God to have 
a share in the work of Scripture distribution, and to help 
forward that consummation w'hich is so earnestly to be 
desired, when' the people of Ilussia shall possess an entire 
Bible in their mother tongue. The readiness Avith Avhich 
they receive such portions as are already printed, en- 
courages the liojie that th<;*y both love and reverence the 
Sacred Scriptures, and that the precepts Avhich the}' enforce 
■will be as readily obeyed by them as the pi-omiscs which 
they contain tvill be gratefully accepted. The llcv. W. 
Nicolson,"your Society’s repre'seiitativc at* St. Petersburg, 
has been very active during the past year, and has bestoAved 
much time and energy* on the work of his agency. Not 
only has he visited seA’^eral portions of his district Avith a 
View of becoming personally acquainted Arith each locality 
arid the friends connected Avith it, but he has had the 
addifional labour to encounter of .establishing himself in 
a.newT)ep6t, and removing his Whole stock of books. To 
give a moVe clear aud concise vicAV of the nature and 
extent of the Society’s operations, he has divided the 
country to Avhich his superintendence extends into certain 
great diyisions, eacli having its ajipropriato cehtre, and of 
each of these he takes some passing notice. First he 
speaks of the central dis trict, Aidth Moscoav as its principal 
dfty. In many respects* this Avould be a more convenient 
locality from Avhich to supply the whole Eenpire Avith the 
Word of God than St. Petersburg. Its central position, 
and the vast network of railways which converge on this 
point, seem to*favour such a conclusion, though other 
‘Weighty reasons have turned the scale in favour of the 
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capital. Certain it is that various difficulties have hitherto 
■ hindered tlie establishment of g. Depdt in Moscow commen- 
surate with the size and importance of that city, and that 
the sales Avhich have taken place within it haVe consequently 
been on a A'ery limited scale. A rtspectabfe bookseller has 
now accepted the responsibility of keeping a Depot on his 
own premises, and though this aiTangement is of too 
recent a date to affect the sales which* ire now reported, it 
is confidently hoped tliat it may result in a considerable 
increase. • 

St. Petersburg is the cenCre pf the Northern District, 
and here the Depot has been removed to H most convenient 
and conspicuous situation near to the* Nicolai Brjdge. 
The premises ai’e in every respect well suited for the 
purpose to wliich they are ujqdied*, and from the increased 
])ublicity which they give to the work arc calculated to 
attract attention, and to conduce to a larger, circulation of 
the Word of God. The change was not effected until a 
late period of the year, but the sales of tlip last three 
months numbering 1,80G copies, as compared with 174 
cojiics sold in the corresponding months of. the former 
year, show conelusively herw gi*eat is the advantage, of the 
pi’csent ])osition. Late arrang'fements by wliich uniformity 
of prices has been secured witii WarsaAV and Odessa 
may have tended to the same result. The general busi- 
ness of the Dep6t has also largely increased, the issues 
dor the year having amounted to ^,048 Bibles, 70,fi81 
Testaments, and 7d,850 Portions, or a total of ft5,579 
co])ics, being more by 55,022^ copies Chan those •of the 
preceding year. Many warm friends hi thir*cit;f, some 
of them persons of rank and mlluence, continue to take 
a deep interest in the welfare of your Society, and do not 
hesitate t(t give both time and thought for the fip’therance . 
of the objects which it seeks to promote. The most 
cordial thanks of yom* Committed! arc due to these willing 
fellow-workers in the Lord’s vhfeyard. Free grants hifve 
been made for the benefit of tl!e inmates of prisons and 
hospitals as well as for the vise of elementary schools. 
Her Imperial Higlmess the Princess Eugenia MaximUia- 
novna of Oldenburg, fvho pi’esidcs over a Committee of 
Ladies whose object is the visitation and instruction* 
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prisoners, has sent a special letter of thanks through the 
Director of the Committeei, ^e Count M. Korff, for the 
Scriptures placed at their disposal. The Russian and 
Slavonian Scriptures needed ^.by the agency have as 
hitherto been purchased from the Holy Synod, and every 
readiness has been shown oii the part of the authorities 
to consult the wishes of the agency, and to meet its 
various rcqiiiremeptS'. The Russian and the Evangelical 
Bible Societies have contirlued to draw a large portion of 
their supplies from your Depot. 

Finland is the next division of his agency of which 
Mr. Nicolson, treats. He gave more personal attention 
to this interesting province than to any other, having 
spent a month in travelling. through it, forming acquaint- 
ances and gaining an experience which will be of great ser- 
vice to him in his fv.ture work. He found everywhere 
among the Finlanders ^<h.o took any interest in the circu- 
lation of the Scriptures a warm attachment to your 
Society, and a grateful acknowledgment of the benefits 
conferred by it upon theii^ country. The Grand Duchy 
is making great progress in the development of its re- 
sources, arid it is but just to add lhafthe leadiness of the 
people to receive the Word of God keeps pace with this 
growth of material wealth. Ifew Dep6ts have been opened 
in* Helsingfors, Wiborg, Abo and Jyviiskyla, and at Sorda- 
vala in the extreme east. An edition of 30,000 Finnish 
Testaments has issued from the press, and two editions of 
the Bible, amounting together to ,2 7, '000 copies, arc in 
course* of preparation — ong at Helsingfors, and the other 
at Abo. Your Committee has, i!i compliance with a re- 
quest conveyed to them from the Archbishop of Finland, 
made a' grant of 2,595 Testaments at one-third of the 
usual price, to be placed in the post houses -throtighout the 
country. • 

In the western division of the agency the work has 
be%n chiefly effected through the instrumentality of local 
Societies. Two, editions of the Lettish New Testament 
have been printed, the smaller 't)f which is exhausted, so 
that the new edition which is being prepared at Vienna is 
looked forward with much eagAmess. At Dorpat a 
Dep6t has recently been established, and some prepress 
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made in the way of sales. A new edition of the Dorpat 
* Esthonian Testament and Psa]pis is in the press, and your 
agent has it in prospect to v^sit Riga, Mittau, and Wilna, 
towns of considerable imoortance, with a view of estab- 
lishing Dep6t8 there. The norAern paA of Esthonia, 
where the Keval dialett is Spoken, is supplied with Scrip- 


tures by the American Bible Society. ’ • 

Charkoff is the head-quarters of * the Society in the 
southern division of this agency. An unproved position 
for your Dep&t has been obtained there, and your deposi- 
tary, though advanced in ycbrs, jiursues his calling with 
unabated spirit and zeal. Through tfcffe instrumentality 
to a great extent of colportage he has succeeded in dis- 
posing of 5,679 copies. In addition to these, 1,190 lluss 
Gospels have been distributed grirtuitously in prisons and 
hospitals. • 

The Valley of the Volga forms the sixth ‘division 
of Mr. Nicolson’s extensive figld, and though much re# 
mains to be done in order to supply the bre^ of life to 
the vast population of this r^ion, yet its wants have not 
escaped the notice of those who ifatch over the interests 
of the Society. • The agency has for some yedts been in 
the habit of sending the Scriptures either directly or in- 
directly to Nijny Novgorod,, to be? sold there at the great 
annual fair. • So that to the motley visitors of that great 
emporium — perhaps the most literal embodiment, so far at 
least as its outward aspects are concerned, of the visign 
which presented itself to the mind of John Bunyan^when 
he depicted Vanity Fair with its rows bearing the namps 
of the great nations of the earth-s-the Word^f God is 
freely offered. And if amongst the commodities whjch 
are exposed there, or in connection with their sale, is to be 
found as is*to be feared the bane of souls, the antidote is . 
provided also. Through the efforts of Mr. H. Knobloch, a 
worthy Moravian merchant, no fewer than 3,294 copies 
of the Scriptures have been put* in circulation. He alSb 
takes charge of a small Dep6t at^aratoff, and efforts have 
been made to find some person to act under his superin- 
tendence in its management, and occasionally to t^e a 
tour for the purpose rf colportage, but hitherto without 
success. 
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The last portion of your Agent’s district is Asiatic 
Russia or Siberia, and iti Referring to this he cannot 
refrain from giving utteran(;e to his feelings of sorrow. 
The populatioii amounts to bety^een six and seven millions, 
and in the languages of' some of these the Scriptures have 
never yet been published, lii addition to this the sparse 
and migratory character of the population, the vast dis- 
tances which need. to be traversed in order to reach them, 
the insufiicient and expensive means of transport, and the 
want of internal communication, present difficnltics in tlie 
way of any systematic e;fForfi wliich it is not easy to over- 
come. Yet pvch here prospects are brightening. Mr. 
NicQlson in making up his catalogue of Scriptin*es sold in 
the Depot, introduced thosein the language of the Buriats, 
or Eastern Mongolians, ‘which were translated many years 
ago by the Revs. Messr.s. Swan and Stallybriiss, but have 
only been circulated tb a very limited extent 'through 
China. This announccinent having attracted the attention 
of a priest .of the Orthodox Grieco-Russian Church, he 
purchased .Mongolian Scriptures to the vuLie of 22 
roubles, and exjiressed ' his conviction that when better 
known the demand for them would greatly increase. It 
is also hoped that through the ^increased activity of the 
Missionaries of the Gr.'bco-Russian Church more m.ay be 
done to reach the inhabitants of Siberia, and provide them 
with that Book which can alone make them wise unto 
salvation. 

It only remains to be noticed that* the translation of 
the Bible into modern Rpss has been carried forward to 
its complefiun with the exception of the Octateuch Avhich 
is now being revised under the auspices of Dr. Chwolson 
aided by Professor SaovaetelF. The Book of Psalms was in 
course of,preparationwhen your Agent furnished his report, 
and this has since been brought to a satisfactory conclusion.

'Odessa. — It was announced in the Report of last year 
that the operations of the Society in Southern Russia were 
now wholly confided to Mr. Watt, and every effort has 
been made by him to qualify himself for this important 
office, and to d^elop all the resouitees of his agency with 
increasing activity. The study of three foreign languages. 
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which are required for daily use, the labour connected 
'^nth constant correspondence, qnd the frequent receipt and 
dispatch, of books arc amply sufficient to occupy his whole 
time from morning to ni^ht. He is, howievcr, far from 
grudging any amount of time of energj? that may be 
needful for the efficient prpsftcution of his work, especially 
as he is able to I’endcr up his account -at the close of 
another year with deep gratitude to G5d for the abundant 
succes.s Avhich He has wuchsafed. At no former period 
since Odessa has become a centre of operations has so 
large a number of Scriptures Jl)cc 5 . circulated in so short a 
period, and even these Sir. Watt considers as only an 
earnest of larger demands which he expects shortly to 
follow. The total issues during a period of eleven months 
have amounted to 40,090 volume®, of which 6,400 were 
liiblcs, 17,882 Testaments, and 15,8J[4 Portions. Of this 
largo number all but twelve wore fiold, and all but ninety- 
six were circulated within tj^c limits of the southern 
agency. In 1869 the issues for twelve montlyj amounted 
to 2, .923 copies; in 1870, forthirteen months, to 9,888; 
and in 1871, for eleven months, fo 40,096. *So that the 
circulation of the past y«ar has been more thah fourfold 
that of 1870, as the circulation* of 1870 was fourfold more 
than that of the year preepdingf The receipts of the 
year have reached the large figure of £l,727//9'/9, being 
in excess of those of the preceding one’ by £l,164//3//0! 
• The general activity of the operations of your Dep^t 
will be gathered from the annexed table, which shows the

It will be seen from this that the sales of the Russ 
Scriptures now occupy the first place, as it is right they 
shomd, having *risen frpm 3,678 to< 15,855 copies. The 
sales of the Hebrew l^riptares come next, having ad- 
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vanced from ^,226 to 12,725, whilst the 'Glerman issues 
.also show an increase of 5,900 copies. 

The new Dep6t at Odessa, which had been taken with 
a view of securing more commodious premises, and which 
had just been opened when*the las^ report was sent in, has 
realised beyond expeptation the hopes that were enter- 
tained concerning it. The sales which . previously had 
averaged 100 copies per month have tfisen to an average 
of 2,000, and have continued tg increase from 828 in the 
mouth of February to 4,416 in the month of December. 
The Russian Authorities have in the most courteous 
manner granted a legal autBoiiSktion fer the Dep6t, so 
that the work of the Society harmonizes dn •every respect 
with the recognised laws of the country. The Scripthres 
in the Russ and Slavonic ar&, wjthout exception, those 
furnished from the press of the Holy Synod in St. Peters- 
burg. Those in other languages qjrbulate without restric- 
tion throughout the Czar’s dominions. 

Mr. Watt mentions the following incident as illustrative 
of the genial soil in which ^e gpod seed iS sometimes 
permitted to fall. He writes : — • 

Much is daily said in pAise of tRe beautiful and cheap books, and many 
Christian friends rejoice at the good 'iidiich, with God^s blessing, will be 
done by their wide dissemination. One little occurrence may, however, 
be noted. In the early jiarl of tbe*year, a man who came to the Deppt 
was accompanied by a Bohemian peasant. The latter, who seemed to bg 
very poor, was sliown a Bohemian Testament, ^nd told he might have 
it for 20 kopecks. He would scarcely credit this, but on being assur^ 
that it was so, and his companion immediately paying for the B8bk, and 
telling him it was his for nothing,. the poor man’s joy knew no bounds. 
The tears ran down his face, and he gould only show hyi^atitude by 
alternately kissing the book and the hand of the donor. His repeated 
exclamation of ‘ Jesu Maria ’ showed ^^m to be a Boman Catholic, Jbut 
evidently the Word of God was dear to him. • 

• • 

Towards the close of the year two men were en- 
gaged, whoso hearts seem to be^ in the work, and who 
were willing to undergo the hardships of a colporteur*B 
life. After spjending some time? in the Depdt, that they 
might become acquainted \Yith the books they would have 
to sell and the duties to be performed, they were each sent 
on a trial journey in ^he neighbourhoo(j of Odessa, and 
were so successful in their sales that one disposed of 700. 
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co|aes m "five ^tpeeks, and- the -other 1,000 * copies- in a 
slightly longer period. Since then they have -left Odessa.' 
The Government of Wolyhiri, with part of that of Kief, 
has been assigned to one* as his sphere of labour, 
whilst the other has nndertalten to visit the Govern- 
ment of Podolia and the Northern -part of that of Bessa- 
rabia. They have been provided with licenses, and often 
find among the ^dyemment officials willing purchasers, 
who speak in high commendation of the beauty, and 
cheapness of the books. Occasionally, as njight be ex- 
pected, they meet with c^-ldness and indifference, but 
more frequently *they are heartily welcomed by the people, 
especially in* th6 schools and barracks. One remarkable 
instance of the eagerness of the soldiers to purchase the 
Word of God is given by Mr. Watt. He states that very 
recently he sold SOO^Neiv Testaments for the supply of a 
regiment that ivas about to remove to another paf t of the 
country. The garrison at Sebastopol also became pur- 
chasers of 300 Testaments*. 

Among the correspondents of the Society, both lay and 
clerical, in .various parts of the country, there are some 
warm and staunch friends. Mpst of them are Germans, 
but some are natives of 'Russia and England, and the 
cordifd co-operation of <ill of ^ them is highly valued. One 
gentleman holding a good position in a large engineering 
‘establishment, has set an example which it would be very 
pleasant to sec mote generally followed. He has under- 
takeif to keep the workmen supplied with Scriptures, and 
1^ met with mdeh encouragement. 

Mr! Wktt, whilst drawihg largely upon the resources of 
thp Society for the supply of his agency, has not failed to 
seek to enlist in its behalf the sympathies and su]>port of 
those who were willing to contribute of tht*ir substance 
for the * advancement of so good a cause. His list of 
contributors is not larg^, but he hopes it' will be gradually 
hicreased. It consists of the following items : —

testimony to the value both«of*the Society’s Agent and of 
the work in which he is engftged : — 

lilie prospects of the new year,' upon wWch, in Gwi’s sparing mercy, 
we have been permitted to enter, are as bright and cheering as the suc- 
cesses of the year which is past Save been fall of encouragement. The 
great impetus which during several years has b^en given to education in 
Bussia, is materially increasing the reading popylation, and creating a 
demand for books. The attention which is likewise given by the German 
colonists to the Russian language, particularly by its gradual introduction into 
their schools, produces new wants for Jiussian Scriptures in that direction. 
Most satisfactory is it to notice thaf alilie with (german, Bussiaii, and 
Jew, the Word of God is made the class book of their s(jhool. And may 
we not hope that by its daily perusal in early youth, the children who are 
receiving an education suited to their stations in life, may at the *same 
time be taught that which is far more* important, a saving knowledge of 
that Divine Truth which pertains to their eternal welfare.

A PERIOD of great excitement in tke pursuit of either civil 
or religious libefty, yiucl^ ipore in the straggle for the ac- 
quisition of both combined, is often succeeded by a season 
of depression and apparent deadness. Christian energy 
does not develop itself so readily in the calm of satisfied 
desire as when the storm of contending feelings is at its 
height ; and many who bear themsdves bravely when 
danger threatens, subside into comparative indifference 
when the object of their ambition is gained. For thip rea- 
son every fresh territory added to the Dominiomirof Christ 
needs to be cultivated with anxious care, and those who 
have exchanged the yoke of bondage for a rule of free- 
dom, require much watchfulness lest their newly-ac- 
quired liberty become a snare, and whilst enjoying the 

g 'ft, they forget to magnify the ^grace of the bounteous 
iver. * 

The Spaniards are a people te whom, especially at the 
present time, tkese observi^tions apply. With a sudden- 
ness, which was as grateful to them as it was unexpected, 
the yoke of superstition beneath which they had so long 
groaned has been broken, and the chains of their cap-. 
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tivity have been snapped asunder. Eagerly have many 
availed themselves of their freedom for the cultivation of 
a mind hitherto enveloped ' irf darkness, and for the en- 
lightenment of an understanding which the knowledge of 
Divine Truth hfad never penetrafeed. Nor can it be doubted 
that the Holy Spirit’s gracious influence has been vouch- 
safed, and that many hearts have been warmed under the 
influence of a Saviour’s love; and many previous captives 
to sin and Satan are now.rejoicipg in the glorious liberty 
of the children of God. But the greater the success of 
any people in the attainment',»of privileges, whether civil or 
ecclesiastical, from which they were previously debarred, 
the greater thtf need of a close and humble walk with 
God, to maintain steadfastness of purpose and liveliness of 
faith. The enemy is ever watchful to produce reaction in 
favour of his own cause and kingdom; and Papal super- 
stition still supplies him with weapons which he knows 
full well how to wield, and against which nothing is proof 
but the armour of God. ‘ Such reaction has in some 
localities already set in. Men having no root of grace, and 
whose reception of the » Truth was in the understanding 
rather than in the heart, have, endured for a while only, 
and in time of temptation have fallen away. Such depar- 
tures, if only from a pnofessed and not a real faith, aflbrd 
much cause for sorrow. They discourage the weak, they 
deter the wavei’ing, and they suggest doubt even to those 
whose faith is genuine and whose love is true. But what 
field has ever been cultivated without its tai’cs? If sin 
abounds, grace does much more abound, and if discou- 
ragemcnlS'prevail, yet may each worker in this as in every 
other portion of the Lord^ A'ineyard, fall back upon the 
assurance that stronger is He that is for us than all that 
are against us. 

Under such a conviction is it that Mr. Corfield, when 
recording the events o^ the last year in connection with 
his agency, events with which feelings of sadness and re- 
gret are in some cases associated, is yet coTjstrained to ex- 
press his thankfulness for the .many blessings which have 
been vouchsafed. The distinctive feature of the work in 
which your Society is engaged is the preparing and sow- 
.ihg the good«seed of God’s Word. Hence, though to the 
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ordinary reader of your reports the statistics of printing 
■ and bookbinding may be somewhat devoid of interest, yet 
let it never be forgotten thaj a single text from one of 
thpse books now cfrculated by hundreds of liiousands may, 
through the Holy Spirit’l teaching, becolne the seed of 
eternal life in a soul degtitied for immortality ; and let 
hope prevail that where we see it not, Gdd is nevertheless 
working to accomplish the good pleasure of His will in ' 
bringing many sons to ^ory. Some such idea is evidently 
uppermost ki Mr. Corfield’s mind, for he begins his report 
with an account of his prifcting operations, which have 
included during the year 30,000 of each of the Gospels, 

10.000 of the Psalms, 10,000 of the New Testament 32mo, 
and 5,000 of the New Testament 12mo. Four editions of 
the Bible, amounting in the aggregate to upwards of 

65.000 copies, having issued from, the press during the 
previous year, an ample stock ofrall kinds of books has 
been at Mr. Corfield’s commaijd to meet all the require,- 
ments of his agency. The careful attention which he has 
given both to the printing and binding of the Scriptures, 
and the anxiety which he has felt* that as high a standard 
of excellence as possible • should be reaehed In each of 
these departments of labour; justify the satisfaction 
which he expresses, and which is as gratifying to your 
Committee as to himself — that the character of the work 
produced will bear comparison with any other printing eft 
.binding operations in the land. Some of the editiems 
indeed are so good, the typography is so clear aTid dis- 
tinct, and the binding is ^6 strong as well as elegant, tljat 
th^ scarcely leave anything to be ‘desired. • 

The sales during the yeaV'have amounted to 10,^64 
Bibles, 9,441 Testaments, and 67,587 Portions ; giving a 
total of 87^892 volumes. This shows an increase upon , 
the issues of last year of 5,325 volumes, and inasmuch as 
the National Bible Society of Scotland has drawn a less 
number than last year by nearly 16,000 copies, it follows 
that your own issues have exceeded those of the previous 
year by 21,256 volumes. • The, cost price of these books 
is £2,001// 12'/ 11, the amount realized by their sale, 
£1,07 7// 18// 2, and the consequent loss by their distri- 
bution £923 "14 "9. In this latter sum, however, is In- 
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eluded a discount of 50 per cent, which is allowed to col- 
porteurs on their sales, Mr. (Jorfeld’s custom being to give 
to each of them a fixed half sgdary of 10«. per week, and to 
make the earning of a like sum dependent uj^n the man’s 
own activity and exertions. Ine National Kble Society 
of Scotland has been supplied with' the following Scrip- 
tures, viz. : 2,882 Bibles, 2,026 Testaments, and 10,900 
Portions, or a total bf 15,808 volumes. 

Scriptures have also been supplied gratuitously to va- 
rious schools, and 16 Pulpit Bibles have been presented 
to as many congregatioi^s, tUe receipt of which has been 
acknowledged by the respective Pastors with many ex- 
pressions of heartfelt gratitude. 

The following is the list of colporteurs who have been 
engaged, wth* more oi* less faithfulness and success, 
during tlie year. One has died, several have retired of their 
own choice, not finding, ‘ after a brief experience, that the 
work was congenial to their tastes ; and several have also 
been discharged, whose standard of moral and physical 
excellence was not equal to the requirements of their 
holy and laborious calling : —

The territorial divisions which Mr. Corfield has matked 
out for his guidance in the employment of colporteurs 
are nine in number, and include the whole of Spain. 
From the above list it will be sesn that thirty, of these 
Bible hawkers have been engaged in the stervice of the 
Society, though some of them only for a very limited 
time. Their united labours have covered a p6riod of 192 
months, wliich divided by 12 gives an average of IG col- 
porteurs in constant eny^)loyment throughout tthe year. 
The Scriptures sold through • this instrumentality have 
amounted to 65,986 volumes, consisting of 6,621 Bibles, 
6,666 Testaments, and 52,()99 Portions. The present 
staff of colporteurs numbei’s seventeen, ‘the toil of whose 
vocation increases in propoi'tion as the novelty connected 
with it passes away. Last year they were still feeling the 
effects of that great Vsive- of freedom which swept over 
the country in 1868. Now thel’c is less exciteaicmt, add 
though it may be that among a portion of the community 
there is more quiet reflection, yet eager purchasers, do hot 
throng the* bookstalls with the same enthusiasm as once 
they did, when the bow of bigotry was first brflken and 
the chains of a cruel despotism ^11 from their necks, and 
the conviction first flashed upon them that they wer£ 
indeed free. Still the good seed has been widely scat- 
tered and has taken root in ihany hearts, 'and though the 
Bible may be burnt and mutilated as is often done by 
those who hate the light, because their deeds are evil, 
the knowledge of its precious truths will not easily be 
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effaced. The effects which it has already produced are so 
marked and general, that it is hard to believe that they 
can be otherwise than permanent. In a large multitude 
of professing Christians there will always be the true and 
the false, the gold and , the drbss ; those who have really 
been renewed in the spirit of tlieir mind, and those who 
have a name to. live but in reality are dead; and this is 
■ exactly what Mr. Oorfield traces in Spain now, with a 
double experience of joy and sorrow. He has every hope 
that many really -con verted souls are bringing «an influence 
to bear on their fellow-couytrymen, which will be pro- 
ductive of extensive good ; but, even while he is giving 
utterance to suCh a sentiment, tidings reach him that a 
number of half-heai’ted followers of the Laitib arc about 
to recant, that they purpose giving up their allegiance to 
the Truth, which they, professed to have received, and that 
the priests intend to ■welcome them back with a gaudy 
display of ceremonial pomp. If they would only study 
that Word which they seek to destroy they would find 
the event which they celebrate with such gladness, merely 
a counterpart of what the Apostle John describes to the 
shame of those to whom he pcii).ts when he says : ‘ They 
went but from us but they were' not of us, for if they had 
been of us they would ao doubt have continued with us, 
bnt they went out that they might be made manifest that 
they were not all of us.’ The storm which breaks off and 
scatters the dead wood of the forest only serves to mani-r 
fest the vitality, and give more room for the development 
of th^ living braiiches. 

“^In accwTitry like Spain,' where the means of locomotion 
are limited, considerable difficul ty is experienced in reach- 
ing' the less-frequented localities, and as Mr. Corfield’s 
object is, that his colporteurs should go evciy\rhere, dis- 
tributing the Scriptures, not merely in the large towna 
which are easy of access,^ but in the remote ■villages which 
are out of the beaten path of ordinary trafiic, he has 
deidsed a very simple plan by which to pccomplish his 
purpose, which he thus describes : — 

As an experiment we purchased last November a little cart and mule 
for one of our colporteurs (Kozendo Bamirez'/, who has since made some 
lengthened excuftions. I may add, that the colporteur himself is veiy 
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much pleased with his possession, and so useful is it found that some of 
our other men are asking for a similar conveyance. When a trial of six 
months has been made 1 shall judge of the relative expenses that belong 
to this when compared with the ordinary modes of conveyance, and if 
favourable, I shall increase our locomotive help in the same direction. 
Thus far the experiment has been successful even in a savii\g of travelling 
expenses, and most certainly so in the visitation of outlying districts never 
before reached. • , 

Another point of considerable imppftance to which Mr. ' 
Corfield has directed his attention, has* been the protec- 
tion of the, Colporteurs from violence or undue inter- 
ference with their work. Hetthus alludes to the question 

referred to : — * * 

^ * 

During the past year much anxiety was felt"*as to the legal se«irity 
of our colporteurs from the want of a proper document to protect them 
in their work. One can hardly conceive* the rough 'usage that many 
undergo, which, as a whole, they have borne with patience ; they have 
never yet cared to prosecute their enemie^ By legal means, "^hich they 
might, in justice, have done, although they have frequently had occasion 
to claim the help of the authorities to screen them from trouble. It is one 
thing not to assail, and another to seek help from being assailed, and in the 
latter view our colporteurs have had plenty to do to protect themselves. 
Not always have they met with success, fer the authorities have sadly 
failed to do tlieir duty. After waiting some months for £fti ^answer from 
one of the Ministers of State ('Sr&ce and Justice) we have recently had 
conceded to us the right of a puBlic licdbse, enabling our men to go where 
they like all over the country. Although the expense of each license is 
upwards of j63ji 3«0 per annum, we hope to procure nine such documents in 
June next, the beginning of the State’s financial year. Already we havp 
fortified three of our men with the document in question, but available 
pnly for six months (January to June), which we thought it well to do, 
even by paying the full amount of a yearly license. The three itten thus 
supplied were exposed to serious .opposition. Wet are hoping, therefore, 
to meet with less legal opposition in futitre, but we expect vci;y liftle rest 
from the opposition of the priests. 

* • 

Mr. Corfield furnishes some extracts from letters 're- 
ceived by » him which afford a good idea of the diffi- 
culties with which his colporteurs have to contend, and 
of i\e measure of success with which God is blessing their 
labours. A few of these are her4 appended : — « 

Emilio Kodriguftz and Luis F. VlUarejo, two colporteurs in Leon (Astu- 
rias'), write thus on the 21st ultinto :* — again take our pen in hand 
to inform you of some recent excursions in the neighbourhood. On 
Saturday, the 17th, we hired a horse and proceeded to La Nava, and some 
other villages not far from this capital. These are 4ill poor places, apd 
our sales were very ihsignificaijt, but we were advised to visit St. Fehsy ^ 
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where, it was thought, we might do better. Proceeding theuce, we had 
the priest of the place for our travelling companion, who, we learnt later 
on, was the master of a seminary f<?r the training of young ecclesiastical 
students. We made a good round of the place, selling some Gospels and 
Testaments, visiting also the school named, where we found some boys 
playing in the porch. Wo announced Lo them that we had the Word of 
God, which they very generally purchased, and to those who wanted 
means we supplied it gratia. We noticed among them a nice action ; 
one of the leading boys made them all stand in a row, insisting that each 
one should make sure thslo they had paid us our due, so that all might 
have easy consciences. ' Wc then tjook leave of them, with much comfort, 
and they too responded to our wishes by desiring for us the “ best of bless- 
ings on our mission.” We ai'e hoping that the seed thiiS sown may be 
fruitful, whilst we ourselves exjperieiiie much comfort at the thought. 

‘ Returning hence everybody told us that the master, when he found 
out what had beCii d«ne, would be sure to destroy the books, which may 
possibly happen, but it is very certain that we saw all the boys very atten- 
tively reading them after we left, and nobody can destroy the TruQi itself. 

Heaven and eartli may pass iiway, but My Word shall not pass away,” 
and this declaration gives us tranquillity of thought.’ 

Juan Sanz, writing to me ^om Almcria, under date Jan. 31,^ expresses 
himself thus : — * Ou the morning of the 20th instant, having heard that a 
large lot of labourers wore working in Cortejo (distant a day’s journey) I 
decided to go there, reaching it by 8 o’clock in the evening. Some 160 
masons and labourers were on the «pot, who all seemed pleased with my 
visit. Putting down my box of, books I made one of their party, explaining 
to them the Word of Life, which they listened to attentively. It was 
charming to notice the attention they bcTitowcd. Oilb clearly sees bow 
readily the AVord of God can affect "the hardest lieart, and this privilege I 
enjoyed that evening. According to their means my sales were very 
good.’ 

^'Sanz’a sales for Februaiy were 72 books (including 28 Bibles), which 
realised 518 rcales, or ^6i,3«6. He was short of Testaments and quite out 
of Gospels, and wrote for a fresh supply. 

Manuel Casas thus addresses me from San Lucajs (Andalucia) : * I write 
this to let you know my whereabouts and to toll you that 1 have sold but 
little hbre. The weather is very bad and my opponents many. Go 
where I majT^hc priests and* Alcaldes always attack mo, demanding my 
license, which now that J possess ifillls them with rage and leads them to 
advise everybody to abstain from buying. This opposition of theirs I am 
able to stand. 1 was in rather a large village the other • diiy, where, in 
spite of the .curate, I scattered much seeu,’ 

Subsequent to this letter I saw Casas myself in Seville, and I found that 
he sold forty Bibles in the vilhi^e lie mentions ; he had often been there 
bqfore, but not having a licenscrhe had to depart, but he now stood in 
the middle of the squiiro and offered his books for sale. Casas is a bold 
fellow, but not alway.s prudent. He was a believer befbre the late revo- 
lution, and is a man of experience. 

The following is extracted from a letter from Pastor Molet of Malaga, 
dated February 1, 1872. Mr. Molet looks after our Colporteur Anto. 
Vi^nero, who d(jfs not enjoy good health ; b^e (Vaquero) is a tall, spare 
man, of mature age, and you might imagine from Ills looks that he bad' 
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passed all his days in a cloister ; his garb even assists the idea, 344 possibly 
.assists the work. Some three or four months ago I received a letter firom 
a Spanish student in Switzerland (wj^ere several others are being prepared 
for Evangelical work in Spain) beggipg me to send our colporteur t6 piljr 
a visit to his father (a medical man) near Malaga, with*the hope that the 
visit might do good ; it was a chaining reqjiest from pious youth, who 
was thinking of home and the loved ones there. Vaquero not being ve^ 
well, Mr. Molet himself supplied hia place, and visited the family in 
question. He writes thus: — “Last month I went'to C— to visit the 
family of the young student in Switzerland, whdre I was well received, 
and where I conducted two public servigos, settings forth our redemption 
by Jesus Christ, and man’s regeneration. It is a small village, where 
iniquity abound^ for they think of little else beyond gambling, swearing, 
and drinking. Notwithstanding suchtbrutal ignorance, I met a man in 
C — (not far off) tnily converted by the influence*#of the Bible ; he is 
about sixty years of age, and was a stout Romanist. Having heard that 
Bibles were sold, he came to IMalaga, and purchased one for four r^lea 
(lOc?.) which convinced him of his errors, causing him to confide solely 
in Jesus. He has a daughter wdio is also converted.” * * 

The following letter, dated Plasencia (province of Caceres), February 17, 
is from Juan Morales, a colporteur of the National Bible Society of Scot- 
land, whicli will speak for itself. This good man extended his hand of 
fellowship to our own Colporteur, Artonio Lapuente, who was most» 
brutally handled in a place called Cuacos, in the same district. He writes : 
— ‘My dear brother in Jesus Christ, — ^Last night (February' 16) I had the 
happiness of meeting our dear brother Lapuente, but my joy was soon 
turned into sorrow when he told me of the brutal bohsfviour he had 
experienced in Cuados, -whore ^c’was cruelly assaulted and roljbed of 
nearly all he possessed, which jrou will gather from a document that 
will be shortly sent to you. I could not d^^ less than convey to you the 
sorrow I experience, and also explain hoAv happy I feel at having Lapuente 
by my side, where he shall not want anything so long as he remains.’ 

Lapuente himself subsequently wrote me further details of this dis- 
graceful assault. The authorities, it seems, did A^hat they could, assisted 
by some kind neighbours, but nobody Avas captured. Lapuente Avas in his 
lodgings, late in the evening, Avhe.n tAvo men entored, avIio beat him 
savagely, and emptied his pockets! He is, an aged man and partially 'blind. 

Gervasio Vinagrero writes from Talavera (Jirovince of 'Kledo;, dated 
February 29, 1872, thus: — ‘ I have this mohicnt returned to this place 
after visiting Montbcltran, Navalcan, and Parillas; in the two latter 
places I Avas preyented selling by order of the authorities, for want of a 
proper license'. This prohibition has not emanated from tho Alcaldes 
themselves, but from the priests, one of their number having gone from 
Navalcan to the other place to caution people against buying my books 
under pain of excommunication and deprivation of ecclesiastical sepulture 
for themselves and their descendants. In tjie second place (Parillas) they 
sent from Navalcan'^eight or ten men to give the samjs caution, so that I 
have been completely hindered by 4;heir cloings. You will find herewith 
the account of me past month.’ 

The account shows that the sales amounted to about £4. Vinagrero 
is one of our best men, and capable of enduring any amount of opposition; 
his ‘manner is quiet, the result of deep convictions. 
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Mr. Corfield next takes a rapid survey of the lielti over 
which the labours of his colporteurs extend, and journey- 
ing in thought from place lo'^place, records what in each 
locality they have been enabled to effect. The incidents 
may not be of h striking character, but they serve to show 
that the ground is occupied, and that whatever watchful 
• care and diligence can accomplish is being done for the 
furtherance of the Cause of Truth, and the spread of the 
knowledge of God’s great -salvation. 

Valladolid. — The colporteur appointed to this centre 
has visited the neighbourhood with great perseverance, 
but his sales have not been large. During the annual fair 
which is held h&re, it was proposed that he should occupy 
a stall and exhibit his gqpds, but the price which was 
asked. for it was so exorbitant that it was thought best to 
relinquish the intention. Much opposition is manifested 
in this place, not only -towards those engaged in. circulat- 
ing the Scriptures, but toAvards a Protestant minister and 
his congregation, who have great difficulty in securing 
any building in which to conduct public worship. Your 
agent has,, however, appointed a second colporteur to 
occupy this centre, as he is net,4i®poscd to allow the fear 
of man to deter him from the prosecution of his important 
work, 

Cordova. — This is another centre from which your 
colportage radiates, but there does not appear to be 
much spiritual light in the city. The withdrawal of thp 
f^astdl* of the Evangelical Congregation produced a de- 
pressing influenfie for a time, but" a successor has now 
been ttpprrinted, and when Mr. Corfield last visited the 
plpce, matters had assumed a more hopeful aspect. The 
sales of the Colporteur during the year had amounted to 
530 Bibles, 539 Testaments, find 1,^98 Portiens, making 
a total of 2,867 copies. 

Seville. — Two colporteurs were formerly in charge 
ef this city and the surtounding district, but their sales 
were so limited that onfi has been withdrawn. The sales 
in the Dep6t were also npt sufficient to justify the expense 
of its maintenance, and it has been suppressed. Facilities 
are, however, still afforded to all ^who wish to purchase 
, the Scriptdfes, to obtain a copy of them, as one of the 
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helpers in Mr. Tugwell’s school has undertaken thCi, charge 
of a small assortment with a view of meeting local wants 
during the absence of the c(5'lp6rteur in the neighbouring 
country. 

Cadiz. — Here the sales have bc^en far nmre numerous, 
and have amounted to 442 <> Bibles, 165 Testaments, and 
2,839 Portions,,or a total of 3,446 copies. The district 
is represented as a very important one^ which calls for all 
the attention and care, that can be bestowed upon it. 
There are large schools in the town under the superin- 
tendence of the Rev. A. Ben 91icl> which promise to yield 
a good harvest at some future day. .* 

Valencia. — After a trial of two yeai’s, "Mr. Corfield 
has not felt it right to retain the Dep6t which had been 
established in this city. No evangelical agency is as yet 
to be found here, and no spirit of inquiry has been excited 
among the people. The consequence is that the sales are 
too insignificant to justify the continuance of so large an 
expenditure. The Dep6t-kcepcr is now employed as a 
colporteur, and in that capacity he is able riot only to 
work among the inhabitants of Valencia but to extend his 
tours to the surrounding ^oivns and villages. The priests 
imagined that because the* Dep5t was closed the cause had 
received its death-blow, but this incident has really been 
the means of making the Scriptures more extensively 
known than before. 

Malaga. — Nothing of importance is reported from this 
centre beyond tlie successful labours of the Colporteurs, 
who have succeeded in disposing of 411 Bibles, 401, Tes- 
taments, and 2,275 Portions, ' giving a total- ’ofc 3,087 
copies. 

Bakcelona. — The colporteur who visits in this district 
is described tis most active and energetic. His sales are a 
sufficient testimony to this fact, as during the yedr he has 
disposed of 881 Bibles, 865 Testaments, and 8,900 Por- 
tions, being a total of 10,646 copies; or, calculating tlvj 
year at 300 wqrking days, an avt'rage of thirty-five copies 
on each day throughout the year. ' 

Zabagosa. — Here the work was interrupted towards 
the end of the year by the death of the colporteur who 
had laboured within the district assigned to him with 
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fiittcli faith and aniccesfi. During the' ten months that his 
Hfe tiraS’ spared he was enabled to put into circulation 
1,511 copies. Mr. Corfield' has sent a colporteur to 
occupy the post temporarily;'’ he reserves the final appoint- 
ment of a: successor un^/il he hbs time to visit the.locality, 
and to make a personal selection on .the spot. 

Almeria. — This is another centre occupied by your 
Society, from which the work is extended into the neigh- 
bouring district. * The colporteur has been most suc- 
cessful, and reports his sales as comprising^ 752 Bibles, 
435 Testaments, and 2,627jiPortions, making a total of 
3,814 copies. » ' 

It will be 'seen from the above statistics that there is 
an fextensive work being carried on in Spain, which is 
pretty evenly .distributed throughout the whole country. 
If the colporteurs meet with some opposition, they also 
experience much ehcQuragement. Many of them are 
convinced in their own souls of the value of God’s 
Word, and hence are untiring in their efibrts to make 
known to their fellow-countr 3 nnen the way of reconcilia- 
tion and of peace. 'In the morning they sow their 
seed, and -in the evening they, yrithbold not their hand, 
and they know not which snail prosper, either this or 
that, or whether they both shall be alike good. 

. Some friends at Gibraltar have long been desh’ous of 
seeing the work of the Bible Society placed there on a 
more efficient footing. Two years ago, one of your Secre- 
taries, ‘when in Spain, paid a special visit to that locality, 
with .the expectation that by personal intercourse with 
ChristidTT-lir'iends residing tViere, he might devise some 
scheme for the enlargement ».f the Society’s operations. 
No material change, however, resulted from this visit, and 
in the spring of the present year, Mr. Corfil^ld 'received 
instructions to repair to Gibraltar, and.to endeavour once 
more to co-operate with its Christian residents, for the 
attainment of the desirei end. This he has done, and not 
without hope that his rtiission has been jsittended with 
success. A ne'^ Dep6t has been opened, in which, in 
connection with your own Scriptures, are to be sold, those 
of the National Bible Society of S^ptland, as well as the 
publications «of the Religious Tract Society. A colpor- 
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tear lias Ijeen afipointed^ who is also tO'be^ Dep6t$fceeper, 
ajsd w^hose wife-, being a Christian woman, •■wiH oecasionaily 
superintend the sales, whilst 'he works out of doors, or 
visits the shipping in the harbour. A Committee has be«i 
formed to superintend theae operaJ;ions; aifd Mr. Corfield 
hopes, by frequent cocrespondence with them, to maintain 
the warm interest which they evinced when he met them 
for consultation. • * 

Of the work in Madrid itself, your Agent speaks most 
hopefully. Pe states that it is a cause of much thankful- 
ness to those who are labouring in the Capital on behalf 
of Christ that the Gospel is beiflg freely proclaimed to 
large and attentive congregations, and that the Scriptures 
are extensively circulated. The opposition of the priests 
is still violent; but the conviefionf; of those who have ex- 
perimentally proved that the Gospel is the power of God 
unto salvation are not easily shal^n. At the copimcnce- 
ment of the Revolution, far more importance was attached 
to the opinions and countenance of liberal men who sided 
with the Protestant movement, without, perhaf>s, realising 
its value, or imbibing its spirit. It is now felt, that an 
arm of flesh is ,of little value, and that sole 'dependence 
must be placed in Him •\Ao alone can give security and 
expansion to the work of His o^Hn grace. Mr. Corfield 
bears his grateful testimony to the vast amount of good 
which the Religious Tract Society is effecting. Sanctified 
talent is being employed in transhrting and carrying 
through the press, much valuable Christian literaturfe, 
which meets with inoreasing acceptance.* The education 
of the young, as carried on by the Evangelical Churches, 
is reported to be making good* progress, and is regarded 
as a question second to none in importance for the. future 
well-being.of the nation. On the judicious and efficient 
management of this department of Christian fyork de- 
pends much of the stability and permanence of all other 
religious action. Mr. Conield Estimates that there ane 
about 2,000 cljildren under Protastant instruction, though 
he adds that this number, might easily be increased to 
20,000, could suitable help be obtained. It is needless to 
add that the Committee are ever ready to deal with appli- 
cations for grants for school use in the most liberal, spirit. 
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Praise to God for past mercies, and for present help, 
and confidence in God for a continuance of His guidance 
and protection, are the characteristic sentiments of the 
few closing sentences of Mr. Corfield’s report. He has 
put his hand ,to the plough, jv^ith a view of breaking up 
the fallow ground of the Spapish soil, and he is not dis- 
posed to look back. He has ' given himself to a work 
which enlists his best sympathies and his warmest affec- 
tions ; and his only desire is to persevere with faithfulness 
unto the end. His motto is, ‘ Our help is the name of the 
Lord,’ and ho need not hesitate to add, ‘1 will trust 
and not be afraid.” 


PORTUGAL. 

Though full liberty of action in the distribution of the 
Word of God is accorded to your Society by the law of 
Portugal, the scales of justice are not always held wth an 
even hand ‘by those whose, duty it is to administer the 
law. Either through ignorance of the decision which has 
already b^e’n given in the highest court pf judicature, or 
from personal prejudice, or from an inclination to forward 
the wishes of the priesfs, whose opposition to the Scrip- 
tures remains unabated, the magistrates not unfrequently 
seize the books of the colporteurs, and either order them 
to leave the locality, or threaten them with imprisonment. 
Such t course of procedure cannot but cause annoyance to 
the men, and to . some extent rjetard the progress of the 
work'. .,Eor the most part, however, the calm, yet firm 
remonstrance of your. Agent, accompanied with an inti- 
mjttion.that the law will be enforced, and that those who 
break it must accept the consequences of 'their trans- 
gression; has generally had the effect of obtaining the 
release of the colporteur, and the return of his books, and 
qf thus strengthening his confidence in the justice of his 
cause, and the securitys of his work. Mr. Tugman, in 
reviewing the events of the past year, thinks that he can 
trace a marked improvement in the tone of the authorities, 
and is unable to recall a single instance in which, when 
any difficulties have arisen, the issue has not been &vour-

able to youp Society, Speaking of the Portuguese cha- 
racter, he observes, that thdse who know anything of the 
daily life of the middle and'lower classes in large towns, 
and of the peasantry in countfy districts, will not hesitate 
to describe them as a religious people. Thfeir measure of 
light is feeble, and their instractom are themselves groping 
their way in thick darkness ; but, making all due allow- 
ance for the fact that they are uneduqjfted, and have long ’ 
been kept in ignorance,, there is much that is hopeful in 
their conduct. The reports of the colporteurs prove that 
they are willing to hear the /gospel, and have its truths 
explained to them, and that in many instances they have 
had courage to cast off the pernicious influence of their 
j)riests, when standing betweep them and God’s revealed 
will, and .are to be found searching.thc Scriptures with aU 
o-agerncss and steadfastness of purpose. Even the better- 
educated, clergy advocate a more enlightened course than 
their more ignorant brethren, and refuse to withhold from, 
the Bible which you circulate the sanction of their approval. 
The following incident, recorded by one of the colporteurs, 
will serve to illustrate this. He iwites : — , 

I was one day selfing iny boo^s* in the market-place at Evora, iwhen I 
was accosted by a j)riest who angrily rt*nionstrated with me for selling a 
Protestant Pjible, w'hich was not aiitliorizcti to be sold by the law of the 
land. This I denied, and the result wjis an appeal to the bishop, but thp 
priest was comi)lotcly Uiken by surprise when his superior informed him 
in my presence that he had a copy of the same Bible, and that, although 
tjic Apocrypha wa.s wanting, the book ’was genuine, and therefore could 
bought by the people. , • 

The same man givcs*anotlier instance of the persevel’anee 
of the priests in their endeavours to 1ntimidate*the people, 
and deter them, as far as possible, from the purchase* of 

the Scripture*^: — 

• 

I was in the market town of Santo Alegro selling my books (it being 
market day), Avhen I was surrounded by more than a dozen priests. They 
first bought a book [He does not state wdie/her it was a Bible or a Testa- 
ment, but probably it was the latter, being Cheaper], and they at once pro- 
ceeded to burn it jyublicly. I remonstratefl and tried to save it, but I was 
powerless against so many. They then ordered me ^o leave the ixiarkct, 
and threatened me with personal violence." I stoutly refused, and asserted 
my right to sell my books where I could find buyers, and the people sided 
with me against the unwarrantable interference of the priests. Whilst this 
was going on the regedor came up, and hearing w^hat the priests* had tt) 
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Bay, I was remove j to the lock-up. But the people who had witnessed tlie 
whole affair followed, and demanded of the regedor by what right he at- 
tempted to detain me, as I had done nothing to call for the interference of 
the authorities. The regedor, wheruhe saw I was supported by so many 
persons both gentle and simple, attempted to justify his procedure by 
saying I had resisted the autl^ority of t?\e priests wlicn ordered to leave the 
fair, but he was advised by his friends to release me at once, as he might 
get himself into trouble by imprisoning an innocent man, and alter some 
altercation I was allowed to go. 

I* 

The very reverence, however, which the Portuguese feel 
for all things holy, and which, under the teaching of blind 
guides may lead to fanaticisp, is not unlikely under dif- 
ferent guidance, , and when 'more light is vouchsafed, to 
produce an influence and bring about results which the 
prie'ots little anticipate. When the Bible is more gene- 
rally read, it will assuredly be its own witness, and 
command a respect which ■will recoil from so gross an 
outrage as its public burning, whilst the perpetrators will 
reap the fruit of their own inventions, in the indignation 
■with which priestly intolerance will be rebuked, and 
priestly doniination rejected- The eyes of those who watch 
the events of the day, and record them for general counsel 
and instruction in the public prints, are not closed to this 
view of the subject. A Portugiiese paper, Avhich .aiins at 
gaining for the country perfect freedom of action, both 
political and religious, lately published an article contain- 
ing the following -remarkable words : — 

^The Omnipotent God 'has given liberty to the sonl. Let the (lloman^ 
Catholic! party avoid political egotism, and that system ol* intoluranee which 
proclaims the slavery of the mind. ^ 

''The hapx^iness of men rests jn ihc Gospel of Christ, hut the Church 
should shed abroad a light that illumines, and not a fire that burns, since 
Boejety should be constituted ' by believers, and not bj' iiinatics. lie who 
has the cross for his banner, Christ for his chiei, and the Gospel ibr his 
law and rule of life, should never excite enmity, nor rouse j asgions. Armed 
with the precepts of his Divine Master, let him present himself with con- 
viction in liis soul, and with a j)eaceful conscience and words of love. 
History should be our mouthpiece, wdicn it reprobates the horrors of the 
G'nisfido, the slaughter of the ff’iguenots, or the iiiassac res in Ireland. 

Where Buch sentiments as these are okaiuiiig a place 
in the public journals of. the day, the reign of despotism 
must be drawing to a close. The colporteurs are, how- 
ever, cautioned against entering into any religions dis- 
.cussions, or provoking controversy which might only irri- 
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tate, without carrying conviction to the minds of those 
with whom they are brought into contact. Hence their 
course has for the most paH^bcen peaceable and unob- 
structed. They carry with them a copy of ‘the judgment 
by which the sale of the Scriptures was declared to be in 
accordance with the laws ofi Portugal, and any obstacle 
which they have met with lias been easily* re moved by the 
exercise of a little patience and fifmpf^ss. The statistics 
of your colportage and the character of the colporteurs are 
thus referred^to by Mr. Tugman: —

These figures, compared with those of 1870, show a filling off in the 
circulation of 59 Bibles and 384 Testaments^ and an increase of, 155 Por- 
tions. This falling off is only apparent. Two of our best men have been 
prevented by illness and other causes /rom attending to their duties as* 
colporteurs. Camilio had been ailing since September, and lacing rather an 
old man, but a good and sincere labourer^ has not been enabled to go about 
much. To recruit his health and have sonii relaxation I gave him leave 
to spend his Christmas with his wife and children in Giali(;ia. Conse- 
quently his sales for the lusl four^nionths of the year show a very nSaterial 
falling off compared with the average of*his monthly sides. Again, Silva, 
chiefly in consequence of his having to follo’ir up per&oiialJy the conclusion 
of his case in Lamego, did not sell anything in June and July. Ibid thi.'i 
not been the case the circulation would, in all probajDility, have exceeded, 
that of the previous yeiir, notwithstanding that during the last twelve 
njonths we have had only five colporteurs against six in the year heforq, 
while in the expenses of colportage in 1871 there wiis a sfiving 8f £93, 
against the same item in 1870. ^ I know that these details are of but 
minor importance when compared with* the one grand uj)iect -^he cii*- 
culatiiig of the Word of God ; but it cannot be ’a matter ot‘ indifiercnce to 
the Committee to know, while our bcst*cndeavoiir.s are put forward, t^at 
this is done, and at the same time the funds of the Soeiet}- are duly cared 
for. • 

I beli^^ve all our colporteurs are conscientious, trustworthy * 111011 , and 
would not sell the Scriptures if they thought they woidil be put to an un- 
worthy purpose, and in saying this I do so the more freely as it does not 
reflect the smallest praise to myself, as noiift of these men ivcrc engaged b/ 
me, but were in the employ of the Society* when it entrii.stcd me Aiith the 
agency. ♦ • 

• • 

A liberal donor to the funds of your Society has ex- 
pressed a wish that a jyi'tion of the money cerntributed by 
him should be applied to the circulation of tlic Scriptures . 
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in the island of Madeira. Your Committee are most 
anxious to carry out this benevolent design ; but hitherto 
they have feiiled to meet witR a person who possessed the 
qualifications needful for the discharge of such an impor- 
tant duty. There is perhaps little probability of the 
violent fanaticism of former years being revived, but some 
caution will be needed to disarm any lingering hostility, 
and conciliate the good will of a people easily excited and 
difficult to control. The subject, however, will not be lost 
siglit of, and as soon as practicable some ofibrt will be 
made to give wider circulation to the Word of God in this 
beautiful island.'- Mr. Tugman concludes his brief report 
with the following observations, which breathe the lan- 
guage of faith and hope: — , 

The Bible is unquestionably gsdning ground in this country. Its very 
name is more familiar ; we find it spoken of more frequently ; its precepts 
are recognised ; its teach ing^ appear to be understood arnongf^t classes to 
,Avhom formerly it was a dead letter, and I look forward with hope and 
oncouragemont to the day, which"! trust in God is not far distant, when 
liberty of woiship, irrespective o^ creed, will be granted to this people, 
wh(m Sunday Schools and teachers shall open up to attentive ears and 
willing and earnest hearts those precious truths that shall be profitable for 
doctrine, refiroof, correction, and instruction in righteousness, and through 
the Divine blessing all shall be made wiaui unto salvation. 


ITALY. 

The announcement made last year that Rome was at 
length open to (be BiblCj, and that all restrictions iqjon 
the frtiS' circulation of God’s message of mercy to fallen 
man were removed, could nut but be received with thank- 
fulness and joy by all Avho desire the extension of the 
Redeenver’s kingdom, and mcnni over the darkness which, 
with a kind of lingering pertinacity, brooded over the 
■dominions of the Papal Antichrist. .But the Bible intro- 
duced into Rome, and thie Truth which it contains received 
by its inhabitants with believing hearts, ha^'e no necessary 
.connection one with the other.. The Bible is the alabaster 
box which contains the precious ointment, but the hand 
of faith, directed by a Heavenly power, can alone unseal 
. the casket, find cause the sweet savour of Him whose name 
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is as ointment poured forth, to l5e appreJhended by the 
soul. This needs especially to be borne in mind when 
reviewing the events of another year in connection with 
the spiritual wants of such % country as Italy, and com- 
paring the etforts made for its regeneration with the 
progress of its people, in thg attainment of Divine know- 
ledge and the development of spiritual life. We require, 
on the one hand, to restrain all extravagant expectations, . 
and on the other to guard against Anything approaching 
to despondency or distrust. J&an is often a hinderer of 
the work wliich he is, nevertheless, anxious to promote. 

‘ All men seek their own, not the things of Christ,’ was 
the complaint of the Apostle in his day; aiid it is quite 
possible that in Italy, if not elsewhere, the cxaltatien of 
party banners is a serious obstacje to the progress of a 
work which ever thrives best when promoted in the spirit 
of him jvho exclaimed — ‘ God forbid that I should glory 
save in the Cross of our Lord Jesus Christ,’ ‘and who 
determined not to know anything among those to whom 
he ministered but Jesus Christi, and Him crucified. Your 
Agent for Italy, Mr. Bruce, has bad a good opportunity, 
within the pas]; yea,r, both from his residoned during the 
Avinter at Rome, and from the.personal intercourse 'which 
he has had with some of the Depositaries and colporteurs 
employed by the Society, of forming some judgment con- 
cerning the spiritual condition of the people among whoiii 
he dwells. One cannot, therefore, but,regret that the tone 
of his report is one of sorrow rather than of joy. He 
begins by expressing, his yegret that he cannot accompany 
the statistics of his circulation with an asgprfimje* tliat 
there is arising among the people a healthy desire for the 
Word of God, or a growing appreciation of its value. The 
results arg mot yet such as to satisfy the hopes of the 
sanguine, or to afibrd evidence that the true light has * 
begun to shine in many hearts. The Dep6ts are but little 
frequented in the largest towns, tpid the sales of the colpor- 
teurs are small and stationary. • Still the seed is growing, 
man knoweth not how ; here.and there a blade appears, and 
encourages the belief that the germinating process is going 
on beneath the surface. Occasionally, also, facts are com- 
municated, which proVe that in unexpected, and in map’s 
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estimation unlikely, qu^ters, God’s grace has been working 
secretly and silently, and triumphing over difficulties 
which seemed almost irtsurmountable. Prayer ever 
leads to revived hope in every time of trial, and Mr. 
Bruce falls bade upon this consolation that much prayer 
has been made for Italy, and that He who has said, ‘ Ask, 
and ye shall have,’ will not be unmindful of His people’s 
cry. 'Fhe cry of .Israel was loud, and their groaning 
under Egy])tian bondage, long .continued, before God 
interposed in their behalf ; but neither did His purpose 
waA'cr nor His faithfulness [ail, and the high arm which 
broTight them ou,+ of thfeir captivity is sufficient to rescue 
Italy from worse, than Egyptian bondage, and to set them 
free, not only from priestly rule, but from the dominion of 
sin. The eirculation of the past year has .amounted to a 
total of 49,8.’)') copies, which have comprised 6,913 Bibles, 
19,39.5 New 'restameiit?, and 23,547 Portions. This shows 
a considerable increase upon the issues of the preceding 
year, which only reached a total of 31,257 copies. But 
the opening of Borne g.ave a great stimnlu,'! to private 
generosity; and the la”ge number of Scriptures which 
have been, Bought for gratis distributioji have both added 
to the app.arent magnitude of your work, and served, it 
may be, to reduce the sale.s which w'ould otherwise have 
been etfected. 


Rome. — The once Papal city has so long been con- 
sidered. impregn.able by any force which your Society could 
bring to bear .ag.'i.in.st it, that, now that your Agent is in 
(piiet* ,possc,i 5 sioii of .the fortress, and h.as establi.shcd 
himself .and his l)ep6t in -the very heart of the Pope’s 
dotninions, he scarcely' seems to be able to realise the 
extent of the victoiy gained, or the importance of the 
position which he uw occuj)ics. At least such is the 
conclusion whicl: may be naturally drawn from the fact 
tjtat, in his record of the Society’s oper.atlons, he .allows 
Rome to occupy the background of the picture, and places 
it last but one in the list of -towns which are the central 
points of your Italian wo:k. True, it has been the last 
to open Avide its doors to the reception of the Truth, and 
to lend the prestige of its great name to your holy mis.sion. 
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but the sooner all traces of her fdtmer shame are oblite- 
rated, the better, and now that she has taken hel: place 
in the rank of European capitals, she is justly entitled 
to be counted first of the fair cities of that fairest of 
lands. j « 

Mr. Bruce reports the issues ffom the Dep6t to have 
amounted to 20,197 volumes, and thougjh a considerable 
number of these have been circulate;^ gratuitously, yet . 
the fact that a large number of Bibles and Testaments 
have passed into the hands of 'those whom Pius IX. till 
lately kept lu darkness is itself a cheering subject for 
Christian contemplation, whftst no doubt can be enter- 
tained that, in some localities at least, the iuiluence of the 
Bible is manifestly felt. Events occur from time to iime 
which, though of no great inlportoncc in themselves, yet 
clearly indicate that some cliange is taking place in the 
minds of men, and that a current is'bcffinning to move in 
an opposite direction to that in which the current of 
Romish superstition has hitherto flowed. A recent illus* 

tration of this has occurred in a town not far distant from 

<• 

Romo, where the authorities had, in their possession the 
usual Sinn of forty ^dollars for the payment* of a Lent 
preaclicr. A motion Ava!v hoiYover, made that it fehould 
be spent in securing the services of an evangelist to 
preach the Gospel, and though tlie resolution was nega- 
tived, it Avas nevertheless determined, that the money 
should not go into the hands of thq friar. The kindly 
reception of colporteurs, and the hospitality affordqjl thorn 
by some wlio have’ I.earnt to value thei?; Bible is another 
token for good; and the discussion Avhich has heed held 
wliethcr St. Peter ever Avas ii^ Rojne, and Avhich has been 
reported and made the subject of editorial remarks* by 
almost aH the Italian journsds, has not been Avithout its 
influence in leading men to see that dogmatic 'assertion * 
is not necessarily connected with truth, and that the ^ 
foundations of the Romish faitl^ arc not so stable as some 
would have them believe. The moving of one stone in • 
an edifice generally loosens others, and the mere ques- 
tioning of such an imporfant dbgma has suggested other 
enquiries, Avhich the priests will find it difficult to answer. 
What the Pope will think of the formation of an Italian 
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Bible Society, Inaugurated under the auspices of men of 
distinction and rank, supported by native churches, it is 
difficult to conceive. Such » scheme has, however, been 
launched in Rome itself. A meeting has been held in 
a large hall, tickets for the reserved seats of which were 
sold at 2 francs each, and which tailed to accommodate 
half the number ..that sought to obtain an entrance. Pfere 
Hyacinthe addressed the assembled multitude, resolutions 
were passed explanatoiy of the object in view, and 
pledging the meeting to suppoi’t it, and altogether a spirit 
w'as manifested which, if ii be as permanent as it was 
enthusiastic, may augur'well for the future of Italy, and 
cheer the hearts,of its Christian patriots. Admiral Fish- 
bourne, in the course of his address, sketched out a vei’}* 
useful programme. He said, ‘ We shall give the Scriptures 
to schools, to the sick, to the inmates of hosj>itals, and 
to groups of Christiails^who wisli to meet together for the 
study of God’s Word. We shall induce the ■wealthy to 
purchase for the benefit of* the needy, and those who can 
read to employ their talent for the benefit of those who 
cannot. Finally, we shill invite thousands of persons, as 
is done in.England, to collect centimes from the poor, that 
thus they also m.iy have a share-^in this glorious work.’ 

Since this meeting was held, the Committee of the 
Italian Bible Society have resolved to print an edition of 
the New Testament in Rome, and have asked your Com- 
mittee to supply them with paper for this purpose. 
They also expect assistance fi’om American friends, and 
there can be little doubt that .with such support they 
will caia:j^ their scheme to a successful issue. It is an 
incident not unworthy of not'", that, whilst the statesmen 
of England and America are debating at Geneva qrxestions 
of grave import, bearing occasionally a threatening aspect, 
the Christians of the two countries . should be joining 
hands in Rome to sustain an effort, whose object is the 
regeneration of Italy tlxrough the diffushm amongst its 
people of God’s Message ef reconciliation and peace. Most 
heartily will your Committee^ rejoice in the success of such 
an enterprise, and most cheerfully will they do all in their 
power to assist their Italian friends in attaining it. 

The Rev. J. Wall has purchased largely at your Dcp6t, 
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mth a view to gratuitous distrioution ; Vio fewjsr than 
4,000 Bibles and Testaments, together with many thou- 
sand portions, have been furtii^hed to him for this purpose. 
Mr. Wall has great faith in this method of free circulation, 
ani though the experience <of you^ Committee and of their 
agents generally, leads to, an opposite opinion to that 
which he entertains, and the sales of yo«r colporteurs are 
necessarily injuriously affected, it is tc»be hoped that much- 
seed may fall on good ^ound and tlTat'an abundant bless- 
ing may accpmpany his self-denying labour. 

Another free disti’ibuter o^the Scriptures is to be found 
in a lady who is at present en’gaged ju giving a New 
Testament which she purchased at your.Dtfp6t to each of 
the cabdrivers in Rome, nearly 4,000 in number. I'tacts 
also are being disti’ibuted in voyy large , quantities by 
zealous workers, among "whom Miss Burton takes a leading 
part, and the scriptural chanacter ©f'tliese tracts /ind their 
frequent reference to the Word of God must tend to stir 
the minds of the Italians in the direction of discussion aiiH 
enquiry, if tliey do not at ouc« lead to conviction and con- 
version. A proof of this may be found in the frequent 
reference to the Scriptin;es in tlie ncAvsj^apers of the day, 
Avhich, tliongh not alwa}V5 made in a dcA'out or evfen in a 
respectful spirit, yet sIioavs that, the waters are no longer 
stagnant ; they are being stirred by tlie breath of tlje 
Spirit, and a current is beginning to jjass tlirough them, 
yvhich, with motion, Avill gradually impart purity and assist 
in the development of a neAV creation. * ’ 

Four colporteurs have been pursuing their useful calling 
in Rome and its environs duriilg the past year, hdve 
not been Avithout some encouragement and some measure 
of success. The fblloA\nng extracts from their journals'are 
furnished Jjy Mr. Bruce: — ^ 

On tlic second of this month (says Itosa) I was passing; along the Via ^ 
Guibin.'ire, and entered a cafe wliere I offered a Hihlo. Those present at 
once laughed at me, and made nse of the*most horrible language, declarffcg . 
that their existence w.as a mere chance, .alid that they had no belief in a 
Supreme Being. After a very lo^g tfonversation 1 had the pleasure of sell- 
ing five Bibles on the spot, and not only so, but some persons came, after 
a time, to the services of the Evangelists, and two (whose names I here 
give) come regularly every Sunday. When at Albano, in May, a friar 
called me aside, and secretly purchased from me a Bible. A Avoiflan 
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bought a New Tes&ment, saying that the priest should never have it. 
She acknowledged having already given up a copy, but she said she was 
stupefied with the strong language ;th^ made use of. One day last Octo- 
ber, when at Frosinone, two men car^e into the place where I was dining, 
making use of very blasphemous language. I could not but reprove them. 
They excused thenfeelvcs by saying thi^t they were wearied by their day's 
work, and all that they were allowed to eat was eight ounces of food morn- 
ing and evening, this being a day of pen.'',ncc for an earthquake they suf- 
fered from many years ago. I told them that God was a God of mercy, 
and that lie never requii^d a ‘sacrifice of that kind. I explained to them 
what was meant by true repentance because of sin, and how they might 
find salvation through a Redeemer. The' grace of God seemed to move 
them, and every day — as long as I remained in the city — they camo to see 
me. Tliough unable to read they ea^h bought a New Testament, and in 
the evening one of the« children *reads aloud in the family the Scrif)tures of 
Truth. May they thps be led to a sfiving knowledge of the Lord Jesus.

Another colporteur thus ‘records the vai’ied experience 
which he meets ■with 

At Velletri we had much ro.ison to rejoice at our reception. 'There are 
people there of all the different opinions; but neither I nor my companion 
ever hoard one disrespectful word spoken of us, or of tlio books wc carried. 
This was the more remarkable, for it was just at the close of Carnival, 
when all sorts of liberties were taken in the crowded streets. Sometimes 
people waiting in the streets to” see the masks pass, would come down to 
examine our'-books, and purchase one. .. I cannot bnt.jnention our recep- 
tion hy^'hc delegate, who was mo?t kind^ lie even thanked me for the 
good which, he said, would result to society from the diffusion of the Sacred 
Scriptures, mid promised to protect mr^ in case of need. It was very dif- 
ferent .'it some other places that wc visited, where the priests have .all the 
influence they possessed under the old Government. During July 1 
visited Castelnuovo, Morfup, Borghetto, and other places recently under 
thft Pope. AVhen offering the Sacred Volume I was often asked for worth-' 
less books even by educated jiersons. Everywhere there reigned indif- 
fereneq and stupid bigbtry. Among the bad, h'owcver, were .some worthy 
persons, tt^cse possessed seVeral New Testaments which had been 
preserved from 18G7. On account, of the heat I had intended to travel by 
night, bnt, as for the reasons stated, the sales were sniall, I determined to 
travel by day and offer the Scriptures to any passing traveller. I also meant 
to visit the threshing floors. The diffi -nlties, however, wero«great, for the 
priests andTriars, v;ho are very numerous, are always idling about among 
the people, Jind when they see a stranger they dog his steps till they find 
out his errand. If the municipality is a liberal one they arrange among 
th'emrolves to warn the different families against the colporteur. If tho 
contrary, they openly insult and* endeavour to drive hi|u away. At Cor- 
bognano, when a prft>st began quietly to condemn Diodati’s Verson, I re- 
minded him that all translations* for the people were placed in the Index, 
and, consequently, Martini’s. 

' Colporteur Parodi, ■who confines his labours almost 
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entirely to Rome, thus expresses gratitude jbr the measure 
of success which has been ffranted him : — 

How very thankful we should be»to God that we are allowed to see 
some little fruit of our labours. The other day I went^*into an inn, where 
several persons were sitting, and at the sigljt of me and my books one of 
them said, ‘ We have brokeji the cjiains of one despotism, and here he 
comes with another.’ I assured tlfem that no book in^the world so entirely 
disapproved of despotism and all sorts of oppression as the book I offered 
to them. I said that from the Bible they woulcf learn to prize that true * 
and holy liberty which was Grid’s own gift to man. It ended in the one 
who was most opposed to me buying a Bible, whilst others got a Gospel. 
If wc were to live from ago to age, till the coming of the Lord, we should 
always learn something new in connection, with our work. In this city, 
from time to time, I meet with people who entertaBi in their heart such 
iinplacaldc enmity to Diodati’s Bible as I never heard of*in other j^arts of 
Italy. This is doubtless a proof that the Lord’s work is progresstng in 
spite of the hindrances which are put In our way. It is easy to see from 
tlie conduct of some whom I meet, that 1?ouId they do so thny would 
readily restore tlie holy office of tlie Inquisiticjn with all its powers. This 
month I httvo conversed wdth all classes of* persons, and rny poor efforts 
have not been fruilless. To give an example of this. One evening a 
man came to me and said, ^ Dear friend/, you remember selling me a New 
Testament some time ago, and saying a groat deal aboi^tit. Now you 
must let me liave the whole Bible.’ * 

• 

Padua. — The issi^cs from this Depot h.ive not*quitc kept 
pace Avith tliose of tlie prifccdiug year, having amounted to 
2,957 volumes instead of 3,443. »Such slight fluctuations, 
however, arc dependent upon accidental circumstances, and 
supply no safe criterion from Avliich to 'judge of the rejfl 
progress of the Avork. The district Connected with this 
centre includes some large towns such as Verona, Mantua, 
and Venice. In the tAA'o first of these *there were undjer 
the Austrians large garrisons of soldiers avIiom tht^natives 
regarded AA'itli no very friendly eye, and endeavoured to 
cheat in CAcry Avay possible. The result Avas that to a 
large cxttmf they demoralized themseh'es, and^ in their ^ 
endeavour to oA’^crreach their neighbours, robbed themselves ^ 
of that Avhich is far more precious than gold. Some disap- 
pointment, if not discouragementj^has also been experienced 
through the public recantation hnd return to the Church 
of Rome of a whole family professedly converts from 
popery, the father of Avhich acted as an Evangelist. Such 
reverses arc painful ^o experience, but they answer the 
purpose of separating the chaff from the wheat, an^ 
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showing the difference between living faith and a mere 
empty profession. Mr. Bruce thus alludes to tlie mode of 
colportage in the district arfd of the measure of success 
which the men meet with : — - 

In the city itself one of ihe^colporteifrs finds a steady sale for the Scrip- 
tures, and among tlu; various classes, 'Jew and Gentile, to whom he directs 
his attention, tin; syuliers arc not forgotten. Among these he has met 
.. with some enconi agcTiictit, for he has seen them making a good use of the 
New Tesraments piirch'iscQ from liim. -At present a young man, .connected 
with the Methodist Church at P^idua, is making a special effort for the 
spiritual benefit of the military quartered in that city.* It was when a 
soldier that he came to the knowl(rflge of the Truth, and so he can the 
better s3mipathiRO Avitlithem in* the difficulties which lie in their way when 
first beginning tq enquire after the wfiy of life, or when endeavouring to 
live ^s sincere Christians. There arc few Evangelists in the Veneto, but 
from time to time wo hear of families, or of little groups of persons, who 
meet to study the Scriptures.* When at Este, the colporteur Nardini was 
reminded by a ninii tliul ho had sold a New Testament to him some time 
before. He lived in a village among the mountains, whore, be said, that 
seven or (jigl)t of them met tofiether in the evenings to read the 'Scriptures. 

Now lie wished for the entire Bible. 

‘ € 


Milan. — T^hough this ist one of the centres of your 
Society’s operations, it*'does not seem to be a centre of 
light and" life. Year after year Mr» Bruce laments the 
small'amoiint of good which results from the colporteur’s 
labours in the city. It ds not always easy to find a man 
vdio can adapt himself to the peculiarities of the district 
which is assigned' to him. Some wlio are successful in the 
country are not competent to cope with the difficulties 
which ' they encounter among a town population, and it is 
possible that in this case the labourer scarcely rises to the 
level oHii.'s v/ork. Wkhin‘’the district, liowever, the circu- 
lation has increased to a consicierable extent, having reached 
a total of 3,998 voliinies, which is in excess of the previous 
year’s issues by upAvards of 1,.‘’00 copies. ' « 

One colporteur has worked especially, among the military, 
and during the autumn when scA'eral regiments were en- 
oamped between Peschiera and Brescia, he and two others 
were sent to the neighbourhood to test the willingness of 
the men to purchase the Sgrijiturcs. The officers, however, 
refused the men permission to enter the camp, not wishing 
to have the men disturbed during their hours of rest, and 
the men thcfnselves, when met with outside the lines, pre- 
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ferred spending their money in refreshment,^ to sparing any 
portion of it, however small, for the purchase of the Scrip- 
tures. Mr. Bruce alludes Avitli*satisfaction to the portions 
which have been prepared for the Jews ip Hebrew and 
Italian. Isaiah and the Pf^lms are already in circulation, 
and he expresses a hope that the Pentateuch will soon 
issue from the press. Ohe of the colpt^eurs connected 
with Milan seeks out the Jews wherever he can find them, . 
with a view of inducing them tp purchase the Scriptures. 
The followipg instance of the value of the Word of God, 
apart from all human teaching, is recorded by Mr. Bruce : — 

I 

During a tour in the north of Italy, last autunfn, I met with some ot 
your colporteurs at Brescia, and one of these, hearing 6f my intention to 
visit Edolo, enjoined me to liiid out a family of blacksmiths residingnhere, 
whom he highly esteemed. When in Switzerland, some years ago, the 
eldest brother became the possessor of an ifld Italian Bible, published by 
the Society at Basle in 1822. Through the ^itudy of the Word he was 
brought t3 the knowledge of the Saviour. For long he stood .^lone in the 
family, but eventually Ida two brothers were induced by the colporteur 
Ogliccri himself to purchase a Bible. * Their interest in the book grcjv 
as they read it, and Irom time to time they wrote to the W^ildensian Evan- 
gelist at Brescia for an exjilanation of portions of the Scripture. They 
soon formed a little librarj'’ by purchasing ^.•arious religious books, and now 
the throe brothers ;ind a /sister liye as decided Christians.* ^hey believe 
that their fatli(3r died such, and \ow (heir concern is for their agedi mother 
who still goes to mass. 

• 

One of the colporteurs. Who has been the means of 
gathering and keeping together by his occasional visifs 
^groups of believers from whom he. receives a cordial 
welcome, and information concerning the most probable 
purchasers of the Word pf God, thus records his experi- 
ence: — • . 

This month I spent two days at Olagno, where for some time I had been 
urged to go, and was rejoiced to find so many there faithful to the Word 
of Life. I #n^t with the brethren three times, when wc read together 
various chapters from the Old and New Testament, I trust, tG» our mutual • 
edification. Together we besought the Lord of Glory that in His infinite ^ ^ 
goodness and mercy He would awaken many around us to unite with this 
little flock. I h^ive reason to think it w3l increase, for in going with ipy 
wallet from house to house I found many of both sexes whose hearts 
seemed to be prepared to receive tjio good seed, aiiiil of whom I am very 
hopeful. • • 

Writing towards the close of the year the same colpor- 
teur says: — ^ 
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At Borgosesia, Cl^valore, 6oggiola, and Serravalle, fhere are now groups 
of Bible readers, who meet together, and who are visited regularly by the 
Evangelist Signor Contini, Men and women of different classes attend the 
services, and hear with joy the good ticlings. I have been delighted to see 
the effect produced, by the reading of the Bible on the conduct of several 
whom I know in this district. At Omega there arc eight good men who 
meet together, and who have begged m^ to send the Evangelist to them, as 
many would attend ; and this I hope t& do. 

f 

■ Turin and GenoS.,— M r. Bruce is unable to furnish any 
details of interest in connection ^vith the Turin I)ep6t, 
and the colporteurs attached to it. The issues have 
amounted to 3,223 copies, y^hich show a diminution of 
upwards of 900 an the circulation of the preceding year; 
but beyond this simple fact no records are furnished either 
by the depositary or the colporteurs which serve in any 
striking manner to illuttrate the benefit of their labours. 
A number of French ^Scriptures have been circulated as 
usual among the schools^ in the Waldensian valleys. From 
tjie Dep&t at Genoa a large number of Scriptures have 
been sold to Italians emigrating to South America, where 
they hjive extensive colonies. The total sales have, how- 
ever, been far from rcadung the level of those of 1870, 
having only amounted to 2,734 volumes against 4,502. 
Parodi, the colporteur, has eontiflued his quiet and useful 
work without much interruption, and with an average 
amount of success. The following characteristic dialogue 
is' extracted from his journal : — 

Oil the f23rd of December I was going along by the wall near the; sea, when 
I saw a group of abou^ 20 porters, to whom 1 oflereJ a New Testament. 
Onf' of 'diem pui'chascd a cojiy, whilst othel's took only a Gospel. Whilst I 
was s])eakij5g sej'IOusly to them as to the use to be made of the little volumes, 
a respectable-looking man came up,« in a contomjituous manner said 
to me, * And so you have come to blind the eyes of these men. Du you 
not know that they have no need of your teaching? Thej^ have that of 
the priests.' , I replied, • If they have tlmtof the priests, how is it that they 
know nothing of the \rord of God ?’ * And you,’ said he, ‘ In what college 

have 3^^011 studied ?’ ^ I will tell you,’ I replied, ‘ if you will tell me in 

wl^at college did the Ajiostles s^dy.* lie replied, * Jesus Christ taught 
them.’ ‘Well,’ I siiid, ‘ the sanuj Saviour has taught ms by His Word, 
and so I was siiying to these 3 ’oung men that out of Jcsvis Christ tlierc is 
no salvation.’ John xiv. v. C. 

The island of Sardinia has been visited towards the 
close of the year by one of your colporteurs, who still 
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remains there, whilst another h&^ traversed the Jiiviera 
as far as the, confines of- France, but nothing worthy of 
'special notice has been recorded* by either of them. 

In the course of last autilmn the Rev. D. Miller, who 
from the time of his arrival in Genoa ha» taken a great 
interest in the spiritijal welfare of the sailors, opened a 
floating Bethel for them in the harbouBj since which he 
and others have also originated what is so much needed in . 
a foreign port, a Sailors’ Home.^ Mr! Bruce observes that 
it is a pleasing fact, that since the opening of this Home 
fewer British seamen have bjen summoned for disorderly 
conduct than before. There is a colppyteur attached to 
the Bethel who speaks four languages, and is employed in 
visiting the vessels of different nations which enter* the 
harbour. ‘ ^ 

Tuscany. — The issues for the yqp,i'from the two Dep6ts 
through which the Scriptures are distributed throughout 
Tuscany, at Leghorn and Florfcnce, show an aggregate ifi 
excess of the ch’culation of the preceding year. Leghorn 
has, however, experienced a loss, in the death of Signor 
Marianl, who Ijas Ijad ch(irge of the Dep6t' there ever 
since Tuscany was first 'Nopened to the Bible. The cir- 
culation has consequently been Umited to 1,501 copies. 
Signor Marian! ever dischlu’gcd his duties mth great 
faithfulness, and was most active and diligent in h5 
calling. His removal was sudden, .but he had long 
Tenowu and loved his Saviour, and he now rests f?x>m his 
labours. . • 

The issues, on the other hand, frqm the Flojrenqp GejfOt 
show a considerable increase, .having amounted to 7,306 
copies. Signor Fabbroni, the depositary, often finds* an 
opportunity »of conversing on religious topics with those 
who call to make enquiries concerning the Scriptures * 
which are exposed for sale, and not unfrequently to pur- ^ 
chase them. In this manner seed is sown in the minds gf 
an intelligent jelass of persons, which he hopes may yield ' 
fruit eventual/y to the gloi^of God. Hfe own account of 
some of these interviews is here ‘appended: — 

Among those who come tj the Depot I find in mtmy a love for the Truth, 
and even Jews have expressed a wish that the Bible should be widely 

• \ 
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scattered among tfie people. ' Two Hebrew women who came to buj 
Psalters also took two New Testaments to give to Italian servants of their 
acquaintance. , ^ ^ 

A poor old man from the country came to ask if our Bible was the 
same as that of the. Roman Catholics, which led to a long conversation, and 
at last he bought mi New Testament. ^However, after some time he re- 
turned it, saying that though <^he had read a good deal of it ho dare not 
keep it in his possession, so I gave himfb^ck his money. Some weeks after 
this the same old maA came again to the Depot, and when speaking with 
him of the need we all ha .i of knowing the Truth, I read to him such pas- 
sages as John xx. v. .31,' Ileb. iv. v. 12, 1.3, Rev. i. v. .3. Finally the 
power of the Word overciime the ^eluctonc^ of the poor old man, and once 
more ho accepted the Now Testament, which I know he roads regularly. 

Some other persons came from ^le country about that time and pur- 
chased a New Tcstamvfit, but I* was sorry to see throe of them return with 
the books demanding thtdr money. Such things do happen sometimes. One 
day a gentleman came to buy a Bible as a present to an Italian family. 
He made some demur about its not having tlic Apocryplia, but he took it, 
and the Ibllowing day a frienii''/)f his j)urchiised another. On one occasion 
two priests entercul the Depot to enquire about the Scriptures in foreign 
languages, and they oxpr(\s*.-ied much interest in the general work of the 
Society. After a long conversation they thanked mo and left. In the 
pieantime throe little* boys had begn watching at the door, and had heard 
what was said, so they felt encouraged to come in, and each of them 
bought a Go.sp6l. Alterwards somg of their companions Cfinie to buy one, 
and to one or two who had njj ponce I gave a portion. Very slowly tlio 
Word is makkig its way into the hospitals, the poor houses, and other 
public institiftion.s, but when that is clo^e.we must confess that it is only 
God who in His mere.y and grace e»an blc<is the weak efforts made for llis 
glory. 

«. On the whole, Mr. Bruce believes that the Bible is 
making way in Florence, and that, though the progress is 
slow, it is nevertheless such as to call for much thankful- 
ness. ‘Education is certainly advancing with very rapid 
stride, and in Florence csijccially the improvement has 
been g-K;al.*- Ten years £lgo there were not more than 
two hundred children in the Communal Schools, in which 
now there are more than ten thousand. To these must be 
added a considerable nuinher taught in prhafe schools, 
showing altogetiier an amount of instruction which, though 
its standard may not be very high, is yet valuable in 
^ving increased facility'r'for reading and understanding 
the Word of God. Youv Agent has watci^cd his oppor- 
tunity for introducing the Scriptures into schools the 
managers of which were willing to receive them, and has 
readily responded, with the cordial sanction of the Com- 
mittee, to aiiy applications which h^ has received for this 
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purpose. The Society’s i\,uxiliaiy at Florence has expe- 
rienced a serious loss in the death of its secretary, Chris- 
topher Webb Smith, Esq. Th« Rev. R. L. Tottenham has 
kindly undertaken to fill the gap thus made by correspond- 
ing with your Committee, ahd forwarding 4uch subscrip- 
tions as he is able to collect. ‘Various cirgimstances have 
prevented the usual meeting being, hejd, but the sum of 
llZ. has been remitted as a free contribution to the funds 

of the Society. * * 

» 

Ancona. — But little has to be recorded with reference 
to your Society’s work in this district. The* issues from 
the Dep6t have only amounted t,o 524 copies, and such lias 
been the difficulty in finding a colpsartenr capable of meet- 
ing satisfactorily the requirements of the office, that the 
coast of the Adriatic has remained for some time ui>visited. 
This deficiency has iiow been remedied, and a small Dep6t . 
has been established at Aqnila, under the care of the 

Wesleyan Evangelist resident there.

Kaplks. — Some additid^ial stimulus was given to the 
sales from the Naples Dep6t by the Maritime Exhibition 
which was held in that city in the course of last summer. 
Not that the sales an'cit; of a very satisfactory kind as .‘ 
regards the Italians, for few of them, were purchasers. 
Those who visited the kiosk which was erected by* your 
Society, Avith a view *of buying the Scriptures, were chiefly 
foreigners, and though the sales, of the colporteur^ wer<! 
somewhat increased, yet the gratuitous distribution of 
Portions, which was effected Avithout much discrimination’ 
by benevolent, individuals, did not lead, as was expected, 
to a more general desire for a Bible, or even for the New 
Testament. Such is frequently the result where n single 
Gospel is judiciously given, but in the present instance^ 
zeal outstripped discretion, and tpe ready argument sug- 
gested itself to the minds of the people; — ^if we have re- 
ceived a part for nothing, why neft; the whole on the same 
terms ? ’ The total issues from the Naples Depot amounted 
to 7,435 copies, which gives an increase over those of the. 
preceding year of upwards of 1,000. One of the cdfoor- * 
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teurs who has been pretty successful thus describes his 
difficulties, and the way in. which they were surmounted : — 

For the last 15^ days I have gone about offering the Scriptures in this 
city. Many at first declined even to look at them, because they were 
prohibited by their Church. *’ On this I spoke to them about the impro- 
priety of this prohibition, and often our. conversation ended in the sale of a 
Bible or New Testament. Not a few have come to me for explanation of 
* passages of Scripture, aild^ I visit in their own homes some of those whose 
acquaintance I have nlade in this way. A few days ago a gentleman came 
up to me and with no little eagerness tried to j)ersuade me that my work 
was calculated to ruin souls, as 1 should see when God calM me to account. 
He invited me to 'walk -with him, a‘'id wo conversed together in a friendly 
spirit for some time' The tord enabled me to speak to him in such a 
way that he was* satisfied at last that the work I was doing was pleasing in 
Godk? sight.

As ail instance of tlift direct influence of the Scriptures 
ill leading the sinner to the Saviour, and bringing peace 
into his soul, Colporteur J)onnorumma has furnished the 
following narrative, which Mr. Bruce has been able to 
verify : — 

IMany months ago 1 sjiokc in one of my journals of a Protestant family 
resident in Naples, and related how a New Testament which found its way 
among, them liad been blessed to tlie conversion of two or three of its 
members, and also how the daughtcr-in.ciaw, Cristina, had died a believer 
in the Lord Jesus. This said Cristina had a married sister, whoso hus- 
band was a disagreeable man. On her death -bed Cristina gave her New 
• Testament to this sister Amalia, who had occasionally heard her sister 
‘ read jjortions of it. Through this same volume the Spirit of God began to 
work powerfully on the Picart of Amalia, and it has ended in licr becoming 

true fhristian. Amid much trial her light shines. Lately her husband’s 
conduct to her has been such that she has been' obliged to leave him and 
live jodth her parents'. Surely her ])rayers on his behalf will be answered. 

One of the Neapolitan colporteurs who labours among 
•the soldiers, was mucli gratltied on one occasion to meet 
with a Christian captain who took a kindly interest in his 
work, and allowed a free access to the barracks^ which was 
a most unusual indulgence. This was the same man who 
received such cruel treatment at the hands of a priest at 
T uorigrotta, in the neig^lbourhood of Naples. Two months 
afterwards he returned to J:he same place, and not only 
experienced much sympathy from those who knew the 
circumstance, but one most respectable man urged him to 
remain there for some days, and encouraged his friends to 
•purcl;ase the Word of God. So that those who can 
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endure persecution with patience, and endure hardness ip. 
a spirit of meekness, not unfvequently receive a present 
reward. The meek inherit ‘the earth in more senses 
than one. *’ 

The islands near Naples hhve beefti visited* as usual, and 
a gentleman residing at Capri expresses liis conviction 
that some seed has fallen on good groupd, and that Satan 
has not been permitted to stifle all* its growth. Even 
Sorrento, he says, the sttronghold of the priests, shows 
signs of repcittancc, and though in the girls’ school priestly 
influence is still strong, the l^s do not permit themselves 
to be so easily led astray. * , 

Calabria is occupied by one of your colporteurs, who 
states that readers of the BiMe are to be found in aU 
the small towns. He mentions tfle case of a family of 
seven brothers, none of whom oppose the Truth, wliilst 
several of them are real Christians! The eldest lirother 
was imprisoned on account of his political views by the * 
late King Ferdinand. Partly because it was prohibited, 
and, partly to while away the tim^ he bought an Italian 
Bible for which he gave a considerable sum.* God was 
pleased to enlighten *liis •yiiderstanding as he read^ and 
when the colporteur appeared in the neighbourhood after 
his release from prison, he was the first to welcome him. 

Mr. Bruce further states that there arc ten or twelve'.* 
Albanian villages, all the inhabitants of which are well 
disposed towards the Trutli, and that at San l)eij;ietri« 
there is a college with about 200 students, among whom 
the colporteur always finds soine customers, in ajidltiow 
to receiving board and lodging free^oT expense. There is 
but little of that scepticism so common in other parts of 
Italy prevalent here. 


MALTA. 

• 

It was announced in last year’g Keport that a change* 
had taken plaftc in the management of* your Society’s 
affairs in Malta; Mr. Kirby,* the former depositary, having 
been transferred to Alexandria, and Mr. Watson, a book- 
seller m the island, having undertaken, under certain 
stipulations, to provide room in his shop for a small 

. k 2 
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of Scriptures, and to superintend their sale. Mr. Kirby 
Tvas BO active and energetie that it can scarcely be ex- 
pected that his absence should not be felt, but for this 
your Committee were to a certain extent prepared. The 
sales have fallen front 459 to 166 copies, of which the 
soldiers and sailors have been the chief purchasers. The 
■ Committee have, however, renewed their engagement with 
Mr. Watson for another year, not wishing to give up this 
little centre of usefulness if it cait possibly be retained. 

A very interesting part of your Society’s ‘'work in con- 
nection with this field cf la^iour has been the printing of 
the Gospel hy St. Matthew and the Acts of the Apostles 
in the language of the islanders. They are very poor 
and unable to purchase thd books, which, being in a clear 
bold type, are somewh.at expensive, bnt your Committee 
have willingly made 'arrant of them for free distribution. 
They are aware that the difficulties counecled 'with the 
'cultivation of this particular soil are very great, but they 
have no do-abt that even here grace will triumph if God 
will mercifully interpose. The following letter, addressed 
to your Editorial Superintendent, by Mr. G. Pratt, cannot 
but be read with interest ' ,/ 

I cannot refrain from taking the lil?erty ol addressing yon, to thank you 
»aiid your Committee for the liberal manner in which you have liecn 
pleased to supply these poor people with a first and second instalment of 
the Word of God, ‘ which is able to make wise unto salvation through ftith 
that is jn Cljrist Jesus,’ and tliat the Lord may put it into your hearts td 
press on until the whole of the New Testament is printed in the language the 
])Oor.can understand,' is my earnest j»rayer. I am deeply grateful for what 
lias been 'done, and I trust J am hot unmindful of the immense importance 
of it ; hut let me beg of you, in the ^lame of tlie liord, to ])rcss on so as to 
meet the coming want, which may be plainly seen by those who are not 
wilfully blind to tlie signs around us, and know tlie real state of things. 
Would anyone who knew Malta, say, but 14 years ago, thhik that it would 
ever bo possible to get any of these people together to read the Woi-d of God ? 
and yet I have seen two sucli meetings inniy own'house within this month ! 

. On the last occasion we did not^part till we had bent our knees together in 
*^ra} or to our common Father.^ 

The peojde- would gladly rcctive the Truth if the jiriofts would let them, 
but as their powei^'aud even the c-atward resj^ect formerly paid thcan is 
daily growing less, we may h6pe tha't the power of the Word will be 
more felt. 

I witnessed a very interesting instance of the power of the Word to 
, touch Jdie heaA only the other day. A young country woman, who was 
sellin^egga, had occasion to wait where I was for a short time, when 1 
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entered into conversation with lier on religilfi, and thyn read licr pai-t of 
Matt. vi. when she cried out, * oh how good, it has made me happy,* 
and her looks proved that she wa*a telling the truth, for tears of joy were 
chasing eacii other down her snnburAt Kheeks. Three days ago die came 
again, and after hanging around for sdme time, she said, in a very pleasing 
manher, ^ will you be so good as to read me some mo^'e out of that nice 
book ? ’ and I read to her part of Mie history of St. Paurs shipwreck, the 
latter part of which she seemed to enjoy very much, but unfortunately our 
reading W'as cut short by a persoft coming up. This is only one case of 
several. Oh the guilt of those persons who A^ould’shut out the Word 
from this people ! Our duty is clear, our path •open, our command plain. 
Prayer, much prayer, must be made, and^specially for God to raise up men 
fitted to carry oy his work ; and in their earnest, holy lives, to exemplify 
llie doctrines they teach. Let us sow the seed, the Lord will look to its 
growth, and in due time Ave shall reap if we faint not. 

There have been about 130 Gospels of 8t. Mattlfcw distributed on the 
Island, and 14 of the Acts. A most interesting cirtumsLaiice connected 
with the latter is, that they came to haijd just as our last meeting wasftbout 
to break up, and each gladly took one ; tAvo ajjeed for one each for a friend, 
and one of these two has to- day asked me for five more, to be given, as he 
told me, to persons Avho he knoAvs will read th«m. This is the very kind 
of agency That is re([uired, and it is not the first time that it has occurred. 
One of iny friends asked me for one of the Gospels for one of the Admirars 
domestics, and Avhen 1 suav him some time alter, he spoke very highly of 
it, and said that it Avas a looking-glass in Avhich he had siien himself to 
be a sinnc]', and that now he hoped to* lead a better life, for that he had 
been a very bad man. • , 

One of those Avh<i Avore,at thc^ meeting the other night, scci?ag the above 
in my hand, asked me il' 1 had V^een A^riting a sermon, and wherf I told 
him that it Avas a letter to your Society to thank you for your kindness in 
sending the Acts, A'c., he said, ‘ IIavc,you done so in our name?’ and when 
I told him 1 liad not as 1 had no authority from them to do .so, he desired, 
me to state that they deeply felt your kindness, ‘ and tell them ’ said ho ‘ to 
do ^11 Avithin their power to give us the Avholo f^f the Bible.’ I tried to 
J)er8uade him to Avrite to you liimself, but he told me that he was not abjc 
to do so on account of his imperfect knoAvledge of our tongue. I iTavc lent 
this man an English Bible, and be is repeatedly coiTiing to me to explain 
to him the meaning of some word, lie bften ;5lops up, as he tells me, tfll 
the middle of the night reading, or, prope,i*]y speaking, translating the 
Word to his Avife and children. Tliis is not altogether a singular case.# I 
know of another, Avho is amongst my oldest friends, Avho has often given 
me very iiiteA;s&ng accounts of readings that have taken place in his 
house, Avhere some of his neiglibours have been 2 >resent, the effeCt of which 
has been, that some of those who have heard him have lost confidence in • 
some of tlieir Ibriner modes of worship^ such as praying to particular 
images of the saints. Another poor felfow Avho had been inucli dij> 
turbed about the infallibility of the priesthood, caused by Avhat they had 
told him about Christ having i)romis(jd to be Avitli thdbi till the end of the 
world, had his mind completely literateif by observing, while reading St. 
Matthew’s Gospel, that Christ’s promise to be with His people is on the 
condition that they teach Ajhatsoever He has commanded. This, as he 
told me, was not pointed out to him by any man, but was shown to him by 
ihe Spirit, in answer to much pfayer. 
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NORTH AFRICA. 

Algiebs. — The issues from your Dep6t in this citjr, 
insignificant in number as they were last year, have again 
undergone a reductioii, and , have fallen from 330 to 230 
copies. These,, however, do not represent the whole cir- 
culation of this locality, as the Rev. J. B. Ginsburg, 
under whose suporifitendence the work is placed, has also 
distributed 109 Bibles and 779 Testaments, besides Por- 
tions, on account of the London Jews’ Society, of which 
he is a Missionary. Severa*! reasons are named by him as 
the probable, cause of the diminution in the sales which 
has^occurred. The first of these is the insurrection which 
commenced on the l^t of 'March, 1871, with an attempt 
on the part of the "Saharian residents at Algiers to 
slaughter the Jews, a j)lot, the embers of which, are stiU 
smouldering, and which has I’cndered colportage up the 
•country difficult and dangerous, if not impossible. The 
second is the misery and 4eath consequent upon the war, 
and the importation o^ a large quantity of Bibles by the 
troops w,hich have returned from captivity. Mr. Gins- 
burg -calculates these troops at.*'4,000, ani then supposing 
that one in four has received a copy, concludes that 1,000 
Bibles or New Testaments' have been brought by them 
"into the country, and are being bartered for food, or 
drink, or tobacco. .. But, supposing his first calculation to 
fee correct, it is not probable that men who had cai'ried 
the book so far and made some acquaintance with its 
prediouB contents, would part with it on such easy 

terms. 

•/ 

Oban. — Mr. Moses Benolicl is still retaineej as a col- 
porteur 'in the service of the Society, and has succeeded 
inputting into circulation during the past year 199 Bibles, 
115 New Testaments, ayd 1,313 Portions. In addition 
to this he has given away to destitute persons 291 copies, 
chiefly Gospels-‘-the French, soldiers having come in for a 
good share of these. The Rev. J. Lowitz, who kindly 
superintends his labours, thus speaks of the difficulties 
Tfhich he ha^ to encounter ; — ' 
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People can have no idea of the real stalfi of things in this country 
for the last year. You arc quite right in saying that man has sepa- 
rated himself from God, and the miserable specimen of humanity in 
this country seems far more alienattM than elsewhere. The Jews, Mus- 
selmen, Roman Catholics and other*, though attached to the outward 
form'fe of their respective religions and creeds, are fiilj* of prejudice and 
hatred toward each other, the fruit *of the laj:e troubles, I converse with 
these people daily on religion, and* am grieved to see how little their 
feelings are affected towards it. ? confess that it is. some consolation to 
see that Scriptures are bought hero and thei;e bjr some. As far as I can 
judge Mr. Benolicl does his duty best to preseat the Word of God to all 
classes and in every way possiWe, but tha Bread of* God is the last thing 
these carnally -ijjiinded Algerines care for. Their appetite for gain has 
enlarged in proportion to the enormous taxes which have been put upon 
them by France to pay the war expeiiics. • 

i 

Tunis. — The llev. W. Fenuor whose Mission work^still 
detains him in this locality, has continued to devote some 
of his time to Scripture distributirt^, and has succeeded in 
circulating 1G9 volumes. He does not, however, find the 
trials of liis position decrease with 'the lapse of time. On 
the contrary, he states, that were it not for the kindness 
and sympathy of Christian friends he should, ofttimes be 
tempted to despair. But he is’ borne up by the assurance 
that the Lord is on his side ; and* tlie thought that mud. 
prayer is being offered *by those who have acces? to a 
Throne of Grace nerves him to renewed energy and per- 
severance. In the capital of tthe Regency alone he reckons 
that tliere are 35,000 Jews, and his chief difficulty is, not- 
to gain a hearing from them, but to obtain protection 
land means of employment for enquinng and converted 
Israelites. Mr. Pfcnner speaks in high terms *of the 
Hebrew and English Ol’d Testament, lately printed 
Vienna. He doubts whether it ^ife possible to produce 
anything to surpass it in beauty, and, as far as he has 
seen, in correctness also. The encouragement which this 
earnest Missionary meets with is not great, but tjie Word 
and example of his Lord and Master are a sufficient war- • 
rant to him to labour on in faith. He says : — 

My duty, however, is plain — to preacl^ the Word in season and out 6f 
season, and I leafe my Committee under Divine guidance to retain me 
here, or allot me another sphero of activity. I feel more and more the 
want of Christian Society, but this I must be willing to sacrifice for the 
sake of the benighted Israelites of Tunis, in anticipation, and oh, how 
sweet will be the realisatioil, of that blissful reunion before the throne of 
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God and the Lapib, yrherdi we Bliall go no more out for ever ! How 
welcome the thought that we shall then have fought our last battle with 
infidelity and superstition, and that the mouth of every reviling Jew and 
scoffing Mohammedan will be fot'evbr stopped ! 

• TURKEY. , 

There is no agencj; within the vast circle of your Society’s 
operations the requirements of which are more calculated 
to try the faith and exercise the patience of him who 
superhitends it, than that which has been assigned to Dr. 
Thomson, and whose "duties he has so efficiently dis- 
charged. Iiven'‘before it Avas enlarged by the addition of 
Egypt and S)'^ria, the A’aried character of its inhabitants, 
and the numerous laq^ii.ages in Avhich it was necessary to 
supply the Scriptures find to conduct the correspondence, 
were no slight tax ‘upon his mental energies;, and the 
growing importance of these tAvo countries, and the neces- 
• sity of actiA'c efforts to Supply their wants, cannot but 
contribute .matcrisilly to tlje increase both of anxiety and 
toil. Dr. Thomson, hpAvever, does not shrink from the 
responsibility Avhich his enlarged sphere, of duty entails. 
He has confidence in the. power of God’s Word, not only 
to ameliorate the condition of man intellectually, morally, 
and socially, but to msikc him wise unto Salvation ; and 
-he has faith in t^ie promise of God that His Word shall not 
return unto Him ,A'oid. That in taking a general survey 
of his district there is to be seen a growing appreciation 
of the Word of (lod as aa^cII as a marked increase of its 
hiflcicnce uj^on those to vrhom it is sent and by whom it 
is read. Dr. Thomsson ,has, no doubt. Cloud, s, however, 
not unfrequently intervene to throw their shade over the 
landscape, and bring a corresponding anxiety* tp the heart 
of him who longs for sun.shine to brighten all its features. 
To some of these he briefly alludes when he mentions the 
illness of Mr. Tabory, o^ Seraievo, the unaA oidable deten- 
lion from his Avork of Mr. Krzossa, of Bulgaria, and the 
retirement fi-oms- the service of the Society of Mr. Treiber, 
of Scutari, leaving the vhst Province of Albania for some 
months Avithout superintendence. In addition to these 
drawbacks, ^e influence of the Fra'aco- Prussian war con- 
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tinned to be severely felt during tA*e first bblf of tlje year, 
and during the remainder, the prevalence of the cholera 
in the capital, not only inteiFposed a barrier to the sale 'of 
the Scriptures within the (Aty; but, through the qua- 
rantine regulations, rendered the dispatch’ of them into 
the provinces more ^ifficulf and* expensiVe. Nor have 
these causes been inoperaftive. In some sections of the 
district they have produced stagnation.^and in others retro- , 
gression ; and yet, as regards the agenfcyflt large, the report 
is of a most satisfactory character, and Dr. Thomson ex- 
presses his conviction that the unfavourable circumstances 
to which he has referred are only temporary, and that 
there are influences at w'ork which with tfie Uessing of God 
cannot but be productive of the most beneficial results. 

That a considerable increas’e wqpld be exhibited in the 
issues of the past year was to be expected. ’ The addition 
to thcniL of the Scriptures sold in J^^^ypt, the opening of a 
l)ep6t in Alexandria, and the employ'ment of a larger staff 
of colporteurs, one of Avhom has been stationed in Old 
Servia, one in Lower Egypt, an/1 another in the 'Lebanon, all 
tended to the enlargement of yoiy circulation, and helped 
to give a fresl\impy]se to, your work. Somd volunteers, 
too, may justly claim t-.\ shanc the joy of such success. 
One of these has been at Avork, in Alexandria, and the 
other at Bucharest, and bdth have reaped an abundant 
harvest. Dr. Thomson is most anxious to enlarge the 
agency of colportage, and just at the, close of the year he 
has found suitable men for Jerusalem and Nazaretjb. No 
colporteur has yet been fqmid for Greece,^thougli some time 
has elapsed since permission Avaa giv,en to engage one, fV-hflst 
one who had the Greek Islands assigned to him as his 
sphere of labour, and Avho commenced operations in Smyrna 
and its vjpinity, drcAv back after a month’s trial, when he 
found that he had to endure the ‘reproach o( Christ.’ • 
He had not w'ell counted the cost. At Damascus the* 
same difficulty has been expeijenced, but the brethren 
there feeling jthe importance of. the work, and anxious to • 
avail theAelves of the liberal aid Avhiclf your Agent was 
authorizeefco offer them, have just made a proposal which 
may be found to meet the necessities of the case. It is 
the special prerogatil^e of the Lord of the harvest to sejid 
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forth labourer into the harvest, and though God’s gra- 
cious providence must not supersede the diligence of His 
creatures in seeking out, acid calling into action, aU avail- 
able means, yet it is well to bear in mind the lesson of 
prayer inculcated by the great husbandman, when, under 
similar circmn'stances, 'He exclaimed, ‘ The harvest truly 
is great, but the labourers are few.’ 

Having thus m/vde,. brief allusion to his causes of 
anxiety and his grounds of encouragement. Dr. Thom- 
son proceeds, ivith heartfelt gratitude to God, to report a 
gross increase of 8,105 copies on the issues of his agency 
during the past year, and of 6,038 copies on the circula- 
tion etfected through the more immediate instrumentality 
of the Society within tlie same period. The following 
statistics, and your Agent’s own observations concerning 
them, are best given fh the clear and concise form in 
which he has furnished them : —

There is thus brought out the enoouraging fact, that while the sister 
•'Bible Societies have increased their purchases irom us during the past 
year to the extent of not less than 2,067 copies, the issues by this Society's 
own agency have increased by 6, *038 copies, or more than one-third, while 
the sum realised from the sales oPthe nett issues has increased likewise in 
the same proportion. * Upon this latter fact your Agent is disposed to put 
no small importance. For while 'it is doubtless true that occasions will 
arise in which the gratis distribution of the Holy Scriptures may be as 
imperatively called for as that of food during a famine, such exceptional 
occurrences ought not to constitute more than a fractional part of the 
oirculati(9^a of the Scriptures in any country. That land must be in a 
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moBt unsatisfactory and critical condition ifhose population are to any 
considerable extent dependent for daily food on tiie charity^ of their 
neighbours, and it is an equally unfavourable sign of the moral and 
spiritual condition of a nominally €hfJbtian people, when they are so 
indifferent to the value of the Word of God, as to be unwilling to purchase 
it fot themselves, -even at the low prices at which it is yffered to them by 
your Society. The gratis distribution durir]g the past# year amounted to 
487 copies, exceeding by 208 that of the previous year, and as the full 
proportionate increase in the proceeds realised is nevertheless maintained, 
it follows that the average price of the booljs sqjd during the past year 
was higher than during 1870. Such was really the case, the Bulgarian 
and Grasco-Turkish Bible haling been# published* during the past year 
for the first tim^, as well as the Rouman Bible issued complete for the first 
time in one volume by this Society. And hence in conformity with this 
the number of Bibles issued exceedi by 2,479 copies the corresponding 
number of 1870. ♦ 

Lastly, if we deduct from 6,038, which is the increase *on die Society’s 
nett issues during the past year, 1,416 copies disseminated in Egypt, 
which can scarcely be said to have been inchj^ed in the area of circulation 
for 1870, we have 4,622 copies, representing the increased issues within 
the same limits as in the previous year. For tjiese tokens of success Ictus 
* thank GdQ, and take courage.’ • » 

Dr. Thomson next furnisbos a more interesting table 
showing the various languages into which these issues are 
divided, and the numerous Aationalitics to whom the 
waters of life flow through the Instrumentality of your

It is impossible to read, much less to compile, such a 
table as the foregoing, which records results that have 
absorbed the earnest tiiought, the anxious care and the 
watchful 'labour of a Avhole year< without 'the mind being 
home along upon a stream of thought, the chief ingredients 
of which are wonder, gratitude, and praise. A whole 
-volume might easily be compiled from the materials which 
the Turkish ageficy alone supplies, and it would conduce 
much to the intere'st and completeness of your Report tc 
give ilnabridged extracts from Dr. • Thomson’s corres- 
pondence which,' for convenience sake, it is necessary to 
curtail. Those, however,' that are printed have reference 
to, the most salient topics, and serve to indicate both the 
value and the vastness of his important wo^k. The fol- 
lowing are some of his thoughts upon the languages and 
nationalities referred to in the preceding table : — 

First in order, and on many accounts entitled to a large share of our 
t^mpathies, stand the Albaniaif’ issues, in which the extensive circulation 
effected in recent years presenvs a striking contrast to the insigniticant 
numbers of former times, and leads to the hope that the Albanian j>cople 
have at last resolved to introduce the use of their own vernacular as the 
medium of education. The Gheg circulation is less indeed by 122 than it 
was in 1870, but when it is added, that, literally, every copy of every 
book that could4)e spared has been sold off, tHe limited circulation need be 
?io disccanxigement. On the other hand, theTosk circulation of 7 11, exhibits, 
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in contrast with the 60 of 1870, the difference between the new'^nd the 
old rate of sales, and encourages lis to expect, that as the Tosk dialect is 
spoken by a larger population than theiGheg, which is better supplied with 
schools and foreign literature, so wlien once the demand for Albanian 
literature shall have taken root, a large supply will b^* required in that 
dialect. How needful Christian edu^tiod is for the All^anian nation, the 
troubles of tlie past year but too conclusively show. Arabic appears in 
force, not only as being the language of Egypt, now included in this agency, 
but owing to the increased circulation effected^ in J^'^ria 'through colportage 
and the aid of Christican friends. The circulation of Armenian editions 
having fallen, practically, ver^ much iijto the hahds of the American 
Mission, our issyes exhibit a decrease in each department except that 
of Ararat, in which our new edition of the New Testament, accompanied 
'with the ancient Armenian and rcfcreifces, l^s secured an increase of 175, 
the nett decrease on all being 521, which may be® said to be the only 
unpropitious item that appears in this list. The large irferease of 1,547 
copies exliibited by the Bulgarian is most encouraging, and is effsily, 
though not exclusively, accounted for* by tljp publication of the entire 
Bible with references, in royal 8vo., during fhc past year.* Though sold at 
an average price of about seven shillings, t][|C circulation has amply 
demonstrated the reverence and love Avhich»the people enterta/n foi- the 
Word of God, and their earnest search after the Truth. But it is in the 
Greek issues that the grand advance is foftnd, which gives its pre-eminently * 
hopeful character to the circulation of the past year, an increase of no less 
than 8,151 copies being exhibited by the issues of 1871 over those of 
1870. As indicating a proper attention io the study of the ancient 
language, and especiidly the div,iiic original, the incrcaac? gf 75 in the 
ancient Greek issues is not to bo overlooked ; and equally gratifying, though 
in a different way, is the increase of 279 copies in the Greco-Turkish circu- 
lation among the uplands of Asia Minor, where, through force of circum- 
stances, the Greek lias given place to the Turkish language. But it is in the 
modern Greek issues that the large increase of 2,779, is <)xhibi ted, and it is 
imdoubb’dly to them that w’e must look as the index of the general [)ro- 
gress of the people in the knowledge and love of tlie Truth. ^ 

Encouraging as tliis and accompanied, as 'wc sliiill see, by very 
evident indications of the poNver,of the Trutli, it istbiit the beginning of 
■what is still needed before the Word of -God sliall be introduced into the 
liornes of the wdiole Greek i)eopIe. Constantinople alone should absorb 
annually as large an amount as our entire present circulation ; and thoygh 
it has not been honoured to take the lead in this most hopeful movement, 
ivc trust it ingyhot long hesitate to follow' the example of Mitylene and 
iSmyrna. Every one must mark wdrh* interest the circulation of* the Word 
of Life among the people of Israel, the very parties from whom we our- • 
selves received it, though they are still blind to its priceless vfilue. The 
increase of *110, in copies containing merely 4he Hebrew text, is no very grdbt 
cause for gratulatipn, except as indicatingwi zeal for mainbiining education 
in the s<icred language. Far more encouraging are®the items oJ 46 of 
increase in the Juda-o- Spanish, find of* 2] in Hebrew with German. 
The former is particularly valuable, and is occasioned by the pub- 
lication of the Pentiiteuch, accompanied by a Spanish translation by 
the Rev. James Christie, of the Church of Scotland Mission, which, fgr 
its accuracy, clearness, and schollirly character, is entitled to high coramen-> 
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dation. The whole Bible is now lar advanced in the same style, and wa 
look forward to its publication as an invkluableboon tothe Judfeo-Spanish 
population of this empire. • ' ' 

In Human there is exhibited only the slight increase of 39 copies, 
which gives no id^a of the encouragement really presented by the Society’s 
work in that country. , ^ 

The circulation in Servian exhibits an increase of 203, which is princi- 
pally to be acc()untcd for by the labours of the Society’s new colporteur, 
Mr. Heringcr, in tJie easjtern, part of Old Servia, and powerfully suggests 
the necessity of providing for the circulation of the Scriptures in the 
remaining districts of that region, which encircles the modern principality, 
but is still under the direct authority of the Sultan. L^st, but not least, 
the Turkish in the Arabic character, exhibits the highest figure that has 
been attained for the last eigh^- yeaifs. Undoubtedly, no small portion of 
these liooks were boufjht to be used as text books in Christian Schools, 
but it is equally certain that a much larger number than in former years 
have* found their way into the liomes of our Moslem brethren. Tlie 
increase of 1C6 copies is ej^reinely encouraging, when it is considered 
how nitiny obstaciej^ stand iri\jie way of the enquiring Mussulman, both 
from th(i watchful jealousy , of his brethren, and the repressive policy of the 
govcrnniovt. Yet who can* tell how many hearts among 'Jiat sober, 
thoughtful, domestic people, may not be aching with the tortures of unccr- 
’cainty of all the groat questions of human destiny, and eagerly waiting 
for some gliTn]>se of that heavenly light and truth which the Bible alone 
can reveal to them.

In furnishing these particuhirs, Di*. Thomson passes in 
review the labours of the Kev. Dr. Ijiiggs, of the American 
Mission, whdfee engagement with, your Society came to a 
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close upon the completioij of the Bulgarian Beference 
Bible. Possessing a talent for,tlif acquisition of languages 
and a mind enriched with th£ stores of an accurate and 
extensive scholarship, he has superintended the translation 
of the Old Testament and the revision of the New with a 
well-balanced judgmeilt apd a reverence for the sacred 
text which have been most conducive to success. Dr. 'Long, 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church* wlio had for several 
years been resident in 1^ Astern Bulgaria and was to a great 
extent associated with Dr. Higgs in his labours, rendered 
essential service in the prepsA’atiipi of what was substan- 
tially a fresh translation of the New •Testament, and 
Dr. Riggs having in the meantime revised the Old Testa- 
ment, a work has been produced which has been received 
throughout Bulgaria with gratitude'*and adiiriration. 

The translation of the Old Testament into Turkish, 
upon which Dr. Schauffler has foi' many years been en- 
gaged, has advanced as far as the Prophet Jeremiah, and* 
will be sent to press as soon as the Book of Ezekiel is 
completed. 

In reviewing more minutely tile details of* the year’s 
operations. Dr. Thoirtson uo’unnences with * ; 

C0X.STANTINOPLE. — 'riierc are Here a central Depot in 
Stamboul and two ,sub-l)cp6ts in Pera, whilst a single col- 
porteur divides his time betwecji the city’and the port, the 
total circulation for tlie year has amounted to 2,35^ 
volumes, being less ’by 345 than that of the preccdiiig one. 
A double cause is assignbd ibi; this deficiency, first* the 
prevalence of cholera by which, for’ several months. Mis- 
sionary eflForts were paralyzed,’ and secondly the robbery 
by Cii’cassiap brigands of col])orteur Goldstein when en- 
gaged in his annual tour in the surrounding couutjy. The 
authorities professed an anxiety to discover and jjunish • 
the offenders, but though they wei’e identified and broug^jit 
before the courts of justice, nothing satisfactory haS 
resulted from the prosecution. ’Jdiis robbai’y was the more 
vexatious, as it took place •immediately after a most suc- 
cessful tour in Silivri and Chorlu, where all classes of the 
population had purchased freely. His sales for the year 
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amounted to i,078 copies. Dr. Thomson furnishes the 
following incidents connected with his work : — 

As in former years, he A'isited theCrre€;k Theological Seminaiy at Halki, 
one of the Princ^^ Islands, and met with a very cordial reception. Being 
asked, on one of kis visits. w,liy the Society sold the Scriptures so cheap, 
he replied, ^ out of love to Jesus and the souls of men.’ ‘ I believe it,V 
replied one of the students, ‘ lor these* books contain the pure Truth of 
God, which is tlie only \viie bond of union ; and that Trutli I long for, and 
hope one day lo attain ^to it.’ Being asked what was tlie difference 
between Lutlieranisni,* Calvinism, and Catholicism, he replied, ‘ the two 
former seek to restore the light of Divine Truth, which, has been hid by 
the latter under the bushel of human teaching. Hence,’ he added ‘ the 
Bible Society naturally conneets itself with the labours of the former, as 
their aims arc identifcal.’ This explanation was confirmed l)y the Vicar, 
who encouraged *the students to purchase, and himself took charge of ten 
copidS, to dispose of to any who might wish for them, in the interval between 
that and his next visit. * Q^e day,’ Goldstein n‘lates, ‘ I was accosted in 
Germaii, at Tophan(ih, by a T?f(‘ck priest, who had studied first at Halki, 
and afterwards at Berlin, where he had taken a full theological course, and 
then returwed to this city. Kcre he preaches in four difleren'i churches, 
not, however, to teach the people saint worship, or amuse them with 
fabulous legends, but to jiroclairn the doctrines of tlic Gospel, and urge 
the j)eople to aeareli the 8erij)tures, whether these things he not so. This 
I know to be the fact, from the articles that are from time to time inserted 
in the local papers, criticising^ unfavourably, his sermons.’ Space forbids 
me relerring to his eminent success at Silivri arid Chorlu, but in regard to 
the liUBsian war vessels in the port, Gf^fdstein reports that his work is 
greatly retarded by the frecpient changes that are made in the ofiioers, so 
that he has to gain a new pcrinis.sion ,to sell the Scriptures, even in vessels 
in which he Wfus well known and valued. On one of his visits, the captain 
said he would not permit him to come on board, unless he would promise 
to sell cheaper to the saijors of the fleet than to others. This, (xoldstcin 
replied that he had no authority to do; but suggested, that it was better' 
the saiIo?3 and marines should buy books of wh.)lesonie instruction, than 
squander their moncy^n intoxicating liquors. To this the captain assented, 
aild permitted Goldstein to go on boaul. Being afterwards shown a Mew 
Testament, he offered less thap its for it, and as he declined to give 

moi:e, Goldstein presented him with tht book, lie accej)ted it, but shortly 
afterwards brought the ])rice. lie has since been very kind, and has 
]*epeatedly asked Goldstein to partake ^f refreshment. Anh)thcr captain 
asked him 'co bring large type Tesfcinients for the sailors who could read 
but imperfectly, and a third pointed out to your col[)ortour groups of the 
sailors hero and there, trying to read, and observed, ‘these men require 
primers as well as New Testailients,’ a remark which exactly applies to 
many districts of this country. *

No public meeting of tic ‘Auxiliary has been held this 
year, but the usual collection has been made, and the 
pupils of the Free Church Missiqn Schools for Italian 
Jewesses, th^ Haskioy British School, the school kept by 
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tlxe Missea Walsh, and the SabbaAi SchooJs of the Rev. 
Mr. Millingen, have contributed largely. Dr. Thomson 
pays a tribute of regard and esttitem to the memory of Miss 
Walsh, whose death he recorSs. For nearly a quarter of 
a century she has afforded the children of the residents 
of Pera, both native ai^d British, a sound Scriptural educa- 
tion. Her efforts have been largely appreciated, and the 
fruits of her labours will yet be developed in the Christian ' 
character of her former jjupils. , ’ •

Rumelia — AncientThrace andi^^acedonia present a large 
field in which to labour for the diffusion* of God's Truth, 
but inasmuch as other Societies are working successfully 
there, your Agent has preferred to leave them in sole pos- 
session of the district. lie thus raftrs to the subject, and 
to the improved prospects of internal communication in a 
country hitherto most difficult of access : — • 

As cxpLiined in formor years, ancicnt*Tlirace is occupied exclusively by’ 
tlic Aiiiericaii Mission ; and Macedonia by the Scottish IJational Bible 
Society, whoso colporteur has continued liis useful labours with cncou- 
raging success, under the care of the Eov# P. Crosbie, of^ Salonica, hia 
sales amounting to 404 co|no8. Besides tliese, however, Mr. Crosbie sold, 
in Salonica for this Society* 58 cbpies, which represent the only operations 
of the Society in these extensive provinces. It is much to be desired that 
the system of railways now in progress in* these lands, may z'cndcr them 
both more accessible and secure; develop their resources, and promote 
the di (Fusion of civilization and knowledge. In particular, the oi)ening of 
these lines will facilitate immensely the establishment of colporbige in the 
^uth and west of Old Servia ; an interesting region, but one into which 
the cost and difficulty o£ tnansporting books has hitherto prevented the 
extension of the operations of tlici Society. A few ^months may greatly 
alter the case. ■* ^ *

Bulgaria. — Your Agent has no wish to speak to the 
disparagement of other faithful labourers when he testifies 
that there is no portion of hisiiistrict in which the* energy, 
fidelity, and Christian character of his subordinates are 
developed more satisfactorily thqp in this important pra* 
vince. Mr. Kutschewsky has chaise of the principal Dcp6t 
at Rustchuck, and, in addition to supplying the wants of 
the colporteurs, he has fouhd tiftie for an extensive tour, 
in the course of which a large number of Scriptures were 
distributed. Two colporteurs were at work during tibe^ 
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whole year, arid another who had obtained leave to ^Tsit 
his home in East Prussia, but from various reasons was 
detained on the frontier, and only returned in June, has 
since that period been pursuing his calling with his usual 
success. On liis return from «Jas8y in the course of last 
summer, Dr. Thomson had ‘the opportunity of visiting 
Rustchuck, and holding personal intercourse with these 
' good men. One of thfem he had not seen before, and he 
was glad to be able to verify the fevourable opinion which 
he had formed of him from his correspondence and tlie 
result of his labours. The t^tal circulation of the province 
has amounted to- 3,135 copies, which gives an excess of 
783 over thd' issues of the previous year, and this it is 
expected is only preparatory to a similar increase during 
the coming year. *■' 

Regular re|X)rts of the coljrorteur’s labours arc received 
by Dr. Thomson evcry<>month. Of these he has furnislied 
the following brief abstract : — 

Starting froiii homo as soon as, travelling bccamo practicable, Kdinger 
proceeded by rail to Chernavoda, and thence by llirsova, Matchiri, Cherna, 
and Cataliii tf^TultsLa, where hio was interested in the religious awakening 
that hafl api'iearod among the Polish and Ifuasiai?- strangers. He next pro- 
ceeded to ISilistria, where he sold. 5 1 copies in many difTcrent languages, 
and amongst others a Turkish ^^estiinient to a Bulgarian priest, who wished 
to present it to the Cadi, or Moslem yudge of the city. At Tuturkhan he 
sold 42 copies, and at a fair held iii its vicinity CO more, but he reports 
that he generally finVls such fairs unsuitable for religious conv(*rsation, 
men’s minds being mostly loo much engrossed with buying and selling and 
^ttiiig gain. Returning home for supidies he was interested to find a Jew 
opposing the idolatrous worship of Mary, by comparing her to the shell ol‘ 
the pearl mussel, not intrinsically more jirocious than others, but deriving 
all its value from the ex(juisitc beauty and purity of something developed 
within it, though of foreign origin. lie next visited Bazarjik, where he 
fonrid the priest and teacher very friendly, and passed on to Baltjik and 
Medjidioh, where, owing to tlie preponderance of Tartars, he did not sell 
more thai\ 46 copies. Proceeding next to Babadagh, lie mflfc witli a most 
friendly reception from the teacher, 'but found mo.st ol* the people engaged 
in field work, and hence his sales were limited ; but at Catalin he was 
dilighted with the joy expressed by a Bulgarian priest at having it in 
his power to purchase the wfiblc Word of God in his own language. 
Though he appears , to have visited several places nioii than once, he on 
every occasion disposed of some copies of the Scriptures, and towards the 
close of the year he records his '"gratitude at being necessitated to go by a 
cireuitous route to Bazarjik, as he thus sold not a few copies in two 
large villages he had never before visited. There is no town of great size 
. in this district, ifnd the stale of cdiication^is backward, hence Mr. Edinger’s 
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success in disseminating 890 copies may be Sited as a |ood illustration of 

what Dr. Chalmers called ‘ the power of littles.’ 

Of another colporteur, Dr. Thomson writes : — 

» 

Heringer first visited Rasgrad and Shumla, meeting & both with signal 
success, and then proceeded to his new residence of Lompalanka, a good 
way up the Danube, where He disQo^d in eight days of 162 copies in the 
town and villages, had much profitable conversation with thrf people, 
and heard many thanks and prayers offered fdr tji6 Society. At Berkovitz 
lie met with much hostility at first from both Jews and Bulgarians, and at 
Sofia he had to quit his room in the inn loecause the landlord would havo 
no lodger who abstained from wine and brandy. But he was most kindly 
entertained by a Protestant Biilgarian,iwho would accept no remuneration, 
and with whom he had much delightful lellowship.f Sofia is a station of 
the American mission, and Heringer enjoyed exceedingly his intercourse 
with the brethren. Kc sold there 67 copies, and then returned by P.rot, 
Nisha, and Widdiii Avhero on this and a somcwJiat later visit he disposed 
of 260 copic.s. The arrival of the new Biilg^’An Bibles excited here much 
interest, but for a time the absence of the Apocrypha was considered a 
fatal fhnv, ^ill some were bold enough to begin *to piwchasi.*, anc^ then the 
work pro(;cedod well. Purraiing his course inland he sold Bibles at Pirot 
to the bishop and three priests, as well •as 06 volumes in tlie town, but * 
found that many of tlie priests could not read well. At Nisha he sold 47 
copies in eight days, and was much interrsted in the grief of a poor Roman 
Catholic woman at tlie lo.ss of* her V.an Ess Jlible, which had been taken 
from her by tluj ]iri( 3 st. The priest, she said, had torn away H piece of her, 
heart. She rcfiised’to bu^ a copy*ol' Luther's translation, but saidlif she 
could get another copy of tlie \hm Ess Bible, she would take good care that 

the priest should not lay his hands on it. «

The followiiifij is exti’actcd by Thpmsoii from the 
journal of the Depositary : —

Kutschewsky mentions a Bulgarian printer wlio sought to compel him 
to take back a Bulgarian TesfcuiienL and Psalms purchased some Jime 
before, but who was ]u-evailcd on to takj other books in exchange for if. 
The same pci-son came afterwards to the Depot in quest of the Pilgrim’s 
Progress, but not finding it tliere was Induced to purchase two volumes 
of the Old Testament. By lliis time he had become quite friendly, 
and spoke of ^hef pleasure with which he had read the New Testament. 
Kutschewsky’s tour was to Ternova, Bahovitza, and Laskovitz. * He met 
with much success, and in general found the teacliers very friendly ; but 
in one instance the rector of a public school had studied at Belgrade, gud i^ 
order to oppose him not only pointed out iwpignificant differences between** 
the Slavic text and^tlie new Bible which followed the Textus Reccptiis, 
but had recourse fi*cely to atheistic ai^uments — tactiJb which the Greek 
Church seems to have borrowed in'*this cifse from the Jesuits. Ho suc- 
ceeded, unfortunately, in stopping the sales for a time. Kutschewsky 
rcport.s, however, that amid much fanaticism and ungodliness he found a 
growing intelligence and esteehi for the Word of God, and that several wercs^

desirous to purchase Bibles, but from dulness of trade could not aiford the 
means at that time. > 

Rumania. — The two 'Principalities of Wallachia and 
Moldavia, no^ known by the name of Rumania, are said 
by Dr. Thomson to prtJsenb. a field of labour for your 
Society, calling for the most earnest attention. The popu- 
lation's considerable, amounting to four millions. The 
general feuture.s of the country are those of modern civili- 
zation, and great' efforts are being made for the extension 
of education and the well-being of the community. It 
cannot indeed be denied that its moral tone is low, and 
the outbursts of 'cruelty of which the poor Jews have been 
the victims, ‘leave a foul blot in the history of its people, 
which is a sore disgrace.. Rut the lower their state of 
degradation, .tlie moto welcome the signs of moral and 
spiritual progress tp which the large circulation of the 
Scriptures amongst 'ihem bears undoubted testimony. 
.Their starting point it must be remembered Avas not a 
very promising one. Their country seems to have been 
regarded originally as a kind of penal colony of the Roman 
Emigre, Avhich at the 'time of the Conquest of Dacia was 
itself suilk in the deepest degradation. Trodden down b}' 
successive hordes of invaders afid a continual bone of con- 
tention amongst its powerful neighbours, it has been 
scourged and corrupted by the military occupation of each 
of them in turn. " These are palliating considerations Avhen 
judging the condition of a people Avhose advantages have 
been fcAV, but who are noAv making sure, if slow, progress 
^long a more e?xcellent way than any Avhich they have 
yet trodden, 

, The central Depbt for these Principalities is at Bucha- 
rest, though of late the Depot at Jassy, under the care of 
Mr. Scharschmidt, has assumed a special importance from 
the fact that the Society’s translation of. the Old Testament, 
as well as the last edition of the New, and two editions of the 
-Ps: dins, have all been pivnted in that city, an honour which 
is being contintied still, Isince revised editions of the Avhole 
Bible, one with and the other .Avithout references, arc being 
carried through the press there, under the editorial superin- 
tendence of the Rev. W. Mayer. It is satisfactory to know 
chat this verfion, notwithstanding some imperfections Avhich 
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are unavoidable in early efforts, has been ntoat favourably 
received, and is regarded its a precious gift to the nation. 

The total circulation of tfie* ‘district has amounted to 
4,010 volumes, in various languages, Avhich shows a 
decrease on that of the previous'ycjir of llil. If, however, 
the comparison is made between the issues of merely 
Koutnan Scriptures, the increase on these amounts .to 476 
volumes. The Rev. F. (1. Kleinhdnu ‘still continues his 
hearty co-operation with the Society," and the cordial 
thanks of tha Comniittee are due to him, as well as to the 
Rev. ]\Ir. Xachim, Jewish !M,issionary at Botushani, Mr. 
Ivelemen of Braila, and Mr. Beaumont of Bucharest, for 
the valuable aid wliich they have afforded*. Tt is gratify- 
ing to find that the benevolent, o})jcct of the Society meets 
mth the hearty approbation of t4e*people of Bucharest. 
Xo opposition is experienced either^ from the priests or 
monks, J^ome of whom are frequent customer!?, at the 
Depot and manifest a very /riendly spirit. A large, 
number of Rouman New Testaments are sold to the pupils 
at the gymnasia ; and it is pleasant to find tllat there is 
only one school in the town frcmi which the Bible is 
exclmlcd, whilst it is used* as a text book in the normal 
training school for teacher^). This fact is full of hope, as is 
the assurance that the labouring classes receive the Bible 
with the greatest delight : it is now, as it was in our 
Lord’s day, ‘ the common people heard Mm gladly.’ Col- 
porteurs Manz and Goldstein have both been very suc- 
cessful in their sales; the former, though cncoufttering 
much ribaldry and scorn, yet in one* town sold^220 
copies, whilst the latter disposed of *323 volumes in three 
months. He is a Jewdsh proselyte, and with all the zeal 
of a new convert goes from house to house, urging all 
to study "the Bible and follow its precepts. To some 
soldiers, who said they needed military regulations and , 
not the Bible, he replied that there was no contradiction 
between their duty to their eai»thly and their heavcrfly 
commander ; they must render “to Caesar^ the things that 
are Caisar’s, and to God the fliirigs that are God’s. 

The western half of Wallachia has been allotted to Col- 
porteur Gottfried, who still maintains a high position as an 
intelligent and succe’ssfvl labourer. The population" ^s 
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very scanty, aid the district so extensive and ill-supplied 
with roads and means of transif, that a period of nearly 
three years is necessary to ipake the tour of the whole of 
it; nor does past experience encourage the hope that a 
more frequent [visitatiop "iVould repay the trouble. Morals 
are at a very low ebb, and the clergy are but too fre- 
quently on the same level with' those to whom they ought 
• to be examples botli.iri faith and practice ; or, when this is 
not the ease, arc but blindi leader* of the blind. Colpor- 
teur (jiottfricdthus describes a pastoral visit paid by one of 
the lietter order of priests 

The peasant is tlionghtful, wishes education for liis family, and is re- 
spectoble in his clepoftmenl., and devout in his feelings. He has bought a 
copy 'of the Now Testament, wliicli lie has carelulJy placed behind a 
picture of his patron Saint, i«: front of which he keejis a taper constantly 
burning.' His priest visits him once a month to collect his fees, and 
sprinkle the lamily in jctiirn with holy water, or perform some other 
equally eflicacioua rite. 11ie'poas;int assembles his household, aiid receives 
the priest with marked icvercncq, who at once ])erforins the ceremony 
proper ibr the occasion, lie is then most probably shown the Nenv Tes- 
tament, and if die be one of the bettor class, and can afford the lime, he 
will probably read a ‘ Gosjiel ’ or an ‘ Epistle,’ and oIiIt some explanatory 
remarks, if he*thinks his hcardi’s unable to understand the meaning. But 
most probably on concluding, ho will tcU the peasant, that ho must not 
read tliat book, he is too great avsinnci^and so, all crossing themselves, 
and repeating Ju/n’e ekmm ‘ Lord have mercy upon us,’ they kiss the book 
and return it to its place. 

Colporteur Binder has prosecuted his labours in South 
Moldavia with mi,K)h success, having sold 837 volumes.^ 
He states that a great change is visible^ in the Jewish com- 
munity of Galatz, among whom he meets with courtesy 
iifstciid of scoj’ii, as forineriy, and to some of whom he not 
unfrcqucntly sells the New* Testament. The Greeks, on 
the' other hand, remain as fanatical as ever, and refuse to 
admit the Scriptures into their schools. The Rvssians are 
looking forward with great ‘anxiety to ]the completion of 
‘ the Bible in their native language, having received so large 
H 5)roportion of it. The '..use of French, which has been 
the channel through whCch a vast amouqt of debasing 
literature has bfeen admitted ^to the country, has been 
discoutinued in their seminaries. In Upper Moldavia, Mr. 
Scharschmidt, notwithstanding many difficulties through 
t^c interruption of railway comm'anication, consequent 
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upon the floods, has met with much encom^agemeni^ Dr. 
Thomson thus describes his labours and their results : 

Mr. Scharsclimidt testifies to the. cordial reception which the entire 
Biblc» in one volume meets with from the general population. He men- 
tions with great satisfaction the sa^ of fi supply of New Testaments and 
Psiilms to a female boardi^g-schoo] in Ja&yy and states that tlie pupils 
are daily instructed out of the Sacked Oracles. He found also a very cordial 
reception for the revised New Testament in 8vo. with references at the 
Theological Seminary at Hush. As usual Mr. ^ctiarsclimidt lias diligently * 
visited the whole territoiy al^tted to lym, and scAit notices of whatever 
seemed interesting. At Kouman, whether from his general appearance, or 
from the interest which he took in visiting the Jews, a Kournan priest 
siipjiosed him to be a Jew, and pointud out ‘Behold a 

virgin shall conceive, &c.’ Mr. Scharsclimidt at omce admitted its refer- 
ence to the Lord Jesus ; and then, tiiniing to Acts ijr. 12, road the words 
‘Neither is there salvation in any other; for there is none other* name 
under heaven given among men, whereby we must be saved,’ and asked him 
how lie could reconcile such a declaration lliSi the idolatrous worship paid 
by the Greek Church to the Virgin Mary, Saints and Angels. ‘Ad(werat ! 
you are right,’ exclaimed the priest, and capdidly admitted that the text 
condemned all such practices. In coiiseciucncc of that convcr.sation, the 
merchant in whose shop the incident ootiurred bought a Bible. At Bakcn^ 
also, he was mistaken for a Jew under the following pleasing circum- 
stances : — In passing through the publift garden he found a gold wateli and 
appendages, and immediately fiistening it q^i the point of his staff, went 
round among the throng quest pf the owner. He soon 'discovered the 
lady, who had dropped the watcl^ and returned it to her. Astonished at 
such conduct, she exclaimed * Es giebt 3och noch ehrliche Juden ! ’ Well 
there are yet honourable Jews to be^fbund^ 

At Buhiisch, he found a ‘good Jew ’ in high reputation for sanctity, and 
a place so full of fanaticism, that he could sell pothing. IJe loc]g(‘d, 
ho^veve^, with a Jewish innkeeper, who possc.sscd a Juda-o-Oerrnan 
•Bible, and with whom lie had often spoken of fhc things of God. On 
this occasion he read with him several passages relating to tho»Messiati, 
and among others the 53rd chapter of Istiiah, a gre.'^t many Jews and the 
hostess herself being present. lie had scarcely got through that chclptfir, 
wlieii the hostess sprang up, and witli^ loud screams began to rate 
him for having put such a book 'into* her husband’s hands. ^ He 
tried to soothe her, observing that the book was her husband's own 
property, and was no other than the Old Testament, but she refused to 
believe it, and continued to scream, §o that the neighbours hurried to the 
house from every direction. She was resolved to have the book burned, • 
and it was only with the utmost difficulty that she was prevailed upon to 
allow Scharschmidt to stay that night in •the house, compensating henx^f 
for her wounded qpthodoxy by a double charge. 

* • 

Bosnia and Herzegovina. — There is now some prospect 
that these neglected but interesting provinces will be 
brought into direct railway communication with the capk^ 
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and receive a larger &hare of attention than they have 
hitherto done. Mr. Tabory haS now for nine years dis- 
charged the duties of his' 'sfetion as the representative of 
the Society with faithfulness and zeal. One of his tours 
to the north-erfst was interruptted by sickness, which com- 
pelled him to return home ; but he was able to accomplish 
three long journeys, which Dr. 'Thomson thus refers to: — 

C * 

He penetrated first, as" far as Biliatcli in the extreme north-west of 
Croatia, and returning by Banyafooka and'^Jaicza, next profiocded south- 
west across Herzegovina to Mostar, Stolatz, Gabella, «nd IMetcovitch, 
a small frontier town of Austria, anjl lastly took a south-eastern direction 
by way of Fotcha to Siemtza dnd the utmost limits of his territory. His 
total sales arno, unted to 290 copies, being 77 more than those of 
1870 ,^ w’hich on account of his sickness were exceptionally few'. One 
unacquainted with the country miglit in this case exclaim and W'ith some 
appearance cf justice, agaiit^t^ the disproportion between the cost of the 
agency here employed and the results obtained. But whoever knoAvs the 
spiritual bondage under which all clas.«e3 of the population are^hcld, their 
utter ignOi'aiice in general oV the nature of the Gospel, tin*, low state ot 
education, and the rcniotene.ss and, isolation of the people from the moral 
and intellectual activity of the rest of Europe, will not grudge the employ- 
ment of one farfchfiil messenger to traverse tho mountain ridges and valleys 
of Bosnia wdth tho Word of Life. To the high esteem in w'hich Mr. Tabory 
is held by all who know hini,hAvarm and unsolicited testimony Avas borne 
by Miss IrlJy, one of two accomplished Christian ladies, who have both 
advocafed through the press the cfeiims €£ the Slavonic tribes of Turkey 
upon the sympathy of Wester, n Christendom, and have showm the depth 
and reality of their oAvn interest in them by personally visiting them, and 
by self-denying efforts for tlieir enliglitenment. The female school at 
Scraievo, Avhich 1 haVe mentioned in former reports, was instituted by 
Miss Irby and her friepds, and entrusted to the direction of dcaconc.sscs 
from Kt\\serswerth. The position, hoAvever, was a very trying one, and it 
Avas found necessary to discontinue tliis arrangement. With my entire 
ajjj^rc'baiioii Mrs. Tabory has now l»ecli appointed matron of the very 
limited number of boarders^s yet received into this Institution, competent 
teachers being provided for their instriKlion. 

Of each of the toAvns 1 have mentioned, Mr. Taboiy furnishes copious 
accounts, bearing ample evidence that the Word of God Avas here and 
there exliij)iting its pov/cr to reach ana (juickcri the consci&icc. In one 
instance, a carpenter became, tlirough the reading of the Bible, a changed 
man, and purchased one of each of the Slavic editions ; in tuiothcr a gam- 
bjer gave up his favourite piirauit, and returned to habits of legitimate 
Industiy ; and in a third a teaclicr, who had heard the Truth in 
Seraievo boldly adyocated its claims, and ranged himfSelf on the Lord’s 
side amid a most ignorant p](;‘icst-ri(Jdon and fanatical people. These 
are some of the examples Avhich Mr. Tabory has furnished, but I cannot 
enlarge further, especially as he is able to announce greater things than 
these. He mentions the case of a young Gc^rnan and his wife, who seem 
^'j‘iiave tasted tl&t the Lord is gracious,; of an old man, the relative of 
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one who confessed the Truth some years a^, who nopr eagerly inquires 
into that salivation which he theq neglected and opposed ; and Jas^y of a 
Bosniac merchant and his son, who seem jto have experienced the enlight- 
ening and converting power of the jfloly Spirit, and who, if they have 
not yet attained to the liberty and cfoinlbrt of the children of God, are 
waiting and pleading for light and direetjon, and have %ucanwhile stirred 
up several of their relatives and neijjhbours 4o join them in calling upon 
God. Surely this is good ground foi^ thankfulness and hope and prayer; 
to say more might be premature ;* to say less would be, 1 think, iinncccs- 
sarily distrustful. • • 

» 

Albania ^nd Montenegko. — Dr. Thomson states that 
(luring the past year Joannina, Avhich had tor some time 
been the residence of Mr. Davidsob, has Jieen unoccupied, 
and that, consequently, there has been .no* distribution 
of the Scriptures in South Alljania. A small l)ep6t*has, 
IiOAvever, been entrusted to a mcrjliiint, and, Mr. Zabanski 
paid a visit to the city Avhich Avas fairly successful. In 
Central 'Albania, Mr. Chi'istophorides (Hstributod 1,019 
copies, AA^iilst he earnestly pressed upon the people the 
need of studying the Scriptures in their OAvn language.’ 
After selling all the books that be had in the Gheg dialect, 
he purposed retummg to Constantinoide to prepare neAV 
editions for theqiress, but he AA'^as so urged to visit IJerat, 
and commence a similar ‘nvork* among the Tosks to that 
AvhicJi he had done among the Ghegs, that he could not 
resist. At Herat a surprise aAA'aited him, lie found that 
a female teacher had already mastered tlie ncAv system of 
prtliography, and had taught the three <;lder classes of her 
pupils to read it Avith ease. Hefore he left the country Ife 
had put into circulation, 600 Testaments and I’salms. 
Some of these Avere printed hi tlie old and defective 
system, but Avere still sufficient to convey knoAvledge to 
the ignorant and light to the blind. Of those printed’ in 
the ncAv system your Agent observes — 

Mr, Cliristo 2 )horides aissurcs me tliat they are introdueed into all the .•ux * 
boya’ schools and both the girls’ schools^ at Bcrat, whilst the Albanian 
Psalms are nsed in tlie ehurch there, tind at Elbassan the SoeietjT!. 
Psalms are for the mo.st part read, and the les.sotis invariably taken from 
the New Testament. That seems sutisiactory te.stihiony to their cor- 
rectness and intelligibility. It wfis on bvery ground to be anticipated 
that the Albanian Scriptures would be received by the adherents of 
the Greek Church sooner than by Komanists, of whom there are many 
in North Albania, or by 'Moslems. But it is pleasing to find 
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many Komanists rn Durazzfi and Tyranna, as also a few at Avlona, 
have received the Society’s books, some of which have found their 
way even into Scutari. Mr. Ctriftophorides mentions particularly the 
case of a poor tinker from Scutajri, who, though a Komanist, bought 
and read the Scriptures with the utmost diligence, studying them, and 
asking for explanations, and even teaching others to read. Not a few 
Moslems also, in dll tlie townj of Centfal Albania have learned to read, and 
the more enlightened ol‘ them recognise, in a' national literature the only 
means of securing national unity and progress. I should further mention 
that our Scrii)tur(!s arc hffiriiied to be in use in the schools of Dibra, in a 
wild s(jqiicst(;rc(l vallc^', so unsafe for travdlers that Mr. Christoph orides 
did not venture to visit it. The** Bishop, nowever, is favourably-disposed 
towards our work. Mr. Christophorides visited the MatPcoiintr}’ — a wild 
region wholly independent of the /Sultan — and has collected much inte- 
resting information ^-ospecting the Matts and the Mirdites, which is well 
liLtcd to deepem the interest of Christians in these people, but for which 
I liJiYO no room here. One thing is certain, that if anything is to be done, 
schools and books of varied inl()rmalion are necessary. Schools may be 
established by the people ^Ivniselvcs, but for books they must look to 
friends without. 

]\Ir. Treibor, ■\vlio lately rcpi'esciitcd your Society at 
•Scutari, lias felt it ucccssaiy to I’esigu his post. 'J'hc dif- 
licnilties winch he had to contend with wore very groat, 
and the state of the country, both political and social, was 
most unfavourable. Still had he been of a more honcful 
disjKkUtion his other qualificat^iis might have been turned 
to good account. l)r. Thomson thus refers to his Avork 
before he left the Society : — * 

In the early part 'of the year IMr. Trcibcr performed three tours, one 
to Dulcigno on the coast, and back by Antivari and Spezzia; 
another to Bndua, Cattaro, and Bagusa ; and a tliird to Cettigne, the 
capital of Montenegro ; his sales in all amounted to 1 39 copies. In Dul- 
cign'' he found iho JSlavonic priest (an armourer by trade), but he was 
favouKible to the sale of the Scripturc.s, and bought six New Testaments. 
In Cattaro and Biigusa rationalism and infidelity were rampant, and even 
bla't^phemy not un1re([uent, and Kenan in high repute. Tn Scutari itself 
the pcojile were ignorant, bigoted, suspicious, crouching beneath the 
tyranny of Rome, yet here and there raising a vigorous protest against her 
usurpations. In Montenegro alonc^ he found a state of things the reverse 
of all this. Ignorant though they were, and, therefore, to some extent 
superstitious, these indomitable* mountaineers seemed to be animated by a 
powerful thirst for knowledge, as well as love' and reverence for the Word 
of God. On being assured by* their priests that the books were correct, 
they bought in a short time 50 copies, and were so anxious each of them 
to possess a portion, tliat thouKinds of copies would have been thankfully 
received by the vast throng, and would have been valued. Experience, 
however, forbidj such a mode of distribution, except on rare occasions of 
lA exceptional kind.

Thessaly Mr. Zabanski, to whose f^thfulness and 

zeal Dr. Thomson bears his -v^illing testimony, has suc- 
ceeded' in selling 278 copies of the Scriptures, being sixty- 
one more than in 1870. Pie, too, meets,with frequent 
discouragements, but he has* pursued his course with faith 
and patience, and has not failed to reap the reward which 
the promise of a faithful God has connected with their 
exercise. There are still to be found among the people 
some who prefer to live by pluiwler rather than by honest 
industry ; but education is having some influence on the 
habits of the community, and.thc .entrance of God’s Word 
cannot but give them new tastes and new pursuits. Mr. 
Zabanski’s work is thus referred to by yoUr Agent:— 

The siiles eiTocted sconi foAV, but they arc Inj no means to bo (losj)iso,cl as 
bcinj^ Ifomi Jidc sales in a land so long the jR-ciy oi* neglect and su])er.stition, 
and groaning under the terrible scourge of Ijrigandage, which unhap- 
pily ])revaWs at intervals. Still some progress is Iving in»(h*, as at 
Nichora, lately a nest of pirates and robbers, but where a school has 
now been opened, and where Mr. Zalianski was delighted to tind on* 
his last visit a Sunday school in full operation. He# Ikto sold 15 
copies. So also at San Lorenzo, a higher school lor boys has been lately 
opened, and also a girls’ school, where a«# short tinu; ag(^ thenj Avas no 
means of education.. The^e can^bg no doubt that the eirculilion of the 
Scriptures has given a new ini] )Oty.s to ajl such nioA'cments. In fMdilinii 
to visiting every jiart of his projier province of Thessaly, Mr. Za- 
banski Avent last y(‘ar to Joannina, th^ capifal of Epirus, formerly occupied 
by Mr. Davidson. The jouniey AA^as every Avay as successful as could 
have been anticipated, but being made in early swnmer, across tlic lofty 
range of Pindus, it Avas attended Avith no small (hunger from extreme cold 
land roads broken up by torrents. Mr. Zabarfski mentions tlie bigji 
appreciation in which M?. Davidson was lield in Joannina by both JcAva 
and Greeks, Avho made many kind inquiries lor him.* At A} ah he sold 15 
copies, and though many places Avere suffering, from depression of ti*a3c br 
failure of crops, there Avas only one Avhere, he Avas treated Avith annoy- 
ance ; yet a man came late in the year from that very place and boiAght 
two copies and begged for another visit. Commercial and social morality 
are very lowiin Thessaly, nor are they improved by residents from Greece. 
Mr. Zabanski urgently feels the need <»f tlic outpouring of the Spirit as the 
only remedy. The Bishop is most friendly and desirous to do all he can * 
to promote the iinprovement of his people, but a Avide-spn'ad chanjje 
cannot be effected at once, it must come ts the result of a long, patient, 
and prayerful use gf the appointed means. * ^

Ionia. — ^Few districts of Turkey, your Agent reports, 
have had more Evangelistic labour bestowed upon them 
than that of which Smyrna is the centre, and yet thq 
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fruit has not to the present period appeared commen- 
surate with the toil. Other fields, whose cultivation was 
begun much later, have ' yiblded a far more abundant 
harvest; whilst only now, after fifty years of anxious 
watching, are |herc any indications that in this one. Divine 
Truth is beginning to be appreciated and to ])roduce its 
influence upon the minds of men. So true is it in spi- 
ritual husbandry tiiat'one sows and another reaps. If, 
however, the delay has beftti long, the joy of harvest is all 
th'e greater, and the present favourable aspect of the 
Society’s work in Ionia entourages the hope that God’s 
blessing will not Any longer be withheld. The total issues 
for the year have amounted to 2,228 volumes, which have 
been distributed as follows ^ —

Thbso numbers shoAV a marked progress, and lead to the 
conclusion that prejudice is at last giving way, .and that 
the Greek people arc beginning to appreciate the advan- 
tage of an open Bible. Dr. Thomson expresses his warmest 
thanks to Mr. Spath and the other members of the Scotch 
Mission who, during the absence pf thp Rev. I). B. Spence, 
superintended the colportem s, ,.and on several occasions 
ii’itcrposed in their behalf with the Turkish authorities, 
when Greek prektes or loc.al magnates interfered Avith 
their Avork. The following are some extracts from the 
notes on colportage furnished by Dr. Thomson f, — 

Colporteuis Daroru and Misaolides have both laboured in their respec- 
tive fields with marked success. Their reports were fidl and regular, and 
attest alike their own diligenc^^ and the interest which the Word of God 
excited among the people. Of coljiortage, as of teaching, it may be said, 
that as is the man will be his work, and in the light of this principle, 
their labours arc most creditable to both. 

After labouring for a time in Smyrna, in January and February, Darom 
proceeded to his special district and met Colporteur Pilo at Aivali, getting 
several hints fr<j^n him, and recommendatory, letters from his friends. At 
Adrainit (anciently Adramyttiuni) he effected encouraging sales, very 
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much in consequence of these recommendaWons, and ^en proceeded to 
visit a great number of towns lying between that place and thc’*Sea of 
Marmora. The population is considcnible, and consists for the most part 
of Turks and Greeks, with a small proportion of Jews and Armenians, 
the Moslems being, perhaps, two thiifls of the whole. ^Therc can be no 
doubt* of the tyranny under which the CJiristians have® smarted in these 
regions, churches and schools having in many cases been prohibited l)y 
the bigotry of the dominant race, •while in many other instances the 
Christian population are so few, sA impoverished, and so entirely at the 
mercy of their neighbours, that they have no power to establish such insti- 
tutions. But the breath of liberty has reached Uicpi, and now in almost 
every town and larger village, churches aifd schools for both sexes are to be 
found ; while, of the Turks themselves, it must be sfiid, that, with a few 
exceptions, they are friendly, thoughtful and tolerant. 

One of Daroiri’s visits was to Ada Tepo, ^ small place ol only seventy 
Turkish and eighty Greek houses, but here he found a reception that ex- 
ceeded all he had met with, and made him believe *the Holy Spirit was 
working there. There was no opposition, and almost every Christian 
family purchased a copy, so that his stock jofabooks ran slioi-t, and he had 
to return to Smyrna, where he fell sick of an inflammatory fever that con- 
fined him for some weeks. 

Ilis next stage Avas Orenkioy, an entirely Aesh village of 4r)0Miousos, at 
which a school had been established soyic time before. Darom went at 
once to the school and found the teacher was a priest. The books Averc 
closely and patiently examined and lyronounced to be correct, and ten 
Pontateuchs and five Gospels and Acts were purchased for school use. 
Next dcay a messjige arrhed from Yenikioy‘*that the books were false, but 
the priest declared,* * Thoae Avho oppose these books oppose •Christ,’ and 
shoAved Darom the utmost kindnuss, asking him to share his meals and de- 
siring him to expound the Scriptures, lie jlid so, pointing out the condem- 
nation of pictures by the Decalogue. • The Truth powerfully impressed the 
priest and his family, and his conversiitions Avitli Darom Avere repeated daily. 
At last, thougli Avarried it might cost liim his place*, he resolved to coui- 
inunicatc his ncAv vicAvs to his pupils, and did sc*, A school council Avas 
*soon called, arnl the priest was asked AAdiy he had introduced the^e books 
Avithout permission, and *had told the pupils the Prote.starits Avere right. 

‘ Because,’ said he, ‘ the books arc right, and 1 cailnot condemn them 
please your fancies.’ All cried out, ‘ TRey a^ false I * but the priest set 
two of the council to read alternately from one of the Society’s Testaments 
and the Church Testament, W’hile the other twenty-eight listened. The 
examination Avas decisive, and the accusers Avere silenced. * They .are 
good, but av<5 don’t want them ; take them back,’ sjiid they. ‘ Jf they are 
right Avhy not have them in the scho(A ? and Avhy have you come here to , 
make war? ’ retorted the priest. The council then went to the Moodir, 
and asked him to require the colporteur tp take back these false and dan- 
gerous hooks, else their children would-be ruined. That, the Moodir 
said, he could nof^ but if the books are bad, burji Avhat you liave and 
buy no more. This they did not dioosie to do, but they threatened to 
dismiss the priest from his two-fold ollicc of priest and teacher, as well 
as his son, aa'Iio aided him in the school. No further authentic information 
has been received from this jjlace, but Darom Ai'as satisfied that the priest 
and his family had received the^Truth and would maintain it firmly. " 
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The expericjfice of dolporteur Misaelides in South Ionia 
was of an equally chequered and interesting kind. His 
first attempt was in the < Island of Cos, a place of some 
impoi’tance. Here, however, he met with the most deter- 
mined oppositron from th^ Bishop, which completely put a 
stop to his woi’k, until' he prd&ured an authorisation from 
the Governor of Smyrna which gave him perfect liberty of 
action over the whole, district, and enabled him to efect- 
large sales. During the negotiations necessary to procure 
his ])ermit, he visited Budrum,'on the opposite shore. 
Some interest is connected with the following account of 
his labours : — » 

At first he met v{.ith but little success ; the Cadi, however, secretly 
purclvised a Testament ; hy-aiid-bye «a good many ventured to purchase, 
and discussion on Protestant ])oint?i of doctrine wore going on every day. 
When, at last, tlic permit aiinr, large sides were effected both in Cos and 
Budrum. Many who had been prejudiced against him by the erj’^ of free- 
masonry and atheism, now (jaiididly avowed that the mian Ai'as a good 
Christian, and declared tliomscives on his side. Others admitted that his 
books were good, but siiid, he himself was bad, for he attacked their wor- 
ship, and tliey culled him iltcovofiaxoc — the enemy of the pictures — atheist, 
propagandist, fi’cc mason, and such like namo.s. On his return to Smyrna 
ho was for ten days Laid up wjtii fever, due jirobably to excitement and 
iiitiguc. Oiji his recovery he visited the villiigos around Smyrna and sold 
the Scriptures there, as well as in the town' itself,' but soon returned to Cos. 
He was engaged with much success, holding meetings every night for 
prayer and the study of the Scriptures, nursing the sick and prescribing 
Jbr simple cases, when he received' a pressing invitation to return to 
Bud rum to attend to some who had fallen sick. Amongst these was a 
daughter of the pi-iest, who, at first, had caused Misaelides’ books to be 
stopped at the Medjliss'Air Council,' and who now, for very shame, left by. 
ofte doon^as IMi.saelides entered by another. Through God’s blessing all 
the parties for whom prescribed recovered, and botli from gratitude for 
frte 'inedicineti and attendance, ;yid from evident iutorest in the Truth 
it.scJi‘, his daily evening services were largely attended ; numerous sales 
were effechid and many frichds were gained. Public interest was tho- 
roughly aw'akened, and it was Avilh great difficulty that he at last con- 
trived to get aAvay Avheii ho felt he should go elseAvhcre. TalJjing one day 
Avith the priest he found that he had a Bible, but had no courage to read 
so large a book. ‘ Wuir Avords surprise me,’ said Misaelides, ‘ Suppose 
you found a bag of 500 okes of liras (an okc is ’2^ lbs.) outside the city, 
Ayould you neglect it because y^u could not carry it off at once? ’ ‘ No,’ 

said the pri(ist, ‘ I AA'ould carry it homo by degrees.’ ‘ Do the same Avith 
the Bible,’ rejoined Misaelides, ^ study it by little and little, and you will 
soon learn its inestimable value.’ . 

Proceeding next to Sparta he found groat indifference, and the fanatical 
Bi.shop of Adalia, Avho Avas there, publicly forbade the purchase of the 
Scriptures. Butiiere, too, his medical skill cv^iened a Avidc door for him,

and soon a decided interest appeared among llTe Greeks,Jand meetings for 
reading the Bible and prayer wer^ well att^ded. He sold in Sparta 118 
copies, and so closed the labours of the y^ar. 

The Greek Islands Closel^j coimected.Mth Ionia by 

commercial intercourse, geogt^pliical position, and identity 
of race, are the Greek Ishihds "with which its shore is 
studded. The circulation of the ^cr^tufes which has 
been elfected within this field of the Society’s operations 
during the past year has been mbst encouraging, showing 
a total of 3,74G cojnes, of which 3,306 have been put uito 
circulation by colporteur Pilo,^83 by colporteur Davidson, 
and 57 by a bookseller. These issues are ili ej^cesy of those 
of the preceding year by upwards of 1,200 copies. Jlr. Pilo 
commenced the campaign of thd new year at A ivali, where 
the demands for the Word of GocI were most urgent. 
After satisfying these, he paid daily visits to the adjacent 
Island of Moskonsi where at first Ae was o])posed' by the 
aged Bishop, wlio denounced the books wlucli he sold as* 
American. Mr. Pilo, howeverj taking advantage of the, 
obvious mistake he had made, assured him tluit they Avere 
all printed in London, and that the Bnglish Avere C^iristians, 
and loved the BiIjIc, Avlncli'madc tJicm desmnis thrit others 
should possess it also. Upon Avhich^thc old man exclaimed, 

‘ Ah, then, 1 must have made a mistake,’ and sent an 
attendant to accompany Mi\ Pilo, and to assui-e the people 
of the Bishop’s approbation of his bookst 
’ The teachers of schools and many of tlic ])ricsts iij 
Mitylene, the east ebast of Avhich Mr. I’ih) visited when he 
left Aivali, shoAved him nluch kindness and assisted him 
in his Avork. Much idolatrous and foolish superstition still 
remain, of AA^hich Dr. Thomson observes : — 

Mr. Pilo furnishes many further details of what in tlie firat in5?lanoo 
began with imposture, and then, wlion it liad become a source of gain 
among the ignorant but fanatical i)cople, came actually to be in sonic 
measure believed by the impostors tliem^lvcs, by llio mere lorcc of rc*® 
peating solemnly tbe same story. One injitanco of gross superstition was 
exhibited in the idolatrous reverence paid to an imag^ in black mai i)Ic of 
what was said to be the archangel JMichacd, but wJiich was probably that 
of some Faun or Satyr, or demi-god. Pilo siiys it grins horribly, and re- 
sembles more a devil tliaii an angel. 

But to all tliis superstition k blind. The people have no thought of judg- 
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ing for themselvesf and go oif as their fathers did, worshipping this hideous 
idol. Against these and many similar practices, as well as against drunken- 
ness, quarrelling and violence, IJilo fearlessly raised his voice, and in some 
instances not without effect. He feels, and so do his best friends in the 
island, that, by the wide dissemination of the Bible in the vernacular, he has 
begun the process* wliich is besft fitted, with God’s blessing, to root up 
entirely all such customs. • ^ 

0 

Mr.' Davidson’s, time has been divided about equally 
between the Islands of Crete and Scio. In the latter, the 
power which the Bishop sdught td usurp had to be checked 
by an appeal to the Imperial authority. On 'chc Avhole his 
success was satisfactorj’, atid though he met witli much 
ignorance and indifference, yet the schools which arc being 
established for both sexes, through the enliglitcned policy 
of the government, a^fford'hope that the attention of the 
people will bfe diverted 'from vain and superstitious usages 
and fixed upon thoce things whicli concern their intel- 
lectual and s])iritual welfare. Dr. Thomson thus refers to 
•Mr. Davidson’s visit to Scio : — 

Th?it once flourishing island has not even yet recovered from the fearful 
mas.sacre of 1822 , and in poiiU of education, general freedom of tliought, 
and social 'activity, it is fiir behind Mitylcne, .thongk its advantjigos are 
naturally greater. At tlie capital of tlio same name he was encouraged by 
cfTccting a very fiiir circulatioi)^, and found tlie Metropolitan of the island 
willing to allow the circulation of thv ancient Greek text, but not prepared 
to .aj)i)rove of the modern Greek version. After getting from Smyrna a 
further supply of Scriptures, Mr. Davidson prepared to visit the villages of 
the interior. He foiinjjJ, liowever, .that the Bishop had everywhere warned 
the peopje not to purchase the books, and such was their ignorance and 
terror that very few dared to purcluise even when personally wishing to 
dp so. ' t 

Mr. Davidson afterwards visitlid several other places, effecting but few 
sales, but awakening interest by conversation, and generally finding some 
to sympathise with lua views. In this way ho liad nearly traversed the 
whole island, and had reached Lethe, when an order arrived from the 
Metropolitan to send him back to the capital in charge of the common 
constable of tlic village, and in case of resistance gveu to use force. Mr. 
Davidson wiia living at the lioiise of the teacher, when the priest came and 
ij)tim}itcd the nature of the mess;jge he liad received. Both* he and the teacher 
were heartily ashamed of it, bti't declared they would in no case use force. 
Mr. Davidson, seeing that his Work was completed, saidjie would return at 
any rate, and did so on Monday ; ' the order having come on Saturday. 
On his arrival he wont with the British Dragoman, and demanded by what 
authority the Bishop had sent such an order. With hypocritical surprise 
he pretended to know nothing about it, and discovered that the letter was 
,‘:arreptitiously sent by his secretary. But he soon cast off the mask, ad- 
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mitted that he had sent orders to the people fiot to pur«diasc, and j^remp- 
torily forbade Mr. Davidson to egntinue his sales. This prohibition Mr. 
Davidson of course disregarded, and op ^gplication to the British Embas^ 
here, an order was at once dispatched the governor of the island to check 
the intolerant arrogance of the Bishop. It was too late in the season, how- 
ever, to vindicate the right of freely cinculnting the Word of God ; that 
must be lelt to another period, whin a second visit b^ Mr. Davidson or 
somebody else may be more'successftil. Meanwhile, as a first assault on 
a stronghold of intolerance, and under the very eyes of a politic' and un- 
scrupulous enemy of the Truth, I consider tlfis yfeit eminently successful. 


GREECE.'. 

The kingdom of Creece has hot proved .so 'favourable .n, soil 
for cidtivation by your Society as was at one time ex- 
pected. There does indeed appear to be a willingness on 
the part of the people to purchase the Scriptures, when 
those who are in authority do n6t interpose td hinder 
them, but amongst these there -seems to be a strange dis- 
inclination to allow the Word of God to be ^ freely cir- 
culated, as well as an unaccountable jealousy of any 
interference in such a matter, by" persons of a,^ different 
nationality to their own; Great difficulty has also, been 
experienced in providing a suitable agent for the prosecu- 
tion of colportage, which has been proved to be by far the 
most successful method of diffusing among the Greeks a 
knowledge of Divine Truth. Mr. Koulouriotis, Avho 
.superintends the Dep6t at Athens, has ifi vain sought after 
a man on whom dependence could be placed for such a 
purpose, and failing to meet wijh one, has himself under- 
taken the work, as far as his time and circumstances would 
permit. Dr. Kalopothakes, your Society’s former Agent- at 
Athens, still conducts with undiminished vigour the two 
publicatioris of which he is the editor, namely the.-* Star in 
the East,’ and the ‘ Child’s Paper,’ and as these give no un- 
certain sound, but set forth with, clearness all the leading 
doctrines of the Gospel, and are ^creasingly acceptable to 
those among Whom they circulate, ther^ is every hope 
that a light is being kindled in the Capital which shall in 
God’s good time radiate to the farthest extremities of the 
kingdom. Your Coipmittee are much indebted to Dr. 
Kalopothakes not only for kindly attending to some bus!- 

m 
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ness connected with the Dep6t during the absence of Mr. 
Koulouriotis, but for pygn^ptly and successfully vindi- 
cating his liberty of action ,in the sale of the Scriptures, 
when the chief magistrate of Cephalonia, acting under the 
instructions of the Bishop, sought to put a stop to his 
work. The loss of a Christian woman in such a country 
as Greece, where^ female influence and example is so- 
mueh needed, is always a cause of deep regret; and the 
high tone of Christian ‘ principle which Mrs. Kalopo- 
thakcs had brought to bear upon the work, 40 which she 
devoted herself witli sp much ardour, especially among 
those of her own^sex and the young, renders her removal 
by the hand of death a source of unfeigned sorrow, not onlj* 
to him whose efforts she so* nobly sustained, but to all who 
are watching ■ for the dawn of Christ’s day in that once 
famous land. Mi’. Ifoulouriotis has been enabled twice to 
engage in the work o‘i colportage, and Dr. Thomson has 
furnished the following aceount of his tours : — 

Starting from tlioPircnis on ApriJ 24 ho landed at Nanplia, where he found 
that the old Venetian and Turkish wails were being pulled down to allow room 
for the expansion of the city. lie exposed his books for sale in tlie public 
square,, in l>ont of the national school, and soouta priect purchased a copy, 
and others ibllowed his example. . Otliois, however, refused to do so, while 
Some were utterly indifferent tq, the whole matter. IIo sold in all nineteen 
copies. He next went to Argos, bvt could sell only two copies in that 
town, wdiile at llarvati, near the ruins of the ilir-famed Mycena?, 
ho could sell nothing at all. The contrast between ancient civili- 
zation and modern igijorance was very striking, llis next stage was 
TripoliSj the capital of the high table-land of Arcadia, at an elevation of 
1,500 feet above the sea, but encompassed on aH sides by mountains that 
rqstvto a far loftier hlight. This tov/n,»ever since my own tour in 18G1, 
in company with Dr. Kalopothhkes, has been the battle-field between 
religious libciiiy and priestly intolerance', and it is gratifying to think that 
libeity and Truth have made steady, though slow progress. A druggist 
Jcindly permitted the boxes of Scriptures to be placed in his shop, and 
while, msaiy decried them as Amcricaj., Protestant, full of* lreenia.sonry, 
t^c., he and his friends boldly defended them, and expressed a wish that 
the Greeks were like the Americans. Only four copies were sold, but the 
weiy exposure of the books f(;vr sale does good by bringing up the con- 
*&oversy and lessening prejudiefe. Before he left, lie arranged for the es- 
tablishment of a p^nnanent Sifb-Depot in the town, from which the very 
encouraging number of 79 copies have been sold in seven months. At 
Achouria ho very unexpectedly succeeded in selling nine copies, and 
at Doliana, on the brow of a steep but fertile hill, he sold six. Hero 
he met with an ^banian, eighty years of age, who had served in the British 
^et agjainst Na^leon, and who, after th,e lapse of fifty years, could still 
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speak English. This old veteran was sap£natitioiis and tenackfus of bid 
rites, and had left the British service on religious grounds. 

At Broulia he found the people kipd» gnd civil, and the physicians men 
of intellectual habits. In this town Jie sold 41 copies, a l^ge number of 
them being bought by the pupils d' the public school ^with the cons^t of 
the masters. He uiged the formation ofi Bible classes ^for the careful and 
independent study of the Word at God, afld left the place full of hope. 
Descending now into Laconia, ii^to the valley of the Euretas, he visited 
the scanty ruins of ancient Sparta, and in modem Sparta, on a lef el farther 
down, he sold ftve copies, but was confincc! wjtli an attack of fever and * 
ague for two or three days. He resided with Theodore Phengaros, the 
registrar, from whom he receiv^ed much kindness, and with whom he had 
much converse bn Divine things, urging on him the sanctification of the 
Sabbath, and tlie necessity of example as yrcll as precept. He next pro- 
ceeded to Castorki, on a steep ridge of Mount Taygetus, where he sold twelve 
copies, and three more at Anastasova, in the cleft of a barren precipitous 
rock, on the west side of Taygetus. • 

At Pyrgoa ho sold thirteen. At thift town his books were taken by the 
police to be examined by the Bishop of Ariiaia, who happened to be then 
in tlic town. Mr. Koulouriotis protested that he would not be stopped by 
the Bishop or any man from selling what w?^ openly allowed tq be sold in 
Athens, but happily the Bishoj) approved of them, and scvci-al jrieats 
bought copies. Crossing to Zante front Katacolon, the port of Pyrgos, he 
found many expressing their bitter regret that they had separated them- 
selves from the protection and government of Britain. He also met with 
considerable annoyance at first from some (.ysreputablcj chuKicters ; but on 
the whole he was pleased with liis reception, and sold fiftyTnino copies. 
Here!, too, he was desirous to e^tiddish a small Depot for the sal6 of the 
Scriptures, Imt had not time to complete his anangements before return- 
ing to Athens. A small consignment has* recently been entrusted to the 
liev. Frederick Young, British chaplain in Zante, which it is hoped ho 
may be able to sell in the islniKl. , 

On his second tour Mr. Koulouriotis started rfroin tlie Pincus on Sep- 
.tomber 20, and reached Kalniaki, on the Istliiini^ of Corinth, next inorp- 
ing, wliero the annoyaijccs that had been inflicted on him di former 
occasions were regretted and forgotten. He next Jiircd a boat and sailed 
for Patras. Hcj-c lie sold a few copieSf and tlien sailed for Argostofi, tlie 
capital of the island of Ccphalonia. After securing lodgings, and arranging 
with the keeper of the principal Cafe ift the ’town to be permitted to ijffcr 
his books for sale there, he commenced operations. For two days he sold 
nothing, and attracted but little attention, so tliat he feared his journey 
was to bo a total failure. On the n^t two days, however, lie* sold a few, 
when ho found that, doubtless through the .attentions of the clerical part^', * 
a gentleman had been sent to keep liim company. This person remained 
coustantly by him, and used every meansiin liis. power to dissuade and in- 
timidate intending purchasers; one man who had actually got the price all 
adjusted for a Greek Bible, Avas, .amongst many othei*s, prevailed on at the 
last moment to break off the bargain, on »the ground that the books Avere 
against the Greek religion. A monk also come and declaimed against the 
books. 

In these trying circumstances Mr. Koulouriotis cast himself and tlie 
cause of Truth upon the Lord ih ferA'-ent prayer. Nor Avas he disappointe'd.

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A respectable lawyer some time after came and purchased a Bible, and 
several other parties also bought copies that day, so that he resolved to 
take courage, and publicly expose books for sale in the street. But 
just then a prohibition to sell w^ served on him by the Bisliop and 
Nomarch, or profpet of the island. Upon this he visited the Bishop, an 
extremely old man, upwards of -ninety years of age, quite decrepit, and 
said to be very ignorant, and 'a mere t6ol in the hands of the council. The 
old man told him the books were full of errors, and that he knew that ever 
since Mr. Lownde.s’ time they had been anathematized, and therefore must 
not be sold. It was in vam^that Mr. Koulouriotis urged that he acknowledged 
the perfect right the Bishop had to warn ^people against what he deemed 
erroneous, but maintained equally his own right to offer the books quietly 
for sale, llis remonstrances were unheeded, no en*ors wdi*e specified, but 
ho was simply told the books nj.uat ntt be sold. Upon this Mr. Kouloiu-iotis 
went to the Nomarch yiiwho was surprised at the conduct of the Bishop, to 
which, however, *he had lent the sanction of his authority, though he well 
kncAV that the books were freely sold in the cajutal. He then en(]uired Mr. 
Koulouriotis' name and addipss, and whether he paid taxes, kei)t two copies 
of the Scriptures which wore«biought for his inspection, and promised 
payment, which, however,^he afterwards refused, saying it was disgraceful 
for so rich a society to ask iho^iey from him, and meanwhile allov^ecl matters 
to remain as they w'ere, and would give no permission to sell. Upon this Mr. 
Koulouriotis telegraphed to Dr. KalOpothakes, who at once most k iiiclly applied 
to the proper quarter, and ceased not till orders were sent by telegraph for 
the removal of all restrictions on *the sale of the Scriptures in the island. 
On being informed of this Mr, Koulouriotis again applied for and obUiined 
permission ijo sell, but could not get jjny policeman alloAvcd him for his 
protectdoii in case of riot to which the unwarrantable conduct of the au- 
thorities might lead. The result, *iiowcver, was most satisfactory ; he sold 
a great many copies, and whaf was far more imporfcmt vindicated in the 
clearest way the right of the free dissemination of‘ the Holy Scriptures. 


SYRIA. 

Your Agent re|X)rts that in this interesting land the 
Society’s arrangement have assumed during the past 
year a far more effective character. The American Mis- 
sion at JJeyrout have erected a Dep6t in whcch accom- 
modation is provided both for the storage and sale of the 
publications of your Society, whilst a colporteur has been 
Appointed, who has woi&ei under the kind superintend- 
ence of the Revt James Robertson of the Church of Scot- 
land Mission, and in the course of three tours which he 
has undertaken has met with some success. Mr. Robert- 
son has also distributed a large number of Scriptures in 
rl^yrout, an(f during a tour which he performed with a view 
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of visiting the Jews of Upper Galili^e, whilst he has sold a 
still larger number for thd use of schools. Mr. Pritchett 
also, who takes a deep interest’ *in the Evangelization of 
Syria, and has visited Lebanon on both sides x>f the Jordan 
with a view of circulating t^e Scriptures aqd establishing 
Christian Schools, has .put into circulation no fewer than 
1,000 copies, most of which have been sold. Thus the 
issues for the year have amounted I'o J*878 volumes. As 
the Dcp&t was only opened at the close t»f the year, there 
lias been ‘no qiportunity of judging of its value as a place 
of sale. It is often difficult ip such a country as this to 
adhere to rules, the importance of which has been sanc- 
tioned by long experience. Nothing, for -instance, can be 
more desirable than to maintain uniformity of pKces 
throughout a district, and yet ip this instance there is 
such a ^vide difference in the measure of material pros- 
])erity vMiich one locality enjoys* in comparison with 
another, that what is an easy .jiricc to the first may be 
a prohibitory one in the second. Friends in Palestine 
do indeed report that sales are wholly impracticable in 
some districts, but Dr. Thomson feels satisfied, that were 
gratuitous disti*ibution to be discontinued, a circulation 
would be established lar ihore ’healthy in its nature and 
reliable in its residts. At l)ama6cus the American and 
Irish Missions have a Depot, from which a limited cir- 
culation has been effected. It is ho^yeVer evident that 
nothing proportionate to the requirements of such a city 
can be accomplished apart from aggressive operations, of 
whicli colportage is the simplest and not the least effectual. 
Your Committee have sanctioned the employment of this 
agency both for Syria and I'afestine, but the chief 41f’ 
ficulty consists in the choice of suitable men, who are not 
easy to find. The Damascus Missionaries liave j'ecently 
proposed to release one of thefi* helpers fi*om all connection , 
with teaching in the schools, and to employ him as an 
Evangelist and colporteur conjointly by the two Societies 
To this Dr. Thomson has acceded as »an experiment, 
trusting that the work of, colportage may soon assume 
sufficient dimensions to require the undivided energy of 
one if not more labourers. Mrs. Mentor Mott, who now 
directs the British Syrian Schools established by her sister 
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the late Mrs. Bowen Thompson, has also been the means 
of circulating some Scriptures both gratuitously and by 
sale. Dr. Thomson having 'had the .opportunity of in- 
specting these, schools, is glad to be able to corroborate 
the testimony ‘to their value, which so many travellers 
have given. He was also much pleased with the Insti- 
tution of Mr. Bistany in Beyrbut, and the schools under 
•the care of Mr. Sd^eby. They are intended to supply 
primary instruction in the vernacular of the country, 
which they do through the instrumentality of men 
of Christian character. letter from the llev. T. 
Waldemeier to Mrs. Smith, of Blackheath, which she for- 
warded to yt)ur Committee, gives a most remarkable 
accoiftit of an awakening which had taken place in Da- 
mascus among the Mohammedans, 3,000 of whom have 
expressed their desire for Christian instruction. They 
have regular prayer rnaetings, and pray to the Lotd Jesus 
Christ to reveal Himself tq them as their Saviour, and to 
^ide them to the knowledge of the Truth. The old laws 
of the country are very ’strict against any becoming 
Christians, jxnd if there were only individual instances of 
conversioft, these might be enforced; but when the number 
is so large and increasing ‘daily, jienal statutes are of no 
avail. Mr. Waldemeier ‘states that there is also a spirit 
of enquiry among the Jews, many of whom, like !Nico- 
demus, are afraid to confess Christ openly, and that the 
Druses are in exp^otation of a coming Saviour. Another- 
interesting &ct, related by Mrs. Mentor Mott, is to the 
effect that a mei chant of Damascus, who lost his pro- 
perty and sight at the time of the massacre, has learned 
to rt'.ad in the Blind School,’ and now gathers around him 
a body of seventy respectable and influential men who 
listen with interest to the Gospel which hithertd’ they had 
, only heard read in an unkndwn tongue.' The colporteur 
whom Dr. Thomson has engaged has made three tours, 
ai the course of which he'dias sold 183 copies of the Scrip- 
tures, and obtaiped some" knowledge of the country and 
of the people who inhabit it. ,• A few extracts from his 
journal are furnished below : — 


^ Colporteur Butra itarted on Ms first tonur firom Beyrout Oct. 17, and 
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-visited Scliweir, a large village mostly iiyiabited by members of the 
'Greek Cburcli, and possessing a Greek, a Maronite, and a Saleeby^School. 
Here lie sold three copies. He wis next hospifcibly entertained at the large 
Catholic Convent of Mar Johanna, where there are upwards of twenty monks 
and a printing press, but could sell notliing, as he had no Catholic Prayer 
Book^. At B’Zaghrcen he found no school, the Lcjjbanon, or Saleeby 
School having been withdrawn owipg tcTtlie oppositioi^of the priests. In 
these hard times he could .sell nothing, but the priest thought ‘story 
books’ would sell. Such is Popery everywhere ! lie found a monks’ 
school at Khan Sham, which got its supply ^of IBooks' from the* Convent 
of Mar Johanna, and had no room for the Bible; while at Biskuita, with 
a Lebanon Scliool, be Ibnnd several persons enlightened, and the priest 
desirous to barter something for a New Testament, but could effect no 
sales. At the ianatical and populous town of Zahleh, full of churches and 
convents, lie found a British girls* scSool ayd a Lebanon boys’ scliool, and 
15 persons present at the service conducted by his Ivotlier. At MialJaka, 
aiot lar olf, he sold live copies, and at Catholic AlbaJ in sjiite of the 
influence of tlio priest, who admitted thaf the Psalter was very pretty, 4ic had 
a public lively discussion as to Bible ciicul^tion from which good may 
result. At Tali he found a Lebanon scifool, but the* people were, or 
pretended to be, too poor to purchase anythirg.^ 

Hainmana has a low Protestants, whom ke exhorted to keep together 
in liice of the great ojiposition of the Catholics. There is a Lebanon 
school here with 17 pu])ils, which liad to contend with the most iinscru* 
jiulous ofiposition, the Maronite teacher fixing on each Joor a paper in 
which tlie fiercest torments were threatened against all who sent their 
children. In one case a man sent two eiiildreii ; their uncle, a priest, 
removed them, bi;«t thei^ lath(;r i-cplaced them, o.x]>ressly desiring the 
tcaclier to instruct them in his ojvn religious views. Such things show 
■the first symjitoms of iiidcpendeut thought. 

IJis next tour led him north wanton tlfe coast to Zook Makayil, where 
he was well received and had made some sales, udien the Superior of a 
neigliliouj'iug convent appeared, forbade the peojile, to buy, and ordered 
the colporteur to be gone. One of those who !lad purchased was con- 
*firmed by this conduct in his resolution to read from beginning to end the 
book that so excited thc^ enmity of the <*lergy. Butros lodged Vith this 
man. Arriving on Saturday evening at Jedeideh, .% Maronite village, ho 
.read tho Scrijitures to a few women, ^dio piet in the house where ^le 
lodged, and who remembered a priest frcj;u Aleppo wlio bad spoken to 
them of the salvation that is in Jesus, but, though willing to hear, fjicy 
said no one else had ever told them such ihiugs, and they wished some one 
to live among them and instruct them. Calling next day (the Lord’s Day) 
on the Bishop, he was courteously received, but the Bishop ^\^ls so occu- « 
pied with business that he. had no lime to talk with him. He allerwards • 
expressed a wish tp.see the books, but Bistros pr^-ferred to press on rather 
than lose time and court probable cc^demiiation by a further stay. 

On reaching the large town of Ghazir, with its Maijonitc college, he was 
surrounded by a large crowd in the bazaar, who eagerly examined his ' 
•books. A priest now appeared, vfho wafned the people that these books 
had been condemned by authoi ity, and ordered the colporteur to gather up 
his books and be gone, as they had no desire to have tares sown among 
iithe wheat. One of the bys^au^ers resented this arrogant dictation, and a 
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lively discussion ^lIo%ved, blit Bntros resolved for the sukc 'of peace to 
quit at once, especially as the people sjivl their every iiioveiueiit was so 
watched that they dare not purclfjjse^ 

At Infi he found a Greek scliooj, conducted by a shoemaker, who pursued 
his trade Avith the, children about liirii and taught them little or nothing. 
He reproached tlie^pcople willi t^is state of things, but they sjiid no one 
came to open a bettor school* or tcach^ them. They urged him to stay, 
but he could not, but hastened on* to Tripoli, which he reached that 
night, and sfciyod with the American teacher. Next dtiy he Avas lios- 
'pitably lodged hy a Grtiek Mcacon, who accompanied him on Monday 
to aid liim in liis salus, and advised the priest Avho taught the Greek 
flchool to take a stock of books oil commission. A cen.sidcrablc number 
were sold.

Youu Society’s opcrati<,)iis in this country can scarcely 
be said to be more than commencetl. True it is that for 
several years Christian, friends have lent their aid in the 
circulation of the Word of (Jod; but though these cflbrts 
have doubtless been accompanied by a blessing, they have 
been quite i'nadcijuatc to meet the necessities of the case. 
It has now _ been deteriwincd to employ two colporteurs, 
one of whom shall have his head-quflrters at Jernsaleiu 
and the other at IS'azarcth^ and' to open a more suitable 
Depot in tlio former city in conjunction with the Church 
Missionary Socict}'. The Jiev. J. Zeller of the Church 
Mission, and Dr.- Vartan of the Edinbiu’gh Medical Mis- 
sion, have most kinpily undertaken the duty of superintend- , 
cfice atnNazareth, and promised to help forward the work 
to the utmost of iJieir jx)wer. 'fhe latter has been able to 
rcfco'mmend for the office ' of colporteur a Christian man 
who has been acting as' his assistant, and acquired some 
practical knowledge of medicine which may be most useful 
to him. As he has only commenced his labours* since the 
^financial year was closed, bis 'sales are not included in the 
issues. At Jaffii, which is the port of Jerusalem, the Rev. 
Jphn Gruhler laboured fofi some years, and was the means 
of distributing mjiny copies of the AVord of Cod. Having 
now returned to Germany, lie ,has transferi*ed his stock 
of books to Miss Baldwin, who during the early part of 
the year effected but few sales. A recent letter received 
from her encoirages the hope of Ijetter success. 
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Shapini has also received a Considerable number of 
Scriptures, which he has disposed of at his book-shop, and 
though many of these are enclosed in olive wood and sold 
as njementos of the Holy Ldnd, yet they jnay through 
the Spirit's teaching disclose^ to >he eye of i|ith a far more 
precious treasure than any rolic from earth’s most sacred 
shrine. The total sales in* Palestine which, however, do 
not give a complete return, as neitl)dl: from Jerusalem 
nor J^azareth have the aQCOunts.been received, amount to 
632 copies. , 


EGYPT. 


Events of deepest interest to maviklnd are so interwoven 
with the history of this country both, sacred and profane, 
that it is almost impossible to mention its name •without 
calling forth feelings of a mixed and varied kind ; feelings, 
of pity for a people who have tallen so low in the scale of 
civilization, and of earnest lofiging for the time when 
God’s promises in their behalf shall be fulfilled,.and Egypt 
.sliallbe a desola’tion lio nvoi'e, but ‘the Lord of Hbsts shall 
bless them, saying, l>les?<ed be b’gyj't my pcojde and 
Assyria the work of mj’ hjinds* and Israel my inheri- 
tance.’ 

Dr. Thomson has furnished a brief ’ account of the 
work undertaken by your Socii'ty in Sigypt during the 
past year, from which the following observatiohs are 
extracted : — • * 


In tliis interesting province of the Tjirkisli Empire ilie Society has at 
lengtli fairly coiniiienced indejiendcnt operations, though they have a.s yet 
been limited to Alexandria, Cairo and hiuez, and a lew easily accessible 
towns of Low'^r Egypt. Tlie circulation .acconiplislied by tlie Society and 
its friends during the past year was a-HT follows :

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In addition to tl>ese sales, larp^e number of Scriptures have boon con- 
signed for some years past to the Missionaries of tlie United Presbyterian 
Church of America. , r , 

TJie question lias not yet been decided whether the Society shall 
establish a separate system of colporlago for itself, or work in combination 
with the Americail’ Mission. E^cli method has its own advantages, and 
each its drawback^‘; but, in wne forint or other, we trust that by another 
year still further ])rogrcss may be rndde. M(^anwhilo the Depot at Alex- 
andria has comniandod a fair circulation, which ’would doubtless have 
• been a little linger biA fof the work of the colporteurs in the city, 
while the labours of Bernhard Paschkes, though for only about ten months, 
exhibit a very encouraging aspccl, and inVitc to the further j)rosecution of 
thi.s mode of operation. Bernhard Paschkes seemed sj)eci*illy provided for 
this po.st. By birtli an Israelite, an^l possessed of talent above mediocrity, 
lie liad lived for soipe years* in Egypt, and ])ecome familiar with its 
language, and lialntuated to its climate, as well as known to a pretty wdde 
circle jn Alexandria and Cairo. Having boon brought to the knowledge 
of Christ Jesus, and admitted into fhe Christian Church, he eamc to Euro- 
pean Turkey, and it was th5re,tliat he was recommended by the Kev. L. 
liosenberg, of Adrianople, and others, as a suitable person for the woi'k. 
The result has been highly si^itislaeJory. Paschkes was able ta begin his 
work at oricc, and did so Avith a z(5al and ])riidcncc that have been con- 
tjnm*d till now, though he Avas tAvice actually beaten in Cairo, once by a 
Greek, and a second time by an unbelieving couijlryinaii of bis oAvn. His 
niontlily reportk are (jarcfully draAvii up, and cxliibit devout leeling, good 
seiis(*, and acquaintance Avith the Word of God. 

Of tljo friends whose aid has been thankfully accepted in the Society’s 
work, it is equally pleasing to recognise flie old, and to be introduced to 
new ones. Mis.s Wliatcly, Avliosd ."ichodi your Agent inspected and mi- 
iiufely examined Avidi great saU'sfactioii, AviJl uoaa" draAV her supplies Ironi 
the Defidt in Ali'xandria, Avhile licr o\vn Dofidt avo trust iniiy be (juickeued 
into greater activity. Mr. AndroAvs again reports sales in Suez additional 
to those cfliicted there W Paschkes, and wc trust that liOAvevor unpromising 
the work may seem, his Jfibrts may not bo discontinued. Dr. Yule’s warm. 
iiA.orcst ip the Society’s operations has been abu^idantly testified during 
the ])ast year, and i.^ cf)iclially apjireciatod. 

Yt)ur 1 depositary Air. IvirLy lias niaiutaincd a very 
cffieierit superintendence of your Depot in Alexandria and 
has otherwise ministered to the success of your qperations. 
The Scriptures in raised Arabic characters for the blind 
‘have undergone careful revision, and Dr. J>ansing men- 
t|i.>ns some pleasing instaqces of former blind pupils now 
acting as Evangelists : — . ^ 

You may recollect a copy of a letter which 1 sent to you about a year 
pfiving some account of a blind young man in Nakhaleh, who had 
ioariKid to read frogi your books. 1 have noAV the pleasure to inform you 
that ho is a member of our theological cViss here ; and the facility with 
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which he not only leanis tlieology, but even ficka up Gireek and Sebrew 
in the class, as well as his manifest piety and unction in prayer, give 
bright promise that he will yet be an Qri^ient to the Evangelical pidpit 
in Egypt. The girl Wordeli, in Cairo^ of whom you have also probably 
heard, is doing a noble work as a Bible woman in that (;ity. I am more 
and more convinced that Uie blind are tcb be a power iti this land in the 
work of evangelization, resulting froih tlie fac^, which I have before stated, 
that they are really, as a class* nior^ intelligent than the Coptic ])rieBthood. 
I have just returned from a visit often days to the district of the Fayoum. 
1 ivas happy to find, in an out-of-the-way vjlRige called Rhoda, that 
a blind man, who was enlightened by us five years ago, when we first 
went into that district, has since been labouring with an efiectiveness 
which was showh by the fact that, on the evening of our visit to the 
village, we had an audience of forty men, many of wlioiu were evidently 
enlightened. , 

Of the work of Colporteur Pasclikes Dr. Tlioihson 
supplies the following notes : — * 


Tic begah liis work as colf)orlt*iir in Alexandria on Februarv; 25, and 
naturally enougli went first to his own Jewish counlryuien, though not 
without a feeling of diffidence w'liich hJi prayed for grace to over(.*oino.» 
He sold very little among them, but testified with such cleapess of argu- 
ment from the Scriptures to tlie Lord Jdfeus as the great atoning sacrifice, 
that one, who undertook to oppose him, jvas lain to deny ijfc divine 
authority of the Mo^yiic sacrifices. Ilis discussions could liardjy fail to be 
useful. He louud tlie Greeks ofj Egy])t both in Alex.'iiulria, CaiVo and 
elsewhere?, pr(?ciscly sucli as 1 have ollen described them in Roumania, that 
is more intensely imbued witJi fanaticism, ifrid devotion to the pretensions 
of their church, than in Greece itself, or in the large centres of Greek 
population in Turkey. Yet amid all this bigotry anrj liinaticism he recog- 
nises, as most other colporteurs have done, a basis ol‘ religious earnestness 
in the Greeks, which renders them a more hopcViil field than the vast 
proportion of Europeans,# whom he describes as sunk in Titter Aifidelity 
and indiflerence, and commonly ,in immoiality aI«o. He next visited 
Taiita, a populous town on the railway lime to Cairo, where he spent .wnle 
time, and was joined by Mr. Ivirby. He went first to the J(!TVs and 
proved from the Old Testtiment that J&us was the Christ ; so that iiiffujr 
at least heard the Truth. The Greeks were intclligeut and interested iu 
the Truth, but debased by superstition. 

Upwards of twenty copies were sold at the Coptic school, afid several 
in the Government Offices. 

He next visited Zagazig, where he met with much annoyance from the 
Jews, but found a Greek who had practically adopted Protestant views an)4 
longed for Divine sairvice on the Lord’s Day. He was much cheered also 
by observing the marked change in a Greek, to whrim ho had previously 
made the gift of a New Testament, an(? who w'as now grateful for the 
instruction and delight it had given him, and bore with patience the gibes 
of his scoffing neighbours. He next went to Ismailia on the Lake Timseh, 
about the middle of the Suez* Canal. It is a colony in the French style, 
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inhabited by n croml from msmynations, chiefly Frencli, and all apparently 
sunk in ignorance, vice, superstition, and profanity. In a coffee-house 
which he entered to prosccutt; h^rsjjles, he was charged with stealing, in- 
asmuch as he sought to s(*ll books, which one man asserted the English 
meant to distribute gratis. 

He sold in Isrnfiilia eleven copies. In Suez he sold as many as fifty 
copies, and met wuh much khid encouragement from Mr. Andrews of the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company’s Sprvicc^' Whilst the Canal was in 
course of con.strucfion nearljr 14,000 workmen were engaged there ; now 
the population of Suez is Je.sa than half that number. From its situation 
Suez is undoubtedly a * 7)^00 of importance, and Mr. Andrews recommends 
the o.stablishmcnt of a Depot there. That may yet be advisable, but at 
present it seems to me that vigorous colportage from tm\‘c to time will be 
less expensive and equally, if ijot iiKirre, productive. 


INDIA. 

, ' I 

‘The Imsbandnuin waitetli for the precious fruit of the 
earth, and hath lon^ patience for it, until he receive the 
early and latter rain.’ This is true of earth’s material 
husbandry,. and it is }'et more emphatically true of God’s 
spiritual 'husbandry. The promise is sure that in due 
season wc shall reap if Ave faiiit not, but the seasons of 
gr.ice are eccentric in th/!ir course. The distilling of the 
dew and the dropping of the rain arc ordered by a Wisdom 
which though it cannot err, yet retains within its own 
control both the time and the mCiasui’e of the .appointed 
harvest. And this feature of the Divine purpose which it 
is so essential to 'bear in mind at all times, is more espe- 
cially needful for the sireugtheuingofthe faith of those who 
are. privileged to be labourers together Avith God in the 
cultivation of such an extensive field as India. Compared 
Avith the^ millions of its inhabitants, the littlfi band of 
Cbristiiins engaged in Missionary cntei-priso seems but as 
a drop in the vast ocean of ungodliness. When the rank 
Ai eeds of idolatry arid superstition have got firm hold of 
the soil, and hav'C for centuries shed their seed throughout 
the land, the process of .eradication cannot he otherAvise 
lhan slow and laborious. But though slow it is sure, and 
the labour, however great, brings with it a rich reward. 
To acquire a sufficient knowledge of the idiom and genius 
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of any language to qualify a man t6*be a translator 4)f the 
Word of God, necessitates intelligence, and toil, and per- 
severance of no ordinary kindf ’ 6ut who can describe the 
satisfaction resulting from onft such successful effort, the 
feeling of humble yet grateful jay at having been made an 
instrument in God’s hands, trough which the knowledge 
of His Truth and the experience of His Loye may l»e com- 
municated to thousands upon thousands of the human • 
race? This is one slow process which has gradtially been 
developing itself in the various dialects of India, and which 
God has already accompanied Avith His blessing ; and of 
all such efforts your Society hai^ ever, been the willing 
handmaid. Its funds are never contributed Avith more 
cheerfulness and more gratitpde, than Avhen tidings are 
brought to the Committee that anqtlxr of the many tongues 
of heathendom has been mastered by a Gospel messenger, 
and made subservient to the cause, o'f Christ, li.ut Avheu 
this has been accomplished for any jieople, though one 
great impediment to tlieir conversion and civilisation has 
been removed, other hindrances still remain.' It is not 
easy to find faithful Christian mejji through vvhosy instru- 
mentality the Water of .Life may IIoav over their native 
wilderness. Even Avliere» these exist, the lack of Educa- 
tion renders their labour to a great extent inoperativi* ; 
and where all is externally 'favourable, and what may be 
called the enemy’s outAvorks seem to. have been won, 
.corrupt nature will hold out in the citadel of an unregene- 
rate heart, and thq grace of God alone, Avhich has pros- 
pered the Avork of his qreatures thu8«far, Avill avail to 
crown it Avith final success. That a considerable advarice 
has been made during the lost 4*ew years towards the 
attainment of the desired end it is impossible to deny. 
Schools have been largely multiplied, a pure and Avhole- 
some literature has been extensively circulated, a spirit of. 
•enquiry has been awakened, a system of gratuitous distri- 
bution in the circulation of th(J Scriptures has been ei^- 
changed for one of sale, therein testing the sincerity of . 
those who receive them, Avhilst .every encouragement "has 
been given to Missionaries' willing to undertake the work, 
to bear the lamp of Truth into regions of utter darkness, 
and seek to dispel thb ignorance, whose offspring is fear. 
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and replace it^fwith tlijit knowledge which leads to a love 
past finding out, the love of aTeconciled God and Father 
in Christ. How far theffd' ends have been attained will be 
best gathered from a review of the operations of your 
Indian Auxiliaries. Tha first to claim your attention, ac- 
cording to the" order ift whiqli they usually appear in your 
Report, is that of 

• « 

Calcutta. — l^e disadvantage of change to which all 
Christian organisations are subject, through the removal 
or death of tliose on whos^ energies their prosperity has 
to a certain extent depended, is often strikingly exem- 
plified in the* vicissitudes of Indian life. The health of the 
most willing may fail, or the jieriod of service of tlie most 
energetic may expire?, yr an unseen hand may beckon a 
faithful servant to his eternal home ; and the choice of 
such men is so limited that it is difficult to fifll up the 
gap, and restore solidity to the broken rank. The late 
Secretary of the Auxiliary, the Rev. C. M. Grant, has 
been invalided. The lion. G. Loch, for many years its 
Presidirit, Jias resigned his office, in anticipation of his 
retiiru t6 Europe, and two of. thc-Yicc-Presidents, the 
Von. Arclideacon Pratt and the Rev. T. Sandys, have 
ceased from their labours and entered into rest.. Each of 
these, as God enabled him, did good service to the cause 
of your Society, but the devotion of Mr. Sandys w^as of a 
very marked character. With a view of supplementing 
the \v(/ck of the Auxiliary, a Bible Association was formed 
in fjjilcutta in l'S22, whose special object was to suppl}- 
the city and its suburbs witlv the Word of God. In the 
year ISJll Mr. Sandys' undertook the olfice of Secretaiy 
to this Association, and during a period of thirty years he 
<Uscharged its duties with an ardour and efficiency which 
were highly appreciated by the successive Committees 
under which he served. Notwithstanding, however, the 
losses which this Au.xiliary haS sustained, it has not failed 
to maintain its eposition,*^ and both the nuanber and cha- 
racter of the issues whifh it, reports afford satisfactory' 
evidence of progress in the work of dissemination, and of 
the value which the natives attach to the Book. 

The issues from the Dep6t, during the year have 
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amounted to 18,320 copies, being fin incre?|,se of 1,000 on 
those of the preceding year. Besides which there is this 
difference to be noted, that wbeWas in 1870 the free grants 
were 3,029, in 1871 they feM to 757; the .sales also by 
colpbrtage which then stood at 9,740, hat^e now risen to 
13,769. This change ^om the receipt of a charitable gift 
to the purchase of a valued* treasui*e, is very significant of 
the gradual influence of Divine Truth upon the Indian 
mind. No better proof can be. given of the willingness 
to read the ][Yord of God than the exercise of some self- 
denial for its possession. 

Your Committee have been endeavouring I’ecently to 
revive a system which in former years had been attended 
with success, but has latterly fallen into disuse. They 
have offered to defray tlic exj.>en.ge.) of iMissionaries, who 
would undertake tours in districts standing in greatest 
need of Christian instruction, mai’Jy for the pu^^jose of 
distributing among the peojde the Word of Life. It could 
not be expected that on any occasion Missionaries could 
ignore their own ])cculiar functions, and negleSt wlierever 
they went to proclaim the glorious Gosjxd of f:]i^i)lossed 
God ; but it Avail thou.glit that many Avould be glaU tQ hold 
forth the Word of Life by circulating those Scriptures 
which Jesus bi<ls ns search, because they testify of Him, 
and that tlie funds of tlie Society could not be better em- 
ployed than in supplying the books, and paying the e-\- 
.penses incidental to their distribution, f 'I'lie Auxiliar\' at 
Calcutta has warmly responded to this aj)peal. lt.ji Com- 
mittee express their conviction that sucltan agency is.pno 
of the best, if not the best for the attainment of the desired 
end, and that Avhen the Avillingness of your Committee tt> 
afford such assistance is more Avidely knoAvn, a much 
larger number of Missionaries Avill be glad to av’^ail them- 
selves of the preferred help. To Avhat extent tlie use of . 
such means is calculated to be beneficial, may be gathered 
from a deeply interesting" letted which appears in tlic 
‘ Calcutta Jtcp^jrt.’ It is Avrittcu by thejiev. W. Bailey, 
and is to the folloAving effect : — , 

During my long journeys of more timn two Inmdrod miles into the 
interior of the Orissa countiy, I have had opportunities which do not often 
occur for the distribution orthc Word of God. In the eastern division of 
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the central proviFces, wher4 I have been for some weeks, I have visited 
many villages where not only no Missipnary had ever found Lis way, but 
where, according to the repeatj^ statements of the people, no European 
had been seen before. In thc.se tracts the name of Christ was as strange 
as if He had neyer appeared in thcF’ world. It is quite beyond my power 
to describe tlie Mirilling scenps that I witnessed. Every where we 
were received xis •the angclaiof the Bord,’ old men and women wept aloud 
that they had lived to see the day fvhen they had heard of Him who had 
‘ power on eiirth to forgive sins.’ So /mxious were the people to hear the 
message of salvation, that tiiey invited us to their homes, and showed us 
all manner of kindneis. * The chief of one of the villages on the banks of 
the river Ercb said as we took 'our depsfrture, ‘ From henceforth I shall 
worship idols no more, and to get rid of them, I will pkch them ail into 
the river.’ Amid such scenes we J^ogan to realise, as we had never done; 
before, the imagery of the Hebrew bard — ‘ How beautiful upon the moun- 
tains are the fec^. of him that bringeth good tidings, that publisheth peace, 
that ^^ringeth good tidings of good, that publisheth salvation, that saith 
unto Zion, thy God reigneth.’ • 

In this country, new to Ifiisjionary enterprise, we found nothing so effec- 
tive as direct Bible teaching. The stor}'^ of Christ’s love seemed to act 
like a charm ; every worc^ seemed to the eager throng that gatlipred around 
us, like ‘Ifche Water of Life.’ Nothing, however, awakened so much interest 
.as Christ’s own teaching of a future state ; and when wo told mothers who 
had lost their infant sons, that they were not lost as they had su])j)os<‘d, hut 
sjife in a ScaViour’s arms, and that by following Christ they could meet 
them again, and ^ live and reign with them for ever,* wo touched a chord 
which awjjkCned an interest* that nothing else could, and women not a 
few h^jird the Word as gladly as they did in 'apo.stc>ric times. Wo have 
had an amount of evidence whiclr no scepticism can ever set aside, that the 
Bible, in all its simplicity, doa^ meet the wants and woes of all classes and 
conditions of mind. 

What has given so much importance to our work Is the remarkable 
movement in the edifcationul department: there is nothing in llio whole 
of India to he cornered to it, and the scheme reflects the greates]; 
honor ow the wisdom and- prudence of the officers of this Division. There, 
arc nearly three hundred vernacular schools in the Sumbulj)()or district 
a^oKc, and these contain twelve jIiou.s.*uta boys and throe thousand girls. 
The school room is the olnanient of the village, far more attractive than 
the temple; and the proficiency •of the children, particularly tlie girls, 
filled us with unbounded delight. At one village forty hoys and girls 
came to my encampment of their own con-sent on the Sabhath, and for once 
in my life I had a Sunday school of hcatiu n children, and to*‘my astonish- 
ment the elder boys proposed that the girls should sit in the first row. We 
read the second chapter of Luke ; and the answers to the questions I pro- 
would have done credit any Sunday School in England. 

A large number of Gospels {las been given away in the.^^e schools, and 
the girls, if possible^ were more anxious to have them** than the boys. It 
is of the utmost importance that, a portjon of the Scriptures, at least, should 
he placed in the hands of these fiffecn thousand childi-en. It is only n 
matter of justice to state that a Christian officer of the Madms Army has 
paid in full the price of the Gospels we h.*vve thus distributed, and has 
•used his utmost endeavours to send the* Word of God to every state and 
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zemindary in this Division. This gentlemar; has been for several years a 
'W'arm friend of the Bible Society, and with three others flf the sai^e Army, 
translated tl)e New Testament into Dekhani, the Hindustani dialect of 
Southern India. During the past w^ek® the chief commissioner of the 
Central Provinces with his suite arrivcAl at Sumbulpoor, and all the linjahs 
and»Zemindars of this Division were summoned to niuel him. Such an 
opportunity for the wide diffusion ^f thfe \Y^ord of God may only once 
occur in a lifetime. We saw many of the chiefs, and some of them 
repeatedly, and in every instance wtj found them most anxious to receive 
portion.s of Scripture. In a single week we Kivc ..been able to do a work 
in Scripture distribution which, under other cft-cuinstances, would have 
taken as many weary months^ if not years to accomplish. This great 
gathering was fc^ political purposes, but another day it will be Siiid that 
God had His own purpose to accomplish, for llis Word has been carried as 
far as the Oriya language is spoken. *The ^ecd has been profusely scat- 
tered, and coming generations will reap the harvest. ** ^ 

We have met in Sumbulpoor two men in good position who have care- 
fully studied the Scriptures. One of tli^jm told us he could understand all 
except the book of Kevelation ; ‘I have read^’ he said, ‘this portion six 
times, but the descrij)tions of the “ beast ” Xnd the opening of the “ seals " 
still perplex me.’ The other man is a very liopofiil character, and, were a 
Missionary to be located here, would soon pi'ofess Christ. This immense 
district, which contains not less than a ;^nillion and a half of people, has* 
only been twice visited by Missionaries for more than thirty years. Tho 
only plan of seeking the conversion o^ this great multitude is by the 
printed Word; that Word is its own witness, and all we can do with the 
present paucity of labourers, is to rest on tli€ promise, which isjfis firm aa 
the mountiiins, that it slmll, aqgox'ding to Ilis Divine purpose, ‘ accom- 
plish that which He pleases, and# prosper in the thing whereto He has 
sent it.’ ^ 

It is impossible to read such a letter as the foregoing 
without feeling one^s own faith strengthened ii; the power 
of Divine Truth, as well as in the faithfulness of the j)ro- 
misc, ‘ And I, if I be lifted up from the earth, will draw ail 
men unto me.^ 

Another Missionary reports tkat the superstitious drestd 
of the Bible and the more popular distaste for its teaching, 
seem to be giving way among the Hindus ; that young 
Bengalis ]jave frequently applied to him for Bibles ; and 
that the interdiction of tha Scriptures in government 
schools prompt many of the pupils to obtain and study 
them. Among the Santals, especially, a wonderful thirej 
for Scriptural knowledge is being# developed, which is ren- 
dered all the more attractive -to them by the fact that they 
possess the Scriptures in ^heir'' own as well as in the 
Bengali language. There is a peculiar charm in the Word 
of God when translated into the vernacular of any people, 

n 
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which renders/it doubly attractive to them. The Gospel of 
St. John in the Lcpcha dialect Vill, it is hoped, soon issue 
from the press. It is mucli heeded, and when ready will be 
received with j^ladness, as the Missionaries of that district 
have no Christian literature to use in their schools. The 
revision of the Jh'ble in the- Oriya language is also pro- 
gressing favourably, the Old Testament being now com- 
pleted. God’s ways ‘are indeed past linding out, but it 
may be that the famine which haji pressed so heavily upon 
the people of Orissa may have been intended by Him to 
prepare them for the more liurnble reception of that Truth 
which tcstitics ot»Jesus as the bread of Heaven, and assures 
us that wheysoever cateth of Him shall never hunger. 
The 'Rev. Dr. Buckley, under whose charge the work of 
rei ision has been plaCect; thus describes its progress : — 

1 liavo the satisraciion'-of stating that the printing of the /)ld Testa- 
niuiit will, 1 hope, he completed in about a month. This lias engaged 
many of iny best hours for more than eight years, and on its comple- 
tion I shall thankfully and joyfully erect another Ebonezer, and devoutly 
acknowledge the helping hand (if’ God. During tins time' Orissti has 
been vi.^/ed witli one oi‘ the sorest calamities that in these latter days 
has bcliilJi’^ any people, andTor months my work was pursued from day 
to day- amid the piercing cries of fimiiKi-strickeii snftcrers ; the remem- 
brance of those days is paini’nl' beyond exi>ression, and I cannot but 
thankfully adore the grace thaw sustained us in that time of terrible trial. 

In this important work I have had the invaluable assistance of Jagoo 
lioul, an able and faithful native minister whom I intimately knew for 
more than twenty years, fie had a more accurate acquaintance with the 
niceties of the Oriya Ijwguage than any native 1 have known, and I cannot 
doubt tl'iat the labour he expended on the Oriya Bible 'will jirove to be of 
enduring value, llc^now sleeps in Jesus, but his works will follow him, 
and ha])pily the revision of the Old j'estaincnt was finished before his 
MasbT summoned him to the higlicr service of the upper sanctuary. 

This is the third edition of the Old TesUinient in Oriya. The first 
translation wjis by Dr. Carey (avIio was the first English student of the 
Oriya language) and was finished in lb 15, so that when our first Mis- 
sionaries Gommonced their work at CuttacK, now nearly fift^ years ago, 
they were favoured beyond most others : the whole -Bible had been trans- 
lated into the language of the people, and they could in this sense take 

themselves the whole armnuij,of God. The second translation was the 
work of my revered prcdecesfpr — the late Rev. Dr. Sutton. It was 
finished tweiity-seven years ago, and was published aVthe expense of the 
Bible Society. With this translation 'Vjre have all been in the main satis- 
fied, while we have felt that it was susceptible of improvement. I never re- 
garded it as my duty to make a new translation, but with the best native 
help that could boiobtaincd to make what wa^ialready good, a little better. 
Buch as it is, I commend it with devout reverence to the blessing of the 
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Lord. Much prayer as well as much labourTias been ^pended on it, and 
praying breath is never spent in rain. 

It is but natiiml that one who has given so much time 
to the study of the Scriptures should foeljbhe im[)ortauce 
of their extensive circulation ftne^ be wiUing to devote 
himself to it. On this poiut*J)r. IJucklcy observes: — 

The distribution of the AVord of God amofig tHe people is a voiy iin- * 
portant ]>art of our work. I was iiii])U*ssetl witli*tliis at the conimence- 
niont of iiiy Missionary coursoit and iiiAv, alter the cx])oricnce of more 
tlian a quarter oi‘ a century, I feel it still more deeply. The value of tlie 
Scriptures cannot be always traced ii^ statistical tables or even in striking 
incidents, though these arc not wanting, ciioi^h is seen to convince 

us that the Lord is with us in confirming J I is Word, whiU the. way is being 
j)repared for more copious showers of blessing and more glorious dis^Jaysof 
liis grace wlien w'o are sliecping in tlie»dust. In my ])astoral visits, while 
painful circumstauces liaA e often (lej)rcsM‘dXlie^pirit, I liaye frecpiciitly been 
cheered by pleasing evidence that tin; Word of God lias been more precious 
than thoiiJ^inds of geld and silver, and that jts^tr nth s have susbiined the 
mind in times of aUliction and sorrow. Some time since 1 wiis much 
encouraged by a case of this kind. Tlsc* sulFerer was one of the humbler 
members of God’s family. Blui had been for twenty years united to 
the visible flock of Christ, but thougli L knew nothing against lier, 1 had 
not imagined tlie depth of lier feelings on subjects of infinity moment. 
Her sullcriiig W'as agonising, Init she liad* great peace, ailfl^ith inucli 
animation said, tliinlf con»antly on the wt>rds of' Holy So^ipture, 
aiul they comfort me much. I ll^il it hard, very hard to be*ar this severe 
])ain night and day, and if I had not this^conilbrt and peace, I know not 
how J should endure it. Jlow diffeilint is my condition from that of many ! 

I often think if I had to bear all this sufferiiig as a Hindoo, with no know- 
ledge of God and Christ, how liojioless and s;id it Vould be ! Hut 1 am 
^thankfiil it is not so ; I have a blessed hope.’ iMuch more W'as siiid in 
the same strain, and I retired deeply impressed and benefited by tlio worfls 
of peace and hope whicli the sufferer had si^oken. 

Colportage operations }iavc beert conducted as usual 
with about the same numbei' of *colj)ortcurs, twenty, of 
whom have been supported by the Auxiliary and seven 
from the Roxburgh fund. Four have worked in Calcutta, 
seventeen in the Mofussil where Bengali is spoken, and six 
where Hindi is spoken. Whilst^ as has previously been 
stated, thp balance between fre^ gifts and sales has bceh 
most decidedly turned in favour of the kitter, great care 
has been taken so to rcdjiice tiie price as to bring the 
Gospel Avithin easy reach of all who wished to possess it. 
Thus th^ Gospel by St. Luke in Bengali is sold at one 
pice. The book, too, na» been neatly got up, and instead 

n2 
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of the ordiiiarjf title wnich, to a poor Hindu, conveys but 
little meaning, it bears this inscription, ‘ The History of 
our Lord Jesus Christ.’ 'Wbat may have been the exact 
sales of the colporteurs durifig the year is not yet certain, 
as in consequence of the annual meeting of the Auxiliary 
having been held a month earlier tlian usual, all the reports 
have not yet come in, but as far as they have been received 
they .show a markfed improvement. One had sold 1,480 
books instead of 1,027, another '[89 instead of G18, and a 
third 318 instead of 179, and even the smaller figures of 
the year 1870 had been 3.5 per cent, in excess of those 
of the ju’evious year. 

A sketch df oolportage work is furnished by the Rev. 
II. Iloppncr in the folloiving interesting narrative : — 

By tlic l)lc.s.sing of God onr Saviour, the three colporteuns, David, Seth, 
and Markus liave been engaged under iny superintendence in Bible dis- 
tribution fluring the year which ha.s now closed. 

, I am hiip[>y to say tliat tlicy haire been received almost everywhere with 
gladness, altliough not always without opposition ; for they have liad to 
defend the truth of tlie Gospel oftQn vi*ry earnestly and severely. But on 
the wbola they have seldom left a place where they have not felt that they 
liavc don\.softie good, and made some impre.ssion for the better on the 
minds of the people ; and in many instanoos they have’ been invited either 
to stay longer, or soon to renew tlroir visit. 

On tlieir tour to a fair calhtd Marliia, in the neighbourhood of Sita- 
inarhi, in February last, they met with a number of people, some twenty- 
live jiersons, of the shepherd caste, who were veiy simple and upright. 
They had blankets for sale, and as the fair had not yot commenced regu- 
larly, the colporteurs sal' doAvn with them and read the history of the birth 
01 Christ and the shepherds of Bethlehem from the Gospel of Luke, and 
had a long conversation with them. They very much rejoiced at all that 
tlvj}’ heard, and told the colporteurs tkat they were ignorant men, who 
had never beibre heard siitli things, and asked them to come with them 
to their village, which was only ju miles off, and stay with them, sa 
as to make tlieni better acc[uainted with what was contained in their books.. 
The colporteurs directed tliem to pniy to Jesus, who was born in Beth- 
lehem, wlfco would then reveal lliin.'^clf to them. They themselves liad 
been in ignorance, darkness, and superstition, but by receiving tliis precious* 
Book they had cast off all idolatry and had become Christians, and they 
now followed Jesus their God iuad Savmur, who was the Good Shepherd. 
The shepherds were very much struck with what they heard, and were 
very attentive, so much so that when people came to buy blankets they 
said, * Wait a little ; we must first hear these men what they have to say/ 
So the purchasers also sat down and listened. The shepherds regretted 
very much tliat they could not read, and they urged upon others of their 
village to buy books, which they did, and ...thus they hoped that they 
would hear more about Jesus. They also remarked that their ancestors 
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liad come from the west; and who knows, glhey saidiVhethcr the shep- 
herds of Bethlehem did not belong to our caste and fanVly. 

At a place called Maro, where flie people were assembled to bring their 
rent to the Government Tahsildar, the dbfporteurs went there to offer the 
Scriptures for sale. No sooner had# they told their intention than the 
pebple began to mock and said, MVe do not requise'your books; we 
have our gods and idols, such as the^un, And Jkho Gangci, whom we worship 
and whom we can see. The. colportaurs then quietly said, * You boast in 
your gods and idols ; but can they save you ? is theye even one among 
them who, according to their own Shastersi, luij sjivcd himseff, and is , 
not cursed? are they not more helpless than •yourselves ? *¥ 011 ' laugh 
and mock at us ; but hear thcfWord oft God, and*theu speak.* So they 
drew out their* books and began to road a])propriatc portions from 
different parts, and thus they silenced them all. Having arrested tlieir 
attention they began to tell tliem thatfthcy«hould cast off their supersti- 
tion and idolatry, and also their frivolitj' and light- mtndcdness, and become 
followers of Jesus Christ. To which the people replied, ‘ Yea, we see 
your religion must be true, as otlieryisc you w'ould not have sflffered 
our misbehaviour so quietly when we w'anttd to make you angry and 
drive you away.* When the colporteurs ftlid done, the J)Coplc purchased 
about fifleqp i)ortions of the Holy Scriptures, alljioiigh tliey at first did not 
want any. • • 

At another village, called Jawlcy, th(^ colporteurs had a similar expe- 
rience. Being market-day there was a large concourse of pcophj assembled! 
The colporteurs took their stand near ‘ Maha Maya ’ (an idol i)lacc of 
seven small heaps of mini !) and began to read the Scriptures. No sooner 
had they begun to read tlian the wliole assembly burst out ‘ ^y 1 Jay ! 
Maha Maya !’ as at liphesifs, Act^s xix., ‘ Great is Diana of the liphesians ! * 

So the colporteurs had to stop ft)r some time l)cfore they could ‘go on. • 
When the tumult had subsided, they resuipcd tbeir ivork and said, ‘ Now 
has your Maha Maya heard your cry and come to deliver you or swallow 
us up as you expected V And then they went on to expose the falsehood 
of idols and idol worship, and invited tlie people to come to Jesus. And 
^the result was that they sold then and there lliir'^-severi portions of the 
Holy Scripture. , 

Again, at Hajipore, during the opium weigliing in April la*st, there 
W'as a man among the cultivators^ Girdliari MahattcP, who came for t]ireo 
successive days to hear the preaching oT the. colporteurs, and aftcrwarTls 
related the following story about himsqlf. Abrmt six or seven years ago 
a missionary came to his village to preach and distribute Gospels and troi^ts, 
and in his preaching he told them they should keep holy the Sabbath day, 
and do no ivtrk thereon, as God had appointed one day out of seven for 
His service, and that day must be a fioly day. So since that finio he has * 

stopped all Sunday work in the field and house. In the morning, he said, 

I go to bathe, and then I sit dowij and iKjad the books wliich the Padri 
Sahib has gi^en me ; and since that timA the blessing of CJod has beOli 
with me so much, •that I have increased my field an#l bettered myself in 
every respect. • ^ 

The financial position of the Calcutta Auxiliary is not 
so favourable this yeat as last. The Committee, however, 
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have it in vie\& to en<l?avour to enlist the sympathies and 
to ask the help of those resident in the Mofussil. Hitherto 
subscriptions have been eeliected chiefly in Calcutta. It 
is to be hoped that in thistway a sura may be obtained 
more commensurate with the wealth and piety of Christians 
in India. • < <

Allahabad. — The ‘cn^.rgy with which the work of your 
North India Auxilii),ry, whose centre of operations is at 
Allahabad, is conducted, deserves all the success which it 
has achieved, as well as the encouragement which your 
Committee ^are ever ready to afford. For upwards of a 
quarter of a century it has' noiv been honoured of God to 
extend \vitliin the sphere of its labours the knowledge 
of the oiily living and true God, and if’ the results of 
such efforts are not always apparent to the mere casual 
observer, and sometime.s fail, to arrest the attention even 
of Zion’s Avatchmen, yet faith can rest in the assurance 
that no labour, Av’hich has God’s glory for its end, is eA’^er 
spent in vain, and chat the light of Truth shall eventually 
dispel all the darkness of ignorance and unbelief Avhich 
npw broods over a fallen AYorld.< 

The issues of the year have been slightly in excess of 
thqse of the preceding' onri, having amounted to 15,169 
copies, which are classed according to their languages, and 
have beep distrl1)uted as shown in the annexed fcible : —

A new edition of the Bible in Urdii-Persian ij being 
printed at the Jjoodi^ina Mission jPress ; towartlij/tiie ex- 
pense of which the Korth, Indja Auxiliary has agr&ed to 
contribute 3,158 Rupees, on condition of receiving back, 
when the work is complete, *400 Bibles, 300 New Testa- 
ments, and Gospels to the value of 15,3 Rupees. In a 
,rccent letter to the Secretary the maijager of the press 
reports that the work is making satisfactory progress, and- 
has advanced as far* as the end of the Book Deuteronomy, 
A thousand copies of Genesis and Exodus, in the 
I’crsian, are also being lithograjdied at the Allahabad 
press ; and two thousand copies of the same, in Urdii- 
Arabic, a^e in course of preparation. 

The revision of the Hindi New Testament, which it was 
stated last year was in contemplation, and the execution 
of which had been assigned toj the Missionaries of the 
various Missionary Societies oesupying the country, ha% 
made but little progress towards completion. This is a 
matter of regret, as the «tock *of the former edition is 
running low, and it is of great importance that the revision 
and printing should take ^lace before it is quite exhausted. 
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The circumstaices coAiiected with this disappointment are 
thus referred to ; — 

•I it 

In their last ropoi*t the Committej stated fully the steps that had been 
taken to obtain a. version of the Hindi New Testament, which W'oiild com- 
mand the general ^approval of the Missionary body in these provinces, 
namely, ‘ that tlio ‘ Missionaries of thj different Missionary Societies had 
been requested to select from their ijncmbers a representative together 
with a well-qualified native, these delegates to form a Committee for 
bringing out an improVed 'version of the New Testament, by taking 
advantage of the peculiar excellences of the two translations now in cir- 
culation, namely, that of the late Eev. Mf. Parsons, and that brought out 
by the Jb-itish and Foreign Bible Society in 1860 under the care of the 
Kev. J. F. Ullmann, and when ne''.cssjiry by making improvements in 
them.’ They further- stfited that the Itev. Me3.srs. Budden, Kellogg, 
Kennedy, and Mossinore had been designated for this important work. 

The Committee regret to state that, in consequence of various unfore- 
seen circumstances, very little progress has been made in this work of 
revi.sion during the past year. ^ 

The Kev. Mr. Kennedy has completed the revision of the Epistle to 
the Konians, and is now engaged on the 1st Epistle to the Corinthians. 

The Kev. Mr. Budden hopes that during the course of the present year 
be will accomplish a eonsiderabie portion of the work which he has 
undertaken, but the other two revisors have not been able to do anything 
towards revising the portions of th‘e New Tesbiment assigned to them. 

The Krv. Mr. Kellogg was compelled by sickness to go to America in 
the beginiVing^of 1871, and is' not expected to return to India before the 
end of;l872. The Kev. Mr. Messmore, in consequence of other pressing 
engagements has been unable to do any portion of his work, and 
has intimated his intention of •requesting his brother Missionaries of the 
American Eiiiscopal Methodist Mission to appoint another delegate in his 
I>Jace. 

It is to be hoped that, the work of revision will be completed not later 
than 1873, as the stock of Hindi New Testaments is now comparatively 
sinall; aut of 3,333 copies in store on the 1st January, 1871, no less than 
893 were expended within the last twelve months, and if the same num- 
ber continue to bo expended yearly our stock will be exhausted in less 
than four years. 

Colpoi’tage has "been employed by this Auxiliary to a 
considerable extent, as man}' as 27 men having been 
engaged' in thi>'. important .rork, to .whom 23 districts 
were assigned. A good deal of method was observed in 
arranging the plan of the'r campaign, and monthjy tabular 
ibrins were sent to each' of the superintending Mission- 
aries, which, when filled up, were intended to show the 
number of villages and houses visited by the colporteurs, the 
number of miles which they had travelled, the sales which 
they had effteted, distinguishing the Bibles, Testaments, 
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and Portions in the vernacvilar fro*ti thoseYn the^ English 
language, and the amounts which these respectively had 
realised. Had these returns* been regularly kept, they 
would have afforded valuable information, and yielded 
data from which to form a judgment of ho\^/ar each man’s 
work had been successful, afl^ justified the* continuance of 
his engagement. But complete returns have only been 
received from four districts. Therc'is a deficiency of one- • 
quarter from six, and of^two quarters from two of them, 
whilst the remaining eleven have done little more than 
furnish the amount realised by the sales. When so much 
time and labour have been expended wjth a view to the 
methodical working of any system, it is .very disappoint- 
ing to find that the labour has been lost and the*time 
wasted for want of a little congsjderation on the part of 
those on whose co-operation reliance was placed. The 
number t)f Scriptures issued to the dblporteurs aqiounted 
to 5,910 copies. Whether tliese were all sold is not 
certain, but the money returns lead to the assumptioil 
that they were. One very satisfactory feature? of the col- 
portage is noted by your Auxiliary, which is the ^adual 
increase of safes, aiid decrease of expenditure.*^ l)uring 
the last three years, the ‘sales realised respectively the 
sums of 666, 866, and 938 Bupees; whilst tlie expen- 
diture was graduated in an inverse ratio, having amounted 
to 5,117, 4,377, and 3,704 Rupees. The.Comraittee draw 
.from this fact the conclusion that the colporteurs are 
working zealously tgid efficiently in the sphere of Ckristiali 
labour which has been assigned to them. . 

Your Auxiliary has not been'less.zealous in endeavour- 
ing to enlist the sympathies of Missionaries in the special 
work of Scripture distribution than in organising an effi- 
cient system of colportage. A circular has been addressed 
to them, asking them whether, on condition of fJieir ex- 
penses being paid, they were willing to undertake short 
tours during the cold season, wJth a view of offering tlif 
Scripture^ to the people at a lott" price, .vid urging upon 
them the necessity of making themselves acquainted with 
their contents. Most of tftose to whom it was sent have 
expressed their approval of the plan, but only six were 
able at present to d^oty their time to such a purpose. 
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That such tin^ was "v^ll employed, will be gathered from 
the following feccount, which two of the Missionaries have 
furnished, of some of the-meidents of their journey. The 
Kev. Mr. Etherington, who. itinerated in the central pro- 
vinces, gives aslescriptior\ of the eagerness of the people 
to possess the Scriptures : — 

I took with me eight dozen portions of the Scriptures, Genesis, the 
Gospels, ’Acts of the Apostles, &c. It struck me that the price fixed upon 
them 'by your Committee was too low, so I ventured to double it, 
resolving to sell no cojiy at your. price, except to a few who might not be 
able to pay more. My success was equal to my expect? tioiis, and I sold 
all my stock except two copies of Isaiah. The plan of giving tlic 
Scriptures gratuitously in the.indi&riminatc way that some Missionaries 
used to do, is, I am persuaded, most mischievous ; what the people can 
obtain so easily* they think very lightly of; in fact so little do they 
value Ihem, that they have been known in many instances to take them 
to the.buniyas’ shop to sell *hem as waste paper. 

At Myheer, a* native state, a man apparently in the service of the 
llajah, after listening to our preaching for nearly an hour^^ bought a 
Gospel, a’^d then left. aime to listen again on the evening of 

the following da}^, and immediately said that the Kajah had asked 
Ilim lor the book* which lie had purchased the day before, and that 
he wished to buy another. Ho p^id for this second copy and then pur- 
chased a third, which he presoTited to a man anxious to get a Gospel, but 
who had not t^ie wherewithal to buy it. At Sahajpore there was quite 
a brisk demand for books, and I think that it would be well to send a 
colporteur there for five or six weeks wHh a good selection of Scriptures. 
Several Mohammedans asked me for a Gospel in Urdu, but I had none to 
give them, my stock being all in Hindi. One Mohammedan, who knew 
Hindi, bought a copy in tliat language, and when I asked him what he 
wanted to do with it, he said that he wished to translate it into Urdu, as 
it would be a good thing to have such a book in Urdu, so that others besides 
Hindus might read it. ' On being told that it had been translated into 
Urdu, hd appeared surprised, but said that, notwithstanding, he would 
translate it also. 

i (Ibservod tliat most of those v^ho purchased the Scriptures were young 
pcojile from 14 to 22 years of ago : very few elderly or even middle- 
aged persons seemed disposed to buy. A few, who could not themselves 
read, bought the books to take them home to their friends. 

The Rev. Mr. Hutton give^ similar testimony regarding 
his experience in the Benares district 

I confess it was with but small hope ^of selling many Scriptures that I 
see out on my itinerating tour, ^nd accordingly I took only4.hree dozen 
copies with me ; thesr' were all k>ld in the course of the first four days, 
and 1 was obliged to send to Benares for a fresh supply of six dozen, 
which were almost all disposed of in thd course of my three weeks' itine- 
ration. When we think that a pice or two to the poor villagers repre- 
sents more than twice as many rupees to ourselves, 1 think tbat 1 have 
every reason tS be satisfied with the succe'^s I experienced. 
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The ground over which I travelled hagj been fi^quently traversed 
before, and I found that it had always been the c\stom tq give tlie 
Scriptures gratuitously. This was our great hindrance to selling; we 
were told over and over again by 8ome,*tiiat the Missionaries had always 
given the books for nothing, and that^we must be making something out 
of t^e sale of them now ; others, by hinting that we would give them away 
•when we found that no person would buy, kept people from purchasing, 
who might otherwise haVe done so;^e stuct to our rule, however, and 
did not give a single copy away. • 

One thing struck me very much, which was, J;hat’ the Brahftiins and 
others interested in retiiining idolatry and in Koeping the people in^ igno- ' 
ranee, never purchased, so iiir 1 remepibcr, a siflgle copy of the Scrip- 
tures. I often lyged them to buy a copy and read for themselves, re- 
minding them that we always had to purchase their books when we wished 
to know anything of their religion, bu% thoi^h they Avorc generally willing 
to accept a book, not one of them would pay •the trifling price of 
two pice asked for a Gospel; more than this, in one or t^o instiinces they 
dissuaded others from purchasing. I rgmember one case particulariy. A 
Brahmin boy was anxious to have a copy Luke and Acts, he ran oft' 
and persuaded hia mother to come and procure the book for him ; his 
mother came to make the purchase ; unfortnn.'y;cly a Brahmin happened 
to be standing by at the time, and soon put an end to the boy\obtaining 
possession of the object of his desire, by saying ‘ What do you Avant Avith 
such books, do you Avish to become a Cllristian ? ’ The mother, on hearing 
this, refused to purchase the Gospel for her son. In several instances, 
also, the teachers of the village schools forbade the boys to buy Scriptures. 

Still, notAvithstanding all these hindrances^ the Scriptures jvercv^old, and 
thus the good seed Avas ^Avii,, seed that shall one day sjwkfg up and 
bring forth fruit, for the promise is ‘ My Avord shall not rctuAi unto 
me A'^oid but it shall accomplish that A\diicli I please.* I have much 
more faith in the dissemination of, God’s Word than of all the tracts, 
though good in their way, that Avore ever publisliecl ; and I think that moio 
good miglit liave been done, if Missionaries had mi^le it more their busi- 
ness, in thoir itinerating journeys, to distribute tlie Word of God, instead 
*of, as lias been generally done, tracts and painphlJts, Avliicli deal Avitli tho 
controversy betAveen Hindoos, Mussulmans, and Christians. Tlfe pciopTe 
require to know what God says^ Avith their oavu* religion, aye Avith its 
follies and absurdities loo, they are well Scquajiited ; Avhat they requife^o 
knoAv is the Truth which can alone make thym free.

The Punjab. — Thff Pyhjab Auxiliary, whose centre of 
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operations is ^establiiiierl at Lahore, has gradually been 
assuming a more definite form, and, under the able 
management of its presefifr active Secretary, the Rev. R. 
Clark, will doubtless develop its resources in a manner 
calculated to Ineet the wants of the district embraced 
‘■within its extensive cifcle. The first object to be attained 
was a I)ep6t of sufficient capacity and convenience for the 
storing of the Scriptures which it was needful to keep in 
stock, and your Committee ha'^e had much pleasure in 
contributing the sum of £350 towards thQ purchase of 
one. Suitable premises have been obtained in the Anar- 
kullec Bazaar, which hitve Been fitted with bookcases and 
other needful a,pplianccs, and already Scriptures in Eng- 
lish, ►TJrdii, Punjabi, Hindi, Persian, Pushtu, Arabic, 
Bengali, and Hebrew' arc to be obtained there, and will 
be circulated thence throughout the province. The Punjal) 
Auxiliary has, since 'its formation, which is only of recent 
date, printed 2,000 New Testaments and 27,000 Portions 
in tiie Urdii-Persian, and 3,000 Now Testaments and 
31,000 Portions in the Punjabi. The sum of £500, which 
your Committee vote(b to it last year, is being applied 
towardsMhc expense of the lIrdii-.Persian Old Testa- 
ment* now in course of printing at the Loodiana press. 
The system of colportage is being carried out in entire 
accordance with the princiiilcs of your Society, which 
require the men. employed by it to confine their sales to 
the Sacred Scriptures. Nine colporteurs have been at work 
daring the year, for periods varying, from one to eight 
months, and have succeeded in disposing of 14 Bibles, 13 
Testaments, and 813 Portions in the vernacular, and of 8 
Bibles and 21 Testaments hi English. Such results may 
not appear to afford much gi’ound for encouragement 
to those unacquainted with the country; but it is neces- 
sary to know che nature of the obstacles to be overcomij, 
before a safe judgment can be formed of the value of the 
progress which lias been attained. . The following extracts 
from the reports of cori-espondents in tlie Punjab will 
afford some idea of the difficulties which are encoun- 
tered : — 

In the Pcshawur District there are great difficulties in the way of the 
distribution of the Sacred Scriptures. E^ery effort is made by the Mie- 
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sionaries to induce the people to purchase cojifes. A Ibok shop has been 
established in the central part of the city, and constsnit itinemtions are 
made amongst the villages, in the* hope of inducing the people either to 
purchase copies or even to accept tlienf grids. But it is very seldom that 
the people will take a copy on any conditions. 

I'he liev. T. P. Hughes, who spends most of the ^Id season in the 
district, states that the oyly way in \)jliich* he,Cim get the village moulvies 
to take copies, is to send them secretlj;. If a village priest or moiilvie 
were seen taking a copy of the Scriptures, he would soon lose his jnfluence 
in the village. lu one village he Wiis glad to find a moulvie from Jellula- • 
bad, in Cabul, Avho had read the Now Testament ^and appeared to* have 
retained some knowledge of its iontents. • When Ameer Sher Ali Khan 
visited Peshawur^ Mr. Hughes asked him to accept a copy of the Scrip- 
tures, but his Highness remarked that he was already aware that lie liad 
suffered in the Cfttiiuation of his people by making an alliance with the- 
British, and that he dare not make matters worse by taking the Christian 
Scriptures. His Minister and Secretjiry — Noor Moharntned — accepted some 
liandsomely-boniid copies of the Old and new Testament. * 

A chief of considerable standing in the ^isft*ict, and descended from a 
well-known Afghan leader of former days, is known to be a reader of the 
New Testauient. His people relate with some surprise, that he sometimes 
will read two or three chapters aloud at a tinft ! • 

Such instances, however, are the excaption. As a rnlo, the people are 
afraid to have a copy of any Christian book in their 'dwellings. This* 
state of things has been brought about by the influence of •the celebrated 
Mohammedan leader of the day, the Akhoond of Swat, who is sait^ to have 
declared that tlie possession of a Christian Book is a siiflicitnt >)roof that 
its possessor is a Reretic •and excommunicate. Very few Mohan^medan 
teachers of these parts will belifeve that the Christians possess tfte Old 
Tesfcimcnt Scriptures, which they say were* so large that they "Nverc forty 
camels’ load. Absurd as this tradition may appear to an English reader, 
it is a serious obstacle to the reception of the Scriptures by even the best 
educated of the MohanimecLan teachers. • 

, Many return tlic New Testament as soon as tl^ey read of the ‘ Son of 
God,’ — an expression considered blasphemous by bigoted Mohammedans. I. 
have, however, occasionally met with some who do not oVjjcct to this 
expression, but they are few. • ^ ^ 

It will be seen how great are the difficulties ^ve who labour amongst the 
Mohammedans have to contend with. •Christian friends in England can 
scarcely realise the nature of their bigotry and ignorance. 

Anothef correspondent writes : — 

This result should not be despised if the circumstances under which it 
has been achieved are taken int(^ consideration. The people amongst 
whom the sfri^e has been effected are moirtly of the agricultural class and 
perfectly ignorant ef letters. Besides, they have no 4aith in the subjects 
treated of in the books, and are genbrallv prejudiced against, and some- 
times hostile towards them. Undei* such circumstances w'e have no reason 
to be discouraged at the smallness of the sales. The wonder is, not that so 
few are sold, but that any sold at all, 

I have reason to believe that ibis department of Misuonaiy labour has 
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been the instrument of difAlsing the knowledge of Christ extensively in 
this district. This is manifest in the increased intelligence shown by the 
people in hearing and underst.'i^ding the facts and truths of the Gospel. 
Three years ago when I first preached in the remote villages of this dis- 
trict, my words vere hardly intelligible to my hearers. They often stared 
at me with vacant ^Hnd iinmeaniKig looks, as if they had heard something 
strange, to which tlieir cars ‘•were ne t accustomed. Such a phenomenon 
has entirely disiippcarod. Now, wherevefr I go, I find a different 
state of 'things. The |oeople are always ready to enter into the subject of 
’ my c^)nvorsation, and to a great extent familiar with the principal topics 
connected with it. This progress I have ;no doubt has been caused by the 
circulation of our Gospels as much as byVhc preaching of the Word from 
the mouths of the living preachers. The work of eoljiortnge is the com- 
plement of the work of preaching, and is necessary to make it perfect. Its 
iiniiortance and usefulness to an itinerant preacher can never be over-stated. 

The Rev.'Th. Rechler, of the Moravian Mission, has 
furnished this Auxiliary \vitli a list of tlie Scriptures 
printed at the lithographic ])vcss of their Mission at Kye- 
lanf^, in Thibet, in tjic Thibetan book language, tyhich can, 
be understood by all Avho are able to read. They consist 
of the ( I OS] )el. according to St. Matthew and St. John, the 
Acts of tliQ Apostles, and ten of the Epistles. 

Mat^j^s — The fifty- first Annual Ive])ort of your Madras 
Auxiliary is quite equal in interest to any bf its predeces- 
sors, and it is satisfactory to find that the labours which 
it records have been well'sustained, and have been crowned 
Avith an enlax'ged measure of success. 'J'he Committee 
express th.eir co'UAUction that, though their work is in 
danger of being underrated by some, few Avho consider 
tlie importance of bringing the influence of God’s Word 
to , bear upon the masses of Southern India Avill be dis- 
posed to question its value. It is quite possible that 
nof many marked instb,nc»A> of coiu'ersion can be traced, 
Avithin the limited [)ex*iod of a year, to the reading of 
the Scriptures ; and j et not only may there be in pro- 
cess of development a beneficial cflect ujjon the hearts 
and minds of those Avho ^read, Avhich is sufficient of itself 
10 justify and to reward all the expenditure of means and 
anxious care fof this end, but it is not improbable that 
the success of other agencies employed for the spiritual 
benefit as AveU as the social elevation of the people is due 
in a great measure to the softening and enlightening 
power which the Word of Life- has previously exercised 
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upon them. A remarkable testimfony to'^this effect is 
recorded as having been ^iven lately by a respectable 
Ilindii to a Missionary at a Mofassil station. He declared 
that the salutary influence of the Bible over his own heart 
and life, was sufficient proof to Jiim of itS'Bivine origin. 
Happy would it be for mar^ sceptics of the present day 
if they would read the Scidptures in sucli a humble and 
prayerful spirit as to arrive through* the same means 
at a similar conclusion. The growing magnitude of the 
operations of this Auxiliary may be gathered from the 
fact, that its Depository constitutes the principal source 
of sup[>ly to 20 Branch Societies and DenOts in no fewer 
than 14 languages — 4 European, ‘A of. Wrfistern Asia, 
and 7 Indian. By far the largest ])roportion of issues 
are in English, Tamil, Telugu, a»(l Hindustani. The 
ifalayalim Scriptures ju’o printed and issued at the Cot- 
tayam Depot in yorth Travancore, itnd the Canarese at 
Bangalore and Mangidorc. The following table shows the 
proportion in which the various languag&s have beeil 
issued : — • * 
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Some interesting statistics ^re furnished with i*eference 
to these issues, showing that tliey have advanced since 
the previous year from 3.7,732 to 57,978 copies, a result 
which is in a great mdhsure due to the replenishing of the 
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stock kept by fche colporteurs. The sales have, however, 
also increased from 13,908 to 22,459. Those effected 
at the Madras Depository* have, with one exception, been 
the largest on record. The total sales from all the 
Society’s Dc^&ts and by its colporteurs have amounted to 
70,079 copies,'- which ’have realised 6,737 Rupees, being 
11,136 copies and 649 Rupees more than in the previous 
year. 'This is the more satisfiictory inasmuch as for the 
first time a discpunt of 25 per cent, has been allowed 
on all Scriptures bought for dliktribution, and a reduced 
scale of charges for vernacular Scripturhs has been 
adopted. The progress mside in 'any work is often not 
so marked frpm j'^ear to year as when the eye is cast back 
along the scale of events for a period of ten years, 
and the point attaired is' compared with the point of 
departure. Ten years ‘ago the sales of your Auxiliary 
from all sources amounted to 18,335 copies ; now they 
amount' to 70,079, whilst the average sales of the previous 
seven years have only reached a total of 62,411, so that 
there is an excess of 51,744 copies in the sales of 1871 
over those of 1861, and an excess of 7,6(58 copies over 
the averege of the last seven years. Efforts have been 
made' to render all the Depots, of the Auxiliary complete 
and efficient, and as co.nsidcrable expense has been in- 
curred for the attainment of this object, hope is enter- 
tained that a beneficial result will be attained from such a 
•course of action dpring the ensuing year. 

Colportage is a very distinctive feature of this Auxi- 
liary’s operation?. An average of forty-three of these 
useful tigents have beer, employed under the zealous 
superintendence of tfie Rqv. A. Theophilus, who spares 
no pains to render his corps as efficient as possible. The 
districts occupied by them are thirty-eight ip number, 
and in thirty-three of these jin advance in the circulation 
of previous years is reported. In the Trichinopoly, Travan- 
core, and Kistna districts, there is a falling off, but in the 
Madras and Madura and some other stations this sales are 
double and even treble those previously effected. From 
one point of view these figures appear most satisfactory, 
and ought to call forth both ^atitude and praise. At 
the samef time it must be borne in joind that education is 
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advancing with very rapid strides, "^md if ^he knowledge 
of Divine Truth is to keep 'pace with intellectual culture, 
far more abundant supplies of ^Sftfiptures must be provided 
anjl far larger sales effected. • . 

Mr. Theophilus mentions the case of^ three natives 
who have been baptized dijring *the year, and whose 
conversion may be traced •to reading the -W ord of God. 
He also names fourteen others, who, "tbi^ugh the same in- 
strumentality and conve^ation vith the tiolporteurs, have 
become enquirers after Truth. He further reports that 
the Scriptures have been introduced as a regular or extra 
branch of study in seventy village'school#. 

Taking a concise review of the whole of-thtf colporteurs’ 
work during the year, the following results were obtained. 
They have travelled 58,G30 mUjps,* visited ,7,139 toAvns 
and villages, in which they have c.'illed at 240,649 houses. 
Their sales liave amounted to 596 Bibles, 858 New. Testa- 
ments, 104 Old Testaments, aud 38,325 Portions, which^ 
have realised in the aggregate 1,853 Jlupees.* The Auxi- 
liary’s report also mentions the Ijfbours of one Bible Woman 
in Ootacamund, half of wliose salary is paid by the* Bible 
Society, and avIto has sold in five montlis 7 Tamil.New 
Testaments, 52 Old Testaments; and 313 Ncav Testament 
Portions. Such agency might Atell be multiplied with 
advantage both to the women themseh^es and the com- 
munity among Avhom the)'^ labour. • 

, The report of ]\Ir. Theophilus, the superintendent of 
the colporteurs, is a very interesting document. "After* 
alluding to the increased, opposition which liis men 
meet Avith from a certain class of natives, Avho read the 
Bible with a vicAV of refuting* its ’doctrines and casthig 
scorn upon Christianity, as Avell as to the bitter enmity of 
Romanists^ Avho have recourse there, as in Europe, Jo Bible 
burning, in order to give veitt to their malice, he turns 
the picture to the brighter side, and touches with a hand 
not devoid of poAver, some <5f the* points Avhich bear upon* 
the successful prosecution of his A^'ork — • 

Let us now thankfully turn to •the more cheering and encouraging 
aspect of the work. With the firm conviction that God’s Word, humbly 
and honestly perused, ever^rid.<fa response in the human heart and is 
able to make men wise unto sdPlvation, the Bible Sbeiety has made the. 
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systematic dissen£nation that Word its primary object. Nor have 
the results failed to justify the wisdom, of the scheme. True, colportage 
has not achieved here such brilli/int results as on the Continent of Europe, 
but it should be borne in mind that^there, under the corrupt superstructure 
of Rome, as well^as of rationalism jfnd Christian indiffcrentism, there lies a 
substratum of ScrJj^ture Truth. On the contrary, in India the Bible col- 
porteur has ab.solv.tely no common ground witli the heathen. When we 
remember tliat for some thousands, 'of years Satan has been holding this 
people under abject sway, and enclosing them all gradually in an inex- 
tricable netwoi’k of fals6 philosophy — a poetical worship of the elcment.s — 
a demoralising polytheism with its accompaniment of cruel superstition 
and priestcraft- — a vaunting pantiieism — ])lind fatalism — an unreasoning 
metempsychosis — and lastly — but by no means least — ^an elaborate system 
of caste : I say when we romembej: this wo might have been naturally 
surj)riHed that so maijy tons of thou-siinds of Scriptures should have been 
jmrehaHed by this peo[>lc were it not for the prophetic — and rapidly being 
fulfilled — assurance tliat ‘the earth shall be full of the knowledge of the 
Lord as the waters cover the sea.’ ' 

There arc nui;nerons incficat'ons that the Lord’s blessing has continued 
to attend the labours of your colporteurs during the year under review. For 
the present at least, BiblG'*coJporfcige is essentially a pionceringv^work ; and 
its success, lhor(‘fore, should not be measured by tlie number of enquirers or 
/converts, though ,we arc encouraged by such spiritual tokems. Moreover, 
it is not often given to the colporteurs themselves to see the fruit of their 
labours. Nevertheless wo meet • with many pleasing instances of the 
good cfK^cts of Bible reading. Through the. instrumentality of your colpor- 
teurs thei5f\ have been three cases of baptism and upwards of fourteen 
cases cf enquirers, most of whom are anxious for baptism, and some of 
whom have allowed themselves to be piUced under instruction. 

Not urifreciuently heathens,'^ weary of the national religion, have held 
long and earnest conversations witir your agents and invited them to re- 
peat their visits in order to afford them mure light. Instances arc also 
observable of men wlio liavo abandoned idolatry and arc secret admirers 
of Christianity, but w) o postjionc public confession till a general movc- 
innnt shall take place towards the Truth. Applications have been frequently 
made for other portions of Scriptui t’s than those purchased. There arc 
«ol^stiintly recurring cases of forpiov purchasers who have met the colpor- 
teurs, and who declare that they have been Jittentively perusing the books, 
and purchase fresh portions.' Tliv y acknowledge tliat the Bible is more 
intelligible than any of their religie-ns books, and oflon request the agents 
to explain difficult passages; some "^f them even c.xpress a desire for a 
spiritual agent to labour pcnnaiiently in their midst, AJmost all the 
colporteurs testify that in tlieir several districts there are numerous Ilindu.s 
ami Mussulmans carefully reading the Bible. 

It is a noticeable fact that as a goReral rule, previous to purchasing, 
the pcofile either read for theiMselves or cause to be read a few passages 
in order to make sure of the wortl^ of the return they receive for their 
money. Parents who could not themselves read have often bought Scrip- 
tures with a view to hear them read^by their children. Instances have 
not been wanting of heathens who have purchased portions and prescntc(j[ 
them to other# who liad not the means *to Iviy, but evinced an anxious 
desire to possess tliemselves of the treasure. Colporteurs have at times 
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found in some heathens help in promoting th^r sales dnd in stilling the 
violence of insolent opposers. ^ 

Convinced of the importance of the scheme of introducing the Bible 
into heathen schools, I said in the lasttepftrt that efforts were being made 
in this direction, and ventured to express a hope that larger results may 
appear in the ensuing year. Sp(»cial and systeniatiar efforts have been 
put forth in this department, and I jyn tKanl^ul to report that our hope 
has been realised to a great e 3 :tent. jK>pring the past year Scripture por- 
tions have found their way into no dess than seventy schools, conducted 
})y heathen teachers in various’ parts of the Presidency. Many of them 
are tcacliing the Bible as a stated lesson ; some df the more timid, dfread- 
ing opposition from their patre^p, content themselves with recommend- 
ing tlie boys to purcliase and read at home. A colporteur notices the 
case of one who, having met with decided opposition from some of 
the parents of the boys, compromised tl#e matter by estiblisliing a 
private Bible class for a few. In exceptional cases tjje Gosj)cls have 
been adopted, but as a general rule the Book ol* Proverbs has^ been 
in great rc(iuest. When wo remember the many striking passages in 
tliis hook respecting true wisdom, the relative duties, and the vanity of tlie 
world ; and moreover the fact tliat not a few of these teachers had been 
gratuitously provided Avitli a copy of the New •Festament in connection 
witli a former sch( 3 me, may wc not hope thaf under the Divine^ blessing 
this important movement may tend to a, nobler end than instruction 
mere worldly wisdom ? 

It is a well-known fact that the lilngiish educated native*, whose num- 
her is rapidly increasing, prefer the English to the vernacular Bible. 
They would not read it at all, or read it onfy in English. Special efforts 
hav€», therefore, bAui matle during the yc;ar to bring the Word of God 
to hoar upon this important aud«influ«it1al portion of the community ; 
and il is siitisfactory to report that 1,244 ^ilnglish Scriptures have been 
sold (/>. 508 Bibles and 315) Testfwnents, mostly of the cheaper sort, 
and 417 jKirtions) against 441 {i.e. 223 Bibles, 128 Testaments, and 90 
portions) in 1870. Most of the purchasers liave been? Govormnont heathen 
officials. Government school- I k » ys, and Romanists. ^ A commission of 12^ 
^Kir cent, on tlie sale of English Scriptures was sanctioned in ^Isiy laf^t 
with a view to encourage* the agents to attend to this important branch 
of colportage without prejudice to ^heir vernacTilar v^rk. • • 

The number of the vernacular reading public in the Presidency is daily 
increasing. In connection with the Government alone there are nearly 
4,000 mixed schools, to say nothing of numerous mission and.piall splik/ols. 
The latter are to bo found in almost every village of any importance ; but 
we do not possess accurate statistics respecting them. The rocei*( ly passed 
Local Funds Bill will give an extrorefinary imj)CtU8 to vernacular educa- 
tion throughout the country, and there is every probability of an immense 
and unparalleled increase of the reading public. Does not this lay an ad- 
ditional responsibility upon the Bilde Sogiety, and point out tlie exjie-* 
diency of a judicious extension and consolidation *of their coljjortago 
operations ? ^ 

One of the most hopeful and intef-esting signs of tlie times is tlie recent 
impulse given to the Brahmic movement in the Pre.sidcncy. Tlie fra- 
ternity hitherto known as th^ Veda Samaj have lately changed their name 
into Brahma Samaj (Thcistic assembly), consistently with their doctrine* 
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of the needlessnei^s of ‘ pa^er revelation/ Their object is to ‘ propagate 
theistic doctrines land to promote a theistic form of worship/ I'he old 
covenant had allowed the subscribers a wide margin for the observance of 
certoin heathen ceremonies, thohgh*' sinful and absurd, yet supposed to be 
expedient under the circumstances. The revised covenant is more de- 
cidedly iconoclastiflc^ but in spite of it the members will no doubt still 
continue to bear th^ chalk apd safFrofl marks on their foreheads, to observe 
caste distinctions and to wink at idolatry in their own families. Refusing 
as they <Jo to hold any book or man a^ an infallible guide in religion, they 
» still declare their wiUKj^n^ss ‘ to accept any truth contained in any book 
or utlorod by any map/ Consistently with their declaration to ‘ discard 
all sectarian views and animosities,* thty appear now to have ceased to 
attack Christianity openly in their periodical. I am i informed by the 
Secretary of the Sfxmaj tliat vigorous efforts arc being put forth to organize 
branch associations throughoifv the Presidency, and at this moment they 
have members jjnd ^sympathizers’ in the principal parts of South India, 
the majority of whoih arc occupying important positions. Tlipy have not 
yet advanced to the stage of the Bniihma Samaj at Calcutta, whose ministers 
read poi‘tlons of the Biblf at their mcetingg, and who have recently 
introduced into one of their theological examinations Butler’s Analogy, 
and ^Precepts of Jesus’ bydiammohun Roy ; but wc ho pethey may rro long. 
They holfi freejuont meetings in various parts of Madras and Bangalore, 
where prayers are road, hymns. chanted, and sermons preached. There 
IS the sound of Cliristianity about their teaching, yet emphatically without 
Christ. Wc iliay regard the movement as the corporate oxprcssioti of a 
thorough dissjitisfaction with heathenism, and of a longing for a more 
spiritual aj)d witisfyiiig faith. ’ No doubt many of the educated young men 
have Joined the Samaj out of vanity or We of ’tiovelty ; but it cannot bo 
denied' that there are a few earnest spkfits among their leaders who arc 
striving to reform the commxinjty. Let us hope that these men, who are 
now willing to accept some truths in* the Bible, may by the Spirit’s tcach- 
^ing ultimately accept all its saving truths. 

In noticin<T thp work of revision, the report of the, 
Auxiliary alludes in the first place to the completion of 
the revised TamiJ Bible, a copy of which was laid on the 
tatlc of the Committee (in tiuj 2l8t of August. Since 
that date 1,000 copies have been issued from the Madras 
De'pbsitory, and so great has been the demand for it that 
the binder has not been aide to supply books in sufficient 
number 'to meet it. Thirteen years have been spent by 
the Rev. H. Bower and the Committee of Delegates asso- 
(jiated with him, in bringing this great work to a final 
conclusion. It -will now be taken as the, standard text 
for all future editions in the use of which the Jaffna 
Auxiliary has most cordially concurred. 

The revision of the Old Testament in the Telugu has 
been carried 'on in London duidng^ the year under the 
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superintendence of the Rev. J. Hay and the Rev. Dr. Ward- 
law, the former having been engaged with the Prophetical 
Books, and the latter with the^fbok of Job. A Committee 
of Delegates, assisted by competent native Munshis, have 
been appointed to co-operate with these gentlemen, and 
when Mr. Hay returns to\India,* he will advise with 
them as to the course to be finally adopted. The rapid 
enlargement of the Telugu Church* aild the progress of 
education in the country, render it most desirable that 
this work shojild be brought to a speedy conclusion. 

The account of the meeting of the Delegates for the 
revision of the Malayalim Scriptures ig so interesting, 
that it is given as it appears in the Auxilipryis Kcport — 

Malayalim Revision. — The mceting*of the delegates on the Malayalim 
Revision Committee, whicli the last report^tAed would take place early 
in 1871, did not take place till the 2Gth^uly, when the Revs. Messrs. 
Baker and Justus Joseph, the delegates of the Ckurch Missionary Society, 
proceeded to Cannanore, lurnished with notea*from the Rev. F. Wilkinson, 
the delegate of the London Missionary 8<[)cicty, who was unable to attendj^ 
and from various members of the Church Mission, as well as from their 
own reading, and there met the Revs. Messrs. Fritz and Mfller, tlie dele- 
gates of the Gorman Ikasle I\Iission. Tlioir meeting was most cordial, and 
little difficulty was experienced in determining the course to be pursued 
for obtaining a Union Version the Bible in Malayalam. The foljowing 
arc the principal features of the ngrccuient arrived at: — ThatDr.*Gun- 
dert’a version be the basis of the new oiie, but that considering there 
are certain terms, proper names, &c.^ rendered in it differently to those 
long ill use among the Christians of the southern districts, such alterations 
should be made as will make Dr. Gundert’s versioit acceptable to all, in 
powisc, however, altering its style and character, -y and that thus altered 
the version sliould be accepted by all parties as the standard version o£ 
Malabar. The delegates read through ten chapters of St. Matthew’s Gospel, 
and determined on the words and 4*xprcs.jions which* should be altered^ip. 
them, and decided that the future work may be carried on ‘ by correspon- 
dence, Mr. Baker collecting opinions in Travtmcorc, and sending the formal 
lists of words determined on by the Travancore Missionaries to ]\lc'gS5rs. 
Fritz and Miller, who will agree on their parts to what alterations they 
will allow.’ TClie delegates may have to meet again to dctcniiine points 
that cannot be arranged by correspontfence. It has been decided to print 
each book as it passes the Revision Committee at Mangalore. TJie Gospel 
of St. Matthew has been gone ove» by the southern delegates, and their 
suggestions and lists of words are now in ije hands of the delegates of tli# 
German Basle Misfion. It is a reiuaijcable coincideitce that the proceed- 
ings of the first meeting of the Malay alan^ Revision Committee were con- 
firmed by the meeting of the Mad^-as Committee, at which the Rev. H. 
Bower announced the completion of the Tamil Bible. 

The revision of the 'Scriptures in the Hindustani Ian- 
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guage has been unfortunately delayed through the 
lamented death of the late Major Carr, who had under- 
taken to pass the Book of Proverbs through the press in 
that dialect which is • spoken in South India. The 
Committee hafi expected great things from the valu- 
able assistance which* he W|ls prepared to afford in this 
department of, labour, but G*od called him to rest, and 
those who survive mnst bow to His Sovereign will. 

The Scriptures printed by ^he Auxiliary during the 
year have been limited to 5,00b Bibles and 5,000 Testa- 
ments in Tamil, together with 5,000 Psalms and 5,000 
Genesis and E3{odus tn jVfalayalim. There are now in 
process of printing 10,000 New Testaments and Psalms, 
and S0,000 of each of the Gospels all in Tamil, the cost of 
which will amount to 3^,797 llupees. 

Though there has been a falling off in the I’eceipts of 
the Auxiliary wheh .compai’ed with the previbus year, 
yet, inasmuch as a large, legacy, and a donation to the 
* J ubilce F und which then served to swell the amount, do 
not now appear, its financial position must be considered 
satisfrfetory. Collections have been made in eleven Eng- 
lish and thirty native congi’egations,'^and Ut four English 
and seven Tamil meetings, and^the ordinary income shows 
a slight advance. It ns to be hoped that the above 
method of enlarging the resources of the Auxiliary may 
be employed to a yet greater extent. Nothing is so 
well calculated tp interest the natives in Bible Truth as 
ullowiiig them to share the blessing of Bible distribution. 

Your Committee have advanced the sum of £1,000 
towards defrajing the cost of the buildings which are 
being erected for the accommodation of the Auxiliary in 
cdfibiection with the Memorial Hall, and have made the 
following grants in aid of the general prosecution of the 
work - •

The Committee of the AuxUi&ry close their Report with 
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aa expression of gratitude to God ^r the 'tokens o& His 
goodness which they have .received, and with the follow- 
ing well-grounded appeal for support : — 

The Madras Bible Society by the assistance •whicl^it* has rendered in 
providing Christian Congregations and Schools, as well as the heathen, 
with accurate and cheap editions of*Jihe Serjf^tures in*the vernaculars of 
the country, has become an importiyit ‘Auxiliary to the Missionary Orga- 
nisjitions of South India. Without the Bible ^an(^ portions of the Bible, 
with which Missionaries have been supplied front its Depots (the number 
of cop'cy amounting in fifty-ono years t^o 2,180,078), their work would 
hav«.^ hec*n s-^riously crippled. As the handmaid then of Christian enter- 
j)risc, sending forth among the people the streams of life, of w^hose liealini; 
waters the heralds of the Gospel in^ilie ajl to drink, this Society may 
reasonably solicit the liberality and prayers of tht English and native 
churches of Soutli India. .» • 

• 

Bombay The reports which ffiehds who have visited 

England from this Presidency during the past year have 
given of the cnlurgecl trade of the port of Bombay jind the 
growth of ’s raate’dal Avealtli, hiduced the hope that libe- 
rality might be Ibi.nd to ho tlie companion bf prosperity^ 
and that a Society whose one object is to spredd through- 
out the Avoid'i the knowl* >lge of 11^ Truth who,giv6th His 
creatures all things •richly to enjoy, would have been the 
first to share the blessing.* Huel*, however, it appeai^s, has 
not beo/i the case. Biches have hicreased, but the contri- 
butions to the funds of your Auxiliary have diminished, 
means have not been wanting for the •purchase of the 
.Scriptures, but the sales have fallen to^ lower level than 
before; education is rapidly extending the power«to redfl 
the Word of God and ypt the issues. are contracting. 
There are more mouths able to* consume, yet the demand 
for bread is diminished. These’ are sorrowful tidings 
which reach your Committee from their friends at Bombay, 
tidings ■\v4iich may well lead to prayer and to searching 
enquiry concerning the cauSfe to which such apathy may 
be traced, but should not induce any doubt as to the duty 
of perseverance or any discouragement as regards the worp 
in hand on the part of those wh6 are engaged in it. The 
seamanship of the sailor is ‘begt tested by the intricate 
navigation of narrow sea^ and the frequency of sudden 
storms, and the Christianas faith and power of endurance 
arc best realised in tlie midst of surrounding difficulties, 
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when disappointment! pis in danger of degenerating into 
discontent, and hope deferred of sickening the heart 
against further effort. the rain which has fallen 

in other parts of India has heen withheld here, is not for 
man to decide. .God may be thus dealing with this portion 
of His vineyaid in order to" magnify more conspicuously the 
riches of His grace in the fulhljneut of Ilis promise, ‘ There 
shall be showers of blpssing.’ To believe and expect that 
such' shall be the issue is the Christian’s wisest course, for 
faith and hope arc independent hf external circumstances 
when they have the staff of God’s Word to lean upon, on 
which is engraven the promise that in the wilderness shall 
waters break put 'and streams in the desert. 

The Committee of your Auxiliaiy recognise distinctly 
the functions which b/dong to them in superintending the 
translation, printing, artd circulation of the Holy Scrip- 
tures, and to thesct various departments their attention 
has bech earnestly directed. They state that new editions 
ia. the Sindhi and Marathi are in course of preparation, and 
will prove an inestimable Ipon to the multitudes to whom 
the treasures of God’s Word will thus be made accessible. 
New arrangements have also been entered .into for the di- 
rection and superintendence of the colporteurs, whose work 
it is hoped Avillthus be rcn,dered more efficient and carried on 
with greater energy, while the interest of the Missionaries 
in the distribution of the Scriptures will also be quickened. 
Trae it is that Missionaries are but men, and that even 
wise virgins slumber whilst the bridegroom tarries; other- 
wise the question might well Ijc aske*d, what can a Mis- 
sbnary do wilhout the Bible ? Where are his credentials, 
where his text book, where his authority for erecting in 
the wilderness of man’s corrupt nature the cross of Christ, 
and proclaiming in ils dreaiy soli.'ude that Namp which is 
above e^ery name ? Surely the interests of the Bible 
Society and of every Missionary Society are so inter- 
woven, they so form the wjjrp and woof of the web 
of all Christian instruction, that to neglect either, is to 
endanger the strength and usefulness of the whole fabric. 
In connection with printing operations, the Auxiliary 
reports that the new edition of the Marathi Bible, which 
the Rev. A. Haften is carrying tlifough the press with such 
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improvements as may have the sanction of the Mafathi 
translation sub-Committee, has advanced ♦ as far as the 
Gospel by St. Matthew, and that, the following portions of 
it hav^ been printed and bound separately ; 3,000 Genesis 
and Exodus, 3,000 Deuteronomy, 500 Joh^ 3,000 Psalms, 
600 Proverbs, and 500 Isaiah. The translation of the New 
Testament in the Sindhi, updft which the Rev. G. Shirt is 
engaged, has reached the Epistle tq the EphesianS. Mr. . 
Shirt, however, reports that the great .work of the year 
has been the revision of Genesis For Mohammedan readers. 

The Scriptures received during the year at the Bombay 
Dep6t have amounted to 13,997 copies, whilst the issues 
have reached a total of 8,765, being nearly 1,000 less than 
the previous year. Of these 6^719 were sold, 859 gaonted 
for various objects, and 1,187 lorwajded to out-stations at 
the request of the Agents of the Society. Classified with 
referenco to their languages, the issues stand thus ; — ^In 
English 2,416, in Marathi 4,453, in Gujerati 496^ and in 
various other languages 1,400. ' • 

Three Missionaries only have sent a favouraible reply to 
the circular addressed to them by your Auxiliary, inviting 
them to undeatake journeys into districts hitherto un- 
visited, for the ])urpose,of Scripture circulation^ and 
oflfering to pay their expenses. The Rev. Messrs. Wilder, 
Beatty, and Narayen Shesfhadri have expressed their 
willingness to do this, and their offers hqye been cordially 
accepted by the Committee. One great difficulty which 
*has to be encountered in connection with all colpojtage in 
India, is the danger of the men relating their efforts 
or neglecting their duties* through want of that const&ilt 
superintendence which it is ne^t to impossible to provide. 
The way in which your Auxiliary proposes to meet this 
difficulty Js thus described : — 

The Committee after much delibcKition liave recently adopted the Ibl- ’ 
lowing r^ulations regarding colportage, which they hope may lead to a 
greater circulation of the Scriptures tlian before : — 

1. — ‘ That no fixed salary be given to nfiy colporteur.’ • 

2. — ‘ That colperteurs be allowed to k^cp the pit)ceeds of all portiona 

of Scripture not exceedibg one anna in value.' 

3. — ‘ That they be allowed fil^y per* cent, on all higher-priced ver- 

nacular Scriptures or cheap English Scriptures.’ 

4. — ‘ That they be allowed five per cent, only on English Scriptures 

of above one rupee «n v^ae.’ 
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5. — ^ That they be allowed reasonable travelling expenses.* 

6. — ^ That no cefolio hire be allowed ip Bombay or at any other station 

when the colporteur at head-quarters.* 

7. — * That Mission Agents of* all grades be invited and encouraged to 

take part in the distribution of the Scriptures according to 
the pro^^osed system and on these terms.* 

The following extracts are*' from, the correspondence of 
Missionaries to whom the Auxiliary has made grants : — 

Kev. Geo. Shirt, Hydrabad Collectorate, Sindh : 

As I am itinerating and have not brought tlie book in which I keep 
an account of the Scriptures put into circulation, I cannot tell you the 
exact number disposed of by qur Mtssion during the year, but at a rough 
guess I fancy that abofit eighty copies or portion.s of Scriptures have been 
sold. It is only* in .exceptional cases that we give them away, as for 
instance, a man came to us this morning, and after buying several reli- 
gious books, he wished to h(*,ve a copy of the Pentjitcuch in Hindustani 
free. Now as ho had spent a*'l his money I thought it better that ho 
should have the book given him than be without it. 

During^ the year I have* met with several cases of men who Bad gained 
a fair knowledge of Christianity from the simple reading of the Word of God, 
nor do I rememhicr any one of tliese men "who did not appear to have 
learnt thereby^ that Christianity was a religion claiming their respect. 
Tlie town in which I am now sfiiying has furnished thretJ such cases; 
and as a* knowledge of the must generally precede its power, we 

cannot, I think, feel too thankful when we^iind men po».-?essing themselves 
of the Oracles of God and reading them. ^ 

I beg to thank the Society for its grant of tv/cniy copies of the Gospels 
and Acts in Sindhi ; though I s*hall Generally aim at selling tlicm, it has 
struck me that it might not be unadvisfible to present a copy to those 
vernacular schools which appear likely to use them. 

Kev. J. Taylor, 'Kolapoor: — 

I trust* you will accept, on behalf of the S. P. G. Mission lierc, our 
g^at^dul acknowledgment of the ^help t^ie Bible Society has afforded us 
in our work during the past year, by its ready compliance with several 
requests from us for copies 'of the Scriptures both in English and in 
Marathi. I am glad to say wo liave been able to distribute a good 
many copies of both, not only in Kolaj'nor but in several of the sur- 
rounding districts, an«^ we have continued roqueatr. for copies from 
individuals with Avhom we become atquaintcd. In some instances I have 
no hesitation in saying these are earnestly and carefully read. There is 
an old Brahmin who comes to*'mc foib instruction who tukes particular 
d^ilight in a copy of the New Tj?stament which your kind grant enabled 
me to present to him.*^ He has read most of it and mad4 a careful analysis 
of the Gospels and some of the IJpisties. 

The help your Society affords to Missions is undoubtedly great, and 
I fur one am deeply sensible of how much we owe to it. 

Rev. C. S. dooke, Mallig aum.-^ — 
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I heg to return my hearty thanks to th« Committee of the Bombay 
Bible l^ciety for the liberal grant of Marathi and Hinflustani Bibles and 
Testaments made me in March last. » 

Of the forty-eight Bibles in Marat£i tnirty have been disposed of, and 
the thil*ty-six Marathi New Testameftts have Jbeen sold. The copies in 
Hindustani yet remain on hand. To inc^ce the heatlfen^ purchase copies 
of the Scriptures, I reduced the pr^es very# considerably, selling a Bible 
for six or even four annas, 'and a Now Testament for three or two. In 
many of the villages that I visiteef during my itinerating tour,^ capies of 
the Word were generally purchased for the uSe of each village. In some* 
where there were no persons who could read, Bible^ and Testaments were 
purchased with the hope that Enlightened friends would visit them, and 
read aloud the Word of God for the public benefit. 

Rev. Wm. Beatty, Gogo , 

There are now many copies of the Scriptures in ‘the "possession of the 
inhabitants of Kattyawar, and I have reason to believe tliat they are gene- 
rally read. Some months ago a number (ftassias came to visit me, and 
in talking with them of Christ and the work He came *to accomplish for 
men, one o£ their number gave a very fair ac®ount of Christ’s history to 
his companions. On inquiry I found that *lie had read careftlly a New 
Testament wliich had been sold to him by a colporteur. ^ 

Rev. R. G. Wilder, Oundh • 

I ciiti do little more tlian give you the nta^istics of our Biljle work during 
the past year. Our*circuIa*ion h^i.s been fifty Bibles and 295 smaller Portions, 
including New Testaments. Tli^^ is sq^rv^what less than in past y^rs, our 
attention having been more engrossed m station work, allowing less time 
for preaching tours in the villages. ^ 

I am sorry to say that very few of our Scriptures are sold. Most 
of our circulation still consists of the giatuitoiis, distribution of single 
copies to native princes, chiefs, village ofliccrs, schools, and hopeful in- 
quirers. I give them sparingly in this way, in^ull confidence that the 
precious seed will bear golden fruit in God’s good time, when tl» power of 
His Spirit, and the dew of His gnice shall come (l<)wn upon these hearts, 
convincing them of sin and leading thcA to syarch His Word in earn&lfto 
learn what they must do to be saved. , 

I am now making my promised ^ur for Bible distribution a^ the 
expense of your Society. I find the people very ready to listen to my 
message, an^ eager for books if they may obtain them without nrice. Pro- 
bably the fewness of our sales is attributable somewhat to ihe scarcity • 
prevalenT in all this region. Excepting in a few very bigoted localities at 
river junctions and places of pilgrimage, tl find a sensible relaxing of pre- 
judice, and a readiness to listen, which lAnkes it pleasant to unfold to th^ 
ignorant minds the blessed teaching of Ihe Gospela I have no particular 
suggestion as to ways and means, only let us ‘ not be weary in well-doing, 
for in due season we shall reap if |vo faidt not.’ 

Your Committee jderived much satisfection from the 
intercourse which they Were enabled to hold with the Rev. 
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Dr. Wilson during Hit stay in this country. They re- 
ceived from hifn much valuable' information, and had great 
pleasure in helping to carry into effect a suggestion made 
by him that a Bible should <be presented, in the name of 
your Committee, to' every student who matriculated in 
the Bombay University. For’ this purpose a grant of 200 
copies was made to the Bombay Auxiliary. It was 
.pleasant to hear Dr. Wilson give expression to some very 
hopeful sentiments.* He stated that the native princes 
were in no way hostile to ‘the pr^agation of the truths of 
Christianity among their people, and expressed his con- 
viction, which must be shared by all who have laid fast 
hold on the hope set before them in the Gospel, that there 
can be no peace to the native mind until it is brought to 
rest on that foundation of eternal Truth wliich the Bible 
alone reveals.

Colombo. — Tlie thirty-fourth report of this Auxiliary 
brings its operations down to the close of the past year, 
and evinces the strong desire of the Committee by whom 
its affairs are managed, to carry on the work in the most 
efficient manner. The Scriptures in English and Tamil 
'needed for circulation are procured from London and 
Madras, whilst those in the Singhalese and Indo-Por- 
tuguese are printed in the^island. The system of sales, as 
opposed to that of free distiibution,ha8 now been carried out 
for some years, under the conviction, from long experience, 
that the book thus possessed fe more highly prized and 
more carefulljj preserved. The circulation is smaller, but 
the value set upon the book is proportionately increased. 
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The Free Contributions of the Auxiliary are but smaU, and 
within the last few years have not yielded sufficient sum 
to defraj^ the expenses of the »Pep6t and of colportage. 
An application has consequently been made to your Com- 
mittee for a grant in support of cblpostage operations, 
which they have had much pleasure in complying with by 
voting £60 for this plirpoget* Such temporary aid, it is 
hoped, will facilitate the continuance of an agency which, 
has in most cases, wherever adopted ifn^pr efficient super- 
vision, been worked witK great* success. The Auxiliary 
Committee rdport their intention to raise the price of the 
Scriptures sold by them, so 'as to render any pecuniary 
aid unnecessary. They are the best judges to what an 
extent such a plan can be adopted; but if is much desired 
that no undue check should be pla<»ed on the circulation, 
and that no unreasonable burden •may be allowed to press 
on the poorer portion of the community. The Rev. W. E. 
Rowlands, who for some years past has been the Secretary 
of the Auxiliary, has been obliged to relinquish his post, 
in view of his departure for England. The Rev. D. Wood 
has been appointed to succeed him. An edition of 2,000 
copies of Genesis, l^xodus, Deuteronomy, and* Joshua in 
the Singhalese has been completed within the year, and 
3,000 copies of the Gospel by St. Luke are now in the- 
press. For both of these editions your Committee have 
made themselves responsible. It is mucji wished that the 
native churches of Ceylon should take a deeper interest 
*than they yet have done in the circulation of tlig Scrip- 
tures in their own island. The Rev. jT. Scott, through 
whom your Committee hfiard "of tlie retirement of Mf. 
Rowlands, attended in company with Mr. Dunlop the first 
Singhalese Bible Meeting held at Mirotto in August last. 
He states, that Avhilst he wa? personally much gratified, 
great interest was excited ampng the g.udience, add that it ' 
is hopeJHhis may be the beginning of' a highly successful 
movement. The issues of. the Auxiliary have amounted 
to 912 copies^ 54 of which have been JBibles, 266 New 
Testaments, and the remainder Portions. 

Jaffna The report of the Jafiha Auxiliary has been 

received, and presenfs the usual features of steady and 
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patient perseverance the important work which it has 
undertaken. Vhen once the organisation of such a Society 
is efficient, and the various^ plans devised for the accom- 
plishment of its object are^in active operation, there is 
often but little of striking incident or of a novel character 
to record. The ploug^i is' mqving onward, and the fallow 
ground is being broken up, and the seed is being scattered 
.with a liberal han^. but in many a field the green blade is 
scarcely visible, and in many more the time of harvest 
may be far distant. To ‘work, ^nd watch, and pray are 
the duties to which the great Husbandman has called His 
labourers, and in the ex^rcjso of these they find both their 
strength and their reward. From a review of the year’s 
operations, the Committee of this Auxiliary are enabled to 
state that not only ha^ the usual work been sustained, but 
that special efforts have teen made to reach certain sections 
of the ccanmunity. ^The Bible has had more prominence 
given to it both in tfie Day and Sunday Schools. The 
monotony and secluded life of the women of the land has 
been broken in upon by the visits of the Bible women, and 
the glad tidings of salvation which the Book proclaims have 
been brought under the notice of many who liitherto have 
been strangers to. the voice of mercy. Colporteurs and 
Bible women, Teachers and Catechists, Pastors and Mis- 
sionaries and private individuals are all rejiresented as 
having taken part in the work, with a view of bringing 
the native mind into more direct contact with the Truth, 
and leading poor sinners to apprehend the value of that 
salvation which is by Christ. Success they cannot com- 
. maud, but they express their conviction that the mission 
of the Book cannot be a. failure, that it has lost none of its 
power, but that it is the same mighty lever that ever it 
was to ‘ raise the beggar from the dunghill, and set him 
• among princes.’ , 

The friends at Jafma are looking forwi^d with r.o little 
pleasure to the arrival of a consignment of the new 
version of the “^^amil Bfble. Not only do they esteem 
the completion of this work a great boon, when regarded 
from a literary point of view, b^ut they look upon it as the 
golden link which unites the churches of Southern India 
and Ceylon, and they express the hope that it will prove 
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a really national work, and be to^^e many millioDS of 
Tamil speaking people wl)at the authorisod version has 
been to the English nation. , * , 

Thq work of colportage htip been continued as usual. 
Of the £100 voted by your Committee for this purpose 
in 1870, £35 was granted t9 tKe Batticaloa Branch, £25 
to the Trincomalie Branchy And the remaining £40 was 
divided equally between the three Jljissions in Jaf&ia. It , 
is by means of balances in hand from ttiese grants that the 
work Las been sustained? during the past year ; so that 
with the excfiption of £30 voted by the Parent Society 
for Bible women, no fresh grant has been asked for this 
purpose. A grant of £50 has, howevdi*, b^ecn voted to 
sustain the general operations of the Society, as ij; was 
found that local resources were* insufftcient. 

The Cluirch, the Wesleyan, and the American Missions 
have each furnished a financial and statistical account of 
their colportage operations, and have given reports of the 
success attending them. Some moonlight Bible meetings 
have also been held, Avhlch thp people seem to attend in 
large numbers. Tlie account of those held in the Church 
Mission field ia fullqr than the rc^t, and is hefe given as 
a specimen : — , , . 


During the year six large Bible mcefmgs were licld in the Cliurch 
l^lissioii districts. These ineelings were six of a series, organized by the 
Jaffna Auxiliary Bible Society, and commonly known as the Moonlight 
Bible Meetings. A representative from each Mission attended and spoke 
•on the following topics, viz; — ‘God a Rightec^^s Governor,’ ‘Man a 
sinner under that goveinment and ‘ Christ the Alediator under tliat 
government.’ • 

The first meeting was held atTJhundicully on the 27th of April, tiffd . 
was attended by upwards of 150 persons, consisting of native Christians 
connected with tlic congregation, Romaft Catfiolics, and heathen. The sub- 
jects of tlie addresses, and the manner in which they were delivered, 
sustained th« attention to the very close of the meeting ; and many left, 
we trust, not a little profited by whal^they had heard. * ^ 

The ifBuW meeting was held at Nellore on |VIay 30. The Rev. Dr, 
Spaulding kindly presided, and was, I regret to say, the only Missionary 
present. Both my colleague and Ayself were unavoidably absent at Poiijt 
Pedro performing the last kind office Ar a fellow-countryman. The 
meeting was a very interesting one, end was attended by upwards of 250 
adults, besides several children. At the *01080 of it tracts and hand -bills, 
suitable to the subjects of the aadresses, were distributed to those who 
wished to have them. 
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On June 30, the next i^eeting was held in the Copay Church. The 
attendance was nqt as large as that of the previous year. This was chiefly 
owing to the inopportuneness of the season. The people were very busy in 
sowing millet, and other grain, anti, therefore, did not feel disposed to 
come to the meeting. There were ^ about 100 adults present, besides the 
children. The ffdbjccts sfeemed to interest them, and, wo trust, may have 
been mixed with faith in many who heard the Word. 

The fourth meeting of the series^ was held, at Kondaville, in the school 
bungalow, on Friday, July 28, and as is usual with most meetings held in 
, this place; the atteiidan 2 c was very good, being upwards of 200. With 
one or two exceptions, all were heathen. They listened with very marked 
attention to the addresses delivered, an\i to the remarks made by the 
chairman at the close of the meeting. One man, who was present 
the previous year, refused to attend the meeting, saying, ‘If I go 
there, I shall have no rest, dey cr** night, after what I hear. Whenever 
I attend such meetinj^s, I feel much heaviness in my mind, there is a 
regular war within me ; therefore it is better for me not to go. My con- 
science tells me that I ought to do the tilings 'v^diich I hear, and my cir- 
cumstances will not permit me to do so,’ We'bclieve that this case is 
not singular, but one of nian5^\ ‘ Oh ! that men were wise, that they 
would consider their latt^T end.’ This man’s position illustrates one of 
the many beneficial results oi such meetings. 

The fifth meeting was held in the Mission Bungalow at Kaithady, one 
6? the villages in the Copay District, on August 28. This was the first 
meeting of the kind held in this vihage, and had, therefore, all the interest 
of novelty attiiched to it. TJie appointed speakers from the otlior missions 
were not present, their place kad to be filled up by impromptu speakers 
(two of the Catechists, who had been visiting the people in tlio village 
during' the day). There were uj^wards 200 present, including a number 

women, who stood outside the bungalow. The subject brought forward 
in the addresses seemed to have leQ; a very marked impression on the 
minds of the hearers. 

The sixth and last meeting of the scries was held in the neat and com- 
modious preaching bungalow at Navatculy, on Tuesday evening. Sept. 26. 
There were about 150 arJults present in the building, besides the children. 
Several men and a few women stood outside in the moonlight, and listened 
t^ khe addresses to the very close of t ))0 meeting. As the people were 
dispersing to their various liouses,' several remarked on the pleasure which 
they had experienced, and asked, ‘Wliy Jo you not hold such meetings 
every montli ? We arc much pleased with what you have told us in your 
speeches, and shall be very glad to conn and hear more of these things at 
such meetings.’ There seems to be a good movement going on among 
the people of this place, psrticularly amongst the washermen, Tl^is meet- 
ing has tended not a little? to foster that movement. 

Though imperfection must ahmys more or less accompaiiy human instru- 
jK-entality, yet we know that in t^e wonderful dealings of Him whose Word 
is spoken, weak things are chosen to confound the m'i^hty, and foolish 
things the wise. So we would believe that much and lasting good has 
been accomplished tlirough ‘the toolishiess of preaching* at these meet- 
ings. ‘ To God the only Wise, be all the glory.* ^ 
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The number of books sold during the year amounts to 
2,192 copies in the TaftnU, and 125 in the English 
language. • * *

SiNBAroRE. — The Auxiliary which was formed Igst year, 
under the auspices of Major Malasi, has issued its. first 
Report, in which thankfiilncss js expressed at the steady 
increase in the distribution of the Holy Scriptures. The 
ships in the harbour, and tjie persons labouring nn and 
frequenting the Tanjong Pagar IJock, lave alike received 
the attention of the Committee ; whilst portions of 
the Word of God, in Malay, have been forwarded to 
Labuan, Sarawak, Batavia, anjJ Sumatra. A hope is 
also expressed that by such means future openings will 
present Ithemselves for the distribution of the Ssriptures 
among the numerous islands of the Indian Archiiielagp. 
The issues of the year show a considerable advance on those 
of the preceding one, and ha^e reached a to*tal of 5,217 
copies, in the following languages; — 637 English, 434 
French, 70 Ddtcli, l*838*Malay, 1,303 Cliinese,145 Gennan, 
2 Greek, 5 Italian, 1 Poftugdose, 87 Spanish, 1 Swedish 
588 Tamil, and 106 Telugu. Tht fact that this circulation 
has been effected without t£e assistance of any regularly 
appointed colporteurs is a good proof of the zeal with 
which individual Christians have taken up the work. One 
volunteer, who has made it his mission to distribute tlie 
Word of God throughout^the world, viwted Singapore jpr 
some weeks, and was very successful in his sales among, 
the Chinese. Altogether he disposed of a thousand copies- 
by house-to-house visitation. This leads the Committee- 
of the Auxiliary to conclude that colportage might be very^ 
profi tably employed could Suitable ^en be found, tliough 
for their support they would bq obliged to fall back upon- 
the liberality of the Parent Society. The Chinese, Malays, 
and sailors of different nations who throng the port of 
Singapore can hardly be reached by any other instrumen- 
tality. The printing of fhe Malay Scriptures of the Old 
Testament in Arabic character has been considerably 
delayed in consequence 'of the illness of the Rev. B. P. 

V 
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Keasberry. One thousand copies of Genesis have, however, 
already left th4 press, and Exodus is expected soon to be 
ready for circulation. ' « 

CHINA. 

Thp. .work of your'=Sooiety in China during the past year 
has had the advantage of the uijdisturbed attention and 
continuous supervision of your indefatigable Agent, Mr. 
Wylie } nor is it easy to overrate the importance connected 
with the assiduoug laboUl’s bt‘ one so well acquainted with 
the country in which he lives, and the character of the 
peopld among whom he dw/3lls, and at the same time so 
anxious to promote their best interests by bringing them 
under the influence of God’s Truth. That there is much 
of mystqrj'’ connected' with the sudden impulses by which 
occasionally they are carried away, and that a study of 
tKeir mental and social habits leads to the discovery of 
strange anofiialies, it is impossible to deny. At the same 
time there .is a favourable disposition in them towards 
the Wprd of God which is calculated to quicken the hiith 
of the patient worker, and to encourage the hope that 
God’s time to favour thia portion of Christ’s inheritance 
is not far distant. It cannot 'be an easy matter to sub- 
due to the obedience of Christ, and train in the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord, a people who have no 
sabbatical ordinance, no congregational worship, no ex- 
ternal forms of devotion, nothing approaching to the 
prayer and praise of the Christian Church, but who have 
had grafted all the follies and absurdities of Budd- 
hism on the bare stem of their own ideal superstition. 
Still it is^ when contending with such obstacles as these, 
that the power of th^ Gospel 4s most conspicuous, and the 
joy of j faith is nevfer more triumphant than when the 
victory gained is seen to’ have 'been beyond the power of 
an arm of flesh to accomfixish. The difficulties, and even 
dangers, of the past year have certainly not been less than 
those of any previous one. K there has not been tm 
actual outbrei^ of hostility against those humble and 
inoffensive men who dischai^e the duties of colporteurs, 
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the inclmation to do them violence^has not been.'mmthig; 
and if the spirit of fanaticism has not displayed itself in 
open outrage, proofs of its cdnihmed existence have been 
clearly traced. It has been ihore with a vi^w of affording 
increased security and protection to the* present workers 
in this portion of the t(Ord’s*,T^eyfCrd, than from any hope 
of obtaining tidings of their long-lost servant, tljat your 
Committee have thought it right to address a memorial to* 
Earl Granville, asking his intejfpositioii, with a view of 
discovering, ,if possible,’the fate of Mr. Johnson, and, if 
murdered, of ascertaining w^pse hands had been stained 
with his blood. In a recent tour* Mr. Wylie had received 
intelligence of the fact that Mr. Johnson was* on his way to 
Yingchou, where the foul deed is said to have been dofie,and 
that he was kno'v^ to have pa^ed Po-cho.w, which was 
only a few miles distant from it. He^was a British subject, 
duly fnrtiished Avith a passport, and travelling under the 
protection of a treaty ; but all these circumstances were 
of no avail, and, if report be true, he and all his attendants 
were murdere<l in cold blood, hot by bandits or by an in- 
furiated mob, but by order of one of the highest officials 
in the country. Such being the intelligence which your 
Committee received, thej^ had’.no difficulty in presenting^ 
an appeal to Her Majesty’s Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs, which insured his good offices, and led to a repre- 
sentation being made to the Chinese Government, through 
Her Majesty’s Airibassador at Peking, disking that a most 
searching inquiry might be made into all the circumstances 
of the case. Your Comipittee -wish t<v take this oppor- 
tunity of expressing their thanks ^;o Earl Granville for 
the kindness with which he recei'fed their memorial, and 
the promptness with which he complied with its prayer. 
Under date September 18 , the following communication 
was r eneiy ed from the Forei^ Office ^ — 

Foreign Office, London, September 18, 1871. ‘ 
In reply, to your letter of the lf2th ins^t, respecting the disappearance 
of Mr. Johnson in China, 1 am directed hy Earl Granville to acquaint you 
that his Lordship will forward a copy of that letter to Her Majesty’s 
Minister at Peking, and request him to during the case to the notice bf the 
Chinese Government, with a vidW to their instituting an enquiry as to 
Vfhait may have been the fate of Mr. Johnson. ^ ^ .

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On November 7 Mr.* Hammond again wrote : —

With reference to my letter of September 18, I am directed by Earl 
Granville to acquaint you, for the information of the Committee of your 
Society, that a despatch has been, received from Mr. Wade, Her Majesty’s 
Minister at Peking, dated July 28, reporting that he had been in commu- 
nication with the Chinese Government respecting the case of Mr. Johnson, 
and that he had receive^ a promise from Prince Kung that due enquiry 
should be made into the matter, in the district in which it is apprehended 
that Mr. Johnson met with his d^th in 1^167. 

I am at the same time to transmit to you for the information of your 
Committee a copy of a letter which Mr. Wade had received from Mr. 
Alexander Wylie, an Agent of vpur^SkDciety upon the subject, the substance 
of which he comm^niccted to the Chinese Government.

*%Vith reference to my letter of November 7 last, I am directed by Earl 
Granville to state to you, for the inlbrmation of the Committee of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, that a despatch has been received from 
Mr, Wade, stating that he ha'd been again in communication with the 
Chinese .Government on the subject of Sir. Johff son’s disappearance, and 
enclosing a copy of a note from Prince Kung, stating that no information 
Tiould be obtained in the district? in which it was thought that Mr. John- 
son might have been murdered, to sh^w that such an act had been com- 
mitted. 

An extract of this nete is enclosed, for the information of the Committee, 
and 1 am to add that Mr. Wade states that he shidl continue to recur to 
the matter ^at the YamGn.

Extract from the Note of the Prince pf Kung to Mr, Wade^ Nov. 27, 1871. 

The Governor of Ankin now writes to say that he hps received reports 
in succession from the districts of Feng-t'ai-hsien, Shou-Chow, Ying- 
shang-hsien', and T ai-ho-hsien, whicl^ show that nowhere in the whole of 
the prefecture of Ying-ch: lU has there been sucli an occurre]aq<?‘ as the 
putting of a Missionary to de^ith, nor has any unknown person been killed 
iu. the neighbourhood of Po-chou* The Governor adds, that his reply is a 
true statement of facts. ^ 

The Prince is again writing to the Governor above-mentioned, to direct 
that ^sh and continued search be made. 


The above iorrespondence will serve to show the friends 
of Mr. Johnson that his case has*^never been lost sight of, 
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and that every effort has been mide, thoiigh at present 
unfortunately without the desired fesult, tp trace out the 
author of what is believed to |jave been a most atrocious 
and unprovoked murder. It* will also tend to assure our 
fellow-countrymen, who are *still bearing the burden and 
heat of the day in that inhospitable lana,^ that their lives 
are very precious to -those Who enjoy the blessing of a 
peaceful home, and that no*means will be spared tp ensure 
for them the security of that protection to whichf atf 
British subjects, they arg^ entitled. • 

Mr. Wylio has collected the statistics of circulation for 
the past year, so far as he lias been able to obtain them, 
with great minuteness and accuracy. •The total number 
of issues has amounted to 59,461 copies, heihg an advance 
upon those of the preceding }iear to the extent of 21,799. 
These he states are all hona fide sales by. agents of the 
Society,, who have received in retur^i 651,800 cash, being 
an increase on the previous year’s ifeceipts of 407,&59 cash, 
or nearly treble the former amount. It is pleasing to find 
that this large addition to Bible literature, winch has been 
scattered through the country, has consisted almost entirely 
of Books of the New Testament It must, however, be 
acknowledged thiit*thesfe returijs are far from indicating 
tlie actual results which ha^^e**been attained. The defe^ 
arises from two causes. In .the hrst place, the necessarily 
extensive tours of the colporteurs, and the difficulty of 
communicating with them during th5 period of their 
absence, render it next to impossible to time their 
journeys, so that their return and summary of Bides shall 
coincide with the close of the; financial year ; and, in.th^ 
second place, some of your Committee’s correspondents 
do not yet apprehend the fact *that, as the responsible 
Agent of the* Society for China, Mr, Wylie is the person 
to whom*all statistical returns should be sent, and through^ 
whorn^-fiwr lar as possible, all needfi^ supplies should be 
obtained. In the course of another year a little more 
regularity and unanimity of acjion in this direction will 
probably be obtained. Some of Mr. Wylie’s perplexities 
in sending home a satistactory summary of the whole of 
the work efiected in China, as well as a definite statement 
of its progress or retnogrpsion in particular localities, may 
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be gathered from tha following observations which he 
makes, not so much by way of complaint as to account 
for defects in liis report which he cannot avoid : — 

Having recently returned from jPeking and Tientsin, I got the parti- 
culars for those places on the spot. From Shanghai, also, the informa- 
tion is complete. J^om Hankow I only received tlie report four days 
ago, with an accouht of colportage %vork since the middle of September. 
From the Hong Kong Committee IlTjh'c noi-eport, and do not know if they 
have employed any colporteurs or not. They liave probably sent it on 
'to you. From FuhchowcFhave no report. Tlie numbers for the four 
colporteurs at Fuhehow, even if I had them, would probably add little 
to the whole. From Amoy, Mr. Stronacii reports a distribution during 
the year of 2,327 copies and parts, but as 1 do not tiiow wliat kinds 
they are, I have been unable, to iivtlude them in tlie tabular statement. 
The cash receipts at Amoy arc not stated. There is also a note of 990 
cash, for books sold Jn the hospital at Hankow, ofwliich I have no ac- 
count, . Had these various items been at hand, j)robabIy the numbers 
would have exceeded those 1868. It will be seen, also, by the issues 
from the Shanglkai, Canton, a«d Hankow depositories, that there is a 
considerable circulation going on of which I receive no account. 

Mr. Wylie alludes to several circumstances which have 
been unfavourable to his work. The effects of the 
Tientsin tragedy are still felt in the north, and have pre- 
vented. the resumption of operations in that city, in 
addition to which tli6 misery that. the. natives have 
endured, consequent upon.tbe hejivy floods, has told against 
sale of the Scriptures. In the Southern provinces 
the work of the Bible Society and of all Missionary 
Societies has for a time been parsxlyzed by the ‘ Fairy 
Powder ’ excitement. It is, however, encouraging to find 
that, notwithstanding these serious hindrances, no fewer 
than eleven provinces out of the eighteen have been visited 
iE. the course of the year, and that the various Agents of 
your Society have obtained an entrance into 41 Pre- 
fectures, and circulated the Word of Life^ in the cities, 
towns, and villages of 144 of their districts. 

, ^ In tracing more minutely the operatiofis of your Society 
throughout this vasCempire, it will be more con^eliient to 
adhere to the order of last year’s Report, and combiiie, 
•where necessary, the intelligence received from different 
quarters concerning the various centres of your Society’s 
operations. The first of these ’s 

Shanghai.— The Rev. G. S. Owen.'has furnished a most 
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interesting report of the successfll efforts on belyjlf of 
the circulation of the Scriptures i!*om thi^ locality. The 
sad termination of Mr. Johnspn^s labours in 1867 seems 
to haye resulted in a parti^ stagnation of the work for 
which he suffered martyrdom. Nothing was done in the 
two succeeding years, and bufr little in 1870. A revival 
has, however, now taken pWe, and during the whole of 
the past year, two native dolporteurs have been employed 
who have undertaken five journeys ‘of considerable length* 
and have met with a greater ainount of success than was 
anticipated. • They are both Christian men, having been 
admitted members of the Ghurcjh at Shanghai, and have 
not failed to avail themselves of many opportunities to 
speak a word in season to their fello^\^co!lntrymen, and 
bear witness to the inestimable va]ue of that Boolf which 
they offer them, as testifying dof Jesus as the sinner^s 
Friend .and the Saviour of the logt. Mr. Owen thus 
briefly sketches the incidents of th*ese various journeys : — 

Tlieir first journey, which occupied from January 23 to February 116, 
lay in the direction of Soochow. They visited in all fifteen cities and 
market towns, and sold ten Old Testaments, twenty-eight N^w Testa- 
ments, and 3,700 Parts^ realising the sufn of 27,292 cash, which more 
than cleared their boat and Mother expenses. They report havmg been' 
everywhere well received. • ’ * • 

Their next trip was of greater length and took them nearly two monlla- 
from February 25 to April 20. They visited two Prefectural cities, five 
district cities, and seventeen market towns in the Chekiang Province, and 
sold 22 Old Testaments, 120 New Testaments, and* 4,348 Parts, The pro- 
ceeds of these sales amounted to 48,875 cash, wlych, after paying the boat 
and other travelling expenses of the colporteurs, left a small balance to»the 
Society. An occasional angry look or insolent remark from some by- 
stander was the only opposition ihey encountered? The people genpijlly 
were well disposed, and were ready enough to purchase books. 

Finding how successful these colporteurs were, and how satisfactorily 
they did their ijork, we felt no hesitation in sending them on another 
journey. .They accordingly started on the 2Gtli April, taking with them 
24 Old Testaments, 268 New Testaments, and 5,848 Parts. .They visited^ 
one city, five district cities, and folty-six towns and villages vf 

Kiangsu and Chekiang. They disposed of aA their books, by the sale of 
which thjy realised the sum of* 48,525* cash. The journey occupied just 
two months. They met with no interf^ence or molestation anywherej 
They started on their fourtli trjp on the 3rd July, in tlie direction of 
Kiang-peh, the district north of the Yoi^g-tse. This was newer ground 
than the places they had visited during tlieir previous journey. They 
found the people very civil, but very reluctant to part with their cash. 
They wanted the books and t^e money too, and would look sorrowfully at 
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H before giving up. Thmr money appeared to be unusually dear to 
them. But curiosity or som^. other motive was too strong for their parsi- 
mony. The colporteurs sold all the books they had, amounting to 7,280 
volumes. The sales were distributed over a very wide area. Eight 
district cities were visited, besides a Kost of towns and villages. As usual 
the colporteurs realised enopgh by the sale of the books to defray all their 
travelling expenses. They were just three months away. 

Mr. Owen, wfio wrote on tUfe 15th of January, was not 
able to give the particulars of the fifth journey, but Mr. 
Wylie, writing a fortrxight later, supplies the deficiency, 
and completes the -account, of the year’s labours; — 

The two colporteurs, Ching-Keae-hwa and Shing-Tsze-king, employed 
by the Shanghai Committee, have bej‘n at work the whole year, and have 
given much satisfaction,, 1 am * astonished at the amount of their sales. 
As Mr. Owen has already given you an outline of their movements I need 
not repe< 7 t it. They left Shanghai on October 14 for their last trip, and 
returned yesterday, having l:jj?en equally successful as on previous occa- 
sions. The weather has, however^.been against them. Sometimes they were 
frozen in, sometimes the boat was jammed in with others, and they were 
unable to move for several dayr, then again they were impeded by want of 
water, by rliin, snow, and other difficnlties of travelling, so that altogether 
thejr journey occupied thirty days of their time besides Sundays, on 
which they were unable to sell. Their direction was first northward, 
across the Yang-We-kiang to Tun^chow, from which they went west to 
Yang-chot/ on the Grand Canal, crossed the great river to Chin-keang, 
and returned by Chang-chow and Soo-chow, having visited four Pre- 
fectural cities, one departmental, t,hree district, and one inferior depart- 
mental, and sold 23 Old Testaments, 326 New Testaments, and 5,126 
Farts, for 73,689 cash. 

f 

It thus appears that the aggregate of these two men’s 
sales during four of their journeys consisted of 79 Old 
Testaments, 742 New Testaments, and 19,522 Portions, 
and that 'In the course of the other tour, in the record of 
wl?i(;h the same distinction „i8 unfortunately not adhered 
to, they disposed of 7,230 volumes, making a grand total, 
if the Old Testaments are' merely counted as single 
books, of 27,623 volumes. Well may Mr. Owen express 
^satisfaction at such a result, and a determination to 
continue the sendcey, of these diligent and eswecssful 

labourers. x 

% 

Hong Kong. — Scarcely any intelligence of any value 
has been received during the year from this impor- 
tant centre of operations, either from the correspond- 
ing Committed or through your-jAgpnt. The Rev. F. 
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S. Turner has drawn for £30^* in part payment 
of an Edition of the Peking MandJrin Key Testament, 
which having been completed,, he has put to press an 
Edition, of the Nanking Mandarin New Testament, and 
has drawn for a fuiilier sum of £400. Beyqpd.these simple 
facts, recorded with all the brevity of a business trans- 
action, your Committee 'have no information. 


Canton — The correspondence received from this <»ty 
has been confined almost .entirely to a proposal to print 
a translatiorl of the New Testament in the vernacular of 
the province, or, as it is otheawis^ called, in the Canton 
colloquial. The Rev. George Piercy, who, in conjunction 
with other Missionaries, has been engaged updn this work 
for some years, thus refers tb it jn a letter to your 
Editorial Superintendent: — « 


An applioation to the British and Foreigp Bible Society, made by 
Messrs. C. F. Preston, Adam Krolczyk, and myself, in 1869, respecting a 
translation of the New Testament into the vernacular of this Province, ^ 
may almost have passed from your memory. Your letter of October 8, 
1869, was duly received, and we were encouraged to go onnn our efforts 
to make a union version. Different things have delayed our work, but 
now, as you will rjeeive the minutes of otr last Bible meeting from 
our Secretary, conveying a^provid of our work, as far as one Gosppl and 
Epistle are concerned, it is deemed rightf^Ky the revisors again to address 
you. I was therefore requested by Messrs Jffapper and Krolczyk to writer 
you a few lines, mainly explanatory of* the delay which has arisen. 

1. We well knew that our work would be very arduous, not only from 
the nature of the translation itself, but from our having undertaken to 
jneet the views of so many different minds aigfiong our Missionary 
brethren. Not more than^one or two were opposed to translating^into the> 
vernacular, but different opinions prevailed as to the quality of style, the 
method of translation, and many othar poipts. While* from the first it waa^ 
the aim of those most interested in the work "to meet all views as far as 
possible, yet we found time was necessary to bring some to agreement with us. 
We did not wish to ^ave our effort approved by a majority of the meeting 
only, but, if p^ossiblo, by all, or certainly a large majority. Wo are glad to 
inform you that at the local Bible meeting on April 2, the resolutions were 
passed urmujnitfi^v. In a w'ork of thifl kind, aim.^g at general acceptance 
by our Missionaiy brethren of different denominaftons and nationalities, it 
was necessary to secure the greatest unanin^ty we could, and we feel repaid 
for our patient waiting by this result. We^o not wis]^ it to be understood* 
by the Bible Society's Committee, in J;hus speaking, that all are equally 
convinced of the importance of vernacular«translations. As translators we 
are ffnteut to let time test the valud of our work, and also give it greater 
valii* by allowing us, if we are spared, to revise and improve what we now 
hope the Society will accept. « / * . 
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2. Other cauraa of dela^ have been onr various duties connected with 
our respective Missions, of I irhich duties, as senior members of the Missions, 
we have necessarily a full share. Bufr of these matters we need not speak. 

The Gospel of St. Luke 'will, I, trust, be so favourably regarded by your 
Committee &at it will authorise the printing of it as well as successive Gospels 
and Epistles by, a ^rant ^om your funds. As a matter of information 1 am 
glad to tell you that the American Bible Society has already granted a 
sum of £120 Vo print these 'vernacular translations for the use 
of our American brethren. They, you are aware, will use different words 
for God and Spirit, bpt in all other respects the version will be tlie same. 

is to the translators dnd revisers a great joy, that American, German, 
and English Missionaries will receive this work as a union version. Some 
of us hope it is the first step towards the use of the same terms for Divine 
names, and perhaps may do something towards the one *book version of the 
future. If any regard this ^s a vr.in hope we are content to contribute a 
little toward greater union at present, and leave the future to a kind 
Providence. '■ 

The Rev. J. Preston, Avho is the secretary of the cor- 
responding Committee, ' has also forwarded the resolutions 
which were passed unanimously by them on this, subject — 

1. That this Committee having received the Canton Colloquial Trans- 
lation of St. Luke’s Go.spel and St. Paul’s Epistle to tlie Colossians, are 
of opinion that it is desirable to have the entire New Testament translated 
into the same dialect, in a manner equally satislactory, and a small edition 
printed at tlie expense of tlie Bible Society, and they request the Bible 
Socie^y^ to grant the funds necessary for priming the successive portions 
as th^ are prepared. 

► 2. That this Committee request the Kev. John Chalmers and the Kov. 

Henry Parkes to form a standing Committee to receive the work of the 
translators of the New Testament into Canton colloquial, to make and 
receive corrections from the members of the local committee, to forward 
such corrections to die translators, and to present at the meeting of 
this Committee all finally corrected portions of the New Testament received 

from the translators. 

1 

One of the colporteurs, Mr. Uhlmann, whom Mr. 
Wylie took with him when he returned to China, has 
been working very satisfactorily in the city and province 
of Canton. The following account, of his ‘labours is 
extracted from yov r Agent’s report : — 

For the first three months h^s labours were in the city and immediate 
neighbourhood. In April he made a tour to the district city of Tsing-yuen 
on the north, then to San-shwuy cn the west, returning by the city of 
Shun-tih on the south. In May he went up the North River, visiting the 
Prefectural city of Shaon-chow, and the district cities of Ying-tih and 
Lo-chang. Intthe early part of June he appears to have been working 
among soine towns not far from Canton, and from the 16th of June 
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to the 6th of July he was occupied daily Wliug books in Ae Jiurge 
town of Fuli-shan, which has so irequenlly distinguished itself by 
its hostility to foreigners, and* ivhere the Protesffant chapel was 
burnt down by a mob little more tbaa# a month ago. The chapel 
had been rebuilt by the mandarins, and a company of soldiers 
stationed near to guard it; but he says he found the people there, more 
abusive than in any other place he had visited. Subsequently to this he 
made his way up the West River, and got asf far as Wbo-chow, a Prefec- 
tural city on the border of Kwang-^*jtrovince, having visited the various 
cities and towns on the way. There, however, thp authorities refused to 
let him go further, as his passport was only sigifed for the Canton provisdb. 
While on that journey the * Fairy Powdej * movement was set afloat, and 
it was with some^ degree of hazard that he got back to Canton. During 
August the excitement ran so high that little was to be done. In the 
months of September, October, and Ngver^^ber he was actively engaged 
selling Scriptures through Hong Kong, Canton, ]\Sacao, and the towns 
and villages in their vicinities. Canton province is by means an easy 
fleld, and avc cannot expect so great rqsiilts as in some other plaoes, but 
the earnestness with which Uhlmann engagesin the work will give the 
thing a iiiir trial, and when the present excitement wcar^away, I trust he 
will be able to extend his journeys into new and ^untried regions, and thus 
carry the good news to people who have neve# yet heard of the Srjviour. 


Amoy. — The Rev. J. Stronach, at whose request, ih' 
conjunction with tliat of other Missionaries, thfe friends at 
Amoy were brought in direct coijimunication ,witK your 
Committee, ha^ written <i few lines stating that he en- 
closes two reports of coli^rtaj^e, one detailing the* pro- 
ceedings of a colporteur employ^l by the Missionaries Of ' 
the London Missionary Socie{y, and the other setting forth 
the work of two of these agents under the direction of the 
•English Presbyterian Mission. The Rev. James Sadler 
thus refers to the first of these ; — • * 

I have much pleasure in statinjf that •the Bible distributor under 
care has been faithfully doing his work during the past year. I have had 
many opportunities of judging of his ^ibilify and perseverance, such as 
travelling with hiiui by boat, and hearing him argue with passengers, so 
as to excite iheir interest in the Gospel, also accompanying him into the 
villages, and notij^ing the manner in jvhich he introduces the Scriptures, « 
so that ftiiSj-^^uest a copy. He has gone ov'r his diary with me, and 
it was satislactory to note the various exp^eriencel through which he has 
passed — at one place enduring abifse, an4 at another cheered by kindly 
appreciation. Out^ of the many hundred# he talked with, tliree hundred 
and ninety-four persons were induced to accept copies of parts of the 
Scriptures. He has succeeded in netting twelve persons to attend public 
worship on the Sabbath. We hope they will become true converts. In 
one instance his influence has been considerable towards establishing a 
preaching-station. I shoulH algo mention that he has gone into places 
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more distant than those lie formerly visited. We hope he may prove a 
pioneer for the Missionary, f 

The Amoy CoAimittce lately passed resolution to discontinue as &r as 
possible all gratuitous distribution, except of Portions of the Scriptures. 
The colporteur will endeavour to carry out this resolution. 

The report ot'the Eev^- W. Swanson is as follows 

e 

The work of Bible distribution bver the country covered by the stations 
of the English Presbyierian Mission has been carried on during the past 
with vigour and success. 

In former reports the district occupied by this Mission has been fully 
described. It is a very large and extensive district — the extent from north 
to south being over 120 miles, and tlie j^opulation occupying it very 
numerous. _ .i 

In the employ of the Mission there are two distributors ; and, as for- 
merly, one of these works in the region to the north and north-east of 
Amoy^ and the other in tlhit to tl^e south and south-west. 

The liumbsr of volumeJV»ha3 been given in the general statistics. But 
besides this, there has been a marked amount of success attending the 
labours of the distributors. This has specially been the case in the 
soutliern districts. Here aLiig the sea-board to the south of Amoy island 
and in a number of villages (|»artly fishing and partly agricultural) there 
•has during the year been a very remarkable interest awakened in Gospel 
Trath. This^ has been entirely the result of the work of the Bible dis- 
tributor. More than 20 persons 'from these villages attend tlie Sabbath 
services, and^ already three of) those have been received into the Church. 
The families of these throe men also now profecs their 'belief in the Gospel, 
and wM are hopeful that they may also soon be baptized. The interest is 
^still maintained, and doubtless Jrbm the same quarter we shall have more 
receptions during the current year. 

In the northern district we are also not Avithout evidence that the work 
of distribution has ^ been blessed. For a considerable part of the year 
our distributor did not dare to carry on his work. This was caused by 
wild rumours of a scheme got up by foreigners to poison, by means of 
drugged 'pills, the whole body of the people. For a time the excitement 
was most intense, and ihe native Christians, from their known connection 
Vrith foreigners, were in imminent danger. The rumours have gradually 
died away and the public mind is again tranquil. But a residuum of 
hatred remains, which cannot so ^easily be crushed, and which may yet 
work mischief. «■ 

Nothing but a wide-spread diffusion of Bible Tnith will ever cure such 
social disturbances, and ^or the prcniotion of this groa^.^nd the work of 
Bible distribution is mo^ valuable. That work here has BScirift blessing, 
and we trust the Parent Society will continue^to maintain it. 

Fuh-Chow. — -It was intended that Fuii-Chow should 
f(Rrm a centre whence the'operations of your Society might 
have been carried on through the instrumentali^ of Mr. 
Fink, the second European co^orteur whom Mr. Wylie 
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took out with him; and in the early part of the year he 
commenced his labours in the immediate neighbourhood of 
that city, afterwards extending 'his journeys into other 
parts of ‘the province to a considerable length. His health, 
however, failed, and a severe attack o^ agilb so completely 
prostrated him, that, under modical advice, h6 was removed 
to Shanghai. Since then his health has been to a certain 
degree restored, and he has made several tours in the sj]>- 
rounding country, during which he has manifested much 
diligence and zeal. * ' 

A grant of Bibles w.as made, upon the application of 
the Eev. G. Hamilton, the British thaplajp at Fuh-Chow, 
for the use of the sailors frequenting that, port. It, how- 
ever, appears that he vacated bis chaplaincy before the 
grant could reach him, in consequenfie of which the trus- 
tees of the Seamen’s Cliurch have undertaken to see to 
its right application. • ' ^ 


Pekin.— Mr. Wylie has furnished a very interesting 
account of a tour which he made in the autumn of last 
year in company with colporteurs Wellmann and Lew, the 
starting point for which wjac Ppkiu. The journey lasted 
a month within a day, and was /ar from beuig an uni. 
productive one, as the sales consisted of 31 Bibles in four 
volumes, 139 New Testaments, and 234 Portions, besides 

21 New Testaments and 1,531 Portions in the Mandarin: — 

• • 

• 

At the distance of a fe^ miles from Pekin we came upon thef deluged 
roads, a result of the late rains, which caused us UP make a considerably 
detour from the high road, but before darJ we got beyond all traces of the 
wet, and stopped for the night at the raputh .of the Nankow Pass. Next 
day saw us beyond the Inner ‘Great Wall, and on the following we passed 
through the district city of Ilwae-lae. This is on the high road to 
Kalgan, and lls it has been very often visited by Missionaries, wy sold very 
few boolM therpp^In the afternoon we had to ftrd the Yang Kiver, and 
stopped for thenight at Yuh-urh-wan, a village j!^st beyond, where there 
are houses excavated in the sandy (;|iflr. At the village of Se-tae-ping we 
were stopped by the swollen state of the ijver, which we were unable toi 
cross. On reaching the nearest town, nobody would give accommodation 
to ourselves or our mules for the nighl. Passing on to the next village, 
which we reached at dusk, we coul4 find no lodging-place there either, till 
the Elder came out, and led us to the stage of a theatre, where we passed 
the night in the open air. Ifext day the river had gone down consider- 
ably, and by the help of guides effected a crossing, and reached the 
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j«]^artmental cjity of Yu-cly^w early in the aB^noon. Up to this point 
onr sales were .sm^Ul, the pLaces having l)een all visited before by Wellman^ 
and others. At Yu-chow there is a mission station of the American 
' Board, the most distant of any trdhi a Consular establishment, where we 
ware most kindly received. 

Passing over several days, of wHch the incidents were 
not of much interest, Mr. Wylie proceeds : — 

a ^ 

'Saturday night found* us at the village of Shih-kea-wa, where there 
was no inn, and hade it not been for the good will of a farmer, we ran a 
chance of having to spend the' night outside. As it was^ it did not suit 
his domestic arrangements that we slioidd remain over Sunday, so, con- 
trary to our usual custom, we hrd to proceed on our journey, and as 
onr route lay over ahills and through romantic passes, there was no 
halting-placc till dusk, when we arrived at the small borough town of 
Ho-liE«-k!h-urh. There we had a capital sale next morning, and must 
have disposed of considerably more than a volume for each house in the 
place. The local mandarin ailso purchased. Crossing another range of 
low hills, we entered upon a level plain, extending nearly as far as the 
eye could reach, and about noon on the third day after leaving llo-lin- 
kih-urh, we were at the borough of To-kih-to. 

• * Outside the north gate of To-kih-to is a busy thriving town of consider- 
able size, and we had a large sale there. About two miles distant is the 
larger and busier town of Ho-kow, at the junction of two rivers. There 
we went on the 19th, and no sooner had we entered the town than a 
crowd assembled, and on putting up sl \ an i^n, when it was found we 
had books to sell, the excitement increased intensely. All hands wore 
^ found insufficient to give out the books, receive the money, and keep back 
the crowd, so we accepted the services of a volunteer assistant, to prevent 
the eager applicants breaking in upon us. This went on for several 
hours, and by the time the excitement abated somewhat, we found that out 
of our six cases of books, we had scarcely half a case left. Although 
we had only gone over about half the number of cities we had marked 
out for the journey, this decided us now to return to Yu-chow by the 
shortest route. 

From To-kih-to we started ‘ nextf morning on our return journey. 
Passing Ho-lin-kih-urh, crossing the Great Wall at Sba-hoo-kow, and 
visiting the Prefectural cities of Shu-ping and Ta-ting, we reached 
Ytt-^ow on the Slst, having sold every volume on the way.

. Suchiis a brief outline o&the meana whieb have been 
adopted for the ci^^culation of the Scriptures''%oughont 
China during the past year. ^ There are now colpor- 
t^uip ot.WQiil^ aud the sales effected by them are in many 
dpas.moBt encouraging. Mr. Wylie, finds no hesitation 
declarin|- that his faith in the success of the work 
iiusreases with fhe kpge of tiin& It may not .he, easy to 
trsos out pi%aent results, hut he hefieves thut.the Bible Is 
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silently doing its work in China, ah^ tihat the l»«ad 
upon its troubled waters will yet be fi)undi YeSy tlSw 
it has been found already, the fellewing incident recorded 
by Colpo^ur Uhlmann is sufficient ppoofl' Speakii^ a£ 
the troubles and excitement whiph are e^rywhere pre*v 
sent, he adds: — • • * 

Along with all these troubles we have also cajise for thankfulness. 
Tw'o months ago a man came from the North Kiver, a distance ef 
800 miles, to the Missionary Hubrig, at Canton, and *begged to be bap-' 
tized. Mr. Hii^jrig, however, knelv nothing of the man, but was greatly 
astonished at the thorough knowledge of the Scriptures which he pos- 
sessed, and soon recognised him as at^jrue^disciple of Jesus. Several 
years ago he had bought a Testament, and from what he read therein;, 
and the instruction he got from the colporteur, he was led by the grace of 
God to become a believer.’ ^ • 


AUSTBALIA. 

The Rev. B. Backhouse, who is at present the only re-' 
presentative of the Society in the vast field of the Austra- 
lian Colonies, dates his report from New Zealand, and on 
the very same day of. the .month wtich witness^ his de- 
parture from England a yf»ar ago. His first thougfit is 
that of thankfulness for the many mercies which he has- 
experienced during a voyage <5f l3,Ui)0 miles to the An- 
tipodes, as well as during his subsequent journeys to Queens- 
Hpnd and New South Wales, to South Australia and New 
Zealand. Whilst in .the review of the events of tl^p past* 
year gratitude is the feeling uppermost in. his mind, there 
is blended with it a cheerM consciousness that God.i^' 
blessed his labours, which encourages bun to go forward 
with renewed fajfih and liope. The extent of the labour 
to which Mr. Backhouse has devoted himself with the 
greatest eaiw^nesB may be gathered ifrom the fact that 
from Aprilt the day on which he landed, to Septeniber, 
he was engaged in a systematic Visitation of the seveij^il 
Auxiliaries and Jbranches in Yictofia. From September 
to 18 he was in Queensland ; then up to the 20tli;)pf QPt 
tober in New South Wales ; <November and December ;be 
gave to South Australia, tmd soon efter eet sail fm; ; 
Zealand. It will resfdily beunderstood wlmi an. eirtept^!^ 
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correspondence, and f how many personal interviews with 
friends of thtf Society, as wellm attendances at Committee 
meetings, such extensive/ tours involved. And when it is 
added that in the pourse of them, and within a period of 
eight months, Mr. Backhouse attended 101 public meet- 
ings, besides ‘^addresSing 31 united juvenile and other 
gatherings, and preaching 38 times on behalf of the 
■Scspiely, making *4 total of 170 engagements, it will be 
seen that a large amount of mental energy, as well as 
bodily activity, must have been' expended , in, the prosecu- 
tion of so great a work. He acknowledges that when at 
first he cornmer^ped it,*he ‘had no idea of the dimensions to 
which it would grow ; but the force of circumstances 
urged him onward, and .he soon found that one of the 
most successful meSfhs , of rousing the latent energies of 
Societies which had become dormant and were threatened 
with decay, was to 'appeal to the sympathies and enlist the 
co-operation of the young in Australia, as well as to use the 
pulpit, Avherever an opportunity was atforded him, for the 
purpose of drawing within the hallowed circle of Christian 
union thqse who, thoi^gh ranged under different banners, 
werq members of the same household of faith, and who, 
upon the altar of Diving, .Truth, which they all recognised, 
might lay down their differences, with a view of combining 
in one glorious effort for the diffusion of its light through- 
out the world. ■ The children seem to have entered most 
cordially into the. spirit of the vast gatherings which their 
united* numbers produced, and when their youthful voices, 
forming sometimes a choir of 2,000, joined in singing some 
hymn of praise, tears were occasion^ly seen to roll down 
strong men’s cheeks, so sweet and jtouching was the melody 
which they gave out. ‘ Having therefore* obtained help of 
God, I.continue unto this day,’ is the ascriptiot .1 of praise 
with which Mr. Backhouse closes the siSKsinary of his 
arduous labours, and your Committee would also carry 
back to God in thanksgiving the blessing which He has so 
freely bestowed. At the same time, they cannot allow 
the record of such faithful services to pass unnoticed. 
Whatever of gratification or eiicouragement to their Agent 
may be con^rised in their mped ^of approval they most 
'willingly ana gratefully bestottr, and sincerely trust that 
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fill needful strength and gra^e will J)e given for the sue* 
cessful continuance of a work so auspiciousljr begun. 

Separate notice will now be*tt»ken of the several Colo- 
nies, though, for convenience* sake, the order in which 
they have hitherto appeared in ,the iJepcfrt will be main- 
tained, rather than the order in which Mr. Backhouse 
visited them. ’ . * * 

New South Wales. — Sydney. — The Committee of the 
New South.Wales Auxiliary, in issuing their fifty-fourth 
Report, adopt a plan which is well calculated to commend 
its work to all into whose hands that dqpument may fall. 
They preface the account which they gender of their 
oivn more immediate proceedings with a statementr pub- 
lished by 3 ’^our Society, setting fortR its claims upon the 
sympathy and support of all Christian Churches. The 
simplicity of its aim, the catholicity’ of its constitution, 
the benefits which it confers upon the home country, the 
extent of its foreign operations, the service rendered to’ 
Missionaiy Societies, the work yet remaining to be done ; 
all these important subjects are not^d under difieyenthead.s, 
and illustrated by a few apposite remarks, which give 
strength to the ai’gument, and enforce the duty which* they 
are intended to inculcate. • " 

From this point it is easy to pass to the affairs of their 
own Auxiliary, and invite additional support not only to 
, the local work in which it is more specially engaged, but 
to the world-wide, operations of the Parent Society. 
Founded in the year 1817, it has gradually enlarged itg 
radius, until it has succeeded id enlisting the sympathies 
and obtaining the sujipQrt of 32.1>raTiches and Associations. 
The total number* of its issues during the fifty-four years 
of its existence have amounted to 144,000 copies of the 
ScripWres^^cclusive of 13^00 BiMes and Testaments 
which have been granted to Sunday-Schools. Its total 
receipts have been £22,87'7, of which it has remitted tj^ 
England as Kree Contributions* £10,82G. Four of its 
Branches have within the last, few years formed them- 
selves into Auxiliaries, and* are in direct correspondence 
with the Parent Society., Referring to the work of the

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past year, the Coini|(iittee are able to amiounce that 
their position lias been well maintained. Their Free Con- 
tributions have amounted* to £714'/8'/2, their sales to 
£800ff9<^0, besides which ^ey have received £112 from 
the natives of Savage Islaiid as a second instalment towards 
the cost of printing the Scriptures in the Niue language. 
Thus their total receipts, which amount to £l,626tfl7//2, 
'■assft slightly in advance of those of the preceding year, 
and have enabled them again to contribute the liberal 
sum of £500 towards the general objects of y^ur Society, 
besides remitting £350 on the Purchase Account. The 
issues have consisted of 5,489 Bibles, 2,885 Testaments, 
291 Portions, pnd 272 Foreign Scriptures, making a 
total •of 9,137 copies, or l,(i40 more than in the previous 
year. The various Branches and Associations are re- 
ported as being in a state of efficiency, notwithstanding 
the flopds which have devastated large portions of the 
Colonj^, and the general stagnation of all commercial 
‘pursuits. 

International Exliibitions have become so general, that 
it can be iio matter of surprise that Sydney has followed 
the example, much less that in .^,uch.iau Exliibition your 
Society has had a place.' The number of Scriptures 
““Sold at the Pavilion Avkieh was ereeted in the grounds 
was not large, but 6.000 pamphlets, entitled ‘Claims 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society,’ were distri- 
buted, and served . to give more extensive knowledge of 
its worh

Parramatta. — The tone which pervades the brief report 
of the Cumberland Auxiliary is one of dej>res.sion rather 
than of hope. Its Committee fall back upon the great 
work which the Parent Society has effected throughout 
the world, and regr^'t that fliey are able td'nh) so little 
towards its support’. After stating that all earthly insti- 
tutions are subject to change, and alluding to certain dis- 
turbing influences which it is hoped may so«n be removed, 
they call upon their supporters to seek God’s aid in prayer 
for the revival of their languishing work. The amount of 
Free Contributions collected has amounted to £36«'14«r6, 
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and the sum realised by the sale oft Bibles and Testaments 
to £43//4//ll. If the adfice of the ComiAittee has been 
adopted it is evident that prayerlias not been made in vain, 
for already a slight improvement is manifest in the remit- 
tances which amounted this year to £70 as a Free Contri- 
bution against £65 laqt yeai** , Th4 Liverpool Branch has 
again contributed £25 towards this total. •

West Maitland. — The Comipittee of*tbe Hunter River 
Auxiliary,* whilst rcgi'ctting that they are unable to 
announce any further progresg^ yet gratefully acknowledge 
the measure of success that has atteivied their efforts. 
The lady collectors have been most zealoils in the dis- 
charge of their important duties, and it is ascribed chiefly 
to their exertions that so large a^um as £150 has been re- 
mitted to the Parent Society. Various JBranches contributed 
towards* this total in the followitig proportions > — Mur- 
rurundi, £25; Scone, £16; Muswcllbrook,,£31//16; Sip.- 
gleton, £25; East Maitland, £27; and Morpeth, £7/d5'/6. 
Hopes are entertained that the* contributions of the poming 
year will be on a larger scale. Efforts have been made to 
form neAV Branches,* but’hitherto without success, and the 
conviction is expressed, •that**the incentive to renew^, 
exertion must be communic^jted 'through the instrumen- 
tality of the Society’s Agent, who will not be slow to avail 
himself of every opportunity for the attainment of this 
end. The sura of £50 has also been received for Scrip- 
tures, though too late for this year’s accounts. • 

Newcastle. — The Committee of this Auxiliary have 
issued their twelfth annual Report,’ in which they state that 
though the result of their efforts is inconsiderable, and 
far be) ovf* their wishes, it yet represents a large amount of ^ 
self-denyiv-g 'exertion on thb part df many friends who 
have rendered willing and welcojrne aid. The river is fed 
by numerous little streams’ and ^ley are ^content to be one 
of these tributaries, helping, to swell the vast volume of 
the Water of Life which is being poured over this world’s ' 
parched ground. The Ladies’ Committee have canvassed 
their respective districts yrith considerable success, having 
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collected the sum of /€52«'13//10. The Branches have 
also continued *their work with 'energy and have remitted 
various sums towards the'"general object of the Society, 
Raymond Terrace heading tSie list with £ 20 . Meetings 
were held in each locality during the winter, and every 
effort was made" to increase tlw interest already felt in the 
Society. Difficulties resulting from adverse seasons and 
gttmr causes have "also been experienced here, but it is 
hoped tliat prospeets are brightening. The sum of £90 
has been remitted to the Barent Society, of which £60 is 
a Free Contribution. 

The following .extract from the Report of Mr. Back- 
house has reference to his work in New South Wales : — 

As tlic majority of the llrancli Societies arc within an easy distance 
from the city of Sydney, where there are so many able advocates and 
tried friends of the Parent<-Sopety, I visited tlie more remote Associations 
in the w6stcrn and north-western districts. I was charmed with the 
hejivty welcome of the Committee, and the hospitality of the Rev. E. 
Rogers, Ilcm. G. Allen, Mr, Fairfax, and other members of it. Proceeded 
first to Bathurst^ over the Blue Moumtains, 111 miles, and thence by coach 
35 miles •further. Addressed the Cathedral Sunday School in afternoon of 
Sunday, 24th September, and the Presbyterian congregation in the even- 
ing. Conferred with the Committee next dayi* who deputed Rev. Dr. 
Geikie '‘(moderator of the Pres'b^teriani Synod), and W. Clay, M.A, 
■“(Bishop’s Chaplain), to visit Orange, Dubbo, and other distant townships. 
These I had purposed visiting myself according to a previous appoint- 
ment, but as the local officers had failed to complete the necessary ar- 
rangements, through some oversight, 1 had no alternative but to anticipate 
by a week my visit to Mmlgee. We had, however, a capital meeting on 
Tuesday, ,?(»th, the largest ever convened at Bathurst, except when the 
Bishop of Sydney pleaded the cause of the Society some two or three 
years ago. The Free 'Contributions w#ve £50 ; the collection, £8. The 
Committo promised to take p^-ompt and active steps to increase their Depot 
and make it more worthy of the cause and the district. 

Left Bathurst early on Wednesday, 27 th,and^aftcr a terribly long journey, 
travelling all night, 1 arrived at Mudgee nn Thursday afternoon. Learn- 
t ing that liifehop Marsden was at the parsonage, I improvised a lecture at 
Church schoolroom for thi^ following evening, at wdiich h^^Bishop pre- 
sided, as wf*ll as at a mostfglorioas gathering of the Sunday-school children 
in the Mechanics’ Hall on Lord’s' Day, October Jl. Sermons same day — 
rabming, Presbyterian, and evening, Wesleyan chapels. Public meeting 
next day, October 2 ; good attendance, though wild ev6Viing. lion. Mr. 
Cox presided. Collection, Free Contribution about £25. No 

meeting for two and a-half years before. The Mudgee Committee pro- 
mised co-operation with the Bathurst Committee, and the Revs. Messrs. 
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McEwen, Oran, and odiers, undertook to urge the claims of the Bible 
Society in some of the remote townships. • The Bishop of Bathuraf ex- 
pressed his deep obligations to the Percent Society for’the Scriptures they 
had given him, and which he was diiftriltuting. 

Tuesday, October 3, held meeting and formed new Branch at Gulgong, 
eighteen miles from Mudgee. This is a new gold-field,* with about 12,000 
inhabitants, nearly all of whom have b&n attracted tp this wild, primitive 
region within the last twelve m&iths. Returning to Mudgee 1 left by 
first coach for Bowenfells and Hartley, which I reached at midnight. 
Public meeting in evening. Preached at E^ho^lroom twice bn Sun,day, 
the Episcopal minister reading the service of* the Church of England in 
the evening. Free contributions as before. * 

Returned ^to‘*Sydney by early morning train, expecting to sail to Mel- 
bourne during the week. The tajrying there, however, gave me the 
opportunity of corresponding with the cAher Auxiliaries in New South 
Wales, New Zealand, and South Australia, as Veil ^as of meeting in 
several social gatherings the leading friends and supporters of the Bible 
Society, and of detailing the Eur6pean work of the Socilty to a 
large audience at Pitt Street Church on the following Sunday 
evening. 

From Conversation with the Secretary of^this Auxiliary, v.'hich has ever 
proved itself to be so true and generous to the Parent Society for upwards 
of fifty years, I find that in consequence of the accumulation of some years’ 
arrears in connection with the Depot, &c., tlie Free Contributions wilPnot 
this year in all probability equal those of former days. • The Bible Hall 
is a first-rate institution, but necessarily entails a heavy expenditure, 
which will I bolieve be readily met by® an extension of the Auxiliary 
operations and receipts.* If 1 can (d.v.) revisit New South 'VYales this 
year before the hot weather sefs in, as to devote six or eight tveeks to • 
* continuous work, I shall be able to do something in this direction without • 
interfering with existing arrangements. The population of the Colony is 
scanty and sparse, while travelling is costly and difiUcult. To awaken in- 
terest, therefore, in the Society, by Sunday and week services or meetings 
in the chief centres of population, like Sydney^ &c., and to enlist local 
help is to my mind the^most hopeful means of action. , 

Cumberland Anniversary , — Attended the 17th anniversary September 
9th. £66 were forwarded, Januwy, ^871, to Loddon, to which Liverpool 
contributed £25. This year the free contributions from Paramatta are 
£36 » 14 *6. The Revs. Cj^ion King^ J. dl. Laughton, W. Lonsdale, E. 
Forsaith, W. J. •Gllnther, and R. Mansfield were present. Canon King 
regretted iliat he failed, tlirough ignorance of my presence in the Colony, 
to convene theJLiverpool annual meeting. • 

nWnter iliver and Newcastle Atw?i7iarte5.-i-Corresponded with Secre-^ 
taries, and arranged to visit these Auxiliarie!| on another trip to New 
South Wales. On the only evening, op^n to me at Newcastle I was pre- 
engaged, and thg annual public meeting at Wes^ Maitland was fixed i^or 
January. By last report £150 were sent as a Free Contribution from the 
Maitland or Hunter River Auxiliary. • 

The Ooulhurn Auxiliary hal resolved to revivify their organisation 
before they invite any foreign help, and I believe the resolution has been 
very successfully carried Aito <^ect. 
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Queensland, — Brisbane. — Fifteen years have passed 
since this Auxiliary wa.^ established and its Committee are 
able to record a greater aipoijnt of success this year than at 
any previous time. Its affairs seem to be managed with 
great care .and econoiiiy, for out of a Free Contribution of 
£S7 //lO, £70 has been vpted to^the Parent Society, of which 
£40 has been received, besides £148'// 9// 5 on the Purchase 
Account. From the central t)ep6t in Brisbane, and the 
Srafich Depots, inclu'ding the books circulated by the Col- 
porteur Society vvliich is ‘a separate organisation, 1,212 
copies of the Scriptures have been issued.' The Com- 
mittee record with much sorrow the loss of their late 
Patron, Governor 'Blackall, as well as that of their Presi- 
dent, tjie late Ilotiourable G. Elliott. His Excellency the 
Most Honourable the Marquis of Normanby has consented 
to become the new Patro.! of the Auxiliary. The ladies 
who superintend twO‘'Bjble Women, and collect a separate 
amount Y)f £80 for the support of this agency, arc well 
pleased with itc results. 

Ipswich. T— Two brief Aetters have been received during 
the year from the Secretary of this Auxiliary, the first 
■ containing a remittance of '£50, 'of which £40 was a Free 
“Cofttribution, and the second prdering a fi’esh supply of 
books, and asking for a gi*ant of Bibles and Testa- 
ments for use in a new school. Your Committee have 
had great pleasure in acceding to this request. Mr. 
Whitehead refers with much satisfaction to the visit of the 
R^v. B. Backhouse, the Society’s new Agent, which he 
hopes will be repeated.* Mr. Backhouse thus refers to his 
visit to this town : — ‘ * 

Ipswich is> about twenty-five miles from the Capital. ^^Thesc are the 
only accessible towns with* large population in the Colony. 'SSevenil vil- 
lages or townships intervfRic. Had a capital meeting, with good collec- 
tion — £SmS] £42 it 7 » 3 Free Coi^tribiition in hand, Bcgretted much 
thaii the early return of. the steamer prevented my spending a Sunday at 
Ipswich, and that, through the appointment of a leoture at Brisbane on the 
same evening, I was unable to proceed to Dalby, upwai’ds of 156 miles 
distant by train. Mr. Grifiith, however, i^eut forward instead, and kindly 
undertook at my request to visit, as opportunity offered, the few scattered

and distant towns which would involve too great expenditure of time jind 
money for your representative tq reach. ll' the results correspond with 
the outlay, the experiment can be repeated and extended. With these 
exceptions, a fortnight’s work on the ^arf of myself or any other deputa- 
tion will easily gather in all the available remunerative results.

Victoria. — MELBO tjRNE.-^Very* little Intelligence has 
been received from this Auxiliary during the past year. No 
report of its proceedings has reached, flie Parent 'Societyj 
and only a newspaper account of the meeting held in 
Melbourne* in July to welcome Mr. Backhouse, at which 
the Bishop of Melbourne presided. He recalled to mind 
the time when the meetings 6f i!he Biljle Society in that 
city used to be crowded, and though he did ‘not attribute 
the thinness of attendance now to any diminution of love 
for the Bible, or any loss of interest in its circulation, he 
could not but lament the fact that so few were assembled 
to greet* the newly-arrived Agent of the Socie^ on so 
important an occasion. The annual meeting had been 
held previously on the 24th of April. Mr. Backhouse 
mentions having attended meetings at Brighton, Haw- 
thorn, Brunswick and Williamstpwn, also at, St.'Kilda, 
Prahran, and Pentritlge,nvhere the Ladies’ Association was 
reorganised. New Branches Vert formed at Footscray, 
Richmond, Northcote, Sandridge, Emerald Hill, East 
Melbourne, Kew, and Carlton. Juvenile Meetings and 
other Sunday Services were also held in many of the above 
' localities. The Brighton Branch publishes a Report, the 
tone of which is most hopeful and buoyant. Its ilommit- 
tee state that one-third of the Free Contributions remitted 
from Victoria to the Parent* Sooiety is derived from 
Brighton ; they, however, gracefully disclaim all personal 
merit, and assign the prosperity of their Branch to the 
assiduous labours of the ladies, who are instant jn season 
and «ut Cl ‘*season in theiif endeavours to advance the* 
interests of the good cause whose welfare they seek to 

£ remote.* It is, howeve'r, but fair to the friends qt 
lelbourne to tsay that they bear* all the* expenses of rent 
of Dep6t and management, from all which charges the 
Branches are free. The Issues from the Central Dep6t 
have amounted durir^ tlje year to 10,144 copies, making 
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a total from the commencement of 150,871. It haa been 
left to Mr. Bj^khouse' to devise some means by which a 
deeper interest may be.av/akened at Melbourne in the 
work of your Society, and for this purpose he has 
suggested that simultanepus sermons should be preached 
in all the churches on the Sunday preceding the day of 
meeting, in addition to whifch.the Bishop has consented to 
•Jgliver'a lecture cm the Bible and Science, and a series of 
united Juvenile .Meetings will be held on the Sabbath 
afternoons. The Victoria Auxiliary has rpnjitted ^870 
on the Purchase Account, and £S5 as a Free Contribution, 
of which £15 came fronr the*' Belfast Branch, and £20 from 

the Hawthorn Branch.

Ballarat. — The visit of Mr. Backhouse to this Auxiliary 
is reported to have had* a good effect in stirring up the 
friends of the Bible* Society to renewed diligence and zeal. 
A Conference was held, and a resolution passed, the wisdom

Bible Society work, not to ‘say of all other similar organi- 
sations. The ladies arg to be invited to help, and districts 
will be allotted to them, which they will ciinvass for sub- 
scriptions, whilst they enjeavour to promote the sale of 
the Scriptures. It is pnoposed also to draw out the sym- 
pathies of the young towards this good work, by interesting 
the children of the Sunday Schools. The ‘ Gleanings for 
the Young’ are admirably adapted for this purpose, and .

valued, and where, in .all probability, they will bring in a 
good return. Whatever the children collect is to be sent 
to the Parent Society without reduction. .This important 
work has indeed been already commenced, and has yielded 
good fruit.

The Re^^. J.^ Nish speaks hopefully of the work of your 
Society in llis neighbourhobd, and* looks forward with* 
much pleasure to a periodical visit from your Agent, which 
he state? to be most desira*ble to%eep up the interest of tlje 
people and maintain a healthy and efficient organisation. 
The annual meeting was held in August, and a service was 
arranged for the occasioif, which secured an increased 
attendance. Mr. Bapkh^use who was able to be present 
before leaving for Queensland, describes it as a most 
successful movement, and notwithstanding a fire which 
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had broken out in tbe Mining Exchange in the morn- 
ing, and which he feared would operate prejudicially 
upon the meeting, the iittsendance was large. The gold 
fever is just now ;a.t its hfeight in this district, and is 
in danger oi’ absorbing , every other feeling, there is 
therefore all tlie mofe need that those who love the 
Truth should keep the subject of its circulation promi- 
Tiently “before the' people. An interesting incident was 
mentioned at this meeting. The late Rector of Wonston, 
in Hampshire, before he entere‘d the mini^stry had been 
in the Army, and 'served ^in the Peninsular campaign. 
On leaving Spayi he \)rc‘sented a Bible to a merchant 
whose acquaintance he had made. This was the Bible 
whiclr afterwards came into the possession of Matamoros, 
and led to his com^rsion, as well as to the revival 
of Scripture reading and consequent persecution in 
Spain. » Mr. Backhouse mentions having attended a 
meeting at Echuca, a new Branch of the Sandhurst 
Auxiliary, which he hopes will prove a fruitful one. It 
was determined at once to bpen a Depot and to take such 
other step^ as might bQ needful to secure the development 
of th^ work. Long Gully, Huntley,* Golden Square and 
Eagld Hawk, were also *^5lace!s which Mr. Backhouse 
Visited, and where he held meetings.

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Portland. — Larger demands are being made upon the 
funds of this Auxiliary in oonsequeiice of three openings 
having presented themselves for the establishment of new 
Branches, of which the Committee have availed themselves. 
The sum of £38//5»3 has been remitted on the Purchase 
Account ; but the necessity of providing the new Dep6t 
with a stock of Scriptures hag ^evented any Free Contri- 
bution being sent. Mr. Backhouse is,represented as hav- 
ing done this Society good service. His, visit undesign- 
edly coincic^ed with the time of the Anniversaiy, and 
he preached tw^ce on the Lord’s Day, and on the 5th of 
June addressed a large and Enthusiastic meeting. He 
speaks with much satisfaction of the warm interest mani- 
fested in behalf of the Society ,by the Rev. J. R. Bren- 
nand and the Rev. J. W. Lawson. • 

Geelong. — Mr. Backhouse describes the Auxiliary at 
Geelong as one of the oldest and most liberal of the 
Societies in Victoria. Two years and a half hhd, however,' 
elapsed since a public meeting was held, and the natural 
result of want of information on the part of the 'sub- 
scribers had bee»i a falling off in the subscriptions. Dor- 
mant energies have now been ‘iiwakened, and vigorous 
efforts will be made to recover 4ost ground. On ther 
Lord’s Day, Mr, Backhouse pleached in the morning at 
the Congregational Church on behalf of jthe Society, ad- 
jlressed the children of the Sunday Schpols in the after- 
noon, and in the evening there was a united service in* 
the Mechanics’ Hall, to which the severfj congregations 
contributed their quota. Thi's v^s a .good preparation for " 
the public meeting held^on the .Tuesday following, which 
Mr. Backhouse describes as the largest he had attended in 
the colony* About 600 persons were present, and all the 
speakers expressed a firm detemninatiou.to do their utmost 
to revive the interest once felt in the Society. The Rev. 
C. S. Y. Price has been appointffd Joint Secretary with 
Mr. R. O’Conor, and has remitted a Free^I!ontribution of* 
£150, of which £98 //1 7// 2 is fPom^ the Geelong AuxUiaryi 
and the remainder from the five following Branches :-r-; 
Colac, £25//7//4; Little River, £l0*'0/^9j Ceres, 

Jan-Jue, £5//0v6; WiiJch^sea, £2//10. The sum of j^50 
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has also been received on the Purchase Account. This is 
the best evidence that a revival has taken place, and a 
good foundation laid for* future success.

South Australia. — .Adelaedb. — The report of this 
Auxiliary has been receiy^, and much gratitude is ex- 

E ressed by the Committee bn account of the success which 
as been granted t© every branch of their operations dur- 
ing the past year. Increased interest has been manifested 
in the work, and a muct larger number of Scriptures have 
been put into circulation,. The agency of colportage, 
though a costly, one, Has been found most efficient. The 
reduction of the free contribution of the Auxiliary from 
iCBOO to £400 is explained by the fact, that the diftcrence 
goes towards the support of the colporteur, and as his 
sales have amounted to a little over 4,000, it is evident 
that the sale of every book costs the Society one shilling. 
The sum of £200 may appear large in the aggregate, but 
'when reduced to its fractional parts, a shilling is no very 
large amount to spend f<5r the purpose of conveying the 
Lam'p of. Life to some dark and dead soul, especially as the 
colporteur labours in out-of-tlie-w^y localities. Some- 
times he is to be found* in the huts of the northern set- 
“tlers ; sometimes amorig the sheep-shearers of the pastoral 
districts ; sometimes among the weary ploughmen of the 
yet uncultivated fields ; whilst at others he visits the 
outlying villages, and the sparsely-peopled districts of the 
colony, and gladdens the hearts of the weary and heavy 
laden with a sight of that Book which teaches them where 
they may find rest.* Tfie issues from the Depot during 
the year have amounted to 6,67,7 Bibles and 4,640 New 
Testaments, making a total of 11,317 copies, of which 
4,108 9 Te placed to the credit of colportage. The total 
issues are in exce^ of the^ previous year by 3,30ft copies. 
The Committee ohecrfully recognise the benefit which the 
Auxiliary is likely to ‘derive from the experience and 
watchful superintendence of the A^nt of your Society, and 
they have not failed to .give Mr. Backhouse a most warm 
ana cordial welcome. He had an opportunity of addres- 
sing the public meeting which Wfs held on the 30th of 
November, and was attended by the Bishop of Adelaide, 
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Archdeacon Marryatt, as well as representatives of all 
various sections of the Church of Christ. Such unanimity 
of action cannot fail of being, attended Wth beneficial 
results not merely to the Bibb Society but to the cause 
of the Gospel. Mr. Backhouse states thit Ins visit to South 
Australia is connected with n^any p^pasing reminiscences. 
The kind hospitality wHch he* received was most grateful 
to him, and tended in no small degree to lighten the 
burden of his otherwise arduous duties* In the course'of 
two months which he devoted to* this colony, his public 
engagements. Including public meetings, juvenile meet- 
ings, and sermons, amounted to. no fewer than 54. The 
efficient organisation of the district materially assisted him 
in attaining this result. * , 

Mount Bauker. — The report of this Auxiliary has been 
received, and the Committee in reeprding the operations 
of the past year state that their exertions have? been 
crowned with a greater measure of success than under 
the circumstances they had anticipated. Bad .crops and 
depressed trade had retarded their progress, but they*were 
very thankful for wlitit thgy had bedn enabled to’do. The 
sales had been somewhat, rnoB^- limited than usual in 
consequence of a colporteur from Adelaide having visited 
the district, and had only amounted to 40 Bibles and 89 
New Testaments. The issues from tlic commencement had 
reached a total of 4,470 copies. This announcement in 
‘the report is followed by the question which it is well often 
to put with reference to such a work of faith and labour of 
love, ‘ Who can trace their wanderings an& effects ? HoW 
many dark minds may they have enlightened ? How 
many troubled hearts chbered, how many erring reclaimed, 
how many ^afflicted comforted, how many dying sustained ? ’ 
The day shall reveal it. Two, letters ihave been i^eceived 
from 5lr. Wilson, who is now the Secretary of the 
Auxiliary^ and who has remitted* i?10(? as a Free Contri- 
bution. Mr. Wijson reports that l3ie services and meetings* 
at which Mr. Backhouse had been present, had been well 
attended, and that considgrabifi interest was excited. 
This Auxiliary has nine Depots connected with it in 
various neighbourmg'tot^ns, and proposes to add six 
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more, when every facility for the purchase of cheap Scrip- 
tures will be(alfordea tnroughout the district. 

Two Wells, — ^ further remittance of £12 as a Free 
Contribution hhs been received from the Gawler River 
Branch through Mr. E. S. Grigg. Hopes had been enter- 
tained by the Committee that they would be able to 
-fopvard a much lajTger amount ; but the harvest, which 
in most parts of the Colony was above the average, 
had in that locality been almost a total failure. Conse- 
quent depression had been the natural result. Mr. Back- 
house alludes to, this IJrant/h when describing his northern 
tour from Adelaide, which embraced almost all towns 
within, ten miles of it, .including Salisbury, Kapunda, 
Gawler, Clare, Aiibirn, Saddleworth, the Burra Water- 
vale, and Stockport. At Auburn he held not only a 
publiq meeting biit ’.x sericis of very intcrestihg united 
services on the following Lord’s Bay. All the Noiicon- 
* formist Churches were closed, and a large juvenile gather- 
ing took place in the afternoon. A week afterwiirds he 
advocated, the Society’s claims in a similar manner at 
Gawler, preaching at the Presbyterian 'Church in the 
mortiing and at the Congi’Ogatienal Church in the evening, 
fend addressing a large assembly of children at the W’^cs- 
leyan Church in the afternoon. Both teachers and 
scholars were disappointed that there was no collection 
afterwards. Mr.^Backhouse adds that £60 had just been. 
Voted as a Free Contribution, but this sum has not yet 
been received. » 


W’^ESTEBN Australia.— .The wjjrm interest felt in the 
work of Bible distribution by n single family is the chief 
means qf sustaining whatever effort is niade in this locality 
for the diffusion of Divine Truth. The sanfe complaint is 
heard from Western Australia as from many other parts of 
,the vast continent. Failing harvests and depressed trade 
are soon felt, and when money is scarce, charitable contribu- 
tions are not always tlje last to suffer. The Rev. A. 
Buchanan, the Secretary of the Auxiliary formed at Bun- 
bury, has remitted £5ffll«'6 as a ^ree Contribution, and 
£8>»10»0 on the Purchase Account. Beyond this, no in- 
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formation lias been received by the Committee. A letted 
was received in the course jof the sAmmer from the Bev. 
J. B. Atkins, of Albany, in Wgaijprn Austr^ia, asking for 
a grant' of Scriptures for sale or distribution, and describ- 
ing the native Australians as in a perfectly heathen state. 
Your Committee have had ipucli pleasure* in forwarding 
him a supply of Bibles and ‘Testaments, and trust that 
this may lead to some more extended action for the cir- 
culation of tlie Scriptures in that desfitute locality. 

» • 

Tasmania.— Hobart Town. — The Committee have but 
little information to give concerning the work of the 
Society in this distant field of labour. * One letter only 
has been received from the Rev. R. E. Dfear, in which he 
forwards a Free Contribution of X’lOi). Last year the sum 
of X285 was received on the san^e account, besides £15 
as a special contribution for Spain. , He also remits £300 
as the legacy to the Parent Society of their late Treasurer, 
H. Hopkins, Esq., of which two-thirds arc to be devoted * 
to the general objects of the Society, and the remainder is 
directed to be spent in the purchase of New Testaments, 
to bo given to-tlie qjiildren of Tasmania. Mf. Hopkins 
always took a warm intercut in.^;c welfare of the Society, 
and the jiractical proof of it which he has left behind him 
will not fail to be gratefullyremembercd by those whom 
he has benefited. The annual meeting of the Auxiliary 
was held in June last, under the presidency of his Excel- 
*lency Mr. Du Cane, the Governor, wKo spoke with his 
usual force and eloquence. A change had been made in 
the situation of the Depot, ‘wldch, it was stated, would 
alFord great advantages. The issues had amounted to 
566 Bibles, 452^ Testaifients, and 143 Portions, giving a 
total of 1,161 volumes. The contributions had reached 
the sum of £l,015//8//5, of .which £677'/7//l hfl,d been » 
expended, and £338//! '/4 was left in the Treasurer’s 
hands. The sum of £100 has jaecn Aceived as a Free 
Contribution, apd £100 on Purchase Account. • 

Launceston. — The Cornwall 'Auxiliary still continues 
to Tuaintain its position, and during the past year haS 
remitted two sums of *£100, the one as a Free Contribu- 
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tion, the other on the Purchase Account. No information 
is given concerning the prosecution of the work locally in 
any respect. There appears to be some new ground on the 
North Coast capable of cultivation, and the Secretary 
states that he is* looking forward to the promised visit of 
Mr. Backhouse to accomplish this. It was stated in last 
year’s Report that a new tcl^ool-room had been built by 
Mr. R.-V. Legge at^Cullenswood, and that he had com- 
mehaorated its opening by a Bible meeting, at which £10 
had been collected, which was ixmittcd direct to London. 
Another meeting was held this year in the same place. 
The collection amounted .to £8//G//3, and the Sunday 
School boxe^ prbduced fourteen shillings and ninepence, 
the receipt of both of which sums are acknowledged with 
thanks. Nothing givet greater encouragement to those who 
are engaged in conducthig the affairs of the Society than 
the consciousness that^hcrc are thousands of willing hands 
and praying hearts throughout the world, all laboiu’ing for 
‘tJie attainment of the same object, and contributing towards 
the large results which God enables them to accomplish. 


NEW. ZEALAND. 

]&r. Backhouse, after "enjoying a brief period of rest, 
during which he took part in a series of devotional ser- 
vices hi connection with the concert of prayer to which 
Christians are invited throughout the world, determined ■ 
to visit^New Zealand. He (h'seribes' the services, which 
were attended by the Bisl,iop..ind Dean, and the ministers 
of the various Christian denominations, as having been most 
mteresthig and refreshing’, and having awakened feelings 
which must be beneficial to the great catholic Institution 
whose interests he represents. lie set sail pri the 16th of 
January, and reached Dunedin on the 25th ; but, though 
at the date of Ms last letter he had attended several 
meetings and foirmed soifie new Branches, he wiis obliged 
to reserve all particulars for. a future comiAunication. 

Auckland. — The report of »the Auckland Auxiliary for 
the year endpg May 1871, has been received, and fur- 
nishes satisfactory evidence of Continued activity and zeal 
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on the part of those who support it. A quarter of a century 
has passed away since it was estalftishcd, and the Com- 
mittee looking back at the wayd»y which tney have been 
led, express their grateful sense of the Divine goodness 
which has hitherto blessed their, efforts. •Cohsidering the 
severe trials which have befallen the* colony,* they see cause 
for thankfulness both in the btate of their finances and in 
the amount of their sales. The Free flofttributions’do not 
indeed equal those of the previous year, jind it is thought 
that the ch^^eful fortunes of thfe gold-fields may go far 
towards accounting for the difference; but, nevertheless, 
a liberal response has been made to the energetic appeal of 
the lady collectors, and the amount of subscriptions and 
donations is represented as v/jry gratifying. Another 
cause of thankfulness is the changed* spirit of the natives, 
which hatl previously manifested itielf in an untvillingness 
to purchase the Word of God; whsrehs now there is in 
many localities an inclination to receive it, and m the 
neighbourhood of the Waimate, or Bay of Islands, all 
feelings of repugnance seem to have passed away. The 
Committee of the Auxiliary have successful!)'’ edrried 
through the ])pess a. small edition of 300 copies of the 
Gospel according to St. Jdui in/the language of Fate or 
of Sandwich Island, under the superintendence of the 
translator, the Rev. James Obsh. This was done at the 
remarkably reasonable cost of £l3ffl7/'0/or printing .and 
binding, which sum has been remitted as, a Free Contribu- 
*tion to the Pai’cnt Society. In addition to this, tjie sumf 
of £114// 18 "10 has been forwarded in payment of Maori 
Scriptures in stock, and £51//0//6 for Maori Scriptures 
sold during the year. The Committee prefer clearing off 
their debt and ipaking tlieir stock of Scriptures their own 
rather thaja increa.sing the amount of their remittance for 
general objects. The enlarged facility for the circulation 
of the Scriptures naturally leads the (Ipmmittee to look 
forward tq the time when a mew edition of the Maori Bible, 
will be needed, and as there arfe few Aen so well ac- 
quainted "with the language* as. Archdeacon Maunsell, 
they have requested him both to undertake the task of 
revision, and to prepare chapter headings in anticipation 
of that event. As somb of*those who were on the previous 
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revision committee still survive, it is very desirable that 
this should done Whilst their critical knowledge and 
long study of the language,.under circumstances of greater 
advantages for its acquisition than young men now possess, 
can be turned to good ^count. A colporteur has again 
been employed during thf, summer among the gold 
diggers, and has succeeded' in five 'months in selling 719 
copies 'in eight diffevent languages. His services are now 
to DC discontinued with a view of establishing a Branch at 
the Thames Gold Fields.* The total issues of t^e Auxiliary 
for the year have amounted to 2,448 volumes, being an 
advance of 23.3 upon those *of the previous year. 

The congregalion of the late Rev. Norman Macleod at 
Waiapu have again evinced their strong attachment to the 
Bible Society and thfc objects which it seeks to promote 
by forwarding the libeA,! contribution of £57 //3//(). It is 
pleasant to witness efforts put forth so generously and 
spontaneously, and maintained year after year, without 
* itllowing the left hand to know what the right hand does. 


CniusTCiiUECH. — Th\j Rev. T. R. Fjsher furnishes a most 
satisfactory account of ^he condition of the Canterbury 
Auxiliary. The salesof tfie Scriptures have much improved, 
and the subscriptions shoAV an advance of several pounds on 
those of the preceding year. Efforts have not been wanting 
even in this distant colony to prejudice the Society in the es- 
timation of its sApporters. It is wonderful to observe of 
how many instruments the great enemy of souls avails him- 
self to accomplisli his purpose of hindering the circulation 
of the Word of God. ‘IJe will even convert himself into an 
angel of light for the sake of injuring a Society which ever 
since its formation has been his great ‘ opponent, and 
of puttihg a stumblfng-bloc^. in the way of » those who are 
too guileless to suspect his deAuces. But none of these 
things divert you/Com^ttce .from. the one object which 
Ichey have in view, or tarn them from the course which 
with simplicity of purpose "they have hitiherto pursued. 
The friends at Christchurch ropy rest assured that there is 
no need of alarm lest the Protestant principles of tlie 
Society be endangered. The Oomiluttee have to acknow- 
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ledge with thanks the receipt of £260 from the Canterbury 
Auxiliary, of which £100 i8*a Free Contribv^tion. 

Nelson. — Mr. H. C. Daniell? the coiFresj)ondent of the 
Society in this locality, has remitted the sum of £18// 10// 5 
on the Purchase Account, hut Jie states that he has nothing 
of a favourable nature to communicate, and that the time 
for active help to the Society has not ,c6me and does not 
appear likely to come. He adds, that the cause of this is 
obvious enoijgh to a resid^t in tne settlement, but would 
scarcely be unclerstood by any one unacquainted with the 
colony. *’ * ^ 

Dunedin. — The Otago Bible Society is •carrying qn an 
efficient work within the limited circle to which its opera- 
tions extend, but as the local Committee justly observe in 
their report, if their own sphere is circumscribed, that of 
the Parent Society is sufficiently large, and theytiesire 
to aid in cultivating that to tlie extent of .their power. 
For this pui-pose tliey have this year remitted Jhe sum of 
£25 as a Free Contribution, independently of £18//10<'0 on 
the Purchase Account. • 

Invercargill — Mr. Chhrles* “^out, to whom, as an; 
nounced in last year’s Report,^ consignment of Scriptures 
had been sent, for the purpose of stocking a Depot, to 
the value of £l7//8//2, has written to dcknowledge the 
•receipt of the books, which were delayed some time at, 
Dunedin. He docs -not anticipate a rapid sale for*them. 


SOUTH SEAS— GEOtlOIAN GROUP.

Tahiti. — ^Though the Committee have not much infor- 
mation to comhaunicate concerning thiS interesting portion 
of their field of operations, it is yet sati|factoiy to be able 
to state that the interest which# the natives take in the. 
Word of God. suffers no abatement, ^he remittances 
during the pa t year have amoupjbed to no less a sum than 
£115//4/!'10, the proceeds of sales effected in the island^. 
The Rev. J. L. Gree^, w^o is the correspondent of the 
Society, bears testimony to the strong attachment of the' 

r 2 
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natives to the Bible, which constitutes their chief bulwark 
against the infoads or papal superstition. A woman who 
came to him wishing to® purchase a Bible, exclaimed as 
she kissed itj ‘ Oh, J’he treasures of this Book ! ’ and there 
was so much of ' sinlplicity and godly sincerity in the act, 
that it involuntarily* brought tears to his eyes. The 
Romish priests, who invariably adapt themselves to the 
tastes and circuih^tances of those whom they labour to 
pervert, are endeavouring to persuade the people that the 
Bible was stolen from the Romhnists by tl\e .Protestants, 
who are now circulating it in order to deceive them. 
That this delusjon mdy not be too glaring, the Roman 
Catholic bishop, has introduced the New Testament into 
his sdiools, and the priests have recently placed the Bible 
in the pulpits and on^the platforms of their chapels. This 
is quite a new feature in the history of Romanism. Keep 
the pqpple in ignorance of the Scriptures if yoit can, but 
if not, lead them so to understand them as to neutralise 
the effect of fheir distinctive teaching. 

Rarotqnga. — The , Rev. J. Chalmers has remitted, 
through the London Missionary Society, thfi sum of £44 on 
the Purchase Account; no •information has been coni- 
rilunicated bearing upon^the work of Scripture distribution. 


NAVIGATORS’ ISLANDS. 

Samoa. — No intelligence ha.^ reached your Committee 
from the Island of Jiamoa liuring the past year. The 
Rev. Dr. Turner, whose l{},boiirs in the South Seas are 
well known, has been engaged in this country, in passing 
through the press ■ another edirion of the Sampan Bible, 
which he hopes to ‘‘finish in the course of the summer. 
Such a work is fulji of interest, and is sure to convey fresh 
light and love to 'the sOJil of Jiim who is engaged in it ; 
but the bitter hfls been *iargely mixed wilj^ the sweet in 
the cup which his Heavenfy Father has given him to 
drink. Mrs. Turner, who has been a most faithful and 
efficient helpgr of her husband in his editorial work, has 
been called to the better land.'" The following extracts 
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from a memorial of her, which has lately been priifted, 
will be read with interest '* i 

The work in which Mrs. Turner speSiaHy delighted, and in which she 
did longhand valuable service, was the; help given to her husband in his 
editorial duties, from the time he was appointed 6ne of tlie revisors of the 
Mission press, in 1845, to the close of her life. With but few excep- 
tions, she read every proof of,the boojjs of thd first edition of the Old and 
New Testaments, in the Samoan dialect, and also some .volumes of Scrip- 
ture comments, and a variety of other matter yrhish passed thrbugh the 
Mission press up till 1859. She then accompaified her husband to** this 
country on his first furlough, afti^r an absence of twenty years ; and here 
again her know ledge of the language, and her fine practised eye were called to 
do valuable service. She at that time read all tlie proof-sheets of a new edition 
of the Samoan Bible, with marginal references, together with illustrated 
editions of four volumes of Scripture Comments, &c.f originally printed in 
Samoa, and reprinted in London by the Religious Tract Society ; and, 
when the whole was done, returned With her husband to their much- 
loved work in the Samoan Mission Seminary, *In 1870 Mrs. Turner again 
accompanied her husband to this country. * 

From July 1870 to January 22, 1872, Mrs Tu’jner again gave valuable 
help to her husband in proof reading, connected with a revised and stereo- 
typed edition of the Samoan Marginal Reierence Bible. The Old Testa- 
ment was finished, and Mrs. Turner Avas reading a proof-sheet of the early 
•chapters of Matthew, when she had to by it down and rest Jbr a little, as 
she thought, from a headache which she felt increasing. She had just 
finislied Clirist’s §ermon on the Mount,# when her eaiithly labours 
ended. She thus died at her i)(Itet, and spent her last strength in ^ noble 
department of her Master’s scrvic* — a AiJ&t befitting close to her ‘useful 
life-work. It is not generally known to wjHat a large extent the wives pf 
Missionaries are often helpful to thek husbands in the Foreign Version 
■department of the British and Foreign Bible Society, in w’hich Mrs. 
Turner thus, for seven and twenty years, rendered most willing and efli- 
, ‘Ciont aid. 


LOYALTY. ELANDS. ’ 

Lifu. — The Rev. A.'VV.,Mun’ay writes under date of April 
■5, stating that the translation of the New Testament and 
Psalms in* the Lifu dialect is now completed, and that it is 
the intention of Mr. McFarlane to stt^ in a few months » 
for the fatherland Avith the view of asking the Parent 
Society to add one morer to the already long list of 
languages in which they have presented \he Scriptures to 
the nations of the earth. The ^Jew Testament has been 
translated by Mr. McFarlime, and the Psalms by Mr. 
Sleigh, after which bpth ^hese gentlemen combined in a 
careful revision of the whole u'ork. Mr. Murray adds ; — 
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Mr. McFarlane and I expect to embark shortljr on a Missionary voyage 
to New Guinea. We taks a number of tbe best teachers which this 
group can furnish, and hope, if it please God, to commence Missionary 
operations at three or four points oh the mainland, or on the adjacent islands, 
as may seem most advisable. Sheuld we be spared to return from the 
voyage, Mr. McFarlane will leave by first opportunity for England, 
Yii Sy^ey. I trust God will knile on our projected voyage, and that it 
will be our privilege, by ffis hejpj to lay open to the Christian Church 
another large field for Missionary enterprise. I trust also that the day is 
not very distant, whefi tl^pro will be something for your Society to do in 
thd way of giving the Word of Life to the benighted tribes of Papua, in 
their at present unkfiown tongue. • 

The Committee have had much pleasure in making Mr. 
Sleigh a grant of critical works to assist him in his 

editorial lalipurl.

NfEUE. — G. W. A^en, Esq., of Sydney, has remitted the 
sum* of ^162// 13'/ 6, received by the New South Wales 
Auxiliary, being aj)art of the amount realised ty the sale 
of thf. ^Jew Testament in the language of Nieue. The 
Rev. W. G. ,Lawes refrains from writing at any length 
"because he purposes soon to visit England. He states 
that in addition to the New Testament and Psalms, which 
have* already been privted in Sydney, the JBook of Genesis 
has been printed at Samoa, and" he has prepared Exodus 
for the press. He has^^lso be*en devoting a good deal of 
his time to the revision of tjie New Testament, of which a 
fresh edition will soon be required. He adds that he has 
sufficient prodvKC in hand to pay the balance of the New 
Testament account.

Mak:i£. — InteUigence has been received from the Rev. S. 
Creagh of the safe, arrival of nineteen cases of New 
Testaments in the Marci dialect. , He describes the eager- 
ness of the natives to witness the opening of the first case 
contaii^g the books bound in morocco ■writh ^ilt edges. 
They were much tsiken with the beauty of the volume, and 
in a very short ^ime all those packed in the first case 
were sold, and a second ease ha*d to be opened. The natives 
‘have an eye fbr*the beautiful, and do not grudge a high 
price for a handsome bqok.*^ If the whole edition is sold 
there is no doubt that the cost of it will be repaid 
to the Society ; but the craftiness qf Rome, as well as its 
deceit, have been manifested in this island in a most re- 
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markable and unexpected manner. Mr. Creagh< tlius 
describes the incident referred to i • 

In October last the two priests who h^ve been living here for some 
few years past, through abominable &aggeratijn, persuaded their con- 
verts and many heathen,, into the belief that tlie Pil>tesfants intended to 
massacre them all ; :&lse representations wer^ made to the Governor of 
New Caledonia, who had just*arrived?6;om France and was easily deceived, 
and in reply a steamer was sent tef the island to be at the disposal of 
the priests. Over 900 persons, men, women, and* children, were by this 
means deported to the Isle of Pines, a most unheard-of thing. Of course 
it was through my influence that this wholesale massacre was to take 
place ! Had tfiesfe people remained on the island we should probably 
have disposed of some of the books to tj^eni ; but now that they are removed 
from all Protestant influence there is no hope* whatever that they will derive 

any benefit from the New Testament printed in their owi^ language.

It was a solemn warning to which our Lord gave ^utter- 
ance when He said, ‘ Woe unto yoju Scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites ! for ye shut up the kingdom of heaven against 
men : for ye neither go in yourselves, neither su$er ye 
them that are entering to go in.’ How fearful the thought 
that when the poor heathen in this island were within 
reach of salvation through the reception of the* Scrip tVfres, 
any men professing to be the servants of the jnosf high 
God should invent a’lie Ibr the purpose of closing against 
them the door of hope. * * '*» ‘

Aneityum. — The Rpv. Dr. Geddie has remitted the sura 
of £ddi>5u0 as the proceeds of sales in, this island. No 
intelligence, however, has reached your Committee con- 
cerning either the circulation, of .the Scriptures or the 
progress of a wprk of ^ace among the people.

— A'*most interestiag lette> has been deceived . 
from the Rev. Thomas Neilson, which contains infor- 
mation in some respects* of a^* very ^ painful character 
concerning the prospects of Missionary Enterprise in thfl 
group of islands with which "he is connected. He remits 
a contribution of £28// 5^/4 towards the general objects of 
the Society, and explains that the sum is less thau usual 
in consequence of a *pori!ion of the money collected by 
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some of the Missionaries having been sent to the National 
Bible Society of Scotl&nd. The list of contributions is of 
the most pleasing and instBuctive character, showing how 
readily those who are labouring in distant lands to advance 
the cause of Christ can .deny themselves for the exten- 
sion of the Redeemerds kingdom. Six Missionaries and 
their wives, with the medicM.man attached to the Mission 
contribute i?14wl2//P, and the remaining £l3//13//4 is 
chiefly subscribe^ fly the captain and crew of their mission 
vessel the ‘Dayspring,’ even the ' ’prentice ’apd»‘ cabin-boy’ 
sparing five shillings each from their slender earnings to cast 
into the Lord’s treasury. ‘The murder of Bishop Patteson 
is alluded to, with much feeling, and a strong case is made 
out fpr the intervention of the Home Goveniment, to 
protect the natives of the South Sea Islands against the 
treachery and covetousness of men, who sail under the pro- 
tection, whilst they* tacnish the honour of the British flag. 
Mr. Neilson’s letter will be perused with very mixed 
■ feelings. He writes : — 

'>.4, •’ • 

I received ^’our letter of December 12, 1870, in due^coiirse, and read it 
before the annual meeting of your Aualiary* in the New Hebrides, at 
Ani\va*in the month of July*^,tfot. *A.ll the members of our Mission 
expressed tlie greatest gratification at the remarkable extension and success 
of your labours during the past year, especially in connexion with the 
Franco-German war, in Spain, and in Madagascar. We feel it an honour 
to be connected with ^ Society that has been so blessed of God in the 
diffusion of the knowledge of His grace, that is so pure and simple in its 
aims, so Catholic in its principles, and 1 may add so liberal in its method 
of dealings especially with Missionary Societies,' situated as we are, and 
needing its helj) so largely. I also read to the meeting the letter of the 
Editorial Superintendent, (Mr. Giidlestone) and distributed to those who 
needed them the copies of your ru^es which he transmitted. I may men- 
tion for your information, that it is a settled* rule in our Mission, diat no 
missionary is at liberty to enter into any irrangement 'with your Society 
for printing any portion of the Word of God, without fifst submitting his 
manuscript, and receiving the sanction of the Mission. Two thiags we 
wish to avoid, in the first place, burdening your Society with the expense of 
printing translations hasfly made, and wlych may.be fbimdin a few years so 
Y^correct as to be near I useless; ^d in the second place, delaying too long to 
put into the hands of these poor starving souls some porti6n of their Father’s 
Bread of Life, because we have not yet got it so well prepared as we may 
hope to have it after twenty years of labpur. Between these two extremes 
this Mission has always endeavoured and will always endeavoiu: to steer, 
where we have so i^any languages and s<v many dialects to contend with ; 
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neither on the one hand pushing through the press too soon, nor,*on the 
other, requiring, in a Jirst edition oi a portion €f the Word, such absolute 
and rigorous accuracy as is to be obtaiij^d only after a lifetime of study. 
Our Mission as I have said held its annuaf meeting this year at Aniwa ; 
this is the first time in our history that* it has be^n held in Aneityum,«but 
we intend in the future, as our Mission gxtends, and* the islands become 
evangelised, and the Mission premise| become more e:<tensive and com- 
modious, to hold it on the difibrent islands of the group in rotation. Next 
year we are appointed to meet at Fufuna. ^ . 

Our Mission vessel shows very well this year«again upon our list. JShe 
has now been eight years afloat, and has been in evetjy respect most com- 
modious and suitable for our wark. She ‘Avill require, either this year or 
next, an extensive®and thorough overhaul and repair, which will cost us in 
these expensive gold colonies not less tban-from ^1,200 to J?l,500. I am 
happy to say that the spirit of Christian*liberality hqp been poured out so 
largely on the supporters of this Mission, that we are not furiously alarmed 
at the prospect of having to raise so muph money for*an emergenoy, even 
in addition to the £1,800 or £2,000 a year which she requires in ordinary 
circumstances to keep her afloat. , 

There are three new Missionaries already on their way from Nova 
Scotia, one*is noAv in Melbourne, the first avho has received his train- 
ing and ordination in the Australasian colonics ; and Mr. Cosh, who has 
been absent from his station for a year on account of his«wife’s health, ex- 
pects to join the vessel in Victoria. So that we may confidently hope that, 
under the blessing of God, we shall nextyear have five labourers in audition 
to the eight at present in the field, a reinforcement of which we stanH much 
in need, for disease and (Jeath ^rapidly thin^our numbers, and to supply 
this constant drain, and to fill up heathep .stations as they are opet^ed for 
the labours of European Missionanes, we refiuire new recruits every year, 
for yet there remaineth much land to be possessed. • 

Our Mission as you know is PreSbyterian, but all the branches into 
which the old Presbyterian Church of Scotland has unfortunately been 
divided have their representatives here, working harmoniousl/ side by 
side, and meeting together annually in the same Presbytery — ministers of 
the Word who haffi received their training and ordination in t^e Churcii 
of Scotland, in the Free Church, in the united Prcjpby terian Church, and 
last and not least in the lieformed Presbyterian Church (f.e., the old 
Covenanters). This is as it should be, and il is our earnest desire and 
prayer that the union which ve feel to* be ro beneficial here may soon be 
realised among the Churches of our native land. 

We draw* our support from almost every quarter of the globe, from 
England, from Scotland, from Ireland^ from the {)ominioa of C^ada, from 
Victorfa, from New South Wales, from South Australia, from Tasmania, 
from New Zealand, north and south, and goon we^xpect contributions of 
money, and.pcrhaps of men, from the United State^f America. We have 
within our reach ]y;iore than 100,000 hetfthen who have never heard a 
Missionary’s voice, nor a Saviour’s name ; and it will take us many many 
years of arduous and constant toil before nve can overtake the field com- 
mitted to our care. • 

The greatest difliculty with w|^ich we have immediately to contend is 
the accursed trafific in huiAan beings, carried on by our countrymen in 
these seas, chiefly from Queensland and from Fiji. You will be told by 
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colonial governors and British consuls, and immigration agents, and under- 
secretaries of state for the colonies, ,and other official gentry, that the 
agitation we havo endeavoured^ to raise on this question has its basis 
mainly in the fancies and exaggerations of fanatical Missionaries. Believe 
them not I Did they know, or woUld tliey believe even when proof is put 
before them, the villainies that are being dai)y perpetrated under the 
British flag upon the natives of* this and the adjoining groups, it would 
cause even their official cheeks to. Jjlush for shame. Natives have been 
and are being stolen from these islands, and sold into slavery by English- 
men on board of vessel^ sailing under British colours, not by the hundred but 
by the thousand ; they have been shot down by the score, and have even been 
thrown overboard to the sliarks 'v.'here there was no chance of their reaching 
the land. And now the noble Patteson has fallen, I feat*, h victim to the 
cuj^idity of his countiymen. He Ijas been often personated for the pur- 
pose of kidnapping natives, ofi islands where his name was known, but 
where the people wei?e not very familiar with his face. Only last Friday 
a ship’s captain who' has been in the trade said to me, *I do not wonder 
that th§ bishop has fallen jit last^ his name has been very freely used. 

A short time ago Captain 'went ashore on one of the northern 

islands, dressed up to represent tlie bishop. Some one from the vessel 
went with him to introduce |hiin to the natives, who came crot\ding round. 
They wtre invited to go on board and see the vessel, and twenty-five 
. of them were put under the hatches and carried off.’ This kind of 
thing has« been done not once, nor twice, but frequently, in fact it has 
com6c^o be regarded’ as one of thVi recognised tricks of the trade. You 
can eatily fancy what a fearful risk the bishop ran fi-om those whoso 
friends were »thus fraudulently carried off, as they supposed, through lies 
and deceit. It seems, however, that he had been warned and 'was aware 
of his 'danger, for before he went north *‘on his last fatal voyage, he left 
behind him at Norfolk Lslancr a paper stilting that in the event of his 
death by violence at the hand of the*' heathen, his blood was not to be re- 
quired from them, and that no vengeance was to be exacted on his account, 
as he knew that they had received provocation sufficient to instigate to such a 
deed. Full particulars^of this terrible tragedy have not transpired; but * 
Commander McKleaii, of H.M.S. ‘Kosario’ h^s gonvto make enquiry 
into the niatter at the Santa Cruz group where it happened. lie is due at 
this harbour about three weeks, from the present date. Very probably 
before you receive my letter you will Iiave full particulars at home. 

If this abominable traffic ^sliall* be foupd to have been the cause 
of his death (as he himself had a presentiment thi^t it would be), I 
sincerely trust that this sad event may be its death-blow. I shall be both as- 
tonished aiid ashamed if t^e people and parliament of Eng'and do not imme- 
diately insist upon having this dcgrliding and disgusting class of pirates 
swept from these seas. Trust not wholly in colonial feeling to regulate 
and make the traffic ha/ailess; ^o regulations that have been unmade or that 
otin be made have beenHor can bc^enforced. By a clause in the first Queens- 
land Act, it was provided thateveiy«.native taken from" an island 'W'here a 
Missionary was settled, was firstito be brought before the Missionary, the 
agreement explained to him, and a certificate signed by the Missionary that 
the whole thing was done in a regular and proper way. During the time that 
this act was in forA, a period, I think, oi threfe years, hundi’eds of natives 
were taken away to Queensland, and from islands occupied by Missionaries, 
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d.nd nev6r on a single occasion was a native brought before a Missionary at 
all. How the Colonial Office allo\^ed these tMngsto pass is known best to 
those who compose it. 1 was told injse^f by the most notorious pirate in 
the trade, ‘ Do you think, after I have*got a cargo of men, I’m going to 
waste a "day or half a day in beating lAy vessel fviund to the Missionaries’ 
place to have them exaipined, when I can pass themPin Queensland quite 
as Well without ? ’ West Indian feelingVould never have put an end to 
West Indian slavery, and Queenslanfil. feeling will never put an end to 
this traffic. Even in Sydney, • though things arc fast improving 
there now, it was first difficult to get the com^uitity stirred u^ to action 
against it, for five-sixths of the capitiil enibarked in the tr^e is 
furnislicd by that port. .» • * 

The home teeWng must and can alone put it down. 

Bishop Patteson has fallen by the most glorious of all deaths, in the 
noblest ol' all services, e^'en in that of lilio King of kings. The Church 
of England has once more her martyr bishops as of old^ not unworthy to 
be mentioned along with those by whom her first foundations were laid 
in troublous times. He and his predecessor Jin these setis (Seh^n, now 
of Lichfield) have been truly self-denying and apostolic men, the elder 
exhibiting the keen icinpei’ament and araent zeal of the Apostle Peter, 
the youngesr, now alas ! no more, the not jesif fervent zeal and tender 
sympathy of the Apostle John, the disciple whom Jesus loved. Both have 
been good and generous friends of this Mission from th^ first. 

The Committee arc indebted to the Rev. H. fl. Lajviy, of 
Auckland, for.a coiy of a letter wfitten by the diev. James 
Cosh, partly to excuse* himsglf from attendance &t the 
annual meeting of the Aucklajid Auxiliary, but* more 
especially to describe the heartfelt gratitude of himself and 
his people for the edition of the Gospel according to St. 
John, lately printed in the Efatese or language of Fatd. 
It is to the following effect : — • 

I am sorry that 1 shall not be ablq to be present wUh you at your annual 
meeting on Friday evening. I am going up to thttWaikatu to-morrow, and shall 
not be back till the middle of next week. • Had I been in town, it would 
certainly have given me great pleasure to have been with you. And if 
an opportijnify had been given me of addressing the meeting, I would 
have pressed thg very special claims which tlm British and Foreign Bible 
Society has upon the libemlity of Christian people of all denominations,* 
on the ground of the invaluable assistance which that Society renders to 
Christian Missionaries all over the world? in putt/jpg the Word of God into 
the hands of those who have it not. Tli^t which^our Auxiliary has done 
for the people atf Efate, since I cape to Auckland, is just one of many 
instances which might be mentioned,^ where, tlirough the timely ^help 
afforded by the Parent Society and its Auxiliaries, whole communities of 
people, just emerging from the darkness of heathenism, arc year after year, 
put in possession of the light hf Div.me Truth. Had I been able to be 
present with you on this occasion, 1 would have told the meeting how on 
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my arrival here in the end of last year, 'with a version which I had. made 
of the Gospel according to St. John in the Efatese language, I applied to your 
Auxiliary to defrsiy the expense^ cf printing 300 copies of the same, how 
cordially my application was responded to, and how, in consequence thereof, 
my^little flock in the Ngw Hebrides are now, or in another week or two 
-will be, in possdssiofi of what to them will be a^treasure of unspeakable 
value. I am sure«that if Clp-istian people here could see the excitement 
which the arrival of these books «will cause among those to whom they 
have been sent, if they could see th% "way in which their pages will be 
pored over and ponderedrby them, if they could see them trooping into 
their grass- woven church in the early Sabbath mornings, or gathering at 
night round the blazing pile of eocoa-nut^ shells in the centre of their huts 
to read ‘The Good Word of Jesus Christ,* if Christiarf people generally 
could see these New Hebrides Islanders, as I in my mind’s eye see them 
now, when the tidings spread that the long looked for Gospel has arrived, 
they would need nirther argument to convince them of the reality of 
the blessings which Such a Society^ as yours is so helpful in extending.

Fbom the same source the sum of £202^13// 6 has been 
received on account of Scriptures sold' in the Fiji Islands. 
Mr. Rabone addptthat he has not failed to urge upon the 
Missionaries the importance of tr’ansmitting to those who 
supplied them so plen'teously with the Scriptures some 
information concerning the progress of Divine Truth in 
these grpups of islands, and he will be p^asefl to find 
that his recommendation has not been m vain. One of 
the most interesting letters which it often falls to the lot 
^f the Secretarie^ of thp Society to receive, has been 
^dressed to them by the , Rev. Lorimer Fison, who 
famishes some striking facts concerning the influence of 
Divine Truth upon the hearts' of the Fijians, and vindi- 
cates the realit]! of their faith from the reproach which the 
indifferent and godless endeavour to cast upon it. The 
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letter is a long one, but it cannot be read without profit, 
and well deserves the place .which is*here assigned to it: — 

A certain scoffer at mission work, wHb jftiblishes his views from time to 
time in one of the newspapers here, has lately jnformed the public Aat, 
though Polynesians may Jearn to read the Bible undef Miteionnry induc- 
tion, yet they do not understand w’hat they read ; butj though they cer- 
tainly do not understand alU they rdid, yet ^ have had abundant proof 
that many of them understand quifte enough to make them ‘wise unto 
salvation.’ It is easy to raise a laugh at thcv esJ^ense of Christianised 
savages by telling of the mistakes which they sometimes make as ^o the 
meaning of certain texts of Scripture, whereof I myself could give you 
not a few amftsiag instances; but it were well for the scoffers to ask 
themselves who errs the most, the maq who acts in simple-minded faith 
upon a misunderstanding of God’s Wor(>, or^ie who has a thorough know- 
ledge of its meaning, and yet falls into the fearful iRistalp of refusing to 
obey its commands ? Moreover, I am not sure that <jrod docs not some- 
times honour that simple-minded faith ?ven t j granting a request, xhough 
it be asked in error. 

There was a man belonging to the islaiid of Vuanggava, who, alone 
among all his tribe, had embraced Christianity. ■•One of his heathen kins- 
folk lay grievously sick. In vain had he made valuable offering! to the 
gods. Though, through their priest, they promised gre^t things, yet they . 
did nothing for him, and ho grow worse and worse. One day liis«Christian 
kinsman, while reading the Bible, came* across those ^vords^ in the Epistle 
of James, ‘The prayer of feith shall save the sick;* and straightway he 
ran to his friend’s house to tell him the gciiid news that tile Christian’s 
God promised healing in* ans\ver to ^rajTr. Then having ask^d and 
gained permission, he knelt down^and began to pray ; nor had he tittered 
many words when the sick man sbirted into a sitting posture, crying 
out with a loud voice, ‘Au sa mbula!’ (I live.) ‘Bring hither a 
he cried to his wife. ‘ Au sa lotu, koi au (I am a Christian, I). Put 
one on yourself also, and clothe the children too. * This day are we all 
Christians.* , 

Now this suluj^mr wajstcloth, is the outward and visible sign which 
distinguishes the lotu folk from their heathen neighbours; and, therefore, 
this was just the m*^n’s w^ay of saying, ^As for me!ind my house we will 
serve the Lord.* I am well aware that a tale auch as this will be received 
by many with a shrug of unbelief, o» a shout of derisive laughter, or 
perhaps a smile of^ contemptuous pity ; but I am in nowise ashamed of 
saying that } fully believe this man’s sudden recovery to have been owing 
to his kinsman's prayer. At all events, I know^thc tale to be irue. The 
facts afe as 1 have stated them. Leif whoso will find another explanation* ^ 
of them. 

I should ]ike to tell you more about thjis simplc^earted Christian man, 
for I loved him, and it does me good to think of Km and to talk about 
him ; but if I were to begin to tell you his history, I should have to tell it 
all, and it is both long and wonderful. Therefore, this only as to the end 
of it. When he lay dying, the tencher in charge of his island asked him 
whether he were going to Heaven. ‘ William/ said he, ‘ where else should 
I go? Have I not been gding Aiitherwards thr^'^i'^hout all these years? 
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And do you think that now 1 am standing before the gates of the oily, I 
am going to turn aside to tlyi right hand or to the left ? No, William. I 
diall enter in through the gate into the*1midst of the city.’ And when ho 
had spoken these *^and other gedd« words, not forgetting a farewell to the 
Missionary whom he loved, and whj» loved him so well, ho went ‘ through 
the into the«miclst oftthe city.’ 

Again, though there is undoubtedly a great deafi in the Bible which our 
people do not understand, yet I have#thankfully noted in many of them a 
spirit of eager inquiry into the meahiqg of passages which they had found 
* hard to •bo understood.’ For years, at a weekly meeting of the native 
agentc under my directioh, when the ordinary business had been gone 
through, one after another would bring forward texts of this sort, which I 
urged them to note down for explanation *at our next n^eeting. We had 
many a good and profitable time together while talking over these passages 
of Scripture ; and when I sav *a i^ldden flash in the native’s eye, and a 
pleased smile on his faoe, then I knew that my explanation was successful, 
and that I necd^say^no more. A little patience was sometimes needed; 
but no /‘man who cannot be patient should have to deal with savages or 
children. * 

Sometimes I found myself beyond my depth, and then I was never ashamed 
to tell my pupils that wlu^t had puzzled them, puzzled me also^ Thus, on 
one occj\pion, the Tongan clfief Maafu, having given me a passage with 
him in a little cutter, as 'wo w'cnt sailing along before a pleasant breeze, 
‘asked me the meahing ofa difiicult text in one of the Epistles to the Corin- 
thians. tV’hat^ the <ioxt was has ^scaped my memory, but I know it "was 
one whi^h I never could understand, and I told him so at once. 

‘ But Maalja,’ said I, ‘ this what we had better do, that we may find 
it out. Lotus fear God and ^kcep llis CommaRdments*; and then when 
we get< fo Heaven, we can ask •Pr-ul himself what he meant by those 
words.’ Maafu was delighted, y ‘ Come hither all of you,’ he cried to his 
ship’s company ; and when they wer§ all gathered together, he told them 
of my saying, adding sundry good remarks of his own. 

I have^been astoiiis];icd at the extensive knowledge of Scripture gained 
by some of our native agents, and proved by the readiness with which they 
would quote passage ftfter passage, relating not onlv to the prominent 
points of doctrine, but to others also. Thus Jfimes llavea, in a report 
upon the evils of strong drink, which \ie drew up at the request of his 
comrades, quotes the followijig pafeages, not at random or without order, 
but each fitting well into its pjace, illustrating and sanctioning his vic^vs, 
Ephesians v. 18, Isaiah xxviii. 7, Galatiafts v. 21, 1 Corinthians vi. 10, 
Matthew xxi. 34, Proverbs xxxi. 4, 5, I&ihih v. 1. AiSd when it is taken 
into consic^ration that these men have no Concordance to help them, this 
power of apposite quotation proven that they have not only diligently 
searched the Scriptures, but also thereby gained as their own possession 
many gems from the Trrasury of God. 

, Moreover I have he^ sermoAs from them which showed in*addition to 
a goc^ acquaintance with the Word of Life, a really remarkable talent for 
preiEWtihg it clearly and forcibly in *such a manner as is certainly best 
adap^ to the native mind. Thfis a yoking man (now in the ranks of our 
native ministry) preaching his trial sermon before me, and wiping to show 
the weakness, of rafln’s power to do God’s^ Woijk in the soul, as contrasted 
with the might of the Spirit’s working, compared the one to the pointed

shell wherewith Fijian carpenters used to bore holes in canoe planks^^nd 
the other to a white man's auger. He descrij^ed the slow and laborious 
progress of boring in the old times ;*then he worked his hands as if ibejr 
held the superior tool. ‘ Turn it once,’ ^id : ‘ turn it twice ; turn it 
thrice ; and behold it is through ! ’ » Again he drew another contrast. 
The one was like taking a house to pieces, the other Ijke Jiurning iyffith 
fire. He went through hll the process o£ taking down^a Fijian house^ 
first the removal of the thatch, then the untying of the rafters ; the un- 
fastening and lifting down of {lie ridgppble, the braces and the wall-plates ; 
the carr3 ing away of the reed walls, and the heavy vork of diggii^ up the 
posts. ‘But put a coal of fire in the thatch,’ *lio cried, ‘Blow upon it 
once, twice, thrice. It catches; it crackles; it blazes. The house is 
gone I ’ None buj they who have seen how quickly a Fijian house bursts 
into sudden flame, and then vanishes in smoke, can fully appreciate the 
force of this illustration which he appl^d Vijost admirably to his subject. 
Let no man sneer at this sort of preaching : but let it be remembered that 
this discourse was a Fijian sermon, preached by a Fijyin U) Fijian hearers. 

I shall not soon forget the earnestness with which it was listened ; and 
surely that style of preaching is not to be despiled which takes hold of the 
hearers and makes them hear. # 

Not a few, of these men sliow by their application of Scripture that they 
have thought upon it as well as read it ; and fhough their applications may 
be at times rather strained and fanciful, yet it is better to think somewhat 
awry than not to think at all. An old teacher who iffter msmy years’ 
faithful service retired from active woi^, and settledr dojvp on a small 
island, there to wait till the end came, preached to the people, a fey days 
before he died, from the concluding words of the parable of Jbhe Prodigal 
Son, applying these word^ to himself, with reference to his approaching 
death, by representing the angels pf hcweti as speaking concerning him. 
He had been dead, he had been lost, while J.iving here on earth ; but now 
the angels were pointing to him antj sjiying one to another, ‘ This thy 
brother was dead, but is alive again. He was lost but is found.’ This 
good old man was a diligent student of the Bible, as^ witness the §)llowing 
^ extract from the written account of his death given me by the teacher 
then in charge of t]jp island where he died : — * 

‘ Even as the man spokbn of in the second verse of the first Psfilm, whose 
delight is in the law of the Lord, jyrid in hiS law doth he meditate day and 
night, such an one was Daniel Tofald*J for ,he was constant in prayer 
and in thinking on the Holy Book, whence hjs sermons were full of pith 
and fire.’ • 

There is indeed st dark side to our Mission picture, one that sliould be 
shown to thef public as fully as the other ; dark, not because o^ the rem- 
nants ef heathenism in our midst, buli because of the absence of heartfelt*.^ 
religion in the thousands of our nominal converts from heathenism, and 
because of the scandalous fallings aw^ay, generally accompanied by 
abominable 'deceits, even of those in whe^e conve\pion we had fully be;, 
lieved — crimes sometimes discovered by others, but more frequently re- 
vealed by their own deatht>ed confessions of long-continued hypocrisy and 
lying ‘ not unto men but unto God^ — sin^ such as we must expect to> arisen 
out of the characteristic vices of savage tribes, especially when those tHbe& 
are of Oriental blood as the^ijiaas imdoubtedly are. 

But though we are sometimes thus grieved, nay, cut to the heart, yet * 
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often do our hearts bum within us as we hear faltered forth from dying 
lips, words in the Fijian tongue which triumphantly assure us that many 
of our conrerts are convert indeed, who, having believed and obeyed the 
Word of God duiing their livqt/fipd it to be no ‘ cunningly devised &ble ’ 
in the hour and article of death : for those of our converts who, in veiy 
deS^. and truth,^har^c lived with that Word hidden in their hearts, not 
seldom die with it upon their lips. • 

‘ While I was ifi health,’ raid ono,iOf them as he lay dying, ‘ I believed 
that which is told us in the Bible*, 'and thehcc came to me pardon for all 
my sins., I read of heaven in the Bible and believed it ; and now to-day 
shalj I look with mine ^s upon the things in which I believed though I 
saw them not. Novn I am going to possess them all.’ 

. “ 

IIEAT7RITIUS. 

The* events have occurred in tins island during the 

last years have been well calculated to solemnise the 
mind of its inhabitarics, and to lead them to much serious 
thought and searching *enquiiy. Failing crops brought 
distress, and severe' jiekness laid its withering blind upon 
large numbers, claiming as one of its victims the Bishop 
■ of the jjiocese. Health, however, had been in a measure re- 
stored, and Bishop Hatchai-d’s successor, who sympathised 
most cordially with your Society, had entered upon his office, 
when he, too, was remefv^ed by death. • The Auxiliary Com- 
mittee had looked forward to a lengthened period of 
pleasant co-operation in 'the great work of which he was 
so warm and zealous a Mend. But God’s w'ays arc 
not oyir ways, ^nd for some wise purpose He has seen 
fit to call him away from a post of usefulness for which he . 
was well suited, and to permit him thus eaily to exchange 
the labour of th^ vineyard for the rest of the sanctuary. 
The Committee have yecofded their deep sense of the loss 
which they have sustained ,by entering the following reso- 
lution in the Minute Book of the Auxiliary ; — 

Kesolvc^l : * That this Cpmmittee desire to record theij deep* sense of the 
H^oss which thisAicciliary, In common with other religious institutiona of the 
Colony, has sustained in the sudden death of its Yice-President, the Rt. 
Rev. the Lord Bishopy^f Mauiitius. .Gifted with a combination of rare 
qualifications for his ncred ofi^be, he entered upon his duties with an 
evident determination to know nothing amongst men*Save Jesus Christ, 
and Him crucified. His interest in the operations of this Auxiliary, 
together with the cordial bearing which characterised him in his relations 
to this Committee, have caused the loss to be deeply felt. The Committee 
^ sympathise sincerd^r with his bereaved w^ldownnd family.’ 
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It is to be hoped that God’s judgments in this as*in 
many other cases have taught righteousness. The Com- 
mittee have continued their v« 5 k in faitH, and whilst, 
as every faithful worker must do, they have left the 
issue with God, they have not been slow tO rtjcognisrfnis 
hand in the success which h^s attended thdir efforts, and 
it is with much thankflilncs^’that they announce a eon- 
siderable increase in the issues of the ^ast year ovef t^se 
of the preceding one. They have had, six colporteurs 
engaged, whose period of labour has varied from three to 
ten months* *and the aggregate of whose sales has 
amounted to 3,493 copies. Miteicmary agents have also 
sold 170 copies and 300 have been bought ^ the I)cp6t. Of 
these, 1,320 were in Hindi Kaithi, 849 in Bcngali> 838 
in Tamil, 389 in Telugu, and the rfist in nine different 
languages of Europe and Asia. 'Your Cornmitttee have 
had much pleasure in renewing thci.H gtant for colpqrtage 
to the extent of £60. In acknowledging the receipt of a 
previous grant, the Rev. H. 0. Buswell alltfdes not only 
to the*great difficulties which they have tC ctMfitend with 
in a Roman Catholic country, but to the coldness of those 
from whom they might, expect tb-operation, but, who 
stand aloof from their work. StHl, in the midst of many 
discouragements, there are not wanting tokens of God’S 
goodness. 


MADAGASCAR. 

• • • 

This is one of the si)ot8 concerning which your Com- 
mittee have but little direct* hitelligepce to communicate. 
The harvest is known to be grept, but the labourers are so 
few, and are so busily occupied with the various pressing 
duties whiph a wide-spread reception of the Truth,on the 
part of the natives entails upoii them, that they have but 
little lime to devote to coiTespondence. Even the work 
of Scripture revision, impoutant £i^ it is,^as of necessity , 
been postponed to a more convenient season, and the Bible 
is being printed in a less perfect state than could have 
been desired, because it was* impossible for those on whom 
the work of correction would have devolved, to devote

sufficient time to it, to insure a trustworthy and satisfactory 
result. *■ • 

An edition* of 50,000 «copies of the Malagasy New 
Testament has been printed in the course of the past 
year'-under 'the' editorial superintendence of Mr. Sauer- 
wein, and 20J000 of,, these ..were at once voted to the 
London Missionary Society for th6 use of their Mission- 
aries. ' The Rev! W. E. Cousins reports that the New 
Testament with jmarginal references had been freely dis- 
tributed; 1,882 eopies h&d been* sold, and 11,275 Portions 
given away to the poorest in the island who were able to 
read. The difficulty of communication between the coast 
the interior still remains very great. The sum realised 
by tlv3 sale of'the Scriptures since August 1870, had 
amounted to £154// 4/12, but of this £138// 5 were absorbed 
by the cost of transit, ^o that only £l5//19//2 were re- 
turned to your Sotioty. The progress, however, which 
Christianity has made, and the eagerness with which the 
liativesr receiVe the Scrijpturcs, more than justify any 
expenditure'wlhch may be* incurred in the distribution of 
the Word of God. The Rev. W. Ellis, formerly a Mission- 
ary in Madagascar, attended a meeting of yiaur Committee 
in June of last year, aftd* gave some most interesting 
intelligence concerning « the progress of Divine Truth 
among the Malagasy Christidns. Quoting from a publica- 
tion entitled ‘ Good Words,’ issued by the Missionaries of 
the London Missionary Society in Antananarivo, he read . 
the following comparative statement of; the progress 
of Christianity in the island within the last two years : —

Mr. Ellis further stated that it was the decided opinion 
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of every Missionary and Christian teacher that through !he 
blessing of God, and the teaching o:P the Holy Spirit, this 
wide-spread diffusion of Christkm Truth i^ due to the ^ 
extensive circulation of the Holy Scriptures among ihe 
people through the liberality of your ^ocifity.' Such IJ^g 
the case, it is to be feared thal^some letters fhay have mis- 
carried, as doubtless sotne exj^essions of gratitude, as well 
as some account of the progress above liotftd, have beftn sent 
direct to the Committee. * 


EAST AI^GA. , 

Abyssinia. — The disturbed state of this country has 
rendered all action on the part o6the two colporteurs 
whom your Society has employed so difficult, that your 
CommittQe have thought it desirable^^ discontinue their 
services, at least for a time. Messrs. Mayer and Ifender 
have for several years remained stationary ^t Adf^a, and 
as there seemed no immediate prospect of greater freedom 
of action being enjoyed, it was deemed expedient to relin- 
quish the work, .until a more favounible opjjortumty should 
present itself. These men are, however, still cmpl®yed 
as evangelists under the supervision of the St. Chrischona 
Institution, and a supply of Soriptures has been forwarded 
to them for the purpose of distribution, whenev,er an 
opportunity is afforded. Some important changes have 
“lately taken pUcc in the government* of the country,' 
which may tenoto facilitate their movements. Gobassie, 
the ruler of Amhara, has maVehed against Kassa, Prince of 
Tigre, and been defeated. 

I)r. Krapf states that Mr. Mayer had received permission 
from Prince Kas’sa, who is henceforth to be called Emperor 
of Ethiopia, to proceed to Shoq and that he at once availed 
himself of it. Mr. Bender will remain at Adoa and 
continue the work of evangelisatimi andv Scripture distri- 
bution in* Tigr4 and Amhara, as far as circumstances* 
will permit. He adds, that in consequence of Tigr4 having 
obtained the supremacy in .^bysslhia, people of all classes, 
especially priests and learned men, are flocking to Adoa, 
and the opportunity oPoffeSring to them the Word of God 
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is a very favourable one. In the course of three years 
Messrs. Mayer and Bdnder have succeeded in putting into 
circulation 3,609 copies, of the Scriptures in Tigr^ and 
Aieharic. Dr. Krapf furnishes some pleasing illustrations 
of tfie power of the Gospe^, showing thaf wherever received 
into the heart it extends its influence to the life, and that 
love to God and man is its tftiiversdl law : — 

• C 

A-forrner soldier of Mqgdala who h.id there become acquainted with the 
Bible went to Bagemoder and Godjam to read the Bible, before laymen and 
priests. When he came to the Jirovince of Danios, he learned that among 
the Galla, in the south of Damos, a new king had riscif, founding a new 
empire among the Awara, ITario, end other Galla tribes. This king is 
favourably inclined tqwards Chrisfianity and has forbidden the killing of 
Christians. Tbs Bible reading soldier came to Adoa to fetch books, in 
order t^ convey them to those GaUa and teach them Christianity. Besides 
Amharic books ho receivedt six copies of the Galla gospel of St. Luke. 
He shows great animation tor tlj^is object, and said that he would give up his 
life for thf 3 conversion of tlic Galla. 

Another soldier from ».-)v3$iirro, who likewise has read the Bible for 
several years, came to Adoa, and told our friends that in the last war he 
took 000 men ca^itive, but that as he was acquainted with the Gospel, ho 
could not act j^Jcoi^ling to the system of the Abyssinian soldiers who de- 
prive Jlio captives of their private money, and even of the clothes which 
they wear. JIc kept the prisoners all night, gave them food to cat, and told 
them in the morning that thiy should onjy gii^e him dieir weapons, and 
that wliich belonged to the vic,to?ioiis king, whereas the remainder they 
njight keep, and go in peace ; at which^'kind treatment the prisoners were 
quite amazed. There you caA sec what the Gospel can make of even a 
wild Abyssinian soldier. 

The last lettef that has been received from Dr. Krapf 
is dated March 18, and thus refers to various points of' 
interest connected with the A}>yssinism wotIc : — 

The latest news from Abyssinia is, ’that the King of Shoa has arrived with 
a large army near Magdala' : that the gieat chiefs of Semica, Yedshoo, and 
Bagemedcr have proposed to Iiim td declare Ivmselfthe Emperor of Abyssinia 
in opposition to Kassa, who is much disliked for his avarice and other bad 
qualities. Should Mcnelek, the king of Shoa, become emperor, and be 
' able to maintain his threfee, there jis no doubt a greafi change W’ill take 
place in Abyssinia, as he is stoutly resolved upon entering into Triendly 
relations with Europe, especially with the spvereigns of England and 
c Germany. He was »cc a prisoner at ’Magdala, and conversed much with 
Mr. Rassam, and with the Missionaries and other Europeans his fellow 
prisoners there. He has invited Mr. Waldemcier to bring a band of 
artisans to Shoa, and he gave him permission to open a mission among 
the Galla; but tlie Pilgrim Missibn has declined sending manual 
labourers for feaf they might be forced to j^ake instruments of war, as 
was the case with Theodoros. 
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In reference to the single portions of Scripture which, in Mr. Maj{;er's 
opinion, should not be sent out, 1 think tbg right view is this, that we 
should do the one, and not leavb the other undone. True it is that 
priests, teachers, and churches, and esp^ially really hihgry souls, should 
receive entire Bibles or New Testaments, whereas owers may obtain s^le^ 
Portions in order that, as you rightly say, a ttiste ^nd, appetite &<^^e 
Word of God may be created in their mirids, and the Scriptures extw^ively 
circulated in the country, which canA>e done •best by means of single Por- 
tions. There is, therefore, not the slightest cause for wasting those which 
are still in your store-room. Nor is there any necessity for abandoning here- 
after yourplan of sending them out. On thecontraiy, I believe the colporteurs 
will be glad to have a good supply of Scripture Portions at hand, for the 
demand for tbeni will be consiaerablc. after the warlike commotions have 
subsided in Abyssinia. May the Lord’s time of grace soon come for unfor- 
tunate Abyssinia, and for Central Afirtpal* general. I was very glad to 
hear from you that the question of printing the entire Amharic Bible in 
smaller type, and conjointly with the Ethiopic, has-been again referred 
to your editorial sub- committee. The Psalms and four GospeV should . 
in every case be printed in Amharic and Ethiopic conjointly. The reasons 
for this are as follows : 1. The priests anci people in reading the Ethiopic 
in one column, must needs read the AmharieJn the other column, and 
by this means they will become habituated Amharic, whicji is their 

mother tongue. 2. They will sec that the Amharic and Ethiopic are both 
translations, and thus their superstitious predilection and prejudice in regard 
to the Ethiopic will be destroyed. 8. the Amharic ^ ^not understood 
in many provinces, the dialect of which is nearer to the Ethiopic, yea, 
almost quite Ethiopic, we can do good toth(5 inhabitants of tj^osc provinces 
chiefly by means of the Ethiopic which we could not do by the Amharic. 
In Argobba, Gurague, and othei; Svmtliein countries, the Ethiopic, Scrip- 
tures will be of use, which is not the ca^e with the Amharic. lu those 
distant countries the ancient Ethiopic has been tolerably preserved, and 
we must take advantage of this remarkable fact. 

A small edition of the Book of Psalms in the "Swahili 
dialect has lately hecn printed, 400 copies of which have 
been granted to the Central African Migsion. '* 


SOUTH AFBICA. 

Cape Town. — A quarter of" a century soon passes away* 
but it will be seen by tjie report of ,the South African 
Auxiliary that it is quite po^ible within that limited 
space of time to accomplish much for the glory of God 
and the extension of the Redeemer’s kingdom. The 
flirniifl] meeting was held in November last under the 
presidency of the GcA^enfor, His Excellency Sir H. Barkly; 
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and the Rev. George Morgan, who read the report, stated 
that the issues of the<year had amounted to 3,545 Bibles 
and 1,950 Teotaments, giv,ing a total of 5,495 volumes. 
The receipts from all sources had reached a total of 
£1^1,4// 1 6 w5>, aiid the remittances to ;fche Parent Society 
had consisted* of £4^0 'as a Free Contribution, and 
£451//10v0 on the Purchase '-A^ccourft. Since the Auxiliary 
was established iA has circulated 129,326 volumes, and 
has -“remitted £l6,1^3'/4'/6, of which £6,244^/15«'9 has 
been in Free Contributions. Faith can take j)leasure in 
following these books into the various channels through 
which they have circulated, and in picturing to itself 
some of the blessed results which through Divine grace 
they Ijave accomplished. Jhe Ladies’ A ssociation, as well 
as the Branches throughout the district, arc represented 
as being for the most pai*t in a satisfactory condition. In 
reply to a commuiK<;a]tion addressed to Mr. Morgan on 
behalf^ of the Parent Committee, in which inquiry was 
made as to the best means of supplying the Scriptures to 
the TrmisvjiRl Republic, and to tne frequenters of the 
Diamond Fields, he has addressed to the Secretaries the 
following fetter : — * » . 

The'important matters to which you refer have not been lost sight of by 
our Committee. About a year ugo we made satisfactory arrangements for 
the supply of Scriptures to the inhabitants of the Transvaal. The person 
who kindly offered his gratuitous services as our Agent there, is the Kev. 
W. Swait, who till i\;ccntly had charge of a Dutch congregation in that 
country, and who now, holds the office of Government Secretary there. 
He is a man in whom we have every reason to ^lace^onfidence, and he 
has just inlormed us that he will still conJinue his services in the cause of 
the liiblc Society the jfeme as before. • W e have already sent him several 
consignments of Scriptures, 'and a pretty large order for more has just 
been received from him. There are othci\ parties in the Transvaal to 
whom we have sent small supplies of Scriptures at their request. I have 
no doubt that in course of time arrangements will be made foil* the estab- 
lishment oi‘an Auxiliary oj Branch Society in that impoitant countiy. 

With regard to the diamond field#, we have not yet been able to^com- 
mcnce active operations, but we have placed ourselves in '•ommunication 
with respectable persoiw (clcrg 3 ^en and others)' who have eiljior visited 
tke fields or are at pre.4nt residing there for a time, witjb a view to ascer- 
tain the circumstances and wants of the population, and the best means to 
be employed by our Committee. « As soon as we receive information on 
which we can take action, we will give j ou full particulars. Hitherto the 
shifting state of the^iggers, the extreme ^difficulty and expense of trans- 
porting goods of any kind from Cape Town to fcie fields, and especially the 
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want of proper agents to do the work of the Bi^le Society, have presented 
almost insuperable obstacles; but as some kind .of order is now being 
established, and the means of transport are fcmewhat improved, we are 
not without hope that unless the Grah^'l Town and Natal Auxiliaries 
have already adopted measures for opening Dep6ts or employing co^ 
porteurs at the different stations, we shall be in a»con^ition to take imf^ne 
work. » *

In compliance with a request contained in a letter 
addresserl to them by the liev. A. Njchtigal, "v^o has 
la*boured for ten years in the Transvaal Republic <08 a 
Missionary of the Jierliiv Missionary Society, the Com- 
mittee have blade him a grant of 25 Bibles and 125 
Testaments for distribution ampifg the black slaves of the 
Dutch Boers, lie describes them as feeing very poor, 
and standing in much need of such aid* as he seeks to 
bestOAv. •» 


Port .Elizabeth. — The informa^n concerning this 
Auxiliaiy is contained in a newspaper account ©f the 
annual nr^eting. Avhich states that the salqg effected arp 
considerably larger than last year, an^ tl^at ffie sub- 
scriptions are more than double the previous anjount. 
The Ladies’ Association is still , active, and »the Bible 
Woman prosecutes her labours, apiong the poor with some 
success. The meeting was thinly attended, but’ the 
chainnan remarked that he had found considei’able interest 
manifested towards the Society by those to whom he had 
spoken on the subject. No statistics are given, either as 
regards the issues or the receipts. The sum of £400 has 
been remitted on thd Purchase Account, and £20 as a Free 
Contribution. • . , ' 

Grailvm’s Town 'The Conlmittce have no information 

concerning thd work of this Auxiliary beyond the fact 
that a colporJ;eur has been employed in the diamond 
fieldd for a short period, arf account of whose labours""' 
was promised, but has not been received. His success is 
stated td have been greater in *,the anJount of Christian 
influence which he exercised, than in the number of sales 
which he effected. It has, however, been decided to 
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the expense which is estimated at £100. They have 
willingly voted £50 f»r this purpose, on condition that he 
conforms to# the rules „yrhich govern the colportage 
operations of the Society. » 

Kaffraria. — The energies of the Christian Church in 
E^flfraria are being devoted to the revision of the Scriptures 
in the ICafir language, with an earnest desire to obtain ^s 
correct and idiomatic a version as possible. The Com- 
mittee who are' engaged upon this work ^ave lately 
experienced a severe loss in the death of 'the Rev. Tiyo 
Soga, the first ordained “tnbiister of the Kafir race. The 
Rev. J. W. Appkyard, in recording this sad event, states 
that yo one entered morp heartily into the object for 
which the Board of « Revision was established, and that 
probably no one labouwed more diligently for the attain- 
ment of the end kj^view than did this native pastor. 
He has now ceased fi*om his labours and entered into 
rest, and those who survive must bow with submission 
to the will, of cn all- wise. God, and continue their work 
with all the more zeal, from the practical testimony which 
they have*- had given them to tfie uncertainty of human 
life. , '* The night cometk when.no man can work.’ 

, In September last Mr. Appleyard wrote to inform the 
Committee that in November they hoped to get through 
the Epistle to the Romans. At that date the Gospel ac- 
cording to St. Matthew was the only portion that had 
been printed, and had elicited sonie csiticisms. Since 
that period it has been thought advisable to print a tenta- 
tive edition of the Acts ©f the Apostles, towards the ex- 
pense of which a local, contribution of £10 has been re- 
ceived. Tour Committee have bent out the paper and 
binding materials for this purpose. In the April session 
it was txpected that the Epistles to the Corinthians yvould 
be completed. The sum of £20 has been received as 
the proceeds of sales. ‘

Namaqualand. — Some tiihe has elapsed since any report 
concerning the circulatioh of the Scriptures in the verna- 
cular of the Hottentots has reached your Society. It is, 
therefore, with the greater pleasuife that the Committee 
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have received intelligence from Dr. Fabri expressive of^e 
joy with which the natives both old«ind young have wel- 
comed the arrival of the New '('s^tament, and of the satis- 
factory-effects which the Missionaries are able to trac^^ 
the result of its circulation. Furthef progress haiyl^n 
made in the translation of the *01(j Testament, and it is 
now proposed to print ’the IP^alms, for which purpose the 
Rev. G. Kronlein, who has been the translator, intends to 
visit the Cape with a view of carrying*the edition through 
the press there. • • 

The fbllowfng letter from him, which was received at , 
the close of the year, will be're&d with interest. After 
accounting for his long silence through the press of busi- 
ness which devolved upon him in consequence pf the 
removal of his colleague to another station, and expressing 
his views concerning the printing of the Psalms and his 
journey to the Cape, he writes ; — 

'f 

1 am gratified in being able to inform you, and the« honoured British 
Bible Society, that our Missionary District, 'which iiythe^years’lSGS and 
186C, the period when 1 was in Europe superintending the printing of the 
Edition of the New Testament in the Nama, had been sadly ^ desolated by 
'war and distress, lias gradually » returned to Jl state of order. The Station 
Berseba acquitted itself valiantly, end tinvoluntarily became the ^jace of 
refuge for fugitives, at the time wlien the blood as well of our Missionaries 
as of our converts w’as being freely shed. * From this place also, after rfbr 
return from Europe, went forth new elements of life and culture by means 
of copies of the Word of God which we had brought with us. ^ The two 
Missionaries Knaucr and Weber, who had been ejected from their stations 
were again able to resume their labours. The ^uthem part of Great 
Namaqualand alSo'^gradually got into order, the congregations revived, 
and being strengthened, the members could }vithout hindrance be 
increasingly built up in their most holy faith. To this the publication of 
the New Testament in the Nama language, which was accomplished through 
your goodness, not a little centributed.* It proved itself and continues to 
prove itself a blestring to our poor people, and for this we are laid under 
a hea'vy debt of heartfelt gratitude to your honoured Society. 

Tl^p old prejudices against the napve langulge, and against its use by ^ 
the Missionaries in conducting public worship, and their more private 
religious instructions, are gradually disappearing. It was a matter of 
regret that we Namaqua Missionaries, who have arrived here during 
last twenty years,, inherit from our predecessors the evil system and habit 
of doing everything by interpreters* and even among the white population 
there were some who had strengthened the natives in the idea that the 
Hottentot language with its liquid sounds was not suited for use in con- 
nection with holy things ; nay, their language was made actually ridiculous 
to them as well as despicable. Alas 1 to how great a degree did these 
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positive misconceptions of our predecessors make it difficult for us to 
introduce and- establish the recognised correct and blessed Missionary 
principle ‘to eveiy people Hhe Word ‘‘of God in its own tongue,* with 
which twenty yeirs ago I began tny labours here. You may easily con- 
creive the difficulties and troubles with which I had to combat in labouring 
fof"vI;e attainment o^ this object, and this more particularly in connection 
with a\anguage like that of die Hottentots, the acquirement of which by 
adult Europeans presents ob'itacles which are all but insuperable. But 
my own experience and the blossidl^s whiclf have been the result, have 
abundantly reconipensfd nie for all the ill-will and pain which I have bad 
to ensure. The Lord H?,niself helped me to conquer. From principle I 
did not sooner come prominently forward with my labours, and this I have 
now no cause to regret. 

Basutoland. — Morija... — An application has been 
made by the Kq,v. A. Mabille, siippoi’ted by the Paris 
Missionary Society, to which he belongs, for a grant of 
pape/ .with which to^print the Books of Isaiah, Daniel, 
and Proverbs in the §csuto language, and your Com- 
mittee have had u^^h plesisure in complying ^with the 
request. The ^^c^v^t'estament was printed some years 
ago, and 1,1 7JL copies are reported as having been sold in 
1869 (inclu(]ing, 350 sent to the Berlin Missionaries in 
the Transvaal Kcpublic), and 578 copies in 1870. In a 
subsequent letter in jvhich Mr. Mabille , expresses his 
thanks for the fifty reams pf paper which had been voted 
him, he enters into some interesting details concerning 
the work of Scripture distribution and the blessings 
produced by it, from which the following extracts are 
taken : — 

^ I am most grateful for this very opportune help ; tke*kind words which 
accompany the grant, together with the promise of more help if necessary, 
will, I am sure, prove' a very great giii^ouragement to the whole of our 
Mission. At your request I shall now try to tell you something about 
the Book and its work in this country. 

We have had until now only the New Testament for our people and a 
few chapters of Genesis, &c. The Old Tt stament has been trai;)8lated a long 
while aga; but our confer^ence has, perhaps, been too sQvere and exacting 
■ as regards manuscripts, and in consequence of several of thorn having been 
rejected and new translations made, the work has been for some time delayed. 
The Psalms have been published long ago, but arc now out of print In 
foct, except Ezekiel, ifearly the»* whole of the Old Testament is translated, 
and ready either for the press or revision. The work has been divided among 
the brethren, each one taking thf part he thought he might render best. 

As to the eifect produced by the Book, especially the New Testament, 
I can say that it is very much read by the people. Unfortunately they 
read more for th^sake of reading than oi feeding the soul with thq Word 
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of God. We have been obliged even in a pastoral letter to Jjie Churches, 
about two years ago, to recommend the ChristifnB to read a little at a time, 
so as to digest and meditate on wliat th^ read, and w| arc continually 
trying to make them understand that thft reading is much bettw 

than the quantity. On Sundays the peftple go in groups of three or Jam 
persons to the villages round the stations and out-statioUS, so thqfi^^ry 
Lord’s Day a great many heathen hear tlfe Word. • 

Before the war which bro^ie out i|j^l865 &nd lasted till 1868, 1 had 
engaged an active and intelligent yoiHig man to go from village to village, 
to teach and read. God took him to Himself; h^ w&s shot durin^the war, 
and when tho Boers who had wounded him had drawn him dowfi the 
mountain by a rope, and were abput to finish him, he said to them, ‘ You 
can kill my boc^ hut not my soul.’ I have these details from a man who 
saw and heard all this. . 

Our Mission consists of nine principal stations, with thirty-four out- 
stations, besides four out- stations in the Orange Free iState/and two across 
the Drakensberg in No Man’s Land. The out-stations a/e all in the hands of 
native catechists, who are, in the principal on^, helped by achoohriasters. 
But the New Testament or other books in the Sesuto language are not 
read there only, but also in many parts'' of the Cape Colony, where 
Basutos go for work, and some even settle dov^-* 

We have had for three years a training school, and we try* to got 
Christian young men of several tribes so that, after having been trained 
specially in Biblical studies, they may go to their countrymen and teach 
them. We trust the Lord will open to- us many docflrs iA»this manner. 
Two young men are now preparing to go ; they have finished the -course 
of studies which WQ, think fit for them, and ^re nowon triai as school- 
masters and catechist helpers, that we may know what they are, aiyi some 
catechists have offered to go with them which we shall gladly allow. * 

It would bo difficult to relate special cases, of conversion through the 
Word of God. Directly or indirectly they have nearly all their source 
there ; but I must say that the people here do not seem to lay hold on one 
passage, as we Europeans arc apt to do, and it is* more a similitude, a 
doctrine, or the application of a verse, than the ver^ itself which has been 
until now the mej>n''.»of conversion in general, but we believe that with* 
the rising generation it will be otherwise ; it has knowledge, 'Arhich the 
passing generation has not. But I kjjmi say this, that tlie Word of the Lord 
is liked and even loved by the Christians. You will seldom meet with a 
Christian who can read, who has not his New Testament with him, although 
it is a large eight-inch book. Jlearly half the members of the Churches can 
read. We lyake it more or less a rule now for people who desire to bo 
baptised that they, shall learn to read first, if yoking enough to karn ; and 
generally it does not keep them in the dlass of candidates for baptism longer 
than the time which is generally allowed for their instruction in our 
Mission, nanjely firom two to three years, For this purpose we have at 
the station and out-stations in this district a reading class on the Lord^aP 
Day, and also a reading class every morning after sunrise for young and 
old, and some old people of above fifty yeaj’s of age have so well persevered 
that they can now read easily enough to understand. Among the heathen 
themselves there are a good many paders, and it may be that before long 
we shall need a colporteur tc/go about trying to sell the Holy Book. 
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Ktjruman The Rev. Dr. Moffat has been actively 

engaged in carrying through .the press the edition of the 
Sechuana Bible and Testament, which it was 

■''grated in last year’s Report that the Committee had 
uno^^aken to print at the request of tbe London Mission- 
ary Society. 'It will.not'*now be long before his labours 
are complete, and an abqndant supply of Scriptures 
once more at the disposal of the various Missionaries, 
whtf are eagerly -vfaiting for their arrival. A letter has 
been received from the* Rev. J. S. Moffat^ ejiclosing one 
from the Rev. R Kohls, the superintendent of the Hano- 
verian Lutheran Mission., “as well as several resolutions 
passed by t^fe BCchuana District Committee of the London 
Missionary Society, from which it appears that certain 
concessions have been made by the latter body on the 
subject of orthography ,‘'upon which there was previously a 
want of unanimityjjrhich it is hoped may lead to com- 
bined action. In the meantime, all are unanimous in 
their ],*equest to be supplied as speedily as possible with 
the edition ‘now being printed, and deprecate the idea of 
any question of orthography being allowed to stand 
between their people And the Word of the* living God. 

. Natal. — Pietermabitzburg. — The Committee of the 
Auxiliary have given quite a fresh impulse to its work 
by the adoption of a new method of canvassing for sub- 
scriptions, which has resulted in a larger sum being, 
.realised than was ever collected before.* There are now 
three Branch Dep6ts besides the central one, and through 
these channels ocriptures tor fhe value of £61 » 13// 6 have 
been disposed of during tbe past year. Remittances have 
been received from the Rev. J. Smith to tlje amount of £75 
on the Pui’chase Account, £22 on Consignment Account, 

, and £^0 as a Frefe Contribution. The efrders for,.Scrip- 
tures have been on a larger scale than usual, in conse- 
quence of a desire on tfie part of the Committee of the 
‘Auxiliary to extend its‘'operations. , 

D’Urban. — ^An application has been made by the Com- 
mittee of this Auxiliary Vor a grant of 2,000 covers where- 
with to bind the Zulu New Testament, published by the 
American Mission in that Colony, and your Committee 
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have had much pleasure in complying with the request 
conditionally. The Rev. R, Hayes h&s remitt^ the sum 
of £65, of which £25 is a Frqe Contribution, and the 
remainder on the Purchase Acqpunt. The correspondent 
of the year contains no further information. . 

A small grant of Persian afld Tamil Scripture has 
been made to the Rev. R. StcSbt for Ihe use of the coolies 
of Natal. He states that tKey number, 6,500, an4 that 
amongst them all the languages of 'Tndia are spcdcen, 
though most of them understand Tamil* or Hindustani. 
Of Indian Scriptures, liowevcr, he had a good supply. 


WEST AFRICA. 

Lagos. — There has been a change of Secretaries in this 
Auxiliary, the Rev. J. P. Sp'jncer, who previously 
occupied that post, having been conyjeUcd to relinquish it 
on account of ill-health. The Rev. J. B. Wood ha.j suc- 
ceeded him, but no information has been communicated of 
the extent or result of Scripture distrihutiop. Remit- 
tances have been received of the amount of £55 on the 
Purchase Account, of which £35 arrived after the accounts 
for the year were closed. - - 

Bathukst. — Two brief communications have been 
received from the Rev. H. Quilter, the one ordering and 
the other acknowledging the receipt of Scriptures for- 
warded tohini. ^ He has ’remitted £18 //II// 11 on Purchase 
Account from the River Gambia AuxUiar}\

Sierra Leone. — The Rev. J. Johnson, who states that 
the Rev. R Micklethwadte, of the Scotch Free Church, has 
been appqintedco- Secretary of the Auxiliary with himself, 
gives a very-/ satisfactory account of their anniversary 
meeting, at which Bishop Cheetham took the chair. 
Everything was favourable to the progress of the work, 
although'* the receipts had not been quite equal to those of 
the previous year. This, however, was accounted for by 
the low state of the market ^d the pressure of local 
objects upon the resoureds^of the Churches. The meeting 
of the Bible Society’ was the first which the Bishop

attended, a fact to which he alluded with pleasure. The 
sum of ^116// 6'/ 10 has been received as a Free Contribu- 
tion.

rY'NJi^ after t^e {Recounts were closed.

Gold Coast. — OdOmaseJ — The. whole Bible has now 
been completed in the Tschi br Otji, and the natives have 
received it with much thankfulness and joy. It has proved 
an incentive to many of .them tp learn to read, and it is 
hoped that it may lead them to newness* of life. The 
Eev. G. Christaller has bean the translator, and it must 
be a source of no small Ratification to him that he has 
been the honoured instrument in God’s hands of bringing 
the kliowlcdge of Diyne Truth, and of the Salvation that 
is by Christ within reac|;j of so many, who, ai)art from such 
efforts, would ha\;^continued sitting in darkness and 
strangers to the hope which the Gos]-)el reveals. Mr. 
Christaller haji been engaged in this important work ever 
since thfc year 1^59, and by the translation and correction 
of separate* Portions has gradually felt his way to the 
completion of the wholp work. The New Testament was 
printed first, and has fo;* §omo time been in the hands of 
the negro tribes on the Gold Coast speaking the language, 
and now the historical books of the Old Testament, and 
especially those prophecies which testify of Christ, will 
flash upon their minds new light as they discover that all 
things which were written in the*law of Ij^oses and in the 
Propheto and in the Psalms concerning ifim have been 
fulfilled. There *is a grcp,t afiinity between the various 
dialects which are spoken on the Gold Coast, and Mr. 
Christaller is of opinion that the different translations 
which have now been made will eventually jbrm the 
foundation of one lai^uage, which will be understood and 
'accepted by all the tribes. * Your Committee have*^ had 
much pleasure in making an additional grant of £500 to 
the Basle Missionaiy Socifjty, towards the expense* incurred 
in translating and carrying ‘through the 'press the Otji 
Bible. The following letter from the Kev. G. Christaller, 
in which he gives some particulars of the progress of 

A ^ I 
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Christianity among these tribes, and the develppmen^ of 
their educational resources, >vill be read with interest : — 

In your friendly communication of, November 14, of last year, yw 
informed 'me that your CSommittee had voted me eigh^cop^es of 
in the Tschi, which had been translatj^d by me, and the priitfung of 
which I had superintended. These pibles r<^ched me^from Frankfort a 
few days before Christmas, and I nwst sincerely thank your honoured 
Committee for them. Immediately on the aiTivaljOf the copie,^ of the 
New Testament sent out in the early part of 'ISTl, I received v^ious 
letters from natives, in all of which there were expressions of great delight 
at the possession of such beautiful’ books, add at the manner in which their 
native tongue is tlferein given, and these expressions filled me with devout 
thanksgiving to God, without whose gri^cioiij^ aid I could not have accom- 
plislied anything. Our negro Missionary, David A^ntc, who after- five 
years* stay in the Mission College in Basle was ordained ir*' 18G2, wrote to 
me on December 29, 1871 to the following effect: — ‘I and my countrymen 
most heartily thank you, and we thank God vdio graciously enabled you 
to accomplish so great a work for us. Wheiv^the Bibles arrived they caused 
great delight to all those who could read, and even^to those who could not; 
and the result has been that many in my congregation have now zealously 
set about ‘ learning to read. What we are now asking of God is, that He 
will cause a real hunger for His Word to spring up, both among Christiana 
and heathen.’ That this should be so is^all the more jjecespary and desir- 
able, as there are many loud complaints about the sad eflects of the in- 
creasingly prevailing rum-drinking, especially among the h^ds and the 
elders of the people, and ?,bout the growing^dcnioralisation in connection 
with the life of the heathen. Many ofithem indeed acknowledge that it 
is by the Word of God alone that the prevailing corruption can be de- 
stroyed, and peace and salvation brought llrnong them, tliough too many 
have been sadly demoralised by vice.' Oh, that they may be led to drink 
of the true water of life, and thus be restored ! May tlie Word of God prove 
itself to many souls a life-giving power which regenerates and renews ! 

A new edition of the Bible , histories, accompanied by very nice en- 
gravings, afforded* nTuch’ delight to the Christians connected^ with our 
cliurches. Since the completion of the Tschi Bible« the Now Testament 
in the GTi has again been printed. ' There have also been printed in the 
Tschi a book"of arithmetic, a new primer, a feeading and Prayer^ Book 
containing a Catechism, 500 Proverbs, a summary of the Sufferings and 
Passion of the Saviour, and prayers for the Church, the school and the 
house, and vo have now in the press a work on religious doctrine, by Pro- 
fessor Kurtz, of Dorpat, by means of w]iich our pupils and assistants will be 
thoroughly versed in the study of the Bible, for its use necessitates the 
constant search after passages, and the comparison of one passage with 
another. lihave now to prepare a grammar, a brief Universal History^.^ 
and a couple of historical tracts, one of them relating to Missions, besides 
an English-Gil-Twi vocabulary (the Mter I am to accomplish in conjunc- 
tion with the Bev. John Zimmermann, who*, after an uninterrupted residence 
of twenty-five years on the Gold Coast, is to come to Europe in the course 
of the present spring). Th 5 se atd various works partly prepared to my 
hand by my colleagues in Africa will detain me longer at home than was 
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originally intended. I, However, hope when all these works are completed, 
to return onc^^again to Africa to collect materials for tlie completion of my 
Tschi Dictionary, to prosecute a more thorough examination of kindred 
dialects, and to eldeavour to 86001*6 the introduction of our books among 
people of Fante, who hitherto have only received instruction through 
tio^'^glish languagp. < 

Th^people of Fante speak a csomewliat diffei^ant dialect, but from the 
results of the first attempts of two nftives of Cape Coast to prepare a brief 
grammar, and thereby to raise theif ^ialect to a written language, I have 
only be^n strengtlienrd in the conviction that ultimately one written 
language will come into ^u 3 e among all these kindred tribes on the Gold 
Coast, and that our version of the Bible will form a main basis for this 
language. The Fante Christians have hitherto wante^ the needful im- 
pulse to commence the use of our books, as their lingmstical conceptions 
have not yet extended beyonc^, the, English language and orthography, and 
the various diverse «xdia]ects which prevail among them. The Fante 
dialects on the coast appear, when compared with each other, more diverse 
than thi 3 Akan dialects of the interior, but these several dialects do not 
really exhibit as great a divergency as those of Germany. The Asantes, 
the Fant 6 , and the Akuapenir people understand each other thoroughly. 
The Akuapem dialect, frgm which we started, is the Akan, ii^uenced by 
the Fai^ifo, and is the one BClt adapted as the basis for a general written 
language, and which can be enriched by both the others. By means of 
the grammar whjich I have in hand, I trust our editions of the Bible and 
our other*booki| will meet with mpre favour in Fant(^, though verbal efforts 
for the attainment of this end would doubtless prove more effective. 


SOUTH AMERICA. 

The information which your Committee are able this year 
to give Gonceming the work of Scripture distribution in 
South America is, necessarily of very limited character. 
Various,, circumstances have occurred- tolApede its pro- 
gress, and to interrupt the^ correspondence which was 
almost the only channel of communication through which 
stated intelligence was’ conveyed. « There is, however, no 
intention of relinquishing this important field of labour. 
Cold and unproductiye as the soil may be, ^t must yet be 
•broken up and sown with* the good seed which 'God 
himself has provided, pifficulties and hindrances are to 
the Christian worker so ipany incentives to prayferful per- 
severance, for experience has taught thaf when human 
help fails, the arm of the Lord is often most signally 
revealed. It was stated in last year’s Report that in 
addition to a firee grant of 2,00$ copies of the Scriptures 
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made to the South American Missionaiy Society, a liberal 

discount of 50 per cent, h^d been*allowed on all books 
purchased by it for circulation, through it| Missionaries. 
Sufficient time has, it may be, scarcely elapsed for a sg^ 
judgment to be formed of the success'of Ahis experpient, 
and hitherto j our Committee hSive^received no refJort on 
which they could base* an o^lkiion. Their hope is in the 
truth of that Word which declares that in all, labour 
there is profit, and they sire content’ Ho leave to the ap- 
pointment of a wise and .merciful God fhe time and the 
measure of the blessing which He is pleased to bcstqn^ 
Their own necessities ivill piqbably ere long induce the 
Missionaries to make application for a ‘renewal of their 
previous grants, and it is possijile that they ’are i-esjerving 
till then any information concerning the appropriation of 
the Sci'iptures which they have alreadj^ received. 

* » • 

Buenu.s Ayres, — The intelligence received from this city 
during the past j’car has been of a very ssiddenjng nature, not 
only because the j'cllow fever has raged there tq such an ex- 
tent that the city has been converted into one vast hospital, 
in which from five to^eveji hundx*ed»died daily out of a popu- 
lation of 180,000, but bu^ausoin the midst of this Solemn 
judgment there has been no recognition of the hand of (lyd, 
(no sense of sin, no consciousness of chastisement, no hearing 
of the voice which ivas calling its people so loudlj" to 
repentance and faith. Your depositary Mr. Junor, and 
hi.s two sons, jvcfe all attacked with feVer, but recovereej. 
The a.ssistant in the Depot, however, died; and orte of Mr. 
Junor’s sons lost his wife’ and* his wife’s mother in the 
same hour. For some time ,thc .Depot was necessarilj'^ 
cilosed, the people fled panic stricken in .all directions, and 
it is comjnited that no fewer than 23,000 of the inhabitants 
fell q prey to the devouring pestilence. As soon as it ivas 
possible Mr. Junor re-opened the Depot, and was much 
gratified ^bj’’ seeing a native China attracted to the 
window oy a flhinese Neiv Testtiment, Avhich he bought 
and read aloud to those ai’otind him. The International 
Exhibition which it was .proposed to hold at Cordova 
cannot be said to have beqn successful, if it did not prove 
a total failure. This,'* however, could not have been anti- 

t 
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cipated, and under the expectation that large niunbers 
would be drawn to thist centre of attraction, it was thought 
best that the Jlible Socie^jj should be represented there. 
*^<^ndsomely-bound Bible yas prepared at the suggestion 
oOhL Holden for presentation to the Governor, together 
with ^'address, which was to the following effect : — 

“ f 

The British and Foreign Bible Society have transmitted to mo this 
copy of the Holy Bible^with instructions to present it to your Excellency 
on the 'occasion of the opening of the Exhibition in Cordova, begging 
your acceptance of it in their nqmc. The Book, which I have thus the 
honour to place in your Excellency’s hands, is God’s Book, tliKi Book which, 
cf all others, has exerted the deepest, most Avide- spread, and most salutary 
influence on the character and progfbss of the human race. Experience 
has atondantly shownHhat piety, morality, civilisation, and liberty attend 
its dissemination,* and that no greater blessing can be given to a nation 
' than an (fpen Bible, as the fount frbm which the national mind may draw 
healthful instruction and vii^rous moral priiiciplc.s, as well as the high 
blessing of eternal life throvgh Jesus Christ. The Society, which 
sends this volume to your JExcclIency, was organised hi the beginning of 
the present century by a lew individuals profoundly impressed with its 
value to themselves and their follow-men, and desirous of placing its 
trdhsurcs within •»*^ach of the poor as well as the rich. It is supported 
solely by the voluntary contributions of those who love and appreciate 
the Book, and has for its one object the dissemination of the Sacred 
Texts of the Old and New Testaments. 

In pursuance of this object the Scriptures have been translated and 
publish 'ici in 200 diflerent tonfgucs, and more than 05,000,000 copies 
hav/^ been issued and put into circulation by tlio Society since its origin in 
1804. In the hope of thereby contributing towards the happiness and 
prosperity of the rapidly-developing Argentine Kepublic, the Society 
rejoices ^ong with its efiister Society of the United States to avail itself 
of the opportunity afforded by the Exhibition in the capital of your 
Excellency’s Government, to bring the Word of Go^ more prominently 
under the notice of your Excellency and your fellow-countrymen.

Mr. Junor thus describes Ms visit to Cordova, and the * 
treatment which he received : — * 

• * * 

I thought it was best not to commence our labours until the»Governor 

was seen, and tlic Exhibition inaugurated. 

The inauguration being on the Sabbath, wo remained in ®ur lodging. 
On the Monday wo went to the vicinky of the Exhibitk«, and wore sur- 
prised and disappointed at the very poor attendance. The journals stated that 
tliore were about 300 who entered the buili^ng on Monday.* Many of these - 
came from Buenos Ayrc5. Tlie next day a still smaller nimibov attended. 
The jicople of the neighbouring ^rovirfeesfor wlfose special benefit Ve went, * 
were not to be seen. Our disappointmcnts*werc great. On Monday, the lOth, 
while I was engaged in giving away J\)r lions, I heard tliat some priest liad 
passed and had called the Portiems bad books. Several were torn to pieces by 
a priest-ridden i)oople, and a police officer advised me to retire. Perceiving 
indications of riot, I Avalkcd slowly away. Stones were tlirown at me, 
and I was hit in tl\g face. I stepped into an adjoining house mainly ibr 
protection, and a cloth steeped in salted water was placed ujlbn my face. 
While in tliis house, the chief of police passed, ai!d made some cnipilries, 
and some of the rioters, who were chiefly boys, were apprcliended. I 
was informed that two were imprisoiied. jAs I passed the police station, 

I entered to inform them of* the attack that had been made upon me. 1 
sold to one of Ihe Commissaries the Book of Psalms. He roijut‘sted 
some Portions, apd I went to my lodging and^rought them to him. While 
in the police-station the chief entcrod, and looked at some of the Portions,* 
and said, What evil is there in these books, and who is the j^ricst who de- 
nounced them ? • * 

We sol(J in Cordova 57 Bibles and Teitamcnts, and a few Portions, iftid 
gave away aboilt 250 Portions. ,If we have done something towards 
shedding light on the darkness of Cordpva, our labour will not have, been 

Several articles hjive appeared in the newspapers on th<

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subject of the action of your Society on this occasion. 
Some condemn the Governor for accepting the Bible, and 
for the reply wjjich he ma^ to the address which accom- 
’ed it. Others are not ‘slow to denounce the Society 
ancrt(\Tepresent it as- acting from schismatic motives. An 
excellempreply bas, howevex*, appeared in a Rosario paper, 
and this free discussion will inevitably produce beneficial 
results. , The Trutji has nothing to fear from the light of 
open inquiry ; the more the national mind of any people is 
exercised on the important subjects which it reveals, the 
.jrjorc likely is it to become impressed with its realities and 
to accept its teaching. ,^Ir*. Juiior has been obliged to 
l(;ave the Depot which he has hitherto occupied, in con- 
sequence of its being let to a firm who liad stores on either 
side, an&- wished to enlarge them by connecting them 
together. lie describe.s diis present premises as more 
central, and in sonv 2 rcsjxicts more convenient. The 
issues during the year have comprised G1.5 Bibles, 387 
Testaments, and 559 Portions. In addition to these, 509 
Bibles and Tcistaments have been sold to Mr. Milne, the 
Agent of the American Bible Society, and 300 Portions 
have been circulated gratuitously. ^ 

, Monts Video. — Kp intelligence has reached your (lom- 
initjee from this locality d^iri^g tbc past year, beyond a 
single letter from the Rev. S,- Adams enclosing a remit- 
tance fi’om several friends, amounting to 
In consequence of the death of his father-in-law, Mr. 
Adams has been obliged to leave Monte V'ideo and return 
to England. He has resigned his chaplaincy, but it is to 
be hoped that his successor will take the same interest as 
himself in the work of your Society, and seek with equal 
zeal to further its cause. 

Brazil. — Your Committee regret to aiiuounce that 
they havd lost the services of their valued correspondent 
at Rio de Janeiro, Mr. R. Holden. Having relinquished 
the sphere of labour which<he ha§ now, occupied for some 
years, he has returned So England, and though his 
interest in your work is unabated, and he has kindly 
conducted the necessary cdrrespondence with the deposi- 
tary at Rio, and given your Com'^ttee the benefit of his 
( xporience^ and Counsel under existing circumstances, he 
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has been obliged to give up the superintendence of the 
colporteurs, and to resign* the gerferal supervision o^ the 
Society’s affairs. It will not* be easy to sflpply his place. 
The duties entrusted to him were always discharged viitb 
great regularity jind intelligence ; and* in* a ve^ji>^quiet, 
and unobtrusive, yet persevering manndlr he sought to 
distribute the Word ’of God among a people in whose 
spiritual welfare he took the deepe.?t interest. Arrange- 
ments have been made for continuing the wdrk of 
colportage, on its presei\t footiflg, and Mr. Caiwalho, the 
I)ep6t-kceper at liio, has been entrusted with -ite 
temporary superintendence.** He is well acquainted 
with all the details of the woi*k, and Mr. tiolden speaks 
highly of his Christian character. The di?5trict is not one. 
which admits of much expansion Of the Society’s opera- 
tions. Five colporteurs are eiftployed, and Mr. Holden 
is of ophiiou that wore an Agent appo'inted who could give 
his whole time to the prosecution of the one object whicli 
your Committee have in view, very little 'inorc /lould be 
effected than has already been done. Patient, plodding 
labour, unrequited by much encouragement ^or success, 
is for the meJst past tlx; portion *of the colporteurs, and, 
under sucli circumstances, strbng faith is needed in* order * 
to insure perseverance. The pi'csent staff are believed to 
be men of the right stamp,’ but when from auy cause a 
gap is made in their ranks, it is by no, means ea^ to fill 
up the vacancy. An instance of this^has lately occuiTed 
in the sudden death ‘of Jose Bastos. He was a man 
highly esteemed in every relation of Jife, and fiis tender 
spirit and loving dispositio’n gave, him a ready access to 
those among whom he laboured.* The issues during the 
first six montlis of tbe past year ending June 30 have 
amounted to 787 Bibles, 1,573 New Testament^, and 123 
Portions, mhking a total of 2,48^ copies. Since tha^ 
period no aggregate report of the sales effected has been 
received, though individual cc?lporteurs are referred to ag 
having been fairly successful. * One of them laboui’ing*at 
Pernambuco sold in two montjis 54 Bibles and 63 Testa- 
ments. The sales of another during a similar period 
amounted to 20 Biljlcs ctnd 134 Testaments, whilst a third 
in a single month distributed no fewer than 61 Bibles 
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and 86 Testaments. Tims the seed is being scattered, 
and some fruit will in due time be gathered to the praise 
of His grace Who alone /:an give the increase. A New 
'^^tament in Portuguese with marginal references has 
been pj'eparcd* b^' Mr. Carvjilho, under the direction of 
Mr. Hwden, and will, >vheh printed, be of great Yalue to 
those who take pleasure in studying the Word of God by 
its own -light. <* 


Ciirr.i. — The correspondence of your Compiittee with 
4hn ^'alj)araiso Bible Society during the past year has 
been almost entirely of a- business character, and no infor- 
mation has b« 5 en fiommunicated of the result of the year’s 
labour^. Mr. Henderson, who hitherto has conducted 
the correspondence, Ims resigned the office of Secretary, 
and ]\Ir. R. M. Campbell lias lieen appointed in his stead.

l)EftfERAi?A. — The Rev. .T. Ketlcy still continues to 
the utu\ost of his power to forward the Avork of your So- 
ciety in the. distvict to which his influence extends. The 
nearer man draws to an unseen umrld the more value 
does he put upon that "precious .Book which I’eveals the 
love (i>f God in Christ to Pur fallen race. Mr. Ketley has 
now reached the limit assigned in Scripture to the ‘ days 
of our age,’ and his sympathy with the great object of the 
Society seems to gather strength Avilh each succeeding 
year. He has again remitted on his own account a sub- 
.seription of £ 5 , to* be applied to ‘ .any .past of the Lord’s 
work Avhich mos^ stancls in need of aid,’ and has for- 
warded a further suin of ‘£'25 in payment for books re- 
ceived. 

The Rev. J. Foreman has remitted .£]2//16//9 on 
account of Scriptures consigned to him, of the distribution 
, of which, however, nb particulars have b'ecif received. 

The Rev. J. A. Silcox, of Essequibo, having applied 
to your Committee for 4’ grant of Scriptures for sale in 
Hfis own immediate locjflity, where he represented the 
destitution of them to be very’ great, has forwarded £8»l//0 
in payment for the books of Aifhich he acknowledges the 
receipt. ^ V 
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Tup] (committee are still unaWe to report any satisfactr^ 
conclusion concerning tlie visitatiorf of the We^ India 
Islands, or the extension of fhe ^Society^s operrfuons in 
that portion of tlieir field o5 labour. The soil is not a 
very easy one to cultivate, .and great difficulty has been 
experienced in finding a person in every way qualified to 
revive the, work, and infuse something of an energetic 
spirit into tKe various organisations whose existence Jia? 
not hitherto been marked by ‘much enthusiasm in the 
cause of Bible distribution. It is not • that the Society 
here lacks the warm friends whom it meetsrwithelspwhere.. 
On the contrary there ai’c many»such, but the catholic . 
principles on which it is founded* render it necessary not 
merely that the sympathies of indi,vi(]!ual Christians sliould 
be drawn out towards it, but that the cordial cd-opera- 
tion of tlie various sections of the Chufch of Christ 
should be enlisted in its behalfi Combined action becomes 
an easy task where mutual love su])plic8 the motive. The 
thing Avhich the Psalmist described as so good dnd pleasant 
in itself has an expansive, pOAvei* whiah Avins ap])r(t\'^al and . 
ensures success, for there the Lord commands his blessyig. 

The Directors of the Royal Mail Steam Packet Company 
have been kind enough to continue to remit the freight on 
.all consignments of Scriptures conveyed by their vessels 
to the West ,lndic,s. The courtesy uiid generosity Avith 
which this ffivour has been gr.anted, eA'^en AA'hefi the re- 
quirements of the Society necessitated a rather free use 
being made of the privilege, ,des(5rves, as it receh’es, the 
Av.armest thanjjs of thS Committee. 

Trinidad.^— T he Annual Jtfectin^ of this Auxiliary wa^ 
held in the month of June, and though at that time no 
President had been appointed, ^bne has since been chosen, 
from whose influence and talents much advantage may tie 
expected to result to the Sbeiety. 

C. W. Warner, Esq.,, C.B! was until a very recent 
period the Attorney-General of the Island. He was 
induced to preside a^ the Annual Meeting, and the interest 
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which he then felt has been perpetuated by his acceptance 
of the permanent officre of President. The work of your 
Society in thiej island is aU^the more important, inasmuch 
?iii^there are so many various nationalities represented by 
its ponulation. ‘Thfe circulation during the past year has 
not b^i large,* having corfsisted of only 573 copies, but 
these have included Jjcript^rcs in* the English, French, 
GeiTnan, Spanish, Chinese, Yoruba, and Hindustani 
languages. 

In three Churches connected with the Church of England, 
jiermons have been preached and collectibns made on 
behalf the Society, whilat the congregations of two others 
have’ subscribed fe-r the same object. A colporteur has been 
emplo 3 ':ed in Port of Spain, and its vicinity who is to ex- 
tend his labours in dr.e time to other parts of the island. 
He is reported to be a man well qualified for the work, 
and during the first jnonth of his engagement* he sold 
107 cdpics. The sum of £46''/9'’/10 has been remitted on 
the Purpluise, *Account.

Touago. — The Rev. J. L. Hastings has written on 
behalf of 'the Auxiliai»y to order, a fijesh supply of Scrip- 
tures, dnd has remitted ^10 on fhe Purchase Account. Ko 
information of any kind has been received in connection 
with this communication, *either to show the benefit 
derived fz’om the facilities which the Society affords, for 
the distribution of the Scriptures at a moderate price in 
the island, or to indicate any inclination, op the part of 
those who have received this benefit to rccijzrocate it for 
the good of otherk « •* 

Babbadoes. — The intelligencb receiyed from this 
island is also nil, but a substantial proof of sympathy 
with the great work' in whiph the Society ‘is engagpd is 
given in the shape of a Free Contzdbution of £50 inde- 
pendently of £100 remitted on the Purchase .Account. 

A grant of 75 Bibles and" 150 Testaments j[ias been made 
to the Kev. J. J. Edghill for' the use of his schools. He 
has 13 Day Schools and *18 Spbbath Schools, containing 
1,500 scholar| under his sup(‘rintendence. Six Bibles 
and six Testaments in large print Avere also voted to him 
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for the use of some old people. He ‘states that some of 
the Bibles distributed at the time o^ the Emancipation* of 
the slaves are still preserved and highly prized. 

Dominica. — The report o£^ the Domyiica Auxiliary 
which Mr. C. A. Fillan has forwarded, s^ows tbriit cir- 
cumstances over which its Co^pmitttfc had no control have 
prevented them from holdirtg their Aipual Meeting or 
canvassing through the lady collectors for the* ^sual 
contributions. They had, looked, forward to the visit of 
Bishop Jackson to the island, in expectation that he 
would be able to preside at their ^meeting, but his tiffl? 
was fully occupied with pressing dutieg connected with 
his own more immediate sphere of labyijr; and it was 
thought better to defer any ’ actiye measures fdr the * 
collection of funds until a more cj^nvenient season should 
present itself. The work of Scriptuye distril)ution has, 
however, not been arrested, and though the issues Are on 
a very limited scale, amounting only to ^0 Bibles and 
34 Testaments, they arc very ijearly on a.lev^l with those 
of the preceding year. Mr, Fillan has remitted the sum 
of £15, of which £10 is a Free Cyntribution, and the re- 
mainder in payment for books., .These sums arrived too 
late for insertion in the yeiir’s accounts. 

St. Thomas. — A very brief communication from 
Dr. J. P. Wright announces a remittance from the 
Auxiliary in this Island of £31// 10'/ 5. •

Antigua. — Bishop Westerby, of the Moravian Church, 
has forwarded a remittance of £l0/»2'/6 on the Purchase 
Account, and expresses his rdgref that so little is done in 
the island in the interests of the Society. Ever since 18G2, 
when years ofidrought succeeded each other so rapidly th^t 
the people were much impo’verished, there has been no * 
possibility of obtaining {\ny F»ee Contributions. What 
Scriptures have beeu distributed have been sold at a r«- • 
duced price, and in many instances given away. The Island 
was only just beginning to recover from this severe visita- 
tion when a fearful hurrifcane swept over it, which laid 
whole districts in ruirA Villages, churches and chapels,' and 
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estate works were alike destroyed, so that the distress 
has fallen upon all glasses. , Under these circumstances 
the llishop p]eads for a grant of Scriptures both for school 
jise and to replace th'ose^ which have been lost in the 
family. A gramt has been made in answer to this appeal 
of SO^Bibles,. 150 Testaments, 24 Gospels and Acts, and 
200 Portions to be distributed at the discretion of the 
Bishop, A reduction of one-half in the cost of Scriptures 
sohb was also sanctioned to meet the present distress. 
A grant of 100 Bibles^ 50 Gospels and Acts, and 500 
JPprtions has also been made to the RevI J. C. Brewer, 
of Tree Town, for thc.tisg' of schools connected with the 
Wesleyan Mission, which had been destroyed by the 
hurricane. ' » ■' 

St. Kitts. — The su»i of £10 has been received as a 
Free Contribution* frpm this Auxiliary, and .£20 on the 
Purchase Account, l)ut no intelligence has reached your 
Committee of the circulation of the Scriptures, or the 
success* attending' it. 

St, Oroix. — The .Committee of tliis Auxiliary are 
anxious that it .. should not be supposed that the 
infrequency of their correspondence arises from any 
diminished interest in ther great Avork AA'hich the Bible 
Society Avas established to promote. Their attachment 
to its' object arid principles remains unabated, but local 
cii’cumstanccs have diverted tho»stream,of, their liberality 
into a different channel. Tlie hurricane Avhich has laid 
Avaste the Islands of St. .Thomas and St. John, and ren- 
dered many thousands destitute and houseless, has obliged 
them to devote all their energies to the assistance of their 
more immediate neighbours. A. remittance, hoAvever, of 
£'10//3V9 has been received, £5 of which is a. Free 
Contribution, and the remainder in payment for books. 

‘ Nevis. — The Rev. J* T. Hartwell has represented to 
your Committee that there' is a great demand for the 
?5cripturc8 in this Island, and^no Dep6t within easy reach 
from which they can be procured. He states that in the 
four Sunday Schools belonging to ‘the Wesleyan Mission 
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there are 1,193 scholars, and scarcely ary Bibles or 
Testaments for their use, and that h% is willing to undtir- 
take the care of a small Dep6t so as to give the people an 
opportunity of supplying thenjsmVes with the Word of , 
God. Under these circumstances the CVjmpiittee havh 
made a grant of 50 Bibles, 190 Testaments, anjS^' 200 
Gospels to the Wesleyan Mifeiona/y Society for use in 
these schools, and have sent Mr. Hartwejl an assortment 
of 150 copies on sale. * . • 


St. Vincent'. — The only communication received from 
this island has been a letter •frojn Mr. A. Dalrymple^ 
forwarding a Free Contribution of £10'/ 5^ 10. 


The Bahamas. — This Auxiliary b^reported to be prose- 
cuting its labours with renewed enprgy, and several plans 
are entertained which it is thought^ may tend to develop 
its resources. Colportage was at first thought of, bi^. tliis 
was finally considered too expensive, and five new DepOts^ 
have been opened in various parts of J^§w ’J.h•o^hdence, 
so as to facilitate the sale of the Scriptures to the utmost. 
In addition to •this <% circular has been sent to ‘Ministers 
and others residing in the ciwnvnjacQiit Islands, asking 
them to co-operate with vhe ^Vpxiliary in its two-fold 
object of supjdyiug the Scri|)tures to the inhabitants of 
the Colony, and aiding in their circulatfon throughout the 
world. Seven replies have been rcccivfid, only three of 
which were favcyirable. * The Ilev. J.* Davey, who has 
remitted £l04//0//3 bn the Purchase Account, states tha£ 
the last meeting and the 0olleci;ion aftdr it were larger 
than they had been for many years. The annual sub- 
scriptions also were on* the increase. The issues of the 
year had amounted to 537 copies in English and 28 
in Spanish. * » ' , 


Torto^<a. — The Rev. A, Kenfrhas appealed for a grant 
of Scriptimes po replace those destroyed in the hurricane 
which swept over the Yirgiri Islands, of which Tortola is 
one. Schools and houses were Enveloped in one common 
ruin, and the books whic^ they contained perished wth 
them. Your Committee have had much pleasure in 
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making a gtant of 100 Bibles and 100 Testaments for 
school purposes in this island. 

Jamaica. — Kingston. -r-Some hope was held out in 
iast year’s Report ‘that a revival of the Kingston Auxiliary 
fromKits somewhat dorm&nt state was about to take place, 
but circumstances have pr^iyented hitherto the fulfilment 
of this expectation. The former Treasurer and Depbt 
keeper liave resigned their office, and new appointments to 
these offices have been made. •> 

_ The Rev. W. J. Gardner’s ill-health, and the absence of 
Mr. Chapman from tha Island, have prevented the collection 
of “any subscriptions, but a remittance on that account 
is promised before long. , The Committee of the Auxiliary 
have forwarded a letter from tlie Rev. W. Murray in 
which he states that- there arc 300 Cuban families in 
Kingston, nominally, Roman Catholics, but really of no 
religion. A Missionary from Carthagena lias been la- 
bouring amongst them, and has gradually collected a con- 
gregation, varying from tJiirty to eighty persons. lie has 
also visited the Spanish speaKing jiopulation of Kingston, 
and his • visits have *generally , been well received. He 
appeals for Spanish Scripture^ which your Committee have 
granted to the extent of 300 copies. 

The sum of iC168'/4 has'becn received on the Purchase 
Account from the Kingston Auxiliary. 

New Carmel.'^ — The Rev. G. H. flaivia has remitted the 
sum of £2(5'/ 8// 8 from the Westmoreland Mountains 
Auxiliary, of which £7 //17 //‘lO are a Free Contribution, and 
£18// 10// 10 on the Purchase .\ccount.

Montego Bay. — The Rev. A. Thomson has remitted 
•from this Auxiliary the sgm of £67// 13 dh the Purchase 
Account. He has also been the channel through which a 
legacy of £45 6// 17 has' been conveyed to the Treasurer 
of your Society. The late Mr. John Whittingham was a 
member of Mr. Thomson’s congregation and ap- 
pointed him one of his ' exec.utors. He directed that the 
residue of his estate should be divided in equal proportions 
among ten charitable and religious Institutions, of which 
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the Bible Society was one. The Rev. J. L.^Bleby has 
applied for a grant of Scriptures for use in the Wesle^n 
schools under the superintendence ,of himself ^pd the Rev. 
J. Smith, containing from six tp eight hundred scholars.,.*: 
The Cortimittee have voted 100 Testarilente, 25 Go^els 
and Acts, and 300 Pdrtions for this purpose.*

Falmouth. — Two remittancfes, amountipg to £ 60 ,, have 
been received from the Trelaivney AusSliary on the Pur- 
chase Account. 


St. Ann’s Bav. — The Rev. ^T, P. Russell has foi^'* 
warded the sum of £34'/ 12 from this Au.xiliary on the 
Purchase Account. He states that the intprest taken in 
the work of the Society is undmiinished, and that hoth 
their sales and receipts have afforded '^hem much satisfac- 
tion. Among the contributors he fs glad to be able to 
number onfi of God’s ancient people, Who' with enlightened 
sympathy, rejoices in the circulation both of the Old and 
New Testament. 


St. Elizabkth. — Two letters have been received 
from the Rev. d. J.. Seiler, of Ndw Bethlehem, since 
last year’s Report went to pre.S!>*. • The* first contained a 
remittance of £17'/1()'/G, and the second of £l8'/3"(),* 
of which £9'/l()'/3 were a IVee C'ontribution, and the 
remainder on the Purchase Account. Tho,scheme fof the 
em])loyment of colporteurs in the Parish has not been 
carried out. but ginall Pepfyts have been opened in various • 
localities which it is hoped will bring the Spriptures within 
easy reach of the people. * ' ‘

IIayti Jacmel. — Several years have passed since any 

communication has been received from this Island. Civil 
war has been naging, and Jac^mel is* one of the towns » 
which sufiered most in the conflict. The Rev. J. Hawkes, 
who has succeeded the late Rev. W. H. Webley, has taken 
stock of the books which he foAnd belonging to the ■* 
Society, and reports many of’ them as injured by insects 
and unsaleable. A Bible woman employed by the Baptists 
has sold a few copies to the amount of £4'/14'/10, and 
given away others which’shefoim-J mostthankftilly accepted 
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by the pooprin her house-to-house visitations. Mr. Hawkes 
is of opinion that (there is .now a good opportunity of 
evangelising! Hayti. countiy is tranquil and easy of 
viccess; the persecution of the Protestants has ceased, and 
they are noiw legjfrded as the most honest and upright of 
the immunity. The Cbmmittee have had much pleasure 
in acceding to the request hi Mr. Hawkes, and have placed 
1,000 Portions at his disposal for gratuitous distribution. 


. MEXICO. 

* I. 

The affair? of* your Society in Mexico arc at the present 
time, in a trtihsition state. Mr. J. W. Butler, who for 
some years past has»'supcrintended its operations, lias now 
ceased to lie its official representative, and no Agent has as 
yet been appointed, to succeed him. The Bcv. H. 0. 
Riley has, under these circumstances, kindly inlerestcd 
’ himself in J'tnir work, and formed a small Committee of 
Managemeut to whom its direction and supervision has 
for the present been entrusted. This Committee h,ave 
appointed Mr. PethiSrick as their.. Secretary, and have 
transmitted a scheme ‘for future action which will need 
careful consideration before any final decision is formed. 
The Protestant movement in the City of Mexico seems 
to bq gathering strength, the people assemble in large 
numbers to hear the Word of God, .and Avhen once their 
appetite for the Truth has been excited, and tlieir hearts 
touched by the., invitations and promises of the Gospel, 
they will not rest satisfied ’until they obtain the Avritten 
Revelation of the will of God. The local Committee, in 
forwarding the minutes of their first meeting, call atten- 
tion tp the folloAving facts : — 

‘ t 

That there arc iu this city two large congregations, amounting to at 
least 800 persons, many of Avlj^m by their iives prove themselves to bo 
Christians. That, having one o'f the chapels belonging to the ex- 
convent of San Francisco, an(!'the large Church in course of repair (which 
■will seat at least 3,000 persons), a larger number of people in a res])ectable 
position are attending, and m’ay be expected to attend Divine Worship. 
That cn Sunday, the 31st December last, in the ex-church of San Jose de 
Gracia at least 400 persons partook of' the Lord’s Supper, administered by 
live ex-Romish*Pricsts, who arc now thoroughly earnest Protestants. 
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That the opening services of the Chapel in San Francisc(Wcre conducted 
by cx-priests, viz., Kev. Messrs. Aguas, Palacios, Yeppes, ahd Hernandez. 
That there are Sunday and week-day Schools for both sexes, as also a 
‘ Young Men’s Christian Association,’ whQ,t 2 |piongst othen things, conduct 
service in the City prison to about 100 prisoners, besides which there is a 
Theological class for young men who are preparing*for tlie Ministry. That 
in various towns in this valley and o^ier places there are jj^ut 60 
congregations, of from 10 to 200 persons, scime of wflom have proved 
their steadfastness in the faith by sheading their blood and losing tlieir all 
from incendiarism. » ,

These are certainly hopeful symjjtoms, and with God’s 
blessing maj* be the commencement of a great and grow- 
ing work, through which the light, of Truth may shed 
genial rays over a land of darkne’ss and suyerstition. Your 
Committee are very anxious to meet with a. well-qualified 
Agent to whom this sphere of‘ labour may be assJ^ed, 
Cuba is now open to the circulation of the Scriptures, and 
the thought is entertained of combining the sjipervision of 
the Society’s work in this Island witli the Mexican agency. 


UNITED StoES. * ’* 

New Yoek. — TIic Amci'ican |lij)le Society has issued 
its fifty-fifth report whicli filniishes copious and interes’ting 
details of its work both at homp and in foreign lands. Im 
tone is hopeful and buoyant, and though there is a slight 
falling ofl‘ both in the receipts and issues iiS compared with 
■ the preceding year, this ^ only regarded as one of those 
fluctuations wMcli mttst occasionally occur when tho opera-’ 
tions arc of so extensive a .nature, and which only tends 
to stimulate the energies of those who are labouring in 
the good cause of Scripture ciitjulation and to call forth 
new eflbrts foi-* the diffusion of God’s Truth. It is no 
slight ground encouragement, thatdn almost every laud, 
all le^al restrictions to the Sale of the Bible have been 
withdra^vn, and although the ignorance and prejudice of 
the people, and the bigotry of the Romish priests arc. 
hindrances of a’ formidable character which still remain to 
be overcome, the American brethren have no misgi^ iiigs 
concerning the final triumj^h of Divine Truth ; patience 
must, however, have ‘its perfect work, and perseverance 
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must still maintained amidst all difficulties and notwith- 
standing all opposition. One hundred and five new 
Auxiliaries have been formed during the year, raising the 
total number to 2,180, with which are connected nearly 
5,00QBranches{' Avfiile in numerous other localities tempo- 
rary Cbmmittecs are, forhied with a view of carrying out 
schemes of local usefulness,* These numerous organisations 
constitute in America, as tliey do in England, the chief 
streligth of the Sotiety, and hence the need of a careful 
supervision to develop their resources, and to sustain the 
^tcrest their members feel in the cause which they 
have combined to support? The issues of the year have 
amounted to, 1,107,727 volumes, which bring the circulation 
during the fifty-five yearj? of the Socict}'’s existence to 
twenty-seven million*- six hundred and eighty thousand and 
ninety eight volumes. (?nc principal feature of the Society’s 
operations has ever been the careful su])ply of "the Avants 
of the people of the United States. Nor is this by any 
ineaus an cas_y task. 'I'lic Report thus refers to the efforts 
Avhich are -still *in progress for its attainment : — 



Five years ago tlie tliircl *gencral supply o£ the Uhit(*tl i^tatcs tlii.s 
Society' was begun. The attowtiwu of Agents and Anxdiaries has been 
fiteadily directed to this important worlcevcr since. With narrower terii- 
tofial limits, and a smaller and less changeable population, the re-snpply 
might have been reported as completed long ago. But it is doubtful, in 
view of the magnitude ol* the task, whether at any time a point will ho 
reached when we can say that the whole land has been furnished Avitli tlie 
Scriptures. Sections tliat were supplied when this work was begun may ' 
ui many 9.ases already need a repetition of ihe ©fTorf: But earnest endea- 
vours have been madp, and are still making, to give the Sacred Volume to 
every needy family. And if tha fieid* widens as we traverse it, wc have 
the satislaction of knowing that the provi’iceof the Society is no imaginarv 
or contracted one, and that' no 'similar a(5ency has a broader domestic 
sphere, or one where its work is more vihilly connectc«i with the hcaltldul- 
ness of tl^e national life, and tlic intxjgrity of political institutions. 

' The plans of the Society, all ove^ the land, arc now *so generally prose- 
cuted tliroiigh the established channel.^, that we learn the aggregate resulis 
rather than the details of distrit>ution. It is impossible to state with accu- 
racy to what extent all the varkus classes in tire community are reached ; 
but we have evidence that no description of needy penjons is overlooked ; 
and wo have reason to he assured that the Society’s Agents arc faithful to 
their instructions in aiming at *a thoroughly impartial circulation of the 
Scriptures. The freedmen are particuiarly cared for in all our arrange- 
ments. Soldiers, jiilors, and immigrant of nations are provided for as 
need arises. The scattered families of the frontier are not forgotten. And 
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the multitudes of the poor, in all parts of the country, ar^^cluded within 
our benevolent plans. That great destitution of the Scri^ures yet exists 
in many places is due to circuinstancJes seemin^y beyond control ; and the 
fact strengthens our appeal for undiminjahc^ liberality an the part of all 
the friends of the Society, that our labo^ra hereafter may be on a scale as 
broad and generous as hitherto. • • • 

With reference to their for^i^i operation^ the B^rd of 
Management observe thdt nevcrf have they touched so many 
points in the extension of their work, that their ileld of 
labour is gradually enlarging, and their 'future bright with 
promise. Tjje^ foreign circ'nlation’ w'hich has extended to 
most of the countries of Europe, besides China, India, aitd* 
Ceylon, Turkey. Syria, and l*ersia,*the Island of Cub£|, as 
well as the Hawaiian and Micronesiah Islands, has 
amounted to 109 179 co]>ies. Three foreign Agentar have 
ueen employed, one of them only a part of the year, w'ho 
have superintended 40 colporteuife. In allusion to the 
friendly (io-operation of other ChTistian Societies the 
Board observe : —

Your Soci(?ty owl . s much to the faithful and giatuitous ^jiboursoftlie foreign 
Missionari(»s, who have done much iowartl oi)ening the way f8r the success 
of our labours on tlieir .several iiehls. Tlic information and counsel 
afforded by then, liaro bconjiighly iij'prei inted and of great service. They 
have also rendered valuable ‘ticl in su^>L^Hi«h*t 5 7^*^/ work, and in per^sonal 
active distribution. No \vc sure bus a better or more usefully 
performed than li.' while it has been a gr^at saving of expense to your 
Society. It is a pioasan: reflL-elion, f' as the different fields of Christian 
labour lie so con^^iguous to each oth(*r--ind‘^ed, overlap and internungle — 
so the labourerscan reciprocally aid eacli othin* while’ they i*re essentially 
* distinct and independent in their sevcnil spheres. W o feel that it is due 
to our fellow -labourer.^ gratefully to make this acknowledgment. And’* 
while Missionarj’’, Sunday School, Tract, and other bcrjCvolent and religious 
Societies look to the Bible Societi*cs» for* the Scriptures as an essential 
instrument in their work, the Bible Society, in "return, delights to regard 
them as worthy co-labourers in giving* the Word of our God to earth’s 
perishing millions. » 

The following reflections f^nn th(? conclusion of this* 
interesting document: — 

In summing up the results of die year*? labour it is not our privilege ^ 
to point to any nev{ event of unusual impdHance or significance. Yet a 
careful survey of the field furnished abundant reasons for thankfully 
acknowledging the Divine mercies to the '•Society, and for cheerful and 
hopeful efiforts in the future. *1 

Our receipts have been diminished even less, perhaps, than might have 
been anticipated, in view of tne financial condition of the country. And 

U 
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if the distributi^ of the {Scriptures has been somewhat smaller than we 
expected, we attribute it to causes of a temporary character, and not 
to any excess of supply, or S*o an exaggerated view of the existing want. 
Neither fact, ther^ore, is discou^^^ing. Though it may be with unequal 
steps, the Society is still advancing towards a wider field and a nobler use- 
fulness. The population! of the land is destined to have a surprising 
growth. ^Immigration is bringing to our shores those of many nations. 
More th^' fifty thousand Chjnamen are now upon our soil. The political, 
social, and religious movements abread are of startling significance. The 
enlargen\ent of Missiojjary effort invites us to keep pace with, and in our 
turn tp stimulate, the :^elil of the Church. The material in our hands 
prepares us to furnish the Scriptures in many of the most widely used 
languages of the globe. These*'considerations lay a weighf^v responsibility 
upon the conscience, while they appeal with special power to our faith. 
They who believe in the efiScacy oftthe Divine Word have now their oppor- 
tunity. The American Bible Society must be made not only all that its 
founders intendod, but all that a gracious Providence designed, in working 
throughethe godly hien who laid the foundations of our prosperity. With 
confidence in the continued telp of the God of revelation, we beseech you, 
brethren, to ‘ go forward.* ^

Upper CAnada Toronto. — The Committee of the 

Upper Canada Bible ^ociety commence their thirty-first 
Report with earnest supplication ‘to God to send forth His 
Lighl and Ilis Truth, under a firm conviction that there 
can be no happiness for our fallen world apart from the 
Light of His coimtenance, and that no teaching but that 
which 'is in harniony with His Word oau give either to 
nations or individuals the blessing of peace. This 
valuable' Auxiliary is again able to report a year of success 
not surpassed in » any former .period. It has sought to 
extend and consolidate its influence and operations for the 
benefit of a rapidly-inci*easing poptihxtion, and the best proof 
of progress is to be found in the statistics *of each depart- 
ipent of labour. The receipts of the y^ar arc 5,000 
dollars in excess of the preceding one, and the issues also 
show an inci’ease of 3,270.copics. Fifteen new Branches 
have been formed during'the year, which now' raises the 
number to 377. The benefits resulting fi*bm colportage 
are represented as being- very great. Seven men have 
been employed in this work, ^d your Committee have 
had much pleafure in renewing the (grant of £200 to the 
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Auxiliary for this important purpose. Sin<ih the resigna- 
tion of the Kev. Mr. Brookman, who for many years was 
one of the travelling Agents tiQ fhe Upper, Canada Bible 
Society, the Committee have* adopted a different course 
of action, and have appointed provisiohal'Agents to whom 
a limited district is ’assigned, fof th^ supervision <if which 
they are responsible. • Nine **of these are now scattered 
over this extended field, and • great hopes are entertained 
that further financial and other benefits mil accrue tb the 
Society as the result of*their labours. The remittances 
of the Auxiliary have amounted to the liberal sum* of 
£1,707// 11'/ 3, for the general purposes of the Society, in 
ad^tion to which £1,500 have been pai<?on ,the Purchase 
Accomit. The Hamilton Branch has sent* the handsome 
sum of £125 direct to the Parent Society, besides 
£20 to the Upper Canada Society^

Perth. — This Auxiliary has remitted £10 as a Free 
Contribution through the Rev. W. Bain; and a further 
sum of £10 has been received throng the Rev. W. 
Burns. He states tliat the Auxiliary lias increased its 
home operations of late, and that three new Branches have 
been formed in .a district wheVe previously only one 
organisation existed. Colportage has been productive 'of 
good results, and if any incentive to renewed diligence in 
the i)rosecution of the work wore needed it would, surely 
be found in these closing words of Mr. IJurns’ letter, when 
he writes : — ‘ Oppositioft to Bible Society woi;h froift 
infidelity is even more decided than that of Romanism, 
whilst the influences which latitlidinarian tendencies exert 
are felt here as well as in Great Britain.’

Ottawa. — The Committee of the Ojttawa Auxiliary com- 
menoe the 17th Annual Report of their proceedings by 
expressing their conviction that such organisations need 
neither justification nor defence. '.The maxim is self evidenj 
that since God •has been graejousfy pleased to give to man 
a written revelation, it is man’s, duty to study it himself 
and to make others acquainted with the Truth which it 
contains. The light rpustTiot be put under a bushel, but 
on a candlestick that it may give light to all. No stronger 

V 3 
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evidence can/>e given of the corruption of man’s nature, 
and the consequent enmity of the carnal heart against 
God, than the^rejection o:f Heaven’s message of mercy and 
love, and the opposition VH^ch is raised against the com- 
munication of its ghid tidings to those who are perishing 
for lac^ of them. Ratiofialism and Romanism, the two 
great opponents of Divine T<-uth, are but different expres- 
sions of the same antagonistic feeling. They start from 
the same point and meet at the opposite side of the circle 
. in a vain attempt’ to exalt the creature. An irresponsible 
bemg is the idol of the one, and an infaliib’le Pope the 
idol of the other. But Dagon must eventually fall 
before the ark of God, and under this conviction faith is 
, strengtJicned to* persevere jn sowing the good seed beside 
all waters. The Ottawa Auxiliary has worked on 
towards this end with undimiuished zeal for another year, 
and has endeavoured tQ lengthen the cords and strengthen 
the stdkes of the tent which it has erected. It reports an 
addition^ of t\TO more Branches to the number previously 
in existence, «mating a present totsd of 44, besides eight 
Associations. Some of these do not give much sign of 
life, but {fs is frequently the qp.se,, they depend to a 
♦ large . extent upon .individual ^mergy for their support, 
and when the hand which has tended the • plant with so 
much care withholds its kmd office from any cause, the 
blight of indifference soon settles upon it. Three 
colporteurs have 'taken part in the work of Scripture dis- 
tribution, one onl^ for a limited period, the other two 
during tiie whole year, so far r.s the * season permitted. 
Their returns show that tliey have visited 2,611 families 
and sold 1,984 copies* of the Scriptures. One of them 
reports an interesting tour among th6 ‘ lumbering establish- 
ments ' on the Upper Ottawa and its branches, in the 
, course o*f which he Visited ^31 shanties .containing 984 
men, and 13 Dep6ts and lumbering farms, where he 
found 124 men and 22 'Woman. Dyririg this visit he 
distributed 224 Bibles alid Testaments, and received 84 
dollars from the shantymen ds donations to the Society. 
Another of the colporteurs made a similar tour among 
the shanties on the Gatineau, \and was well received, 
having sold 82 Bibles and Testamen’fs and received con- 
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tributions to the extent of 40 dollars. Among the Irish 
Homan Catholics on the .river lievre he was no? so 
welcome, still even among the %4 Jie sold 5C^ copies. The 
total isgues from the Dep6t have amounted, to 4,935 copies, 
chiefly in English, ,139 only having Ubeir ii> French, and 
15 in German. Your Committfte hjive had»much Measure 
in renewing the grant of £p0 which has now been made 
for some j'^ears towards the expense of colportage. The 
sum of £'400 has again been remitted* by, the Auxiliary on 
the Purchase Account, and £150 as a Free Contribution.

Montreal. — The Committee I'c^jort the transactions of 
the past year to have been on the whole prosperous, though 
devoid of any incidents of an extraordinary character. 
The Hev. James Green, who is the travelling Agent of the 
Auxiliary, has been enabled to organise four new Branches 
and to Occupy two ncAv stationsi 'The total number 
now in existence is 191. Each Branch has been Visited 
during the year, notwithstanding the ditEculties of un- 
favourable weather and bad roads, a process which has 
entailed the necessity of travelling to the extent of 6,000 
miles. The vilrious'Soc’eties arc i epresented as being in 
a flourishing condition, of which the flrxincial returns .afford 
a sure test. The aggregate of these returns amounts to 
£973//13//10, of which £850 have been paid on the 
Purchase Account and £123«'13//10 as a Free Contribu- 
tion. These sums show an advance of £188//14//10 in 
favour of the past year,' which the Committee had as ^ 
token of undiminished confidence and growing liberality. 
Five colporteurs have been employed, but their work is 
so frequently interrupted by the pressing call of home 
duties, that a scheme is in contemplation, though not finally 
matured, for the augmentation of the staff, so that more 
points may b6 occupied simultaneously, but only during , 
that portion of the year when the men can best absent 
themselves from home. » Onfi” colporteur has laboured 
continuously among the French Canadians, and thougli ‘ 
the opposition he meets wifh is undiminished, it is pro- 
posed to reinforce his position by the addition of a fellow 
labourer. The issues froifi the Depository have amounted 
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to 13,848 copies, being 447 in excess of those of the pre- 
vious year. » 

The Ladies’, Associati 9 ^ has continued its labours with 
the usual efficiency, rwe Bible Women have been 
employed, one of w^iom has given her special attention to 
the gadi, whilst a promising work has teen commenced by 
them in the Cencnil HospitsS. Their sales have increased 
and thdr Avork is <80 appreciated that special subscriptions 
have been received for tlieir support AAuthout any reduction 
in the funds of the Association.* Lieut.-Coloijcl Haultain 
having apidied on behalf of the French Canadian Mission- 
ary Society for a griuit ,t)f Scriptures for distribution 
amoAg Roman Catholics, and for use in schools, your 
Conimjttee liai'C Lad niudli pleasure in acceding to the 
request and have votal 100 Bibles, GOO Testaments, and 
2,000 Portions for this ]A«rpose. Colonel Haultain observes 
that the circulatioti tdl\icted in the face of persistent 
clerical oiiposition has bocai larger tlian usual, and that 
more a})j)iieat,lons IiaAC been received for admission into 
the selioola,' lie anticipates before long an awakening 
among the French Canadians, but adds that whether 
these expectations are* destined .to Ite reailised sooner or 
later,, the duty remauis ‘tire sapie of making known to 
the ]je(q)le through tlie. instrumentality of colporteurs, 
and teachers, and evangelists} the Gospel of the free grace 
of God.

, Quebec. — The friends of this .Vuxili^u’y-enrourage them- 
selves td renewed diligence in their woi’k, by a remem- 
brance of the catholicity* of j our Society’s spirit, and 
the universality of itp Avprk. They see that political 
changes and national calamities instead qf retarding its 
operations have ever ^iven them aninci’eased impetus, and 
brought' into greater promijiencc the A’tllifb of such an 
extensive and widely-diffused organisation. They report 
that their OAvn labours haj*?e bewi attended with the usual 
Eheasure of success. Theft Branches have been all visited, 
and the kindness with whicb the Agent was welcomed 
afforded a striking proof of tho estimation in which the 
institution whiej^ he representedVvas held. The French col- 
portage, whilst presenting some difficulties in its prosecution, 
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affords also some points of special interest. Mr. Spucy, 
the young man who holdsi the oflSice of colporteur, has 
only lately been converted fron^ JJonianism tjjirough the in- 
strumentality of Father Chinicjuy, and his great desire is to 
give the Gospel to his fellow-countryirfen.* He often meets 
with opposition, and sometimes^vith bitter persecutfon, and 
even personal violence,* but hS has learnt to say, ‘None of 
these tilings move me, neither count I my life dear unto me 
so that 1 might iinisli my course with joy.’ The ps’iests 
are the chie/ opponents, but the p®or receive theAV ord with 
gladness, and evince much anxiety to be acquainted ■v’sitli 
the Truth which it rcvcids. Soucy rejiorts having 

cii’cnlated 259 copies of the Scriptures, tbr which pur|)ose, 
however, lie visited no fewer than 15,000 •families, 3,700 ^ 
of which received him well. In 4? cases he was insulted 
and ejected from the house ; but he states his reward to 
consist in having ‘ induced three iirectous souls to follow 
Christ.’ The total issues of this Auxiliary diirirfg the 
past year have amounted to 1,5(18 copies, l»,2fi0 of which 
were Ihiglish and the I’cmairder foreign. ‘The sum of 
£56'/ 2'/ 3 has been remitted on the Purchase Account. 
There is also in (imhec! a Ladies’ Association, under whose 
superiutendence a Jlibh; \^oimni is emjdoyed. Shd Bepre- 
sents her work as encouraging iu.its nature and succesfsful 
in its results. ' 

New liRUXSAViCK. — Sx. John. — Mr. A! liussell has again 
been occupied in» vj^iting the various branches connected 
with tliis Auxiliiiry, and gives a very satisfactory 'Veport of 
the progress of the work. * ’Ho* states tliat the past year 
has been the most successful oge of the three during 
which he has, been so engaged. In some localities a 
Branch has been revived and rendered fruitful; in others 
fresh ground* has been broken, and where no distinct , 
organisation could be formed, a meeting has yet been 
held, and a collection made, an(? a promise given of similar 
help on a future occasion. Nd report of the AuxUia^ ' 
has reached the Parent Society,^ though Mr. Kussell states 
that it falls to his lot to prepare one. Dr. L. B. Botsford 
has, however, written to say that it is possible the 
amount of Free Contributions to be remitted will not 
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equal that of preceding years, as a change is about to be 
ejected in their modq of operation. Hitherto they have 
not had recourse to colportage ; and yet such a system is 
specially adapted to t'lie\peculiarities of their district 
which contains a tiiinly-scattered population, and com- 
prises T^ttlemQuts widely separated from those centres in 
which the ministratidhs of<*the Gospel are to be found. 
The friends in jS'ew Brunswick propose now to em- 
ploy , a more extended local action which will neces- 
sarily involve a ^eater /lutlay.. There can be no doubt 
that to provide for home wants is the 'first duty of 
every Auxiliary, but thg'-experience of the Parent Society 
teaches that the circulation . of the Scriptures among any 
people induc6s, amongst thpm an interest in the spiritual 
welfare of their fellojy-creatures. The two great Com- 
mandments ever go together. ‘ Tliou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thy Ijeart, and thy neighbour as thyself.’ 
The sum of £880 has been received as a Free Contribu- 
tion since the .closing of the accounts. Mr. H. E. Dibble 
has remitteji £50 from the.,AVoodstock Auxiliary, of which 
£10 is in payment for books, and £40 a Free Contribu- 
tion. ‘ ' 

Dalhousie. — This Auxiliary which it w'as stated in last 
year’s Report had been revived, and from which a remit- 
tance for general purposes might soon be expected, has 
fulfilled the anticipation, and remitted through its Secre- 
tary, Mr. W. Smith, the sum of £15 as a Fyee, Contribution. 
No particulars are given of the means adopted to produce 
such a result, or df any action taken locally with a view of 
circulating more extensively the Word of God. 

Miramichi. — The Ladies’ Auxiliary which has now ex- 
isted here for fifty years, and during that period done good 
service to the cause of Christ, held its Jubilee Meeting in 
October last, and was able to .testify, to the gopdness of 
God in preserving it in unimpaired strengtl^, and enabling 
it to overcome the many obstacles with which from time 
to time it was called upoH to contend. Five-and twenty 
years ago, the report states, it« was suggested by some, 
whose Muth it* may be was someVhat weak, that its 
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days were numbered, and it must soon fall. Bui those 
who gave utterance to th^se inaijspicious words have 
passed away, whereas the Soci^t^ still lives, and is ex- 
ercising a more powerful influence than eve^ through the 
circulation of the one Book which testifies of Him 
who is the same yesterday, to-day, and fiy ever. 
Local interest in the success At' the ‘Society continues un- 
abated, and the past year is* represcntefl as having been 
more prosperous than any of the, p'receding ones. . The 
issues have been more., numerous, ahd tJjPD amount 
realised in f rfie Contributions has been larger. The Rev. 
W. M. Wilson has remitted fgr the general purposes 
of the Society, and £10 to be applied* specially to the 
circulation of the Scriptures .in Rome.*. ’These sums 
arrived after the closing of the Sopiety’s accounts! Mr. 
A. Russell mentions having addressed two meetings at 
Chatham* and Newcastle, and receiy,cd»a contribution from 
each, amounting together to £7// 4// 8, which have been 
remitted to the Parent Society for the supply of Scriptures 
to the bereaved families in Germany and Praype. ' 

Nova Scotia. — Halifax. — Woll-sustained effort and 
steady progress are the cliYacteristics pf the Reporfr of this 
Auxiliary as of most others ih .British North America, 
Nothing of a very striking nature has to be recorded; but 
the distribution of the Scrij)tures has been continued with 
unflagging energy, and the results have’ been satisfactory 
and cheering., tinder these circumstaitces the Committee 
simply seek to encourage the several Branches connected 
with them to renewed pers'everance for the efficient main- 
tenance of that vast system whose ramifications extend 
throughout the world, find which has been instrumental in 
conveying the richest blessing to the people of every land. 
The, Auxiliary has again to, lament the loss oP faithful 
friends some of whom have entered into rest, whilst others * 
are continuing their weary pHgrimage in some other 
region. Amopg the former of ttiese appear the names ef • 
of the Hon. M. B. Almon, the Hon. J. H. Anderson, S. 
N. Binney, Esq., and Mr. Isaac "Smith, for many years the 
efficient Agent of the NoVa Scotia and New Brunswick 
Auxiliaries. Mr. Bus'sell now fills this post, and has during 
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the year visited the various Branches of both Provinces. 
His reports arc represented as interesting, and as giving 
evidence of tlje importaivje of his services in quickening 
and directing the labours of the many friends with whom 
he is brought into ftontact. Some idea may be formed of 
the amount of energy reqtiired for the efficient discharge 
of the duties of such an office from the fact that, within a 
single yeai*, Mr. Russell has travelled by rail or other land 
convcyfuice G,867 miles, by sea, 1,675, on foot, 577, and 
that he Hfts addressed more than 240 meetings in 200 
different ]>laces. The total receipts of \lie Auxiliary 
were iS^5,917 of wliiwH fi5l7 were Subscriptions and 
Doifations, and i^l ,836 were received as F ree Contributions 
from ranch Societies. The issues have amounted to 1,710 
Bibles, and 1,627 Testaments, shoAving an increase of 514 
of the former, and 360 /)(' the latter. The Committee are 
again indebted to t'ho,llon. .fudge IVlarshall, AAdio on tAVO 
severffi oec.nsions has forAA'arded the sums of i?10 and £'6 
to be applied 'to the circulation of the Scriptures in Sjjain, 
Italy, or France^ at the discretion of the Committee. 

PiCTOu'. — The Comlnittee liave received" the forty-sixth 
Report of this Anxiliav}-, frqAn AA'hich it appears that 
between January 7, 1875, and October 25, 1871, there 
have been sold 19 Bibles, 'and 88 Testaments, whilst 9 
Bibles and 23 Testaments have been given away. The 
time of holding the meeting having been changed I’or the 
§ake of convenience, it aa^us not till last 'October that the 
Annivefsary took place, Avhen resolutions wore ])assed 
acknoAvlodging tlio success 'avIucIi has attended the 
Society’s operations, and .recognising in such success a 
call to rencAved diligence. Ror 1ms the call been without 
response, since a Free ContribuDion of £90 has been re- 
mitted to the Parent Society. Mr. Rufesell has been ap- 
pointed to visit the several Branches, and it may be hoped 
that liis efforts to revive fthe vrork and to enlist more ex- 
Cehsively the 'sympathies of those able 'to contribute 
towards its support will be successful. 

New Glasgow. — The Rev.'' Geoyge Walker has again 
cominunicateft to your Committee the result of the 
energetic action of this Auxiliary and its several Branches. 
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New Glasgow remits a sum of ^46 //IB //I, Fish'i’ools, 
£6^14// 7, Little Hartiour, ^8#'15'/8, the James 
Church Ladies’ Association £7/jl5, and a^ similar sum 
from the Primitive Church J!iadies’ Association; from 
Sutherland River, £B; and from Sprihgville^ £1, making 
a total of £81 //!()// 4, which is ilpwards of £5 in advance 
of the remittance of the pr^ious year. Several times 
lately a small legacy has been* included ia the amount re- 
ceived, but on the present occasiou ftie Committee have 
to acknowledge the receipt* of a legacy of i,'24A)rwarded 
direct from New Glasgow by Mr. Angers Chisholm. TJie 
sum was bequeathed to the PSirdHt Society by his late 
mother, Mrs. Margaret Chisholm. ]\Ir*. Walker stfites 
that their Annual Meeting, which Avas held in January, 
was an excellent one, but that he has nothing of moment 
to communicate, except it be the death of K. McGregor, 
Esq., who, from his youth to his death, a })eriod of tifty 
years, continued the warm and active friend c/f the 
Society. • ,

Prince Edward Island. — Charlotte Town — The 
same zealous and energetic spirit av4ucIi has aniihated this 
Auxiliaiy in years ])ast covtinues* to influence its friends 
still. The sum of £120 has becti* remitted in the coui;se 
of the year, of which £70 has’been in payment for books 
and- £50 as a Free Contribution. Mr. Cundall, the cor- 
respondent of the Society, confines himself strictly to 
matters of bjisinesg, hence your Committee have nq 
particulars of any operations to report. The fruit'is good, 
and the tree is knoAvn liy* its fruit. Mr. Laird has 
remitted from the Presbyterian. Churches of Prince 
Edward lsland,the sum* of £27* n 13 // 0. 

NewroundiJand. — The Aiuxiliary'at St. John’s* reports 
that the interest of its supporters in the great work of 
Bible distribution remains uA^iminished and that its 
financial condition is satisfactory*. The amount for good 
resulting from the efforts which the Committee have been 
enabled to put forth is most encouraging, and the steady 
increase in the issues^ is a'^sufficient proof how much its 
labours are needed. The poverty of the people, many 
of whom are living in small fishing villages scattered over 
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a thousand miles of coast, is an additional inducement for 
the continuance of the most .energetic measures for the 
circulation of, the Worc^pf God. 

The Committee determined last 3 ’ear to resume the 
work of colportag<5 which had been suspended for a short 
time, a«d the 'results hard exceeded their most sanguine 
expectations. The colporteur commenced operations i>i 
June last, and biranght them to a close on February' 24 
of the present year; ami during that time he disposed of no 
fewer thaV. 2,9G5 copies,' being oiore than thrpe times the 
number ever sold before in one season. The spiritual 
destitution in man}* of ♦die* localities which he visited was 
verjr great, ^thete being no Ministers of the Gospel to 
instruct the pe 6 ple and ik> schools in which to educate 
their children. The »colporteur is a rctii’ed sergeant of 
Artillery, and is represented as l)eiug one of those fine 
specimens of a siirTplo intelligent, and active Christian so 
often' met with in the ranks of the army. 

• A Bible )Voraan has for the first time been employed 
for St. John’s.' She has*paid 1,025 visits in the poorest 
localities, supplying the Scriptures to the destitute and the 
afflicted, 'and has eNtry where been" gratfcfully received. 
The.iiicome of the Auxiliarj'frqmall sources has amounted 
to £250'/8'/10 and the issues to above 4,000 copies. The 
sum of £205'/ 2'/ 9 has bcUn received on the Purchase 
Account and £50 as a Free Contribution. 

Mr. 'C. Downes writes from Sound Island to acknow- 
ledge the receipt of a grant of 'Scripturesr made by the 
Society'for the benefit of the poor of that locality. He 
has been labouring in a secluded part of the Colony for 
more than twenty -one, ye^rs, and he describes with much 
feeling his joy at being able to place the Scrijitures within 
reach of those who were destitute, and the good they were 
'likely t'o effect. * , 

Labuador. — During tjfle past year some Portions of the 
Old Testament in EsqAimo. consisting of Job and the 
Song of Solomon, which complete the entire Bible, have 
been printed at Stolpen, m Saxony, and 500 of them have 
been forwarded to this country to„be bound and shipped 
to Labrador. * 
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The Rev. H. E. Shawe, the SecretaVy of the Moravian 
Missionary Society, has written to state that the natives read 
the Portions which were prfnted both this year and last 
with .great interest and diligetfcfe. At thte same time 
he forwards the translation &f soma letters which the 
Esquimos of the congregation of ^ain have sqnt, exj^essive 
of their deep gratitude /or th^ booit which your Society 
has conferred upon them. ♦Some extracts from these 
letters are here appended : — 

. . * ' / 

I, too, will gi re expression to my thoughts, as it is my duty so to do. I 

do indeed feci groat gratitude for these books. Yes, I thank you vary 
much that I have got them. The great c/)nipassion of Jesus has now been 
shown to us for 100 years ; and in me, too. He has worked effectually.* He 
is very patient. Were He not so I should be nothings ’Therefore, my 
thanks have been too small up to this day. Yet, since He was obedient 
oven to the death of the cross, I, too, will be obedient. I also thank my 
teachers. These my few words I wisli to address to you. And I will 
utter the wojkIs of Paul as follows : ‘ Salute onp arjother with an holy kiss.^ 
I siiluto you and your fellow laViourers very much. »

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British CoLUMBfA. — No intelligence has been received 
this year from the Rqv. R. Jamieson, who has kindly taken 
charge of a small stock of Scriptures with a view of supply- 
ing the more ^pressing WSints of those around him. The 
Rev. Dr. Taylor, however,^ who was the first to break up 
the fallow grpund of thi^ new Colony on behalf of the 
Bible Society, and t6 estajDlish i^n organisation both in 
British Columbia and at Vancouver’s Island, has com- 
municated some interesting particulars relative to the 
rapid de^vlopmdnt of 'tlje country, and the need in which 
it will soon stand of efficient help in the •gf eat cause of 
Bible distribution. It i^bv.t natural that he should mourn 
over the extinction of Auxiliaries which were started 
under such' auspicious circumstances as he relates. But 
whenever the work i§^ taken up again, it must be under 
the supervision of persons resident on the spot, who will 
protect it from the cold blasts of indifference, tp which it 
may be exposed, until sufficient strength is obtained to 
resist opposition. 

The Follojving is the extract of Dr. Taylor’s letter to 
which reference is made : — 

There is, however, one seition in your griinchand cobiprchensivc Report 
which gives me pain wlj^n I roicHt, an^ think that a work so auspiciously 
begun should have been allowed to languish and die. I allude to the 
Auxiliary J organised in British Columbia. No Society could have been 
formed with brighter prospects, with the Governor-General presiding at 
the first meeting in Victoria (the largest religious assembly which up to 
that time had ever been held in the Colony), and the Lieutenant-Governor 
at the second meeting in Ncav Westminstcf, and all the clergy co-operating 
irom Victoria to Nanaimo and from Cariboo to the tlulV of Georgia. The 
liberality also which vas displayed at every meeting, not even excepting 
the rude and disorderly community at tne mines, w^here a plate collection 
of about £27 sterling was taken up at my first visit, was another 
remarkable and gratifying feature of tho success of the organisa- 
tion. True the returns from tlie Branches would 'be small until the 
country \ras more developtjd, whicli would soon take place, as its position 
ftow iiilly proves. It has recently been received 'int6 the dominion of 
Canada ; the surveyors are at work in strong gangs at both ends, and far 
up the great valley of the Sask^^hcAvan, surveying the route of the rail- 
way which'shall connect Canada JV'estAvith the Pacific Ocean, and which, with 
its connecting lines, will be over thr^e thousand miles long, from Halifax 
— the Atlantic seaport — to the shores of British Columbia on the Gulf 
of Georgia. In less than two years we shall have a railroad by way of St. 
Paul and Pembina to Fort Garry, and en immigrants in tens of thousands 
(for the stream is already flowing) will enter /:he immense country lying 
between Manitoba and the Rocky Mountains, which is destined to be the 
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future home of millions Vrom the various countries and nationalises of 
the Old World, and especially from our own beloved Britain. 

A Bible Society Depot has bean opened sat Fort Garry, or Win- 
nipeg, the present capital or seat of (government, which is supplied 
from tlje Upper Canada Auxiliary. On* otir own SocUty will naturally 
devolve the establishment of Branches iit that territory,* and we shall soon 
be obliged to send an Agant to organise an Auxiliary at Manitoba, which 
will first receive its supplies from Toronto, ^nd subsequently tfrom tho 
Parent Society in tho various .langUti^s roqmred to meet the wants of 
the mixed and multifarious population tliat will constitute the citizens and 
settlers of that great country. * * 


DOMESTIC., 

‘Our fathers, where are they?’ is a question which 
must always be ansAvered Avith ming;led feelings of sbrrow 
and of joy, as we recall the fact, thai some who have stood 
by us in t^e battle of life, cheering'us Aijfith their presence, 
and animating us by the example'" of their devotedness 
and zeal, are no longer to be found at they.’ accustomed 
post. Each year brings its fresh record qf v'qcanf places, 
and warns those that remain that tlie only ’tenure by 
which they oequpy the jiosition afjsigncd to thorn is the 
will of their ITcavenly rather, ,Wc mourn the loss of 
these departed friends, foi* Ave miss tlie encouragement 
of their cheerful support ; but ,Ave rejoice in the conviction 
that in ceasing from their labours they have entered into 
rest. 

The obituary of the pi\st year records, the names of no 
fewer than seVen Vice-Presidents of your Society, most* 
of whom gave evidence of.AAcarip attachment to its prin- 
ciples, and sought in various Avays to advance its interests. 

The first, whose departure 'was' chronicled after the 
Anniversary of* the preceding year, Avas John Bockett, 
Esq., the announcement of whose death, tliough long ex-, 
pected, was not the less saddening to his friends, and 
occasioned the adoption by yourrComraittee of the follow- 
ing memorial : — ■ • 

It is with deep sorrow, but at the same time a sorrow tempered with 
gratitude to God for His many mercies, that the Committee place upon 
their Minutes the record of the Jeath of John Bockett, Esq., a Vicie- 
President and late Treasurer of the Society, and one of its most loyal 
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and constant supporters. *Time flies with such a noiseless wing that it is 
often difficult to mark its rapid progress save by such events as the 
departure of long-loved frfends, events which necessarily bring sadness 
in their train. I^o fewer tlian^t^ijrty-seven years have passed away since 
Mr. Bockett, then in the prime of life, joined the ranks of those devoted 
men Avho at that time coBistituted the Committee of the Society. Having 
from conscientious scruples given up a lucrative business which be thought 
to be deftimentar to tlie b^st interests of his fellow-creatures, and in 
doing so sacrificed a large amount dt property, rather than perpetuate an 
evil of appalling magnitude, he sought occupation for his active mind in 
pursuits of a benevolent tiharacter, and devoted himself unreservedly to 
works of Icj^ingkindness and Christian charity. His sympathies were 
strongly cnli^od in favour of the Bible •Society, and he spoil became its 
attajched and ardent supporter- So regular was his attendance at the 
deliberations of the Committeg •thilt only twice during the long period of 
thiitj'-six years did he forfeit the privilege of re-election. In J848 ho 
became a member of the Finance Sub-Committee, and roudered valuable 
f service to the Society by the attention which he gave to its monetary 
affairs. In 1852 his name fwas enrolled in the list of Trustees ; and in 
18G2; by the unanimous consent of those best competent to form a judg- 
ment of his fitness for ihg oflicf\ he was appointed Treasurer. The leading 
featureJ^.of Mr. Bockelt's chtiracter were a gentle dispoFlcidlirahd a loving 
spirit, and few who were brought into contact with him failed to be in- 
fl*dcnccd by the ntflfp’m kindness of his manner and the unvarying courtesy 
of hia demeanour. Vi« charity wg.s both extensive and genuine. He was 
able to devise liberal things through the exercise of practical self-denial; 
and the cxitept to which he cultivated this grace was little known, except 
to that God who sceth in ecefet. In the autumn of 1869, failing health 
rendewjd' it difficult for Jiim to*- discharge with s£itisfaction to himself the 
duties of his office, and suggested the necessity of placing his resignation 
in the Ijands of tlio Committee. It soon afterwards became evident that 
his race was nearly run. Occasionally he wfis attracted to the spot with 
wliich his happiest associations were so intimately connected, and none 
who were present Avill easily forget the Avarmth of Ijis affectionate address 
AA^hen he bade his felldW^Avorkcrs fiircAvcll. ,ItAvas with no feigned emotion 
that the Committee parted from one Avho had endt3are*d Idinself to them in 
so many ways, and ha^. gained the high position Avhich he occupied, not 
by excellency of .‘speech, or the foifce df external circumstances, but by the 
Aveight of his Christian character. 

He entered into rest May lilth, 1871. « 

‘ The memory of the just is b^■ssed.’ Prov. x. 7. 

The Right Rev. Dr. Daly, late Bishop of Cashel, is 
another of those warm-hearted .friends who have passed 
away from the scene of thfeir earthly labours. The infirmi- 
ties of growing years have '' latterly incapacitated him 
from taking any part in pilblic meetings ; but those whose 
memory carries them back in the history of the Society 
to a more disftint period than that of the last twenty 
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years, must call to mind the earnest eloquence with ^hich 
he. pleaded its cause, and the waim-nearted testimony 
which he ever bore to the power, pf that Trujh, the circu- 
lation of which he sought to extend in his pwn and other 
lands. The following brief notice of hfm appeared in the 
‘ Reporter ’ of April *last: — , • i - 

The above-named prelate was distinguished for his unflinching and con- 
sistent maintenance of the Protestant faith, and lys pl'inciples pladbd him 
in hearty sympathy with the objects of tha Bible ^ Society ,^rhilfi his 
catholic spirit rendered it easy jqid pleasant to co-operate ^^iPith others 
from whom he ccdesia-stically differed, in furtherance of the simple pur- 
pose of giving to men the Scriptures of Inspired Truth. When he ^vas 
raised to the episcopate, his name was added lo the list of Vice-Presidents, 
a position he retained for nearly thirty years. Before being incapacitated by 
growing infirmity, he was accustomed ijp attend the • Society’s i^nnual 
Meetings with great regularity, and very frequently took part in the pro- 
ceedings, evincing by the character and tone oi his observations the deep 
personal interest he felt in view of the constantly enlarging scope of the 
Society’s operations at liome and abroad. In him the Society had a 
true and steadfast friend, and now that he is gathered to* his rest, full 
of years, the Committee desire to offer this brief tribute of respect to his 
memory. 

The loss of another friend, recorded in the same pages, 
is that of Joseph Pcaisc, Rsq., of Darlington. Reference 
is thus made to the Christiaii career of this devoted 
servant of the Lord : — 

Joseph Pease, Esq., of Darlington, belonged to a family that has boon 
very prominently connected with the Bible Society by titss ol\.^^incerc 
attachment and generous liberality. He was a member of the Society of 
"Friends, and was the first representative of the ])ddy that had a scat in ^ 
the British Parliament. Ilia strong intelligence, broad Cliristiaa philan- 
thropy, and active jiarticipation ii\ every measuro«-calculatod to confer 
benefit on his fellow -creatures, conilnnSd with genuine simplicity of 
character and unaffected humility, scciired for him a large amount of 
local influence, and endeared Irfm greatly to every circle in which he Avas 
accustomed to niovrf Love for the Bible Society Avas a j)riuciple he 
cherished with increasing fervour all through ^fe. EA'cry })rovidential 
movement which opened fresh fields of labour Avas Avatched Avith intense * 
interest, and he was always ready to stimulate tlic Committee by his 
munificent assistance, to push forAYard thftlir operations with confidence 
and promptitude. There was no Societji to which he gave a more * 
unqualified adhesioif or in Avhose success he felt ti more joyous satis- 
faction. As some slight recognition of h^ A^aluable and long-continued 
services on behalf of the Society, he was requested to allow liis name 
to bo placed on the list of Vice-aPreaidents ; a proposal to which he 
cordially assented. During ihe latter part of his life he Avas deprived 
of the inestimable blessing of sight, but this severe dispensation he bore

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with meek submission to the will of his Heavenly Father; and now, 
through the mercy in whi<^ he ever trusted, he has entered the land of 
perfect vision. "

The Right Rev. Dr. Vewler Short, late Bishop of St. 
Asaph; the ‘Right* Rev. the Bishop of Huron; the Right 
Rev. lir. Smith, late .Bishop of Victoria ; and Sir Thomas 
Dyke Acltind, Bart., comple.j;e the' list of Vice-Presidents, 
who, wthin the yesy* that is passed, have rested from their 
earthly ''Jabour^ ' The Rev. W. J. Edmonds, who is 
Secretar;^of the district in which the latter, of these re- 
sided, and who became personally acquainted with him, 

thus refers to his lamaitod death : — 

*■ # 

It is difHculfr for, those who do not know the county of Devon to under- 
stand rile estimafe in which Sir Thomas T). Acland was held. He had 
lived so" long he had done no much, he liad interested himself in so many 
schemes for promoting the welfare of his fellow-creatures, that he had come 
to be knoAvn in his own Devonshire as ‘ the good Sir Thomas.’ He knew 
what men said of him — it*wa.s not possible for him not to know — but he 
was never injured hy it. He seemed continually to be striving to discover 
*what due„from a man in his position, to all around him, to perceive 
and know thy^hingr; ho ought to, do, and he sought grace and power faith- 
fully to fulfil the same. 

The Bibje Society had his warmest sympatliy ; he entered fully into the 
magnificence of its simple Abject. He was air earnesft philanthropist, and 
coulftl conde.scend not only to men <^f low estate, but to tlie huniblost 
iqethocls l)y wliich their estate might be raised; but he had no notion of 
any plans or methods which did ifot, in some way or oilier, spring out of 
God’s revealed will ; and so the circulation of the Book 'which rcjvcals that 
will wa^i ever a chorjshed scheme. Moreover, in politics and religion alike, 
he was never a party man. 

What must be deferred to the better, age to come, he was willing to * 
submit to defer ; but what could be done nD'w, VhAt could be realized 
lUAV, ho was v.nt willing to defer, in this way, it came about that he 
loved the Bible Society’s organifetidh. To his mind it was a goodly tiling 
and jilcasaiit, that the torn and divided Christian community should be 
united in ivork, and, if po.ssibJo, in spirit. • No man -w'as a truer son of the 
Church of England than he; but his sympathies cou>.l never bo narrowed. 
He recognisfid the claims^of humanity upon his warmest sympathies. He 
‘ was catholic in the best and liighc^t sense of the fornf, and his iiiqniory is 
cherished by Nonconformists as well as by Churchmen. Flis marble statue, 
which was erected in Northcrniviy, Exeter, ten years ago, bears the follow- 
oing inscription : — / 

‘ Erected as a tribute of affectionztte respect for pimite Avorth and public 
integrity, and in testimony of admiration for the generous heart and open 
hand which have been ever ready to protect the Aveak, to relieve the 
needy, and to succour the distressed o£ Avhatevcr party, race, or creed.’ 

The universal sentiment that his charao^ver was fixed, and could not' 
be spoiled by praise, found expression in the single line under his 
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name: — 'Praesenti tdbi matures largimur honores.* His death was a 
fitting close to his life. He was active rather than meditative ; he 
worked on to the last. His mornirfg prayers’^were over, his Bible was 
ready that he might read the daily lessons^a^ usual, whenjhc became faint, 
and »wa8 gone. ^ 

If he had a wish as to the manner of his death, it wa;} granted. He 
was an admirer of Cowj/ler, and often f^uoted long pa^ges frgm * The 
Task.* Amongst others, not long before his death, he repeated with great 
feeling the words — * 

. . . . ; * And so at ftist, 

My share of duties doconily fulfilled, 

May some disease, not tardy w perforrA 
^ Its destined offic^b, yet witlr gentle stroke, 

• Dismiss mo weary to a safe retreat, 

Beneath the turf that IJin^o often trod.’ 

• » 

And now beneath that turf he lies. He had often trod it. There, 
fourteen years before, he had laid liis beloved wife; thitjicr* while strength 
lasted, he had gone day by day, not with 'morbid feelings, but witl/devout 
resignation to God’s Will ; and he has bequeal^cd to us the memory of mu 
example, not faultless, indeed, yet secure fjom human blame, not only 
because he djd so much for his lellow-mcn, but because all knew that tlie 
motive which governed his actions was a simpfe desire to do what l«o con- 
sidered right in the sight of God.

— The wants of your Society in respect of means 
wherewith to carry on its extensive work havc*^ been 
supplied in a /nost ^bounteous and eneburaging manner, 
through the goodness of an ever gracious Givcif. The 
Free Contributions from Au^diaMes, the Annual Subscri 2 )- 
tions, the Collections, and the Legacips all show an increase 
on the receipts of the •previous year amounting in the 
aggregate to £^,G16. In addition to this, one generous 
henefjictor, Thumas William JRill, Fsq., of 1 Bristol, has* ^ 
placed in trust property of the estimated value of 
£20,000, the interest of ■which 'Js to be apj)ro 2 )riated to 
the use of the .Society after ^his death. There has been* 
a slight decrease in the amount of donations; but with 
the exception of the year 1865 when a single legacy of 
£15,000 raised the incomt? far above the average, the 
receipts of the present year for general purposes have 
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been the largest that the Society has ever known. Twenty 
years ago they amounted to the sum of £56,683, now 
they have reached a tqtftl of £99,284// 10//4. Well may 
the friends of .Bible circulation exclaim with gratitude, 
‘ This is the Lord’s doing, and it is marvellous in our 
eyes.’ ^ 

The^ Receipts ^of the yegj from all ordinary sources 
have amounted to ,€183,944// 17//8, of which £84,660// 7//4 
have beeX-the proceeds qf sales of Bibles and Testaments. 
On accoum of the China Fund,"£l50 have been received; 
and on account of the Roxburgh Fund, £l01//14//6, 
making a total qf £l8'i^l96//12//2.

The total isates of the Society noW amount to 65,884,095 
copies. 
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The advantage of the Annual Conference of the district 
Secretaries, who assemble every ^ear in the month of 
February in the metropolis, can scarcely be overrated. 
All on whom falls the burden oV responsibility, especially 
when engaged in any Christian calling, kn^w the value 
of friendly counsel.* It is alv^ays useful to lool^ at any 
subject which we are called \upon*to handle through a 
different medium than that ‘of our individual a^rehen- 
sion, and to correct our own idiosyncrasies by Vne judg- 
ment of other men. Such a process tends to give to the 
mind its prcf^ier balance, to relieve it of solne notions 
which, though plausible in theqyy, are inapplicable' in 
practice, and to confirm it in the adoption of a ceurse 
which has been tested by the jntelligenco. df others, and 
has received the sanction of their experience. *And if 
such an interchange of thought aqd feeling is useful at all 
times iii such a body of men, mijch* more so when, as 
recently, death has been busy in thinning its ranks, by 
addressing its summons to some of the .seniors of the 
staff", and has necessitated the cnlistmeuh of '£>thets as yet 
new to the work involved in their important office. It is 
just ten years’siuce the. same pcn*which noAV traces these 
lines Avas employed in 'ts lirs!>effbrt qf a similar kind, and 
only four names of Distinct Secretaries which were then 
on the muster-roll of the Society appear upon it now. 
Six new names have been added to it Avithin this brief 
period, and though, through God’s mer&y, there has been 
no loss either in Avxiight of Christian character, or mental 
poAver, or efficiency of service, yet it is CAudent that 
maturity of experience could not have*been attained, and 
that information gathered from tho'se who have long been 
bearing the burden aild heat* of Ihe day must have been, 
most helpful and encouraging. The Reports which the 
District Secretaries have this year been able to ptesent to 
the Committee, show neither diminution of energy on the 
part of those who plead the Society’s cause nor of interest 
on the part pf those who ^ support it. For convenience- 
sake, the statistics of the various districts and the impres- 
sions which the year’s labourS have produced, are con- 
densed within the compass of a single report, which is 
here given, but thS condition of the separate fields of 
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labour will be best 'gathered from the individual record 
which each Secretary presents of his own work. 


It is our jv-ivilege and" Jj^easum now to present, in a condensed 
form, a Report of our Districts?" and thus to show the state of the 
Society in England and \Vales. We do so with feelings of devout grati- 
tude to Him, thr<;'ugh whose mei'iy we have been spared again to meet 
to recount ihc labours of the 'past, arl to anticipate the work of the future. 
God has protected us in our constant journeyings. His watchfulness and 
care have^een over u^ His love has cheered us, and Ilis grace has sup- 
ported us.\llis faithfulness and goodness have again been manifested in 
the success v)hich has attended our labours, for the review of the year 
now closed assures us that the Society is maintaining iis hold upon the 
affccuions of the Christian people of this land, and is increasingly a power 
for good both at home and abWiadi

IV. ISSUES.. ^ 

The number of copies issued to our Local Societies for home circulation 
ainoiints to 618,591, i,e, 302,294 Bibles, 239,212 Testaments, 77,085 
I’ortions, or 2,509 fewer than in the previous year.* This dccilasc need 
not occasion surprise when it remembered that tiic Society has been the 
means of scattering so many millions of the Scriptures in England and 
Wales. Though the issues arc fewer the Purchase^ccount is larger ; thus 
is it indicated that the people vsHiio the Word of God and show tlicir 
appreciation of it l)y giving more for it.

Though this system is attended with considerable expense, and so 
ought not to be adopted exccj^t when cii’cumstancew render it necessary, it 
is nevertheless a means by Avhxdi the Scriptures arc brought within the 
reach of many who woukl noi otherwise receive them, and tha reports of 
the seve-al Colporteurs contain many pleasing jiroofs that the blessing of 
Almighty God has followed their labours. 

« CONCLUSION. 

We have to regret that in almost all our reports reference is made to 
the removal by death of several valued friends and warm supporters of 
the Society, and amongst them is one of our own colleagues, who, after 
years of devoted service, was somewhat^ suddenly called to his rest and 
rewqjd. Whilst we pay a tribute of deserved respect to their memory, 
we pray that their vacated places may soon be lilled, and we are 
encouraged to believe that our prayer will be answered, for in some 
instances filre.ady, there are those who are willing and able to carry on the 
work with the same earnestness and zeal as their predecessors. 

It is not without fear that we go Ibrth to the labours of another year. 
Tlierc is much in the present state of the country to render it difficult for 
Christians to maintain®* the unity of the Spirit in the bond of peace.’ 
Ecclesiastical and political epaestidns ai.; leading to many divisions, and 
the truth concerning them is .not always spoken in love. Infidelity and 
Superstition arc loudly asserting their claims, and many arc led from the 
simplicity of the Truth as it is in J(3sus. Our ground of confidence lies in the 
Volume Avhich it is our mission to aid in circulating, and in the principles 
oi the Society. w'e represent. The Bible is its own defender, and if its voice 
is heard speaking in all its integrity, the errors of the tlay will be best 
refuted. * The prophet that hath a dream, let him tell a dream ; and he 
thet hath My Word let him speak My Word faithfully. What is the chaff 
te the wheat? saith the Lord.’ Looking for the grace and strength of the 
Holy Spirit to fulfil this injunction, we once more commence our work, 
encouraged by the words addressed of old to Israel, ** Be strong and of a 
good courage ; be not afraid, neither be thou dismayed ; for the Lord thy 
God is with thee Whithersoever thou goest.’ 
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Now may the God of peace, that brought again from the dead our Lord 
Jesus, that great Shepherd of the sheep, through the blood of {he ever- 
lasting covenant, make us perfect in ^veiy ^o^ work to do His will, work- 
ing in us that which is well ple.aaing in His sight, through Jesus Christ ;

Such is a brief summary of thp work done and of the 
results produfced throughout the kingdom by means of 
the valuable agency which you^'ciAploy. 


Reference will now be made to the Reports which each 
District Secretary has presented of his o\vn work: Mr. 
G. T. Edwards still occupies tne Northern District, 
though i^s boundaries have been somewhat changed. In 
the course of the year he has giv6n ])ersonal attendance 
at 1(53 I’ublic Meetings, 139 of which Jiave been in his 
own district. These, however, have been* but -a small 
proportion of the number actually lield, Which have 
reached a total of 3.54, and have been attended eitlier by 
other members of the staff or .by kind friends who, volun- 
teer their services for sufch a purpos’e. Of these 21 are 
new organizations, whilst 4. only appear in the list? of 
those which have ceased to exist. Mr. Rdwiirds has also 
under his superintendence a Local Agentj'to whose efficient 
labours he thus refers : — 

Mr. E. Lister lias now been eight years occupying the post of Local 
Agent in the north, making the populous town of'Ncwcastle-on-Tync the 
centre of his operations. He works northwards to within a short distance 
of the Tweed and tlio Cheviots, southwards over a great portion of the 
county of Durhanj, and Avcslwards to the borders of Cumberland. Ke- 
siding in the midst of the most densely populated part of the north of 
England, he givcij to this teeming hive of industry an amountrof minute 
attention which your District Secretary could pot give, and which, n 
disproportionate to the mere pecuniary result, is not excessive when the 
spiritual needs of so large an operative jlass have to be cared for. He is 
continually going from village vilUge among miners and collier's, 
workers in forges and foundries, in engine- works and ship-building 
yards, with the one object of bringing before them the claims of the Word 
of God and of the Society which seeks to bring it to their doors. During 
the past year he attended nearly a hundred Public Meetings, besides Con- 
ferences and meetings of tlommittees. About a dozen new Associations 
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were formed by him, while others wore visited and revived ; canvassers 
and collectors have been set to work where practicable, while juvenile 
gatherings and addresses to Sunday Scdiools have not been overlooked. 

Referring to Colporta^e, some interesting information 
is given of the |)rofitable employment of individual wealth 
for the ^purpose of circula,ting among" the masses of the 
people a wholesome literature, in which special prominence 
is given to the Wprd of God. Such an example may not 
be Avifh^it its influence in inducing others to go and do 
likewise ' „ ,

III thfi county of Durham three hook -hawkers arc kept constantly at 
work by the Messrs. Pease of DarKngUm, whoso earnest cflbrtH to promote 
the moral and spiritual welfare of the very large body of workmen in 
their cinploymeuit is worthy of all praise, and furnish an example which 
all who ficcupy similar positions 'v/ould do well to imitate. While these 
book-hawkers circulate all l^pds of lioaltliy literature, special attention 
is given to t)ie circulation of the Word of God, copies of which they 
draw from the Depots of our J^oeiety. In the south-western part of the 
same county two similar 'agents are employed by Mr. Bowman of 
Gainfor(r, near Barnard Castle, and other friends, and they, too, promote 
the sale of the Scriptures as they go their rounds among the mining and 
agriculturai popidatior. 

The review which Mr. Edwards is able to take of the 
general state of his district is as satisfactory to the Com- 
mittee .as it must bo' encouraging to himself : — 

Inf accordance with the pltm proposed and sanctioned last year, 
some considerable modification was 'made in the aiTangcment of districts, 
especially those in the northern part of the kingdom, by which I gave up 
Cheshire to Mr. Page dCnd Shropshire to Mr. Lewis, receiving in exchange 
a considerable portion o,f North and East Yorkshire. This has made my 
district more compact, the whole of it now lying together, though the 
area is larger than before and the nutnb»'r of Societies greater. It is hoped 
that thi.s ro-arrangement — which ,was dictated not by personal predilec- 
tions, but by a desire to prorfiote the economical and efficient working of 
our districts — will be found ^cmducivo to .^his end. lu consideration, 
however, of the large amount of work devolving on. Mr. Lewis, while 
the whole of Wales is on his hands, I undertook to work Shropshire for 
^tbe past y('ar, and was gl4d to be able to aid my colleague to that 
extent. 

Before taking leave of my district in its original form, it may be in- 
teresting to compare what it yielded for the general objects of the Society 
Wciity years ago, when it was commi*tcd to my care, • vith - what it pro- 
duced last year ; for though in the present report the list of Societies and 
meetings is given in connection with the revised district, the comparison of 
ismts and receipts is made on the basis of the old one^ as most of the 
contributions received last year would be th^ result of the labours of 
]>570. Taking, then, a retrospect of twenty years, I find that in 1851 my 
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district yielded in Free dontrihutions £2^812. In 1871 it yielded £5,171. 
Taking each county separately, the following is the comparison : —

Thus the Free Contributions of the district havo nearly doubled in 
twenty years, a result which, while calling for thaiikfiiljieffe, is due nither 
to the abundant blessing of Him who giveth the increase, thaif to the 
planting and watering of the labourer. •

There arc always some siK)ts brighter than others con- 
nected with the remembrance of Meetings which "have 
been attended, and in closing his report, ^r. Edwards’ 
calls to mind one or two of these : — -• «, 

I may mc-ntion an interesting meeting at Kipon, presided over 
by t)ic eiK'rgetic Bishop, anvl where the veiifcrable Dean, Dr. McNeile, 
alter sending a note of apology for non-attendance, put ’in., his 
appearance, and delivered one of Ids characteristic and weighty addresses. 
The York anniversary, which I attended for the first time, was very far 
from illusti-ating the proverbial dulness of cathedral cities, for the meeting 
was earnest and spirited, the chairman, Mr. Leeman,^M.P., delivering an 
address replete with interesting information, while a collection of £32 
• bore witness to the liberality of {he audience. At ^lateshead, a populous 
town on the souths bank of the Tyne, I was able to make a co^nparison * 
after an interval of twenty years. In 1851 I attended the first meeting 
there, with a handful of people and one minister of the town present, and 
a collection at the close of £2. Last year the* meeting was in the new 
and spacious Town Hall, whSch was filled to ovci*flowing ; the Kector, 
Archdeacon Prest, was surrounded by a dozen ministers of the various 
churchf-s, all of whom, with the Committee and officers, had pr^jiviously 
enjoyed the kind hospitality of the E^ctory, while at the close a collec- 
tion of nearly £20 was made. Such tokens of progress arc not a little 
cheering. ^ > 

Never I believe was the interest’in the JJociety’s great work more deep ^ 
and widespread amoag all classes of Christians than at the present time, 
and the accounts which were given at our various anniversaries of the 
' wonderful circulation in connection with* the Franco-German war, the 
opening of the city of the Pope to^ our operations, the growing work in 
emancipated Spain, with thes cheering tidings from almost every part of 
the great mission field, have struck in many hearts chords which will long 

y 
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continue to vibrate. May our beloved Society persevere in sowing beside 
all waters, and prepare the way for the coming of Him ‘ who shall be as 
tlie light of the morning AvKen the suft riseth,* and who will chase away the 
darkness of th^ sorrowful night with the glory and blessedness of the 
millennial day. 

Thet Kcv. J. A, Page,- whose district during the last 
tAventy years has been'co-exccnsivft with the county of York, 
has consented, m order to facilitate the more convenient 
visitatibn of the different counties, to give up that portion 
of it which lies to the north of a line draAvn from 
tlje Kibble to the Humber, and in its stead to accept the 
superintendence of Cheshire and the Northern and Eastern 
Divisions of the county of Derby. The total number of 
Societies, for the oversigl't of which he is now responsible, 
amounts to 3o(). O.f these 18 are new, no fewer than 
13 of them being Juvenile Associations, in the formation 
}md' maintenance of Avhich A'aluable institutions Mr... Page 
takes’ a special interest. He has also thought it best no 
•longer to permit the vitality of certain Societies, 23 in 
number, te remain a doubtful question; they had for 
some time been dragging out a miserable existence, 
scarcely giving signs..of life, yet refusing to die ; but at 
length he has pronounced them extinct; and if any of 
them arc disposed to dispute the fact, they must do so 
through the evidence of a new life more active in its 
nature, and more faithful in its results. The total number 
of Meetings held in the district has amounted to 179, of 
, which Mr. Page has attended 112, besides making himself 
responsible for 28 on behalf < >f his colleague's. This number 
Avas fai’ below the usual, aveejige ; but domestic engage- 
ments of an important nature necessitated his absence for a 
time, and induced the Committee' most cheerfully to grant 
the exemption from service foi Avhich he applied. 

As Mr. Page in’ giving uj) a portion of his district is 
parting with an old and very faithful friend, or, at least, 
is consenting that the ^nual, intercourse long held Avith 
that friend should noA/v be ,, shared by anpther, it is but 
natural that he should call to mind the days that are past, 
and dAvell with some degree of satisfaction and gratitude 
on the fruits of such friendship. Speaking of the general 
state of his Strict, he says : — 
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Under this head it is somewhat difficult to decide whether ‘The 
District ’ to be reported upon should be that upon which I have entered 
during the past year, or that in which I have laboured since my first con- 
nection with the Society. As it is, howevcs^itnpossible to Report financially 
rejecting tlie now district, I will confine my remarks, in a great measure, 
to the general state of the one, lor Avhich tlie figure® have been furnished in 
the usual comparative statement of receyjts and issues. 5 ^ 

And first, as regards the pecuniary upturns 1^*0111 the Yorkshire District. 

When twenty years ago I entered upon this sphere oi' labour, the late 
Mr. Dudley ventured to predict that the Free Contributions, which liad 
averaged about ii2, 000 a year lor the previousten years, would bo doubled 
in the next ton years. This prediction wa^ fulfilled ‘’in thfi tent^ year of 
iny agency, whe:t jhc Free Contributions liw 18(12 aniountSd to ij 1,462. 
Since that date I have felt, wiiat I expressed in my report of the followfing 
year, that no very great further increase coii>l be ex])ecte(l. Still it has 
boon my cherished desire during the last lew years 'of labour to sec the 
Free Income Jimouiit to X’5,000 before^ the exj)irati(rn of twenty years. 
That expectation seemed to be doomed to disai^pointnieiit year alter year, 
and it is therefore a source of supremo ..htisfaetiou and prolbuiulest 
thankfulness that at the close of the year in which I have given up the 
charge of a (;ori.sidorablo portion of my well-loved isphero of labour, I am 
privileged to see rny desire accomplished in finding that the Free 'Contri- 
butions from Yorkshire amount to £5,750, or, irrespective of a noble gift 
of j 2500 from a friemd at York, to £5,250, being an incrojese, exolusive of 
that donation, of £838 over the iac(>m(*‘of the j)revious j^ear. A com- 
parison of recei])ts for dio first ten yeais of my charge of the Yorkshire 
District with (hose qf the last ten yeaivs, us a^'jviiowledgcd in the Annual 
Reports, will show that, whereas in the first ton years the amoiirit.of Free 
Contributions was £3l,965,il«G, (^}ie amount in the last ten years "was 
£43,276 1,1 On 9, being an increase of upwards of £11,000 in the ten ye>rs, 
or an increase on the average of about £ 1,1 00 a year. 

On giving up the charge of the old district, I trust I sliall be pardoned for 
presenting in the Appendix the evidence that the Yorkshire Agency has 
not been what some confidently predicted it would be, when 1 was 
appointed as its Secreta^'y — ‘ a failure.’ That evidence* will, I think, appear 
satisfactoiy on an inspection of the comparison of i ecei])ts which I have 
presented, and by which it will be seen that in thb twenty years of my 
Agency the Free Contributions have been £75,241, against £14,979 in the 
previous twenty years, being an increase of upwards of £30,000 ; a result 
for which I feel deeply thankfm to Him who has given me the heart and 
the strength to labolir, and who has ‘ prospered the work of my hands 
upon me.’ 

Mr. Page is scarcely sufficiently well acquainted with 
his new field of labour to speak of it with any dcgi’ee of 
certainty, though he makes favourable mention of the 
Chester Auxiliary and of the Tattenhall Association, in 
connection with which latter he mentions the death of 
Mr. George Jackson, a waim supporter of the Society. 
He has, however, a few words of encouragement for his 

y2 
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Yorkshire friends, of whom he writes to the following 
effect k . , 

Of the Yorkf^iirc Societies*‘tfi?lt of Sheffield claims the first mention for 
devotion to the good qiuse. A 'free gift of between £600 and £700 for 
the past year is a good proof of still increasing interest ; and I have strong 
hope thili tlie ifitention of raising the Free Contributions to £1,000 a 
year may be carried out ere long. A mo^t energetic colleague has been 
appointed to assist our valued Secretary, Mr. Burbidge, and I augur good 
results Troni their unitpd efforts. The Anniversaries were more than 
usiiafly ihterpsting.ani satisfactory in the following places: Brighouse, 
Cai-tlcloi-d, i^oncastor, Leeds, r Parnley^* Boston Spa, Selby, and Ilowdcn. 
I'he ‘Garden Meeting’ at Esholt Hall, the residence*' of our excellent 
friend, Mrs. Garnett, was a successful one, and furnishes a good 
example for those of our frfends Avho iiave mansions affording the same 
convenience. 4 The Sale of Work, which was held by the young people 
under < one of the magnificent ♦trees, was a very interesting part of the 
proceedings which inaugurated the formation of the Eshoit Association. 

The Meti’opolitiui 'District still continues to supply 
abiiudiint matter Yoi* anxious thought and watchful care 
to the Rev. J. 1\ Hewlett, its laborious superintendent. 
Tlie number of Societies comprised within the 12-inile 
radius no'w amounts to" 273, or 17 less than were re- 
ported t,o he ill existence last year. The Channel Islands, 
howeyer, then formefl jiart of the distridt, whereas they 
haVe now been translefred to, the South-Eastern District, 
t6‘ which they more ‘ naturally belong, and their 24 
organisations have been deducted from the one list and 
added lo tlic other. Instead, therefore, of a loss of 17 
there is an actual gain of 7. The number of meetings held 
■ has bQ.en 100, or 10 more than i.n the, previous year, 
of which Mr. Hewlett has attended 74, besides 48 
on behalf of his colleaguVis. ' I n addition to this, 101 Com- 
mittee Meetings have made a heavy claim upon his time 
and energies. When his present charge was first en- 
trusted f.o him, he found many modifications of the exist- 
ing system to he essentially needful, afid tiie opportunities 
of conference with the ]ocal officers which these meetings 
afforded him were a valuable aid to him in . the attain- 
ment of jiis object. As organisation becomes more perfect 
their im})ortancc to hipa may not be so urgent, but at 
present he still considers them one of the most valuable 
means of promoting the inteifests pf the Society. Whilst 
the platform and the committee-room have been thus 
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utilized, the pulpit has not been neglefcted. Mr. Hewlett 
reports 17 sermons as having been preached by him, all 
of which helped to make the Sociity’s work known to 
numbers who from inability of* distaste d« not attend 
public meetings. In fifteen ihstance* collections Were 
made, which amounted in the, aggregate to a hundred 
guineas. Eight new Societiesdiave been formed, Jnd one 
is reported extinct, whose existence, how^ever, had ^rather 
been in shadow than in substance. ^ . , 

Two colporteurs are stitl emplgyed within tlie district, 
though theif Sales arc scarcely sufficient to gustily the 
expense incurred. Part of thoir.duty is to canvass for 
subscribers for Bibles on behalf of tfie Ladips’ Associations, 
and they have furnished the nanpes of 1,14^ persons who 
wished to avail themselves of this method of ])ro(!iiring 
the Scriptures. Speaking of the financial position of his 
district, Mo*. Hewlett observes : — . 


In regard to the Free Contributions, I can with much thankfuhless^ropo^t 
a healthy increase ; that ia, an increase not attribiital^le tcbany exceptional, 
circumstances, but diffused over nearly tlie whole ^distfict, aral mark- 
ing a largo proportion of the Societies in each county. Tftis statement 
applies only to the Metropolitan Districi proper. The Channel Islands 
show a decrease in ifco contributions amountiitg to more than*X‘100, and 
1 can only hope that Mr. J bobbins, to whoso, care they arc now entrusted, 
may be able next year to make a viry d’H’erent statement. 

TJie total Free Contributions from the disrt-ict, lududinfj the Tslnnds^ has 
been £b^V22i,2„2. Last year it was £*1,875,. J0« 10. This sliows an in- 
crease of £2*lGifllff4. If, however, Ave bd^e the Metropolitan District 
proper, by omitting from both years the Clianuel Mands, the rtjsult is 
’much more favourable. The an^oimt rocidved last j^ear was £l,.‘^59«8i,7. 
This year it has b(I?cn !jCl,f()9«lH0, showing an increase of £d41)«12«.5 ; • 
and several Societies are still going on with tlic j)ayinent of Bieir old 
hook debts. • •

Tlie statement of issues and payments shows a decrease in the number 
of copies to the extent of 3,522, but an increase in payments, on purchase 
account, of £370. 6 «4. Of this increase £115«G»10 is to the credit of 
the Channel Islands, the remainder, £254iil9«G, to that of the Metropolitan 
District.

In conclusion, it may be ^nermitted ino to express the sincere delight 
with which I think of the simplicitj/ of the work undertaken by the Society, 
and therefore of that comini trod to its repre.sentativcs. 

We live in the midst of a Babel of utterances from the various so-called 
* schools of thought.’ J\lost discordant are they, yet all agreeing in one 
‘thing — the coiitwniclious denial — virtual if not formal — of the absolute 
truth and authority ^of the Biblc.^ Divines denying Divinity ; philologists 
coolly as.sorting that a certain language was used in Egypt eight thousand 
five Jiuiidrcd years before the Christian era ; physiologists alfirming that 
a very small portion of rnmikind have sprung irom'Adam and Eve, if, 
indeed, •’Such personages ever, existed, or laboriously tracing the whole 
race to the monkey and the jolly fish ; iind in the lower clas.ses of society 
their leaders preaching and printing blatant blasphemies such as Paine 
and Voltaire never uttered : these and many such are asstiiling, more or 
less consciously, the truth of the Bible, and to the extent of their influence 
are niiderinining popular faith in its contents. It is no part of the duty 
of your District Secsetaries, as such, to refute these wretched teachings. 
-But in the simple circulation of the I’ook, not a little itromoted as it is by 
their labours, t!iey arp most effectually opposing and refuting the errors 
of the day. The Bible is its own best apologist, and the best antidote to 
all the hostile theories suggested either by that wisdom of the world which 
is foolishness vrith God, or ^l^y that malick)U.s wickedness which neither 
fears God nor regards man. Firmly convinced that* that Word is Truth, 
and will^ remain in uiidimmished majesty and power when the follies of 
^ the day and tlieir authors are alijtc forgotten, it’ in bur liappiness to go 
forth liopeful and trusting to the duties of another year. 

i ^ 

The Thames Churcl} Mission and the Bfitish and 
Foreign Sailors’ Society haVe again received a money 
grant, as well as a discount of 10 per cent, upon their sales, 
on condition that they each employ a colporteur, whose 
whole time sliall be given to the circulation of the Scrip- 
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tures among the crews of English arfd foreign ships that 
enter the port of London. It is perhaps taken too much for 
granted that because some sailors, wHen they come on shore 
after a long voyage, allow theit* light-hear^dness to get 
the better of their judgment,* and yield ’to temptations 
which degrade the 'man and bring dishoijour i^ion his 
profession, that therefore the^enerftlity of those'^who go 
down to the sea in ships and <lo business in great waters, 
have but little concern about the interests of their Inimor- 
tal souls. But this is far^from being the case.. There is 
no finer character than that of the hardy, hrfncsf, open- 
hearted sailor, trained to perfect discipline, and ever reSdy 
to imperil his own life so thUt Tie may but insure, the 
safety of the ship to which he belongs. Andnf any would 
question whether there arc amongst these, thoughtfVil and 
earnest men, willing to be guided l^y the law of God, and 
anxious t*o learn the way of salvation, the simple fact that 
the Thames Church Mission has in one year sold to such 
men 4,785 cojiies of the Scriptures, which have realisecj 
X'357'/6'/], is the best answer, that can ,be* given. The 
sales of the British and Foreign Sailors’ Society are more 
limited, hut these have amounted t^o 752 copies^ at a cost 
of £67. . . ^ 

The report of another jfcar’s work in the large and im- 
portant district entrusted tg tte care of Mr. Chafles 
Swallow does not yield any incidents of a striking charac- 
ter. He reports the number of Societies of which he has 
the supervision a^s amounting to 328, of which 164 have 
held jiublic meetings. Sir. Swallow has given ^lersonal 
attendance at 169 meetings* lJ-2 of Which have been in 
his oAvn district, and 57 in those of his colleagues. Ten 
new Societies have been formed, aftd none are rejKirtcd as 
extinct, thougll some are on the very brink of the grave. 
The Free Coutributions have amounted to £5,048 » 12//!,^ 
which is a decrease of £321//S//4 on those of the previous"* ‘ 
year. This deficiency, however*, is accounted for by the 
neglect of two, or three Soc^etie^ to remit before the close • 
of the year, and by the death of one of the treasurers 
just as the accounts were being ftiade up. This being the 
case, the loss is only apparent and temporary. The defi- 
ciency of the present* year will be in excess the year fol- 
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lowing. The issues of his district are thus referred to by 
Mr. Swallow: —

It will thus be seen that tkc •number of copies issued in 1871 was 
.slightly helow^ and Jhe Pur5ia& Account — the value of the books — 
slightly ahove^ tha average of the three years. An average circulation of 
109,000 copies per ftnnum must b6 looked upon as somewhat encouraging, 
ropresentirig, as it does, the- sale of a copy to every 32nd person of the 
population — men, women, and^childrcn included. 

There are five colport(!ur3 employed, whose joint sales 
have reached a total of 20,585 volumes. Independently 
of this, 'the, I'll U Top volunteers have, with their usual 
zeal and success, disposed of 4,037 copies. Mr. Swallow 
mentions one remarkahje fact in connection with the ex- 
tension. of elementary schools, which is the large demand 
that has sprung up for Bibles with maps. One bookseller, 
who has a sub-Depot of your Society, and has hitherto 
confined his sales to the books which it furnishes, has 
been obliged, in Order to meet the wants of his customers, 
to procure from the trade 2,000 Bibles wjth maps, which 
fie has sold at two shillings and ninepence per copy. 

Mr. Swallow cO’ucludes.hig -report with the following 
reference to the losses by death which the Society has 
sustained ■within his district": — » 


I mustp not conclude without referring, as I Ikiv^ done on former 
'^occasions, to the losses by death our Societies have sustained during the past 
year. The following names I be^ to record : — 

Sir Oswald Mosley, Bart., for •iifty ypars President of the Manchester 
Auxiliary. He was also President of tjie Tutbury Auxiliary, and presided 
at its meetings up to a comparatively recent period. 

William Allen, Esq., for many years President of the Cheadle Auxiliaiy, 
and a very warm friend of the Society. 

Rev. John H. Sharwood, Vicar of Walsall, and for twenty years Presi- 
dent of that Auxilifty. • 
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Geoige Baker, Esq.,* Secretary of the Butsltai Auxiliary fyc twenty- 
nine years. 

Ber. John Harrison, for 15 yeat^ Secretary of the Stafford Auxiliary. 

Mr. Joseph Lowndes, Secretary of the Wolstanton Branch for 32 years, 
and on the Committee of the Burslem Ahklliaiy for maqy years. 

All these I had known for many yetirs as our zealeus Mends, and the 
fact of their removal frojn one county in a sin^e year,*may well inspire 
the prayer, that I may be enabled Jx) prosecute with frc^ zeal the 
work entrusted to me — a work whici is inAeasing year by year, whose 
importance can scarcely be over-estimated, and whose results eternity 
alone will reveal. ■ '

The Revi fi. T. Birclf, whosh district nojv embraces 
Lincolnshire, Nottinghamshire„aud the Southern Diviaioii 
of Derbyshire, reports a persoftal attendance at, 149 
meetings, of which 118 were in the couniies superin- 
tended by himself and the remainder ift the fields of 
labour which his colleagues cultiv&te. He also had the 
opportunity of preaching 13 tinoibs for the Society, five 
of whichVere in the Isle of Man. Whether in each jor any 
of these instances a collection was given is not stated. 

Five new Societies have been formed, and Mr. Birch 
has held 15 juvenile meetings,* which he does’not wish to 
reckon as nejv Societies until the perseverance of the 
young people has been teste']. He reports 17 Societies 
as extinct, of which 5 were in Derby shii’e, 5 in Notting- 
hamshire, and 7 in Lincolnshire. * 

No fewer than 176 Societies from various causes liave 
held no meetings. It is quite true that if all wpuld be 
content to trace out for themselves the.information which 
the District Secretary is able to impart, and sub,scribe as 
liberally without a meeting as with, j a vast amount of 
labour and a very great outlay ‘might be saved. But ex- 
perience teaches that npt only is the sum collected after the 
meeting an item of some importance in the summaiy of 
receipts, but jthat the public meetuig, if judiciouely con- 
ducted, is one of the best nfeans of maintaining existing* - 
interest and reviving flagging^ energy, and that though a 
Society fnay have a nominal existence, yet, apart fropi 
this wholesome stimulus, il? soon droops and passes into 
decay. That there are exceptions to this rule, as to every 
other, there is no doubt,, but most frequently in these 
cases the success is due not to the breach of the rule, but

to the activity of sortie individual who combines all offices 
in his own person, and to a great extent stands in the 
stead of a District SecreVary,by communicating intelligence, 
exciting interest, and coHccting funds. In alluding to the 
general state of the district,* Mr. Birch says : — 

I cannot refrain I from offering i^iy tribute of respect and love to the 
memory of the late Kev. W. Spencer^ and stating that in those parts of his 
late district whicli I have visited he baa often been spoken of with great 
kindness. * 1 am sure that Ij^is genial manners, coupled with devotedness to 
his work, have eanacd indriy v'ho attended his Bible meetings to entertain 
very ‘ sunny mohiories ’ of theii; late District Secretary. 

^ • • 

Mr. Birch refers sub^craently and separately to the 
diffei'eiit counties superintended by him. Speaking of 
Nottingliamslfirf, he says :-t- 

I 

There are many encouraging circumstances connected with Nottingham- 
shire. In the first place I meet with much sympathy in the town of Not- 
tinghain, far more than Itdioyld Iiavc met with in any other tewn, either 
in my pnisent or iny late district. 

The clergy, with one or two exceptions, arc warm friends of our 
Society. ^jeveraUUave collections in their churches in aid of our cause. 
In some instau'Xss thty liave offoi^d me their pulpits, so that I might 
preach for our Society, opportunities which I always gladly embrace. 
One clergyman, the Kev. G. 'JJTright, said that the proceeds of his Bible 
meeting, vyhich 1 attended, were too small, iind added, * Come and give us 
' a sermm, and the collection will be be^cr.’ This I did, and the collec- 
tion pn the Sunday morning amounted to more than £5, which was so 
much extra, as we certainly should nrot have had it without the sermon. 
I have also been asked by other Nottingham clergymen to give Bible 
Society ad^fresses at their social gatherings, which I have occasionally been 
able to do, and always to very attentive audiences, especially wdicii 1 have 
spoken of our work aiftong the soldiers during the wij.r, and the Bible 
Society’s tivuniphal entry into Rome, and the printing and circulation of 
the Scriptures even in tlfo Eternal City !• T think that Nottingham offers 
many encouragements with respect to an imu'eased support of the Bible 
Society. Our devoted friend, Cqloncl Holden, the President of the 
Nottingham Auxiliary, held a Bible mcoti/ig in his residence, Nuttall 
Temple, last August, when the collection was £40. 

*' With reference to Derbyshire, Mr. Birch writes : — 

I have to report of this county aS usual, i,e. encouragingly ! ^ Our many 
friends are as devoted as ever, tnam^ a few instances. ^ 

At Duffield I held an important meeting, our President, Rowland 
Smith, Esq., in the chair. T, lluish, Esq., a barrister, is the new Secretary 
here, and takes great interest in our Society. The collection was £8, and 
our friends at Duffield think they can«'SGnd us £24 in subscriptions ere 
long. A month aft^r this meeting I was, owihg to the kind help of Mr. 
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and Mrs. Hoisb, able to*hold a juvenile one in>the same plaea^ and form 
an Association from which I expect substantial results. 

At Belper the subscriptions are collected by gentlemen who go ‘two 
and two.* I had a meeting here in the ^lessrs. Strutts’ schoolroom, 
liowland Smith, Esq., in the chair. -^iThis Belper JBranch sends us 
free. ^ 

At Ironville I was able to get a meeting in October, the first which has 
been held for many years. ^ ^ 

At Hulland 1 attended a large and>influentSal meeting. We' are greatly 
indebted to the Rector, Rev. Charles Evans, who keeps up the zeal of 
his people, and appears to infuse into them some cflf his own d(?V^oted love 
for the Bible Society. » ^ • 

The last place in my district t^ which I give a pa.ssi]ig notice is Darley 
near Matlock, as’T spent the last day of the old year there.. I preached for 
our Society on the 'morning of December^ ^llst, and held a Bible meeting 
in the evening — a meeting wliich was inudh better attended than it would 
have been had it been held on any other day, thus verifying the opinion 
of the Rector, Rev. D. Vaudrey, that a .Sunday meetin‘V Avould be a success. 
Thus I ended the old and began the new year in active work for our 
Society. ' •' 

The fiev. W. J. Edmonds reports .a diminished terri- 
tory and a lessened income. Worcestershire and Oxford- 
shire, wliich have hitherto been under his superintendence, 
now form a jiart of the West Midland Oistrict'j and he con- 
fines his attention to the five counties of Coimwall, Devon, 
Gloucester, Somerset, and Wilts. As, however, the ^ecretaiy 
of the West Midland Di drict did not receive his appoint- 
ment till the middle of the year, Mr. Edmonds has kindly 
continued to act as though the seven counties were still 
under his care. He has been able to give a personal atten- 
dance at 175 meetings, of which all but 40 were within the 
limits of hi^own district. Four new Societies ]iave been . 
formed, and only one is reported extiact. It is not needful 
to mention its name, but the following epitaph is I'ecordcd 
on its tomb : ‘ In life and deaith ifr was alike inglorious.’ 

It is evideirt that Mr. Edmonds has already acquired an 
intimate knowledge of his district, •and is most anxious to 
use it to the best advantage for the benefit of the Society.- ' 
He docs not hesitate to probe, wounds with a view to heal- 
ing thefn, or^to trace ouf symjltoms of disease and degay 
wherever they exist in tte hope of curing the sick and 
reviving the faint. Want of •method and of vigour seem 
to be the deficiencies yhich in some cases he has to 
lament, though in others he has much cause for gratitude. 
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Devonshire he speaks of as the bright s^ot in his district. 
There is an increase of i,146 in the Free Contributions 
received from the Aaiociations, which have, it may be, 
imbibed something of thvf liberal spirit of the clergyman 
who has gone to reside in <;hat county, and who, in addi- 
tion to large previous donations, has within the past year 
contributed i,’l,'G00 to*pronlpte thg sale of the Bible in 
Roman Catholic countries at, a moderate price. The fol- 
lowing are some 'of. the remarks which Mr. Edmonds 

makes ‘concerning. Corntvall : — 

* • 

The Auxiliaries in Cornwall have not borne as much fruit as I hoped 
they Would. A year or two ago< tine west of Cornwall was depressed and 
gloomy ; it is now feverish vrifei excitement. Many causes are at work 
which would acc;punt'for a decline in the contributions: before long 
something will have' to be done to remodel the County Auxiliary. It 
' is very soothing and comforting to notice the devotion and perseverance 
of some of our fi icnds. At talmouth, for instance, which only ranks on 
our books as a Branch, the Jjadies’ Association has held its monthly 
meetings without a breiOc ar interval for 52 years, with one single 
exception.^ At the last Annual Mecfing of the iWancli, for the first time 
for^half a century the Rector of the parisii took the chair. 

We have' lost jfi thp Falmouth ^Pranch a warm friend, Miss Caroline 
Fox, the giiled ^daughter of a gifted father, one of a family who have 
known how to unite the best things of this lower world with the best 
hoj)es for the^'world to come.' I have often lieard this combination of 
qualities depreciated as wrong in pieory, but whoever has been permitted 
^to know— even a little — some of the Fok[‘s of Falmouth, must have seen 
that it was beautifully right in practice, and that the East was not tho 
only place where wise men could be Ibund with rich treasures of know- 
ledge and of material wealth opened and laid at the Saviour’s feet. 

After alluding to 'the hearty support given tp the Society 
by the Biehops of Exeter, and (iloucester and Bristol, in 
their respective diofceses, a. fact from which he augurs 
well for the future prosperity of his work, Mr. Edmonds 
thus concludes a very able and interesting report : — 

I can only sjiy that if financially it has been wdth me an unsuccessful 
veor, yet I have laboured to make ifa otherwise. Still iias the subject 
brought its own freshness and made the task of speaking a labour of love. 
For though in these busy days th?rc are many" claims upon Christian 
cner^, and the causes which ask ohr help are many of them of the highest 
value, ours has a charm peculiarly its own, and if a man has the charity 
which makes him love his fellows apd love to work with them, and could 
speak with the tongues of men and of angels, he might well say of the work 
of pleading for our Society, as his mind is* refreshed by the words of the 
Book, * There is noneflike iJiat ; give it me.’

The district occupied by the Rev. 'George Robbins is a 
very extensive one, embracing Berkshire, Dorsetshire, 
Hampshire, Sussex, such pbrtions 6f Kent and Surrey as 
are outside the 12-mile radius fr6!d the General Post Office, 
and the Channel Islands. Tlfese corabintd yield a total 
of 435 Societies, o# which 274 have held pjablic meetings, 
at 125 of which Mr. Rebbins%^as given a personal attend- 
ance, in addition to which he has taken 24 meetings 
in the districts of his colleagues. • Tne number would 
have been far greater hj},d not^ an imjiortant domestic 
engagement; necessitated a temporary absence^ the reason- 
ableness of which the Committee were most willirij to 
acknowledge. Eight new Socifities ha been formed, and 
death is not reported to havg carried offi any of the old. 
The Free Contributions of the district arc slightly less* 
this year than the previous one, ifut in so large a sum as 
£6,130 there will be slight valuations from time tq time 
of one or two hundred pounds, cither below or above the 
general average — which are of no great importance. In 
some cases old and tried friends pass aw^iy,*jmd ^Vith them 
the mainspring of influence and action is lost also; in 
others o])inions have gained grojind entirely •opposed to 
the principles on which the Gecifty is^ founded, and in such 
localities it is difficult tl proinpte cordial co-operation or* 
to maintain the unity of the. Spirit in the bond of peace. 

Mr. Robbins, however, is not disposed to yield any 
ground which can possibly be retained, and* he thus 
describes his efforts both to revive existing organisations 
and to formlresh 'ones : — • * . 

Practical efforts have in differe'ht flaccs^ been put forth to revive the 
interest felt in our good and great cause. In Tunbridge Wells and in 
Southampton — each of thdhi centres of much influence — I have been 
enabled, for the •first time, to get a sermon preached on our behalf; and 
this I believe will now be the case every ye^r. At Kcading M^ry recently 
an influential meeting was held, c^ivcncd by circular, to take measur3%^ 
more efficiently to aid a Society which formerly had an important position 
in the town. It was generally felt at-tW meeting, that, not only because of 
the great incre^e in the popiilation, Qut because in Eeading was forgied 
the first of the many Auxiliaries now existing in the country in connection 
with the Parent Society, very much yore should be done to promote its 
interests. 

I have striven to the utmost of my power to increase the number of our 
juvenile helpers, and lo(A: back with much satisfaction and gratitude to 
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this part of my work. The ‘ Gleanings,’ prepared especially for them, 
has much aided me, and I find they are increasingly popular. As often as I 
have been able, I have delivered a lecture on the ‘Bible and the Bible 
Sr)ciety,’ illustrated with the views prepared by Messrs. Newton and Co. 
uj)on the subject, This has ‘oA&bled me to reach many who by other 
moans could not bo 'gained. • 

The new Societies formed, give promise, more ^r less, of yielding much 
profit, Pulbcrougli in Sussev an inaugural meeting was held in 

March last, and much interck was inanifestcd in the work of the Society. 
Tliat the entire ])iirish might be br-tter reached, tlie Rector has arranged 
tliat the jinniversary shall jie held on a Sunday night. In parishes where 
there is- no evening service, I Chink such a i)racticc might oftener be carried 
out, and would", 1 am confident, tend to make the Bilile Society become 
better known, and, as a result, be more warmly supportc'd. At tlie Pul- 
boroilgh meeting I met a Iricnd.who earnestly desired that I should visit a 
neighbouring village and enddivcsir to establish an agency in its midst, 
lie lias fitted ujj a Uirn in which, at a time when the jiarish cliuirh is 
closed, a service is Ih'ld. I did noigo for three montlis; but at once a box 
' was placcll in the barn, and when it was emi)tied, at the close of the meet- 
ing, a considerable amount was-fouiul in it ; and tJiis, in addition to a liberal 
collection, made an onconraginl* beginning of the Auxiliary. The proceeds 
of the*box ibr every llirbo iifontlis is devoted to some sjiecial object, and 
the Bibift Society’s (;laim is to ]>e regarded (jvory year, ’flie meeting was 
V(ji’y largely af tended, and prove<l to be most refi’eshing and profitable. 
Collecting boxes '\V(^^(^ taken, and niy ay)peal for annual subscriptions was 
not made in vhin. ‘T found Christ in this barn, and He is now very 
precious to mo, and I want to do something to show my love to Him,’ sjiid 
a young womhn who fills a siti ation in the house of a nobleman near; she 
expressed her desire to give 5s. a quarter. A girl of 15 years of age said 
* in eirecc the same to me, and became y, weekly subscriber. Since the 
iiK etittg held in July, fifteen pounds’ worth of liibles have been sold in the 
locality. An aged Christian is devoting himself to the sale. Another 
result of the gathering Avas the establishment of an Auxiliary in tlie 
neighbouring town of \Steyning. I have thus been enabled to introduce 
the Society into a locally Avherc for some miles we havo not yet had an 
Apsociation. At the close of 1870, with the assistaiice of o‘ar valued friend 
the Rev. IVt Brock of Bishop’s Waltiiain, an Association was formed at 
Cosham and Wyuicring, parishes lyitorious from the ritualistic practices 
which are carried on in them'. At the anniversary meeting recently held, 
tlio record of eight months of work was given, for it was not practicable 
at first fully to organise the Society. I was not presert, but in a local 
paper there is this report: ‘ Wo cannot omit to record the remarkable and 
^^encouraging progress that the' cause of this great and* truly catholic Society 
^**has made in the parish. It appears Ibat there arc no less than 151 sub- 
scribers to its funds ; 86 copies of the Holy Scriptures have already been 
sold and distributed by the newly -termed Ladies’ Association at Cosham, 
'and 31 copies more are being subscribed for by the inhabitants of the dis- 
trict. The effects of this work will outlive the sayings and doings of those 
men who, whether as sceptics or ministers of religion, assail and disparage 
the Sacred Volume. Wo think that the Committee of this Society in 
J.ondoii has abmu^nt cause for satis&ctioii in having such diligent and 
loving workers engaged in tlieir honourable service iu this Auxiliary.’ 
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The obituary this district contains the ndmes of 
several who have been staunch friends of the Society, 
and whose vacant places will not Easily be filled. The 

value of their past services is tlm# referred Jo : — 

• • 

It is 'with sorrow, though with gratitude to llfni, ‘ with whom do live 
the spirits of them that •depart hcnc^ in the Lord,’ /or tlie ffnacc and 
mercy vouchsafed unto them,, that 1 ^lake njfcniion of the dccffii of some 
old and valued friends in this district^ Full of years, the J^ev, E. Sandys- 
Imm.^daine was called not long since to his rest, havir^j had, I believe, a Bible 
meeting without intermission for more than sixty^ears in his parish. The 
Kcv. J. Gore, who both in Wiiidfj^ir, w*lier<^ he hold'll miiif)r canonry, and 
in his parish in^B^rkshirc, laboured earnestly to yiromoto th^ interests oftlie 
Bible Society, recently, after some niout^isjof suirering, Avas called h#iwe to 
enjoy the heaven he Avas seen to be so pganffestly ripening for. The Kev. 
]\Iark Cooper, to the regret of all AA^ho kiieAV him, a^t(*r a long aiuMisefiil 
career in the CJiurcli of Christ, has entered upon the rjAv.trd (rod promises 
to those Avho are faithful unto dcatli. In public and private htfgave the • 
liiblo Society his active and zealous support^ formerly, Avhen his strength 
permitted, he ^L^uontly and earnestly advocated its claims, and in 
Southampton, Avliere he last laboured, our i^^nxifiaiy Avas much iiulcbted 
to him. In October, at the ripe age of 85 years, Mr. F. W.»Cobb of 
INIargale closed a career of singular consistency and usdiilness. The local 
papers said of him that to write his life- history woulil be Ip Avrite tfio 
histoiy of Margate for the last sixty ydhrs, so inlimStcly fi#i(l his life been 
mixed up Avith every movement connected Avitli its i)rogj‘oss, Avoll-being, 
and advano(;ment)! His name Avas idonti%;d Avith nearly •all the great 
charities of the country, and a. ith inapy on the Continent as avoII. Such 
men have ever been found the jpatrons of the Bible Sucioty, and for very • 
many years our Iricnd acted as the ti^asurer of the local Au:^iary. 
Thoroughly symyialhising Avith its cjftholicity and simplicity, he laboured 
diligently, though unostentatiously, on its behalf 

m 

The Rev. D. Le^wis, whose exjensivo district in- 
cludes NortB and* South Wales, the three copnties of ^ 
Herefordshire, Monmouthshire, and -Shropshire, besides 
the Cambrian Societies in English towns, has furnished 
a report which records a year of ‘very arduous toil in the 
Society's service. The labour indeed involved in the 
visitation of many Societies, coA»ering so largo, an area, 
and not always very easy <3f access, is far too great for* * 
any one man, however stroqg, to endure continuously. 
The Commitl^e are quite* ^ons(Sous of this, and are most, 
anxious to meet with a suitable person to share the 
responsibility with Mr. Lewis.* The qualifications, how- 
ever, for the post of a District Secretary are not always 
easy to find in combination, and in the case of Wales 
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there is superadded* the difficulty of finding a bi-linguist, 
one who can speak equally well in the English and 
Welsh languages. The Great Husbandman has hitherto 
n^ver failed to find labourers for the ingathering of His 
own harvest, and Lewis is so convinced that in God’s 
time, which is ever the best, the righf, man will be found, 
that he' cheerfully bears tfip extrjjk burden until relieved 
of it by the Master’s hand. , The public meetings attended 
by him have amdunted to 163, of which 154 have been in 
his own district and ‘9 in those of his colleagues. In 
additioli to^this, he has advocated the claims of the Society 
from- the pulpit on 64 (Jifferent occasions, making a total 
of 2^7 public engagements during the year. Within the 
same period# 9., new Societies have been formed, raising 

• the total number to 528. * The large proportion of 417 of 
these have held meetirigs, which have been attended either 
by the officers of J-,lie Society or some accredited visitor, 
while 39 more have collected their friends and imparted 
to them tlie needful information independently of such 
extraneous help., The visitation of the Cambrian Societies 
in London, ^Jirmingham, Liverpool, Manchester, Chester, 
Shrewsbury, and Oswestry has also this year devolved 
wholly ..upon Mr. Lewis. , This involves labour almost 

’ equal* to the care of another CQ-inty, but Mr. Lewis finds 
his reward in the fact that, the contribution from these 
Societies has during the past year been larger than ever, 
and has,amounted to £811'/16//5. He states that wherever 
Welshmen migrate, they carry with them an undying love 

, for the Society, which is not slbw to "express itself 
in liberal help. The spirit of, fervent zeal and humble 
dependence on God in which Mr. Lewis discharges his 
arduous duties will be best gatheredJroin his own words : — 

It is unnecessary for me to inform you with what a heavy sense of re- 
sponsibilit} I commenced this year’s work. The fact of succeeding a man 
so eminently qualified to perlorra tlib multifarious duties of the position, 
was of itself sufficient to fill me with diffidence. I was then also seriously 
apprehensive that the Society wpAld suffer to a much larger eoettnt than 

• hao happily been the case, by thvj retirement of many personal friends of 
Dr. Phillips from the active duties of their several Branches and 
Auxiliaries. 

The magnitude of the work, so fraught with difficulty, made me deeply 
sensible of my own insufficiency, and 1 hope that I realized the excellence 
of the Psalmist’s counsel — ‘ Commit thy way unto the Lord ; trust also in 
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Him, and He shall brin§ it to pass/ I can now* survey the operations of 
the past year with feelings of the most devout gratitude to Almighty God, 
that He has not suffered the position of the Society to retrograde under 
my hands. It is with the deepest liumility 1 say it, that, contrary to all 
expectation, the contributions to the fundl^of the Society from my district 
are larger this year than last by £27 G. • , 

I feel that the crisis is past, that the crucial period bf transition has 
gone satisfactorily by, anil that we arc^ entered upon atareer of progress, 
which, under the Divine blessing, canfcot easily be arrested until the great 
mission of the Society is accomplished. ^ 

The table of receipts siiul issuosr’giveii an income* from 
this one dii^rict of £7,007, and la, circulatioi^ of* 60,732 
volumes. Th*c latter shoAVS an increase of 4,811 copies. 
Wales has often supplied tha 'Christian Church jvith 
bright examples of self-denying liberality.. Mr. Lewis 
furnishes one more such, which he records in the hope 
that it may be imitated ^ 

It is my pleasing duty to call your attention an instance of genuine 
enthusiasm for the great work wo have in hand. A lew weeks ago a 
Welshman died, aged eighty-four. Under his will the Bible Society will 
receive the handsome sum of i?2,00(), probably more ; *and a like sum is 
bequeathed to the WoUh Calvinist ic Methodists, the regions body to 
which lie belonged. With ilu‘ exception of a few trifling legacies to distant 
relatives and friends, these two he<]uests conmrisecl the whole»of his pro- 
perty. It is esfcimat(*d that his previous coiiftibutions to the funds of the 
Society during his lifetime must have o^oc^ded .iil,000. He lived almost 
penuriously in very humble lodgirjej.s, for wl^ich lie paid about six shiH/ngs 
per week ; and tliu only article of valpe lielonging to him was his watch 
and chain. Here appeal s to be a man who bad indeed cast into the Divine 
treasur}'^ ‘ all that he had, even all his living.’ Ife .seems to ha^o denied 
himself everything but the tikt(3 *necess{iries of life, in order to devote all 
tliat lie had to promote the ellicioucy and usefulftess of the two great 
institutions to whol^c inlluflnco lie attributed the spiritual prosperity of his 
fellow-countrymen. ^ « 

What a no bio example of sclf-dcn}fing* liberality ! IIow the ordinary 
efforts of our supporters pale in the light of sucli Christian heroism 
as this ! • * * 

• 

The district to Avbicb the llev. W. Major Pailll has 
recently been appointed embraces the counties of Bucking- 
ham, Leicester, Northampton, Ojcibrd, Rutland, Warwick, 
and Wor(5ester. As it AA^aS ^uot ftill the 7th of August* 
that he undertoSk the responsibility, bis experience is yet 
limited and his knoAvledge imperfect. He has, however, 
devoted himself with much zeal and energy to the dis- 
charge of his important duties, and has attended 59 public 
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meetings, of •tvliich 84 were within the' limits of his own 
district. He reports having foimd 328 Societies in 
existence, to which he addra seven during the year, 
whilst one became extinct. The number of meetings 
held has amounted to 179, of which 134 have been at- 
tended by some of the officers of the (Society. Two col- 
porteurs"' are employed in'; the district, one at Banbufy 
and the other at Lutterworth. One of these has sold 512 
copies, and the obiter 2,098. 

Tlie few dosing words of Mr. Pauli’s report will show 
how heartily he already identifies hiraselfi with the in- 
terests of the Society, a,nd how earnestly he purposes to 
labour in its behalf : — " 

I would, in conc^iision, simply <idd that, so fiir as my limited experience 
enables ifie to jud^e, the work to whicli yon have called me is one into 
which I can throw my whoX» enorai»^s, with the most perfect assuran<’e 
that it is pre-eminently the vork of God. The more 1 have studied the 
principles of the Societj, lU history, inodes of operation, and results, the 
stronger^ lias become my attaehmeni t. it, and the i jrc confident my 
lydvocacy of its claims; while tlu* j)]<*asant anticipa lons with which I 
entered upon my duties have been more than realised in their actual 
disclinrffo. ‘ 

The la.st district to which it is needful to call attention 
is that .of the Eastern Counties, comprisitig Bedford, Cam- 
bridge, Htuitingdori, Sufolk, a^ d such parts of Essex and 
Hertfordshire as are outride a radius of 1 2 miles fi’om the 
General Post Office. 

The Kev. C. de Boinvillc is its recently appointed 
Secretary, and though a reiy short period indeed has 
felapsed .since he was confirmei in his? official relationship 
to tlie Society, ycfr'the tone .and spirit of the few observa- 
tions with which he has recordcti his limited experience, 
and tlic manner in which'he has sought to redeem the 
time and to quicken the energies of those with whom he 
has be^n brought into contact, prove that he is no novice 
in the Lord’s work. For twtoty years he hali laboured ear- 
nestly in France, and sought to make known the glorious 
Gospel to the people living ip that land pf frivolity and 
darkness. Being, however, driven out by the war, he 
came to England, and his sympathies from various circum- 
stances being very much drawij, towards the Bible Society, 
he placed his services unreservedly^at the disposal of the 
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Committee for any employment which'they might be pl|sased^ 
to offer him. The somewhat sudden death of Mr. Spencer 
having caused a vacancy in the staff of District Secretaries, 
Mr. de Boinville was invited +p’d{>orarily to occupy the post, 
and So heai+ilv did he thro\. ‘himself into jthe work, and 
so successfully didih. p^’ornotf the interests of tl|p Society, 
that afte the lapse of a fe’ . month the Committee entered 
into a permanent eiigagemem with Imn, which resulted in 
his occupying as J^istri ;t SeCi ia */• the counties now 
embraced in his report. JTht wgrds 'wifli which .he com- 
mences it %i]?e far from being words of mohe forg^and 
ceremony, when he states that*h« regards his official con- 
nection with the Society as thelughcst honour, "as it Is the 
greatest happiness of his life. .The number of Soqjeties in^ 
actual existenc'' now amounts to 338 ; of these 180 have * < 
held public meetings, 58 of whiqp were attended by Mr. 
de Boil '^Ic i i the last three mopths of the year.* He 
reports the formation of five new Societies, hut hd wisely 
declines pronouncing .-my extinct, as he find^ some spring- 
ing up into new life and vigour which for years had ap- 
peared almost inanimate. On one point — viz. the use of 
translations from the Vulgate in K«n an Catholic countries, 
his testimoiiv is most valuab ? cai ..cqpunt of his large ex-« 
perience -ind intiu.ate kncJwlcdgciof the subject. He ia3fers 
to it in the following observations, a. id +hen concludes with 
some interesting facts, which he had gathered by the way, 
bearing upon the interests of the Society: — 

• * • 

Many of the nftetingsliave been to ne of a deeply interestiilg character, ‘ 
and nowhere have wo been troubled by the slightest want of harmony. 

In private conversation I have indeed fSiind that the version question has 
agitated and perplexed some minds, troubling them with vague and un- 
defined doubts, wliich may ftequontly be removed by further information 
on the subject. These doubts seem to me to arise generally from three 
causes — let, Ignorance of facts ; 2nd, Ignoramce of the foroigif idiom, at 
least as far as tlfe French is concerned ; 3rd, Ignorance of the religious * 
state of tlie French people. On the latter point, had we time to devote to 
it, I should have much to say. ,I hawe been able to assure very many, 
from persoAal experience, that thosqwho S(.igmatizc tlie British and Foreign ’ 
Bible Society as Mittle better than a Popish propaganda’ are themselves 
most assuredly, though I would feign hppe quite unconsciously, abetting 
the evil designs of the priests and the Popish party, who hate and fear the 
Sacy version fully as much as — yoB., more than—- any Protestant version. 

In public we have been jftrmitted to sow in peace, and many circumstances 
have occurred to rejoice me as a beginner. Amongst our old friends at Dun- 

z2 
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mow, at W^isbeach— naj, everywhere — I have seen strong attachment to th& 
principles of the Society, and small meetings have sometimes been the 
most successful. At Colchcslcr, owing <very much to the exertions of the 
Kev. A. H. Kumboll, you might J^ave seen handbills announcing, on tlia 
stime sheet, sermo/is to be prcachpd on the same day in four of the 
churches and four. of the i^onconformist places of worship in the town, to 
be followed by two Jiioctings on the Monday. gentleman gave as his^ 
contribution' £tiO. At Woodbridgei'^^a clergyman brought £3«5m0, the 
produce of skimmed milk, sold cheap to the poor of the parish. At 
Wickham Brook a little « errand boy brought his sixty-four farthings, and 
a poor cobbler C/6 in a mbn^y-box, all in pence saved every week. At 
Cambridge a poor old 'woman from an almshouse, bearing an excellent 
character, place^ in the collection £5, s.^vcd from the earnings of her 
youthf.:!. days. At Belstead near Ipswich I held an ext!*a meeting at a 
well-known lad ies\ school. FoiHgr.ers were present. I was reciuested to 
address the meeting iv French, and spoke in that language lor an hour to^ 
a very attentive ftudicnco, and a friend contributed £5 to the support of 
our good ^ork. At Stow market, notwithstanding the recent calamity, the 
collection was more than dou^'led. At Hertford an extra mooting was 
attended by the Bev. B. Molfiit. (ireat interest was excited, and one 
genllemaii contributed l!U)0. At BiMllbrd the Karl of Shaftesbury pre- 
sided at V. meeting of tlio juvenile a^^sociation, and *‘1,000 persons were 
present. At Tlictlord we were unfortunately deprived of the presence of 
the Prince Maharajah Diilecp Si ugh; the weather was very unfavourable, 
but the meeting- Vas good, and the i.nnouncemcnt that the Prince’s name’ 
was added to the list of Vice-Presidents of the Socitjty was rocieived witli 
applause, as was also the cheering fact that two colporteurs, employed by 
two gentlemen of the town, had sold 1,474 copies of Holy Scripture. At 
‘Luton ii^Irs. Vieweg, foreign i)Iait dealer, has, by placing Billies and 
Testaments in her window, been successful in sellingabout 2,000 copies*. 
At the public meeting held in tha*^ town, very touching allusion was 
made to the words which Ilis Boyal Highness the Prince of Wales had 
spoken at ^jie laying of the foundation stone of the Bible Society House, 
and earnest prayers w’ere olFered to the God of the Bible in behalf of the 
Prince, wlio then lay daf'gorously ill at Sandringham.^ 

With faCtS like these, wdiich I might easily multifdy, I cannot but 
believe that God’s peopli in this count/ v arc still prepai-cd to carry on 
this great work, and that our, noble Society is still destined to glorify our 
Heavenly Father by bearing much fruit. 


Xothipg can be more pleasing than to see a vigorous 
• old age devoted to the last to the Master’..' service, not 
weary of well-doing or impatient of delay, but waiting on 
the Lord for a renewal of^strength, and seeming to reflect 
on the work with which it is' occupied the bright light 
of a Heavenly Father’s countenance. Those who know 
the county of Norfolk wifl not need to have a name ap- 
pended to the above portrait.- The friend of all, the 
profitable compaftion of all, and yet the willing servant of 
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nil, is widely known, and, it might bfe added, widely loved, 
throughout liis district. For 33 years the county of 
Norfolk has been under the •superiiAendence of Mr. Samuel 
Wipeman, and, though now verging upon §ighty, he still 
retains much of the elasticity *&nd vigpurof former years. 

Mr. Wiseman has attended 178 meetings during the 
past year, 172 in Norfolk an^ 6 in»the county of Suffolk. 

The Norfolk and Norwich Auxiliary Report for the 
year ending October 1871 shows i€l,661//16//2 has 
been raised in Free Contributions during this period, and 
the Auxiliary has remitted to the Parent So^ty,' after the 
payment of the expenses of local agency, the i)ep^^E^ &c., 
the sum of .£l,090//4v0. Mr. ’W^scmai^ stages: — . 

I think I may rr^iorf, without fear of saying anytliirig hoyond the sober 
truth, that our anniversary meetings have been generally spiritual and* ^ 
heavenly, in their tone and influence. ^ 

The presence and power of God havcf in many instances been mo.st 
distinct aftd delightful/ On many such (fccasions, I have been* deeply 
Kcnsiblo that Divine heif) ha.s been graciously given to enable me to jjlace 
before the friends the facts and claims of the great viork, and I have fclt 
fissured that the Great Master has been in the irydst*f)^ us, "to make Ilis 
power knoAvn and f'elt Iw those who had come to hear of the advancement 
of llis Truth in the earth.

The Committee desire ouco more Jo tender their most 
•cordial thanks to those iftauy frjciids wlio, as far as their 
other engagements ])crmit,. have been willing to 'place 
their services at the disposal of the Secretaries for Depu- 
tation work, 'I’hcy ha#^e often afforded most * valuable 
aid, when circumstances rendered it. impossible for the 
District Secretaire’s to meet all the engageraents which • 
pressed uj)on tliem, and* thqjr willtiig advocacy of the 
Society’s claims lias been pi’oducfivc of good in various 
ways. It has served to enlist the’sympathies of some who, , 
it may be, blit for the converse which they were thus 
enabled to bold on the subject ■\fith men of them own^. 
communion, would never have been induced to co-oj)erate 
in the great work of S^riptufe distribution; and may it 
not be hoped *that it has aleo been the means of refreshing- 
their own souls and extending the sphere of their own 
usefulness?

The Domestic Bible and Female Mission’’ still pursues 
. its course of usefulness with unabated vigour, under the 
manjigement of its able superintendent. It is difficult to 
conceive of a work more urgently required by the neces- 
sities of our great metropolis, or more suited to the wants 
of those' with whom its agents are brought into contact, 
than that to which this Society addresses ^tself with so 
much zead and perseverance. F«iw but those who take the 
pains to search out Ihe misery dud suffering, the ignorance 
and ungodliness which abound among the jX)or of London, 
are aware to what an extent these 'evils prevail. Amidst 
all the wealth and splendour and lavish expenditure which 
characterise a large prbportiop of its inhabitants, there are 
to be found those whose condition is little better than that of 
the beasts that perish, aijid whc', if not sought put with 
kindness and rescued with a firm yet gentle'^hand from the 
paths of the destroyer, would go down to the gi’ave in a 
Christian land without ever hearing the name of Christ, 
or knowing anything of the blessings of His great salva- 
tiom It is amdhg such as these that the Bible Women 
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labour, seeking to make the Bible and the knowledge of 
its saving and sanctifying truths the first object of their 
mission, and by the power* of the*W^ord of God to raise 
the very outcasts of society froiH the low state of degrada- 
tion in which they are sunk. I'he total number of Bibles 
which have been subscribed^ for by small weekly pay- 
ments have amounted "to 6,830 cdpies, and the sum re- 
ceived for them to X^937. *. Many mgtances might be 
adduced, did the limits of this ^Gport permit, of the 
effects produced in families anfl in irfdividuals by the 
shming of fiife light of Divine Truth into da^jk hearts^ and 
into the dark dens of misery •g.nd vice. , Some, “when 
asked to subscribe for a Bible, and tejd that it is the 
Book of God containing a message of mfjr^y from Him, 
have replied, ‘ That is what I want to know, wTiat God * 
does say;’ whilst others, when th^ Book has been read to 
them, have exclaimed, ‘ I must hiavtf that Book a* my 
own, it seems to contain exactly what suits me.’ • 

The following history of a stolen Bible, is a sti’ilcing 
testimony to the freeness of Divine graoe and the power 
of the ^Vord of God imder the teaching of the Holy 
Spirit : — * • * 

. * • 

Mrs. M. called one day on aj neighbor r to enjoy a friendly chat, and* 
while in the liouse the temptation came t)ver her to rob her friends She 
espied an old book upon a shelf, aitd the neighbour’s back being tiu:ned, 
she managed to conceal it under her shawl and bring it away, intending 
to sell it. She was liastening Rewards an old bodkbtall for tfti.s purpose 
when she met her husband returning from his wo^k. This obliged her to 
go home as she iaad*the*kcy of her door, and being occupied with him fill 
the evening she relinquished at that moment her intention oT selling the 
book. • . , 

The next morning she was tempted tO look into it, and was so 
much interested by the na^jrative she read tliat she continued to read 
on, chapter after ^chapter, and did this again and again. She kept the ‘ 
book some months, and at last it so convinced her of her sin that she 
went to her neighbour and confessed the rolfbery, restoring tlie Bible and^ 
offering to pay five shillings for ifs use, saying it w-as worth i,500 to 
her for the good it had done her soul. • The neighbour refused the five 
shillings, saying she was amply repaid* fcr the loss by the good work the 
Lord had wrouglffc by means of hdr missing book. * ' 

Thus is it that God at tinfts even converts the sin of 
man into a blessing upon his soul, and from the discordant 
notes of man's ungodliness produces the melody of praise 
to the glory of his own grace.

The Hibernian JBiWe Society still continues its course of 
usefulness, and seeks to the^utniost of its power to extend 
the knoAvleclge of God's Trutii to that large and intelligent 
though eccentric rommunity'by which Ireland is peopled. 
If evQr righteousness and peace are to prevail in that 
land the WOrd of God must hai'c free course therein and 
be glorifiedj. and an Institution which seeks to circulate 
the Scriptures, among alj ciasscs, and especially to supply 
them to the schools in Avhich the poor are educated, well 
deserves the * siij)port of all who feel an interest in the 
extension of the Red(^einer's Kingdom. 'J'he report of 
this Society for the prose ;.’t year lias not yet been received, 
but from the absfratj. whicli was read at the annual 
meeting, held in Dublin on April 18, and presided over 
by His Grace the Lord Driinato, it appears that the issues 
have amdunted to 76,347 coines, raising the total since 
the commencement of the Society’s operations to three 
millions s'even hundred and forty-four thousand and 
. fifty-e^ght copies. .The income has been somewhat less 
than,, in the previous year, but exceptionable circum- 
stances are said to account for the diminution. Though 
the Hibernian IJible Society chiefly limits its action to the 
home wbrk, it yet manifests its sympathy with the wants 
of the whole world- by contributing the sum of £500 to 
the funds of the British and Foreign Bible Society. This 
enables its members' 'to feeLthaf they have a share in the 
cultivation of every field in which the good seed of God’s 
Word is being sown, and that a ‘bond of union exists 
between the two Societies which imparts strength and 
, encouragement to each, and ,which, w'hilst abiding to the 
resources of the one, tends to develop the generous spirit 
and Christian feeling of thie other 
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’ » *. * 

The National Bible Society of Scotfend k another of 

those Institutions ■\thich clain^ attention when recording 
the efforts which have been fhade to circulate the Scrip- 
tures in all lands. The past year is the eleventh of its 
union with the other Societies of* Scotland, and the 
gradual increase of its sesourcas and "extension of its 
issues must loe most gratifying to all its suppbrters.^.. Its 
free income has risen within tlfp,f*])eriod fram £3,881 to 
£11, .586, its receipts for Scriptures from £4,006 to 
£10,3.55, and its issues from 103,(510 cojxes to 4^)5,591. 
The foreign operations of this Society have been much 
enlarged, and are gradually being tcxtcncled to every por- 
tion of the known world. Ten yewrs* ago Scotland ■pro- 
vided one single Colporteur for France; now it pays thirty. 
The number of Italian labourers has been doubltyl, many 
of the countries of Europe arc "now visited b^«its agents, 
whilst in Asia, Africa, America, and Australia its 
name is bcconiing familiar, and its work is producing 
beneficial results. The fijllowing scjitcnces with* which 
the Report concludes giv^ e\’idcKcc of an c.arncst dasire 
for a yet larger measure of Access, as well as of entire 
de{)endence upon Cod for. that blessing ,Avhich can alone 
enlighten and sanctify tl/e souls of those to Avh’om the 

Word of God ig sent * * .

Cheered and slimulated by this yctrospcct, tliaJ.')irectors address thcin- 
Rclvcs afresh to their duties, coninTcntftng tjie Society to tlie renewed 
sympathy of Scottisli Christians, and to the blessing of Him who Iiatli 
already so abundantly crowndtl its efforts, and on whom alone their hopes 
depend. May it gd forward to the Avork of each succeeding year with 
more heartfelt thanksgiving, in fuller assnrance#of failli, Avith mo}«3 earnest 
prayer, and more flbounding liberalit)^ till the day daAvn Avhen the written * 
Word shall be translated into every tongue, treasured in every homo, read 
by every eye, and when the Word^ Incauiate Avho is enshrined within it, 
shall live ancl rcign^n every heart 1^5 • 
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The termination of aity period of responsibility which has 
devolve^ upon the Christian, in (tonnection with his 
Heavenly Master’s service, 'ought' ever to lead to serious 
inquiry and prayerful meditation, and the solemn injunc- 
tion which the ApOstlo gives when speaking of the great 
consummation of all thmgs, ‘Be ye therefore sober and 
watfh unto'' prayer’ may not inappropsiately apply to the 
close of anoi,her year oif .’arduous labour in the cause of 
Scripture circulation ; the conclusion of another of those 
recordj which* tell of large opportunities, and extensive 
means, and abounding^mercy. Sobriety of thought is ever 
a wholesome atmospbae to breathe, and watchfulness 
unto prayer both seek*s iho counsel of a loving Father and 
follows ill the steps of His gracious guidance. To work 
tinder such .ihfluences as these should be our constant 
aim, and to'realfsc their power will ever be our greatest 
happiness. And if these weighty words of the Apostle 
contain a caution applicable to all times, when the account 
of any stewardship* must be g\ven up, more especially do 
we .need their admonition in oOr festive seasons and days 
of rejoicing. We are met" together this day to tell of 
God’s goodness,, to celebrate -fresh triumphs of Divine 
grace and truth over human igiiorance and Satanic power, 
to note some fur'ther progress in the onw^ird shining of 
that Lignt which i^ destined to shine brighter and brighter 
unto the perfect day, and in doing so it becometh us well to 
be glad and rejoice before, the Lord. But our gladness 
should be tempered with sobriety, an4 our joy with 
seriousness. The wprk in which we are engaged is ad- 
vanced not so much by the excitement of the great con- 
gregation, ,as by the devput aspirations of the humble and 
contrite heart ; and if y6ur Committee may venture to 
ihrow out a suggestion bearing upon the most urgent 
need of the Christian Chqrch, they would say to those who 
love the Lord and long to see the rays of the Sun of 
Righteousness ^our their bright ligljt upon the dark places 
of the earth, pray earnestly for the outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit. 
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Jhe Scriptures now translated into more than 200 
languages may be stud to be within easy reach of a large 
proportion of mankind — ^what is heeded is a spiritual 
faculty to apprehend their teaching and to lay hold on 
the hope which the Gospel reveals. ‘The l^mdscape of 
Divine truth stands *out to view in all the bold outline of 
God’s revealed will, sparkling^nthebunshine ofHfis grace, 
and radiant with the promises, of His lo\e, but its beauty 
is hidden until the eyes of the blin^ doe anointed; and its 
varied features produce no.emotiqps of joy until t^e souls 
of the dead aite quickened. And here lies t^ difference 
between man’s work and God’s* wprk. We pan give the 
Book, but we cannot bend the will. W« can unfold* the 
mind of God, but we cannot wnveil the.'hSart of man. 
We can emboss the characters so as to establishTa tele- 
graphic communication between th^ touch and the intellect 
of the naturally blind, but we caiingt jJass on the wire to 
his soul so as to flash conviction there. We can provide 
bread sufficient for the food of countless multitudes, but 
we cannot give the appetite by* which alcme it,is relished, 
or produce that assimilating process through which the 
soul is nourished by it unto everlasting life. • 

Oh that seeing how ^oweviees wp are apart ^om 
Divine grace and teaching, this .vast assembly might ^6 
moved as one man to cry mightily to God for help, and 
thus strike a key-note of intercessory prayer, in harmony 
with Avhich the whole Chrcirch of CMst* might cduse its 
supplications to .asgendf and diffuse their sweet savour 
around the throne of God. Bend the heavens, O Lord* 
and come down in the pdwer.of Thy Spirit to a world 
lying in wickedness. Touch the niountains of its ungod- 
liness that they may Smoke, ‘not with the fire of Thy 
wrath, but with the incense of Thy grace. Oh for that 
sound to be ^eard again as, of a mighty rushing wind. 
Oh for a baptism of fire to soften and melt, to purify and 
refine map’s corrupt nature. 0<Jne from the four winds, 
0 Bi’eath, and breathe uponr the ‘slain that they may liv^. 
Then the eyes of the blind shall be opened, and the ears 
of the deaf shall be unstopped,* then shall the lame man 
leap as an hart and the tongue of the dumb sing, renewed 
hearts shall reflect with joy the beauty of holiness, and a 
ransomed people adorn the doctrine of their Saviour God.

Transla- 
tions of the Gospel ol’ St. Luke and the Epistle to tlic Colossiaiis have been 
made into it' by tile Rev. G. Piercy and the Rev. Mr. Adam Krolczyk, 
and having been submitted to the approval of the Canton Corresponding 
Committee ‘of tlic Bible Society, are now printed. Other portions, includ- 
ing St. Imke’s Gosped and tlie Kiustle to the Epliesians, are j)repared. 
The Aame tShavQti lias been used for G’jd in this version.

Da«nisll. — Tiic revised Bible prepared by Dean Rothe, Dr. Kalkar, 
^nd Prol'essor llcrinansen, is now publislied, and lias been adojited by tlie 
Society, -with the exception of a few c'f the marginal expositions which 
appeared to savour too much of the nature of a comment.

English.— In the course of last yi ar the Society brought out, for the 
first time, an English !Nc\v Testament divided into short paragraplis, the 
object being to do away \.’ith those misunderstandings which soiimtimes 
arise from the breaking up of the text into verses. The jiaragraphs were 
made as short as Avas consistent with tlie scii.se, so as, to obviate the con- 
fusion which readers feel wdien there are very few breaks in a page. 
References are given io a^l passages quoted fr.Dni the Qfd Testament; also 
the alternative renderings which afe U) be found in those editions of the 
Authorised Version wliicli have marginal references, are given at the foot

FrOUCll. — -A.n edition of Ostervald’s translation, which has been in 
course of preparation for some years, has now been issued. It is not a 
revision properly speaking; that is to say, the sense of Ostervald has 
never been departed from; but antiquated words and expressions have 
been removed, ^.fhe work is adopted, with a very few modifications, by 
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the Bible Society of Frarfbe, a sub-committee of» which had santftioned 
the changes that were introduced. The Society’s Belgian agent, Mr, 
Kirkpatrick, collated all the moat important editions as a preliminary 
measure, and thus furnished the materials by mlans of which the work was 
carried out. When the French sub-committ«e found it impossible to pro- 
ceed with the work owing to the late war;i Pastor I)uran^,'*ofLi6ge, kindly 
devoted a considerable time to the examination o^ the proposed changes, 
and by his judgment materially aided the Committee in tjieir labours.

German.— ^Aii account of the revision of Luther’s German New 
Testament will bo found in the body of thc^Report. The re^ed text,rfipart 
from the orthography, having met with ggn wal approval |n Germany, it 
was resolved that all the changes introduced should h« examined and* re- 
ported on by the Editorial Superintendent, and iinally semft editions have 
been printed under the care of the Rev. G. P. Davies, the Society's Agent 
in Germany, the revision having been adoptod^with a few modifications. 


JuddBO-Polisll. — Representations having bdhn made to the C 4 >m- 
mitteo that in Roumania, Southern Russia, and elsewhere, there existed 
a large number of Jews, besides women and children, wijo could not read^ 
or clearly understand any language except the so-called Juda3oJPolish, it* 
was resolved albjr <liie enquiry to print iSbmc portion^of Sifwpture in the 
dialect. The Gos])ol according to St. I^latthew lias been selected as a first 
experiment, and tlic translation marie for thg London Jews’ Society, by 
Mr. Cherskier, many years ago, has beep taken as a basis. Mr.^P. Her- 
•shon, well-known for liis work on ^he Talnfiid, bass been employed t® edit 
this Gospel in the pointed Hebrew^ charactar, slightly revising the te?^ so 
as to make the dialect as generally intelligible as possible. The work is 
now in the press, and if the first attempt prove satisfactory, other portions 
will probably bo printed. j • , 


JeP&IIBSO. — ft WHS the cawiest wi.sh of tlic Ifftc Dr. Bettelheiin, the 
celebrated medical missionary to Loo-choo, that liis Japanese translation 
of the Gospel of St.John, carefully revised byJiim in his later days, 
shouii be printed and circulated in Japan. After his death his widow 
sent a request to the Society that they ■\yould,caiTy out this wish, accom- 
panying the request with the ofier of 400 dollars towards the expenses wljich 
would be incurred in j)rcparing the edition. After having had a portion 
of the MS. examined by Professor Pfizmayer, rf Vienna, it was Resolved 
to commit the work into the bands tff this gentleman, in order that it 
might be transcribed into the Iliragana character, Avhich is more gene- 
rally unders^od in Japan than the Katogjana in which it was written* 
Professor Pfizmayerjias also undertoken <0 superintend the printing 
the work, and the types belonging to the Imperial Press of Vienna have 
been lent for the occasion. It is hoped tljat tlic circulation of this inte- 
resting version will prepare the way for the introduction of other and im- 
proved versions which may be prepared under the auspices of the various 
Missionary Societies which ifte labouring on the island. 
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Kaflr.^The tevisiQTi of tbe Kafir Bible i^making satisfactory pro- 
gress. The Gospel of St. Matthew and the Acts are printed, and the Epistles 
to the Corinthians have been completed. The work is at present 
tentative, and possibly soni j further Corrections may be made before these 
portions receive the final sanctirn of the Board of Revisers.

— A jbint/ ommitlce, representing the differentMissionary 
Societies and including incnibora of the Syrian Clmrch, is now engaged on 
the revision of tlio New Testament. Dr. Gimdert’s version is taken as tlie 
*basis ; and an attempt will, be made to adopt such terms as may render one 
version intelligible ^both among ‘the northern and southern Malayalim- 
speaking people.

Maltese , — The edition of St.jMatthew in this language having proved 
a great boon to religioui enquirers ampngst the Maltese, it was resolved 
thatj,the Acts of the Apostles sliould be*printed. A third portion, namely 
the Gospel according to St. John, has now been translated and is about to be 
printed. The services of the Rev. Dr. Camilleri have proved exceedingly 
valuable Jn aiding the preparation of thi^e works. 

ISoildO- — addition to the Gospels already translated and printed in 
this Wesfe'African dialect, the Committee have undertaken to print the 
Acts of the Aposth\s, w}k?h the Rev.^ ll.

NiasililL — The island of Nias is near Sumatra, and contains a large 
population, estimated by the Rev. J. Denifhger at SOOJPOO souls. For 
this island nothing hitherto has been dond in the yrsff of*printing ; but Mr. 
Denninger, a Missionary of the Basle Evangelical Miteions, who has 
laboured for many years ih this and the adjoining islaitd, has committed 
the language to writing, has prepared a grammar in it, and has made 
some translations of the Scripture. At the request of the Basle Mis- 
sionary Society, the Committee have resolved^ to print an edition of 
the Book of Genesis in the language, understanding thi^ this Hook is 
the most perfecjljj prepared, and ihat it i» regarded by tlie translator as 
the best to take in the first instance. v

Otji.— This language, which is filso calle8 TscJii^ and Fivt\ is spol^en in 
the Ashantee and Gold Coast Country. The translation pf the Bible has 
been made by the Rev. G. Christaller, 6f the Basle llissionar}^ Society, 
and has been printed by the Society, the Committee having also made a 
considerable grant in money towards the^ expenses incurred by Mr. 

Christaller whilst engaged in the work of trahslatipn.

Peking Mandarin. — A revised version of the New Testament 
has been completed by the translating Committee, and ianow in the press. 

Persian. — The Rev. R. Bruce, of^ the Church* MisSonary Society, 
having been stationed at Julfa near Ispahan, lias had his attention c*alled 
to the desirableness of some modifications im the translation* of tlie New 
Testament made by the Rev. Henry Martvn. The Committee Jiavc not 
been in a position to endorse hi j views at presSnt, or to do moi^ than 
refund to him certain sums expended for literary assistance, as tliey* f(iel 
that they cannot adopt any revised 'translation, except on the request 
of a Missionary Society, or of one of their own Auxiliaries, which may 
have had an opportunity of’ thoroughly examining The ’work pnoposed to 
be printed. ^ 

PouniRll. — It has been found necessary to make seme furtlier modifi- 
cations both in the translation andt>rthographyt?f the Rouman Scriptures. 
Thfi^ork is under the superintendence of the Rev. W. Mayer, of Jassy, 
and two editions of the Bible^re ordened, oae to be printed in Roumania, 
and the other in Ilyngary. 

Russ. — During the past year Dr. Chwolsem h«ns completed The trans- 
lation of the Bo(^s of Chronicles, I^ra, Nehemiah, Esther, the Psalms, 
Ecclesiastes, and the Song of Solomon. ,He is now engaged in revising 
the Synod*s,Edition of the Octateuch, set as to make it conformable to the 
original text, and harmonious in style witli the books already prepared. » 

SamoSill. — An edition of the Samoan Bible with marginal references 
is being carried through the press by the Rev. Dr. Turner, of the London 
Missionaiy Society. The New Testament portion of it was revised and 
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printed a short time ago^ and now the Old Testa^!nent has been carefully 
revised by the Missionaries in the island, and the whole work will leave 
the press, it is hoped, in the course of another year. 

SecllUaiia. — The RevV Dr. Moffat has been engaged during the past 
year in carrying p, Bible throiV^* the press, making no alterations in the 
translation or ortlngraphy of thtf existing ti*xt, except where there were 
manifest errors 'about which no question could be raised. A revision of 
the whole Bible isr' about to be undertaken, and^t is hoped that the vene- 
rable tranrfator, who is now' in England, will be spared to take an impor- 
tant share in the work. Some questions have arisen concerning the ortho- 
graphy most suitable lo represent certain peculiar sounds in the language ; 
but a doraprornise luyi lieen 'attained on these points, and it is hoped that 
when the, forthcoming revision! is completed, the Bible will be acceptable 
not only to thcMrious bodies of Missionaries working aniong the Bechuana 
tribes, 'but also y those who ar,e spreading tlie Gospel among the Matabcle 
peop^e farther in the interior 8f Africa. 

SOSUtO. — The* translation into this language has made considerable 
progress.*'* In addition to the New Testament, the Missionaries have now 
translated the Pentateuch, Iiu'^h, the Kings, Proveibs, Isaiah, and Daniel. 
The Book of Psalms, which tha.- })ocn already printed, is now re-trans- 
lated.* Groat care has been- taken to make the version as intelligible and 
idiomatit, and also as accurale as possible. 

* Sindhi . — lu’ addition to the Pour Gospels and Acts, which have 
already left tliQ‘^)ross,‘*trans)ations -of the Book of Gcuiesis and the Epistle 
to the Romans and Corinthians have been sent over by the Missionaries of 
the ChTirch ^lissionary Sooictv. They arc being printed under the editor- 
ship of the Rev. A. Burn, w fio has^ kindly given his services gratuitously. 
Mr. Burn has also taken groat grains to get patterns for the cutting of type, 
in the Gurvimikhi character, i«i wh;cli •ihc Committee have undertaken 
to print St, John’s Gospel as a fii^t experiment. Satisfactory patterns 
have now been received, and tlic 'work is about to be printed at the Oxford^ 
University Press. ^ ^ 

Spanisli.— Arrangements have been niadc for ^materially improving 
the marginfil references of the Society’s .Spanish Bible, ihidcr the care of a 
competent scholar. 

TolUgU. — The manuscript of the trau elation of the Prophets by the 
Rev. J. Hay was nearly compicte when he left the country a few months 
ago, and it is hoped that the Board of R’evisers wull speedily meet and 
consider what alterations are needed in his translation of the Books of the 
Old Testament before tJiey*can bo printed. TJic Rev, Dr, Ward law is 
engaged in the translation of the Boofe of Job. 

Turkisll. — During the past year the Rev. Dr. Schauffler has made 
vtfry considerable progress in hi^ Osnr.anli translation;* having advanced 
from the Proverbs to the Book of Ezekiel. It is hoped that before another 
year has passed the Old Testament may be reported as complete, and that 
the veteran translator may be spared to see his great wmrk circulated 
among the Turkish people.
